THOUGH  the  ftate  of  affairs  in  Scotland  was  calculated  to  raife 
the  hopes  of  the  court  of  St.  Germains,  the  Stuart  papers  for 
this  year  are  more  curious  than  important.  The  Scotifh  Jaco- 
bites were  refolved  to  rifk  every  thing  to  prevent  the  union,  and  the  . 
confequent  fuccefs  of  the  fucceffion  in  the  proteftant  line.  The  French 
had  given  them  fome  expedations  of  fupport ;  but  the  battles  of  Ramil- 
lies  and  Turin  difconcerted  all  their  meafures.  The  French  King  de- 
clared that  he  could  fpare  neither  men  nor  money  at  prefcnt ;  but  that 
he  would  fearch  for  a  more  favourable  conjundlure  to  give  them  the  aid 
they  required.  The  Tories  in  England  were  more  cautious  than  the  Ja- 
cobites of  Scotland.  They  wiflied  for  the  reftoration  of  the  excluded 
family ;  but  they  were  unwilling  to  agree  to  any  attempt,  during  the  life 
of  Queen  Anne.  They  held  no  direct  communication  with  the  court  of 
Sr.  Germains.  The  agents  of  that  court,  however,  had  accefs,  as  ufual, 
to  Marlborough  and  Godolphin,  who  feemed  to  give  private  afllirances 
of  zeal  for  the  Pretender,  when  they,  particularly  the  former,  publickly 
avowed  their  attachment  to  the  houfe  of  Hannover,  while  both  promoted 
the  fucceffion  in  the  protefi:ant  line.  It  appears  that  the  excluded  family 
had  turned  their  eyes,  as  early  as  the  prefent  year,  towards  the  King  of 
Sweden ;  who,  by  pofleffing  himfelf  of  Saxony,  and  dethroning  King 
Auguftus,  became,  in  fome  meafure,  the  umpire  of  the  affairs  of  Eu- 
rope.

ExtraSfsfrom  Lord  Caryll's  let  ten  y  continued. 
"  ^HIS  is  to  let  you  know  that  your  coufin  Wifely" [the  King]  is 
very  well  pleafed  with  the  care  you  take  to  preferve  her  right  in 
reverfion  upon  her  kinfwoman's  [Queen  Anne's]  death  ;  and  Ihe  very 
well  approves  of  the  method  you  propofe  of  confulting  with  Mr.  Goul- 
ftcm  [Godolphin]  concerning  what  is  beft  to  be  done  in  it :  confidering 
all  prefent  circumftances,  without  doubt  that  lawyer  is  better  able  than 
any  other,  both  to  advife  and  to  aft  effedually  in  this  affair,  if  he  were 
willing  to  undertake  it.  But  of  that  I  muft  doubt,  confidering  his  be- 
haviour  in  your  coufin's  former  claim  of  right  to  her  eftate  in  poflefTion  •, 
however,  your  coufin  gives  you  full  commifTion  to  aft  and  proceed  in  the 
way  you  fhall  think  beft  for  his  intereft.  And  when  you  have  confulted 
the  above-named  lawyer,  you  will  be  better  able  to  take  your  meafures,, 
and  to  inform  your  coufin  how  matters  are  likely  to  go.

I  alio  believe  that  thofe  few  of  Kenzy's 
relations  [Tories],  that  ftood  up  for  Hanmer  [Hannover],  have-  done

2dly,  And  if  fo,  whether  he  may  not  make  them  over  to  fome 
truftees,  for  the  payment  of  thofe  debts,  by  a  deed  that  will  ftand  good 
ih  law?  Tills  I  mention  bec'aufe  I  do  not  fee,  at  prefent,  how  the  title 
is  devolved  from'Wifely  [the  King]  to  Young  [Queen  Anne]  ;  but  yoii 
that  are  upon  the  place  can  better  judge  of  thefe  matters.

and  his  bitternefs  ought  not  to  be  ftirred.  Mr,  Manning's  [the  King  of 
France]  affairs  have  gone  fo  much  backwards  of  late,  that  there  is  little 
hope  of  his  being  able  to  lay  down  the  fum  neceflary  to  redeem  the 
mortgage  (an  army  for  an  invafion),  fo  that  we  muft  neceflarily  make 
the  bed  of  the  promifes  given,  by  thofe  other  merchants,  which  you 
know  have  been  fuch,  as  no  honeft  man  could  make  and  not  perform, 
when  able  to  do  fo.

James  Maitland,  major  general,  a  foldier  fince  he  was  a  man  ;  and  if  his 
capacity  is  as  good  as  his  experience  is  long,  he  may  be  a  good  officer. 
He  is  thought  to  have  fome  good  inclinations  j  and  it  is  prefumed  he 
may  be  treated  with.  z 

The 
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The  regiment  of  guards,  without  a  colonel  fince  Ramfay's  death,        1706. 
confifts  of  16  companies,  each  company  40  men,  including  ferjeants, 
corporals,  and  drums,  is  640. 

The  earl  of  Dalhoufie,  firft  lieutenant  colonel,  a  young  man  with  a 
very  fmall  eftate,  no  good  manager,  has  debts,  and  fometimes  forced  to 
take  fandluary  in  the  abbey  of  Holyrood-Houfe  j  but  being  of  a  loyal 
family  and  fo  educated,  it  is  prefumed  he  has  good  inclinations  -,  and  it 
may  be  reafonably  expefted,  that  the  King's  prefence  will  draw  him,  and 
all  fuch  to  his  Majefty's  intereft  and  fervice.  The  other  lieutenant  colonel 
Stewart,  brother  to  the  earl  of  Galloway,  is  thought  to  have  good 
inclinations ;  and  to  my  certain  knowledge,  he  was  for  the  grand  refolve. 
The  major  and  following  officers  of  this  regiment,  are  reputed  well 
afFedted  ;  Thomas  Hamilton,  fecond  major,  John  Murray,  James  Scott, 
John  Hamilton,  William  Sharp,  —  Scott,  —  Stewart,  captains ;  "William 
Murray  and  James  Ogilvie,  lieutenants;  the  firll  two  captains,  and 
the  two  lieutenants,  I  know  to  be  fo. 

The  troop  of  horfe  guards,  commanded  by  the  earl  of  Argyle,  con- 
fifts of  ICO  gentlemen  ;  at  leaft,  fhould  be  fo. 

The  lord  Forbes,  firft  lieutenant,  a  bigotted  whig,  little  fenfe,  little 
eftate,  and  difloyal.  My  lord  Ballantyne,  the  other  lieutenant,  one  of  a 
very  ordinary  capacity  and  little  or  no  eftate  ;  at  the  revolution,  and  for 
feveral  years  after,  was  efteemed  very  loyal  -,  but  having  fquandered  a 
good  eftate,  and  falling  in  with  the  duke  of  Queenfberry,  he  bought  him, 
at  th»  price  of  his  poft.  Mr.  John  Kerr,  the  firft  cornet,  fuch  as  the 
captain  j  the  other  Archibald  Douglas,  was  at  and  after  the  Revolution 
thought  very  loyal,  and  is  ftill  reputed  well  affedted  ;  but  much  under 
the  influence  of  the  duke  of  Qiieenflserry.  I  am  credibly  informed,  that 
many  of  the  gentlemen  of  the  troop  are  well  affedted. 

Two  troops,  or  companies  of  grenadiers,  on  horfeback  ;  each  confifl:- 
jng  of  30  men,  ranked  as  guards,  60. 

The  earl  of  Crawford,  colonel,  a  good-natured  man,  and  brave  ;  has 
^ittle  or  no  eftate,  and  influenced  by  the  earl  of  Arran.  The  captains  of

I  will  ufe  my  beft  endeavours  to  perfuadr  and  engage  him  to  his  dutj^J^ 
for  I  know  he  has  a  great  friendfliip  for  me,  and  v?ill  not  deceive  me; 
The  other  lieutenant  colonel  of  this  regiment,  is  Mr.  Patrick  Ogilvie, 
fecond  fon  to  the  earl  of  Findlater,  who  will  always  bc;  fuch  as  his  bro- 
ther, at  leafl:  fo  long  as  he  is  chancellor.  Yet  he  has  many,  tiities,  with  ' 
great  afleverations,  faid,  that  he  never  would  do  any  thing  againfl:  the 
King's  interefl".  Othet  officers  of  that  regiment  I  know  not  ;  but  in 
general,  I  am  informed,  that  fome  of  them  are  well  affefted,  and  it  is 
prefumed,  many  of  the  common  foldiers  are  fo,  becaufe  moft  of  them 
ajrs  Highlandmen,  and  of  confequence  thought  loyal. 

Lord  Strathnaver's  regiment  of  foot,  conflfts  of  10  companies  ;  each 
company  30  men,  including  ferjeants,  corporals,  and  drums,  is  300. 

This  colonel  is  a  very  young  man,  and  his  father,  the  earl  o{  Suther- 
land, being  of  ill  principles,  it  may  reafonably  be  prefumed  he  is  fo. 
Yet  1  am  told  by  fome  of  his  relations,  that  he  is  much  better-  difpofed 
than  his  father.  The  earl  of  Glencairn,  lieutenant  colonel,  I  khow  is 
loyally  inclined  ;  and  I  have  it  from  moft:  unquefl:ionable  authors,  that 
he  has  often  faid,  he  never  would  do  any  thing  againft  the  King,  and, 
asT- renvmber,  he  voted  the  grand  refolution  ;  and  feveral  captains  and 
fubalterns  in  the  regiment  are  reputed  well  affeifled. 

Thelaird  of  Gfant,  younger;  his  regiment  is  in  companies,  and  num- 
ber of  men,  the  fame  with  Strathnaver's,  300. 

The  colonel  before. he  got  the  regiment,  was  reputed  loyal;  but  fince 
he  had  it,  by  Argyle's  procurement,  he  is  confidered,  as  much  influenced

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by  that  lord.     Bruce  of  Kennith,   the   lieutenant  colonel,    is  reputed        1706.- 
loyal,  as  are  feveral  other  officers  in  that  regiment. 

The  earl  of  Lothian's  regiment  of  dragoons,  as  I  remember,  confiffs- 
of  fix  companies ;  each  company,  including  ferjeants,  corporal,  and' 
drum,  is  30  men,  180. 

The  colonel's  charaffler  is  already  given.  The  lieutenant  colonel  is 
fon  to  PoUwarth,  now  called  earl  of  Marchmont ;  when  the  late  earl  of 
Hume  lifted,  this  lieutenant  colonel  was  thought  well  affedled,  and  very 
much  under  the  influence  of  Hume ;  but  what  to  fay  of  him  now,  L 
know  not. 

The  major  of  this  regiment,  John  Johnfton,  of  Weftraw,  is  reputed 
to  have  loyal  inclinations,  being  much  managed  that  way  by  his  very 
loyal  lady  ;  but  he  is  much  under  the  influence  of  his  chief,  the  earl  of 
Annandale,  whom  few  of  any  fide  muft  truft. 

The  Mafter  of  Carmichael's  regiment  of  dragoons  is,  in  troops  and. 
number  of  men,  everyway  the  fame  with  Lothian's,  180. 

This  colonel,  like  his  father,  my  lord  Carmichael,  now  called  earl. 
Hyndford,  is  confidered  as  not  well  afFedled  to  the  King's  intereft,   and' 

his  lieutenant  colonel Wilhart  far  lefs  ;  being  a  bigotted  whig,  the 

fbn  of  a  minifter  of  that  pernicious  tribe.  But  Pollock  of  that  ilk,  the 
major,  though  he  is  fbmething  whiggilhly  inclined,  Kilmaronock  tells  me, 
that  he  has  often,  with  great  afleverations,  faid  to  him,  that  when  the 
King  comes,  he  fhall  have  him  and  his  troop  ;  and  this  is  all  the  loyalty. 
I  know  in  this  regiment,  except  one  lieutenant  Graham,  who  I  know  to 
be  well  affecfted. 

Three  independent  cornpanies,  for  fupprefllng  the  Highland  thieves 
and  robbers  ;  each  company  100  men,  300. 

The  firft  independent  company  is  commanded  by  captain  Campbell,  of 
Einnab;  fuch  as  his  chief,  Argyle.

The  heutenant-governor,  colonel  James  Stuart,  one  that  was  bred  in 
Dumbarton's  regiment,  and  before  and  at  the  Revolution  was  efteemed 
very  loyal,  and  is  ftill  reputed  to  have  loyal  inclinations,  but  is  a  little 
influenced  by  the  duke  of  Qiieenfberry. 

Major  Cout,  the  lieutenant  of  the  company,  is  a  moft  bigotted  whig, 
and  reputed  very  diQoyal. 

The  caftle  of  Stirling  is  commanded  by  the  earl  of  Mar,  governor. 
The  garrifon  confifts  of  100  men. 

What  to  fay  of  the  governor  I  know  not  well.  He  was  much  re- 
puted to  have  loyal  inclinations ;  and  to  my  certain  knowledge,  very 
much  courted  by  the  earl  of  Arran,  to  be  brought  entirely  in,  both  to 
the  intereft  of  the  King  and  country,  and  Arran  once  thought  himfelf 
fure  of  him.  But,  laft  feffion  of  parliament,  when  the  duke  of  Queenf- 
berry  came  to  Scotland,  he  no  fooner  came,  but  he  drew  Mar  from 
the  country  party,  with  the  bait  of  fecretary  of  ftate. 

The  lieutenant  governor  is  colonel  John  Erfkine  •,  one  that  is  fuppofed 
will  always  be  for  what  the  court  has  a  mind  to,  fo  long  as  he  enjoys 

any  tolerable  good  poft.     But Shaw,  of  Saughy,  lieutenant  of  the 

company,  is  reputed  to  have  loyal  inclinations. 

The  caftle  of  Dumbarton  is  commanded  by  Mafter  Archibald  Camp- 
bell, brother  to  Argyle.  Who  is  the  lieutenant,  I  know  not  ;  but  the 
garrifon,  I  think,  confifts  of  60  men. 

The  caftle  of  Blacknefs  is  commanded  by  the  earl  of  Buchan,  lately 
made  governor  ;  and  the  garrifon,  as  I  fuppofe,  confifts  of  about  60 
men  ;    but  who  the  lieutenant  is,  I  know  not.

The  prefent  earl  is  in  France  ;  and  the  affairs  of  that 
family  are  under  the  conduft  of  Mr.  James  Seaton,  a  mod  loyal  gentle- 
man, and  brother  german  to  the  lord  Kingfton.  Lord  Balmerino,  a  very 
bold  loyal  man,  and  of  good  parts,  is  very  fignificant  in  parliament,  and 
always  with  the  country  party."

not but  remember  Mr.  Drummond,  the  keeper  of  the  prifon,  who  is 
always  kind  to  loyal  prifoners,  and  took  no  fees  from  them,  particularly 
from  myfelf,  he  would  take  none." 

Haddington. 

The   earls  of  Tweedale,  Roxburgh    and  Haddington,    "  all  thrti 
of  a  rtamp,    an(^,  as   is    fuppofed,   much    for   Hannover;"   yet   it  is 
thought,  enemies  to  the  union.     "  What  to  fay  of  lord  Belhaven's  loy»

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1706.  alty,  I  know  not :  for  he  has  varied  in  parliament,  as  he  had  empldy-- 
ment  from  the  court."  The  commiffioners  of  parliament  are  Sir  John 
Lawder  of  Fountainhall,  "  one  that  is  thought  tolerably  well  affedted, 
but  peevifli  and  humourfome  "  Fletcher  of  Salton,  "  tliough  he  owns 
himfelf  of  republican  principles,  always  oppofes  the  court,  with  vigour, 
fpeaks  boldly  and  well,  and  has  often  faid  to  myfelf,  that  he  will  oppofe 
union  and  Hannover  ftill,  as  thinking  both  deftruftive  to  the  nation  -,'" 
Nilbet  of  DirletQn,  well  affefted  ;  Cockburn  of  Ormifton,  younger,  for 
the  court.  "  The  generality  of  the  gentry,  in  this  fliire,  are  efteemed 
well  aiFeded,  as  are  many  of  the  commons."  Alexander  Egar,  Sur- 
geon, member  for  the  town  of  Haddington,  is,  "  by  many,  thought  loyal,,, 
but  fometimes  influenced  by  Tweedale,  becaufe  he  has  much  of  his  em- 
ployment from  that  lord  and  others  of  his  kidney."

The  earl  of  Hume,  heritable  Iheriff,  about  1 8  years  of  age,  "  has 
been  loyally  educated,  and  has  a  loyal  "governor ;  and  it  is  not  to  be 
doubted,  but  he  will  follow  the  example  of  his  moft  loyal,  worthy  father, 
lately  deceafed."  The  friends  of  the  earls  of  Roxburgh  and  Hadding- 
ton, in  this  fhire,  joined  with  Polwarth,  in  a  late  eledton  againft  the 
earl  of  Hume  ;  "  which  feems  to  be  a  clear  indication,  of  what  is  to  be 
expefted  from  thefe  three."  The  commiffioners  of  parliament  are,  Sir 
Robert  Sinclair  of  Longformacus,  Sir  Patrick  Hume  of  Lurpfden  ;  "  both 
reputed  loyal,  and  have  .always  adhered  to  the  country  party  ;"  Sir  John 
Swinton  of  that  Ilk,  "  who  fometimes  trims,  but  for  the  moft  part  is 
with  the  country  party  •"  the  feat  of  the  fourth  is  vacant.  "  In  thi» 
fhire,  many,  both  of  gentry  and  commons,  are  well  affecSted,  and 
generally  all  are  fo,    that  are  not  whigs,    either  here  or  elfewhere    in 

Scotland." 

Roxburgh. 

Douglas  of  Cavers,  is  fheriff  and  one  of  the  commiffioners  for  this 
ftiire.  He  is  "  entirely  managed  by  the  duke  of  Queenfberry."  The 
other  commiffioners  are,  Sir  William  Ker  of  Greenheadj  "  reputed  an 
honeft  well  affefted  man,  but  a  little  influenced  by  his  chief,  Roxburgh;" 
Eliot  of  Headfliaw,  lord  of  Seffion,  "  who,  as  I  am  well  informed, 
came  in. by  a  trick,  is  entirely  wrong;"  Bennet,  younger,  of  Grubet, 
^"  He  was  in  the  country  party,  till  Tweedale,  Roxburgh,  and  others 
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of  that  fet,  broke  off.     He  is  now  mufter  mafterai^d  a  courtier."     The       1706, 
gentry  are  well  affeded,  and  the  "  commons,  that  are  not  whIgs,  are 
here  and  every  where  inclined  to  follow  their  mafter." 

Selkirk. 

Murray  of  Philiphaugh,  is  heritable  flieriff.  The  commiflioners  are> 
Mr.  John  Murray,  advocate,  and  Mr.  John  Pringle  Staining.  "  The 
iirfl:  is  entirely  governed  by  his  brother  Philiphaugh,  and  the  other  much 
fo."  The  town  of  Selkirk,  is  reprefented  by  Robert  Scot.  "  As  I  re- 
jnember,  he  trims  -,  but  the  town,  I  know,   is  generally  well  affeded." 

Peebles. 

Scot  did  not  remember  who  is  flieriff  for  this  fliire.  "The  com- 
miflioners," fays  he,  "  are  Hori'eburgh  of  that  Ilk,  and  Morifon  of 
Prefl:ongrange  ;  the  firfl:  is  reputed  loyal,  and  he  profeffed  fo  to  myfelf ; 
the  other  is  a  weak,  but  rich  man,  expeding  a  patent  of  honour,  and 
entirely  managed  by  Queenfljerry."  The  earl  of  Traquair,  is  "  a  wor- 
thy honefl:  man,  and  of  moft  unquefl.ionable  loyalty,  and  fo  is  Sir  David 
Murray  of  Stanhope.  Moft  of  the  gentry  are  loyal.  The  commiffioner 
for  the  town  of  Peebles,  Robert  Shiels,  is  for  the  court." 

Lanerk. 

Scot  did  not  remember  the  flieriff  of  this  county.  "  The  commifli- 
oners for  it  are,  Bailey  of  Lamington,  Hamilton  of  Aikenhead,  Sinclair 
of  Stevenftown,  younger;  thefe  three  are  of  the  country  party,  and  much 
managed  by  the  earl  of  Arran  :  but  Bailey  of  Jervifwood  has  entirely 
left  that  party,  and  is  every  way  wrong.  The  commons  of  this  country 
are  generally  whiggifli,  and  confequently,  not  well  affefted.  But  I  am 
informed,  a  good  many  of  the  gentry  are  well  inclined." 

Dumfries, 

He  was  uncertain  who  was  flieriff.  "  The  commiffioners  are.  Sir  John 
Johnfton  of  Weflrerhall,  led  both  by  employment  and  the  earl  of  Anan- 
dale ;  Sharp  of  Hodham,  who  profeffts  loyalty,  but  is  entirely  led  by 
the  duke  of  Queenfberry  :  fo  is  Douglas  of  Dornock  :  but  Fergufon  of 
Ifle,  the  fourth  commiflloner,  keeps  by  the  country  party,  and  is  reputed 
loyal ;  and  I  heard  him  lately  fay,  he  would  be  againft  the  union  and 
Hannover.     The  common  people  are  generally  whiggifli ;  but  a  good 
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1706.       number  of  the  gentry  are  well  affeded.     The  earl  of  Nethfdale  is  a; 
man  of  undoubted  loyalty^  much  loved  and  refpefted." 

Wigton. 

«  I  know  not  if  the  earl  of  Wigton  be  fherifF  of  this  fliire  ;  but  I  am* 
perfuaded,  he  is,  and  will  always  prove  loyal."  The  commiffioners  are§ 
Mr.  John  Stuart  of  Sorby,  brother  to  the  earl  of  Galloway,  and  Mr. 
Stuart  of  Caftle  Stuart. 

Kirkcudbright. 

Sir Agnew  is  heritable  fheriff  of  the  Stewartry  of  Kirkcudbright,, 

"  and  by  many  reputed  well  affefted,  and  I  have  heard  him  exprefs 
himfelf  fo.'*  The  commiffioners  are.  Maxwell  of  Cardines,.  "  a  rank 
whig  and  Hannoverian  ;'*  M'Kee  of  Palgowan,  to  my  knowledge,  is 
loyal  and  honeft,  and  generally  known  in  that  country  to  be  fo,  which 
is  an  evidence,  that  moft  of  the  gentry  there  are  well  affefted.  The  town, 
of  Kirkcudbright,  is  reprefented  by  Andrew  Hume,  fon  to  Polwarth, 
"  both  father  and  fon  Hannoverian."  The  vifcount  Kenmure  "  is  o£ 
moft  undoubted  loyalty,  having  never  taken  the  oaths."^ 

"  If  the  earl  of  Eglington  is  not  fherifF  of  this  {hire,  I  know  not  who 
is.  But  I  am  fure  his  lordlhip  profeffes  much  loyalty,  and  have  often 
heard  hi.m  do  io.  The  commiffioners  are,  Breflan,  younger,  of  Bilhop- 
town,  a  loyal  honeft  man,  and  a  clofe  adherer  to  the  country  party  > 
Cathcart  of  Carleton,  foraetimes  court,  but  for  the  moft  part  country 
party  ;  Mr.  Francis  Montgomery,  always  with  the  court.  Many  of  the 
gentry  are  well  aflFedled  j  but  the  commons  generally  whigs.

Mr.  Scot  did  not  know  the  IherifF,  nor  was  he  well  acquainted  in  the 
county.  But  he  concluded,  that  the  gentry  were  loyal,  "  becaufe  they 
havechofcn  two-gentlemen  to  reprefent  them,  that  are  notourly  known  to 
be  moft  loyal  •,  Sir  William  Cochrane  of  Kdmaronock,  and  Sir  Hum- 
phry Colquhoun  of  Lufs,  conftant  adherers  to  the  country  party.  The 
town  is  reprefented  by  a  noted  courtier,  Mr.  Sraoliett," 

Bufe. 
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Buie.  1706. 
•'  The  Stuart  of  Bute,'  now  called  earl  of  Bute,  is  heritable  flierifF,  re- 
puted well  afFefted  ;   and  fo  is  Stuart  of one  of  the  commiflioners. 

But  Stuart  of  Tillicutry,  the  other  commiflioner,  is  for  the  moft  with 
the  court,   and  much  influenced  by  Stair  and  the  prefident  of  the  Sefllon. 
For  the  town  of  Rothfay,  Mr.  Dougal  Stuart,  advocate,  brother  to  Bute,, 
is  commiffioner.     He  is  loyal,    aftive,   and  bold,  fpeaks  well  in  parlia- 
ment ;  and  though  he  is  fheriff  depute  of  Edinburgh,  he  clofely  adheres- 

to  the  country  party." 

Renfrew. 

Scot  did  not  know  who  was  ihenff;  but  he  was  convinced,  that  the 
earl  of  Dundonald  and  the  lord  Semple  were  loyal ;  and  he  hoped,  that 
the  marquis  of  Montrofe,  who  had  then  great  intereft  in  Renfrew,  as 
well  as  in  Dunbartonfhire,  "  whatever  miftakes  his  lordihip  has  com- 
mitted will,  in  the  main,  prove  for  the  King's  intereft.  The  gentry,  in 
this  fliire,  are  generally  reputed  loyal;  but  the  commons,  moft  partly 
whiggifli."  Mr.  Colin  Campbell,  member  for  the  town  of  Renfrew,  was 
"  reputed  to  have  loyal  inclinations,  but  thought  to  be  a  little  overawed 
and  influenced,  by  his  chirf,  Argyle."  The  commifTioners  for  the  fliire,, 
were  Sir  John  Houflon  of  that  ilk,  Stuart,  younger,  of  Blackhall,  and 
Pollock  of  that  ilk.  "  The  firft  are,  to  my  knowledge,  well  affefted  5 
but  Pollock  is  entirely  courtier."

But 
the  town  is  reprefented  by  a  moft  bigotced  whig,  Sciiart  of  Pur-- 
diven." 

Stirling, 

"  The  earl  of  Linlithgow,  as  I  fuppofe,  is  flieriff'of  this  fliire.  He  is, 
to  my  certain  knowledge,  loyal,  and  was  from  his  infiincy  educated  under 
the  government  of  a  moft  loyal  mother,  After  to  the  late  marquis  of 
Montrofe.  The  vifcount  of  Xilfyth  is  loyal  •,  fo  is  lord  Forrefter,  Gra- 
ham of  Killairn,  Graham  of  Bucklyvie,  all  eminently  loyal,  and  cpn- 
ftant  to  the  country  party.  The  loyal  gentry,  that  1  know  in  this  fliire, 
are  Mr.  Charles  Maitland,  brother  to  the  earl  of  Lauderdale,  Stir-

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1706.  ling  of  Kier,  Seaton  of  Touch,  Murray  of  Polmeas.  But  I  am  well 
informed,  that  moil  part  of  the  gentry  and  many  of  the  commons 
are  well  affeded.  The  town  of  Stirling,  for  the  moftpart,  iswhiggifh; 
at  leaft,  the  magiftracy  is  fo.  The  commiirioner  for  this  town,  is 
colonel  John  Erflcine,  brother  to  the, late  laird  of  Alloa,  and  is  a  thorough- 
paced courtier."

— '"  I  think  the  marquis  of  Athol  is  fheriff;  and  it  is  hoped,  his 
lordHiip  is  or  v</ill  be  right ;  and  to  my  certain  knowledge,  many  of 
the  King's  friends  are  ufing  their  utmoft  endeavours,  to  bring  him  en- 
tirely into  the  King's  intereft.  The  lord  Drummond  is  of  mod  unquef- 
tionable  loyalty,  as  is  his  brother,  lord  John,  and  all  the  gentlemen  of 
that  name,  that  I  know  in  this  fliire  or  elfevyfhere,  are  very  loyal  The 
vifcount  Stormont  is  of  undoubted  loyalty.  The  lord  Nairn  is  of 
undoubted  loyalty,  not  having  taken  the  oaths  to  the  princefs  Anne;

"  The  earl  of  Rothes,  as  I  think,  is  fheriff  of  this  fliire;  and  it  is 
known  to  every  body,  that  knows  any  thing  of  the  tranlaftions  of  Scot- 
land, that  he  has  very  much  loft  his  efleem  and  intereft  among  the 
qentry  of  Fife,  ever  fince  he  left  the  country  party.  The  earl  of 
Murray  is  of  undoubted  loyalty,  as  is  his  brother  and  prefumptive  heir, 
as  having  never  taken  the  oaths  ;  and  my  lord  Sinclair  is  eminently 
loyal,  having  never  taken  the  oaths,  and  all  his  children,  that  are  men,

*'  Sir  John  Malcom  and  Malcom  of  Bolbodie  I  know  to  be  loyal,  and- 
the  lord  Lyon  is  generally  fo  reputed  :  for  the  earl  of  Balcarras,  I  can  fay 
Kttle  for  him  ;  but  I  know  the  earl  of  Kelly  has- loyal  inclinations,  but' 
is  frequently  kept  out  of  parliarnent,  by  the  influence  of  his  lady  arid 
her  father  Balcarras  -,  the  lord  Colville  is  thought  well  afFefted,  and  is 
a  clofe  adherer  to  the  country  party  :  for  the  reft  of  the  noblemen  in"

ven  •,  Bruce  of ,  for  Coupar,  entirely  devoted  to  Rothes ;  Sir  Peter 

Halket  for  Dumferling,  Smith  of  Gebliefton,  for  Pittenweem  ;  Mon- 
crief  of  Sachop,  for  Creill ;  David  Dalrymple,  for  Culrofs,  entirely 
courtier;  Robert  Anftruther,  for  Anftruther  Wcfter;  Beaton  of  Balfour, 
younger,  for  Kilrenny  ;  all  thofe  members  for  the  towns  in  Fife,  except 
fuch  as  are  above  diftinguiflied,  are  generally  believed  to  be  honeft 
men,  well  affe6ted  to  the  King's  intereft,  and  I  know  moft  of  them  to 
be  fo,  and  all  of  them,  are  thought  adherers   to  the  country  party."

"  The  earl  of  Strathmore  is  Sheriff,  and  is  of  undoubted  loyalty. 
The  earl  of  Airly  is  loyal;  as  are  the  moft  of  his  name  every  where.

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1706.       The  earl  of  Sourhelk  is  loyally  educated,  and,  to  my  knowledge,  moft 
'     zealous  that  way  ;  and  it  is  hoped  the  earl  of  Northelk's  inclinations  arc 
Tight.     Though  he  has  fometimes  varied  in  parliament,  I  am  fure  he  was 
for  the  grand  relblve.     The  lord  Kinnaird  is  very  loyal." 

"  The  members  of  parliament  for  this  fhire,  are  Lyon  of  Achterhoufe, 
Carnegie  of  Finhaven,  Haliburton  of  Pitcur,  and  Graham  of  Fintray  ; 
all  four  loyal ;  but  the  firft  and  laft  moft  •rcmai'kably  fo,"  The  loyal 
gentlemen  in  this  county,  are  "  Lindfay  of  Edfdale  and  his  brother, 
Fothringham  of  Powrie,  elder  and  younger,  Seaton  of  Old  Bar,  Ramfay 
of  Bamff,  Graham  of  Duntroune,  he  that  reprefents  Dundee,  Lyon  of 
Coflens,  Lyon  of  Carfe,  Lyon  of  Ongle.  The  town  of  Forfar  is  repre- 
fented  by  Mr.  John  Lyon,  an  honeft  loyal  man.  Brechin  is  reprefented 
by  Alexander  Millifon,  fo  loyal  and  honeft,  that  no  ad  could  yet  prevail 
with  him  to  give  the  court  one  fingle  vote,  even  though  he  is  very  poor. 
Hutchefon,  for  the  town  of  Aberbrothick,  is  reputed  loyal ;  and  Scot 
of  Logic,  for  the  town  of  Montrofe,  though  he  was  the  firft  that  left  the 
country  party,  upon  the  temptation  of  the  mafter  of  works  place,  he 
always  did,  and  ftill  does,  pretend  much  loyalty,  and  has  often  fworn  to 
myfelf,  that  he  never  will  do  any  thing  againft  the  King's  intereft.

The  vifcount  of  Arbuthnot  is  loyal,  and  has  often  profeffed  fo  to. my- 
felf. The  family  of  Halkcrtown  were  always  loyal,  but  this  lord  is 
mad.  The  gentry  and  commons  of  this  fliire  are  exadly  fo  as  in  Angus. 
Such  of  them  as  1  perfonally  know,  and  am  particularly  acquainted  with, 
are.  Sir  David  Ramfay  of  Balmain,  commiflioner  for  the  fliire,  who  is  loyal, 
and  keeps  fteady  with  the  country  party  :  Sir  Thomas  Burnet  of  Leys,

"  The  earl  of  Errol,  lord  high  conftable  of  Scotland,  is  of  moft  un- 
queftionable  loyalty.

The  members  of  parliament 
for  this  (hire  are,  Mackenzie  of  Cromariy,  and  IVIacleod  of  Cathbole  i 
both  much  under  the  influence  of  Tarbat,  but  frequently  with  the  conn- 
try-party."

Sir  Archibald  Stuart  of  Burray,  and  Doug- 
las, younger,  of  Eaglefhaw,  both  reputed  loyal,  but  much  influenced 
by  the  duke  of  Queenfberry ;  yet  voted  the  grand  refolves,  and,  as  I 
am  well  informed,  have  often  declared,  they  will  never  do  any  thing 
againft  the  King's  intereft." 

Clackmcmnan, 

*'  This  is  very  fmall,  confifting  of  three,  four,  or  five  barons ;  has, 
at  prefent,  only  one  commiffioner,  Stuart  of  ,  who  is  reputed 

loyal,  and  is  of  the  country-party." 

Rofs. 

*'  This  fhire  is  like  the  other  northern  ones,  believed  and  reputed  to 
be  loyal.  The  commiffioners  for  it  are,  M'Kenzie  of  Scatwell,  and 
M'Kenzie  of  Gerloch,  both  reputed  loyal,  but  much  influenced  by  the 
lord  Tarbat.".

number  of  horfe  to  the  field,  which  few  or  none  of  the  clans  but  his  Grace 
can  do. 

"  May  it  pleafe  your  Majefty,  thus,  to  the  beft  of  my  judgment  and 
knowledge,  in  the  preceding  pages,  I  have  given  your  Majeily  a  true, 
fincere,  and  faithful  account  of  the  prefent  ftate  of  Scotland  ;  and  I  am 
fully  perfuaded,  that  the  far  greateft  part  of  the  nation  is  well  affeifted  to 
your  Majefty's  intereft  ;  and  I  know  none  that  are  ill  affedled,  but  that 
pernicious  rebellious  crew,  the  prefbyterian  minifters,  and  fuch  as  are 
entirely  under  their  direftion  and  influence,  which  are,  for  the  moft  part, 
the  common  people  :  for  in  the  weftern  and  moft  Whiggifli  fhires,  a  great 
many  of  the  chief  gentry  are  well  aflfefted,  and  (as  I  am  informed  by 
the  vifcount  of  Kenmure)  thofe  in  Galloway,  commonly  called  Came- 
ronians,  are  generally  for  your  Majefty;  and  every  body  knows  that  all 
the  northern  fhires,  nobility,  gentry,  and  commons,  are  well  afFedled.'*

"  J^  Gentleman,  fent  to  my  mafter,  the  King  of  England,  by  his 
friends  in  Scotland,  is  arrived  at  this  place ;  and  his  Majefty  has 
commanded  me  to  explain  to  you  his  commiffion,  in  order  that  the  Kino- 
may  be  informed  of  it. 

"  They  make  no  new  propofals  >  referring  themfelves  to,  and  adhering 
to  thofe  which  they  formerly  made.  But  they  hope,  that,  after  the  ene- 
my's armies  fhall  retire,  the  King  will  take  advantage  of  that  opportu- 
nity to  fend  them  fuccours,  under  the  command  of  their  own  King, 
whofe  prefence  appears  to  them  very  necelTary  for  animating  the  people, 
confounding  his  enemies,  and  deciding,  when  opinions  differ. 


"  Havinff 
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"  Having  received  no  news  from  this  country  fince  the  misfortunes 
that  happened  to  them,  they  confidered  themfelves,  in  duty  bound,  to 
afflire  the  King,  their  mafter,  that  their  zeal  was  not  fhaken,  nor  theii* 
courage  damped  by  them  ;  but  that  they  would  make  all  their  efforts  to 
reieft  the  union,  and  did  not  doubt  to  fucceed,  providing  the  prevailing

"  T  T  is  unneceflary  to  prove  the  utility  of  having  a  free  commiiniea- 
tion  between  feparate  dominions.  Now  the  duke  of  Hannover, 
who  will  have  none  with  his  territories  in  Germany,  when  he  is  mafler 
of  England,  will  think  himfelf  obliged,  and  even  under  a  neceffity,  to 
find  this  advantage  of  a  communication,  and  to  employ  all  forts  of  means 
to  eftablifli  it ;  and  his  confcience  will  be  no  obftacle  to  him,  as  he  will 
juftly  think,  that  he  will  have  as  much  right  to  any  other  country  as  he 
has  to  England. 

•  As  a  bridge  of  boats  is  thrown  over  rivers,  veflels  are  employed  for 
ih'e  fame  purpofe  at  fea ;  and,  in  order  to  employ  them  to  keep  up  a 
communication  between  England  and  the  territories  of  Hannover,  the 
duke  of  Hannover  mufl  have  a  maritime  province  to  join  his  dominions, 
and  he  will  find  none  but  that  of  Bremen. 

The  fame  reafons  which  will  induce  the  family  of  Hannover  to  feize 
on  the  country  of  Bremen,  fhould  alarm  the  King  of  Denmark  for  the 
fafety  of  Holftein  and  Oldenburgh,  without  which  that  family  will  not 
be  mafter  of  the  Elbe  and  the  Wefer;  not  to  mention  th'e  ancient  enmity 
between  thefe  two  powers,  which  appeared  on  all  occafions,  and  lately  at 
the  treaty  of  Travendal.  Any  regard  he  may  have  had  for  the  prefent 
eftablifliment  in  England  fhould  have  ceafed,  at  the  death  of  the  prince, 
his  uncle,  without  children  ;  and  now,  inftead  of  eftablifiiing  an  enemy, 
it  depends  entirely  upon  him  to  re-eftabliili  the  King  of  England,  his 
near  relation,  and  thereby  engage  him  ftill  more  ftrongly  from  a  prin- 
ciple of  gratitude  and  from  ties  of  blood,  to  be  invariably  in  his  intereft. 

The  eleftor  of  Brandenbugh  likewife  may  allow  himfelf  to  be  carried 
away  by  the  hopes  of  having  for  his  fhare  Pomerania,  to  which  he  pre- 
tends a  right  of  fucceffion,  as  well  as  conveniency,  and  a  powerful  addi- 
tion to  fupport  his  royalty. 

The  eledor  of  Saxony  will  require  no  other  motive  for  entering  into 
this  plan,  but  revenge  and  an  irreconcilable  hatred.. 
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It  is  not  to  be  doubted  but  the  King  of  Sweden  will  be  perfuaded  that 
thefe  things  merit  ferious  refleftions ;  and  that  he  will  find  no  other  means 
fo  efFedlual  for  preventing  the  calamities  witU  which  he  is  threatened,  as 
to  employ  all  his  force  to  re-eftablilh  the  King  of  England ;  and  there  is 
reafon  to  hope,  that  he  will  make  no  difficulty  of  contributing  to  this, 
when  he  will  fee  that  prudence,  juftice,  and  glory,  concur  in  it. 

The  means  of  executing  fo  great  and  fo  noble  an  enterprife  will  be 
explained,  when  the  King  of  Sweden  choofes  to  enter  into  a  treaty.

Nov.  21.  "  T  Shall  be  glad  to  hear  what  the  refult  will  be  of  your  next 
-■■  conference  with  Mr.  Goulfton  [Godolphin],  when  you 
can  obtain  it,  as  to  the  feveral  matters  which  have  been  propofed  to  him ; 
which,  I  fear,  will  end  only  as  you  fay,  in  procraflination,  if  not  in  a  flat 
denial,  as  to  the  debts  and  quit-rents." 

Dec.  12.  "  You  may  remember  that  Mr.  Armfworth  [Marlborough], 
once  told  you  that  there  fhould  be  no  money  lent  to  Norly  [the  Scots], 
to  carry  on  the  lawfuit  againft  Pleffington  [the  King],  in  the  behalf  of 
Hanmer  [Hannover].  Pray  tell  me  in  your  next,  whether  you  think 
that  gentleman  has  been  as  good  as  his  word.  In  the  mean  time,  I  muft 
own  myfelf  much  obliged  to  Mr.  Goulfton  [Godolphin],  for  his  protec- 
tion offered  to  our  young  traveller.  I  am  of  your  opinion,  that  fhould 
the  match  [union]  be  concluded  between  Norly  [Scotland]  and  Wheatly 
[England],  it  would,  in  procefs  of  time,  breed  divifions  in  and  befveen 
the  two  families." 
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TH  E  Whigs,  by  intimidating  Godolphin,  had  procured  the  influ- 
ence of  government  in  the  eleftions  for  members  of  the  new  par- 
liament, which  met,  for  the  firft  time,  on  the  twenty-fifth  of  Odtober, 
1705.     Finding  themfelves  the  majority,  John  Smith,  one  of  their  own 
party,  was  chofen  fpeaker  of  the  houfe  of  commons,  notwithftanding  the 
vehement  oppofition  of  the  Tories.  William  Cowper,  a  man  of  heavy  and 
confufed  parts,  but  who  was  attached  to  the  fame  principles,  was  made,  by 
their  influence,  keeper  of  the  great  feal ;  and  in  general,  the  whole  cur- 
rent of  preferment  ran  through  the  fame  channel.     The  Tories,  vexed  at 
the  lofs  of  their  influence,  adled  a  part  which  exhibited  a  curious  fpeci- 
men  of  that  glaring  inconfiflency  of  conduft,  into  which  the  fpirit  of 
party  has  too  often  betrayed  mankind.     To  harafs  their  political  oppo- 
nents, they  endeavoured  to  take  pofleflion  of  their  ground  ;  and  though 
they  were  fuppofed  to  be  enemies  to  the  fucceflion  of  the  houfe  of  Han- 
nover, the  lord  Haverfliam,  as  the  mouth  of  the  party,  moved,  in  the 
houfe  of  lords,  for  an  addrefs  to  the  Queen,  to  invite  the  princefs  So- 
phia into  England.     The  motion  was  rejefted  by  the  Whigs,  who  then 
poflefled  the  whole  influence  of  government.     There  were,  however, 
brought  in  two  bills,  which  were  deemed  a  great  fecurity  to  the  prote- 
flant  fucceflion  :   the  firfl:,  appointing  a  regency  on  the  event  of  the 
Queen's  death  ;  and  the  fecond  for  naturalizing  the  princefs  Sophia,  and 
the  iflTue  of  her  body,  being  protefliants. 

The  oppofition  of  the  Whigs  to  the  invitation  to  the  princefs  Sophia, 
having  raifed  fufpicions  againfl;  their  attachment  to  the  houfe  of  Hanno- 
ver, the  party  endeavoured  to  take  to  themfelves  the  whole  merit  of  the  , 
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feciirities  in  favour  of  the  fuccefllon,  which  had  pafled  in  the  prefent 
fcflion  of  parliament.     The  lord  Halifax,  one  of  their  number,  was  fent 
with  the  a6ls  of  regency  and  naturalization  to  Hannover  ;  and  he  carried 
along  with  him  letters  from  all  the  leaders  of  the  Whigs,  exprelTive  of 
their  fincere  attachment  to  the  fucceflion  of  the  eleftoral  family.     The 
increafe  in  the  correfpondence  with  Hannover,  together  with  the  zeal 
exprefied  in  the   letters,  form   a  kind  of  proof  that  the  fuccefllon  of 
the  princefs  Sophia  and  her  pofterity,  -began  then,  for  the  firft  time,  to 
acquire  a  degree  of  certainty.     The  Qiieen,  perhaps  juftly,  was  fufpefted 
of  having  no  intentions  of  that  kind  ;  and  her  minifter,  the  lord  Godol- 
phin,  had  been  uniformly  in  the  intereft  of  the  exiled  family,  though, 
"by  a  happy  timidity,  he  at  lafl,  in  a  manner,  enfured  fuccefs  to  their- 
rivals.     He,  however,  was  fo  true  to  his  principles,  that,  though  he 
aided,  with  all  the  weight  of  government,  the  adls  of  regency  and  natu- 
ralization, he  never  took  merit  to  himfelf  from  that  circumftance,  nor 
entered  into  any  correfpondence  with  the  houfe  of  Hannover.     The  prin-

Hannover,  January  15,  1705, 
"JAM  very  much  obliged  to  you  for  the  trouble  you  have  taken  of 
informing  me,  by  your  letter  of  the  6t.h  inftant,  of  the  proje<5t 
which  you  got  approved  of  at  the  Hague,  for  putting  King  Charles  and 
prince  Eugene  in  a  condition  to  a6t  ofFenfively  the  next  campaign.  It  is 
certain  tl.at  one  cannot  imagine  any  thing  more  advantageous  to  the 
common  caufe,  and  that  the  prudence,  with  which  you  have  formed  this 
proj^ft,  joinied  to  the  care  whicJi  you  have  Liken  to  bring  it  to  a  happy 
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conclufion,  has  added  not  a  little  to  the  great  obligations  which  the  pub- 
lic owes  you  already,  and  to  the  glory  of  the  Queen,  who  continues  to 
give  fuch  convincing  proofs  of  her  good  intentions. 

"  With  regard  to  the  affair  of  Lubec,  you  are  too  well  informed  not 
to  fee  that  it  would  be  as  much  my  intereft  as  the  interefl  of  the  reft  of 
the  allies,  to  fee  it  terminated  amicably,  by  an  accommodation.  But  if 
this  cannot  be  foon  done,  in  a  manner  with  which  the  adminiftration  may 
be  fatisfitd,  I  leave  you  to  judge  if  it  will  be  poflible  to  control  the 
King  of  Sweden,  and  if  I  can  difpenfe  with  fulfilling  the  engagements 
into  which  I  entered  perfonally,  concerning  the  bifhopric  of  Lubec,  and 
thofe  to  which  the  guarantee  of  the  treaty  of  Travendahl  binds  me. 
Being  joined  in  this  guarantee  with  her  Majefty,  and  with  Holland,  I 
doubt  not  but  in .  that  cafe  they  will  concur  with  me,  in  making  the 
houfe  of  Gottorp  fenfible  of  its  good  effeds,  in  an  efficacious  manner. 

"  You  have,  no  doubt,  been  informed  already,  that  the  troops  have 
been  withdrawn  by  both  parties  from  the  city  of  Eutin,  and  from  the  whole 
bifhopric  •,  and  that  the  Danes  are  returned  home,  after  having  diflodged 
the  troops  of  the  adminiflrator  j  fo  that  the  only  thing  to  be  done  now 
is,  to  fupport  that  prince  in  the  civil  pofTeffion,  and  in  the  adminiRration 
of  the  bifhopric,  under  the  guarantee  of  the  fame  powers  who  are  gua- 
rantees of  the  treaty  of  Travendahl.  I  hope  that  her  Majefty  will  not 
only  contribute  to  this,  but  alfo,  by  her  influence,  determine  the  States 
General  to  join  her  in  fo  falutary  an  undertaking.  I  befcech  you.  Sir, 
to  be  fo  good  as  to  give  all  your  attentions  to  this,  as  the  affair  is  of  im- 
portance enough  to  deferve  them  ;  and  to  be  perfuaded  that  I  fhall  never 
negledt  an  opportunity  of  Ihowing  you  how  much  I  am,

*'  T  Received,  with  the  utmoft  gratitude,  the  letters  with  which  your 

Majefty  honoured  me,  concerning  the  affair  of  Lubec.     I  entreat 

E  2  you 
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you  to  be  perfuaded  that  on  this,  as  on  all  occafions  which  can  offer,  I 
fhall  never  have  any  thing  more  at  heart  than  to  conform  myfelf  to  your 
intentions,  and  to  give  you  proofs  of  my  zeal  for  the  common  caufe.  It 
was  with  very  great  fatisfaftion  I  was  informed,  by  Mr.  Howe,  of  your 
Majefty's  favourable  fentiments  for  the  interefts  of  the  houfe  of  Gottorp, 
and  the  inftrudlions  you  was  pleafed  to  fend  on  that  affair  to  your  mini- 
fter  at  the  Hague.  I  fhall  concur,  on  my  part,  with  pleafure,  in  the 
expedients  which,  without  prejudice  to  the  inconteftible  rights  of  that 
houfe,  may  terminate  amicably  the  differences  now  fubfifting.  I  fhall 
even  employ  myfelf,  with  all  pofTible  ardour,  to  reconcile  the  King  of 
Sweden  and  the  adminiftrator  to  them.  I  wrote  yefterday  to  the  latter, 
to  difpofe  him  to  this,  and  to  reprefent  to  him  that  it  is  very  jufl:  to  give 
your  Majefty  and  the  States  the  time  which  is  necelfary  for  engaging 
Denmark  to  refolve  to  give  their  confent,  that  the  adminiftrator  may  be 
re  eftabliflied  in  the  pofTefTion  of  the  bilhopric,  without  which  I  afTure 
your  Majefty  it  will  be  no  ways  pofTible  to  control  the  King  of  Sweden, 
I  doubt  not  but  your  Majefty,  by  your  great  influence  at  the  Imperial 
court,  will  prevail  with  the  Emperor  to  concur  with  you  and  with  the 
flates,  in  engaging  Denmark  to  accept  of  fuch  a  reafonable  expe- 
dient.

"  T  A  M  much  obliged  to  you  for  the  letter  which  you  was  at  the  trou- 
ble of  writing  to  me.  You  would  have  heard,  after  you  had 
■written  it,  that  the  King  of  Denmark  had  accepted  of  the  expedient 
propofed.  It  is  but  juft  to  afcribe  this  principally  to  the  ftrong  repre- 
fentations  which  the  Queen  was  pleafed  to  convey  to  him.  I  am  over- 
joyed that  this  affair  is  in  a  ftate  which  gives  room  to  believe  that  it  will 
have  no  confequence  hurtful  to  the  interefts  of  the  common  caufe. 

"  It  is  very  difagreeable  that  the  prince  of  Baden  fhould  be  filenr, 
when  he  ought  to  concert  with  you  the  operations  of  a  campaign  wliich 

is 
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is  already  fo  near.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  that  the  imperial  court,  without  1706, 
delay,  will  take,  in  that  refpeft,  the  necelfury  meafiires  with  her  Ma- 
jefty  and  with  the  ftates.  Whatever  may  be  the  relult  of  this,  you  may 
afllire  yourfelf,  that  I  Ihall  give  to  lieutenant  general  Bulau,  the  orders 
which  you  defire;  and  that  the  troops  which  I  have  in  the  Queen's  pay 
will  join  your  army,  whether  it  adls  in  Brabant  or  in  any  part  whatever  of 
the  empire.  And  I  am  inclined  to  hope  at  the  fame  time,  that  if  the 
States-general  have  troops  in  the  army  which  you  Ihall  command,  you 
will  obtain  from  them,  to  have  thole  which  I  have  in  their  fervice.

fp  much  confequence,  that  1  think  myfelf  obliged,  as  a  good  Englifh- 
man,  and  as  a  faithful  fervant  to  your  Eledoral  Highnefs,  to  commu- 
nicate it  to  you.  It  contains,  that  all  that  has  been  done  in  England  this 
winter,  for  ellablilhing  the  proteftant  fuccefiion,  and  for  teflifying  re- 
fpeft  and  attentions  to  your  electoral  family,  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
eleftrefs,  of  fo  little  confequence,  that  ihe  confiders  it,  at  moft,  as  a

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J  706.  any  zeal  for  the  proteftant  fucceflion,  entertains  of  it.  It  is  for  this 
reafon,  I  am  not  able  to  refleft  upon  this  affair,  without  a  great 
deal  of  uneafineis.

TTT HEN!  was  firft,  by  her  Majefly's  great  goodnefs,  raifed  to  the

"  ^  HE  hopes  of  having  my  letter  prefented  to  your  Eleftoral  High- 
nefs,  by  my  lord  Halifax,  has  encouraged  me  to  the  prefumption 
of  writing.  I  could  not  hope  for  a  more  favourable  opportunity  of  mak- 
ing this  humble  tender  of  my  duty,  than  by  the  hands  of  one,  who  has 
fo  eminently  diftinguidied  himfelf,  upon  all  occafions,  for  the  fettling  and 
cftablifhing  the  fucceffion  of  the  crown  of  England,  in  your  moft  ferene 
family,  and  who  will  be  a  witnefs  above  exception,  of  my  conduft,  in 
every  part  of  that  affair.

The  turn  of  it  was  to  Ihew  firft,  that  we  could  go  on  no  far- 
ther with  the  Dutch,  (which  was  in  effeft  to  fay,  we  muft  make  peace) 
and  next  to  fay,  the  Queen's  adminiftration  was  hardly  fufficient  to  help 
us  in  peace,  at  home,  unlefs  the  next  heir  came  over.     The  Queen  was 
prefent  at  this  difcourfe,  and  no  one  can  judge  fo  well  as  your  E.  H. 
whether  this  was  a  compliment  proper  to  engage  her  Majefty,  to  enter 
willingly  into  the  invitation ;  and  if  it  had  been  aflented  to  with  reluc- 
tance, whether  it  might  not  have  given  rife  to  unkindnefles,  that  might 
in  the  end  have  proved  very  fatal. 
->        They  who  were  afraid  of  entering  into  fuch  an  invitation,  (efpecially 
coming  as  it  did  from  thofe,  who  never  till  then  fhewed  any  concern  for 
the  proteftant  fucceffion)  thought  it  proper  to  lay  hold  of  that  favour- 
able conjunfture,    to   pulh  in  for  thofe  folid  provifions,    v/hich  were 
evidently  wanting,  and  which  v/e  hope  are  brought  to  effect,  by  the  aft 
that  is  to  be  farther  carried  on  by  the  negociation  entered  into  for  en- 
gaging the  allies  to  become  guaranties  of  our  fucceffion,  and  by  the  treaty

between  the  commifTioners  of  England  and  Scotland,  for  a  union  of  the  1706. 
two  kingdoms,  which  feems  to  be  the  way  now  laid  open,  for  obtaining 
the  declaration  of  the  fame  fucceflion  in  Scotland,  which  is  already 
effecSted  in  England.  I  believe  there  is  a  good  difpofition  in  the  com- 
miffioners,  on  both  fides.  I  can  abfoluteiy  promife  for  one,  the  meanefl: 
of  them,  that  as  far  as  my  capacity  and  application  can  go,  nothing  fhall 
be  wanting  to  bring  this  treaty  to  a  happy  ifiue. 

Having  already  prefumed  to  take  fo  great  a  liberty,  I  humbly  beg 
permiflion  of  your  E.  H.  to  mention  another  particular,  the  a£t  of  na- 
turalization, which  fome  have  faid  was,  at  leaft,  unneceffary,  if  not  a 
diminution  to  your  mod  ferene  family.  If  this  be  fo,  not  only  all  our 
prefent  judges,  but  all  the  lawyers  of  former  ages  have  been  in  the  wrong. 
There  are  but  two  ways  of  making  any  perfons  born  out  of  the  allegi- 
ance of  the  crown  of  England,  capable  of  enjoying  inheritances,  honours, 
or  offices  in  this  kingdom;  the  one  complete  and  perfect,  which  is  a  na- 
turalization, by  a6b  of  parliament;  the  other  imperfecl,  which  is  by 
letters  patent,  of  denization.  That  this  is  fo,  cannot  be  better  proved,  than 
by  the  inftance  of  his  highnefs  prince  Rupert.  For  when  K.  C.  the  Firfl 
intended  to  create  him  D.  of  Cumberland,  to  make  him  capable  of  that 
title,  it  was  found  neceffary,  previoufly  to  make  him  a  denizen,  by  the  K.'s 
grant,  under  the  great  feal;  the  differences  then  fubfifting  between  the 
King  and  his  parliament,  making  it  impofiible  to  procure  a  naturaliza- 
tion. But  the  prefent  aft  is^  attended  with  all  poflible  marks  of  honour 
and  refpeft,  for  the  Queen  and  nation.  It  extends  to  all  the  poflerity  of 
her  R.  H.  the  princefs  Sophia,  born,  or  hereafter  to  be  born,  and  where- 
foever  they  are  born,  v/hich  is  a  privilege  that  was  never  yet  granted 
in  any  cafe,  till  in  this  inftance.  It  is  only  from  your  E.  H.'s  eminent 
goodnefs,  that  I  can  hope  for  pardon,  for  this  tedious  addrefs.  I  am, 
with  the  moft  profound  refpeft,  &c.

Knowing  the  inviolable  attachment,  which 
the  intendant  of  my  finances,  that  is  to  fay,  the  auditor  of  the 
Exchequer,  lord  Halifax,  has  always  teftificd  for  your  perfon  and  your 
interefts  -,  I  gave  him  orders  to  prefent  to  you  authentic  copies  of  three 
adls,  which  concern  your  family.  The  fhare  which  he  has  had  in  thefe 
afts,  renders  him  very  fit  to  explain  to  you,  with  what  intention  they 
have  been  formed  ;  and,  I  doubt  not,  but  you  will  agree  with  me,  that 
nothing  could  more  effeflually  fecure  the  fucceflion  of  your  family.  It 
is  with  this  view  I  have  given  them  my  affent,  having  nothing  in  the 
world  fo  much  at  heart,  as  to  preferve  our  religion  and  the  tranquillity  of 
my  fubjedts,  by  leaving  thefe  kingdoms  to  the  mild  dominion  of  my 
proteftant  heirs.

'«  A  Fter  receiving  thofe  feveral  copies  of  letters  about  fuch  matters  of 
importance,  together  with  all  thofe  honours  and  favours  your  R. 
H.  has  done  me ;  I  muft  feem  ftrangely  negligent  in  not  writing  all  this 
time  f ,  either  to  yourfelf,  or  at  leaft  to  fome  friend  at  Hannover,  if  I 
did  not  entirely  depend  on  your  great  prudence,  which  will  eafdy  ima- 
gine the  good  reafons  for  it,  after  thofe  extraordinary  fort  of  proceedings 
we  have  had  among  us. 

The  truth  is,   I,  with  a  great  many  more  (as  they  have  owned  lit 

converfation)  have  been  this  long  while  in  a  conllant  expeiftation  of  your 

appointing  fome  perfon,  either  privately  or  publickly,  to  convey  letters 

fafely,  and  to  be  converfed  with  and  confided  in  upon  occafion  i  becaufe» 

though  I  believe  no  body  ever  had  a  thought  on  this  fubjed  of  your 

coming  over  hither  either  in  the  leaft  difrefpedlful  to  the  Qiieen,  or  even  to 

the  government,  or  which  could  juftly  be  blamed  by  either  of  them,  if  dif- 

covered  ;  yet  it  would  be  unmannerly  to  yourfelf,  as  well  as  imprudent, 

to  venter  letters  to  fo  great  a  perfon  that  are  fo  liable  to  be  intercepted 

as  mine  are  at  this  time,  though,  God  knows,  without  my  leaft  deferving 

It.

SIR,  Louvain,  May  25,  170,6.      j^jg  ,^* 

"AS  foon  as  we  underftood  that  the  enemy,  having  withdrawn  their 
troops  from  the  fortified  places,  and  collefted  together  all  their 
forces  in  the  Low  Countries,  had  pafTed  the  Geete  at  Tirlemont,  and 
encamped  between  that  place  and  Leane,  with  a  defign  of  giving  us  bat- 
tle, we  did  not  hefitate  to  advance  toward  them,  placing  our  confidence 
in  the  bleffing  of  heaven  and  the  valour  of  our  troops.  Sunday  lad,  we 
continued  our  march,  at  three  o'clock  in  the  morning,  to  gain  the  opening 
between  the  Mahain  and  the  great  Geete.  We  foon  underftood  that  the 
enemy  were  likewife  in  march  ;  but,  according  to  the  report  of  the 
general  officers  who  were  our  prifoners,  their  defign  was  not  to  fight 

before 
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1706'*  before  Monday  ;  not  believing  that  we  -would  venture  to  come  to  them. 
The  armies  were  in  fight  before  noon ;  and  all  diligence  was  ufed  on 
both  fides  to  arrange  the  troops  in  order  of  battle,  and  to  form  the  bat- 
teries, which  began  to  play  at  one.  And  toward  tv/o  o'clock,  we  or- 
dered the  village  of  Ramillies,  which  covered  the  right  of  their  infantry, 
where  they  had  their  largeft  battery,  with  a  great  force,  to  be  attacked. 

The  battle  became  hot,  and  continued  long  enough,  with  great 
fury  ;  but  at  laft,  the  enemy  was  obliged  to  give  way.  We  took  their 
cannon,  and  made  many  prifoners  ;  and  having  continued  the  fight  with 
the  fame  vigour,  (the  infantry  as  well  as  the  cavalry)  until  between  four 
and  five  o'clock,  when  the  enemy  began  to  withdraw  ;  we  purfued  them 
without  intermiffion,  fighting  them  as  they  retired,  until  the  night  was 
far  advanced :  fo  that  God  has  given  us  a  complete  vidtory.  We  have 
taken  forty-three  pieces  of  cannon,  the  pontons,  a  great  part  of  their 
baggage,  and  at  lead  four  thoufand  prifoners,  befides  their  lofs  in  the 
battle. 

We  only  halted  two  hours  in  the  night,  and  we  began  our  march 
before  day,  in  order  to  draw  near  the  Dyle,  of  which  we  had  determined 
to  attempt  the  pafiage  this  morning  at  day-light:  but  the  enemy  faved 
us  that  trouble,  having  retired  laft  night  toward  Bruflels;  fo  that  we 
entered  Louvain,  and  all  our  army  pafifed  the  river  without  oppoficion. 
The  French  burnt  their  magazines  in  the  town,  but  the  Spaniards  left 
theirs  entire. 

Your  E.  H.  may  eafily  judge,  by  this,  of  the  lofs  of  the  enemy,  and 
of  the  confternation  in  which  they  are.  We  propofe,  to  mori-ow,  to  ad- 
vance toward  Bruflcls,  to  take  the  advantage  of  this  confternation;  and 
to  endeavour  to  attack  them  again,  or  to  oblige  them  to  retire  further. 
Nothing  could  excufe  us  for  fatiguing  the  troops  fo  much,  after  fo  ob- 
ftinate  an  engagement,  but  the  neceffity  of  driving  them  to  the  laft  extre- 
mity before  tiie  Mariftial  de  Marfin  joins  them,  which  may  happen  in 
four  days. 

Your  E.  H.  will  forgive  me  for  fo  long  an  account,  which,  I  am 
fure,  however,  will  be  agreeable  to  you.  You  will  allow  me  likewife, 
if  you  pleafe,  to  felicitate  you,  upon  this  happy  fuccefs,  for  the  good  of 
the  common  caufe.

5'  T  Thought  it  proper  to  inform  you,  by  a  mefienger,  that  the  prince 
of  Baden  continues  to  folicit  lieutenant  general  BuLui  to  march  to 
his  afTiftance,  wich  the  corps  of  troops  which  I  have  in  the  Qiieen's  fer- 
vice.  He  wrote  to  him  from  Raftadt,  the  19th  inftant,  by  Mr.  D'Ave- 
nant,  the  mod  preffing  letter  imaginable.  It  is  true,  I  had  permi:ted 
the  lieutenant  general  to  advance,  on  that  fide,  wich  my  troops,  when 
there  was  any  hopes  of  preventing  the  enemy  from  executing  their  pro- 
je6l  on  the  Upper  Rhine.  But,  at  prefent,  where  they  have  carried  their 
point,  when  the  Marfhal  de  Marfin  returns  to  the  Maefe  wich  the  detach- 
ment which  he  commands,  and  when  the  prince  of  Baden,  having  placed 
himfelf  fafely  beyond  the  Rhine,  has  afTcmbled  there  a  force  fufficient  to 
prevent  the  paffage  of  the  French,  I  fee  no  neceflity  of  fending  to  him 
my  troops.  I  know,  if  they  once  ihould  advance  on  that  fide,  the  prince 
will  find  means  of  keeping  them  all  the  campaign,  which  is  as  contrary  to 
my  intentions  as  it  is  to  the  public  fervice.  I  always  reckoned  that  they 
were  to  ferve  in  your  army ;  and  I  don't  fee  that  there  is,  any  neceffity  of 
employing  them  elfewherc.  You  will  -therefore  oblige  me  much,  by 
fending  them  your  orders  without  delay.  They  will  follow  them  punc- 
tually. But  I  chufe  to  hope,  that  you  will  approve  the  ftrong  reafons 
which  I  have,  not  to  trufc  them  to  the  prince  of  Baden ;  and  that  the 
interefl:  of  the  common  caufe  does  not  demand  that  I  fhould.

his  alTiftance.  But  there  are  more  than  ten  days,  fince  I  fent  pofitive 
■'orders  to  that  general  to  come,  with  all  fpeed,  to  the  Low  Countries;

to  fee,  by  this  letter,  that  what  I  have  done  in  this  refpedl,  is  agreeable 
to  the  wilhes  of  your  E.  H.  1  expeft  to  learn,  every  moment,  that  the 
troops  are  on  their  march,  having  fent  to  them  a  route  to  come  from  Co- 
blentz  to  Liege. 

The  prince  of  Baden  fliould  adhere  to  his  orders,  fince,  as  your  F.

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ufe.  But  as,  according  to  the  intelligence  which  we  receive,  the  court  1 706. 
of  France  muft  have  given  orders  to  Monfieur  de  Villars  to  march  thirty 
battalions  and  forty  fquadrons  to  this  fide,  the  prince  will  be  foon  at 
liberty  to  aft  on  his  fide  :  and  I  flatter  myfelf  that  the  court  of  Vienna 
will  take  care,  that  fo  large  a  body  of  troops,  Monfieur  de  Bulau  com- 
puting them  at  forty  thoufand  men,  befides  the  Heffians,  fhall  not  remain 
inaflive  during  the  campaign. 

I   did  myfelf  the  honour  to   communicate  to  your  E.  H.    on  the 

25th  of  the  laft  month,  the  viftory  which  we  obtained  over  the  enemy. 

"We  have  not  failed  to  purfue  our  blow  -,  and  the  happy  confequence« 

which  that  has  produced,  are  beyond  whatever  we  could  hope.      It  has 

never  been  heard,  that  fo  many  places  of  ftrength,  with  entire  provinces, 

furrendered  in  fo  fhort  a  time,  efpecially  as  they  were  provided  with  garri- 

fons  and  magazines  for  a  good  defence.     Oudenard,  where  there  were 

three  battalions,  furrendered  yefterday.     I  have  ordered  Antwerp  and 

Oflend  to  be  fummoned,  and  I  expeft  their  anfwers  every  moment.     We 

cannot  take  the  proper  meafures,  until  we  are  mafters  of  the  firft  place. 

I  flatter  myfelf  that  all  this  will  have  a  good  effeft  elfewhere  -,  and  that  if 

our  troops  upon  the  Upper  Rhine  will  do  their  duty  properly,  the  enemy 

will  be  even  obliged  to  bring  forces  from  Italy  to  their  affiftance;  which 

will  give  relief  to  the  duke  of  Savoy  and  prince  Eugene,  and  may  fruf- 

trate  the  defigns  of  the  enemy  upon  Turin.

"AT  my  return  to  this  place,  Monficur  Bothmer  gave  me  your  letter 
of  the  23d  July,  which  gave  me  a  great  dale  of  fatisfadlion.  I 
did  not  underftand,  why  the  nomination  was  delayed  fo  longj  and  I  am 
confident,  that  it  was  more  proper  that  it  fliould  be  difpatched.  I  fhall 
not  fail  to  write  to  the  archbifhop  and  my  lord  Keeper,  and  I  do  not 
imagine,  they  will  make  any  difficulty  of  waiting  on  Monfieur  Schu,tz, 
if  he  is  not  able  to  go  abroad  ;  but  Monfieur  Schutz  mirft  have  his  cre- 
dentials enrolled  in  Chancery,  before  he  is  capable  of  afting ;  if  I  am  in

"  T  Found  myfelf  fo  very  defirous  of  embracing  the  opportunity  of  the 
'*■  c9nvoy,  from  the  Texel,  that  I  was  not  able  to  inform  your  Elec- 
toral Highnefs  of  the  manner  in  which  the  province  of  Holland  confented 
to  the  treaty.     I  fend  now  a  copy  of  it  to  your  Electoral  Highnefs,  in 
order  that  I  may  have  the  honour  of  receiving  fuch  remarks  or  inftruc- 
tions,  as  your  Eleftoral  Highnefs  will  think  proper  to  communicate  to 
me,  on  the  fubjeft.     Your  Electoral  Highnefs' will  find  the  guarantee  of 
the  iucceffion  drawn  up  nearly  in  the  fame  terms,   as  I  mentioned  in  my 
laft  letter.     But  their  demands,  with  regard  to  the  barrier,  which  they 
wilh  to  have,  are  fo  extravagant,  that  I  doubt  whether  they  will  be  con- 
fented to,  as  they  have  projefted  them.     I  reprefented  this  very  amply  to 
the  minifters  in  Holland ;  and  it  appears  to  me,  that  they  have  made  this 
propofal  concerning  a  barrier,  altogether  like  merchants.     They  know 
very  well,  that  their  demands  are  exorbitant ;   but  they  hope  to  obtain 
the  better  bargain,  by  lowering  a  great  deal  of  their  prctenfions.     The 
penfionary  is  fo  convinced  of  this,  that  he  entreated  me  to  fend  him,  in 
writing,  the  objeftions  which  1  made  to  them.     I  will  not  fail  to  do  fo. 
Although  this  method  of  a6bing  is  not  juft,  for  it  will  greatly  retard  the 
conclufion   of  the   treaty.    Several  efforts  have  been   made  from  many 
places,  for  breaking  off  this  negociation.     But  I  hope  that  we  fliall  fur- 
mount  all  thefe  obftacles. 

We  {lave  all  the  reafon  to  promife  ourfelves  fuccefs,  in  our  union 
with  Scotland.  All  the  letters  from  that  country  give  us  great  hopes, 
that  it  will  be  accepted  by  their  parliament.  This  treaty  has  had  its 
eifeCt  in  advancing  the  other  \  and  v/hen  the  laft  hand  is  put  to  the  union, 

and 
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and  there  fhall  be  no  further  means  of  preventing  it,  certain  gentlemen 
in  Holland,  will  not  fliow  fo  much  coldnefs  for  the  treaty  of  guarantee. 

I  gave  an  account  to  the  Queen,  of  the  favourable  reception  Vv'hich 
I  met  with  in  Hannover  j  and  her  Majefty  is  extremely  fatisfied  with 
the  friendlhip  and  efteem,  which  your  Eleftoral  Highnefs  teftified  for 
her.  She  has  commanded  me  to  renew  all  tlie  aflurances  which  I  gave  to 
your  Eleftoral  Highnefs,  that  (he  will  do  every  thing  in  her  power,  for 
advancing  the  interefts  of  your  Eledoral  Highnefs,  and  of  your  family  ;

It  is  for 

this  reafon,  I  take  the  liberty  of  fending  a  copy  of  it  to  your  Eledtoral

that  I  did  not  negleft  to  give  you  an  account  of  this  negociation,  as  well  ^^  ^'" 
as  of  the  manner  in  v/hich  the  Qiieen  received  it,  upon  my  return  from 
the  court  of  your  Eleftoral  Highnefs.

*'  The  furprifing  turn,  which  the  affairs  of  Italy  have  taken,  will 
redrefs  every  thing.  But  before  that  happened,  the  Dutch  were  fo  dif- 
pofed  to  liften  to  terms  of  peace,  that  it  was  nowife  proper,  to  declare  one- 
felf  too  openly  againfl  their  extravagant  hopes.  It  is  certain,  that  France 
has  made  them  as  advantageous  offers,  as  they  propofe ;  which  makes  it 
the  more  delicate  and  difficult  to  tell  them,  that  we  believe  they  them- 
felves  propofe  too  much.

King  of  Pruflia,  concerning  a  projeft  of  a  triple  alliance.  Lieutenant-gene- 
ral Bulau  will  give  you,  in  this  refpeft,  all  the  light  which  you  defire  :  he 
will  inform  you  of  the  inconveniencies  of  this  projeft,  and  that  the  King 
of  Sweden,  far  from  being  the  author  of  it,  does  hot  fhow  any  eagernefs  to 
conclude  it,  having  even  defired,  that  this  affair  might  be  negociated, 
not  at  Berlin,  but  at  Stockholm.

"  T  Have  received  the  honour  of  your  Royal  Highnefs's  letter  of  the 
12th,  and  am  extremely  pleafed,  that  my  zeal  to  ferve  your 
Highnefs  and  your  family,  has  been  fo  well  received  ;  and  I  fhall  make 
it  the  bufinef3  of  my  life  to  merit  the  continuance  of  your  fa- 
vour. The  patent  for  the  title  of  the  eleftoral  prince,  is  now  difpatched. 
We  were  a  great  while  looking  for  titles,  that  were  anciently  in  the  royal 
family,  for  the  earldom  and  the  marquifate ;  but  moft  of  the  old  titles 
have  been  fince  given  away,  efpecially  to  the  natural  fons  of  King  Charles;, 
and  at  laft,  it  was  thought  beft,  to  create  him  Marquis  and  Duke  of 
Cambridge,  that  if  your  Royal  Highnefs  and  the  Eledlor  pleafe,  the  young 
prince,  when  he  lliall  be  born*,  may  be  called  marquis  of  Cambridge.^ 
The  duke  of  York  his  fons  were  called  fo,  when  he  was  nearer  in  degree 
to  the  crown,  and  it  would  certainly  pleafe  the  Englifli,  if  he  took  that 
name.  I  fend  your  Royal  Highnefs  the  articles  of  the  Union,  as  they 
are  printed  in  Scotland.  They  have  been  kept  very  private,  till  they 
were  laid  before  the  parliament ;  by  all  accounts  from  thence,  there  is 
great  reafon  to  hope  they  will  be  approved  ;  there  has  been  little  done 
hitherto,  but  the  appearances  are  promifing  -,  the  Jacobites  there,  are  fo' 
apprehenfive  that  the  Union  will  be  carried,  that  they  are  willing  to  come 
into  the  propofition  which  the  oppofing  party  talk  of  making,  which  is, 
to  fettle  the  fucceflion  on  your  Royal  Highnefs,  with  limitations,  and  a 
communication  of  trade  ;  they  think  this  the  moft  plaufible  way  of  baf- 
fling the  union  -,  but  it  is  fo  well  underftood,  that  this  offer  comes  too 
late  now,  which  might  willingly  have  been  received  fome  months  ago.

It  is  to  be  hoped,  that  the  States  General 
will  foften  their  pretenfions,  which  are  fo  extravagant,  that  they  appear 
to  be  intended  to  hinder  the  conclufion  of  the  bufinefs.  You  are  already 
informed,  my  lord,  of  the  ftrong  reafons  which  I  had  for  not  entering 
into  this  treaty  as  a  principal  party,  and  for  leaving  the  entire  direftion 
of  it  to  her  Majefty :  fhe  has  begun  fo  well,  that  there  is  reafon  to  be- 
lieve fhe  will  overcome  all  the  obftacles  which  ftill  remain.  I  acknow- 
ledge very  gratefully  the  proofs  of  kindnefs  which  fne  continues'to  fhow 
for  me  and  for  my  family  on  all  occafions.

"  T  Am  very  much  obliged  to  you  for  the  letter  which  you  was  at  the 
trouble  of  writing  to  me,  the  26th  of  the  laft  month,  and  for  the 
confidence  which  you  lliew  me,  by  the  communication  of  the  two  letters 
which  were  inclofed  in  it.  Their  contents  are  fo  important,  that  it  is  im- 
poffible  to  pay  too  much  attention  to  them.  I  confider,  as  a  great  hap- 
pinefs  to  the  allies,  that  France  adJreiTes  herfelf  to  a  perfon  whofe  good 
intentions  are  fo  well  known,  and  whofe  underflanding  is  proof  againft 
every  artifice. 

I  agree  with  you,  my  lord,  that  it  is  necelTary  to  be  very  much  on 
one's  guard,  and  to  be  diffident  of  whatever  comes  from  fuch  a  fufpi- 
cious  quarter.  It  appears  to  me,  that  it  is  to  be  avoided,  above  all 
things,  to  take  any  ftep  which  may  give  umbrage  to  fuch  of  the  allies  to 
whom  France  has  made  no  overture ;  and,  as  the  two  letters  which  you 
communicated  to  me  bear,  that  that  crown  does  not  choofe  to  exclude, 
from  the  negociation  which  it  propofcs,  any  of  the  powers  which  are  at 
war  with  it,  nothing,  in  my  opinion,  is  more  natural  than  to  anfwer. 

That, 
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Tliat,  the  Qiieen  and  the  States  being  obliged  to  aft  in  concert  with  the 
Emperor  and  t!ie  principal  allies  in  this  great  affair,  it  is  neceflary  for  you 
to  begin,  by  communicating  to  them  what  hath  been  addrefled  to  you, 
and  to  know  their  fentiments,  before  you  can  give  any  pofitive  anfwer. 

By  this  means,  you  will  gain  all  the  time  neceflary  for  difcovering  if 
France  afts  fincerely,  or  if  flie  wants  to  lay  fnares  -,  and  you  will  perfuade, 
more  and  more,  the  Emperor  and  the  other  allies  of  the  redlitude  with 
which  the  Queen  and  the  States  a6l  with  them.  This  will  ftrengthen 
the  union  of  the  confederated  powers,  which  ought  never  to  be  clofer, 
than  wht-n  it  is  propofcd  to  treat  of  a  peace.  I  order  the  Baron  de  Both-

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confidence  which  you  continue  to  fliew  me,  by  the  communication  of  the  i  yo6. 
preliminary  articles,  on  which  you  agreed  with  fome  members  of  the  States. 
You  may  aflure  yourfelf,  that  they  fliall  be  kept  inviolably  fecret.  If  the 
next  campaign,  which  you  reckon  you  fliall  ferve,  is  as  fuccefsful  as  this, 
as  there  is  reafon  to  hope,  there  is  no  doubt  but  the  enemy  will  be  ob- 
liged to  accept  of  a  reafonable  peace. 

King  Auguftus  is  expefted  every  moment  in  Saxony,  where  affairs  will 
difcover  themfelves  wholly  after  his  arrival.  I  continue  to  give  them  all 
the  attention,  which  the  intereft  of  the  allies  requires.  Hitherto  one  fees 
nothing,  that  is  contrary  to  the  declarations  the  King  of  Sweden  has 
made ;  that  he  did  not  enter  Saxony,  but  to  finifh  the  war  of  Poland. 
And  it  is  certain,  that  he  is  not  in  any  concert  with  France. 

Baron  de  Bothmar  fent  me  the  treaty  which  he  renewed  with  you.  I 
fliall  difpatch  the  ratification  of  it  inftantly.  I  have  you  to  thank,  for 
the  care  which  you  took  of  the  payment  of  the  50,000  florins.  I  wifh 
nothing  more  ardently,  than  to  find  opportunities  of  fhewing  how  fenfible 
1  am  of  all  the  marks  of  affetStion  which  you  give  me,  and  that  I  am 
very  fincerely,  &:c." 

**  P.  S.  I  believe  it  very  material  to  flipulate,  in  the  flrongefb  and 
mofl  folemn  manner,  that  neither  the  crown  of  Spain,  nor  any  of  its  de- 
pendencies, can  ever  be  pofTefTed  by  a  prince  of  the  royal  family  of 
France  ;  whether  elder  or  younger,  whether  in  a  direft  or  a  collateral 
line :  and  that  all  the  difpofitions  which  can  be  made  to  the  contrary 
hereafter,  by  will,  by  contraft  of  marriage,  or  by  any  manner  whatever, 
will  be  abfolutely  null :  and  that  in  all  the  cafes  which  can  arife,  that  is 
to  fay,  whether  there  are  any  princes  of  the  houfe  of  Auflria,  whether 
there  are  but  princefTes,  or  whether  that  houfe  fhall  be  entirely  extinft. 
For,  without  this  precaution,  it  may  happen,  that  in  cafe  the  Emperor 
and  King  Charles  the  Third  fhall  die  without  male  defendants,  France 
may  draw  a  pretext  from  thence  of  beginning  a  new  war,  and  of  forming 
fre(h  pretenfions  to  the  crown  of  Spain.

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1707'  ^-y-^HOUGH  Great  Britain  derived  the  benefits  of  the  Revolution 
J.  from  the  folly  and  enthufiafm  of  James  the  Second,  it  owed  the 
continuance  of  that  fyftem  of  government  to  the  happy  ignorance  and 
confined  policy  of  Lewis  the  Fourteenth.  The  juftnefs  of  this  obferva- 
tion  is  partly  eftablilhed  by  the  fecret  negociaiions  of  the  prefent  year. 
The  Union  of  the  kingdoms  had  raifed  a  refentment,  and  even  a  degree 
of  fury,  among  the  nobility  and  gentry,  as  well  as  among  the  vulgar  in 
Scotland,  that  threatened  the  worft  confequences.  They  wanted  but  a 
ihow  of  fuccours  from  France,  to  take  up  arms  againft  England.  Many 
of  the  nobility  and  chiefs  of  clans  were  enthufiaftically  attached  to  the 
excluded  family ;  and  they  prefled,  with  eagernefs,  for  the  prefence  of 
the  Pretender  in  Scotland,  were  it  only  with  a  body  of  men  fufiicient  to 
protect  him  againft  the  officers  of  juftice  in  the  kingdom,  till  they  could 
join  him  with  their  vaflals.  The  French  King,  though  apprized  of  this 
ftate  of  affairs  in  Scotland,  either  through  want  of  comprehenfion  in 
himfelf,  or  the  fortunate  ignorance  of  foreign  affairs,  which  always  pre- 
vailed in  the  counfels  of  France,  declined  to  fend  the  demanded  fupplies, 
and  thus  difcouraged  a  diverfion  to  the  arms  of  the  moft  powerful  of  the 
allies,  which,  in  all  likelihood,  would  have  procured  the  peace  which  was 
fo  neceffary  to  his  diftrefled  fubjeds. 

To  amufe,  however,  the  Scots,  he  refolved  to  fend  colonel  Hooke 
again  into  their  country.  The  objedl  of  this  man's  expedition  was  to 
induce  the  malecontents  to  take  arms,  without  fubjefting  the  French 
King  to  any  engagements  on  his  fide.  When  Hooke  arrived  in  Scot- 
land, he  found  the  malecontents  diftradled  among  themfelves.  The 
duke  of  Hamilton,  who  had  been  for  many  years  confidered  as  the  head 
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ef  the  Jacobites,  and  was  much  followed  by  the  Prefbyterians,  had  loft 
the  afFedion  and  confidence  of  both,  by  his  impenetrable  condudt  in  par- 
liament. The  two  parties  were  equally  averfe  to  the  Union  -,  and  they 
afcribed  the  misfortune,  as  they  called  it,  of  that  meafure,  either  to  the 
timidity  or  treachery  of  the  duke.  In  this  ftate  of  affairs,  it  was  not 
likely  that,  if  even  France  had  fent  the  aid  required,  the  enemies  of  the 
Union  could  make  any  formidable  figure  in  the  field.  But  the  court  of 
St.  Germains,  who  perceived  that  there  was  no  ferious  intention  to  favour 
their  own  caufe,  informed  their  friends  in  Scotland,  that  no  fuccours 
were  to  be  fent ;  and  that,  therefore,  they  ought  to  take  care  of  them- 
felves.  The  chief  part  of  the  correfpondcnce  of  the  prcfent  year  relates 
to  thefe  circumftances.  The  fervants  of  the  Pretender,  who  had  been 
iinreafonably  fanguine  on  many  other  occafions,  feemed  to  have  derived 
no  hopes,  either  from  Hooke's  negociations,  or  the  intrigues  of  their  agents 
in  England,  with  the  duke  of  Marlborough  and  the  earl  of  Godolphin. 
They,  however,  continued  their  intercourfe  with  the  Jacobites  in  Bri- 
tain, to  preferve  them  in  their  principles  and  hopes,  for  a  more  favour- 
able conjunfture.

I  am  alfo  of  your  opinion,  that  a  good  conftruftion  may  pof- 
fibly  be  made  of  Armfworth's  [Marlborough's]  intentions  in  the  bargain 
which  is  now  making  between  Wheatly  [England]  and  Norly  [Scotland], 
becaufe  it  may  bring  on  a  neceffity  of  Henly's  continuing  in  his  port ; 
for  it  has  always  been  my  opinion,  that  Armfworth  [Marlborough]  with- 
out the  alBftance  of  Henly  would  never  be  able  to  pay  his  old  debts. 
But  on  the  other  hand,  I  very  much  queftion  whether  at  this  prefent  that 
merchant  and  his  partners  have  fuch  honeft  thoughts.  I  am  very  appre- 
henfive  that  he  intends  only  to  fupport  himfclf,  in  fupporting  Henly, 
and  little  thinks  of  his  former  engagements.

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1707. "  As  to  what  you  writ  concerning  thofe  two  merchants,  Goulfton 

Jan.  27.  [Godolphin]  and  Armfworth  [Marlborough],  they  are  fo  full  of  myfter/ 
in  their  dealings,  that  it  is  hard  to  judge  of  their  intentions  and  defigns." 

February.  The  Jacobites  have  generally,  and  with  fome  reafon,  fufpeded,  that 
the  court  of  France  regarded  no  further  the  intereft  of  the  Pretender, 
than  only  when  it  was  fubfervient  to  their  own.  Lewis  the  Fourteenth 
himfelf  feems  frequently  to  have  been  fincere  in  his  profeflions  to  the  ex- 
cluded family.  Kis  minifters,  however,  juftly  judging  that  they  could 
have  only  the  uncertain  gratitude  of  the  perfon  whom  they  fhould  ferve 
for  the  expence  and  hazard  of  an  expedition,  were  extremely  backward  in 
making  any  effeftual  efforts  for  invading  Britain.  Befides,  it  was  natural 
for  them,  confidering  their  own  attachment  to  monarchy,  to  fuppofe, 
that  they  derived  great  advantage  from  having  in  their  hands  the  perfon 
whom  they  fuppofed  to  have  an  hereditary  right  to  the  Britifli  crown. 
The  attempts,  therefore,  which  were,  from  time  to  time,  made  for  in- 
vading this  ifland,  were  rather  intended  to  engage  the  nation  in  a  civil 
war,  than  to  contribute  effeftually  to  reftore  the  family  of  Stuart.  The 
languor  and  caution  of  its  court  increafed  with  the  misfortunes  of  France 
in  the  prefent  war.  Happily  for  Britain,  the  court  of  Verfailles  were 
moft  inattentive  and  negligent,  when  they  moft  flood  in  need  of  fpirited 
efforts,  and  when  the  ftate  of  thefe  kingdoms  were  moft  expofed  to  re- 
volution and  change.  It  w^s,  for  example,  with  great  caution  and  re- 
ludtancy,  as  appears  from  the  following  letters,  that  the  French  miniftry 
yielded  to  the  vehement  applications  of  the  court  of  St.  Germains,  to 
take  advantage  of  the  violent  difcontents  excited  in  Scotland,  in  theprc" 
fent  year,  by  the  Union  between  the  kingdoms.

They  are  highly  fatisfied  with  it,  and 
have  commanded  me  to  thank  you,  in  their  name;  and,  although  they 
will  not  urge  you  further  on  the  fubjed,  they  think  it  proper  to  propofe

Goveries  ? 

Secondly,  If  this  is  agreed  to,  would  it  not  be  neceflary  to  fend  fome 
money,  not  as  much  as  will  be  necfelTary  to  fupport  the  war,  but  to  be 
diftributed  among  the  leaders  of  the  parties,  in  order  to  put  them  in  a 
condition  of  afting  ;  which  money  might  be  brought  back  to  you,  in 
cafe  things  were  not  circumftanced,  as  one  could  wifli  ? ' 

Thirdly,  But  in  cafe  that  cannot  be  done,  v/ould  it  not  be  better  not 
to  fend  any  \yarlike  ftores,  till  the  treaty  is  finiflied  ;  becaufe  that  might 
alarm  the  enemies,  and  give  umbrage  to  the  well  afteded,  who  would 
fear,  perhaps,  that  they  had  nothing  further  to  expedt  ?

Her  Majefty 
commands  me  to  reprefent  to  you,  that  there  is  a  year  and  a  half  fince 
Hooke  was  fent  upon  the  fame  bufinefs  ;  that  thofe  whom  he  faw  were 
fcrupulous  to  anfwer  immediately,  being  willing  to  examine  firft,  the  ftate 
of  things,  in  the  different  countries,  and  promifing  to  fend  an  exadt 
'  account  by  a  man  of  confidence  ;  accordingly,  fome  months  thereafter, 
Mr.  Fleming  came  in  their  name,  and  prefented  to  you  a  memorial  from 
them,  which  is  now  referred  to.  If  you  find  any  parts  of  it  which  are  not 
fufficiently  clear,  he  is  here,  and  will  wait  of  you  when  you  order  him, 
to  give  a  fatisfadlory  anfwer  to  all  the  queftions  that  fhall  be  propoled 
to  him ;  but  you  may  be  affured,  before  hand,  that  you  will  find  nothing 
in  it,  but  what  regards  men  who  have  good  intentions,  and  fomethino- 
about  corn,  meat,  drink,  and  a  certain  quantity  of  fwords  and  oryns, 
although  it  is  not  fufficient  for  fo  extraordinary  and  important  an  occafion.

affairs  of  Scotland  ;  and  they  find  themfelves  much  obliged  to  you,  for 
the  good  offices  you  have  rendered  them,  on  this  as  on  all  other  occa- 
fions,  on  which  they  will  always  depend." 


The  French  court  refolvlng  to  fend  colonel  Hooke  to  Scotland,  M. 
de  Chamillart  gave  him  the  following  inftruftions,  which  may  ferve,  at 
once,  for  a  fpecimen  of  the  extreme  ignorance  of  the  French  miniftry, 
and  their  infincerity  in  the  caufe  of  the  Pretender.  Chamillart,  it  feems, 
had  the  weaknefs  to  fuppofe,  that  theScotifh  nobility  would  rife  in  arms, 
and  maintain  a  regular  war  againft  England.  He  Ipeaks  with  familiarity 
of  campaigns,  as  if  the  populace  of  Scotland  had  already  been  formed 
into  regular  armies,  and  their  leaders  provided  witli  finances,  to  fupport 
a  long  feries  of  hoftilities.

4to.  No.  37.  *'  'T'O  be  certain  of  making  a  diverGon  in  Scotland,  which  will  em- 
barrafs  the  Englifh,  and  oblige  them  to  bring  back  a  confiderable 
body  of  troops  to  England ;  the  Scotifli  nobility  muft  be  in  a  condition 
to  aflemble  25  or  30,000  men,  and  to  clothe,  arm,  equip,  and  maintain 
them,  during  the  campaign  ;  i.  e.  at  leaft,  fix  months,  to  commence  at 
the  beginning  of  May. 

The  favourable  difpofitions  of  the  nobility,  leave  no  room  to  doubt, 
but  they  will  make  their  utmoft  efforts,  to  withdraw  themfelves  from  the 
yoke  which  the  Englifli  nation  intends  to  impofe  upon  them.  Before  a 
revolution,  which  fhould  end  in  the  reftoration  of  the  lawful  fovereis-n. 
is  begun,  it  is  neceflary  to  enter  into  a  particular  detail  of  the  forces  and 
means  which  the  Scotch  can  employ  to  accomplilh  it,  and  of  the  fuccours 
which  they  may  promife  themfelves  from  the  protedlion  of  the  King, 
who  is  no  lefs  interefted  in  the  fuccefs  of  this  enterprife,  than  his  Bri- 
tannic Majefty.  It  is  for  thefe  confiderations,  that  his  Majefty  hath 
judged  it  proper,  before  he  makes  any  pofitive  promife  to  the  Scots, 
to  fend  over  Mr.  Hooke,  in  order  to  acquire,  upon  the  fpot,  a  perfecft 
knowledge  of  the  ftate  of  things,  to  form  a  well  digefted  plan  with  the 
nobility,  to  reduce  it  to  writing,  and  to  get  it  figned  by  the  principal 
men  of  the  country  ;  giving  them  aflurances  of  his  Majefty's  fincere  de- 
fire  and  his  difpofitions  to  fend  them  the  fuccours,  which  may  be  necef- 
fary  for  them  -,  and  his  Majefty  recommends,  in  a  very  particular  manner, 
to  Mr.  Hooke,  not  to  engage  him  in  expences,  which  thofe  he  is  obliged 
to  lay  out  elfewhere  will  not  allow  him  to  fupporr,  nor  to  give  them 
any  room  to  hope  for  more  than  he  canfurnifli. 

The  articles  which  are  to  be  the  principal  objefts  of  his  attention,  are

in  the  country,  and  if  they  are  able  to  pay  for  it :  who  will  furnifh  fu-      February. 
fees,  bayonets,  fwords,  belts,  bandeliers,  and  powder-flaflcs,  linen,  ftock- 
ings,   fhoes,  hats,  and  other  utenfils,  fuch  as  hatchets,  pickaxes,  and 
fpades. 

If  they  have  any  artillery ;  of  what  fize,  and  what  quantity. 

If  they  have  ftocks  and  carriages  for  cannon. 

If  they  have  officers  of  artillery,  cannonicrs,  bombardiers,  and  miners. 

If  they  have  mortars,  bullets,  bombs,  grenades,  and  in  what  quantity. 

If  they  have  powder  and  ball,  whether  for  cannon  or  for  mufkets. 

What  they  want  of  thefe  things,  and  what  they  demand  as  abfolutely 
neceflary  for  them  -,  acquainting  them  that  it  is  not  their  intereft  to  de- 
mand too  much. 

It  will  not  be  fufficient  to  be  informed,  with  certainty,  that  they  are 
able  to  aflemble  a  confiderable  army:  it  likewife  is  neceflary  to  know 
further,  the  means  by  which  the  nobility  intend  to  fubfift  them,  while 
they  are  in  the  field ;  and  by  which  they  can  form  magazines,  and 
afiemble  waggons  to  follow  the  army,  wherever  the  generals  think  it  may 
be  proper  to  order  it  to  march. 

The  fame  inquiry  muft  be  made  about  the  equipage  for  the  artillery ; 
for  the  ufe  of  which  it  will  be  neceflary  to  have  a  certain  number  of 
horfes,  in  proportion  to  the  train  which  they  think  they  Ihould  bring  into 
the,field. 

They  muft  not  perfuade  themfelves  that  the  mere  good  will  of  the  no- 
bility, and  the  blind  obedience  of  their  vafl"als,  in  doing  whatever  they 
choole,  are  fufficient  to  oblige  them  to  remain  too  long  from  home, 
when  they  are  furniflied  only  with  bread  ;  they  muft  have  meat  and  fpirits, 
or,  at  leaft,  vegetables,  with  fome  other  drink  than  water,  the  ufe  of 
which  is  not  common  in  that  country. 

It  is  of  importance  to  be  aflbred  of  the  manner  in  which  the  grain 
and  drink  fhall  befurniftied;  of  the  afieflinent  v/hich  fnall  be  made-,  of 
the  contingent  which  each  nobleman  fhall  contribute  in  grain,  drink,  and 
other  provifions ;  of  the  number  of  men  they  will  give,  and  if  they  ftiall 
be  clothed,  armed,  and  equipped.     In  fhort,  to  enter  into  fuch  an  exa£t

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detail,  that  nothing  will  remain  to  be  done,  but  to  take  a  final  refolution 
concerning  the  projedl  which  Mr.  Hooke  fhall  form,  in  order  to  fecure 
its  fuccefs. 

It  is  fuppofed  it  may  be  demanded  further,  that  the  perfon  who  ftiall 
command  the  army,  fhould  explain  himfelf,  as  to  the  ufe  he  intends  to 
make  of  it.  There  will  be  feveral  other  things  to  be  added,  which  the 
experience  and  good  fenfe  of  Mr,  Hooke  will  fuggeft  to  him." 

M.  deChamillart  difcovers  in  thefe  inflrudions,  that  he  was  ignorant  of 
the  real  ftate  of  Scotland ;  but  Mr.  Hooke  adhered  ftriftly  to  fome  parts 
of  them.  It  appears,  from  his  own  account  of  his  negociations,  that  he 
had  addrefs  enough  to  perfuade  the  Scots  to  bring  themfelves  under 
feveral  engagements,  while  the  King  of  France  declined  to  oblige  him- 
felf to  do  any  thing.

"  '"I"' HE  King  my  mafter  has  commanded  me  to  tell  you,  that  Mr. 
Hooke  has  been  here  now,  for  feven  days,  to  inform  him  of  the 
fuccefs  of  his  journey. 

I  do  not  pretend  to  trouble  you  with  tales  of  antiquity,  but  to  remark 
what  we  ourfelves  fee.  What  embarraflment  have  not  the  Hungarians 
given  to  the  Emperor  ?  Who  would  have  believed  that  a  few  peafants 
in  the  Cevannes,  without  any  fuccours,  could  have  occupied  fo  many  re- 
gular troops,  commanded  by  marefchals  of  France,  for  three  years  ?  The 
King  of  Sweden,  always  favoured  by  fortune,  during  five  years  in  Po- 
land, has  been  convinced,  that  he  could  never  finilh  the  war  without 
entering  into  Saxony;  and  his  enemy,  after  having  obtained  a  vid:ory, 
has  been  oblijjed  to  renounce  his  dignity,  in  order  to  fave  his  own  pa- 
trimony ; 
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trimony  ;  and  the  enemies  in  Germany,  who  fled  before  the  marefchal  de  1707. 
Villars,  by  their  return  to  Philipfburgh,  have  obliged  that  general  to  J"'^* 
return,  by  a  forced  march,  in  order  to  cover  AHace.  The  King,  by  his 
great  conquefts,  has  extended  the  frontier  of  his  kingdom  farther  than  all 
his  anceflors.  \ye  fee,  however,  that  all  the  art  of  our  eaemies  have 
been  employed  to  carry  the  war  into  his  dominions ;  of  this,  their  efforts 
in  Spain,  their  attempts  upon  the  Mofelle,  their  projedl  of  a  defcent, 
afid  the  invafioh  of  the  duke  of  Savoy,  for  the  fecond  time,  are  very 
fenCble  proofs. 

Mr.  Hooke  has  informed  us  of  the  good  difpofition  of  the  Scots,  whofe 
fidelity  and  capacity  are  known  to  you.  They  demand  their  King,  who 
wifhes  ardently  to  join  them.  If  the  affairs  of  the  King  are  urgent  here, 
that  pleads  ftrongly  for  the  projedl  in  Scotland.  If  a  fmall  part  of  the 
money  and  of  the  troops  which  are  employed  here,  would  finifh  the  bu- 
finefs  there,  it  would  be  wrong  to  hefitate  ;  and  what  would  be  formerly 
prudent  and  glorious,  becomes  now  abfolutely  neceffary. 

The  King  of  England  befeeches  you  to  examine  and  to  weigh  delibe- 
rately this  important  affair,  and  to  be  pleafed  to  reprefent  it  to  the  King  ; 
it  being  undoubtedly  the  moft  important  and  moft  ufeful  that  can  happea 
in  his  reign."

TPI E  Whigs  in  England  had  paid  their  court  to  the  family  of  Hani 
nover  in  the  preceding  year,  by  repealing,  in  the  bill  of  regency, 
the  limitations  impofed  upon  the  fuccefTor  to  the  crown,  by  the  aft  of 
fettlement.  Their  leaders  had,  in  various  letters,  exprefled  their  attach- 
ment, and  enumerated  their  fervices.  Some  Tories  alfo  endeavoured  to 
gain  the  favour  of  the  prefumptive  heirs,  by  explaining  the  invariable 
attachment  of  their  party  to  the  prerogatives  of  the  crown.

The  following  is  an  anfwer  to  a  very  tedious,  mean,  and  flattering 
letter,  fent  by  Sir  Rowland  Gwyne  to  the  Eledor.

him. 

It  is  this  very  apparent  neceffity,  which  obliges  me,  my  lord,  to  order, 
as  foon  as  pofllble,  Bothmer's  regiment  of  dragoons  to  march  to  the 
Rhine;  and  to  be  fo  good  as  to  fend  us  befides,  looo  good  cavalry. 
The  reinforcement  is  fo  much  the  more  indifpenfable,  that  it  is  certain, 
that  the  cavalry  which  King  Auguflus  offers,  is  not  in  a  condition  to 
ferve  this  campaign,  and  that  there  are  no  more  cavalry  remaining  in 
Germany  which  one  can  employ.  I  fhall  be  very  particularly  obliged 
to  you  for  this  -,  and  I  entreat  you  to  be  perfuaded,  that  if  I  undertake 
the  command,  I  fhall  do  myfelf  a  very  great  pleafure,  in  maintaining  an 
exacl  correfpondence,  and  in  afting  with  you  in  the  moft  perfefl  concert.

SIR,  Hague,  November  9,  1707. 

I N  my  arrival  at  the  Hague,  I  communicated  to  the  grand  Pen- 
fionary  all  that  pafled  at  Francfort,  and  particularly  the  fentiments 
•of  your  Ele£tora]  Highnefs,  with  regard  to  tlie  operations  on  the  Mo- 
ielle;  v/hence  he  immediately  comprehended  the  neceffity  of  being,  in 
that  cafe,  on  the  defenfive  in  the  Low  Countries  -,  and  as  he  was  of 
opinion,  that  this  propofal  may  have  a  bad  efFedt,  by  difcouraging 
the  gentlemen  here,  who  will  believe  themfelves  too  much  expofe4 
thereby,  he  advifed  me  not  to  make  the  propofal  at  prefent ;  fo  that  I 
have  not  fpoke  of  it  to  any,  but  to  the  count  de  Wrattiflow  and  to 
.Monfieur  de  Bothmar,  who  are  inftruifted  in  the  particulars  of  all  that 
pafled,  during  my  ftay  at  the  Hague.  The  firft  is  to  give  an  exafl  ac- 
count of  it  to  your  Eleftoral  Highnefs,  when  he  will  have  the  honour 
of  faluting  you  at  Hannover;  as  Mr.  de  Bothmar  will  do  by  -writing. 

I  am  forry,  however,  to  be  obliged  to  tell  you,  that  I  do  not  find 
the  minds  of  people  fo  well  difpofed  for  the  augmentation  of  their  troops, 
as  in  the  lafl:  journey  I  made  to  this  place  :  but  I  continue  to  do  every 
thing  in  my  power  to  incline  them  to  it ;  and  I  flatter  myfelf,  that  when 
they  will  refleft  maturely  upon  the  great  efibrts  of  France,  and  upon 
the  new  levies  which  they  propofe  to  make,  they  will  return  to  their 
former  fentiments,  and  take  falucary  meafures,  according  to  the  necefllty 
of  the  conjundure. 

I  have  put  every  thing  on  board,  and  I  wait  only  for  the  firfl  fair  wind 
■to  go  over  to  England,  from  whence  I  will  do  rnyfelf  the  honour  of  wri- 
ting to  your  Eleftoral  Highnefs,  befeeching  you  to  accept  of  my  very 
humble  acknowledgments,  for  the  kindnefs  which  you  flievved  me  at 
Francfort  •,  and  to  be  perfuaded  of  the  refpeflful  attachment  with  which

TH  E  attempt  made  towards  an  invafion  of  Scotland,  in  the  begin- 
ning  of  the  prefent  year,  feems  to  have  been,  in  a  manner,  ex- 
torted from  the  French  miniflry,  by  the  repeated  and  earnefl:  fohcitations 
of  the  court  of  St.  Germarns.  Afcribing  the  flattering  accounts,  received 
from  Scotland,  to  the  zeal  of  the  Jacobites  in  France,  they  were  urf- 
willing  to  hazard  either  their  fhips  or  their  troops  upon  fo  flender  a  foun- 
dation. The  difcontents,  in  Scotland,  though,  perhaps,  not  magnified 
beyond  their  real  bounds,  were  reprefented  as  too  great  to  be  implicitly 
believed.  This  caution,  on  the  part  of  France,  has  been,  upon  many 
occafions,  highly  fortunate  for  Great  Britain  ;  but  at  no  period  more  for- 
tunate, than  in  the  year  1708.  Towards  the  beginning  of  February,. 
M.  de  Chamillart  and  his  brethren  in  office  began  to  ifTue  orders,  for  an. 
expedition  from  Dunkirk.  The  Pretender,  when  he  perceived,  that 
fomething  ferious  was  intended  in  his  favour,  refolved  to  acquaint  his 
friends  in  Scotland,  of  the  intentions  of  the  court  of  France,  and  to  give 
them  directions  to  prepare  themfelves  for  an  infurreftion.  The  perfon 
appointed  for  this  fervice,  was  Charles  Fleming,  brother  to  the  earl  of 
Wigton.  The  following  were  the  inftruftions  given  him  upon  this  oc- 
cafion.

2dly,  You  are  likewife  to  alTure  them,  that,  upon  our  being  put  in  pof- 
feflion  of  the  throne  by  their  affiftance,  our  deareft  brother,  the  moft 
Chriftian  King  will  reftore  the  Scots  to  their  ancient  privileges  in  France, 
and  will  alfo  ufe  his  endeavours  to  have  them  included  in  all  treaties  of 
peace. 

3dly,  You  are  to  give  our  pofitive  orders  to  a  fele6t  number  of  the  no- 
bility and  gentry,  to  feize  fufpefled  perfons,  with  their  horfes,  arms,  and

7thly,  You  are  alfo  to  tell  our  friends  to  give  orders,  that  all  the 
public  moneys  be  kept  within  the  fhires,  as  alfo  provifions  of  all  kinds- 
iinfold,  and  not  fent  away;  and,  that  they  inquire  what  provifzons  may 
be  about  Edinburgh  or  Leith,  or  in  any  of  the  fliires  above  mentioned  j 
but  with  great  precaution  in  regard  to  the  fecret. 

Sthly,  Thofe  who  are  trufted,  may  take  their  own  private  methods,' 
to' renew  any  correfpondence  they  have  had  withinthe  forts  and  garrifons  ;■ 
and  to  fecure,  upon  the  landing,  any  places  of  ftrength  fit  for  magazines. 
All  which  is  to  be  confidered,  with  a  fpecial  regard  to  the  keeping  of 
the  fecret,  it  being  much  fafer  that  feveral  things  be  omitted,  whicli- 
might  be  very  ufeful,  than  that  any  thing  be  recommended,  which  may

The  Pretender  failed  from  Dunkirk,  on  the  17th  of  March,  N.  S.' 
1708.  Lockhart,  in  his  Memoirs,  fuppofes,  with  great  probability,  that 
Lewis  the  XlVth  never  defigned  he  Ihould  land  in  Scotland  j  and  that 
Fourbin  had  fecret  orders  from  his  mafter,  which  he  did  not  communicate. 
It  is,  at  leaft,  certain,  that  there  are  many  circumftances  which  feem  to 
jurtify  this  fuppofition  ;  and  that,  if  they  had  landed  the  troops,  as  they 
mio-ht  have  done,  the  greateft  part  of  the  naticai  would  have  joined  the'"' 
ilandard  of  die  Pretender.  Their  pretended  excufe  for  returning,,  as  they 
received  no  fignal  from  fliore,  is  either  a  proof  of  this,  or  of  tlie  happy 
itrnorance  of  the  French,  in  every  thing  regarding  Britain,  in  the  only 
period  in  which  they  could  hurt  this  ifland.

J  709.  rT~\HE  violent  Jacobites  in  Scotland  complained,  without  reafon,  that 
X  they  were  delerted  by  the  prince  whom  they  called  to  the  throne. 
The  Pretender  was  not  his  own  mailer,  when  he  was  carried  to  the  coaft 
of  Britain,  in  a  French  bottom.  He  had,  with  tears  in  his  eyes,  folicited 
M.  de  Fourbin,  to  land  him  on  the  coaft  of  North  Britain,  were  it  even 
•with  his.domeftics  only.  But  it  feems,  that  the  French  admiral  had  re- 
ceived fecret  orders,  not  to  permit  the  Pretender  to  flip  from  his  hands, 
though  it  is  difficult  to  fay  what  ufe  the  court  of  Verfailles  could  make 
of  that  unfortunate  prince,  except  the  making  a  diverfion,  for  a  few 
months,  to  the  Britifh  arms.  When  the  pretended  prince  returned  to 
France,  he  accompanied  the  duke  of  Burgundy  into  Flanders,  and  ferved 
the  campaign.  The  difcontented  Scots  continued  their  folicitations  to 
the  perfon  whom  they  called  their  King,  and  he  and  his  fervants  were 
equally  earneft  with  the  court  of  Verfailles,  to  prepare  another  expe- 
dition into  North  Britain. 

Lewis,  for  fome  rime,  liftened  with  attention  to  the  reprefentations  of 
■the  Pretender.  But  a  winter  uncommonly  fevcre,  which  deftroyed  the 
•fruits  of  the  earth,  added  the  misfortune  of  famine  to  the  numerous  dif- 
trefles  brought  on  his  people  by  the  war.  He,  therefore,  plainly  told 
the  Pretender,  that  he  was  fo  far  from  being  in  a  condition  to  invade  the 
territories  of  his  enemies,  that  he  was  afraid  he  could  not  defend  his  own. 
The  difcontented  Scots  were  ftrangers  to  the  low  ftate  of  France;  and 
they  endeavoured,  as  in  the  following  ftate  of  the  Highland  clans,  to  in- 
duce Lewis  the  Fourteenth  to  fend  aid,  by  reprefenting  their  own  power.

"  npHE  Highlanders  are  ufed  to  arms  from  their  infancy,  and  may 
be  reckoned  as  good  as  their  equal  number  of  the  beft  regular 
troops  in  Europe -,  and  they  have,  on  all  occafions,  (particularly  under 
the  command  of  the  marquis  of  Montrofe  for  King  Charles  the  Firft, 
and  the  vifcount  of  Dundee  for  King  James  the  Seventh)  in  feveral 
battles  defeated  above  double  their  number  of  old  regular  troops-,  and 
it  is  hardly  pofTible  to  fuftain  their  charge,  if  they  be  rightly  led  on  -, 
they  being  fuperior  both  in  their  arms  and  manner  of  fighting  to  any 
other  troops. 

The  clans  are  here  mentioned,  with  five  hundred  men  to  a  regiment. 
It  is  true,  that  fome  of  them  can  bring  more  men  to  the  field;  and  others 
fewer ;  but,  computing  them  one  with  another,  they  may  be  reckoned  fo.

The  captains  of  Clanranald's  family  have  ftill  been  loyal,  and  had  a 
good  regiment  in  the  fields  for  King  Charles  I.  and  II.  and  this  prefent 
captain,  at  fourteen  years  of  age,  was,  with  500  men,  at  the  battle  of 
Killicranky  for  King  James  VII.  This  family  has  fufitred  much  for 
their  loyalty,  by  the  opprefllons  of  the  family  of  Argyle,  who  have  beea 
rebels  for  four  generations  by-paft. 

Clanranald's  family  and  their  followers  are  Catholics. 

Glengarie  his  predeceiTor,  the  late  lord  M'Donald,  had  ftill  a  regiment 
for  the  fervice  of  King  Charles  I.  and  II.  and  this  prefent  Glengarie  had 
the  fame  for  King  James  VII. 

This  family  has  fuffered  much  alfo  by  the  family  of  Argyle.  Both  he 
and  his  followers  are  Catholics. 

Sir  Donald  iVl'Donald  of  Sleat  was  with  his  regiment  at  the  battle  of 
Killicranky,  for  King  James  VII.  and  continues  ftill  very  loyal. 

Thefe  three  branches  of  the  IM'Donalds,  including  other  lelfer  branches 
of  that  name,  may  bring  to  the  field,  of  very  good  men,  1500,

The  Farquharfons  have  ftill  been  loyal :  for  Findlay  Farquharfon  of 
Braemar  and  Inverey  was  killed  carrying  the  royal  banner  at  the  battle 
of  Pinkie,  in  the  year  1547,  againft  the  Englifli.  His  grand- child, 
James  Farquharfon  of  Inverey  was,  at  70  years  of  age,  kept  two  years 
prifoner  at  Edinburgh  for  his  loyalty  ;  and  was  forced  to  pay  a  confider- 
able  fine  before  he  was  rcleafed.  His  fon,  colonel  William  Farquharfon 
of  Inverey,  had  ftill  a  good  regiment  for  the  fervice  of  King  Charles  I. 
and  II.  under  the  command  of  the  marquiles  of  Huntley  and  Montrofe, 
and  the  earls  of  Glencairn  and  Middleton  -,  and  being  ftill  without  pay, 
and  at  his  own  charges,  mortgaged  all  his  eftate  for  the  faid  fervice,  worth 
about  500/.  fterling  a-year.  Yet  his  fon,  colonel  John  Farquharfon  of 
Inverey,  was  among  the  firft  who  took  arms  for  King  James  VII.-,  and 
after  all  the  other  Highlanders  had  given  over  coming  to  the  field,  he 
raifed  betwixt  eight  and  nine  hundred  men,  and  fuftained  the  fmall  party 
of  the  King's  officers  a  whole  campaign,  afting  offenfively  as  well  as  de- 
fenfive  ;  for  which  he  had  fix  parifhes  (belonging  to  him  and  his  re- 
lations) entirely  burnt  and  deftroyed,  which  was  procured  by  the  lord 
Forbes  and  his  family ;  one  of  the  moft  rebeUious  in  Scotland,  and  their 
next  neighbours.  Witnefles  of  their  laft  fervices  and  fufierinss  are  co- 
lonel  Rattrey,  major  Holmes,  lieutenant  colonel  Fitzfimons,  and  fcveral 
others  preient  in  France.  Many  of  the  name  of  Farquharfon  and  their 
followers  are  Catholics. 

The  M'Intofiies  and  M'Pherfons,  although  they  did  not  rife  to  arms 
all  of  them,  yet  they  ftill  fent  men  to  the  field,  both  for  the  fervices 
of  Kings  Charles  I,  and  II.  and  for  King  James  VII.;  and  are  all  of 
them  at  prefent  loyal,  Thefe  three  fore- mentioned  branches,  including 
others  lefier  about  them,  can  bring  to  the  field,  of  very  good  men,  iaoo. 

The  M'Lcans  have  ftill  been  loyal ;  their  chief  and  500  of  his  name 
being  killed  at  Inverkething,^ifig^  King  Charles  II.  by  Cromwell.  They 
have  been  alfo  in  the  field  f^^ing  Charles  I.  and  they  had,  at  the  battle 
of  Killicranky,  for  King  Jamei TIL  five  hundred  men,  and  will  be  found 
very  ready,  when  the  King  ftiall  have  ufe  for  them.  They  are  mightily 
opprelTed  by  the  family  of  Argyle.  They  can  bring  to  the  field,  of  very 
good  men,  500. 
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The  Camerons  have  ftill  been  loyal,  and  have  flill  had  a  good  regiment        1 709. 
in  the  fields,  for  Kings  Charles  I.  and  II.  and  for  King  James  VII.   and 
continue  very  loyal ;  and  may  bring  to  the  field,  of  very  good  men,  500. 

The  Stuarts  and  Robertfonsof  Athol  have  ftill  been  loyal,  and  have  ftill 
taken  the  field  for  the  Kings  Charles  I.  and  II.  and  for  King  James  VII. 
notwithftanding  the  prefent  marquis  of  Athol  who  was  fuperior  to  the 
moft  part  of  them,  was  then  for  the  prince  of  Orange  ;  but  it  is  now  the 
better,  that  he  himfelf  is  loyal  at  prefent.

The  Campbells  of  Breadalbin  -,  their  fuperior,  the  earl  of  Breadalbin; 
is  a  very  cunning  man;  yet  ftili  pretends  to  be  very  loyal.  They  may 
bring  to  the  field,  of  indifferent  good  men,  500. 

The  Grahams  of  Menteeth  and  Stuarts  of  Down  are  loyal;  and  may 
bring  to  the  field,  of  very  good  men,  500. 

The  M'Neils  of  Galchyle,  M'Lauclilans,  M'Kinnons,  M'Aulays, 
M'Nabs,  M'Gregors,  M'Gibbons,  M'Echins  of  Dumbarton ;  Argyle 
and  Stirling  (hires  are  loyal;  and  may  bring  to  the  field,  amongfl:  them 
all,  of  very  good  men,   1000. 

The  number  of  all  the  men  is  12,000. 

That  which  is  commonly  objefted  againft  the  Highlanders  is,  that 
they  do  not  keep  difcipline,  and  that  they  plunder. 

To  which  it  may  beeafily  anfwered,  that  at  all  the  times  the  Highlanders 
were  in  the  fields,  they  neither  had  pay  nor  provifions,  but  what  Provi- 
dence fent  them  from  day  to  day  •,  and  each  foldier  being  obliged  to  go 
and  fearch  for  himfelf,  it  was  impofTible  to  fend  an  officer  with  each  of 
them  :  fo  abufes  could  not  be  prevented  ;  and,  were  the  mod  regular 
troops  in  Europe  in  the  fame  circumftances,  they  might  be  found  as  ill, 
if  not  worfe,  than  the  Highlanders. 

Moft  part  of  all  Lowlanders  are  their  inveterate  enemies,  and  feldom 
or  never  fpcak  or  write  favourably  of  them,  and  that  from  mere  envy '; 
becaufe  a  Highland  clan  is  capable  to  render  the  King  better  fervice  than 
fome  of  their  firft  nobility ;  and,  as  to  their  lefler,  a  dozen  and  more  of 
them  cannot  bring  fo  many  men  to  the  field  as  one  clan. 

The  King  might  likewife  expeft  from  the  low  countries  of  Scotland, 
at  lead,  20,000  men  ;  for  the  King  hath  generally,  all  the  nation  over, 
three  for  him,  for  one  againft  him.  But  fuppofing  he  hath  but  half, 
as  certainly  he  hath  more,  the  militia  of  Scotland  being  22,000  men, 
that  half  has  but  to  double  their  militia,  which  they  may  eafily  do,  will 
make  above  20,000  men.     But  the  King  muft  carry  arms  for  them. 

Whereas  the  Highlanders  are  generally  well  armed  of  themfelves  ;  and, 
at  moft,  will  not  want  above  a  fourth  part  of  their  arms. 

The  Lowlanders  will  likewife  want  officers.

t«^pHE  King  of  Great  Britain  has  been  very  fenfibly  chagrined  that  vo[.H.  fol.' 

his  friends  in  Scotland  have  been  kept  fo  long  in  fufpence,  con-  ^°'  ^5' 
cerning  a  fecond  expedition  into  that  country  ;  but  it  was  impoflible  to 
come  to  any  certain  determination  about  it  fooner,  although  the  affair 
was  prefled  with  all  poffible  earneftnefs.  At  laft,  his  Majefty  has  re- 
ceived, within  a  few  days,  a  decifive  anfwer,  and  he  commands  me  to 
communicate  it  to  you  from  him. 

I  fhall  tell  you  then,  that  the  projeft  of  a  fecond  expedition  into  Scot- 
land has  been  propofed  to  his  mofl  Chriftian  Majefty,  in  a  very  ample 
memorial,  in  which  nothing  was  omitted  to  engage  him  to  enter  into  the 
fcheme,  and  to  convince  him,  that  the  enterprife  was  as  much  for  his 
intereft  as  for  the  intereft  of  his  Britannic  Majefty.  That  his  moft  Chri- 
ftian Majefty  has  been  pleafed  to  enter  very  cordially  into  the  affair  when 
it  was  propofed  to  him  j  and  that  he  has  taken  time  to  confidcr  the  pro- 
je6l,  and  has  teftified  a  fmcere  defire  to  make  every  effort  for  putting  it 
in  execution:  but,  after  having  duly  weighed  all  things,  and  confidered 
the  prefent  fituation  of  his  affairs,  his  laft  anfwer  has  been,  that,  in  the 
prelent  conjunifture,  the  thing  was  not  practicable,  confidering  that  it 
was  abfolutely  impoftible  for  him,  at  this  time,  to  furnifli  all  that  was 
■neceffary  for  fuch  an  expedition. 

It  is  his  Britannic  Majefty's  defire  that  you  communicate  this  to  all  the 
wcll-affeded  in  Scotland,  in  order  that  they  may  take  their  meafures  to 
preferve  themfclves  to  a  more  favourable  time.  The  King  did  not  de- 
mand of  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  but  8000  men,  with  money,  arms, 
and  ammunition  in  proportion.  But  that  could  neither  be  granted  nor 
tranfported,  with  fafety,  in  the  prefent  ftate  of  the  affairs  of  France. 
When  they  are  in  a  better  fituation,  I  hope  the  King  of  Great  Britain 
will  feel  the  effcfts  of  it.  But  whatever  may  happen,  he  is  determined 
never  to  difcontinue  his  efforts  for  the  recovery  of  his  dominions  •,  and, 
1  doubt  not,  but  foon  or  late  he  will  fucceed,  although  it  is  not  eafy  to 
forefee  either  the  time  or  the  manner.  In  the  mean  time,  he  recommends 
TO  all  his  loyal  fubje£ts  to  take  as  much  care  as  they  can  of  their  own 
prefervation.     Every  one  knows  the  ftate  of  his  own  affairs,  and  what  is

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1709.  mofl  fuitable  for  him  to  do  for  his  own  fafety  in  this  conjunflure ;  there- 
■^P"'-  fore,  in  that  refpeft,  there  are  no  rules  to  be  prefcribed  to  them.  But 
his  Majefty  always  depends  upon  the  continuance  of  their  loyalty ;  and 
he  is  thoroughly  perfuaded,  that  he  will  always  find  them  well  difpofed 
to  give  him  proofs  of  their  zeal  and  affeftion,  every  time  he  fhall  have 
OGcafion  for  their  affiftance." 


The  States  General  having  informed  the  courts  of  Vienna  and  Great 
Britain,  that  the  prefident  Rouiile  was  come  to  them  from  France, 
with  general  offers  of  peace,  prince  Eugene  and  the  duke  of  Marlbo- 
rough were  fent,-  by  their  refpedlive  courts,  to  the  Hague,  in  the  begin- 
ning of  April,  1709.  To  thefe  generals,  who  were  buoyed  up  with  the 
hopes  of  penetrating  into  France  the  next  campaign,  the  overtures  made- 
on  the  part  of  Lewis  XIV.  feemed  not  to  be  fatisfadtory  ;  and  the  duke 
of  Marlborough  came  back  to  London  on  the  17  th  of  April.  His  pro- 
felTed  defign  was  to  acquaint  the  Queen  that  the  French  overtures  were 
rejeded,  and  that  the  allies  were  determined  to  profecute  the  war  with  the 
utmofl:  vigour.  In  the  meantime,  Rouiile  difpatched  a  courier  to  Paris, 
for  further  inftruftions  ;  and  Lewis  immediately  fent  the  marquis  de 
Torcy,  his  fecretary  for  foreign  affairs,  with  frefli  offers  to  the  Hague,. 
In  all  the  conferences  held  to  fettle  the  preliminaries  of  peace,  it  was  de- 
manded by  the  allies,  and  granted  by  Lewis,  that  he  fhould  abandon 
the  Pretender,  and  difmifs  him  from  his  dominions.  This  produced  the 
following  letter  and  memorial  to  the  marquis  de  Torcy,  about  a  place- 
of  fecurity  for  the  Pretender,  a  dowry  for  his  mother,  and  an  indemnity 
for  their  adherents.

HAVE  the  honour  to  fend  you  a  memorial  concerning  the  in- 
terelts  of  the  King,  my  mafter ;  and  I  hope  you  will  approve  of 
the  method  whicli  I  have  taken,  of  inferting  nothing  in  it  but  what  might 
ferve  for  an  inftrudion  to  your  negociator,  in  cafe  die  King  approves  it,

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referving  to  myfelf  to  explain  to  you  here  the  fentiments  of  the  King  of       1 709. 
England,  becaufe  that  mixture  might  occaGon  fome  confufion.  April. 

Although  France  is  the  only  country  in  which  his  Britannic  Majefly 
can  find  any  confolacion,  out  of  his  own  country,  yer,  fince  the  enemy 
infid  upon  his  leaving  it,  he  afl<s  the  King's  permiffion  to  do  fo,  as  the 
only  means  of  giving  him  a  teflimony  of  his  gratitude.  The  eccltfia- 
ftical  ftate  is  excluded,  for  reafons  too  evident  to  be  fpccified ;  and  like- 
wife  the  Swifs  Cantons,  becaufe  there  he  would  be  deprived  of  the  fociety 
of  men,  and  at  too  great  a  diftance  from  what  he  ought  never  to  lofe 
fight  of ;  and  he  would  have  no  neighbours  there  but  goats,  who  could 
walk  out  and  refift  the  rigour  of  the  winter.  The  Spanifli  Low  Coun- 
tries are  named  only  in  preference. 

I  acknowledge  that  fentiments  are  divided  here  about  the  article  of  the 
indemnity.  Some  fay  that  thofe  who  are  at  home  will  complain,  with 
juftice,  that  they  are  abandoned  to  the  fury  of  their  enemies ;  and  that 
thofe  who  are  here,  will  exclaim  that  they  are  neglefted,  that  they  might 
fubfift  at  home,  if  they  could  return  in  fafety,  and  that  this  court  will  be 
delivered  from  a  number  of  troublefome  people,  who  will  die  of  hunger 
after  our  departure.  Others  think,  that  a  fecurity  for  the  paft  will  render 
them  ufelefs  for  the  future ;  that  felf-love  is  a  powerful  motive  for  ex- 
citing the  generality  of  men  to  perform  their  duty  ;  that  feverals  may 
return  from  thence  full  of  ill-humour,  and  in  order  to  be  well  received, 
will  become  informers,  which  would  produce  very  bad  effects ;  and  alfo, 
that  this  would  v^eaken  the  Irifli  regiments  in  the  fcrvice,  many  of  whom 
will  be  feized  with  the  ficknefs  of  the  Swifs.  It  is  hoped  the  King  will 
be  pleafed  to  decide  upon  this  diverfity  of  opinions. 

With  regard  to  the  Qiieen's  dowry,  her  Majefty  orders  me  to  tell 
you,  that  after  her  death,  and  the  reftoration  of  the  King,  her  fon,  flie 
gives  the  million  in  tiie  town-houle  to  his  Majefty,  to  refund,  in  part, 
Ibmefmallfliare  of  his  bounty.  Butabove  all,  his  Britannic  Majefly  infills 
moft  earneftly  not  to  be  named  in  the  article  which  concerns  the  Qtieen-, 
for,  although  there  fliould  be  no  exprefs  condition,  all  the  world  will 
fuppofe  that  his  honour  will  be  deeply  wounded  by  it.  He  will  be  aban- 
doned by  all  his  good  fubjefts,  and  will  find  himfelf  expofed  to  the  con- 
tempt of  every  one,  which  fuch  a  fufpicion  will  infallibly  draw  upon 

him.':

No.  29.  junfture,  may  be  reduced  to  three  articles. 

In  cafe  the  enemy  infift  that  the  King  of  England  leaves  France,  no- 
thing will  be  more  natural  and  reafonable  than  to  afk  them  a  fecurity  for 
him.     It  is  to  be  wifhed  it  may  be  general.     If,  however,  this  meets 
with  difficulties,    let  them  grant  it,    at  kaft,  in    a  country  that  fuits 
them.     For  there  are  countries  where  he  will  never  put  his  foot,  fuch  as 
the  Pope's  territories,  and  the  Swifs  cantons.     The  Spanifh  Low  Coun- 
tries appear  to  be  the  moft  commodious,  from  their  fituation,  and  be- 
caufe  there  will  be  no  occafion  for  a  fecurity  but  from  the  Dutch,  and 
from  the  fovereign  of  the  country,  who  muft  oblige  himfelf  to  allow  the 
King  to  live  at  full  liberty,  with  a  permilTion  of  travelling  through  all 
his  dominions,  of  choofing  the  place  of  his  refidence,  and  of  changing  it, 
and  of  leaving  his  territories  and  coming  back  again,    without  being, 
obliged  to  take  paflports,  or  to  give  any  explanations  of  the  motives  of 
his  journies.     A  prince  cannot  be  too  delicate  in  fuch  a  cafe  -,  and  they 
cannot,  if  they  ad  fincerely,  refufe  him  the  privileges  which  the  law  of 
nations  gives  to  private  perfons  in  time  of  peace. 

It  is  propofed  likewife,  that  his  Majefty  may  be  pleafed  to  follicit 
earneftly  for  an  indemnity  to  all  thofe  who  have  followed  the  late  King 
of  England,  and  the  King's  fon,  as  well  as  for  thofe  who  find  themfelves 
expofed  to  troublefome  enquiries  at  home,  for  having  done  their  duty 
fince  the  revolution  in  England.  If  they  make  the  fame  demand  for  the 
Hugonots,  it  will  be  a  mere  evafion;  for  they  are  defirous  of  keeping 
them,  defigning,  by  a  general  aft  of  naturalization,  to  draw  to  them 
every  one  who  is  not  a  Roman  Catholic. 

It  is  not  believed  that  they  will  make  great  difficulty  about  the  Qiieen's 
dowry  for  the  future,  but  about  her  arrears,  although  they  cannot  deny- 
but  they  are  due  for  upwards  of  twenty  years.  If  that  cannot  be  ob- 
tained, we  muft  propofe  the  time  of  the  peace  of  Ryfwick,  when  the 
dowry  was  granted,  and  when  the  prince  of  Orange  broke  his  word ; 
although  he  received  from  his  parliament  a  fund  for  keeping  it,  he  always 
found  pretences  for  doing  fo.     There  is  another  term,  which  is  common 
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«)  all  widows,  and  that  is  the  death  of  their  hufbands,  and  the  right  1709. 
ceafes  at  the  death  of  the  Qiieen.  But  when  the  worft  comes  to  the  ^P"'* 
worft^  we  muft  accept  it  as  they  will  choofe  to  give  it.  It  may  be  like- 
wife  propofcd,  that  in  cafe  they  pay  the  Q^ieen  all  the  arrears,  which 
amount  to  a  million  fterling,  her  Majefly  will  renounce  abfolutely  her 
dowry,  the  revenue  of  that  fum  being  precifely  50,000  1.  flerling,  at  five 
per  cent.  By  this  means  fcveral  enibarrafTments  will  be  avoided,  her 
Majefty  will  be  affured  of  her  revenue,  without  authorizing  any  one  in 
England  to  receive  it,  and  without  difputing  about  the  form  of  dif- 
charges  j  for  they  may  exaft  fuch  as  {lie  never  will  grant,  much  lefs 
will  flie  feek  redrefs  in  their  courts  of  juftice ;  and  to  anfwer  the  chicane, 
which  was  ufed  after  the  peace  of  Kyfwick,  that  this  money  might  be 
employed  againft  them,  his  Majefty  may  oblige  himfelf  to  place  the  fum 
immediately  in  the  town-houfe  of  Paris."

fiiould  be  glad  to  know,  whether  you,  in  England,  be  of  the  Scotch  Col- 
fame  opinion.  Upon  this  occafion  I  mull;  not  omit  to  let  you  know,  that  ^iIrch  21. 
I  find  your  friend  Mr.  Pleffington  [the  King]  in  fome  doubt,  whether 
or  not,  in  cafe  of  a  peace,  it  would  be  beft  for  him  to  continue  his  trade, 
in  Amfterdani  [Paris],  where  there  are  ib  many  dealers  in  his  way  of 
trading,  or  to  remove  to  fome  other  town,  where  he  may  find  more  bu- 
finefs.

The  marquis  de  Torcy  came  to  the  Hague  in  the  beginning  of  May ;  ^^y' 
but  he  could  make  no  progrefs  in  a  negociation  with  the  States,  until 
the  duke  of  Marlborough  returned  from  England.  Conferences  were 
then  begun  ;  and  in  proportion  as  the  French  minider  made  conceffions, 
in  the  name  of  his  fovereign,  the  deputies  of  the  States  and  prince 
Eugene  and  the  duke  of  Marlborough  became  exorbitant  in  their  de-

*'  T  Imagined  I  had  the  honour  of  feeing  you  after  the  council  yeflerday ; 
but  not  being  able  to  join  you,  I  delayed  to  write  to  you,  until  the 
arrival  of  a  courier,  which  we  expected  in  the  courfe  of  the  day.  His 
departure  from  the  Hague  being  delayed,  as  he  is  not  yet  arrived  here, 
I  muft  inform  you.  Sir,  of  the  contents  of  Mr.  de  Torcy's  difpatches  to 
the  King,  which  were  delivered  to  me  the  day  before  yefterday,  in  or- 
der that  you  may  give  an  account  of  them  to  the  King,  your  mafter,  and 
to  the  Queen.  He  had  a  long  conference  with  lord  Churchill  and  Mr. 
Townfend,  about  the  interefts  of  the  King  of  England.  After  great  difficul- 
ties, which  they  imagined  to  find  in  obtaining  payment  of  the  Qiieen's  dow- 
ry, which  they  allege  is  contrary  to  the  laws  of  England,  they  confined 
themfelves,  at  laft,  to  fay,  tliat  they  would  defifl:  from  tlieir  demand  of 
the  King's  changing  nis  place  of  abode  ;  or,  if  they  were  obliged  to  in- 
fift  upon  his  leaving  France,  that  it  would  be  juft,  in  that  cafe,  his  ex- 
pence  fliould  fall  upon  them,  and  that  his  Majefty  might  choofe  his 
place  of  abode,  remain  there  in  all  fecurity  and  change  from  place  to 
place,  as  would  fuit  his  conveniency  *.  Having  now  complied  with  my

Memoirs  *  De  Torcy  himfelf,  in  a  letter  to  Lewis  XIV,  dated  from  the  Hague,  the  12th  of  May, 

of  the  Mar-  gave  the  following  account  of  his  conference  with  the  duke  of  Marlborough  on  this 

fubjeft. 

"  He,  the  duke  of  Marlborough,  added,  that  this  fame  lord  (meaning  lord  Townfend) 
had  orders  concerning  the  King  of  England,  whom  he  iHled  Prince  of  Wales.  He  ex- 
prefTed  a  ftrong  defire  of  being  in  a  capacity  to  fcrve  him,  as  the  fon  of  a  King,  for  whom, 
he  told  me  afterwards,  he  would  have  fpik  the  laft  drop  of  his  blood.  That  he  believed 
it  was  his  interell  to  remove  out  of  France  ;  and  when  I  afked  him,  to  what  country  he 
ftiould  retire,  and  in  what  manner  ho  vva^  to  fiibCft,  he  agreed,  in  refpeft  to  the  firft  ar- 
ticle, that  this  prince  fliould  be  at  liberty  to  fix  his  refidence  whereever  he  chofe,  fhould 
«njoy  perfed  fecurity,  and  be  his  own  mafter,  to  go  whereever  he  judged  proper,

*'  T  Have  fliown  to  tlie  King,  my  mafter,  and  to  the  Queen,  the  letter 
which  you  did  me  the  honour  to  write  to  me,  to-day  >  upon  which 
their  Majcfties  have  commanded  me,  to  beg  of  you  to  remark  three 
things : 

ift.  With  regard  to  their  faying,  that  they  cannot  pay  the  Qiieen's 
dowry,  as  being  contrary  to  the  laws  of  England.  In  that  they  are  not 
fincere  ;  for,  although  they  have  converted  the  fund  to  other  purpoles, 
there  never  was  any  legal  decifion  againft  her  Majefty  or  her  pretenfions ; 
and  the  parliament,  after  the  peace  of  Ryfwick,  acknowledged  them  fo- 
fully,  that  they  granted,  without  any  difficulty,  the  whole  lum,  which 
the  prince  of  Orange  received,  and  detained  upon  an  ill  founded  chicane. 

2dly,  Their  offer  to  charge  themfelves  with  the  maintainance  of  the 
King,  my  mafter,  in  cafe  he  leaves  France,  is  to  be  fufpeded ;  and  in- 
deed one  may  eafily  perceive,  that  the  malicious  defignof  it,  is  to  make 
the  world  believe,  that  he  renounced  his  pretenfions,  on  account  of  this 
penfion,  and  at  the  fame  time,  to  have  it  in  their  power  to  reduce  him  to 
the  laft  extremity,  which  his  Majefty  will  rather  endure,  than  expofe  him- 
felf  to  be  fufpeded  of  fuch  meannefs.  I  had  fet  forth  in  a  memorial  all 
I  now  fay,  and  explained  it  more  fully  in  a  letter  I  fent  to  M.  de  Torcy, 
the  evening  before  he  {zx.  out. 

3dly,  The  King  of  England  is  highly  pleafed,  that  a  general  fecurity 
is  agreed  to,  in  cafe  they  infift  on  his  changing  his  place  of  abode.

The  article  of  his  fubfidence  met  with  greater  obftacles.  I  propoCed  to  him  the  ex- 
pedient of  the  Queen's  dowry.  He  faid,  that  the  laws  of  England  rendered  the  payment 
of  that  Aim  extremely  difficult  :  however,  he  begged  of  me  to  infift  ftrenuoully  on  this 
article,  when  my  lord  Townfend  and  he  came  to  fpeak  to  me  about  it,  in  the  conferences. 
This  lord,  he  faid,  is  a  kind  of  an  infpeftor  over  me  ;  though  he  is  a  very  honeft  man 
who  has  been  chofen  through  my  means,  and  of  the  Whig  party,  before  him  1  mull  fpeak 
like  an  obllinate  Englilhman  ;  but  I  vvilh,  with  all  my  heart,  I  was  able  to  ferve  the 
prince  of  Wales,  and  that  yoiw  folicitations  aftbrded  me  an  opportunity  of  doing  it."

June.  The  French  Minifters  pretended  to  fubmit  to  the  preliminaries,  which 

were  to  ferve  as  a  foundation  for  a  general  peace ;  and  before  it  was 
publickly  known  that  their  mafter  would  refufe  his  ratification  of  them, 
the  court  of  St.  Germains  concerted  the  meafures  which  tliey  were  to 
follow,  during  the  negociation,  and  propofed  to  fend  an  agent  to  appear 
for  them,  in  the  congrefs  at  the  Hague.

of  France,  to  ufe  his  interell,  by  his  minifters,  at  the  treaty,  to 
have  leave  and  I'eourity  for  a  perfon  to  appear  there  from  the  King,  only 
to  give  in  a  memorial  in  the  King's  name  to  the  mediator,  reprefenting  his 
juft  pretenfion,  and  protefting  againft  any  thing  that  may  be  agreed 
upon  in  the  general  peace,  contrary  to  the  right  and  title  he  has  to  his 
crown  •,  which,  as  it  will  not  hinder  the  plenipotentiaries  to  conclude 
the  peace,  as  they  fhall  agree  upon  it  together,  fo  it  is  hoped  they 
have  no  interell  to  refufe  to  an  injured  prince,  the  fatisfadlion,  at  lead:, 
of  giving  this  public  teftimony  to  the  world,  of  his  not  renouncing  his 
right,  or  acquiefcing  to  any  thing  that  may  be  done  in  this  treaty  to  his 
prejudice,  which  is  all  the  benefit  required.  To  facilitate  his  demand, 
it  may  be  reprefented,  that  the  King  does  not  require  the  perfon  he 
fends  fhoLild  be  owned  as  a  plenipotentiary  in  form  from  the  King  of 
En<^land  •,  but  only  that  he  fhould  have  fecuricy  to  go  and  return,  and 
not  be  refufed  accefs  to  the  mediator,  to  deliver  his  meflage  and  pro- 
teftation,  from  the  King  and  in  the  King's  name,  leaving  to  the  medi- 
ator the  liberty,  in  his  anfwer,  to  give  or  refufe  the  title  to  the  King, 
as  he  (hall  think  fit,  only  that  he  be  obliged  to  enter  the  fafl  in  his  pro- 
toco'e,  that  fuch  a  meflage,  memorial,  or  proteftation  was  dehvcxed  to  him, 

fuch 
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fuch  a  day,  by  fuch  a  one,  in  the  name  of  the  Pretender  to  the  crown        1709. 
of  England,  if  he  will  not  diredly  give  the  King  his  title.  j""*" 

If  this  cannot  be  obtained,  at  leafl;  it  may  be  propofeJ,  that  the  pro- 
teflations  be  given  by  one  of  the  French  plenipotentiaries,  and  entered, 
as  given  by  him  in  tlie  name  of  the  King,  becaufe  he  could  not  have 
leave  and  fecurity  for  a  minifter  of  his  own  to  go  and  deliver  it. 

If  even  that  be  refiifed,  there  is  no  other  method  left,  but  to  fend  the 
proteftation  in  blank  covers,  by  the  poft,  to  all  the  plenipotentiaries,  and 
publifhing  it  in  gazettes  and  otherwife,  and  mentioning,  at  the  fame  time, 
that  the  King  afked  a  paflport,  for  a  perfon  to  go  in  his  name  to  pro- 
teft  in  the  formal  manner,  and  was  refufed. 

As  for  any  thing  that  may  be  treated  about  the  Queen's  jointure,  or 
other  things  relating  to  the  fecurity  of  the  King's  perfon,  in  cafe  of  his 
memorial  from  France,  if  Monfieur  de  Torcy  pleafes,  he  can  always 
obtain  a  pafs  for  a  private  agent  of  the  King's,  to  attend  Mr.  Rouille, 
and  be  at  hand  to  reprefent  the  King's  interell  to  him,  and  anfwer  the 
objedions  the  Englifli  may  make  to  him,  and  furnilh  him  with  memo- 
rials and  arguments,  according  as  Ihall  be  concerted  with  the  court  of 
France  ;  and  this  perfon  being  an  Englifliman,  and  a  perfon  of  known 
truft,  prudence,  and  integrity,  may  be  of  ufe  as  an  interpreter  with  the 
French  minifter,  and  may  alfo,  being  under  the  fecurity  of  public  faith, 
be  able  to  infinuate  and  difperfe  fit  memorials,  to  move  and  perfuade  the 
Englifli  or  others,  that  it  is  neither  theirs  nor  the  public  intereft  of  Eu- 
rope, to  exclude  the  King  from  his  right,  and  prefer  Hannover.'*

"  T^  H  E  King  of  England  believes  that  it  would  be  necefTary  for  his 

fervice,  and  ufeful  to  his  mofl:  Chriftian  M.yefty,  to  fend  to  the 

Hague,  in  the  prefent  conjunfture,  one  of  his  fubjeds  who  is  a  man  of 

abilities  and  fidelity,  who  is  well  inftrufted  in  his  affairs  and  capable  of 

carrying  on  a  negociation,  who  would  have  a  communication  with  the 

French  plenipotentiaries,  and  a6t  in  concert  with  them  in  all  things,  for 

the  common  intcreft,  and  in  conformity  to  the  inftrudtions  with  which 

he  fhall  be  intrufted,  without  giving  him  any  charadter. 

This  man,  having  no  public  charafter,  would  not  be  fubjedled  to  ce- 
remonies, and  might  infinuate  himfelf  and  have  accefs  every  where  as  a 
private  man,  without  being  fufpeded  to  be  of  any  party  ;  and  under- 
ilanding  the  language,  laws,  cuftoms,  and  manners  of  the  Englifh,  he 
mio-ht  by  frequenting  them,  difcover  their  fecret  fentiments,  and  inform 
the  French  plenipotentiaries  of  many  things  very  ufeful,  in  the  courfe  of 
the  negociation,  it  being  very  much  the  humour  of  the  greateft  part  of 
the  Englifli,  who  may  be  very  relerved  with  the  French,  to  open  them- 
felves  to,  and  place  their  confidence  willingly  in,  a  countryman,  who 
will  appear  to  enter  into  their  fentiments,  and  have  the  addrefs,  by  dif- 
covering  their  different  tempers,  to  infinuate  himfelf  into  their  favour 
prudently  and  reafonably. 

This  fecret  agent,  by  going  early  to  the  Hague,  before  the  opening  of 
the  concrrefs,  will  have  time  to  renew  the  old  acquaintances  he  formerly 
had  in  that  country,  and  to  form  new  ones,  to  contradl  intimacies,  and 
manage  intrigues  and  fecret  cabals,  with  the  public  minifters  and  other 
men  of  credit  of  all  the  dift'erent  nations,  who  may  meet  there  in  the  pre- 
fent conjun6lure,  and  of  whom  he  may  contribute  to  gain  over  fome  to 
the  intereft  of  France,  and  to  abate  tlie  violent  oppofition  of  others,  by 
undeceiving  them  in  many  wrong  impreffions  with  which  they  are  pre- 
poficffed.  He  will  be  able  to  inform  himfelf,  thoroughly  and  at  Icifure, 
of  the  different  interefts  of  the  plenipotentiaries,  and  of  their  cabals  and 

I  divifions 
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divillons  among  Lhemfelves,  that  he  may  take  the  advantage  of  them-,  1709. 
and,  being  of  the  fame  nation,  he  will  have  a  more  particular  facility  in  ^'^^^' 
difcovering  the  inclinations,  defigns,  and  fchcmes  of  the  Englifh  pleni- 
potentiaries, of  whatever  fe£l  of  religion  they  are,  whofe  creatures  they 
are,  and  to  what  party  in  England  they  are  attached ;  and,  thus,  know- 
ing their  ftrength  and  their  weaknefs,  he  will  be  able  to  give,  from  time 
to  time,  excellent  memorials  concerning  thefe  things  to  the  French  ple- 
nipotentiaries. 

And  when  the  concerns  of  the  King  of  England  are  in  agitation,  he 
will  be  at  hand  to  give  informations  to  the  faid  plenipotentiaries,  con- 
cerning the  intentions  and  real  interefts  of  his  Britannic  Majeily ;  and, 
when  the  Englifli  objed:  the  difficulties  and  chicanery  of  their  laws,  as 
they  have  done  already,  without  any  foundation,  in  the  affair  of  the 
Qiieen's  dowry,  he  will  be  able  to  tell  the  French  plenipotentiaries,  with 
certainty,  what  is  true  or  falle  in  the  allegations  of  the  Englifli,  concern- 
ing their  laws,  or  the  fads,  which  fliall  be  contefted,  and  to  give  them 
ample  explanations,  on  the  Jpot  by  memorials,  which  will  refute  the  chi- 
canery of  the  Englifli,  and  hinder  them  from  impofing  ambiguous  ex- 
preffions  and  advancing  as  truths  fatls  which  are  notorioufly  falle. 

The  advantage  of  fending  this  man  early  to  the  Hague  is  evident; 
for,  in  order  to  negociate  with  fuccefs,  he  mull  be  on  the  fpot  before 
they  begin  to  treat  in  form,  in  order  to  acquaint  himfelf  thoroughly 
with  the  different  charafters  of  thofe  with  whom  he  may  have  to  do,  to 
ftudy  their  humours,  their  public  and  private  interefts,  and  to  tam- 
per with  thofe  who  have  credit  with  the  principal  minifters,  endeavour- 
ing, in  that  manner,  to  difcover  their  fcntimencs,  and  to  find  means  of 
gaining  them,  or  at  leaft  of  appeafing  them,  on  feveral  articles,  from  mo- 
tives of  perfonal  intereft,  joined  to  all  the  other  reafons  of  juftice  and 
equity  which  can  be  fuggefted  to  them.  Now,  all  this  cannot  be  done, 
but  flowly  and  by  degrees.  Their  minds  niuft  be  previoufly  difpofed, 
and  their  prejudices  removed,  and  a  number  of  emilfaries  mufl:  be  em- 
ployed, in  order  to  be  well  inftriifted  in  every  thing  that  happens,  and 
to  be  always  ready  to  feize  every  favourable  opportunity.  He  mufl  be- 
gin in  time,  and  fpare  nothing  to  gain  over  favourites,  in  order  that  he 
may  have  free  accefs  to  their  fuperiors,  and  find  means  of  infiimating 
himfelf  into  their  confidence,  and  of  difpofing  them  infenfibly  for  a  fa-

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1709.'  vourable  treaty ;  and,  if  all  thefe  intrigues  and  attentions  are  not  begun, 
J""®'  and  even  carried  fome  length  before  the  congrefs  opens,  it  will  be  very 
difficult  to  begin  them,  with  any  hopes  of  fuccefs,  during  its  continuance: 
for  then  all  the  plenipotentiaries  will  be  fo  occupied,  with  receiving  and 
fending  of  difpatches,  with  attendance  on  all  the  public  and  private  con- 
ferences, with  receiving  and  returning  vifits,  and  difcharging  the  ceremo- 
nial and  eflential  duties  of  their  commilTion,  that  they  will  have  fo  little 
fpare  time  as  will  render  accefs  to  them  very  difficult ;  and  as  the  part 
they  are  to  adl  will  be  determined  by  that  time,  and  all  or  mofl  of  the 
eflential  articles  agreed  upon,  it  will  be  too  late  then  to  hope  to  carry 
on  a  negociation  of  any  importance  for  the  fervice  of  France,  or  for 
that  of  his  Britannic  Majefty." 


When  the  congrefs  broke  off  at  the  Hague,  the  court  of  St.  Ger- 
mains  began  to  think  again  of  an  invafion ;  and  lord  Lovat  found  means 
of  fending  intelligence  of  their  defigns  to  Scotland.

0.51.  ,j  npi-^oUGH  you  negled  me  very  much,  and  that  you  never  fend  me 
any  anfwer  to  my  letters,  yet  the  love  I  have  for  your  perfon  and 
intereft  makes  me  embrace  all  the  occafions  I  can  find  to  ferve  you.  As 
I  told  you  laft  year  to  take  care  of  your  affairs  in  Scotland,  fo  I  tell  you 
now  not  to  be  lefs  diligent.  I  am  informed  by  feveral  perfons,  that  there 
is  a  defign  of  going  to  fee  you  towards  the  latter  end  of  the  campaigne;

"  ]  T  is  long  fince  my  fentiments  of  the  pretended  lordLovat  were  known 
to  you.  An  original  letter,  written  by  him  to  lord  Leven,  is  come 
back  to  us  from  England.  We  have  compared  the  hand-writing  with 
that  wliich  we  have  from  him  ;  there  is  an  exaft  refemblance,  and  the 
fubjeft  and  ftyle  do  not  belie  their  author.  I  fend  you  a  literal  tranfla- 
tion  of  it.  Balgony  is  my  lord  Leven's  fon  ;  the  young  man  in  the 
Highland  drefs,  is  Lovat's  brother,  who  I  believe  was  in  France.  Here, 
Sir,  is  a  fpy  of  confequence  unmafked,  and  we  know  very  well  the  means 
of  preventing  this  correfpondence  for  the  future." 


Nairne,  who  was  under-fecretary  of  ftate  at  St.  Germains,  from  the 
Revolution  until  the  feals  were  given  to  Sir  Thomas  Higgons  upon  the 
refignation  of  the  earl  of  Middleton  in  December  17 13,  kept  regular   D.N.  vol.  H. 
entries  of  the  letters  written  from  the  office.     There  is  a  thin  quarto  vo-    ^\\i  .^g\ 
lume,  entitled,  "  Entries  of  fome  letters  writ  to  England  to  Ahnm  and   Naime's 
Berry,  &c. ;  from  1709  to  1713  inclufive."  vorS  410. 

Thefe  letters  are  in  Naime's  hand.  He  generally  gives  the  earl  of 
Middleton's  letters  entire;  but  he,  fometimes,  recites  only  the  contents 
of  his  own.  They  are  moftly  allegorical ;  but  fome  of  them  are  ex- 
plained, and  ferve  as  a  key  to  the  meaning  of  others. 

Berry  carried  on  the  duke  of  Marlborough's  correfpondence  with  the 
court  of  St.  Germains.  His  name,  which  appears  to  be  a  real  one,  haih 
already  occurred,  and  will  frequently  occur  again  in  this  volume.     The

The  Earl  of  Middleton  to  Abram. 

November  28th,  170^. 
There  are  cant  names  in  this  letter,  which  are  no  where  explained  in 
the  courfe  of  the  correfpondence ;  but  it  appears  from  it,  that  Middleton 
had  an  apprehenfion  "  of  Abram's  falling  under  Edgebury's  [the  Em- 
peror's] difpleafure,  which  may  prevent  the  vifit  he  defigned  to  make  to 
him,  which  was  thought  neceirary,  by  their  beft  friends,  though  never 
fo  (hort.  But  it  is  by  no  means  advifeable  to  expofe  himfelf  to  an  af- 
front, but  to  be  ruled  by  the  advice  of  his  friends  in  tliat  family  ;"  and 
that  if  there  was  to  be  a  congrefs  for  Mr.  Phipps  [a  peace],  Abram 
was  to  be  employed  to  take  care  of  the  King's  intereft. 

It  is  feen  plainly,  by  another  letter  from  that  lord  to  Abram,  of  8th 
December,  1709,  that  Eliot  [Sir  William  Ellis]  was  not  trufted,  at  this 
'time.  Lamb  f  and  others  are  defired  to  write  him  nothing  but  public 
news,  and  to  conceal  this  caution  from  himielf.  This  is  repeated  in 
another  letter  the  firft  of  May  17 10. 

December  26th,  1709. — Nairne  wrote  to  Abram  "  to  tell  him,  that 
1200  \\yxt%per  annum  were  fettled  upon  him,  to  which  he  muft  conform 
his  expence  ;  but  if  the  factory  fucceeded,  the  King  would  augment  his 
allowance,"

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THE  Hannover  correfpondence  of  the  prefentyear  is  connedted  with  1700. 
the  following  fafls.  The  lord  Somers,  who  had  been  raifed  to  the 
office  of  prefident  of  the  council,  moved  for  an  addrefs  to  the  Queen, 
that  flie  would  be  pleafcd  to  ftipulate  in  the  projefted  treaty,  that  the 
French  King  fliould  own  the  title  of  Queen  Anne,  and  remove  the  Pre- 
tender out  of  his  dominions.  The  minifter,  the  earl  of  Godolphin  and 
the  duke  of  Marlborough,  who  divided  with  his  lordlhip  the  power  of 
government,  were  not  averfe  from  this  motion.  They  feem  to  have  fecretly 
wiihcd  his  removal,  as  the  fureft  means  of  giving  him  the  eventual  fuc- 
cefuon  of  the  throne,  after  his  fifter's  death  ;  as  they  knew  the  unfur- 
mountable  averfion  the  people  had  to  the  receiving  a  fovereign  from 
France. — The  Eledoral  Princefs,  afterwards  Qiieen  of  Great  Britain, 
was  delivered  of  a  princefs  who  was  baptized,  by  the  name  of  Anne,  in 
compliment  to  Queen  Anne.  The  King  of  Sweden  was  ftopt,  in  the 
career  of  his  viftories,  by  the  total  defeat  of  his  army,  in  the  fatal  battle 
of  Pultowa,  which  was  fought  on  the  eighth  of  July.  Tournay  furren- 
dered  to  the  Allies  on  the  thirtieth  of  the  fame  month.  The  bloody 
battle  of  Blaregnies  or  Malplaquet  was  fought,  on  the  eleventh  of  Sep- 
tember-, and  iVlons  furrendered,  in  the  end  cf  Oftober.  Thefe  are  the 
tranfadlions  to  which  the  letters  to  and  from  the  houfe  of  Hannover  prin- 
cipally relate.

"  T  Beg  leave  to  return   my  moft  humble  thanks  for  your  Electoral 
Highnefs's  moft  gracious  letter. 

It  is  the  greateft  human  fatisfaftion  that  I  can  have  in  this  world,  to 
find  that  your  Eleftoral  Highnefs  does  believe  my  willies  for  your  hap- 
pinefs  moft  fincere.  My  whole  life  Ihall  convince  your  Eledoral  High- 
nefs of  my  truth  and  fidelity  -,  for  I  will  ever  maintain  the  good  opinion 
your  Eleftoral  Highnefs  is  gracioufly  pleafed  to  have  for  me.  It  is, 
now,  more  than  three  years  fince  the  minifters  of  England  took  an  occa- 
fion  to  complain  in  parliament  of  a  letter  publilhed  under  my  name. 

If  my  zeal  for  fupporting  the  intereft  of  the  Proteftant  fuccelTion  did 
happen  to  carry  me  too  far,  yet  I  hope  that  your  Eleftoral  Highnefs 
will  pardon  it ;  it  being  well  meant,  and  I  may  be  fuppofed  to  know  the 
conftitution  of  our  government. 

But  fince  that  time,  there  hath  not  been  the  leaft  thing  laid  to  my 
charge,  upon  that  account,  or  any  other  that  I  know  of.  And,  if  I  had 
been  guilty  of  high-treafon,  I  muft  have  been  profecuted  within  fix 
months,  after  the  fault  committed. 

I  am  not  guilty  of  any  crime  againft  her  Majefty,  or  the  laws  of  Eng- 
land ;  and  I  hope,  that  my  fidelity  to  your  Eledoral  Highnefs  will  never 
be  looked  upon  as  fuch.

the  particulars  of  the  affairs  of  Great  Britain,  I  imagined  that  I  con- 
formed myfelf  to  your  inclinations,  by  depriving  myfelf  of  the  honour 
of  informing  your  Elefloral  Highnefs  of  them,  as  often  as  I  Ihould 
have  wifhed.  But  fince,  in  the  houfe  of  peers,  I  had  the  iionour  of

Since 
my  return,  there  was  little  or  nothing  done  in  that  affair.  I  hope  that 
the  addrefs  of  to-day  will  fet  on  foot  again  that  negociacion,  and  produce 
a  league,  for  that  effeft,  between  moil  of  the  high  allies.  Tne  two 
houfes  concurred  To  unanimoufly  in  this  addrefs  ;  the  Queen  received 
it  with  fb  much  fatisfadlion,  and  it  has  the  public  approbation  to  fuch  a 
degree;  that  I  do  not  fee  that  the  nation  can  hear  a  peace  mentioned,  un- 
til France  is  humbled,  and  obliged  to  admit  fuch  terms,  that  the  fuc- 
ceffion in  the  proteftant  line  will  remain  thereby  certain  and  permanent^ 
And,  for  my  part,  I  have  nothing  fo  much  at  heart,  as  to  fecure  to  my

with  the  means  of  obtaining  that  reftoration  of  the  public  tranquillity, 
fo  much  wanted  by  his  kingdom,  found  means  to  obtain  leave,  in  the 
end  of  the  year,  to  make  a  journey  to  Paris,  to  forward  that  important 
bufinefs.  Though  the  propofals  which  he  brought  back  to  Holland 
were  not  relifhcd  by  tlie  Dutch,  who  were  entrufted  with  the  negociation 
by  the  reft  of  the  allies,  the  French  King  was  permitted,  at  length,  to 
fend  plenipotentiaries  to  treat  about  a  peace.  Thefe  were  the  IVlarefchal 
d'Huxelles,  and  the  Abbe  de  Polignac.  The  States  appointed  Buys  and 
Vander-Duflen,  their  deputies  to  treat  with  the  commiflloners  of  the 
French  King ;  and  the  conferences  were  opened  at  Gertruydenberg,  on 
the  nineteenth  of  March,  in  the  prefent  year.  The  Abbe  de  Polignac, 
whole  intrigues  had  almoft  placed  the  late  King  James  on  the  throne  of 
Poland,  was  inviolably  attached  to  the  family  of  the  Stuarts.  The  Earl 
of  Middleton,  therefore,  as  foon  as  he  underftood  that  the  Abbe  was  to 
be  one  of  the  plenipotentiaries,  began  to  recommend  to  him  the  interefts 
of  his  mafter.

The  letters  from  Mr.  Holloway 
have  mifcarried,  which  fhould  have  brought  accounts  from  your  parts  of 
the  nth,  N.  S.  If  you  writ  at  that  time,  let  us  have  it  again,  with 
what  has  occurred  fince :  for  your  correfpondents  expeft  to  hear  fre- 
quently from  you,  in  fuch  a  critical  conjunfture.

They 
may  have  what  they  pleafe  on  that  condition;  but,  otherwifc,  they  may 
drive  him  to  the  neceffity  of  putting  himfelf  into  the  hands  of  quacks, 
which  would  be  much  againft  his  inclination.  If  Mr.  Atterbury  [Queen 
Anne]  could  be  perfuaded  to  difmifs  Proby  [the  parliament],  it  would  be.^ 
a  great  point. 


"While  the  plenipotentiaries  of  France  were  on  their  way  to  Gertruy- 
denberg,  the  earl  of  Middleton  wrote  a  letter  to  Mr.  Regner  Leers, 
bookfeller  at  Rotterdam,  and  fent  him  a  memorial,  to  be  communicated 
privately  to  fome  of  the  members  of  the  States  General.  The  letter 
is  dated,  at  St.  Germains,  the  12th  of  March,  lyio  *. 

Nairne's  AFTER  ftrong  profefTions  of  perfonal  affedtion  and  efteem,  Middleton 

vol.  ii.'fol.  *  defires  him  to  make  what  ufe  of  the  memorial  his  own  difcretion 

No.  26,  27.  fhould  dictate  to  him  ;  but  enjoins  him  fecrecy,  as  he  had  fent  it  without 
the  knowledge  of  the  court  of  France.  He  thinks  that  the  excluding 
the  King  of  England,  and  fo  many  of  his  neareft  heirs,  from  fucceeding 
to  the  crown,  will,  for  a  long  time,  continue  diffenfions  and  wars  in 
Europe,  which  his  reftoration  alone  can  prevent ;  and  to  which  he  thinks 
the  neighbouring  fl:ates,  and  particularly  the  Dutch,  are,  in  common 
prudence,  bound  to  contribute.  He  aiks  a  paflport  for  a  trufty  perfon, 
whom  his  mailer  might  fend  privately  to  them,  to  affure  them  of  his 
attachment,  and  to  cultivate  a  good  underflanding  with  them.

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In  the  memorial,  the  Pretender  fets  forth,  that,  as  he  will  continue  hi?  1710, 
efforts  for  his  own  reftoration  and  the  deliverance  of  his  people,  a  folid  ivlarch, 
peace  can  never  be  eftablifhed,  while  fo  many  millions  of  his  fubjefts 
were  well  affeded  to  him.  A  ftridl  union  with  England  was  neceflary 
for  the  United  Provinces.  His  Majefty  was  fmcerely  difpofed  to  culti- 
vate a  good  underftanding  with  the  States  -,  and,  from  their  great  wifdom 
and  penetration,  he  hoped  to  meet  with  correfponding  fentiments  in 
them,  and  that  they  would  find  a(5ts  of  friendfhip  towards  a  prince  whp 
fuffers  unjuflly,  and  never  was  their  enemy,  confiftent  with  their  own 
intereft,  and  with  the  principles  of  honour  and  juftice.  England  is  the 
only  rival  of  Holland  in  commerce,  which  will  often  occafion  animofities, 
that  will  often  terminate  in  open  wars.  It  is  the  interell  of  the  States 
to  fecure  the  friendfhip  of  the  fovereign  of  that  country.  A  Catholic 
King  will  be  lefs  in  a  condition  to  carry  on  a  war  againll  them,  than  a 
Proteflant  •,  and  if  he  is  but  King  of  England,  he  can  only  carry  on  a 
war  by  fea ;  whereas  a  Proteflant  prince,  who  has  confiderable  territories 
on  the  continent,  and  in  their  neighbourhood,  can  attack  them  by  land* 
as  well  as  by  fea. 

He  then  recommends  two  points  to  their  confideration.  He  alks  their 
good  ofHces  at  the  enfuing  treaty  of  peace,  in  obtaining  a  fecurity  for 
the  payment  of  the  dowry  of  the  Queen  his  mother  -,  and  alfo  a  fe- 
curity for  his  own  perfon,  and  for  thofe  who  will  follow  him  when  he 
leaves  France.  He  gives  the  fame  reafons  for  thefe  demands  which  arc 
contained  in  the  memorials  prefented  to  the  court  of  France  lafl  year. 

It  appears,  that  Leers  wrote  feveral  letters,  after  receiving  this  memo- 
rial, to  the  earl  of  Middleton.  There  are  copies,  in  Nairne's  hand,  of 
9II  his  lordlhip's  anfwers. 

He  writes  to  him,  on  the  third  of  April,  that  it  was  not  his  intention  Nairne's 
to  propofe,  that  the  States  fhould,  at  this  time,  openly  iupport  all  his   q.  n^'.qI  iii. 
mafter's  pretenfions.     He  only  meant,  that  they  fhould  obtain  favour-  4'o-  No-  5- 
able  terms  from  theEnglifh,  concerning  his  mother's  dowry  and  his  own 
perfonal  fecurity.

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1716;       this  'payment  will  comprehend  what  is  due  for,  at  Ifeaft,  nine  years  back, 
■  •^F"''        as  well  as  what  will  be  due  for  the'  future.     But  with  regard  to  the  place 
to  which  the  King  is  to  retire,  I  am  furprifed.  Sir,  to  fee  that  Rome 
or  Avignon  is  propofed  ;  and  that  Cologne  or  Liege  are  thought  too 
near.     I  entreat  you  to  confider,  that  his  Majefty,  by  removing  to  too 
great  a  diftance,  would  appear  to  renounce  his  pretenfions.     Now  there 
is  no  hardfhip  which  he  is  not  determined  to  fufFer,  rather  than  give 
room  to  fufpeft  him  of  fuch  meannefs ;  and,  though  Avignon  was  fitu- 
ated  near  Oftend,  his  Majefty  would  never  fet  his  foot  in  it ;  becaufe  his 
enemies  would  contrive  to  make  the  general  hatred  to  the  Pope  fall  upon 
him.

I  am  informed  the  earl  of  Errol  is  very  much  recovered  of  his  diftem- 
per,  and  that  the  earl  Marifchal,  who  has  been  in  a  moft  dangerous  con- 
dition, is  much  better ;  fo  that  they  begin  to  have  hopes  of  him. 

All  your  lordfhip's  friends  in  Angus  and  Perthfhire  are  very  well,  and 
wifli  nothing  more  than  to  hear  from  this  fide ;  being  a  little  furprifed 
that  they  are  advertifed  of  nothing  of  what  may  be  refolved  in  the  pre- 
ffent  favourable  conjundkure,  from  thofe  they  truft  in. 

I  thought  it  my  duty  to  give  your  lordfhip  this  account ;  which,  if 
your  lordlhip  thinks  fit,  may  be  made  known  to  the  Queen  ;  and,  if  her 
Majefty  has  any  commands  for  me,  either  as  to  what  I  ana  to  anfwer  to 
thefe  letters  or  any  thing  elfe,  I  hope  your  lordlhip  will  do  me  the  ho-

"  T  Have  juft  feen  Ogilvie,  who  fent  me  word  ye'fterday  he  had  more 
to  fay  to  me,  than  was  in  his  paper,  which  you  have.  This  more 
was  no  great  matter,  though  much  more  than  I  believe  ;  he  pretends  to 
have  feen  lord  Athol,  Braidalbin,  &c.  and  that  they  fay,  that,  if  the  King 
of  France  cannot  be  brought  to  help  them,  they  will  do  my  bufinefs 
themfelves,  provided  I  come  to  them.  But  then  he  brings  no  other  fe- 
curity  of  what  he  fays,  but  his  own  word,  and  an  ample  credential  froin 
lord  Drummond,  whom  he  affirms  to  be  fent  by  the  reft.  How  im- 
probable all  this  is,  you  may  eafily  fee.  However,  not  to  feem  to 
fufped;  the  man,  I  was  very  civil  to  him,  and  took  all  he  faid  as  argent 
comptant,  for  fear  he  fliould  think  to  be  difcovered,  and  difappear 
before  the  Queen's  anfwer  comes,  which  I  fhall  expecl  before  I  do  any 
more  in  the  matter.  In  the  mean  time,  he  fays,  lord  Drummond  won't 
ftir  from  Gand,  where  he  now  is,  till  he  receives  my  farther  orders.

The  profecution  of  Sacheverell  having  deftroyed  the  influence  of 
the  Whig-miniftry  with  the  people,  the  Earl  of  Sunderland,  the  fon-in- 
law  of  Marlborough,  was  difmifTcd  from  the  office  of  fccretary  of  iliate, 
in  June.  A  total  change,  in  the  fervants  of  the  crown,  was  no  longer  a 
matter  of  doubt  with  the  nation  ;  though  the  perfons  who  compofed 
the  adminiftration,  ufed  all  their  art  to  intimidate  the  Qiiecn,  that  they 
themfelves  might  retain  their  power.  The  monied  intereft  in  the  city, 
in  particular  the  governour  and  direftors  of  the  bank,  reprefented  the 
danger  of  turning  out  the  lord-treaiurer,  and  fuch  perfons  as  he  could 
truft.  The  duke  of  Marlborough  had  influence  fufficient  with  the  allies, 
to  induce  them  to  interfere  in  the  caufe  of  his  party.  The  comte  de 
Galas,  ambaflador  for  the  Emperor  and  King  Charles  the  Third,  together 
with  Vrybergen,  the  Dutch  ambafl!ador,  reprefented  to  the  Qiieen,  the  dan- 
ger of  making  any  change  among  her  fervants.  She  however,  though 
fhe  anfwered  them  politely,  feemed  determined  not  to  comply  with  their 
demands,  except  in  the  article  of  the  duke  of  Marlborough's  continuing 
in  the  command  of  the  army.  The  duke  himfclf,  with  his  ufual  addrels 
and  coolnefs,  afi^eded  to  acquiefce  in  the  Queen's  pleafure.  But  he  feems 
to  have  entered  privately  into  a  fcheme  of  revenge,  by  his  renewing, 
with  more  warmth,  his  correfpondence  with  the  court  of  St.  Germains. 
The  following  letter  from  the  earl  of  Middleton,  will  throw  a  complete 
light  upon  this  fubjedl.

Thefe  feveral 
confideratioiis  have  induced  the  Queen  to  write  him  a  letter,  of  which 
I  inclofe  to  you  a  trandation,  and  her  Majefty  begs  of  yon,  Sir,  to  write 
to  the  Marefchal  de  Villars,  to  put  under  his  cover,  the  letter  which  the 
clicvalier  de  St.  George  will  give  him,  and  to  fend  it  to  his  adverfary  by 
the  firft  trumpet,  in  order  to  avoid  the  difficulty  of  fending  it  contrary 
to  orders.       a  m.  Sir,  &c." 


The  copy  of  this  letter  among  Mr.  Nairne's  papers  is  indorfed,  "  To 
Mr.  de  Torcy,  with  the  tranflation  of  a  letter  to  Gurncy  [Marlborough]." 
Immediately  after  it,  there  is  a  paper,  entituled,  "  Heads  of  a  letter  to 
"Gurney." 

It  appears  to  be  the  firft  draught  of  the  Englifli  original,  of  which

•'  VXT'H  AT  you  wrote  to  your  nephew,  on  the  13th  of  the  laft  month, 
is  of  fo  great  importance  to  Mr.  Matthews  [the  King]  and 
yourfelf,  that  I  think  myfelf  obliged,  for  your  intereft  and  his,  to  write 
to  you  my  opinion  of  it,  with  my  own  hand ;  your  nephew,  who  fct 
out  from  this  place  fuddenly,  being  now  at  too  great  a  diftance. 

I  fliall  tell  you,  in  the  firft  place,  that  as  I  was  glad  to  find  you  ftill 
•continue  in  your  good  refolutions  towards  Mr.  Matthews  [the  King],  I  was 
furprifed,on  the  other  hand,  to  fee  that  you  had  a  defign  of  quitting  every 
thing,  as  foon  as  the  peace  was  concluded  ;  for  1  find  that  to  be  the  only 
means  of  rendering  you  ufelefs  to  your  friends,  and  your  retreat  may  prove 
dangerous  likewife  to  yourfelf ;  you  are  too  large  a  mark,  and  too  much 
cxpofed  for  malice  to  mifs ;  and  your  enemies  will  never  believe  them- 
felves  in  fafety,  until  they  have  ruined  you.  They  will  reduce  the  army, 
and  the  troops  that  are  allowed  to  ftand,  will  be  all  compofcd  of  their 
own  creatures.  All  the  civil  offices  and  military  employments  will  be 
filled  by  men  who  arc  of  their  party.     They  will  change  the  officers  of 

the 
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the  revenue,  and  the  credit  of  thefe  new  officers,  with  the  infTuence  which        1710. 
the  preachers  of  their  party  have  over  the  people,  will  not  fail  to  pro-        ^^^^' 
duce  a  new  parliament  of  a  very  different  temper  from  the  prefent :  thus 
your  enemies  will  have  all  the  power  to  hurt  you,  and  you  know  well, 
they  will  not  want  the  inclination. 

I  befeech  you,  therefore,  to  refleft  well,  before  you  deprive  yourfelf 
of  the  means  you  have  in  your  hands,  to  fupport  yourfelf  and  to  affift 
your  friends. 

But,  as  you  are  loft,  if  you  quit  your  employments,  I  fee  likewife,  on 
the  other  hand,  that  it  will  be  very  difficult  for  you  to  keep  yourfelf  in 
office,  as  things  are  now  fituated,  fo  that  your  intereft  itfelf  declares  now 
for  your  honour.  You  cannot  be  in  fafety  without  doing  juftice,  nor 
preferve  your  greatnefs  without  difcharging  your  duty,  and  the  time  is 
precious  to  you  as  well  as  for  us. 

The  advice  you  give  us,  in  fending  us  to  the  new  favourite  (lady)  is 
very  obliging  j  but  what  can  we  hope  from  a  ftranger  who  has  no  obli- 
gation to  us?  "Whereas,  we  have  all  the  reafons  in  the  world  to  depend 
upon  you,  fmce  we  have  now  but  the  fame  intereft  to  manage,  and  you 
have  the  power  to  put  Mr.  Matthews  [the  King]  in  a  condition  to  pro- 
teft  you.  Lay  afide  then,  I  befeech  you,  your  refolutions  of  retiring. 
Take  courage,  and  without  lofing  more  time,  fend  us  a  perfon  in  whom 
you  have  an  entire  confidence;  or  if  you  have  not  fuch  a  man  with 
you,  allow  us  to  fend  you  one  whom  we  may  truft,  in  order  to  concert 
meafures  for  our  common  intereft,  which  can  never  be  properly  done 
by  letters.  We  fhall  know,  by  your  fpeedy  and  pofitive  anfwer  to 
this  letter,  what  judgment  we  can  form  of  our  affairs. 

I  muft  not  finifli  my  letter,  without  thanking  you,  for  promifing  to 
affift  me  in  my  fuit  at  the  treaty  of  peace.  My  caufe  is  fo  juft,  that  I 
have  all  reafon  to  hope  I  fhall  gain  it ;  at  leaft,  I  flatter  myfelf,  that  Mr. 
Matthews's  fifter  [princefs  of  Denmark]  is  of  too  good  a  difpofition  to 
oppofe  it."

"  T  Rereived,  this  morning,  yours  of  the  2  2d  •,  but  have  not  yet  heard 

of  the  young  Hollander,  who  is,  I  fuppofe,  at  Peronne,  waiting 

for  a  convoy  to  come  hither,    by  opportunity.     The  more  I  hear  of 

captain  Gray,  the  worfe  I  like  him.     I  am  fure  I  don't  believe  one  word 

he  fays ;  but  fince  there  is  nothing  to  be  done  out  of  hand,  there  is  yet 

no  harm  done,  though  I  confefs  I  am  ftill  of  opinion,  that,  if  it  were 

pofTjble,  he  fliould  be  kept  in  France,  for  fear  of  the  worft.

You  need  not  fend  me  the  duke  of  Berwick's  fuillet,  for  he  fends  it  me 
en  droiture  in  eight  days ;  if  he  is  not  here  in  ten  days,  I  fhall  reckon  the 
peace  fure.

"  XT' O U  know  very  well  it  was  far  from  my  inclination  not  to  carry 
you  along  with  me  to  the  camp;  but,  at  the  fame  time,  the 
reafons  which  hindered  me  from  doing  it,  have  not  hindered  me 
often  from  regretting  the  want  of  your  company  :  fince  I  am  here,  I 
faid  fomething  of  it  in  my  letters  to  the  Queen  ;  and  I  find,  by  what  Ihe 
faid,  you  underftood  I  ordered  you  to  come  down,  which  was  a  miftake, 
as  fhe  will  have  told  you  before  this  i  for  as  much  as  I  defire  your  com- 
pany, and  to  have  at  leaft  one  wife  man  with  me,  yet  I  think  you  will 
be  more  neceflary  where  you  are  than  here,  and  therefore  I  muft  prefer 
my  intereft  to  my  private  fatisfaftion,  efpecially  now  that  I  am  half  feas 
over.  I  thought  to  have  gone  out  this  evening,  but  the  weather  is  fo 
hot,  that  I  Ihall  take  this  day's  reft,  after  the  two  laft  days  work.  Booth- 
tells  you  our  news  -,  fo  I  fhall  only  add,  that  we  begin  now  to  hope  we 
Ihall  end  the  campaign  on  the  banks  of  the  Canihe.  Our  general  doth 
all  he  can  to  end  his  with  the  enemy  ;  and  I  left  him  juft  now  in  hopes 
of  at  laft  compalTing  that  work  :  but  I  faid  too  much  on  that  article  yef- 
terday,  and  am  refolved  to  fay  no  more  of  it,  but  mere  matter  of  fad ; 
but  I  own  it  is  hard  not  to  lofe  patience,  when  other  people  lofe  their 
reafon.  I  was  furprifed  to  find,  by  my  fifter's  letter  of  the  30th,  that 
the  Queen  had  been  ill  at  Marli,  but  am  mighty  glad  it  is  fo  well  over. 
Prefent  her  my  duty. 

I  gave  the  Marefchal  this  day  the  Queen's  packet,  which  I  reckon 
gone  by  this  time.  Though  Follette  has  faid  nothing  of  her  children, 
yet  Hedor  has  again  writ  about  them.  1  could  not  put  off  his  writing 
about  them  till  I  heard  from  you,  becaufe  he  had  now  no  other  pretence, 
as  I  thought  he  had.  Pray  fend  me  back  Gourney's  [Marlborough's] 
letter  to  him,  for  he  wants  the  name  of  the  colonel  that  is  in  it.  I  fup- 
pofe  my  journey  in  i^ierpo  is  out  of  doors,  and  I  hope  the  man  that  pro-

After  this  letter,  there  is  a  paper  in  the  earl  of  Middleton's  hand. 
It  alludes  to  the  difturbances  occafioned  in  England  by  Sacheverel's  trial. 
It  mentions  an  advice  which  Marlborough  gave  the  court  of  St.  Ger- 
mains,  and  a  propofal  to  be  made  to  the  court  of  France. 

The  paper  is  as  follows  : 
*'  Cince  it  has  pleafed  God  to  fpread  the  fpirit  of  confufion  amongft  the  Nairne's 

King's  enemies,  whereby  they  both  concur  for  his  miraculous  refto-  yli"l(  [^  ' 
ration ;  the  church,  by  proving  the  monarchy  to  be  hereditary ;  the  No.  8. 
conventicle,  that  on  that  principle  which  they  cannot  confute,  the  revo- 
lution was  a  rebellion,  and  the  princefs  Anne  has  no  title,  but  a  violent 
ufurpation  ;  there  is  no  prefumption  to  rely  on  providence,  rather  than 
to  embark  in  a  defperate  affair,  which  may  ferve  only  to  reconcile  your 
enemies,  and  verify  what  Gurney  [Marlborough]  fays. 

The  great  is  not  to  be  hoped  for  from  hence,  and  the  little  ought  not 
to  be  accepted,  without  all  his  own  fubjeds  -f-  j  therefore,  his  Majefly 
may  order  this  to  be  told  to  Monf.  de  Torcy ;  if  it  is  refufed,  the  cafe  is 
too  plain  to  need  an  explanation  J." 


The  demand  referred  to  here  is  made  in  the  following  letter  and  me- 


morial, which  are  both  in  Nairne's  hand.

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1 710.  to  have  his  approbation,  and  receive  his  orders  concerning  it.  Although 
Auguft.  y^Q  ^gj.g  unwilling  to  repeat  over  again  former  memorials,  it  was,  how- 
ever, judged  neceffary  to  put  you  in  mind  of  fome  principal  points. 
You  will  find  in  it  again  the  word  Capital;  for  if  you  begin  with  this 
project,  you  will  find  every  thing  that  is  neceffary  to  make  it  fo.  But, 
if  in  preference,  you  mean  to  execute  every  other  defign,  and  to  put  off 
this  as  fuperfluous,  I  own,  before  hand,  you  will  find  nothing  in  it. 

All  that  is  new  in  this  memorial  is,  the  ftate  of  England,  and  the  de- 
mand made  of  the  Iridi  troops.  As  to.  what  regards  England,  it  is  a 
matter  of  indifference  to  you  whether  the  parliament  be  diffolved  or  not  5 
or  whether  the  high  or  the  low  church  prevail.  You  will  always  find 
they  are  your  enemies ;  and  I  am  very  forry,.  Sir,  to  tell  you,  that  even 
our  friends  will  do  nothing  for  you,  while  you  do  nothing  for  them. 
They  don't  believe  you  are  difpofed  to  do  any  thing  -,  and  there  is  no- 
thing but  an  aftual  landing  which  can  cure  them  of  their  credulity. 
That  will  contribute  to  conceal  the  defign  in  that  country  -,  but  it  will  be 
more  difficult  to  conceal  it  here,  becaufe  all  converfations  at  the  ThuiU 
leries,  and  in  Coffee- houfes,  run  upon  this  project ;  and  the  voice  of 
the  people  defire  it,  as  the  only  remedy  to  their  calamities. 

With  regard  to  the  demand  of  the  Iri£h  troops,  I  confider  it  as  granted, 
becaufe  it  cannot  be  conjeftured  from  what  motive  it  can  be  refufed ; 
fince,  befides  the  convincing  reafons  of  the  memorial,  the  Irilh  making 
but  half  the  number  of  troops  which  was  propofed,  the  armies  will  be 
lefs  diminifhed  by  it,  and  they  will  be  tranfported  with  lefs  difficulty 
and  at  lefs  expence ;  and  it  is  eflential  to  the  fervice  to  do  every  thing 
v/hich  humanly  may  fecure  its  fuccels,  fince  thereby  we  fhall  gain  our 
caufe. 

If  the  badjin,ews  from  Spain  are  confirmed,  they  fliould  forward  this 
projeft,  becaufe  he  will  be  more  preffed  on  all  fides,  and  you  will  have 
no  favourable  profpeft  from  any  other  quarter.  In  fhort,  it  is  neceffary 
to  determine  upon  fomething.  Even  though  this  projeft  fhould  be  dif- 
ficult, a  peace  is  impofTible ;  therefore  there  is  no  choice.  I  am,  Sir,

**  T  N  the  feveral  memorials  which  have  been  formerly  prefented  to  the 
court  of  France  from  his  Britannic  Majefty,  concerning  his  re-efta- 
blifhment,  it  hath  been  fliown,  that  a  well-concerted  enterprife  againfl: 
Scotland  would  be  the  moll  certain  means  to  accomplifh  it;  and  that 
that  enterprife  would,  at  the  fame  time,  be  the  moft  efficacious,  not  to 
fay  the  fole  means,  to  break  the  confederacy  of  the  enemy,  and  to  re- 
eftablifh  France  in  its  former  fuperiority  :  that  all  the  otJier  means  tried 
till  then,  whether  by  force  of  arms  or  by  negociations,  had  produced  no 
eifeft:  that  the  enterprife  againfl  Scotland  had  been  tried  only  once: 
that  it  was  evident  to  all  the  world  it  would  have  fucceeded,  if  feveral 
obftacles  had  not  occurred  ;  and  that  both  friends  and  enemies  acknow- 
ledged that,  if  his  Britannic  Majefty  had  landed  then,  all  Scotland  would 
have  declared  for  him,  the  bank  of  England  would  have  been  fhut  up, . 
and  confequently  the  government  of  England  overturned,  and  the  league. 
dilTolved. 

It  hath  been  Ihown,  in  thefe  memorials,  that  the  changes  which  hap- 
pened in  Scotland  Cnce  that  time,  were  all  advantageous  to  the  Kingj, 
that  the  people  were  irritated  more  than  ever  againft  the  prefent  govern- 
ment, on  account  of  the  bad  treatment  tliey  had  received  from  it :  that, 
at  the  fame  time,  no  one  had  deferted  the  King's  party,  even  after  the. 
bad  fuccefs  of  that  enterprife  :  that  no  fecret  had  been  ever  kept  like  this- 
one-,  fince,  of  fo  great  a  number,  both  of  the  nobility  and  of  the.  prin- 
cipal perfons  among  the  commoners,  there  was  not  one  who  would  ac- 
knowledge any  thing,  or  accufe  any  of  thofe  who  had  been  apprehended, 
notwithftanding  all  the  threatenings  and  all  the  promifes  of  the  govern- 
ment; and  that  witnefles  could  never  be  found  to  condemn  any  one  of 
thofe  who  have  been  apprehended,  whatever  efforts  were  made  by  the 

fervants 
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1 710.       fcrvants  of  the  government  for  that  purpofej  fo  that  there  can  be  n« 
Auguft.      doubt  of  the  good  difpofition  of  the  Scots. 

With  regard  to  the  Irifli,  it  hath  been  likewife  fhown,  in  thefe  memo- 
rials, that  their  difpofition  hath  been  always  the  fame  with  regard  to 
their  lawful  fbvereign,  founded  upon  intereft,  liberty,  and  religion  -,  and 
it  may  be  added,  that  the  Catholics,  who  are  at  leafl:  fix  to  one  Prote- 
ftant,  are  reduced  to  fuch  defpair,  by  the  laft  perfecution  of  the  Englifh 
government,  and  are  more  difpofed  than  ever  to  hazard  all,  and  to  un- 
dertake every  thing,  in  order  to  free  themfelves  from  the  oppreflion  they 
fuffer. 

It  is  very  true,  that  in  the  memorials  which  have  been  hitherto  pre- 
fented,  the  fame  afllirances  could  not  be  given  of  the  difpofition  of  Eng- 
land-,  all  that  could  be  faid  of  it,  with  certainty,  was  that  an  infurreftion 
in  Scotland,  in  the  King's  favour,  would  have  thrown  the  affairs  of  Eng- 
land into  confufion.  But  now,  it  is  very  evident,  that  the  furprifing 
changes  which  have  for  fome  time  appeared  in  the  afi^eflions  of  the  peo- 
ple of  England,  and  which  are  feen  to  increafe  every  day,  leave  not  the 
fmallefl:  room  to  doubt  of  their  being  well  difpofed  towards  their  lawful 
fovereign. 

Two  parties,  animated  to  an  extreme  againft  one  another,  evidently 
cftablifli  the  right  of  that  prince  in  their  public  writings.  The  high  church 
maintain,  as  a  principle  of  their  religion,  that  it  is  never  allowable  to 
refift  their  King  for  any  caufe  whatfoever  -,  and  that  the  hereditary  fuc- 
cefiion  is  a  law  fo  fundamental,  that  the  parliament  itfelf  cannot  change 
it.  The  low  church,  to  fhow  the  high  to  be  enemies  to  the  prefent  go- 
vernment, maintain,  that  the  confequence  of  the  firft  of  thefe  principles 
is,  that  the  government,  fince  the  Revolution,  hath  been  but  a  continued 
ufurpation,  and  that  the  princes  who  have  occupied  the  throne,  have 
been  but  ufurpers ;  and  that  the  confequence  of  the  fecond  principle  is, 
that  the  Pretender  muft  be  acknowledged  as  lawful  King.  The  people, 
.attentive  fpeclators  of  this  difpute,  have  no  difficulty  in  concluding  that 
both  the  one  and  the  other  are  in  the  right ;  and  the  princefs,  who  is  in 
poireffion,  by  taking  the  high  church  into  her  confidence,  and  giving 
them  the  beft  employments,  feems  to  declare  intelligibly  enough,  what 
are  her  iiiclinations  towards  her  brother.     This  far  the  invifible  hand  of 

Providence 
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Providence   hath   already    condu£ted   this   affair  j    employing  even  its        1710. 
greateft  enemies  to  advance  it,  without  their  perceiving  it.  Auguft. 

It  is  therefore  very  evident,  that  the  prefent  fituation  of  his  Britannic 
Majefty's  affairs  is  more  favourable  than  ever>  and  that,  according  to  all 
appearances,  he  need  only  have  patience  for  a  little  time,  as  feveral  of 
his  Majefty's  friends  in  that  country  advice  him,  and  leave  Providence  to 
aft,  in  order  to  enter  into  the  poffeffion  of  his  right,  by  the  means  of  his 
own  fubjeds  alone. 

But,  however  well  founded  thefe  hopes  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  from 
his  own  fubjefts  may  be,  he  is  not  the  lefs  fenfibly  affefted  with  the  bad 
ftate  of  the  affairs  of  France ;  and  this  is  what  induces  him  to  offer  now 
again  to  expofe  his  perfon  in  a  fecond  attempt  in  Scotland,  in  order  to 
procure  to  France  a  peace,  of  which  fhe  has  fo  much  need,  providing 
the  Irifh  troops  are  given  to  him  to  attend  him  in  the  enterprize.  This 
he  judges  fo  abfoUitely  neceffary  for  the  intereft  of  France,  as  well  as  his 
own,  that,  without  it,  he  believes  it  is  needlefs  to  think  of  fuch  a  pro- 
jedl. 

His  Britannic  Majefty  would  wifti  that  he  had  no  occafion  for  any 
troops  for  this  expedition.  But,  however  well  affured  he  may  be  of  the 
good  will  of  the  greateft  part  of  Scotland,  yet,  as  all  the  fortreffes,  as 
well  as  the  regular  troops  of  the  country,  are  in  the  hands  of  the  govern- 
ment, and  ready  to  aft  by  their  orders,  it  is  abfolutely  neceffary,  for  the 
fecurity  of  his  Majefty's  perfon,  as  well  as  for  the  fuccefs  of  the  enter- 
prize, that  he  ftiould  have  a  fufficient  number  of  troops  with  him  at 
janding,  to  oppofe  the  enemy,  until  his  faithful  fubjefts  have  time  to 
affemble  and  to  join  him.  The  prince  of  Orange,  although  he  was  fure, 
before  hand,  of  all  the  moft  confiderable  men  in  England,  and  even  of 
the  chief  officers  in  the  army  of  the  late  King  of  England,  as  appeared 
fufficiently  by  the  event,  judged,  however,  that  it  was  improper  to  un- 
dertake the  enterprize  without  being  attended  with  fourteen  thoufand. 
regular  troops. 

In  the  former  memorials,  the  King  of  England  could  never  demand 
lefs  than  fix  thoufand  men  -,  his  fubjefts  having  always  afked  eight  thou- 
fand men  to  fecure  the  fuccefs  of  the  expedition.     It  is  true,  in  lord- 
Drummond's  laft  memorial,  three  thoufand  men  only  are  mentioned. 

But- 
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1 710.  But  it  is  likewife  true,  that  that  nobleman  does  not  deny,  but  he  hascon- 
Augufl.  certed  his  projefts  with  the  Highlanders  alone,  without  the  knowledge 
of  the  chief  men  in  the  low  country,  who  compofe  the  greateft  part  of 
the  nation.  Yet  his  Britannic  Majefty,  confidering  how  difficult  it  would 
be  to  tranfport  a  greater  number,  has  limited  his  dem-and  to  the  Irifh 
troops,  his  own  fubjefts ;  who,  at  the  end  of  the  campaign,  will  be  fcarce 
three  thoufand  effeftive  men.  What  abfolutely  determines  his  Majefty 
to  afk  the  Irifli  is,  that  they  fpeak  the  fame  language,  and  are  accuftomed 
to  the  hardy  manner  of  living  of  the  country,  and  that,  of  each  Irifh 
regiment,  two  or  three  may  be  formed,  by  incorporating  with  them  the 
new  levies  of  the  country  :  befides,  that  it  will  be  impoffible  to  keep  the 
Irifh  in  France,  after  they  know  that  the  King  is  landed  in  Scotland. 

But  there  is  likewife  a  reafon,  which  his  Majefty  thinks  he  fhould  not 
pafs  over  in  filence,  and  which  appears  to  him  to  be  very  eflfential ; 
namely,  that  the  allies  will  no  fooner  fee  the  landing  fucceed,  than,  dread- 
ing the  confequences  with  which  it  muft  be  infallibly  attended  to  their 
difadvantage,  they  will  make  fraudulent  propofals  of  peace  to  France, 
in  order  to  ward  off  the  blow.  One  of  thefe  propofals  will  be,  to  defire 
the  moft  Chriftian  King  to  withdraw  the  troops  who  may  have  followed 
that  prince ;  and,  as  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  will  not  choofe  to  do  fo, 
he  will  have  a  very  juftifiable  excufe,  in  faying,  that  they  are  not  his 
fubjefts,  but  the  fubjeds  of  the  King  of  England,  which  he  could  not 
fay  if  they  were  native  Frenchmen. 

With  regard  to  the  tranfport  of  troops  and  other  necefTaries,  in  which 
the  o-reateft  difficulty  confifl:s,  thofe  who  have  experience  in  maritime  af- 
fairs are  the  beft,  or  rather  the  only  judges  of  that  affair.  What  is  very 
certain  and  necefTary  to  be  remarked  here,  is,  that,  unlefs  this  enterprife 
is  confidered  as  a  capital  objed  to  the  ftate,  difficulties  will  occur  on  all 
hands  to  difcourage,  and  imaginary  dangers,  which  will  become  real 
when  things  are  done  by  halves :  fo  that,  to  attempt  it,  in  any  other 
view,  will  be  ufelefs  to  France  and  hurtful  to  the  King  of  England.  But, 
if  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  will  find  this  expedition  of  importance 
enough  to  confider  it  as  a  capital  objedt ;  in  that  cafe,  money,  arms,  and 
ammunition,  as  well  as  fhips  and  troops,  will  be  found  without  any  dif- 
ficult)'^ -,  and  he  will  likewife  find  fea-officers,  who  will  undertake  it,  and 
who,  with  God's  affiftance,  will  accomplifh  it.

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The  port  of  Dunkirk  has  its  advantages  for  the  embarkation,  on  ac-        1710. 
count  of  the  neighbourhood  of  the  troops  and  the  (hortnefs  of  the  paf-         ^^"  ' 
fage.     But  the  fecret  can  never  be  kept :  for  every  thing  that  is  done 
there  is  known  the  next  day  at  Oflend ;  and  when  once  the  English  and 
the  Dutch  have  difcovered  the  defign,  they  will  be  always  in  a  condition 
to  thwart  it. 

It  appears  then,  that  Breft  would  be  more  fuitable,  becaufe  the  ene- 
my could  not  eafily  hinder  the  veflels  from  failing  from  that  port,  as  was 
feen  by  experience,  during  the  war  in  Ireland.  In  cafe  the  preference 
is  given  to  that  port,  the  Irilh  troops  fhould  be  put  into  winter-quarters 
in  the  neighbouring  provinces. 

It  might  be  likewife  examined,  whether  Portpaflage,  near  Fontara- 
bia,  was  fit  for  embarkation.  In  that  cafe,  the  Irifli  regiments  might  be 
fent  to  that  quarter,  as  if  they  were  to  go  to  ferve  in  Spain  •,  and  his  Bri- 
tannic iMajefty  might  repair  thither,  under  the  fame  pretext,  and  his  re- 
moving at  a  diflance  from  his  kingdoms  would  conceal  the  defign. 

In  the  cafe  the  troops  embark  at  Breft  or  at  Portpaflage,  they  may 
land  anywhere  on  the  weft  coaft  of  Scotland,  from  Kirkcudbright  to  the 
mouth  of  the  river  Clyde.  It  is  true,  there  is  no  fortified  harbour  there, 
nor  in  any  other  part  of  Scotland,  which  would  render  the  landing  more 
eafy.  But,  at  the  fame  time,  the  fhips  could  not  remain  there  afterwards, 
in  fafety,  in  cafe  they  were  purfued  by  a  fuperior  force. 

With  regard  to  pilots,  they  might  be  had  from  that  country,  though 
not  without  giving  fome  fufpicion  of  the  defign.  But,  as  fhips  from 
Glafgow,  Air,  and  Kirkcudbright,  come  ordinarily  towards  the  month  of 
November,  to  Nantz  and  Bourdeaux,  failors  to  ferve  as  pilots  might  be 
taken  out  of  them,  on  different  pretences.  Befides  that,  fome  might  be 
found  among  the  French  privateers,  who  cruize  frequently  on  that  coaft  j 
as  five  or  fix  of  thefe  privateers,  not  long  ago,  made  a  defcent  in  Scot- 
land, near  Air,  from  whence  they  carried  away  fome  cattle  and  alarmed 
the  country.  It  may  be  known  from  them,  where  they  got  their  pilots, 
and  their  method  may  be  followed. 

The  fquadron,  failing  from  Breft  or  from  Portpaflage,  may  fteer  their 
courfe  through  St.  George's  channel,  or  round  the  weft  of  Ireland  :  the 
firft  is  the  fliorteft  courfe ;  but  is  efteemed  the  moft  dangerous.  Yet  the 
Englifti  merchant-ftiips  daily  pafs  through  that  channel,  at  all  feafons.

But,  without  entering  into  a  more  ample  detail  of  the  meafures  which 
fhould  be  taken  to  fecure  the  fuccefs  of  the  expedition ;  and  referring,  for 
that  purpofe,  to  former  memorials,  we  fhall  only  repeat,  in  concluding, 
that  the  fuccefs  will  entirely  depend  on  the  manner  in  which  the  entef- 
prifc  is  confidered,  as  of  greater  or  lefs  importance  to  France.  It  is  the 
bufinefs  of  his  mod  Chriftian  Majefty  to  judge  of  this,  by  his  confum» 
mate  prudence^  and  to  determine  according  to  the  intereft  of  his  own 
affairs." 


The  following  anecdote  deferves  credit,  from  collateral  proofs.  There 
is  no  doubt  but  Marlborough  artd  Godolphin  had  talked  about  a  fcheme 
of  retloring  the  Pretender  fon-te  time  or  other,  without  the  alTiftance  of 
France.  Godolphin  was  probably  fincere  ;  fo  would  Marlborough  have 
been,  fliould  the  thing  itfeif  happen  to  fuit  his  intercfV. 
Carte's  Me-  "  T  ORD  Godolphin  had  certainly  the  beft  head  and  capacity  for  a  mi- 
Wk.marked  nifter  of  flate  of  any  man  in  England  ;  and  was  a  man  that  no 

vol.  xi.  4to.  country  in  the  world  might  be  afhamed  of.  He  had  not  the  leaft  tinc- 
ture of  avarice,  and  was  the  uncorrupteft  man  in  his  time,  in  the  ma- 
nagement of  the  treafury  and  difcharge  of  his  offices.  He  was  lord 
chamberlain  to  King  James's  Qiieen,  who  had  always  (as  Mr.  Dillon  told 
me,  April,  22d  1724)  a  very  great  opinion  of  him  ;  and  Mr.  Dillon  be- 
lieves he  really  intended  to  ferve  the  King.  He  has  fent  many  of  his 
letters  to  that  Qiieen  ,  and  the  letters  are  ttill  in  being. 

One  reafon,  perhaps,  why  he  did  not  execute  what  he  projefted,  was 
his  cowardice.  Nobody  could  have  more  of  that  temper  of  mind  ;  and 
he  was  fo  fufceptible  of  fear,  that  the  Whigs  could  bully  and  frighten 
him  into  any  thing. 

This  has  made  me  remember  what  the  E.  of  A.,  who  was  very  inti- 
mate with  him,  told  me,  in  1716,  viz.  That  lord  Godolphin  was  the 
trueft  and  fmccrefl:  friend  to  the  King,  that  he  ever  had ;  and  that,  after 
his  dilgrace,  on  Dr.  Sacheverel's  trial,  about  a  month  after  he  was  turned 
out,  making  him  a  vifit,  lord  Godolphin  exprefTed  his  concern  at  his 
being  turned  out,  before  he  had  reftored  the  King  :  that  he  had  been  in 
unhappy  circumftances  and  diftrefled  by  the  Tories :  that  all  his  minifhry 
2  had 
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R^d  been  fpcnt  in  a  ftruggle  with  the  junto,  whofe  hands  the  Tories  had  1710. 
forced  him  into  j  but  that  he  faw  himfelf  at  laft  mafter  ovN  them,  when 
he  was  turned  out  on  occafion  of  the  trial,  which  he  was  noways  concerned 
at  but  on  the  King's  account.  That,  however,  he  was  of  opinion,  lord  Ox- 
ford would  reftore  him  ;  but  he  would  make  France  neceffary  to  it,  which 
himfelf  would  not  have  done  -,  for  he  would  have  reftored  him  alone,  and 
made  the  French  know  how  poorly  they  had  treated  him,  and  how  little 
they  deferved  at  his  hands ;  and  the  E.  of  A.  believed  him." 


Mr.  Charles  Booth  was  groom  of  the  bedchamber  at  St.  Germains.  He 
attended  the  Chevalier  de  St.  George  during  the  campaign  of  17 10,  which 
is  called  "  The  King's  third  campaign:"  from  the  16th  of  May  to  the 
8th  of  September,  he  wrote  upwards  of  an  hundred  letters  to  the  earl  of  Naime's 
Middleton,  giving  him  the  news  of  the  campaign,  and  an  account  of  his   vol.  iii!  aw.' 
mafter's  health  and  conduft.     The  following  paffages  arc  extrads  from    ^'°"  ^* 
thefe  letters. — "  May  the  i8th,  Mr.  Tunftal  *  was  here  j  he  had  a  long 
conference  with  my  lord  Churchill,  who  afked  him  feveral  times,  what 
was  the  reafon  your  lordfhip  was  not  with  the  prince  of  Wales.    He  made 
anfwer,  it  was  to  fave  charges.     "  One  more  would  not  augment  it 
much." 

June  20th.  "  The  King  went  out  to  day  to  take  the  air,  havino-  none 
with  him  but  us  three ;  when  we  came  to  our  out-guards,  we  faw  the 
enemy  and  our  people  talking  acrofs  a  very  little  river ;  he  fent  me  to  in- 
quire if  there  were  any  Englifh.  I  found  feveral  Englifh  and  Scots.  I 
inquired  after  feveral  of  their  people,  and  fent  my  fervice  to  them ;  they 
put  my  name  and  thofe  I  inquired  after  in  their  tablets.  I  told  them,  I 
was  there  waiting  on  the  Chevalier  de  St.  George  ;  by  that  time  the  King 
was  come  pretty  near.  I  fliewed  him  to  them,  then  rode  up  to  the  King, 
and  Mr.  Hamilton  was  refolved  to  fpeak  to  them  ;  they  were  gone  from 
the  bank  of  the  river ;  but  I  called  after  one  of  them,  who  came  back. 
Mr.  Hamilton  fent  his  fervice  to  lord  Marlborough  and  lord  George,  and 
fhewed  them  the  King  who  was  on  the  bank  of  the  river." 

•  Mr.  Tunftal  figns  hij  letters,  and  is  frequently  mentioned  in  Middleton  and  Carryl's 
letters,  under  the  name  of  Trevers. 

Z  2  June 
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1710.  June  25th. — "  An  officer  of  theirs  came  towards  the  river,  (the  Che- 

valier was  reconnoitring  with  Marefchal  Villars,  and  Booth  and  Strick- 
land were  detached  to  fee  if  the  enemy  would  fire  or  talk  to  them)  which 
made  us  pu(h  on.  1  inquired  for  all  I  knew,  and  fome  I  did  not.  They 
anfwered  me  very  civilly  -,  I  defired  my  fervice  to  them,  which  gave  me 
an  opportunity  of  telling  my  name.  He  faid,  he  knew  my  name  and  my 
employment.  But  juft  then  came  in  Jack  the  Frenchman.  I  went  a 
little  lower,  where  was  about  fifteen  Englifli  officers ;  we  faluted  one 
another. — Your  coufin  Howarth  is  well,  I  faw  him  to  day.  You  may 
believe  how  many  fervices  I  fent  him,  and  all  friends  with  them,  and 
how  gladly  I  fliould  be  to  ferve  any  of  them.  Their  anfwers  were  juft 
the  fame." 

June  26th. — "  I  found  major  Hamilton  that  your  lord fhip  faw  at , 

Captain  Murray  was  there  before,  and  told  his  old  acquaintance  the 
Chevalier  was  not  far  off.  Will  he  not  come  this  way,  fays  he,  that  we 
may  fee  him  :  Mr.  Murray  told  the  King :  the  King  came  up.  There 
were  about  ten  or  twelve  officers.  Mr,  Murray  alked  Hamilton,  what 
news  they  had  of  a  peace.  He  faid,  they  durft  not  talk  of  it  before 
prince  Eugene  -,  but  when  they  were  with  the  Dutch,  they  talked  of  no- 
thing elfe." 

July  13th. — "  This  day,  I  fent  by  Lumney's  trumpet  fix  medals  *,  one 
to  him,  one  to  lord  George,  one  to  lieutenant  general  Withers,  one  to 
lieutenant  general  Wood,  and  one  to  the  major  I  had  the  difcourfe  over 
the  water  with,  and  one  to  a  friend  of  mine  that  will  not  hide  it.  I  writ 
to  Mr.  Pitts,  lord  Churchill's  mafter  of  horfe,  about  fome  bufinefs  I  have 
with  him,  and  told  him  all  here  were  perfedly  well." 

July  2ith. — "  The  Marefchal  de  Villars  alked  what  news  from  Eng- 
land ;  when  I  told  him  I  knew  none,  he  faid  all  things  went  well,  and 
that  there  would  be  a  new  parliament,  and  that  the  doftor  (Sacheverel) 
had  a  great  party  for  him." 

•  The  duchefs  of  Gordon  prefented  oneof  thefe  medals  the  next  year  to  the  Faculty  of 
Advocates  in  Scotland.  It  had  a  head  on  the  right  fide,  with  this  legend,  Cujus  eft  ?  and 
on  the  reverfe,  the  Briti(h  iflands,  with  this  motto,  Reddite,  Thefe  medals  were  ftruck 
upon  the  hopes  which  the  manner  of  afTerting  the  dodlrines  of  hereditary  right  and  paf. 
five  obedience,  during  and  after  Sacheverel'j  trial,  gave  the  Jacobites. 

3  JiJy 
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July  23d. — "  The  King  commands  me  to  give  your  lordfliip  an  ac-  1710. 
count  how  I  difpofed  of  the  medals,  aUer  I  had  fent  fome  of  them  to  the 
lieutenant  generals  by  their  own  trumpets,  that  did  not  know  what  they 
carried.  I  propofed  to  the  King  and  Mr.  Hamilton,  to  fend  one  or  tv/o 
to  lord  Churchill's  mafter  of  the  horfe,  becaufe  !  was  in  commerce  of 
letters  with  him  ;  they  feemed  not  to  like  it,  but  left  it  to  me,  condition- 
ally it  might  not  appear  the  King  knew  of  it,  I  told  the  King,  thofe  1 
had  already  fent  were  fo  ordered,  that  they  could  not  fufped  he  had  any 
knowledge  of  it ;  fo  I  had  carte  llanche.  One  of  Nugent's  trumpets  go- 
ing to  their  army  three  days  ago,  I  had  occafion  to  write  to  Mr.  Pitts, 
and  as  a  poftfcript,  I  told  him  I  had  given  the  trumpet  fome  new  coin  •, 
that  he  would  fee  none  fuch  in  the  contribution  money  -,  if  he  were  cu- 
rious, he  might  fee  it,  and  keep  it  if  he  liked  it  •,  if  not,  fend  it  back  by  the 
trumpet.  After  he  had  read  my  letter,  the  trumpet,  as  I  had  ordered  him, 
■was  going  away,  to  fee  if  Pitts  would  call  for  them.  What !  fays  he,  Mr. 
Booth  writes,  you  have  fomething  for  me;  fo  the  trumpet  gave  them  to 
him.  The  trumpet  being  an  Irifhman,  Pitts  did  not  fpeak  one  word  to 
him ;  but  in  the  morning  he  called  a  trumpet  of  the  guard-de-corps 
into  his  chamber,  and  (hewed  the  medals  to  him,  and  bid  him  tell  me, 
he  would  give  the  medals  back  when  he  faw  me,  but  never  before.  The 
French  trumpet  came  to  me  before  the  Irifhman  came  home,  and  afked 
me  what  thofe  medals  were  ;  for  that  above  thirty  Englifh  officers  fpoke 
to  him  to  bring  them  medals.  The  fellow  told  them  what  was  true,  he 
did  not  know  what  they  meant.  When  you  come  back,  go  to  the  Cheva- 
lier de  St.  George's,  and  defire  of  the  chamberlain  (which  is  the  trumpet's 
tranflation  of  groom  of  the  bedchamber)  to  fend  us  fome  medals,  for  he 
has  fent  many  here,  and  he  will  give  you  more.  The  trumpet  told  me, 
lord  Churchill  enquired  very  particularly  how  the  Chevalier  de  St.  George 
did,  and  what  was  the  matter  with  him. 

When  the  Irifh  trumpet  came  home,  he  brought  me  feveral  letters,  all 
direfted  for  me  with  his  Higlinefs  the  grince  of  Wales.  Pitts  faid  in  his, 
your  coin  does  not  go  in  this  army,  but  it  being  fine,  I  fhall  keep  it 
among  my  precious  things.  I  fhall  anfwer  Mr.  Pitts,  and  tell  him,  I 
wonder  they  that  fight  for  the  Gofpel,  fhould  not  make  that  coin  current, 
in  as  much  as  it  is  taken  out  of  the  Gofpel,  that  he  and  I  know  a  man 
may  make  it  current  if  he  pleafes.    I  told  the  enemy's  trumpets,  it  was 

money 
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1 710;  money  I  fent  to  an  Irifh  prifoner ;  and  that  the  letter  to  lieutenant  gene- 
ral Lomney  would  tell  him  how  to  difpofe  of  it.  I  put  a  paper  on  every 
medal,  and  diredled  it,  one  to  lieutenant  general  Lomney,  one  to  lord 
George,  one  to  lieutenant  general  Wood,  and  one  to  lieutenant  genera' 
Withers,  others  to  inferior  officers,  all  iealed  up  in  a  purfe,  and  a  note  to 
them  all  in  thefe  terms :  I  take  the  liberty  to  fend  you  a  new  coin,  that 
is  according  to  the  fcripture;  the  medal  is  good,  for  it  bore  fix  hours  fire; 
you  know  it  was  hot,  for  you  melted  or  blew  the  coals  ;  pardon  the  free- 
dom in  your  obedient  fervant, 

Groom. 
The  poftfcript  was  thus  : 

You  know  it  was  well  tried  the  nth  of  September  1709." 

Auguft  2d. — "  He  (Marefchal  de  Villars)  is  in  the  clouds  and  raptures, 
that  doftor  Sacheverel's  people  put  white  ribbons  in  their  hats  j  he  calls 
them  our  people,  and  fays  6000  men  is  a  brave  body." 


Nairne's  There  are  feveral  letters  from  the  earl  of  Middleton  to  Lamb  and 

vol,  ix.'  4to,  Abram  in  the  months  of  Odober,  November,  and  December,  1710  ;  but 
p.  12—15.  they  are  all  allegorical,  and  without  a  key.  One  can  only  underftand 
from  them  in  general,  that  propofals  were  to  be  made  to  the  new  mi- 
niftry :  that  Abram  had  a  paper  given  him  the  year  before,  written  all 
by  John  Jolly's  [the  King's]  own  hand,  with  a  difcretionary  power  to 
produce  it  when  he  thought  neceflary,  which  on  the  receipt  of  a  letter 
from  Lamb  he  had  orders  now  to  do,  and  that  Lord  Middleton  invited 
Lamb,  i.  e.  Mr.  Lefley  to  go  over  to  France,  and  expefted  great  fatis- 
faftion  from  his  informations.  Lord  Duplin's  marriage  to  the  earl  of 
Oxford's  daughter  is  probably  referred  to  in  the  following  pafiage  in  one 
of  his  lordfhip's  letters  to  Abram.  "  I  was  furprifed  to  hear  that  Mifs 
Honyton  had  married  a  myrmidon. — Ply  the  fon-in-law  with  the  moll 
effeftual  promifes  for  himfelf  and  his  father-in-law,  he  being  foreman  of 
the  jury,  and  without  him,  we  cannot  hope  for  a  favourable  verdi(5t.'' 


HAN- 
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THE  Whigs  frequently  upbraided  the  Tories  with  being  Jacobites,  1710^ 
and  abettors  of  an  arbitrary  power  in  the  crown.  The  Tories 
charged  the  Whigs  with  being  antimonarchical  and  republican.  But  if 
one  was  to  form  his  judgement  of  their  principles  from  their  own  profef- 
fions,  it  would  be  difficult  to  diftinguifli  them,  for  both  parties  courted 
popularity  by  the  fame  arts,  and  publickly  profefied  to  efpoufe  the  fuc- 
ceffion  in  the  proteftant  line.  It  will  be  feen  by  the  correfpondence 
of  this  year,  that  each,  as  foon  as  they  came  into  place,  were  equally 
ready  to  make  their  court  to  the  prefumptive  heirs  of  the  crown. 

To  defend  Qj-ieen  Anne  from  being  charged  with  inconftancy,  weak- 
nefs,  or  ingratitude,  for  removing  and  difgracing  men,  who  had  ferved 
Jier  long  and  faithfully,  dodtor  Swift  infinuates,  that  the  Marlborough 
family  had  loft  all  favourwith  her  Majefty,  upon  her  acceffion  to  the  throne, 
though  flie  pofll-fled  the  art  of  difguifing  her  paffions  fo  perfectly,  as  to 
have  been  able  to  conceal,  for  a  long  time,  the  averfion  fhe  had  conceived 
for  thei;n.  It  is  not  probable,  that  her  averfion  began  fo  early  ;  and,  tho' 
it  is  not  eafy  to  guefs  when  (he  begun  to  be  fenfible  of  the  haughty  and 
imperious  behaviour  of  the  party  which  governed  her  and  the  nation,  it  is 
certain,  that  nothing  contributed  more  to  alienate  her  affeftions  totally 
from  them,  than  their  condufl:  and  fpeeches  in  the  courfe  of  dodlor 
Sacheverel's  trial.  Godolphin  began  the  profecution  more  from  private 
refentment,  than  ftate  neceffity,  and  imprudently  furnifned  his  enemies 
with  an  opportunity  of  ruining  him  and  his  friends,  when  he  unwarily 
gave  importance  to  a  man  and  a  caufe,  which  he  Jliould  have  treated  with 
neglcd  and  contempt. 

The 
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1710.  The  Queen  was  prefent  at  the  trial,  and  liftened  with  great  attention 

to  the  debates,  in  which  a  fpirit  of  oppofition  betrayed  both  parties  to 
advance  principles,  which  probably  neither  of  them  would  follow  to  their 
utmoft  extent.  The  Tories  openly  maintained  the  dodrine  of  heredi- 
tary right  and  nonrefiftance ;  and  the  Whigs,  in  juflifying  the  Revo- 
lution, aflerted  a  nation's  right  to  depofe  and  dethrone  their  fovereign, 
and  laid  down  maxims  of  government  more  favourable  to  the  privileges 
of  parliament  and  the  liberties  of  the  people,  than  monarchs  choofe  to 
adopt. 

The  Tories  had  not  ftrength  to  prevent  Sacheverel  from  being  found 
guilty  of  all  the  articles  for  which  he  was  impeached  by  the  commons ; 
but  they  had  influence  afterwards  to  procure  addrefles  to  the  Queen  from 
all  parts  of  the  nation,  avowing  the  very  principles  for  which  he  was  con- 
demned. Thefe  addreffes  aflerted  the  doctrines  of  pafTive  obedience  and 
non-refiftance,  and  acknowledged  the  abiblute  power  of  the  crown. 
They  condemned,  as  antimonarchical  and  republican,  all  doftrines  which 
allowed  fubjedts  to  refift  their  fovereigns  in  any  inftance,  and  declared 
the  defenders  of  thefe  dodlrines  to  be  advocates  of  blaiphemy  and  im- 
piety :  they  affirmed  that  the  Queen  acceded  to  the  throne  by  a  heredi- 
tary, and  not  by  a  precarious  parliamentary  right  or  eleftion  :  they  en- 
treated a  diflblution  of  the  prefent  parliament,  and  contained  aflurances 
that  none  fliould  be  chofen  in  a  new  eleflion,  but  fuch  as  fliould  be  loyal 
to  the  fovereign  and  zealous  for  the  church. 

Thefe  addrefl*es  could  not  fail  to  be  more  agreeable  to  Anne,  a  wo- 
man and  a  fovereign,  than  thofe  prefented  by  the  Whigs  in  a  different, 
thoucrh  dutiful  and  refpeftful  ftrain.  In  confequence  of  the  firft,  flie 
determined  to  emancipate  herfelf,  and  to  change  her  miniitry,  notwith- 
ftanding  the  fuccefs  with  which  they  had  ferved  her,  and  an  interpofition 
in  their  favour  by  the  minifters  of  the  Emperor  and  of  the  States- 
oeneral,  who  were  diredled  to  reprefent  to  her  Majefty  what  bad  influ- 
ence a  change  might  have  on  afi^airs  abroad. 

This  change  furniflies  a  new  fet  of  correfpondents  in  the  courfe 
of  this  year,  when  the  following  perfons  came  into  oflice.  The  duke 
of  Shrewfljury  was  made  lord  chamberlain  on  the  13th  of  April,  in 
the  room  of  the  marquis  of  Kent,  who  was  gratified  with  a  duke- 
dom.     Dartmouth  was  made   fecretary  of   ftate  in  the  room   of  the 

earl 
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earl  of  Sunderland,  who  was  turned  out,  the  14th  of  June.  The  earl  1710, 
of  Godolphin  was  difmifTed  the  8th  of  Auguft,  and  in  his  room,  earl 
Powlet,  Robert  Harley,  Henry  Paget,  Sir  Thomas  Manfel,  and  Robert 
Benfon,  were  appointed  commifTioners  of  the  treafury.  Though  Powlet 
was  the  firfl  commifiioner  in  form,  it  was  well  known,  that  Harley,  who 
was  made  chancellor  and  under-treafurer  of  the  exchequer,  had  the  chief 
management  of  the  treafury,  and  prefided  in  every  thing,  behind  the 
curtain. 

Mr.  James  CrefTet,  who  had  been  formerly  envoy  extraordinary  at  the 
courts  of  Zell  and  Hannover,  was  chofen  by  the  new  miniftry  to  carry 
afiiirances  of  their  attachment  to  the  prefumptive.  heirs  of  the  crown  ; 
and  upon  his  death,  which  happened  foon  after  his  nomination,  the  earl 
of  Rivers  was  fent  to  Hannover,  in  the  month  of  Auguft,  with  the  fame 
commiflion.  He  was  authorized  to  aflure  the  princefs  Sophia  and  her 
fon  the  Eleftor,  that  the  late  changes,  for  which  the  Queen  had  fuffi- 
cient  reafons,  were  rather  favourable  to  them,  and  a  further  fecurity  fop 
their  fuccefTion  to  the  crown. 

On  the  21ft  of  September  the  Qiieen  ifTued  a  proclamation  to  diflolve 
the  parliament.  The  earl  of  Rochefter  was  made  lord  prefident  of  the 
council,  in  the  room  of  lord  Somers.  The  lord  chamberlain's  ftafF  was 
taken  from  the  duke  of  Devonfoire,  and  given  to  the  duke  of  Bucking- 
ham. Mr.  Boyle  was  difmifled  from  the  poll  of  fecretary  of  (late,  and 
the  feals  were  given  to  Mr.  Henry  St.  John.  The  great  feal,  upon  the 
refignation  of  the  lord  chancellor  Cowper,  was  given  to  Sir  Simon  Har- 
court  -,  and  the  lord  lieutenancy  of  Ireland  to  the  duke  of  Ormond,  upon 
the  refignation  of  the  earl  of  Wharton.  The  earl  of  Portmore  was  ap. 
pointed  commander  in  chief  of  her  Majefty's  forces  in  Portuo^al,  and  the 
duke  of  Hamilton  lord  lieutenant  of  the  county  palatine  of  Lancarter. 

Harley  did  not  make  fuch  an  entire  change  as  the  Tories  expeded. 
But  the  numbers  who  were  turned  out  of  office  now,  and  on  another  oc- 
cafion  foon  after,  fufficiently  prove,  that  the  Whigs  had  as  carefully  ex- 
cluded the  Tories  from  all  places  of  honour  and  profit,  as  the  Tories 
would  have  now  excluded  the  Whigs  in  their  turn.  The  military  ope- 
rations, mentioned  in  the  correfpondence  of  this  year,  are  the  taking  of 
Douay  on  the  26th  of  June,  of  Bethune  the  29th  Auguft,  of  St.  Ve- 
nant  the  30th  September,  and  of  /\ire  the  9th  Ngvember.     The  baron

He  gives  bis  reafons  for  refigning  the  command  of  the  army  of  the  Empire* 

Tranflatioh. 
Madam,  Hannover,  Jan.  4th,  17 10. 

"  rjAving  been  obliged  to  throw  up  the  command  of  the  army  onthe- 
Rhine,  and  having  communicated  to  his  Imperial  Majefty  the 
refolution  I  took  of  doing  fo,  I  did  not  choofe  to  fail  in  acquitting  my- 
felf  of  the  fame  duty  to  your  Majefty ;  and  in  afluring  you,  that  I  was 
rot  brought  to  that  refolution,  but  by  invincible  reafons  -,  and  after 
having  made  all  the  efforts,  and  all  the  remonftrances  pofuble,  for  put- 
ting things,  on  that  fide,  in  the  ftate  which  the  good  of  the  common  . 
caufe  required.  I  even  propofed  effeftual  means  for  obliging  all  thofe 
to  furnilh  their  contingent,  who  had  neglefted  it :  but,  far  from  fucceed- 
ing,  that  meafure  has  only  ferved  to  draw  on  me  their  hatred.  Befides, 
fome  circles  do  not  choofe  to  permit  their  troops  to  be  commanded  but 
by  their  own  generals.  It  was  not  in  my  power  to  difpofe  of  the  com- 
mand ;  fo  that  feeing  all  fubordination  ruined,  and  the  diforder  carried 
to  fuch  a  height,  that  it  was  abfolutely  without  a  remedy,  I  thought  I 
could  not  continue  to  command  an  army  fo  ill  provided  in  every  thing, 
without  expofing  my  reputation  ;  and  I  declared  this  early,  left:  I  Ihould. 
occafion  any  difappointment. 

I  entreat  your  Majefty  to  be  perfuaded,  that  this  will  not  hinder  me 
from  n^ewing  always  the  fame  zeal,  as  well  in  exhorting  the  different 
members  of  the  Empire  to  do  what  they  ought  for  their  defence,  as  in;

"  T  T  is  with  joy  I  prefume,  once  more,  with  the  moft  profound  re- 
fpe<5t  imaginable,  to  addrefs  m)  felf  to  your  Eledoral  Highnefs ; 
and  to  tell  you  that  her  Majefty  begins  to  reign,  and  that  the  oligarchy 
which  tyrannized  and  threatened  fo  long  the  Queen  and  the  Britifh  na- 
tions, begins  to  vanilh  in  this  kingdom ;  where  a  little  cabal  made  obe- 
dience the  duty  of  the  fovereign,  and  dominion  the  prerogative  of  two  or 
three  fubjefts  for  fome  years."  He  then  tells  him,  that  her  Majefvy  has 
placed  herfelf  on  the  throne  and  at  the  head  of  her  treafury.  That  fhe

I  imagined,  after  what  you  wrote  to  mc 

about  him,    I  thought  it  was  my  duty  to  pay  my  refpedbs.     He  received 

me  with  a  great  deal  of  polite  attention,  for  you  and  for  myfelf,  and  de- 

fired  me  to  fee  him  fometimes.     The  letter  which  you  gave  him  to  me, 

was  ftill  in  the  bottom  of  his  trunk. 

Yefterday  I  received  a  vifit,  on  your  account.  Monfieur  de  Hervart, 
whom  I  do  not  vifit,  becaufe  I  am  afraid  of  new  acquaintances  and  drop 
the  old,  came  to  fee  me.  At  firft,  he  fpoke  to  me  of  you,  and  of  the 
cileem  he  had  for  you  ;  this  ended,  in  telling  me,  that  as  the  Whigs 
gave  you  fome  private  advantages,  you  might  hope  for  the  fame  thing 
from  the  new  party,  (in  which  he  is  deeply  engaged).

But  now  as  to  the  high-church. 

There  are  9600  parilhes  in  England,  and  confequently  fo  many  parfons; 
but  their  number  may  be  at  lead  2000  more,  to  fupply  cures  and  who 
feek  pri-fcrment. 

Ten  or  fifteen  of  this  number  have  made  it  their  bufinefs  to  preadi 
that  the  church  is  in  danger,  though  the  church  enjoys  all  the  privileges 
that  the  law  does  allow  them  -,  but  the  clergymen  in  England  would  have 
the  fame  power  over  the  people,  that  the  church  of  Rome  had  in  the 
lime  of  its  dominion  over  us. 

The  Qiieen  and  parliament  have  now  declared,  that  they  will  maintain 
the  church  as  eftablifhed  by  law ;  fo  that  they  will  not  gain  any  thing  by 
their  noife,  only  this  miniftry  have  blown  them  up  to  recommend  them 
and  their  party,  to  govern  the  helm,  which  point  they  have  gained,  and. 
the  poor  ambitious  priefts  will  be  left  in  the  lurch. 

The  priefts  handle  edged  tools,  which  any  prince  may  cut  them  with, 
when  he  pleafes-,  for  the  laws  are  fo  fevere  againft  their  encroachments, 
that  they  are  in  danger  of  treafon  or  premunire  upon  the  leaft  fault;  and 
the  civil  government  hath  been  fo  jealous  of  their  impertinence,  that  the 
convocation  of  the  clergy,  cannot  do  any  thing  but  by  commiffion  from 
die  King  or  Qiieen,  and  they  cannot  debate  upon  or  refolve  any  point,- 
but  fuch  as  are  permitted  in  their  commiffion  ;  and  which  refolved,  thsy^ 
are  not  valid,  unlefs  the  Queen  approves  them. 

So  that  you  fee  our  church  is  limited  by  law,  I  think  it  good,  in  its 
conftitution  and  do6l»  me  ;  but  fhall  never  encourage  or  confent  to  the 
pride,  ambition,  and  dominion  of  prijls,  which  hath  occafioned  fo  much' 
blood-Ihed  in  the  world  in  all  ages.

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171 1^       'T^HOUGH  the  excluded  branch  of  the  family  of  Stuart  loft  the 
X     beft  foundation  for  their  hopes  by  the  removal  of  the  earl  of  Go- 
dolphin,  their  expeflations  rofe  to  an  extravagant  pitch,  from  the  opinions 
propagated  by  the  Tories  concerning  the  principles  of  the  new  miniftry.

In  the  months  of  Oftober,  November,  and  December,  1710,  and  in 
the  months  of  January,  February,   and  March,  this  year,  the  earl  of 
Middleton  and  Mr.  Nairne  wrote  feveral  letters  to  Knox,   Abram,  and 
Lamb.     Thefe  letters  are  moftly  allegorical;  and  cannot  be  explained.

"  C  I N  C  E  the  Revolution,  there  has  not  been  fo  great  a  confufion  of 

counfels  and  of  meafures  in  England,  as  there  has  been  fince  the  lafl: 

change  in  the  miniftry ;  and  the  affair  of  Greenfhields,  a  minifler  of  the 

church  of  England,  whom  the  parliament  has  lately  proteded  againfl: 

the 
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the  prefbyterians  of  Scotland,  has  irritated  the  latter  to  fuch  a  degree,       17U. 
that  they  would  concur  in  whatever  might  deliver  them  from  the  Union  **"  ' 

with  England,  which  is  univerfally  detefted  in  Scotland  j  where  they  are 
all  perfuaded,  that  nothing  can  deliver  them  from  it,  but  the  return  of 
their  fovereign. 

There  is,  at  prefent,  a  concurrence  of  circumftances,  more  favourable 
for  an  enterprife  than  there  has  been  fince  his  Majefty  came  out  of  Eng- 
Jand.  But  all  this  will  change  in  time  ;  and  for  the  future,  they  will  at- 
tend only  to  the  means  of  fupporting,  as  eafily  as  they  can,  the  chains, 
from  which  they  fee  no  further  hopes  of  being  delivered. 

There  is  not  a  man  in  Great  Britain,  who  is  not  convinced,  that,  if 
the  King  of  England  had  landed  the  laft  time  in  Scotland,  he  would  have 
infallibly  fucceeded  -,  and  the  conjundure  appears,  at  prefent,  ftill  more 
favourable  than  it  was  then.  The  inclination  of  the  Scots  towards  their 
King  appears  vifible,  in  their  fending,  as  members  to  parliament,  the 
fame  men  who  had  been  brought  prifoners  to  London  on  account  of  the 
invafion  ;  and  I  can  aflure,  that  thefe  men  have  not  changed  their  fenti- 
ments.  The  prefbyterians  in  Scotland  oppofed  the  eleflions  as  much  as 
they  could,  and  their  minifters  preached  againfl:  them  ;  but  in  vain ;  for 
thefe  members  were  chofen  in  fpite  of  them,  by  a  great  majority  of 
voices. 

At  the  time  of  the  Jaft  expedition  to  Scotland,  men  ran  in  crowds, 
and  with  fo  great  eagernefs,  to  withdraw  their  flock  out  of  the  Bank,  that 
the  commons  were  obliged  to  pafs  a  law  declaring  all  thofe  to  be  enemies 
to  the  government  and  to  the  nation,  who  fliould  demand  their  money 
from  the  Bank,  at  that  time  ;  but,  inftead  of  curing  the  evil  thereby, 
they  increafed  the  difcontent ;  every  one  exclaiming,  that  it  was  cruel  to 
treat,  as  enemies  to  the  ftate,  thofe  who  called  for  their  money  when  they 
had  occafion  for  it ;  and,  if  news  had  not  come,  that  the  King  of  Eng- 
land had  returned  to  France  with  the  fleet,  in  twelve  hours  later  the  Bank 
would  have  been  fhut  up.  This  is  well  known  to  all  thofe  who  were 
then  in  London,  and  is  known  throughout  all  England,  infomuch,  that, 
fince  that  time,  the  credit  of  the  Bank  is  greatly  diminifhed.  Not  long 
ago,  the  news  of  the  failing  of  13  or  14  privateers  from  Dunkirk  gave 
the  alarm  in  England,  that  the  Pretender  was  coming ;  upon  which,  fe- 

E  e  2  verals. 
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1 7 1 1.  verals,  with  fotne  of  whom  I  am  acquainted,  ran  immediately  to  the  Bank 
^P'^-  to  demand  their  money  -,  and  there  is  no  doubt,  but  the  fame  thing  will 
happen  univerfally,  whenever  there  is  a  real  invafion.  All  the  funds 
v/ill  fail :  no  tax  will  be  paid,  but  what  is  raifed  by  force :  no  one  wiU 
choofe  to  advance  money  upon  the  fecurity  of  the  funds ;  and  without  it, 
it  will  be  impoflible  to  make  new  preparations  for  oppofing  the  invafion. 

If  the  Bank  of  England  fails,  I  believe  there  is  no  doubt,  that  the 
Confederates  will  not  be  able  to  fupport  the  war,  and  then  his  moft 
Chriftian  Majefty  will  have  a  fafe  game  to  play,  without  running  any 
rifle.  Troops  are  daily  draughted,  to  be  fent  out  of  the  kingdom  ;  lb 
that  few  will  be  left  to  make  oppofition,  and  there  are  feverals  in  the 
army  who  have  difcovered  their  difpofitions  of  returning  to  their  duty 
towards  their  King,  if  they  found  the  opportunity. 

They  are  preparing  fleets  to  be  fent  to  the  Mediterranean  and  elfe- 
where ;  fo  that  the  few  fhips,  which  will  remain  to  guard  the  channel, 
cannot  hinder  the  paflage  from  Breft  to  Kirkcudbright ;  efpecially,  if  an 
alarm  is  given  from  Dunkirk  and  other  ports.  All  the  fleet  of  England 
can  never  hinder  a  fquadron  to  pafs  from  Brefl:  to  Ireland  j  and  Scotland 
is  only  a  little  more  diftant  in  the  fame  line. 

Severals  ia  England  wifh  the  King  well,  who  would  not  hazard  their 
eftates  for  him ;  but  thefe  very  'people  would  not  willingly  hazard  any 
thing  againfl  him,  if  they  faw  the  fmallefl:  rifk  on  the  fide  of  the  go- 
vernment. It  feems,  therefore,  that  the  greateft  number  want  only  an 
opportunity  of  declaring  themfelves ;  that  is  to  fay,  the  return  of  his 
Britannic  Majefty,  with  a  force  fufficient  to  protedl  thofe  who  would 
choofe  to  join  him  on  his  arrival.  If  he  came  with  10,000  men,  it  is 
thought  there  would  not  be  a  fword  drawn  againft  him  ;  but  if  he  can- 
not have  that  number,  50CO  men  would  render  the  fuccefs  probable, 
but  not  fo  certain. 

It  is  generally  thought,  that  the  princefs  of  Denmark  is  favourably 
inclined  towards  the  King  her  brother ;  and  that  flie  would  choofe  ra^ 
ther  to  have  him  for  her  fucceffor,  than  the  prince  of  Hannover.  But 
Ihe  is  timid,  and  does  not  know  to  whom  fhe  can  give  her  confidence. 
The  duke  of  Leeds  told  me,  that  he  had  endeavoured  to  found  her  as 
much  as  he  could,  upon  this  fubjefl,  and  he  is  in  her  confidence,  and  has 
free  accefs  to  her  j  but  though  fhe  never  chofe  to  explain  herfelf  upon. 

thi* 
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tins  point,  fiie  fays  nothing  againft  him.  It  is  thought,  that  if  the  King  171 1. 
of  England  was  in  Scotland,  a  treaty  with  him  would  be  immediately 
propofed,  and  then  the  members  of  parliament  would  he  at  liberty  to 
declare  their  fentiments  ;  whereas,  they  are  now  reftrained  by  an  aft 
cf  parliament,  which  declares  all  thofe  guilty  of  high  treafon,  who  fhall 
oppofe  the  Hannoverian  fuccelTion,  by  word  or  by  writing.  But  the 
King  of  England  being  in  Scotland,  and  all  the  kingdom  acknowledg- 
ing him,  which  could  not  fail  to  happen  foon  after  his  arrival  in  that 
country,  then  the  prefent  neceffity,  and  the  common  good  of  the  nation, 
would  autliorife  the  liberty,  which  each  might  take,  of  propofing  what- 
ever could  prevent  the  fatal  efFedts  of  a  civil  war.  I  am  well  aflured, 
that  fome  members  of  parliament  would  fpeak  boldly  in  that  cafe ;  and 
I  have  alfo  reafon  to  believe,  that  there  are  feveral  others,  who  only  want 
a  fimilar  conjundlure  for  declaring  themfelves,  and  who  would  do  it  cor- 
dially: and  there  is  fcarcely  any  doubt,  but  the  greateft  number  would 
be  for  a  treaty.  Thofe  who  would  oppofe  it,  would  not  render  themfelves 
popular,  and  might  be  confidered  as  the  enemies  of  the  peace  and  fettle- 
ment  of  the  nation  ;  and  the  very  rumour  of  the  treaty,  would  make  the 
people  confider  the  King  as  already  in  pofleffion,  and  as  the  rifing  fun. 
I  believe  there  is  no  example  in  our  hiftory,  that  the  lawful  heir  has  been 
admitted  to  a  treaty,  when  his  right  was  not  acknowledged ;  as  in  the 
cafe  of  Stephen  and  Henry  JI.  •,  of  Richard  duke  of  York,  and  of  Henry 
VI.  &c.  :  and  the  princefs  of  Denmark  having  no  children,  would  ren- 
der the  affair  ftill  more  eafy,  both  with  regard  to  herfelf  and  with  regard 
to  the  people. 

The  Arch-duke  had  none  of  thefe  motives  to  encourage  his  enterpri(e, 
and  was  not  affured  of  having  one  miquilitefor  him,  when  he  undertook 
to  make  that  diverfion  in  Spain,  which  has  continued  for  fo  many  years, 
and  is  not  yet  finiOied.  The  diverfion  of  the  malecontents  in  Hungary 
has  been  of  confiderable  advantage  to  France  ;  and  it  was  by  marching 
into  Saxony,  that  the  King  of  Sweden  obliged  King  Auguftus  to  fubmit. 

The  fmalleft  advantage  which  an  expedition  of  the  King  of  England 
into  Scotland  could  produce,  would  be  a  civil  war  •,  which  might  be 
fupported  from  time  to  time  by  France,  even  though  none  of  his  Ma- 
jefty's  fubjefts  fliould  join  him  :  but  that  is  not  to  be  fuppofed  :  for  in  the 
divifionsof  parties,  there  are  now  malecontents  enough  in  Great  Britain, 

who 
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171 1.       who  would  rejoice  at  that  opportunity  of  joining  him,  befides  fo  many 
Ap"''        others  in  diftreffed  circumftances,  or  on  bad  terms  with  the  government, 
whom  fear,  refentment,  or  hope  would  influence  ;  and  there  are  men  of 
that  charafler,  in  every  country,  but  no  where  fo  many  as  there  are  at 
prefent  in  Great  Britain.     But  it  is  certain  that  the  greateft  number  of  the 
Scots  are  difpofed  to  join  their  King  from    inclination,    and   from  a 
principle  of  loyalty.     This  is  evident,  from  all  that  they  have  fuffered, 
with  fo  much  conftancy,  for  above  two  and  twenty  years ;  and  that  there 
is  a  confiderable  number  of  them,  appears  from  the  apprehenfions  the 
government  entertain  of  them,  and  the  meafures  they  take  to  apprehend 
the  leaders  on  every  alarm.     But  there  are,  befides,  a  fet  of  men,  well- 
difpofed,  who  have  taken  the  oaths  to  the  government  only  by  form, 
and  from  intereft,  and  whom  general  Stanhope,   in  Sacheverel's  trial, 
calls  the  rionjuror-fwearers.     Thefe  are  very  numerous  in  the  two  king- 
doms.    There  is  not  a  high-church  man  in  England  that  is  not  fufpefted 
by  the  government.     This  is  the  cafe  with  all  thofe  who  have  prefented 
addrelTes  for  maintaining  hereditary  right  and  the  maxim  of  the  church 
of  England,  that  a  prince  is  never  to  be  refilled ;  and  thefe  comprehend 
almoft  the  whole  nation,  excepting  fuch  as  are  Whigs  or  Prefbyterians 
by  profefTion  ;  who,  however,  are  become  the  contempt  and  averfion  of 
the  people. 

Malicious  and  injurious  expreffions  againfl:  the  King  are  no  longer  ufed, 
even  by  the  Whigs,  who  dare  not  now  exprefs  themfelves  as  they  did 
formerly.  They  acknowledged  his  birth  in  Sacheverel's  trial,  in  order 
to  deftroy  hereditary  right  by  that  means,  and  to  convince  the  princefs 
of  Denmark,  that  flie  has  no  other  title  to  the  crown,  but  the  fettlement 
which  has  been  made  for  the  fucceffion  fince  the  Revolution  i  and  the  ge- 
nerality fpeak  with  efteem  and  refpedl  of  the  King's  perfon, 

I  do  not  intend  to  conceal  any  thing.  The  only  objection  againfl:  the 
Kino-  is  his  religion ;  but  that  is  not  imputed  to  him  as  a  fault,  but  as 
his  misfortune  and  ours ;  and  the  people  would  endure  him  much  more 
willingly,  if  they  did  not  believe  him  a  bigot  to  his  religion  •,  and  this 
is  the  idea  his  enemies  endeavour  to  give  of  him  as  much  as  they  can. 

To  obviate  this  objeftion,  the  following  means  are  judged  ufeful,  by 
his  Majefty's  friends,  who  perfuade  themfelves  that  he  will  be  ready  to 
do,  on  his  part,  all  that  is  lawful  for  him,  to  bring  about  his  reftoration  ; 

and 
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and  God  forbid  that  more  fliould  be  demanded  of  him,  to  gain  even  all       1711. 
the  kingdoms  of  the  earth. 

I  ft,  The  King  of  England,  therefore,  muft  nor,  either  by  word  or  by 
infinuation,  give  any  realbn  to  believe  that  he  is  capable  of  dificmbling 
his  religion.  Every  one  would  have  a  worfe  opinion  of  him,  on  that 
account,  and  lefs  credit  would  be  given  to  all  that  he  could  fay. 

But,  to  remove  the  obje(3:ion  of  bigotry  and  blind  zeal,  it  is  pro- 
pofed  he  fhould  acquaint  his  fubjeifts,  that  when  it  (hall  pleafe  God  to 
reftore  him  to  his  kingdoms,  and  to  give  him  a  proper  opportunity,  he 
will  not  refufe  to  hear  whatever  can  be  faid  to  him,  with  refpeft  and  fub- 
miffion,  in  favour  of  the  religion  of  his  dominions.  But  whatever  may 
be  the  ifiue  of  this,  with  regard  to  his  Majefty's  religion,  that  will  not 
diminifli  cur  loyalty  and  our  entire  fubmiflion  to  him  as  our  lawful  fo- 
vereign. 

It  is  not  underftood  by  this,  that  there  is  to  be  a  public  difpute,  which 
is  a  fort  of  combat  of  gladiators  for  viftory,  and  which  ends  generally 
in  increafing  the  differences,  and  exafperating  the  animofities,  upon  both 
fides  -,  the  pride  of  man  having  a  natural  averfion  to  appear  to  be  con- 
vinced :  accordingly  when  reafons  fail,  pride  fummons  all  the  pafTions 
to  its  aid,  and  then  the  combat  is  carried  on  with  bitternefs,  and  with  per- 
fonal  refleftions,  which  produce  a  hatred  that  excludes  all  means  of  re- 
conciliation. 

No,  this  is  not  pretended  ;  it  is  propofed  only,  that  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty  fliould  not  refufe  to  hear  a  reafonable  man,  who  will  explain  to  him, 
with  all  the  deference  and  refpeft  that  is  due  to  him,  the  principles  of 
the  church  of  England;  and  that,  afterwards,  he  fliould  determine  as 
God  and  his  confcience  will  dictate  to  him  -,  but,  at  the  fame  time,  he 
fhould  preferve  to  the  church  of  England  all  legal  fecurities  for  its  efta- 
blifhment  and  fupport. 

2dly,  It  is  propofed,  in  order  to  remove  all  fufpicion  and  prejudice 
againft  his  Majefl:y,  that,  when  he  comes  over,  he  fhould  bring  no  more 
priefl:s  along  with  him  than  he  has  occafion  for.  It  is  the  intereft  of  the 
King  of  England,  efpecially  on  his  arrival,  to  give  the  people  advan- 
tageous imprelTions  of  him  j  afterwards  things  will  be  more  eafy.  When 
he  is  on  the  throne,  and  the  people  find  that  their  religion,  their  liberty, 
1  and 
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17 1 1.       and  their  fortunes  are  fafe,  he  may  then  have  as  many  priefts  with  him 
"^f"'*        as  he  pleafes,  without  being  found  fault  with.     So  that  it  is  only  pro- 
pofed  to  deprive  himfelf  of  fome  of  them  for  a  little  time  *. 

3dly,  If  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  would  only  connive  at  allowing 
the  Proteftant  domeftics  of  the  King  of  England  to  afiemble  themfelves, 
from  time  to  time,  at  St.  Germains,  in  order  to  worfliip  God  in  the  moft 
fecret  manner  that  pofiibly  could  be,  that  would  do  more  fervice  than 
10,000  men.  For,  in  England,  that  would  appear  as  a  fort  of  toleration, 
with  regard  to  his  attendants ;  and,  being  obtained  by  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty, every  one  would  confider  it  as  a  mark  of  his  inclination  to  favour 
his  proteftant  fubjeds,  and  as  a  pledge  of  what  they  might  expedt  from 
him,  when  he  was  reftored  to  his  throne.  Befides  that,  it  would  entirely 
remove  the  objeftion  of  bigotry.  If  it  could  be  faid  in  England,  that 
the  King  has  procured  for  the  proteftant  fervants  who  attend  him,  the 
liberty  which  is  here  propofed  for  them,  that  would  be  half  the  way  to 
his  reftoration.  I  only  repeat  here  the  very  words  which  I  have  heard 
from  fenfible  men  in  London. 

4thly,  When  the  King  of  England  comes,  it  will  be  proper  to  have  in 
his  company  fome  minifter  of  the  church  of  England,  who  is  of  aa 
approved  charader,  in  order  to  preach  to  the  people,  as  foon  as  he  lands, 
without  trufting  to  chance,  and  employing  the  lirft  whom  he  finds  on  the 
place,  and  who  may  be  either  difaffefted  or  incapable. 

5thly,  It  is  neceflary  to  bring  along  with  him  all  the  Irifli  troops, 
who  will  be  very  agreeable  to  the  Highlanders,  becaufe  they  fpeak  the 
fame  language  -,  but,  above  all,  to  bring  the  duke  of  Berwick  along  with 
him  ;  for  he  is  feared  and  loved,  and  his  prefence  will  prevent  all  the 
difputes  which  may  arife  among  the  nobility  of  Scotland  for  the  com- 
jnand  of  the  army ;  for  they  will  all  fubmit  to  him,  and  they  all  defire 
that  he  may  come. 

Time  prefles  and  appears  fliort ;  for,  accordiflg  to  all  appearances, 
the  next  winter  will  produce  a  peace,  and  then  the  King  of  England 
muft  be  reduced  to  begin  every  thing  a-new  for  bringing  about  his  re- 
ftoration, and  to  feek  new  and  uncertain  meafures  to  accomplifh  it.

King  of  England's  friends,  and  render,  by  thefe  means,  his  caufe  defperate."

*'  If  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  is  not  in  a  condition  now  to  furnifii 
troops  and  other  fuccours  neceflary  to  the  King  of  England,  for  an  ex- 
pedition into  Scotland,  may  not  fome  propofals  be  made  to  the  King  of 
Sweden  ?  Will  not  that  prince  be  very  well  pleafed  to  have  fuch  an  ally 
to  affift  him  to  obtain  fatisfadion  from  the  King  of  Denmark,  and  to 
defend  his  coafts  againfl:  the  Mufcovites  ?  And,  in  cafe  of  a  double 
marriage,  which  might  be  propofed  to  him,  he  would  have  a  chance  of 
fucceeding  to  the  crown  of  England,  as  the  King  of  England  would  have 
to  that  of  Sweden.  Their  religion  cannot  be  objected  againfl  the  Swedesa 
for  the  prince  of  Hannover  is  a  Lutheran. 

If  his  mod  Chriftian  Majefty  choofes  rather  to  land  5  or  10,000  men,  to 
the  affiftance  of  the  King  of  Sweden,  than  to  rifk  his  troops  and  his  Ihips 
^  on  an  expedition  to  Scotland,  the  King  of  Sweden  might  fend  an  equal 
number  of  troops  to  Scotland  much  more  eafily,  becaufe  the  pafTage  is 
much  ftiorter ;  and  confidering  that  that  prince  is  engaged  in  fitting  out 
confiderable  armaments,  both   by   fea  and  by  land,  againft  the  Danes, 
and  againft  the  Mufcovites,  the  real  defigns  of  his  preparations  will  never 
be  fufpefted.     He  may   be  the  more  eafily  reconciled  to  this,  that  the 
government  of  England  is  not  very  favourably  difpofed  towards  him,  of 
which  his  Swedifli  Majefty  appears,  by  his  laft  declaration,  to  be  very 
fenfible  >  declaring  war  againft  them,  in   fome  meafure,  and  confidering 
them  as  the  aggreflTors,  becaufe  they  engaged  to  maintain  a  neutrality  in 
the  north  of  Germany  :  and  nothing  appears  more  natural,  and  more  con- 
form  to  the  genius  of  that  prince,  than  to  enter  into  an  alliance  with  the 
King  of  England,  who  may  write  to  him,  by  the  means  of  the  Swedilli 
refident,  who  is  here,  until  he  can  fend  a  minifter  to  treat  with  him* 
Befides,  that  prince  is  guarantee  of  the  peace  of  Rifwick,  and  has  a  right 
to  intereft  himfelf  in  the  prefent  war  •,  and,  by  an  alliance  with  the  King 
of  England,  he  might  once  more  have  the  balance  of  Europe  in  his  hands.

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171 1.       and  give  a  general  peace  upon  reafonable  terms;  and  thefe  two  princes 
■April-        thus  allied,  would  be  in   a  condition  to  maintain  the  peace  againfl:  all 

thofe  who  would  incline  to  difturb  it,  and  to  prevent  any  rebellion  that 

might  arife  in  their  refpedive  dominic«is." 


The  difmifTion  of  the  Whig  miniflry,  lad  year,  was  followed  by  a  dif- 
folution  of  the  parliament.  Dodor  Sacheverel's  trial,  and  his  pompous 
proceffion  to  the  eountry,  when  he  went  to  his  living  in  North  Walesi. 
inflamed  the  paffions  of  the  people,  and  influenced  the  elections  in  fa- 
vour of  the  Tories.  The  expeftations  from  a  Tory  miniflry,  and  the 
proceedings  of  the  new  parliament,  reanimated  the  hopes  of  the  Jacobites, 
as  appears  from  their  own  correfpondence  with  their  friends  abroad,  and 
from  the  Pretender's  recommending  to  his  adherents  to  fupporc  the  mea* 
fures  of  the  prefent  adminifl:ration.

Violence  of  both  Whigs  and  Tories. — The  Whigs  are  attached  to  the  family  cf 

Hannover. — To  prevent  a  civil  war,  the  King  fhould  come  over,  and  ths 
laws  fettling  the  fucceffion  be  repealed. — The  Pretender  recommended  to  his 
friends  to  fupport  the  meafures  of  the  court  and  the  prefent  miniflry. 

SIR, 

"  C  IN  CE  you  defrre  my  opinion  upon  the  prefent  ftate  of  affairs  of  our 
country,  and  that  you   aflfure  me  I  may,  with  all  fafely,  confide 
my  private  thoughts  to  you,  1  fliall  tell  you  here  very  plainly  what  I  think 
mofl  advifeable  in  the  prefent  conjundure. 

I  need  not  go  about  to  prove,  that  the  houfe  of  Hannover  and  the 
States  of  Holland  are  united  with  the  Whigs  and  difcontented  party  of 
England,  againft  the  Queen,  her  prefent  minift;ry,  and  the  church  of 
England. 

Their  late  proceedings  have  fufficiently  (hewn  their  inclinations  that 
way  ;  and  nothing  is  more  obvious,  than  that  the  church  and  court  party 
can  exped  no  quarter  from  thefe  three  united  powers,  if  ever  they  come 
to  have  the  fuperiority.  They  think  they  have  been  very  ill  ufed,  and 
after  refenting  their  pretended  injuries  fo  publickly  as  they  have  done, 

5  ^  "= 
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It  is  not  to  be  expefted  they  will  ever  hardly  pardon.  'Tis  pretty  plain  1711. 
they  are  in  a  fort  of  confederacy  together,  and  that  they  are  refolved  to 
■ftand  and  fall  by  one  another.  The  duke  of  Hannover  has,  in  con- 
jundion  with  the  States,  declared  himfelf  fo  openly  for  the  Whig  party, 
in  oppofition  to  the  Queen  herfelf,  as  well  as  her  miniftry,  that  it  is 
-vifible  he  is  inl'eparably  united  to  tiiat  party,  and  will  always  be  infir,- 
enced  by  ic ;  and  that  if  ever  he  comes  to  have  the  power  in  his  hand?, 
the  church  and  prefent  miniftry  muft  fall  a  facrifice  to  the  Whio-s'  re- 
venge ;  the  breach  being  too  wide  to  expeft  they  can  ever  be  thoroughly 
reconciled. 

I  am  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  as  matters  ftand  now,  there  remains 
only  one  expedient  that  can  poffibly  fecure,  at  once,  both  the  church  :ind 
ftate  againft  any  attempt  that  may  be  made  to  their  prejudice,  either 
during  the  Queen's  life,  or  after  her  death,  by  a  powerful,  abfolute 
prince,  fupported  by  a  jealous,  interefted  nation  abroad,  and  animated 
by  an  exafperated,  fadious  party  at  home  -,  and  that  is  to  call  home  the 
.Queen's  brother,  whole  juft  right  gains  ground  daily  in  the  hearts  of  his 
fubjeds :  in  order  to  which,  I  think  it  not  only  advifable,  but  ablblutely 
neceflary,  to  fend  to  treat  with  him  without  lols  of  time;  for  all  depends 
iipon  taking  timely  meafures,  it  being  of  the  laft  importance  to  the 
court  and  country  intereft,  as  well  as  his,  to  be  before-hand  with  their 
common  adverfaries.  Accidents  may  happen ;  we  are  all  mortal ;  and 
.if  things  be  not  prepared  and  fecured  before  a  vacancy,  it  will  be  very 
hard,  after  that,  to  avoid  a  civil  war :  for  we  all  know,  that,  according 
to  the  laws  now  in  being,  Hannover,  in  that  cafe,  muft  of  courfe  be 
proclaimed  King.  It  will  be  too  late  then  to  repeal  thole  laws  which 
make  it  high  treafon  to  oppofe  himj  and  it  is  not  to  be  doubted  but  he 
will  quickly  come  over  here,  and  bring  with  him  (if  it  be  necefiary) 
all  the  force  the  Hollanders  and  he  can  draw  together.  On  the  other 
hand,  it  is  certain  the  King  will  not  be  wanting,  on  his  fide,  to  tranf- 
port  himfelf,  at  any  rate,  into  fome  part  of  his  dominions,  to  join  with 
his  friends,  in  order  to  aflert  his  right,  and  venture  all,  rather  than  have 

the  fliame  and  grief  to  fee  a  foreign  U r  take  peaceable  poITeffion  of 

his  lawful  inheritance.  This  muft  unavoidably  produce  a  civil  war, 
which  is,  perhaps,  what  the  Hollanders  wifti  for ;  the  fatal  confequences 
of  which  may  laft  and  extend,  nobody  knows  how  far.

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lyih  The  only  remedy  I  fee  to  prevent  thefe  misfortunes,  and  fave  our  na- 

tion from  ruin  and  bloodfhed,  is  the  propofal  above  mentioned,  of  fend- 
ing, immediately  upon  the  conclufion  of  the  peace,  to  treat  widi  her 
Majefty's  brother,  the  King,  and  call  him  home  privately  upon  the  firft 
recefs  of  parliament. 

This  is  abfolutely  the  quickeft,  fafeft,  and  eafieft  way ;  for  all  other 
flow,  dilatory  methods  of  preparing  things  by  degrees,  managing  the 
oppofite  party,  waiting  for  new  favourable  opportunities,  and  keeping, 
in  the  mean  time,  this  prince  at  a  diftance,  are  expoied  to  too  many 
dangers  and  difficulties,  befides  that  unanfwerable  one  of  a  fudden  mor- 
tality,  which,  as  it  may  very  polTibly  happen,  to  our  great  grief  and 
misfortune,  when  we  exped  it  leaft,  fa  it  is  the  height  of  imprudence 
not  to  prepare  againft  it. 

It  would  require  a  great  deal  of  more  time,  than  we  can  in  pru- 
dence promife  to  ourfelves,  to  go  about  to  repeal  the  aft  of  the  fettle- 
ment  of  the  crown,  in  a  parliamentary  way,  before  he  be  called  over  > 
fo  I  think  that  tedious  method  nowife  advifable.  Befides  that,  the 
undertaking  itfelf  might  meet  with  fuch  oppofition,  in  his  abfence,  as 
would  expofe  it  to  the  danger  of  a  mifcarriage;  whereas,  he  being  once 
upon  the  place  invited  thither,  and  countenanced  by  her  Majefty  (which 
is  no  hard  matter  to  contrive,  fo  as  to  make  it  very  prafticable  in  the 
recefs  of  parliament,  without  the  leaft  danger  of  difturbance)  thofe  very 
perfons,  who  would  have  oppofed  him  in  parliament,  and  every  where 
elfe  in  his  abfence,  will  be  the  firft  to  come  and  kifs  his  hand  when 
he  is  here,  and  comply  with  whatever  the  Queen  Ihall  think  fit  to  do 
in  his  favour. 

It  is  fo  vifibly  the  Qiieen's  and  the  prefent  miniftry's  true  intereft  to 
call  her  only  brother  home,  in  this  conjunfture,  that  he  and  they  may 
be  a  mutual  fupport  and  fecurity  to  one  another,  that  I  am  morally  af- 
fured  he  will  not  make  the  leaft  difficulty  to  truft  himfelf  entirely  into 
their  hands,  whenever  they  pleafe  to  call  him  ;  and  that  he  will  be  wil- 
ling even  to  come  over  with  a  page  only  to  accompany  him,  upon  the 
Queen  his  fitter's  letter,  if  it  be  thought  fit  and  neceflary  for  his  and 
their  common  intereft  ib  to  do :  and  v/hen  he  is  once  here,  I  am  fure 
nobody  will  dare  to  find  fault  with  the  Queen's  receiving  him  kindly; 
She  may  fafely  prefent  him  to  her  council,  own  him  there  for  her  bro- 
ther. 
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ther,  and  declare  her  good  intentions  towards  him,  and  what  flie  has  1711. 
thought  fit,  with  the  advice  of  her  minifters,  to  treat  and  concert  with 
him,  for  the  future  good  and  peace  of  her  I<.ingdoms.  After  which  ftep 
it  will  be  infinitely  more  eafy  and  lefs  hazardous  by  any  other  method 
whatfoever,  to  get  the  prefeat  fettlement  of  the  fucceiTion  altered,  in  the 
next  meeting  of  the  parliament,  and  every  thing  regulated  there  to  their 
mutual  fatisfa61:ion  -,  and  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  church  and  ftate, 
crown,  parliament,  and  people  fettled  again  upon  the  folid  foundation  of 
the  ancient  laws  and  conftitution  of  the  kingdom. 

But  to  afllire  the  fuccefs  of  this  great  work,  I  think  it  abfolutely  heft, 
when  he  is  invited  over,  that  he  be  allowed  to  come  ftraight  to  London, 
where  his  fudden  and  unexpeded  appearance  will  furprife  and  confound 
all  his  unprepared  enemies,  break  all  their  meafures,  and  make  every 
thing  go  fo  quick  and  eafy  on  the  Queen's  fide  and  his,  that  they  will 
foon,  by  the  wife  conduft  of  the  prefent  miniftry,  put  it  out  of  the 
power  of  either  Hannover  or  the  difcontented  Whigs  to  difturb  the  new 
fettlement  that  (hall  be  agreed  upon,  between  the  brother  and  his  now 
only  fifter.  But,  in  cafe  things  be  not  thought  ripe  enougk,  or  fuffi- 
ciently  difpofed  to  bring  him  ftraight  to  London,  the  next  beft  will  be 
to  bring  him  to  Scotland  -,  which  would  be  better  by  far,  than  fending 
him  a  travelling  into  foreign  countries.  Only  one  thing  is  to  be  ob- 
ferved,  as  to  Scotland,  that  the  government  of  the  church  there  being 
Prefbyterian,  and  the  generality  of  that  nation  being  difcontented  with 
the  Union,  which  we  in  England  think  our  intereft  to  maintain,  he  may, 
perhaps,  have  fome  hard  propofds  made  to  him  upon  that  head,  by  a 
prevalent  party  in  that  kingdom,  which  will  make  him  very  uneafy,  by 
putting  a  difagreeable  neceflity  upon  him  of  refufing  what  he  cannot 
grant  to  them,  without  difobliging  the  Englifti,  which  I  have  good 
reafon  to  be  believe  he  is  refolved  not  to  do  -,  it  being  contrary  to  his  in- 
clination, as  well  as  his  intereft,  to  do  any  thing  in  favour  of  one  nation^ 
that  may  be  a  juft  ground  of  grievance  to  another;  his  intention,  as  I 
am  credibly  informed,  being  to  leave  all  thofe  matters  of  ftate,  as  well 
as  of  religion,  to  be  entirely  decided  and  fettled  in  a  Britifli  parliament. 

Thus,  Sir,  I  have  (in  compliance  to  your  defire)  opened  my  mind 
freely  to  you  upon  a  very  nice  point.  I  hope,  from  your  friendftiip  for 
me,  and  your  known  difcretion  in  matters  of  this  importance,  that  you 

will 
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1711.       "will  not  communicate  this  paper,  but  where  you  are  fure  it  will  be  fafc, 
and  where  you  have  reafon  to  hope  it  may  be  of  feme  ufe.     I  Ihall  con- 
clude with  afluring  you,  that  you  are  the  only  perfon  to  whom  it  is  fent, 
and  that  neither  the  perfon  by  whofe  conveyance  it  comes,  nor  any  other 
perfon  whatever  on  your  fide,  knows  any  thing  of  the  contents  of  it. 
Any  thing  that  tends  towards  Jacobitilrn  (as  I  own  this  letter  does)  founds 
-iil  in  the  ears  of  thofe  who  are  alv/ays  uf^^  to  tack  popery,  flavery,  and 
arbitrary  government  together ;  and  have  no  other  notion  of  a  popifh 
King,  but  that  of  a  bigot  tyrant.

nor  afliamed  to  own  myfelf,  fo  far  a  Jacobite  as  to  wifh  a  good  under- 
ftanding  between  our  gracious  Qiieen  and  her  brother,  which  I  look  upon 
to  be  the  only  means  to  inake  her  Majefty  happy,  eafy,  and  fafe,  as  long 
as  fhe  lives,  our  prefent  miniftry  out  of  danger  of  being  ever  opprefled 
by  their  enemies,  our  church  fafe,  and  our  country  happy.     To  be  a 
Jacobite,  at  this  rate,  in  my  opinion,  is  to  be  a  true  patriot  and  a  faithful 
fubjeft  ;  and  I  hope  you  do  me  the  juflice  to  have  no  other  opinion  of, 
Sir,  &:c. 


Whatever  might  have  been  the  difpofition  of  her  miniftry,  there  is  reafon 
to  think  that  the  Queen  herfelf  was  now  inclined  to  fecure  the  fucceflion 
to  her  brother.

«  ^pHE  violence  and  ambition  of  the  enemies  of  our  family,  and  of  ^°'-  ^^°'^^° 

the  monarchy,  have  too  long  kept  at  diftance  thofe  who,  by  all 
the  obligations  of  nature  and  duty,  ought  to  be  more  firmly  united; 
and  have  hindered  us  from  the  proper  means  and  endeavours  of  a 
better  undcrftanding  between  us,  which  could  not  fail  to  produce  the 
moll  happy  effe<5ts  to  ourfelves,  to  our  family,  and  to  our  bleeding 
country..

the  defect  of  his  right,  and  enflave  the  nation. 

In  the  meantime,  I  afflue  you,  Madam,  and  am  ready  to  give  all  the 
fecurity  that  can  be  defired,  that  it  is  my  unalterable  refolution  to  make 
the  law  of  the  land  the  rule  of  my  government,  to  preferve  every  man's 
right,  liberty,  and  property,  equally  with  the  rights  of  the  crown  •,  and 
to  fecure  and  mairttain  thole  of  the  church  of  England,  in  all  their  jufl:

The  following  letter  not  only  continues  the  chain,  but  even  makes  us 
regret!  the  want  of  accefs  to  the  letters  written  by  himfelf,  and  thofe  who 
conferred  with  him-,  which,  probably,  lie  fealed  up  and  depofited  in  the 
Scotch  college  at  Paris.  The  copies  of  the  anfwcrs  are,  however,  fuffi- 
tlent  to  fliew  the  great  line  of  the  duke's  intrigues.  The  letter  which 
follows  is  the  original,  written  by  Tunftal  to  the  earl  of  Middleton,  to 
■whom  it  was  addrelTed,  under  the  feigned  name  of  M.  Montigny,  mer- 
chant in  Paris.  It  is  completely  decyphered  and  explained,  and  thrown. 
loofely  into  a  volume  of  lord  Caryll's  letters.

[Churchill]  was  in  motion,  made  him  a  little  concerned  for  fear  he  fhould 

not  have  had  an  opportunity  of  fpeaking  to  me  before  he  left  thefe  parts 

for  good  and  all :   this  he  (hewed  in  a  more  open  manner  than  ufual,  for 

he  aflced  particularly  after  [of]  me  of  [after]  one  that  had  gone  from 

our  town  to  wait  upon  him,    and  commiflioned  him,  at  his  return,  to 

inquire  whether  I  was  come  backer  no  -,  and  if  fo,  to  tell  me  he  had  a  mind 

'  to  fee  me.     But  at  this  gentleinan's  return,  I  not  being  arrived,  he  ne- 

gleded  to  fend  any  more  to  our  houfe,  and  I  had  like  to  have  loft  the 

news  of  this  intimation.     As  foon  as  I  knew  it,  in  the  uncertainty  I  was 

in  to  find  Mr.  James  [Churchill],  your  lawyer,  I  writ  to  one  of  his  houfe- 

hold,  to  know  more  in  particular  his  defircs,  and  where  I  might  wait 

upon  him,  who  immediately  anfwered  me,  as  from  his  matter,  and  fixed 

me  the  place  where  he  was  to  ftay  fome  days :  whereupon,  the  time 

prefiing  of  both  fides,  I  took  poft,   and  had  two  long  conferences  with 

him  about  Mr.  Bernard's   [the  Queen's]  lawfuit,  and  Mr.  Kelly's  [the 

King's]  affairs.     As  to  both  which  he  Ihews  a  good-will-,  and  givesi,  in 

appearance,  fincere  wifhes  ;  but  how  far  he  will  be  able  to  work  eftec- 

tually  in  the  matter,  I  leave  you  to  judge.     Firfl,  as  to  Mr.  Bernard*3 

[the  Queen's]  deed,  he  fays,    it  muft  be  infifted  upon   in  time;   for

(Bat  he 
believes  meafures  are  taken  in  liich  a  manner,  that  he  fhall  be  excluded 
from  having  any  hand  in  concluding  matters  at  Povey  [peace] :  but 
could  not  feme  one  work  to  gain  Mr.  Mathevv  j  Harley]  and  Nathaniel 
[Mafham]  ?)  He  looks  upon  the  ftrongly  infixing  upon,  and  gaining 
this  point  of  the  deed  to  be  of  great  confequence,  not  only  as  to  the 
making  my  lady  Betty  [the  Qiieen]  eafy  as  to  her  own  circumftances^ 
but  very  much  conducing  to  the  advancing  Mn  Athony's  [the  King's] 
intereft :  and  this  not  fo  much  again  as  to  the  money  itfelf,  as  that  the 
grant  of  it,  (which  cannot  be  refufed,  it  being  formerly  concluded  and 
granted  at  Povey  [peace],  and  funds  being  fet  afide  for  it,  and  only 
diverted  by  "  the  unworthinefs  of  him  who  then  ruled  the  roaft)"  and 
continual  payment,  will  be  a  means  to  make  people  open  their  eye3, 
even  in  regard  to  Mr.  Andrew  [the  King],  and  fee  better  their  own  in- 
tereft in  reference  to  the  fame,  "  whofe  caufe  has  s;ot  fo  much  fenfible 
ground  for  thefe  latter  years,  that,:  (to  aflure  me  more,  I  fuppofe,  of 
his  real  interior  fentiments)  he  fwore  folemnly  he  thought  it  could  not 
fail  of  coming  to  a  happy  ifllie  :  nay,  that  both  fides  would  fee  an  abfo- 
lute  neceffity  of  having  recourfe  to  him,  as  the  only  means  left  of  fecus?- 
ing  folid  peace  and  happinels :  not  fo  much,  perchance,  (cither  Mr, 
.Robert  [High  Church];  or  coufin  Simon  [Whigs])  out  of  anytfue  priri- 
ciples  of  confcience  or  honefty,  for  he  does  not  think  eidier  deferves  the 
name  of  Lumfdell  [Loyal]. 

As  to  Mr.  Antony's  [the  King's]  bufinefs,  it  mufl:  be  managed  with 
a  great  deal  of  dexterity.  He  was  not  a. little -ftartled  at  the  news  of  his 
going  to  Mr.  Price  [the  Pope]  ;  it  vi^ould  not  have  been  well  at  all.  He 
fays,  when  they  begin  to  work  at  Povey  [peace], "perchance  Mr.  Ed- 
ward [King  of  France]  and  his  Fredlingers  [miniftersl,  (who  will  be  wil- 
ling to  confecrate  any  thing  to  their  own  ends)  will  be  confenting  to  Mr. 
Athony's  [the  King's]  going  to  live  fome  where  wich  Mr.  Price  [the 
Pope],  or  fome  where  in  that  country,  and  he  fancies  that  fomething  of 
that  kind  may  be  infifted  upon  by  others  in  Evans  [England]  ;  by  that 
means  to  perfuade  the  tenants  that  they  are  altogether  for  excluding  the 
Thomifts  [Catholics],  and  all  for  Gregory  [Hannover].  "  But  he  de- 
clares, as  much  aa-he  can  judge  of  things,  that  Mr.  AthonV's  [the  King's].

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T710.  going  thither  muft  never  be  granted  to."  And  this  he  looks  upon  as  a 
November.  ^Q■^^^  ^  ^j^^  ^aO:  importance  >  for  he  declares,  he  thinks  it  abfolutely 
contrary  to  IMr.  Athony's  intercft ;  and,  therefore,  though  Mr.  Edward 
[King  of  France]  (hould  confent  to  it,  and  people  in  Evans  [England] 
pufli  for  it,  it  muft  not  be  done :  and  he  defired  me  in  particular  to  afiure 
you  of  this,  (and  he  fwore  it  by  the  living  God)  that  he  thought,  that 
if  Mr.  Benjamin  [the  Qiieen]  ever  confented  to  this,  that  'twas  no  better 
than  ruining  and  quite  murdering  this  fon's,  the  Grot's  [King's]  caufe. 
If  it  be  neceflary,  or  judged  advantageous  to  quit  Forfter  [France],  let 
him  go  to  his  uncle  David  [Germany],  or  rather  have  recourfe  to  fome 
free  feat.  But  I  afked  him,  what  fecurity  for  his  perfon,  there  beino- 
fuch  a  writ  out  againft  him  ?  He  anfwered,  he  really  did  not  think  he 
wanted  any  fecurity,  for  nobody  would  touch  him.  "  As  for  his  part, 
he  had  feen  fuch  vifible  changes  for  the  better  of  late,  on  all  fides,  that 
he  thought  the  gaining  of  his  caufe  could  not  but  follow."  And  when 
he  gets  his  eftate,  he  hopes  he  will  make  his  tenants  eafy  ;  and  not  think- 
ing of  annulling  any  regulations,  made  for  the  cutting  down  woods,  and 
altering  other  farms,  for  thefe  many  years  ;  for  that  will  bring  dangerous 
confequences,  the  intereft  of  fo  many  perfons  being  engaged,  who  other- 
wife  would  come  in  to  him. 

"When  Mrs.  Betty's  deed  [the  Queen's  jointure]  is  infifted  upon,  if  it 
was  to  be  put  to  Philip  Cook  [the  parliament],  you  will  find  many,  he  is 
perfuaded,  even  willing  to  help  it  on,  and  glad  of  anoccafion  of  making 
their  compliments  a  ban  grace,  and  giving  fome  teftimony  of  their  good- 
will. If  flic  thinks,  that  he  ftiall  be  in  any  capacity  of  lerving  her  in  this 
'  point,  flie  needs  only  to  fignify  to  him  what  Ihe  expefts  from  him,  and 
hs  will  be  very  glad  of  the  occafion  of  fliowing  himfelf  her  humble 
fervaflt.  He  infinuated  a  defire  you  ihould  be  fenfible,  that  what  he  has 
done  for  thefe  many  years,  (and  feem  to  affirm  the  fame  of  others)  has 
not  been  out  of  any  fpleen  or  ill-will  againft  you,  but  only  to  put  down 
Fofter  [France],  which  he  always  judged  the  true  intereft  of  Mrs. 
Edwards  [England],  whofe  caufe  alone  he  pleaded  for.  He  thinks 
certainly  there  will  be  an  accommodation ;  for  when  he  was,  laft  winter, 
at  Mrs.  Evans  [England],  he  faw  fo  much  of  the  difpofition  of  the  peo- 
ple, that  if  all  were  to  be  polled,  nine  in  ten  would  abfolutely  voce 
for  Povey  [peace],  being  fpent,  on  all  fides,  by  fo  long  a  law-fuit. 

A  great 
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A  great  many,  he  fays,  have  taken  ftrange  methods,  of  late,  which,  1711. 
contrary  to  the  intentions  of  thofe  that  made  ufc  of  them,  will  prove  very  No^'^nibei. 
nnich  to  the  advantage  of  Mr.  Andrew's  [the  King's]  caufe  ;  and  God, 
who  rules  above,~  feems  vifibly  to  difpofe  all  things  for  the  bed.  Neither 
your  coufin  Temple,  [the  Tories]  nor  Wilfon  [the  Whigs]  are  much  to 
be  relyed  on,  quatenus  fuch  ;  but  all  that  they  have  or  feem  to  be 
a  doing,  will  infenfibly  reduce  both  of  them,  more  and  more,  to  the  ne- 
ceffity  of  doing  Mr.  Athony's  [the  King's]  bufinefs,  and  even  calling  for 
him. 

To  fignify  ihefe  things  to  you,  was  the  reafon  of  his  calling  for  me, 
and  he  defired  I  would  take  an  occafion  of  waiting  upon  you  for  this  in- 
tent ;  but  I  hope  tlie  writing  this  will  fuffice  ;  if  not,  you  know  where 
to  command.  After  my  compliments  to  him,  I  told  him,  as  to  myfelf, 
I  was  much  more  afraid  of  the  iffue  of  his  fuits,  in  this  following  fea- 
fon,  than  in  the  former.  He  owned,  he  had  been  treated  unworthily, 
upon  feveral  accounts  :  but  that  was  nothing.  For  his  part,  God  had 
blefied  him  with  a  great  deal  of  temper,  and  he  had  taken  tlie  refolution 
of  being  quiet  for  the  prefent  •,  but  he  would  expe£t  his  time  ;  and  if 
Mr.  Matthew  [Harley]  or  others  pufhed  things  to  greater  extremities, 
they  fhould  give  him,  perchance,  only  better  hold,  and  they  fhould  find 
what  metal  he  was  made  of. 

He  defired,  that  his  compliments  might  be  made,  in  a  particular 
manner,  to  Mr.  Barker  [Berwick]  and  Mr.  Wal.  [E.  Midd.]  and  bade 
me  tell  the  latter,  that  he  hoped  Mr.  Wal.  [E.  Midd.]  would  live  to  fee 
better  times,  and  more  according  to  his  fatisfadtion.  He  was  pleafed  to 
afk  me  many  queftions  about  Mr.  Walter's  [E.  Midd.'s]  converfion  ;  and 
faid,  he  had  heard,  at  the  beginning,  as  if  he  had  had  a  mind  of  retiring 
from  bufinefs,  for  good  and  all.  As  for  his  converfion,  I  told  him, 
it  was  beyond  all  doubt,  truly  folid,  and  certainly  upon  motives  alto- 
gether chriflian  ;  and  for  the  rumour  of  his  having  a  mind  to  retire, 
perchance,  his  retiring  to  our  little  feminary,  at  Onkfi  [Paris],  might 
give  occafion  of  that  rumour  ;  but  this  was  only  to  do  his  work  he  had 
undertaken  more  efficacioufly,  and  firft  cleanfe  the  garden  of  fo  many 
weeds  that  had  overrun  it,  and  fecondly  plant  the  fame,  v/ith  necefi"ary 
adornments.  (I  think  he  anfwered,  it  is  what  we  muft  all  come  to ;  but 
I  did  not  underlland  him  perfecbiy).

JNovcmbtr.  -tj^eij.  rneafufesto'dd  'the  bufinels  without  him  ;  and  as  for  his  part,  he 
defired  nothing  more  than  to  be  at  quiet.  Some  bufinefs  to  fettle  mat- 
ters abroad,  would  detain  him  yet  a  little  while,  at  Mr.  Harrifon's 
[Holland]  •,  but  when  that  was  done,  he  would  haften  home,  where  he 
would  maintain  bimfclf  againft  them  all  -,  and  if  Mr.  Mathews  [Harley] 
or  others 'pviflied  matters  any  farther  againft  hini,  perchance  fo  much

But,  after  he  had  ufed'a  great  many  compliments,  &c.  towards  you,  I 
thought  it  would  not  be  amifs,  civilly  to  urge  him  to  fomething  more 
pofitive,  and  endkjayour  to- fee  if  there  were  any  more  folid  afllirances  to 
be  had  from  him,  above  what  one  might  call  a  compliment  -,  and  for  the 
purpofe,  I  objected  this  to  him,  that  fome  might  fay,  he  being  a  lawyer 
offuch  intereft,  why  would  not  he  ftickle  more  in  Mr.  Anthony  [the 
King]  ah-1  Barnard's  [the  Qiieen's]  fuits  ?  He  anfwered,  he  did  not 
know  what  he  could  db  direftly  in  the  matter  •,  but  only  by  managing 
people  fo,  on  occafions,  as  to  make  them  enter  into  the  aforefaid  inter- 
efts ;  and  they  might  afiTure  themfelves,  nothing  fhould  be  wandng  on 
his  fide,  as  occaGons  fhould-prefent.  He  owned,  indeed,  that  he  had 
aded  with  a  great  deal  of  animofity  againft  Fofter  [France],  (and  he 
always  thought  it  the  intereft  of  his  country  fo  to  do)  but  not  againft 
t-hem ;  andj-eally  feemed  to  ftiew  a  great  defire  of  all  things  profpering 
with  you,  and  faid,  that  God  Almighty  had  difpofed  things  fo,  that  he 
folemnly  fworc  again,  that  he  thought  Mr.  Anthony's  [the  King's]  bu- 
finefs.could  not  fail  of  going  forward,  and  that  his  Rode  [religion]  would 
Jipt  be  any  hinderance  to  it,  for  all  the  proteftations  Evans  [England] 
had  made  to  the  contrary.  He  fays,  he  knows  your  coufin  Harry 
[princefs  of  Denmark]  perfedly  well;  that  he  is  a  very  honeft  perfon, 
but  eafily  won  and  wrought  upon  ;  but,  at  the  bottom,  he  certainly  has 
x\o  averfion  from  his  brother  Alexander  [the  King].  But  lie  [princefs 
Anne]  is  one  that  muft  not  be  frightened;  and  the  lawyer  [Churchill] 
fays,  he  thifiks  any  extern  force  ufed,  will  rather  do  more  harm  than 
good,  both  in  regard  of  Harry  [princefs  Anne]  and  others.  Whereas, 
if  one  will  but  let  things  go  on  their  own  train,  Alexander  [the  King's] 
l>ufinefs  will  go  on  of  icfclf,  and  he  does  not  doubt,  but  will  come  to 
a.happy  concl.ufion.

A  clandeftine  negociation  had  now  been  carried  on,  for  five  month*, 
between  France  and  England.  Mr.  Prior  went  to  France  in  the  month 
of  July,  and  came  back  with  Mr.  Mefnager  and  the  abbe  Gaultier,  in 
the  month  of  Auguft.  Preliminary  articles  were  figned,  in  London, 
about  the  latter  end  of  September ;  and  notwithftanding  the  remonftrances 
of  the  Emperor  and  of  the  States,  and  a  fpirited  and  vehement  memo- 
rial from  the  Eledor  of  Hannover,  it  was  determined  to  open  a  general 
congrefs  at  Utrecht,  in  the  beginning  of  the  enfuing  year.  The  court 
of  St.  Germains  feem  to  have  had  fuch  confidence  in  the  attachment  of 
Qiieen  Anne  and  her  miniftry  to  their  caufe,  that  they  were  not  fo  uneafy 
now  at  the  news  of  a  general  peace,  as  at  the  time  of  the  treaty  at  Ryf- 
wick.  The  Dauphin  paid  them  a  vifit,  and  congratulated  them  on 
their  profpeft.  They  did  nor,  however,  negleft  the  meafures  which 
prudence  fuggefied  on  the  occafion, 

Nairne's  J  Memorial  giiJtn  to  the  Marquis  de  I'crcy,  from  which  he  may  form  in- 

vorirVo^.'^'       ftruSlions,  to  the  plenipotentiaries  of  his  mojl  Chriftian  Majefty  at  Utrecht^ 
^^°-  ^'^-  ^  concerning  the  fticcejfion  to  the  crown  of  England. 

This  Memorial,  which  is  but  a  copy  in  Nairne's  hand,  begins  with 
fetting  forth  the  difadvancages  of  which  a  difputed  title  to  the  crown 
had  been  formerly,  and  will  always  continue  to  be,  to  England,  and  then 

proceeds  as  follows  :' 

December,  1711. 

«  I  T  would  be  proper  to  fliow  the  Englilh,  that  the  monarchy  and  the 
hierarchy,  having  fuch  a  clofe  connexion,  and  fo  much  dependence 
the  one  upon  the  other  •,  the  one  cannot  poffibly  fubfift  without  the  other,, 
as  might  beeafily  fiiown,  by  arguments  and  examples.  A  King  muft  en- 
tirely neglecl  his  own  incerefts,  when  he  does  not  proteft  and  maintain 
i  the 
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the  cliurch  of  England,  in  all  its  rights  and  privileges -,  and,  therefore,  1711. 
as  there  is  not  a  ftronger  tye  than  common  intereft,  the  members  of  that  ecember. 
church  may  be  fure,  that  the  King  will  never  depart  from  the  folemn 
promifes  which  he  hath  already  made  to  them,  and  which  he  is  ready  to 
confirm  to  them,  that  he  will  protedt  and  maintain  them,  in  the  peace- 
ful pofleflion  of  all  their  rights,  privileges,  and  immunities,  which  have 
been  granted  to  them  by  afts  of  parliament  and  the  common  law  of  the 
kingdom. 

And,  in  order  to  remove  all  their  uneafinefs  on  the  article  of  religion, 
it  may  be  Ihown  to  them,  that,  in  the  year  1702,  the  King  having  been 
informed,  by  men  of  rank  of  the  church  of  England,  that,  in  order  to  ~ 
render  their  religion  perfeftly  fecure  under  a  Catholic  King,  they  wiflied 
that  his  Majefty  would  grant  them  certain  privileges,  even  beyond  what 
the  afts  of  parliament  and  common  law  of  the  kingdom  allow  them  ; 
his  Majefty  having  examined  their  demands,  granted  them  immediately, 
rlthough  they  could  not  deny  themfelves,  but  by  granting  them,  he  de- 
rogated from  the  rights  and  prerogatives  of  the  crown." 

Then  follows  a  copy  of  the  declaration. 

*'  It  appears  plainly  then,  to  any  one  who  will  refleft,  that  it  is  the  in- 
tereft of  the  Englifh  nation  to  finifli,  as  foon  as  poflible,  all  difputes  about 
the  fucceffion  of  the  crown,  by  re-eftablifhing  it  in  the  right  line  -,  and 
it  appears  likewife,  that  the  catholic  religion,  which  is  the  only  thing 
that  can  be  objefted  to  the  King,  is  of  no  prejudice  to  them,  but,  on 
the  contrary,  an  advantage,  as  his  Majefty  yields  to  the  church  of  Eng- 
land, what  no  Proteftant  King  would  yield  to  them  ;  therefore,  the 
members  of  that  church  will  find  their  account,  and  have  their  pri- 
vileges more  enlarged,  and  their  fecurities  better  eftabliflied  under  the 
King,  being  a  catholic,  than  if  he  was  a  proteftant." 

After  propofing,  in  the  very  words  of  the  Sieur  Lamb^  that  is,  doftor 
Ledie,  that  the  aft  of  fettlement  fliould  be  repealed,  that  every  one 
might  be  at  liberty  to  declare  his  fentiments,  the  Memorialift  proceeds. 

"  After  the  aft,  which  exchanged  the  fucceffion,  ftiall  be  repealed, 
it  would  be  neceflary  to  fend  over  the  King  to  England,  that  he  might 
learn  what  is  necefiary  for  him  to  know,  in  order  to  govern  his  people, 
by  inftrufting  himfelf  in  the  laws  and  cuftoms  of  the  country  ;  and  like-

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171?.  wife,  that  he  might  be  before-hand  with  the  Dutch,  who  might  other- 
December.  ^j[p^  ypQjj  ji^e  fij-fl-  news  of  the  death  of  the  reigning  princefs,  tranfport 
thither  the  prince  of  Hannover,  which  would  infallibly  produce  a  civil 
war,  with  which  they  would  be  very  well  pleafed,  becaufe  they  would 
find  their  account  in  it.  Moreover,  they  know  that  the  prince  of  Han- 
nover, who  has  not  the  beft  title  on  his  fide,  will  ftand  in  need  of  a 
foreign  fupport  to  maintain  him  ;  and,  as  he  cannot  find  it  any  where  but 
with  them,  they  will  by  that  dependence,  realTume  the  diredtion  of  all 
the  affairs  of  England,  as  they  did  during  the  government  of  the  prince 
of  Orange,  which  will  nowife  fuit  either  the  humours  or  the  interefts  of 
the  Englifh  nation. 

When  the  King  would  be  tranfported  to  England,  the  beft  means  of 
fecuring  to  him  the  fucceffion  would  be  to  treat  him  as  a  fovereign,  in 
which,  it  does  not  appear,  there  would  be  any  inconveniency  to  the 
reio-ning  princefs ;  who,  for  aflbciating  her  brother  to  the  royal  title, 
will  not  the  lefs  peaceably  enjoy  all  her  authority,  during  her  own  life; 
as  it  has  been  feen  lately,  that  the  kingdom  was  governed  peaceably,  un- 
der the  names  of  William  and  Mary,  although  the  firft  had  all  the  admini- 
ftration  •,  and  as  it  was  feen  formerly,  that  the  fame  kingdom  was  go- 
verned as  peaceably,  under  the  names  of  Philip  and  Mary,  although  the 
lafi:  alone  had  the  whole  adminiftracion."

'T^HIS  memorial  recites,  that  the  late  King  had  made  a  fettlement  of 
50,000  /.  fterling  upon  the  Queen,  by  letters  patent  under  the 
ereat  feal,  which  was  afterwards  confirmed  by  a6ts  of  parliament  which 
have  never  been  repealed;  that  according  to  the  prerogatives  of  the  Queens 
of  Endand,  (he  had  appointed  her  own  ofiicers  and  difpofed  of  het* 
revenues,  from  the  date  of  the  fettlement ;  that,  therefore,  fhe  has  an 
undoubted  right  to  what  is  due  fince  fne  left  England  ;  and  that,  if  Hie 
could  claim  it,  according  to  the  ufual  forms,  there  is  not  a  court  of 
juftice  in  England,  but  what  would  decide  it  in  her  favour. 

The  memorial  mentions,  in  the  next  place,  that  her  pretenfions  were 
fuftained,  by  the  Englifh  themfelves,  at  the  treaty  of  Ryfwick,  and  re- 
cites 
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cites  the  particulars,  which  may  be  feen  in  the  preceding  volume,  among        1711. 
the  papers  of  that  period.  Decewber. 

"  A  promife  lb  folemn,  reiterated,  and  confirmed,  in  a  manner  fo 
pofitive  and  fo  precife,  and  without  any  condition,  Ihould  not  have  met 
with  any  difficulty  in  the  execution  ;  and  the  more  ib,  that  the  parlia- 
ment of  England  made  no  difficulty  of  tellifying,  in  a  very  elfedual 
manner,  their  approbation  of  that  promife,  by  furnilTiing  the  prince  with 
the  means  of  performing  it :  for,  in  the  firft  feffion  after  the  peace,  the 
commons  afiembled  in  parliament,  granted  him  a  new  fund  of  a  hundred 
thouland  pounds  ftening  of  an  additional  revenue,  of  which  they  ap- 
propriated  the  half  to  fupply  the  funds  on  which  the  appanage  had  been 
affigned,  and  which  had  been  otherwife  employed  ;  and  to  ftiow  further, 
that  it  was  their  intention  that  the  fum  fhould  be  paid  honeftly  to  the 
Qiieen,  according  to  the  promife  publickly  and  pofitively  made,  in  the 
name  of  the  nation,  without  exacting  any  condition  from  her  Majefty, 
they  added  a  claufe,  by  which  it  was  declared,  that  thofe  who  fhould  be 
employed  to  remit  the  money  to  the  Qiieen,  in  France,  fhould  not  be 
fubjedt  to  the  penalties  of  the  law  which  forbade  all  correfpondence 
with  the  court  of  St.  Germains,  This  evidently  fhows,  that  the  pre- 
tended condition,  which  was  afterwards  alleged  to  elude  the  payment, 
was  ill-founded  ;  and  that  the  parliament  never  thought  of  exacting  fuch 
conditions." 

The  memorial  next  propofes,  that  at  the  enfuing  treaty  of  peace,  the 
fum  of  50,000  /.  Ihould  be  fecured  to  the  Qiieen  for  life  ;  and  that  all 
the  arrears,  due  fince  the  Revolution,  at  leaft  fince  the  treaty  of  Ryf- 
wick,  fhould  be  paid.  It  fpecifies  the  manner  in  which  this  fhould  be 
done  •,  particularly,  that  the  Qiieen  fliOuld  be  at  liberty  to  nominate 
any  perfon  Ihe  chofe  to  receive  her  money,  and  to  grant  valid  difcharges 
to  the  government  of  England,  without  her  being  obliged  to  fign  any 
other  deed,  engagement,  or  acknowledgment,  but  a  procuration  to  them 
to  aft  in  her  name." 

This  memorial  is  followed  by  another,  demanding  a  general  in- 
demnity for  all  the  Englifh,  Scots,  and  Irilh,  who  went  over  to  France, 
fince  the  Revolution. 

HAN- 
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1711.  rrAO  explain  the  papers  of  the  family  of  Hannover,  in  the  prefent 
jL  year,  a  fhort  detail  of  leading  fafts  may  be  necefTary.  The  baron 
de  Bothmar,  envoy  extraordinary  from  the  Eledtor,  arrived  in  London, 
early  this  year.  Though  the  duke  of  Marlborough  was  permitted  to  re- 
tain the  command  of  the  army,  the  dutchefs  was  deprived  of  all  her 
employments ;  and  Harley,  at  the  defire  of  the  Queen,  informed  the 
court  of  Hannover  of  Iier  difmifTion.  The  Eledloral  Prince,  who  had 
been  eledled  a  Knight  of  the  Garter  in  1706,  was  inftalled  at  Windfor  in 
•December  1710;  the  lord  Halifax  ferving  as  his  proxy.  The  earl  of 
Rochefter,  the  Queen's  maternal  uncle,  who,  from  his  rank,  abilities, 
experience  in  bufinefs,  and  influence  with  the  high-church  party,  was  the 
only  rival  of  Harley,  died  fuddenly,  in  the  May  of  the  prefent  year.  A 
fair  field  being  left  for  Harley's  ambition,  he  became  lord-treafurer,  earl 
lof  Oxford  and  Mortimer,  and  was  confidered  as  prime  minifter. 

Marlborough,  endeavouring  to  overcome  his  enemies  in  the  cabinet  by 
the  fplendour  of  his  adlions  in  the  field,  made  various,  but  unfuccefsful, 
efforts  to  force  the  Marefchal  de  Villars  to  a  battle.  He,  however,  by  a 
fudden  exertion,  furprifed  the  famous  lines  with  which  the  French  had 
joined  the  Scheld,  the  Sanfette,  the  Scarpe,  and  the  Ugy.  The  confe- 
quence  of  this  enterprife  was  the  fiege  and  furrender  of  Bouchain,  the 
laft  exploit  of  the  duke  of  Marlborough.  Mr.  Matthew  Prior,  having 
been  fent  clandeftinely  by  the  miniftry  with  preliminaries  of  peace  to 
France,  arrived  at  Fountainbleau,  in  the  month  of  July.  Lewis  the  XIV. 
afraid  either  to  accept  or  refufe  the  terms  offered  by  Prior,  fent  to  Lon- 
don, in  his  company,  Monf.  Menager  and  the  famous  Abbe  du  Bois.  An 
intimate  correfpondence  was  eftablifhed  between  the  Briti(h  and  French 

minifters 
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minifters  ;  and  preliminary  articles,  to  the  fatisfadlion  of  both,  were  figned       1 7 1 1 , 

on  the  twenty- feventh  of  September.     The  Qiieen  fent  the  earl  of  Rivers 

to  Hannover,  to  allure  the  Eleftor,  that  the  fucceflion  of  his  family  to 

the  crown  of  Great  Britain  fhould  be  feciired  in  the  treaty.     The  earl  of 

Oxford  and  his  aflbciates  made  the  fame  affurances,  in  vain  ;  the  jealoufy 

of  his  Eledoral  Highnefs  having  been  raifed  by  tlie  emiflaries  of  the 

Whigs. 

The  lord  Raby,  who  had  been  appointed,  in  the  preceding  March,;, 
ambaflador  extraordinary  to  the  States-general,  was  created  earl  of  Straf- 
ford in  the  beginning  of  September,  and  in  the  end  of  that  month  was 
fent  back  to  Holland,  to  prels  the  opening  of  a  general  congrefs.  The 
privy- feal,  upon  the  death  of  the  duke  of  Kewcaftle,  was  delivered  into 
the  cuftody  of  Dr.  Robinfon,  bifhop  of  Briftol,  who  was  intended  to  be 
joined  as  plenipotentiary  to  the  earl  of  Strafford,  on  the  expeifted  con  • 
grefs.  Dodor  Swift  gives  the  chara6ter  of  both  very  juftly,  in  a  few 
words.  "  They  were  prafticed  in  bufmefs,  but  pofTeffed  no  parts, 
Strafford  hath  fome  life  and  fpirit ;  but  is  infinitely  proud,  and  wholly 
illiterate."  His  lorddiip's  letters,  indeed,  furnifli  no  proof  of  his  learn- 
ing ;  and  Robinfon  was  a  heavy,  though  decent  man. 

An  incident,  in  Scotland,  employed  the  attention  of  the  court  of  Han. 
nover,  in  the  prefent  year.    The  dutchefs  of  Gordon,  a  Roman  Catholic 
prefuming  on  the  temper  of  the  times,  fent  a  medal  of  the  Pretender  to 
Mr.  Robert  Bennet,  dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Advocates  at  Edinburgh. 
This  piece  of  filver  had  a  legend  upon  it,  importing  that  the  kingdom  ■ 
fhould  be  reftored  to  the  right  owner.     At  a  meeting  of  the  Faculty, 
thanks  were  voted  to  her  Grace;  and  Mr.  Robert  Dundas  of  Arniftoa 
returned  them,  in  terms  fufPciently  feditious  and  bold.     He  thanked  . 
her  for  prefenting  them  with  a  medal  of  their  fovereign  lord  the  King- 
He  hoped,  that  her  Grace  would  foon  have  an  opportunity  of  prefenting 
to  the  faculty  of  Advocates  a  fecond  medal,  ftruck  upon  the  reftoration 
of  the  King  and  royal  family,  and  the  finifhing  of  rebellion,  ufurpation,  . 
tyranny,  and  whiggery.     No  inquiry  was  made  into  this  affair,  till  the 
baron  de  Kreyenberg,  in  the  name  of  his  mafter,  the  Ele(5lor,  complained 
of  the  conduft  of  the  advocates  to  the  Queen.     In  compliance  with  his  ■ 
reprefentation,    Sir  David  Dalrymple,    the  lord  advocate,  who  was  a 
Whig,  when  it  fuited  with  his  own  interelt,  was  difmiffed  from  his  of- 
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fice,  for  his  being  remifs  in  the  profeciition  of  the  delinquents.     The 
premiling  of  thefe  fads  will  explain  the  correfpondence  of  this  year.

"  "pElNG  ready  to  embark,  your  Eleftoral  Highnefs  will  be  pleafed 
to  allow  me  to  thank  you,  by  this  letter,  for  all  the  attention 
you  have  condefcended  to  fhew  me,  and  to  afllire  you,  that  I  am  firmly 
refolvf  d  to  conform  mylelf,  in  all  refpefts,  to  the  excellent  advices  your 
Elefloral  Highnefs  has  been  pleafed  to  give  me  by  Monfieur  de  Bulau. 
Monfieur  de  Bothmar,  who  has  been  detained  by  contrary  winds  till 
now,  will  be  a  witnefs  of  this,  and  will  have  the  honour  to  fend  infor- 
mation, from  time  to  time,  of  what  pafl"es.

I 
mufl:  not  however  conceal  from  you  that  my  correfpondents  write  to  me, 
that  thofe  who  have  mod  credit  at  prefent,  are  refolved  to  embarrafs  me, 
by  depriving  me  of  officers  and  others  in  whom  I  place  the  mofl  confi- 
dence. 
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dcnce.  You  will  be  informed  by  your  minifters  here,  that  it  has  been  171 1. 
refolved  to  take  all  pofTible  meafures  tor  being  in  the  field  early  next  January* 
year.  For  this  purpofe  all  the  troops  muft  be  complete  on  the  25th  of 
March,  and  magazines  of  forage  will  be  formed  on  the  frontiers.  But  the 
principal  fubjedl  of  confidcration  was  how  to  carry  on  the  war  in  Spain 
with  the  greateft  vigour.  Her  Majerty,  on  her  fide,  makes  her  utmoft 
efforts ;  fhe  takes  2000  more  of  Imperial  cavalry  into  her  pay,  and  fur- 
nilhes  2500  recruits  for  the  Imperial  infantry,  at  the  rate  of  20  crowns 
each  ;  fhe  is  at  the  expence  of  tranlporting  them  all  to  Catalonia,  befides 
an  equal  number  of  recruits  for  the  Englifli  infantry,  and  five  battalions 
of  an  augmentation  :  it  is  expeded  that  thefe  have  failed  already.  This 
is  intended  as  an  example  to  excite  the  court  of  Vienna  and  the  States- 
general  to  exert  themfelves  likewife  on  their  fide.  Prince  Eugene,  at  parting, 
gave  reafon  to  hope  that  the  Emperor  would  fend  four  battalions  to  Spain, 
if  the  States  would  do  as  much.  The  province  of  Holland  has  taken  a 
favourable  refolution  in  confequence  of  this ;  and  it  is  hoped,  the  other 
provinces  will  foon  follow  the  example,  efpecially  as  count  Zinzendorff 
has  fince  declared  his  Imperial  Majefty's  confent  to  this  augmentation. 
Thefe  troops  will  be  a  powerful  fuccour,  if  they  arrive  in  time,  and  the 
greateft  care  will  be  taken  that  they  fliall ;  but  the  bad  news  we  have 
lately  received  from  that  country  will  oblige  both  the  one  and  the  other 
to  take  ftill  more  vigorous  refolutions. 

I  entreat  your  Eleftoral  Highnefs  to  continue  to  honour  me  with  your 
kindnefs,  and  to  be  perfuaded  of  the  inviolable  and  refpedtful  attachment 
with  which  I  am,  &c."

"  A  S  it  appears  that  the  Kings  of  Denmark  and  of  Poland  cannot

I 
confefs  we  muft  own  it  as  a  very  great  providence,  that  all  his  endea- 
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vours  to  obftruft  us  have  meet  with  fo  little  fuccefs.     As  I  have  not  yet 
received  any  reply  to  the  anfvver  I  gave  to  the  refolution  of  the  counfel  of 
ftate  at  the  Hague,  relating  to  the  projeiH;  for  the  winter-quarters,  whereof 
I  ftnt  you  a  copy  the  20th  paft,  I  have  reafon  to  apprehend  they  are  not  fo 
fully  convinced  as  were  to  be  wiflied  of  the  necenity  of  perfuing  it ;  and, 
as  there  is  no  time  to  be  loft,  I  have  prevaill'd  with  lord  Albemarle  to  take 
a  journey  to  the  Hague,  to  reprefent  the  great  advantages  that  muft  ac- 
crue to  the  publick  by  the  meafures  we  propofe.   Befides,  the  papers  where- 
of you  have  already  copies,  I  have  furnifhed  his  lordfliip  with  the  like,  to 
be  incl  fed,  by  which  you  will  fee  the  arguments  enforced  ;  and  how  in- 
confiderable  the  expence  of  ffbrage  will  be,  with  refpedl  to  the  great  ad- 
vantages we  may  hope  to  reap  from  it.     I  could  not  enter  into  the  other 
articles  of  the  expence,  becaufe  they  are  very  incertain.     Befides  that,  it 
may  reafonably  be  expedt'd  the  great  towns,  who  will  be  eafed,  fhould 
contribute  towards  it.     As  foon  as  his  lordlhip  returns,  I  fliall  let  you 
know  the  fuccefs  of  his  journey.     In  the  mean  time,  I  hope  lord  Stair 
will  be  with  us,  that  there  may  be  no  delay  on  our  fide.     Enclofed  I  fend 
you  a  letter  Mr.  Bulau  has  juft  now  delivred  to  me  from  the  Eleftor  of 
Hannover.     I  Ihall  defer  returning  an  anfwer,  til  I  receive  the  Queen's 
direftions  upon  the  contents ;  which,  I  pi^ay,  may  be  as  foon  as  you  can.

It  will  be 

otherwife  with  my  troops,  which,  in  fuch  quarters,  will  be  no  longer 

under  the  infpeftion  of  my  generals,  and  will  be  too  diftant  to  receive 

their  recruits  with  facility ;  whereas,  when  my  troops  are  placed  \\\  their 

ufual  quarters,  I  fhall  take  particular  care  that  their  recruits  fhall  be 

fent  to  them  early,  and  that  the  whole  corps  fhall  be  in  condition  to  march 

to  the  rendezvous  as  foon  as  you  fhall  judge  proper  to  afl'emble  the  ;r  ny. 

I  hope  likewife  I  fhall  fend  back  time  enough  the  regiments  of  cavalry 

and  dragoons  which  I  propofe  to  bring  this  winter  into  my  dominions. 

In  this  I  defire  you  to  continue  your  good  offices  with  the  Queer,  and  to 

be  perfuaded  that  I  fhall  be  very  grateful  for  them.    I  always  am  very

of  better  things  than  parchment,  which  your  Royal  Highnefs  faid  for- 
merly, merely  to  tell  me,  was  all  you  got  by  the  Englifli  fuccelTion  j 
and  I  hope  this  fmall  beginning  is  only  a  forerunner  of  a  greater  mark  of 
the  Queen's  confideration  for  you,  than  what  has  yet  been  done  ;  for  be- 
fore I  came  from  England,  I  had  a  difcourfe  with  fome  very  great  peo- 
ple of  this  prefent  miniftry,  and  who  are  extreme  good  fervants  of  your 
Royal  Highnefs,  upon  a  matter  ought  to  have  been  thought  on  before, 
and  which,  I  believe,  will  make  you  eafy,  and  fliow  you  how  falfe  all 
thofe   malicious   ftories  and   inventions,    made  to   raife  jealoufies,  are 
grown  ;  for  you  may  certainly  depend  upon  it,  this  prefent  miniftry  are 
more  friends  to  you,  to  the  proteftant  fuccefllon,  than  the  laft  were ;  for 
thefe  defire  that  you  fliould  fucceed  to  the  crown  and  royalty,  whereas, 
if  the  others  had  been  [not]  forced  to  diveft  themfelves  of  the  regency, 
they  had  well  nigh  calculated  to  keep  in  their  own  hand,  your  fuccefllon 
was  to  depend  fo  much  upon  them,  that  the  name  and  title  of  Qiieen  or 
King  might  have  defcended  to  you  or  your  family;  but  that  was  plainly 
all  they  defigned  you,  though,  now  they  are  turned  out,  they  and  their 
friends  will  try  to  prove  the  contrary." 

In  the  remaining  part  of  this  letter,  confifting  of  twenty  pages,  be 
communicates  his  inftrucftions  to  prefs  a  general  congrefs,  and  endeavours 
to  fliew  that  Great  Britain  was  made  the  pack-horfe  of  the  war,  and  that 
the  Dutch  and  Imperialifts  did  not  fecond  her  exertions. — They  often 
frultrated  the  txeft  concerted  meafures  ; — they  refufed  to  agree  to  a  plan 

of 
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of  operations  which  would  have  foon  finilhed  the  war : — the  Emperor  1711. 
intended  to  enrich  hlmfelf  by  the  continuance  of  it; — the  Dutch  to  ruin  Odiober. 
the  Englilli.  trade,  and  to  cncreafe  their  own;  — their  miniftcrs  prefumed 
to  interfere  in  the  domeftic  affairs  of  England; — the  Dutch  refuled  the 
flipulated  fuccours,  when  the  Pretender  threatened  an  invaiion  ;  — the 
Queen  has  made  no  feparate  peace,  and  will  make  no  peace  till  the  allies 
arefatisfied.

that  the  lord  treafurer  told  you,  that  you  ought  to  fend  toEng. 
land  a  procuration  for  fyblCribing  in  the  funds  of  the  South  Sea  com- 
pany, the  9375  /.  fterling  which  are  due  to  us  by  a  warrant  of  the  late 
King  William,  and  which  have  been  acknowledged  as  a  national  debt, 
in  the  lall  fefllon  of  parliament.  As  it  does  not  become  us  to  make  this 
fubfcription,  we  fhall  not  refolve  upon  it,  but  in  cafe  of  neceffity,  pre- 
ferring, in  all  refpeds,  to  be  paid  this  debt  in  cadi.  Our  intention,  there- 
fore is,  that  you  fhould  make  reprefentations  to  the  lord  treafurer  to 
obtain  this  payment,  affuring  him,  that  we  Ihall  be  very  particularly 
obliged  to  the  Qiieen,  if  her  Majefty  would  be  pleafed  to  take,  upon  her 
own  account,  ftocks  of  the  South  Sea  company,  for  the  fum  which  is  due 
to  us,  and  pay  to  us  that  fum,  as  it  is  very  juft  v/e  fhould  receive  it  com- 
plete, after  having  waited  for  it  lb  long.

"  r  Conlider,  as  a  continuation  of  the  friendfhip  which  you  always  tefti- 
fied  for  me,  that  you  have  been  pleafed  to  communicate  to  me  the 
commiffion  which  the  Queen  gave  you,  to  treat  of  a  peace,  in  concur- 
rence with  the  States-general.     It  is  true,  that  the  Earl  of  Rivers  likewife 
has  had  orders,  to  communicate  to  the  Eleftor,  my  fon,  and  to  me,  her 
Majefty's  laudable  intentions  ;  but  he  did  not  enlarge  upon  the  fubjedt, 
as  you  have  been  at  the  trouble  to  do.     He  has  alfo  brought  a  prefent  to 
tlie  Queen's  god-daughrer,  as  an  honourable  mark  of  her  favours,  which 
are    infinitely  efteemed.    I   would    not,  however,  give  my  parchment 
for  it :  fmce  it  will  be  an  everlafting  monument  in  the  archives  of  Han- 
nover ;  and  the  prefent  of  the  httle  princefs  will  go,  when  fhe  is  grown 
up,  into  another  family.

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1712.       f  I  THOUGH  the  earl  of  Oxford  made  ufe  of  the  zeal,  and  even  vio- 
February.        _£      lence  of  the  Tories,  to  poflefs  himfelf  of  power,  he  was  unwilling 
to  throw  himfelf  entirely  into  the  hands  of  that  party,  by  difplacing  all 
the  real  and  fuppofed  Whigs.     In  the  inferior  departments,  the  retainers 
of  the  former  miniftry  ftill  remained ;  and  the  duke  of  Marlborough  was 
continued  at  the  head  of  the  army.

T  Have  done  all  I  can  towards  perfuading  your  friend  to  give  you  an 
account  of  all  your  affairs.  The  atrair  of  the  duke  of  Hamilton 
and  Mr.  Fleetwood  is  not  yet  determined;  but  he  favs,  if  the  adl  of  for- 
feiture, in  King  James  the  Firft,  does  fail  him  (which  was  that  the  late 
lord  — — — ,  or  any  other  being  bred  in  a  popifh  fcminary,  forfeited  his 
eftate)  fo  if  at  the  trial  the  aft  be  deficient,  he  will  get  an  a6l  for  the  fu- 
ture fliall  reach  all  the  Papifts,      This  he  faid  lall  night. 

As  to  your  affair,  Mr.  Harris  [Harley]  is  entirely  a  friend  to  Mr.  San- 
dy [Hannover],  notwithftanding  the  dilbbliging  meafures  that  fpark  has 
taken  to  dilbblige  him  perfonally,  as  ridicu-ing  his  endeavours  ;  but  his 
head  is  feton  fhewing  him  he  is  above  refentment,  and  that  he  has  been 
put  in  a  wrong  way  -,  and  that  he  has  taken  by  the  hand  thofe  that  will 
ruin  his  credit  with  his  uncle  Carre  [the  church  of  England],  who  will 
certainly  make  him  his  heir,  if  he  will  yet  abandon  that  ill-family  that  he 
is  fo  linked  to  at  prefent ;  and,  in  order  to  prove  his  zeal,  as  foon  as  the 
quarrel  is  made  up  with  Mr.  Jacob  Smith  [the  King  of  France]  and  Mifs 
Dibby  Jons  [the  princefs  Anne]  he  will  fend  his  relation  to  your  coufin 
Sandy  [Hannover],  to  demonftrate  to  him  that  he  is  fincere  ;  and,  in  the 
mean  time,  he  does  all  he  can,  in  order  to  get  him  to  prevail,  by  all  the 
arts  that  he  is  capable  of.  Thofe,  he  knows,  look  another  way.  He  finds 
ways  to  leffen  and  difcourage,  and  whatever  they  have  is  what  he  cannot 
avoid.  He  would  not  have  a  clamorous  complaint;  fo  manages  it  with 
dexterity.  Your  relations  [the  church  party]  fee  it,  but  cannot  help 
themfelves-,  for,  on  the  other  fide,  Mr.  Willie  [the  Whigs]  would  ruin 
them  worfe-,  fo  that,  to  ufe  a  moaifli  exprefTion,  they  are  forced  to  hold 
the  candle  to  the.  devil,  at  prefent,  and  after  a  little  time  he  will  defy 
them  to  hurt  him,  when  the  great  decifion  is  over. 

Now  to  public  news;  I  muft  inform  you  that  the  parliament,  by  the 
votes  which  you  fee,  have  fo  expofed  the  allies,  that  it  is  plain  they  do 
not  intend  to  have  any  more  of  the  fame  deali' gs  with  them,  and  that  a 
peace  is  certain.     The  Portugal  minifter  faid,    at  Somerfet-houfe,   in 
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1 71 2.       public,  that  the  parliament  had  called  his  mafter  rogue  and  rafcal  •,  but 
Februaiy.      ^^^^   j^g  ^^g  abufed  in  good  company,  meaning  the  Emperor  and  the 
Dutch.     The  Whigs  croud  after  prince  Eugene,  and  cabal  with  him 
hourly;  but  it  can  come  to  nothing.     The  parliament  is  to  go  on  the  bar- 
rier treaty  :  that  will  lay  a  great  fcene  open.    The  duke  of  iVIarlborough 
did  not  fign  it  -,  but  there  is  a  letter  of  his,  that  proves  that  he  ordered 
my  lord  Townlend  to  fign  it.     They  fay  the  two  fcored   articles  are, 
that  the  Dutch  fhould  have  all  'the  conquered  towns  from  Cambray  to 
the  other  fide  for  themfelves,  and  that  they  are  to  furnifii  England  with 
30,000  men  and  40  fhips,  for  the  loyalifts  of  England  to  fecure  them. 
The  parliament  will  be  judges  of  that  defign.     The  Queen  declares  they 
did  not  let  her  read  it,  but  faid  it  was  approved  of  by  the  council,  fo 
fhe  figned  it.     The  article  relating  to  Portugal  is  very  dilhonourable  for 
England  ;  they  agreeing  to  have  our  fleet  to  attend  them,  on  all  occa.- 
fions  they  thought  proper  for  them.     This  makes  a  great  noife,  has  ,ex- 
pofed  the  Whigs  more  than  all  their  other  management,  and  left  them 
without  excufe.     The  birth-day  of  the  Queen,  the  duke  of  Marlborough 
was  in  a  chair  in  St.  James's  Park,  with  the  curtains  drawn;  the  mob, 
that  believed  it  to  be  the  prince  Eugene,  huzza'd  the  chair;  but  the 
duke  modeftly  drew  back  the  curtains  and  put  himfelf  our,  and  with  a 
fign  fhewed  his  diflike  to  the  falutation.     The  mob,   finding  their  miC- 
take,  and  that  it  was  he,  cried  out,  "  Stop  thief,"  which  was  a  thorough 
mortification  to  him.     His  daughters,  that  day,  to  ftiew  their  contempt 
of  the  court,  were  in  wrapping-gowns  at  a  window  in  St.  James's,  to  fee 
the  company  pafs,  two  of  them,  and  the  other  two  drove  through  the 
Pall-mall  four  times,  in  the  worfl:  mob-drefs  they  could  put  themfelves. 
The  duke  was  in  a  black  fuit,  that  day,  and  his  fon-in-law,  the  duke  of 
Montague,  was  at  court  in  a  plain,  coarfe,  red  coat,  with  a  long  Ihoulder- 
knot,  in  ridicule  of  the  day ;  but  the  Queen  had  the  fatisfaftion  to  fee 
the  moft  fplendid  court  that  ever  was,  and  crowded  more  than  ever,  by 
all  the  church,  nobility  and  gentry.    There  was  a  fliort  uproar.  .My  lord 
Marlborough  finds  his  levees  much  thinner  than  they  were,  and  daily 
lefs  and  lefs.     The  people  are  difgufted  at  him.     In  a  little  time  he  will 
be  odious  to  them.     How  they  huzza  the  duke  of  Ormond,  who  loves 
popularity  too  well.     Prince  Eugene  wears  the  fword  the  Qiieen  gave 
him,  ever  fince  the  birth-day ;  it  is  worth  6000  /.     He  has  had  his  an- 
3  fver 
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fwer  from  the  third  day  he  was  here.     The  court  wifli  him  gone;  but       17 12. 
my  lord  Oxford  does  not  apprehend  any  thing  from  him.     The  Whigs, 
fince  they  mifled  fending  him  to  the  Tower  by  their  impeachment,  can- 
not reach  him  fince  the  additional  lords.     They  fay  there  will  be  fix  more 
made.     The  Whigs  cry  out  at  the  number  that  was  made  to  ferve  a  turn, 
and  fay  it  deftroys  one  of  the  three  parts  of  our  conftitution  ;  and  made 
the  Queen  and  lords  one,  which  ought  to  be  two  parts,  and  the  commons 
the  third.     Though  it  is  in  the  power  of  the  crown,  the  truft  is  betrayed, 
when  ufed  to  deftroy  the  power  of  parliaments.     It  cannot  be  imagined 
how  the  votes  that  refledled  on  the  allies  have  difcouraged  the  Whigs  ;  for 
'it  has  ended  all  their  hopes  of  having  the  war  continued.     This  news  of 
Brafette  has  been  an  unlucky  ftroke  for  the  allies.     The  Scottifh  peers 
will  fit  no  more  ;  they  have  abfented  themfelves  thefe  five  days ;  declare 
the  union   broke ;  and  this  of  liberty  for  the  church-clergy  is  direftly 
againft  the  agreement.     The  Scots  will  prove  themfelves  the  bribery, 
and  to  whom  the  money  was  given  to  get  it  figned.     There  is  nobody 
made  mafter  of  the  horfe;  it  is  in  commiflion,  they  fay,  till  my  lord 
Strafford's  return.    The  duke  of  Somerfet  is  not  yet  out  of  the  bed-cham- 
ber.    The  lady  Catharine  Hyde  is  bed-chamber  lady.     My  lord  Not- 
tingham continues  to  work  to  draw  fome  over  to  the  flying  party,  which 
he  defigned  to  ruin  the  lord  treafurer  with  •,  but  it  will  not  do.     The 
Diflinters  are  highly  dilTatisfied  with  the  State-whigs,  for  betraying  them,  ' 

as  they  call  it.  My  lord  treafurer  declares  to  them  he  would  have  pre- 
vented it,  if  he  could  -,  for  certainly  he  is  a  friend  to  them,  though  an 
enemy  to  the  State-whigs,  who  would  have  ruined  him  and  his  country." 


The  defigns  and  projeSls  of  the  Whigs  againft  the  Tory  miniftry  difcovered  and 
prevented^  at  the  time  prince  Eugene  came,  and  the  duke  of  Marlborough     ^'^"^  L  „ 
was  turned  out  of  all  his  employments.  vol.  iv.  410, 


*'  T^HE  whigifh  faftion,  being  difappointed  in  the  execution  of  all  their 
black  defigns  fince  their  being  turned  out,  induftrioufiy  made  ufc 
of  the  Emperor's  and  Hannoverian  minifters  (who  were  well  prepared  to 
break  ofi^  the  treaty)  to  procure  the  averfion  of  the  vulgar  againft  a 
peace. 

The  firft  ftep  made  towards  it  was,  that  the  Emperor's  minifters  hav-

1712.  aflured  the  Tor)"  miniftry  intended  to  procure  a  match  to  be  made,  and 
a  marriage  folemnized  between  the  Pretender's  filler  and  the  King  of 
Sweden ;  and  that  reftoring  the  Pretender  would  be  the  confequence  of 
fuch  a  match ;  and  that  he  is  in  the  bottom  of  the  prefent  negociation  for 
a  peace. 

This  was  calculated  for  a  bait  to  bring  over  the  ignorant  part  of  the 
commonalty  on  their  fide,  as  Doftor  Sacheverel's  fermon  was  ferviceable- 
for  the  Tories,  upon  which  enfued  the  late  change  of  the  miniftry  ;  and 
accordingly  Bothmar  was  prevailed  upon  to  prefent  the  late  memorial 
•  to  the  QLieen,  who  furreptitioufly  got  it  printed  and  publiflied  againft  the 
fitting  of  the  parliament. 

But  finding  it  had  not  the  defired  effeft,  they  were  relolved  to  leave  no* 
{lone  unturned,  and  accordingly  prefied  prince  Eugene's  coming  for 
England,  to  lay  before  the  Qiieen  and  parliament  his  mailer's  mighty 
'  propofals,  viz.  that  England  fliould  have  all  the  Weft  Indies,  and  a  free 
trade  throughout  all  Spain,  and  that  90,000  men,  at  his  Imperial  Ma- 
jefty's  proper  charges,  fhould  be  employed  wherever  the  Queen  Ihould 
appoint. 

Thefe  high  propofals  put  them  in  mighty  hopes  of  prevailing  with  the 
Queen,  having  the  houfe  of  lords  already  prepared,  the  majority  being 
Whigs :  but,  on  the  contrary,  the  Qiieen  and  miniftry  were  fo  averfe  to 
it,  that,  to  balance  the  lords,  ftie  made  twelve  new  peers  all  of  a  ftart, 
whereby  ftie  has  eftablilhed  a  majority  of  the  lords,  as  well  as  of  the 
commons,  of  her  fide  for  the  peace. 

But  her  Majefty,  finding  the  faftion  fo  earneft  for  the  prince's  com- 
ing, upon  thefe  occafions,  difpatched  a  melTenger  to  Holland,  to  pre- 
vent  his  coming  over,  who  miffing  him,  by  reafon  of  his  having  em- 
barked before  the  meflenger's  arrival,  and  his  being  detained  by  contrary 
winds  for  feveral  days,  it  was  thought  neceflary  (in  order  to  weaken  his 
pretenfions  and  difcountenance  the  faction)  to  remove  the  duke  of  Marl- 
borough from  all  places  of  truft,  which  fudden  and  unexpeded  change 
quite  broke  all  their  meafures. 

The  prince  at  his  landing,  finding  things  in  this  difmal  pofture,  and 
forefeeing  his  fruitlefs  errand,  would  expofe  him  to  a  public  ridicule,  con- 
certed with  his  party  to  form  another  pLuiible  fcheme  of  laying  before 

the  Queen  and  ooth  houfes,  viz. 

7  That 
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That  his  mafter  had  formed  a  new  alliance  with  Holland,  PruITia,  1712. 
Denmark,  Poland,  the  Czar  of  Mufcovy,  Hannover,  and  the  other  princes 
of  the  Empire,  and  all  the  Hans  Towns,  for  fecuring  the  proteftant  fuc- 
ceflion,  and  if  poflible  to  bring  his  Swedifli  Majefty  into  the  alliance. 
But  the  miniftry  look  upon  all  this  to  be  only  a  dtfign  to  get  the  ma- 
nagement again  into  their  own  hands,  rather  than  a  fincere  intention  of 
performiitg  any  better,  than  the  laft  treaty  has  been  executed  on  the  late 
Emperor's  part-,  and  accordingly  rejeded  it. 

Then  little  Eugene  thought  of  another  projeft,  viz.  To  have  the  duke 
of  Hannover's  fon  brought  into  England,  wherein  he  is  like  to  fail,  as 
well  as  in  all  the  reft. 

But  I  muft  not  omit,  how  the  party  have  premeditated  and  concerted 
the  manner  of  the  reception  of  this  little  emiflary. 

Firft,  to  render  him  the  more  popular,  and  his  errand  the  more  plau- 
fible,  he  was  to  be  met  by  feveral  thoufands  on  horfeback  at  his  landing, 
and  conducted  with  great  acclamations  and  huzzas  through  the  city, 
where  great  illuminations  and  ringing  of  bells  was  to  be  made,  and  the 
mob  to  cry  out,  No  peace.  No  peace  ;  and  then  great  and  fplendid  en- 
tertainments were  to  be  made  by  fubfcription  for  him.  All  which  fine 
doings  were  timely  prevented,  by  the  vigilance  of  the  miniftry,  who  were 
truly  apprized  of  it. 

Prince  Eugene's  nephew  is  dead  of  the  fmall  pox. 

Here  is  a  Flemiftithat  has  given  articles  to  the  Queen,  my  lord  keeper, 
lord  treafurer,  and  lord  prefident  of  the  council,  againft  my  lord  Marl- 
borough ;  what  will  be  proved,  is  not  yet  known  *." 


The  following  curious  petition  of  the  generality  of  Ghent  is  probably 
meant  by  the  writer  in  the  laft  paragraph  of  the  preceding  paper.

municated  to  "  'T^HE  deputation  of  the  city  or  Ghent  in  Flanders,  reprefenting  the 

generality  of  that  province,  caft  themfelves  at  your  Majefty's  feet, 
and,  with  all  refped  and  fubmiffion,  fet  forth  :  That  the  glorious  battle 
of  Ramillies,  which  was  fought  by  the  troops  of  her  High  Allies  againft 
the  P'rench,  had  given  us  hopes  of  being  freed  from  their  tyranny. 
Whereas  general  Cadogan,  whom  your  Majefty  was  pleafed  to  appoint, 
in  the  room  of  Mr.  Stepney,  for  the  general  government,  and  my  lord 
duke,  perfons  who  tread  under  foot  the  glory  of  your  Majefty  and  of  all 
the  Englifti  nation,  in  that,  in  the  year  1706,  at  the  taking  of  the  city 
of  Ghent,  they  immediately  made  an  agreement,  with  the  members  of 
that  province,  promifing  them  their  proteftion  and  continuance  of  it, 
notwithftanding  they  had  ferved  the  enemy,  the  French,  which  they  per- 
formed, and  thereby  reaped  the  benefit  of  the  fweat  and  blood  of  the 
poor  provinces  of  Flanders  ;  my  lord  duke  having  got  fix  thoufand  pif- 
toles,  and  general  Cadogan  one  thoufand  in  fpecie. 

After  a  regulation  was  forthwith  framed,  for  the  better  direflion  of 
the  faid  province,  figned  by  the  faid  lord  duke  and  the  deputies  of  the 
States  of  Holland,  the  6th  Oflober  1706;  but  the  fame  being  to  the 
prejudice  of  thofe  perfons  who  were  in  offices,  and  whofe  perquifites  were 
thereby  fomewhat  reftrained,  they  entreated  the  faid  lord  duke  and  Cado- 
gan to  inhibit  the  fame,  which  was  likewife  granted  them,  whereby  Ca- 
dogan got  for  himfelf  40,000  gilders,  out  of  the  faid  poor  and  exhaufted 
province,  which  has  been  for  fo  many  years  the  feat  of  war,  and  fupplied 
with  bad  diredors,  who  have  made  themfelves  rich  as  Crcsfus,  and  en- 
tirely impoverifhed  the  province. 

The  confequence  which  befel  the  High  Allies,  by  thofe  infamous  and 
contribution-thirfty  thieves,  the  lord  duke  and  Cadogan,  in  their  caufing 
the  aforefaid  perfons  to  be  continued  in  their  employments,  namely  in 
the  magiftracy,  was,  that  in  the  year  1708,  they  contrived  and  accom- 
plilhed  the  betraying  the  towns  of  Ghent  and  Bruges ;  the  army  of  the 
High  Allies  being  thereby  brought  in  the  greateft  danger  of  perifliing  all 
at  once.  My  lord  duke  and  Cadogan,  whether  they  had  a  hand  in  it  or 
not,  agreed  anew  with  the  faid  perfons  in  offices  to  procure  for  them  a 
general  pardon,  which  my  lord  duke  promifed  to  obtain  by  your  Ma- 
jefty, as  it  alfo  happened,  notwithftanding  that  the  faid  lord  duke  and 
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Cadogan  were  fully  informed  and  knew  themfelves  the  fecret  correfpond-  1712, 
t-nce  of  our  governors  with  the  generals  and  minifters  of  the  enemy,  as 
alfo  the  perfons  who  contributed  thereto  ;  and  for  the  faid  general  par- 
don, the  firfl  got  two  hundred  thoufand  gilders,  and  the  latter  ten  thou- 
fand  piftoles,  all  out  of  the  remainder  of  the  revenues  of  the  faid  ruined 
province  of  Flanders. 

The  aforefaid  members  or  governors  of  the  faid  province  have,  not 
long  fince,  given  to  the  faid  Cadogan,  the  fum  of  five  thoufand  piftoles, 
upon  his  promife  that  they  fliould  be  continued  in  their  employments  j 
which  fum  he  has  received  at  Brufl'els,  in  the  houfe  of  the  Sieur  Vander- 
gote,  one  of  the  council  of  ftate,  his  great  friend  ;  befides  other  gentle- 
men of  the  faid  council,  who  are  enemies  of  the  High  Allies  and  protectors 
of  their  enemies ;  and  that  was  done  at  the  time  that  our  convoy  was 
beaten  between  Ghent  and  Courtray,  in  the  parifli  of  St.  Eloyvive,  when 
inftead  of  furthering  the  fervice  of  the  war,  he  preferred  his  own  intereft. 

Over  and  above  the  feveral  funis,  which  he  and  my  lord  duke  have 
otherwife  exafted  from  our  poor  province,  we  Ihall  allege  no  other  for 
fhortnefs  fake,  this  ferving  only  to  obferve  that  they  have  continued  fuch 
members  in  the  magiftracy  of  Ghent  and  Bruges,  notwithftanding  they 
had  ferved  the  French  before,  and  had  contrived  and  accomplilhed  the 
betraying  of  the  faid  towns,  only  thereby  to  continue  to  feed  their  ava- 
rice by  extortions  from  the  poor  province,  that  thofe  perfons  might  not 
difcover  to  your  Majefty  and  parliament  their  thieveries. 

The  matter  is  come  to  that  pitch,  that  her  Majefty  having  no  opinion 
of  the  condudl  of  thofe  two  money^thirfty  perfons,  the  duke  and  Cado. 
gan,  they  are  capable  to  induce  the  aforefaid  members  to  give  attefta- 
tions  of  their  good  behaviour  in  having  reaped  no  profits  from  this  pro- 
vince -,  but,  it  is  hoped,  that  your  Majefty  and  the  parliament  will  have 
no  regard  to  them,  it  being  certain,  that  one  thief  will  not  willingly  dif- 
cover another  •,  that  is  to  fay,  that  the  faid  lord  duke  and  Cadogan,  who 
have  procured  to  the  faid  dire<5tors  of  our  province  the  amnefty  concern- 
ing the  laid  treachery,  will  eafily  be  induced  to  excufe  thofe  that  pro- 
tefted  them :  and  to  difcover  the  truth  of  what  is  above  mentioned,  that 
her  Majefty  will  pleafe  to  caufe  an  inquiry  to  be  made  into  the  conduft 
and  roguery  of  thofe  two  perfons  during  the  war  in  the  Netherlands,  by

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1 71 2.       fuch  members  of  the  new  parliament  as   have  been  employed  under 
them  as  officers  in  her  Majefty's  fervice. 

We  proftrate  ourfelves  at  your  Majefty's  feet  with  all  humility,  that 
your  Majefty  will  be  pleafed  to  refledt  on  the  premifes,  and  confider  the 
miferable  condition,  in  which  our  aforefaid  province  is  involved  by  this 
long  war,  and  to  deliver  and  free  us  of  the  faid  lord  duke  and  Cadogan, 
two  profeffed  thieves  to  our  province  and  the  reputation  of  your  Majefty 
and  the  whole  Englifli  nation,  who  are  pleafed  to  pay  their  troops  and 
officers  fo  largely  with  their  own  money  and  never  permitted  that  any  of 
their  chief  officers,  as  thefe  two,  fliould  enrich  themfelves  fo  unreafon- 
ably  with  the  money  of  our  poor  country,  much  lefs  to  proted  fuch  per- 
fons,  as  fliewed  their  affedlion  entirely  for  the  French,  and  ftill  porrefpond 
with  them.  There  is  fo  much  of  this,  that  all  the  favours  they  have 
fhewed  to  the  enemy  would  be  fufficient  to  fill  a  book,  the  fending  of 
money  to  fuftain  the  war  againft  us  being  one  of  their  leaft  favours. 

We  further  pray  your  Majefty  to  fend  another  plenipotentiary  to  our 
government,  with  exprefs  orders,  to  turn  out  all  fuch  perfons  in  the  ma- 
giftracy,  who  have  ferved  the  enemy,  and  to  put  in  their  room  fuch  per- 
fons, who  are  fit  to  ferve  your  Majefty  and  to  eafe  our  poor  province. 
As  for  fecretary  Laws,  like  mafters  like  men,  of  whom  no  good  tefti- 
mony  can  likewife  be  given.  Wherefore,  we  pray,  likewife,  your  Majefty 
to  appoint  another  in  his  room  ;  and,  in  fo  doing  your  Majefty  will  find 
plainly  more  profperity  in  your  arms,  reftore  the  reputation  of  the  nation, 
and  further  have  the  bleffing  of  God  Almighty,  for  having  puniftied  the 
bad,  for  which  all  fuperiors  are  ordained.  And  in  cafe  your  Majefty  is 
not  pleafed  to  appoint  other  minifters,  in  the  room  of  Cadogan  and  Laws 
as  alfo  my  lord  duke,  who  will  better  promote  the  glory  of  your  Majefty 
and  the  reputation  of  the  parliament  and  Engliftv  nations,  who  muft  im- 
mediately change  the  refpedbive  magiftrates,  as  is  ufual  every  year,  ac- 
.  cording  to  the  cuftoms  and  privileges  of  the  country,  we  fliall  ftill  be 
governed  by,  and  remain  under,  traitors  to  your  Majefty  and  the  High 
Allies,  who  were  ferviceable  to  the  enemy,  and  were  put  into  thofe  em- 
ployments and  have  now  continued  in  them  for  four  years  together,  which 
if  not  remedied,  we  ftiould  be  happier  to  be  governed  by  Turks  than  by 
that  Britifh  thief  Cadogan,  Relying  on  the  proteftion  of  your  Ma- 
jefty, 
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jefty,  and  hoping  for  the  fame,  we  remain,  with  the  utmoft  refpedt,        1712.

Nairne  wrote  to  Abram,  February  i  ^th,  "  To  tell  him  to  make  what  P  *4* 
hafte  he  could  to  come  over  to  Holland,  where  he  would  find  orders  with 
Hackett,  to  furnilh  him  with  what  money  he  wanted  :"  and  to  Berry, 
"  To  tell  him  to  inquire  further  into  that  report  of  the  King's  being  to 
remove  to  Rome  at  the  peace  ;  and  that  he  might  fee  his  two  old  friends, 
to  fee  what  new  profeffions  of  friendfhip  they  will  make  him." 

To  Abram. — February  14th. — "  I  told  him  to  enquire  if  Mr.  Hook 
was  in  England ;  bid  him  endeavour,  in  his  abfence,  to  get  fomebody  to 
correfpond,  I  hoped  he  was  preparing  for  his  journey.  Mes  compliments 
to  Mr.  Brown  [lord  Balmerino]." 

To  Berry. — "  I  mentioned  again  his  two  old  friends  -f ,  and  the  report 
of  removing  to  Rome.  I  defired  him  to  fee  his  old  acquaintance, 
W.  Pen,  and  endeavour  to  difcover,  by  him,  whether  Harley  at  bottom 
had  real  good  intentions  for  his  Majefty  or  nor.  I  told  him,  his  letters 
were  always  acceptable  to  his  friends,  who  valued  his  opinion  of  matters, 
and  defired  him  to  continue  to  write  always  his  mind  freely." 

To  Berry. — February  21ft. — "  I  told  him,  his  author  was  either  im-  Ibid.  p.  zj, 
pofed  upon,  or  did  impole  upon  him,  when  he  told  him,  that  the  King 
was  to  be  fent  to  Rome,  and  was  adlually  on  his  way  thither  •,  and  that 
he  might  afllire  himfelf,  though  his  Majefty  was  unalterably  attached  to 
his  fociety  with  Adamfon,  he  would  never  fet  his  foot  in  Mr.  Deane's 
houfe  [Rome],  if  he  could  help  it,  and  that  he  had  had  no  intimation 
given  him  as  yet  upon  that  fubjeft.  I  told  him,  it  was  very  improbable 
that  Armfworth  [Marlborough]  and  Baker  [Harley]  had  any  intelligence 
together." 

Nairne  wrote  again  to  Abram,  "  To  own  the  receipt  of  his  of  the  ifl: 
and  5th  of  February,  and  tell  him  to  come  away  without  further  delay 
for  Holland  ;  and  that  we  fhould  write  no  more  to  him  to  England. — 
I  told  him,  he  would  find  with  Hackett  a  credit  for  fome  money  at  his 
arrival,  with  a  letter  of  recommendation  to  Mrs.  Panton  [abbe  Polignac],

ExtraSs  from  the  firfl  letter. 
*'  ppOR  God's  fake  take  great  comfort  and  pleafure,  and  let  your  dear 
noble  heart  be  now  eafy,  and  affure  yourfelf  Q^  A.  [fuppofed  to 
mean  Qiieen  AnneJ  does  withftand  all  ftorms  and  bafe  ufage,  and  all 
things  that  concern  your  little  law-fuit  go  as  well  as  heart  can  wilh,  all 
things  confidered.  Whatever  you  hear,  let  it  give  you  no  fort  of  trou- 
ble. You  will  be  happy  foon,  by  the  bleffing  of  God,  and  will  poffefa 
thefe  little  lands  that  belong  to  you,  in  tranquillity  and  without  force  of 
law. — I  could  not  be  at  reft  till  I  went  and  talked  with  feveral  of  your 
friends  to  exprefs  the  thoughts  of  my  heart  againft  that,  (viz.  fending 
the  Chevalier  out  of  France  and  to  fome  diftance)  and  I  find  great  fatis- 
fadion  in  that  part.  They  were  all  of  one  opinion  to  be  eafy.  I  hope 
there  will  be  found  good  lodging  for  you  and  E.  M.  in  a  wholefome  air, 
till  Qj^  A.  does  bufinefs  to  provide  better,  which,  I  truft  in  God,  will  be 
of  no  long  time.  Her  law-fuit  and  yours  are  now  fo  linked,  that  the  one 
cannot  fubfift  without  the  other. — New  tenants  come  to  me  and  defire  me 
to  fet  fome  piece  of  ground  to  them.  They  are  willing  to  be  fair  tenants, 
and  I  have  let  fome  little  houfe  (he  had  mentioned  his  engaging  fome  in 
their  party) ;  and  they  promife,  if  by-gone  rents  be  forgiven,  they  will  pay 
all  repairs  and  duties  in  time  to  come ;  and  I  have,  on  my  part,  pro- 
mifed,  if  they  will  pay  their  rents  when  demanded,  I  will  anfwer  that  he 
that  owns  thofe  grounds  will  be  a  very  good  mafter,  and  that  I  can  alTure 
them  he  is  the  beft  of  men,  and  will  fliew  his  poor  tenants  all  kindnefs. 
There  is  hardly  a  day  but  one  may  let  fome  little  houfe  or  other  of  yours.'*

*'  T  Shall  tell  you  a  piece  of  news,  that  earl  Arran  [duke  of  Hamilton] 

does  not  know  himfelf  as  yet.     It  is  ftill  in  the  breaft  of  Q.  A.,

SIR, 
"  T  Have  received  yours  of  the  ift.     I  Ihall,  fince  it  is  a  fatisfadion  to 

you,  give  you  an  account  of  all  the  public  news  that  I  hear.  The 
vote  of  the  houfe  of  commons  againft  my  lord  Townfend,  for  figning  the 
Barrier  treaty,  which  declares  him  an  enemy  to  the  Queen  and  coun- 
try, it  is  believed,  will  have  no  other  confequence,  'till  after  the  peace, 
but  to  give  a  lacimde  to  our  plenipotentiaries,  to  aft  on  the  moft  advan- 
tageous terms  they  can,  notwithftanding  that  treaty.  The  death  of  the 
Dauphin  has  put  the  Whigs  in  frefh  hopes,  that  prince  Eugene  has  pre- 
vailed to  get  it  infilled  on,  that  Spain  and  the  Indies  fhall  be  the  Em- 
peror's. He  cabals  daily  with  the  Whigs,  in  a  very  indecent  manner  ;  the 
great  projeft  is,  to  have  the  prince  of  Hannover  here,  to  nofe  the  Queen, 
at  leaft  ;  but  their  aims  are  further.  The  Dutch,  Hannover,  and  Em- 
peror's minifters  here,  are  laying  a  fcheme  for  ir,  and  have  carried  it  fo 
far,  that  the  command  of  the  army,  this  Summer,  is  not  offered  to  the 
prince  of  Hannover,  as  was  intended.  The  duke  of  Ormond  com- 
4  mands 
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I" 1 2.  mands  In  Flanders,  and  is  fitting  up  his  equipage.  The  vote  of  the 
February.  Lords,  which  they  got  by  furprife,  the  houfe  being  thin,  and  the  Scotch 
lords  retiring,  to  make  themfeives  confiderable,  the  Whigs  carried  it,  and 
addreffed,  with  a  deteftation  to  the  articles  from  France,  though  they  did 
not  come  judicioufly  before  them  ;  it  was  only  to  encourage  the  Dutch, 
and  Emperor,  and  Portugal,  to  infift  on  great  demands  -,  but  had  no 
weight  here.  The  houfe  of  commons  being  zealous  for  the  good  of  the 
kingdom,  out-balances  all  their  tricks,  and  the  miniftry  treat  fure  and 
gain  ground  daily.  The  fcheme  is  only  to  expofe  and  difcourage,  and 
undeceive  the  kingdom ;  their  punifhment  will  be  left  'till  the  peace  is 
finifhed.  It  is  my  lord  of  Oxford's  politics  to  fmooth  and  check,  and 
would  not  have  removed  the  duke  of  Marlborough,  if  it  had  not  been 
abfolutely  neceflary.  The  Hannover  minifter  is  highly  difpleafed  at  an 
accident  that  has  happened  -,  his  letters  he  fent  by  a  fervant,  betwixt  1 1 
and  1 2  to  the  general  poft  houfe  :  at ,  he  was  robbed  of  his  let- 
ters and  what  little  he  had  about  him.  The  ■  will  have  it,  our  mi- 
nifter laid  the  defign  to  come  by  his  letters.  It  was  not  amifs  to  find 
what  he  and  prince  Eugene  have  been  contriving  with  the  Whigs.  He 
has  had  his  anfwer,  from  the  firft  of  his  coming,  and  has  been  told,  by  a 
fide  wind,  that  the  court  is  not  fatisfied  with  his  ftay,  fmce  he  is  fo  clofe 
in  cabals  with  the  difiatisfied  lords.  He  told  him,  that  faid  this  to 
him,  that  he  knew  that ;  but  he  fhould  do  what  was  convenient  to  his  in- 
tereft.  If  he  ftays  much  longer,  he  will  be  fent  away,  contrary  to  the 
Queen's  firft  refolution.  His  nephew  is  taken  ill  of  the  fmall  pox  ;  fo 
that  gives  a  frefli  pretence.  The  Whigs  have  fo  contrived  it,  that  it 
will  be  moved,  at  the  congrefs,  to  remove  the  prince  that  is  in  France. 
By  the  inftigation  of  the  Whigs,  this  is  moved  here,  by  prince  Eugene, 
in  the  Emperor's  name,  and  that  all  the  allies  ftiall  be  guarantees  for  the 
fucceffion  of  Hannover ;  but  it  is  believed  our  plenipotentiaries  have 
inftrudlions  not  to  have  any  fuch  guarantees,  which  would  limit  the 
people  of  England  ;  for  hereafter,  in  cafe  of  neceflity,  they  muft  afk  all 
the  allies  leave  to  choofe  a  King,  and  my  lord  chief  juftice  has  declared 
it  treafon  in  thofe  that  figned  the  Barrier  treaty.  On  that  account,  all 
the  people  in  the  country  have  got  the  book  which  I  hope  you  have, 
called  "  The  condud  of  the  late  miniftry  and  the  allies  ;"  and  another, 
*'  The  obligations  that  the  Dutch  have  to  us."  They  are  two  books  worth

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reading.     They  have  fet  us  in  a  right  light,  and  have  fo  exafperated  all       1712. 

the  counties  of  England  againft  the  late  miniftry  and  our  allies,  that     fe^ruarj'. 

they  are  in  fome  counties  ready  to  addrefs  the  Queen,  to  punifh  thofe 

that  afted  in  all  tlieir  vile  pradices ;  and  now  the  barrier  treaty  itfelf, 

with  remarks  on  it,   is  publifhed,  written  by  the  fame  hand,   which  is  a 

very  good  one.     They  are  approved  and  direded  by  my  lord  Oxford  ; 

the  Whigs  anfwer  them,  but  in  that  railing  evading  manner  that  has  no 

force. 

My  lord  Marlborough  is  very  humble,  vifits  every  creature  that  has 
any  credit.  To  general  Webb,  he  fent  to  know,  when  he  would  be  at 
home,  he  would  vifit  him.  He  fent  him  word,  he  never  would  be  at 
home  to  him  ;  that  he  had  done  him  all  the  injuftice  he  could,  when  he  was 
in  power,  and  that  now  he  would  do  him  all  thejuftice  he  could,  which 
he  thought  he  deferved  ;  and  my  lord  Wharton  told  my  lord  treafurer, 
that  he  played  well  at  whift.  What  he  could  not  make  by  tricks,  he 
made  up  by  knaves.  The  treafurer  anfwered  him,  that  they  believed 
the  game  up  before  he  took  the  cards,  and  had  made  tricks  out  of  all  the 
knaves,  let  who  would  hold  them ;  but  he  obferved  their  game,  and 
ftiould  be  forry  to  be  thought  a  bungler.  The  houfe  of  commons  are 
refolved  to  throw  Walpole  out  of  the  houfe  again.  He  was  chofen  a- 
gain  ;  but  now  they  have  lodged  a  petition  againft  him.  The  Hannover 
refident  took  the  liberty  to  threaten  fome  of  the  leading  members,  with 
his  matter's  refentment,  if  they  pretended  to  meddle  with  the  barrier 
treaty,  but  did  not  deter  them  ;  but,  as  a  jeft,  it  is  faid,  the  fame  mem- 
bers caufed  his  fervant  to  be  robbed  of  his  letters,  to  fee  what  he  had 
writ  of  them.  All  here  believe  the  peace  certain.  "We  have  ftrange 
ftories  fent  from  France,  of  the  duke  of  Orleans  being  taken  in  the  very 
aft  of  inceft  with  his  daughter,  the  dutchefs  of  Berry,  when  he  had 
made  her,  and  the  lady  the  duke  de  Berry  had  a  defign  of,  drunk;  whilft 
one  debauched  her,  the  other  abufed  his  own  daughter ;  and  that  the 
Dauphin  was  poifoned  ;  thefe  ftories  are  common  ;  they  were  firft  told 
by  Madam  Malous,  the  niece  of  the  late  lord  Feverfham,  who  lives  at 
Somerfet- houfe,  where  prince  Eugene  is  every  night,  at  leaft,  three  times 
a  week.  She  pretends  to  have  letters  of  it  from  France.  There  all  the 
foreign  minifters  are  two  or  three  times  a  week.  Baron  Bothmar,  the 
Hannover  Envoy,  daily  fliews  his  diflike  to  my  lord  of  Oxford,  and

The  truth  of  the  following  anecdotes  is,  in  fome  degree,  afcertained  by 
collateral  proofs.  The  marquis  de  Torcy,  in  his  memoirs,  ment;o:'s 
them,  with  corroborating  circurnftances;  and  be  was  not  a  writer,  th-C 
advanced  fa6ts  upon  n^re  furmifes,  being  a  man'of  integrity,  intelligence, 
and  abilities.  The  Stuart  Papers,  of  the.'prefent  year  are  full  of  anec-. 
dotes  of  the  fame  kind  ;  and  the  miniftry,  by  the  precautions  they  took, 
feemed  to  have  been  convinced,  that  dangerous  confpiracies  were  formed. 
There. can  fcarce  a  doubt'  be  entertained,  that  Marlborough,  prince  Eu- 
gene .and  .the' baron- defebriiifiar-'ftiZ/i-iS? 'concerning  violent  meafxires  i' 
thcftigh'peFhafsith^;  circttoibft<^s'ke  eLggerk^;'^^'TtteruffiOT 
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the  Mohocks,  vho  infefted  the  ftreets,  at  the  time,-  flitting  nofes  and       1712. 
Jtiaiming  pafTengers,  were  confKfcred,  with  {otrie  degree  of  juftice,  as  in-  'P"  ' 

ftigated  by  the  difcontcRted  pany%  A  proclamation  by  the  privy-council 
and  an  attention  to  the  difpofition  of  the  guards,  prevented  the  mifchiefs 
that  were,  perhaps,  intended. 

Jnecdotes  concerning  the  Duke  of  Marlborough^  the  Peace,  and  the  defigns  of  Carte's  Me- 
the  Duke  and  prince  Eugene  againfi  the  Minifiry,  book,  8vo. 

April  10,  1749. "  \/TR-  Erafmus  Lewis  told  me,  that  at  the  latter 

end  of  1709  or  beginning  of  17 10,  Qiieen 
Anne  fent  for  lord  Somers,  and  told  him,  as  they  were  alone,  Ihe  having 
an  opinion  of  his  judgment  and  impartiality,  defired  him  to  tell  her  his 
opinion  of  the  Duke  of  Marlborough.  He  faid  he  would  ;  and  told  her 
that  he  was  the  worft  man  that  God  Almighty  ever  made  ;  that  his  am- 
bition was  boundlefs  and  his  avarice  infatiable;  and  that  he  had  neither 
honour  nor  confcience  to  reftcain  him  from  any  wicked  attempt,  even 
againft  her  perfon,  as  well  as  againft  his  country,  &c.  Somers  (as  the 
Queen  was  weary  of  the  d — fs)  expeded  to  be  made  firft  minifter,  but 
was  baulked.  The  Qiieen  had  exprefled  herfelf  advantageoufly  of  his- 
honour,  integrity,  and  capacity.  During  the  debates  about  the  peace,  in 
oppofition  to  it,  M.  de  Torcy  acquainted  lord  Oxford,  that  after  the 
Duke  of  Marlborough  had  hindered  the  peace  of  1706,  when  it  (hould 
have  been  made,  he  had  treated  with  the  French  court  to  make  them  one, 
and  was  to  have  two  millions  of  crowns  for  it.  This  would  have  been 
done,  but  for  M.  Chamillard,  a  weak  minifter,  who  during  the  fiege  of 
Lifle,  came  to  Valenciennes,  fent  the  duke  of  Marlborough  word,  that 
he  expefted  he  would  raife  the  fiege  of  Lifle,  as  a  proof  of  his  fincerity  in 
the  peace  they  had  treated  and  fettled.  The  duke  of  Marlborough  was 
angry,  and  wrote  to  the  duke  of  Berwick,  tha^  there  v/as  an  end  of  the 
affair,  and  he  would  have  nothing  more  to  do  with  the  treaty. 

When  M.  de  Torcy  difcovered  this,  the  King  of  France  allowed  lord 
Oxford  to  make  ufe  of  it,  to  fend  the  duke  of  Marlborough  abroad  ;  but 
infilled  that  his  life  fhould  not  be  touched  ;  and  fo  it  v/as.  They  had  a 
meeting  at  Thomas  Ha'rley's  houfe,  in  James  ftreet,  Weftminfter.  Ox- 
ford coming  to  the  ftreet  door,  in  his  coach,  the  duke  of  Marlborough  in 
a  chair  to  the  garden  door  opening  into  the  park  i  it  was  then  refolved, 

O  o  2  that 
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J712.       that  the  duke  of  Marlborough  fhould  go  abroad.     Prince  Eugene  and 
^  lord  Wharton  both  faid,  on  the  occafion,  that  the  duke  of  Marlborough 

had  not  a  clear  confcience,  or  he  would  not  have  fubmitted  to  that 
itep. 

Several  meafures  were  propofed  to  oppofe  the  peace,  and  fcveral 
fchemes  fent  to  Vienna ;  fome  for  feizing  the  Queen,  others  for  feizing 
the  miniftry,  and  one  for  aiTaflinating  Oxford  and  Bolingbroke  in  their 
chairs.  Prince  Eugene  wrote  about  this  laft,  to  count  ZinzendorfF,  then 
at  the  Hague  ;  who  wrote,  in  anfwer,  that  fuch  meafures  were  extremely 
hazardous,  and  fcarce  to  be  undertaken  -,  but  if  this  was  refolved  on,  he 
advil'ed  prince  Eugene  to  come  over  to  Holland,  before  it  was  executed. 

Among  other  fchemes,  one  was  for  the  duke  of  Marlborough,  by  his 
power,  as  general,  to  aflemblea  or  3000  men,  at  an  hour,  in  different 
fquares  of  Weftminfter,  and  to  feize  St,  James's.  This  was  difcovered» 
and  lord  Oxford  fent  to  Mr,  Lewis  to  come  immediately  to  the  office, 
that  morning,  his  prefencc  being  neceflary  by  ten  o'clock.  When  he 
came,  he  found  the  lord  chancellor  and  all  the  lords  of  council  there. 
The  bufinefs  was  to  fuperfede  the  duke  of  Marlborough's  commifllon,  as 
general,  under  the  broad  feal.  There  had  been  before  an  order  under 
the  privy  feal  fent  him  not  to  aft  more  as  general ;  but  his  commiffion 
being  under  the  great  feal,  could  not  be  fuperfeded,  but  by  a  revo- 
cation under  the  great  feal.  When  this  was  done,  the  duke  of  Marlbo- 
rough would  not  aft  fo  againft  law,  as  to  rendezvous  the  men  :  he  was 
not  made  for  hazards. 

He  faid,  the  duke  of  Marlborough's  quitting  the  oppofition  to  the

SIR, 

«  T>  Y  one  of  our  late  mails  I  received  a  letter  from  you,  but  without 
date  ;  however,  it  being  the  only  one  I  have  of  yours  unanfwered, 
you  will  have  no  difficulty  in  judging  of  what  I  fpeak.  Mr.  Wat.  Tho- 
mas [Mr.  Lilly]  who  is,  at  prefent,  a  part  of  our  family,  defired  me  to 
tell  you,  that  he  had  yours  of  the  i8th  inftant,  which  he  will  anfwer 
fhortly,  as  bufinefs  fliall  arTe.  What  I  hinted  in  my  laft,  of  Mr.  Mat- 
hew  Jude  and  party  [the  Low  Church],  Teeming  in  a  difpofition  to  play 
fome  frolick  of  youth  [rife  in  rebellion]  has  even  a  greater  appearance 
than  before.  But  how  to  give  direftion  for  Mr.  Kee's  [the  King's]  be- 
haviour, in  fuch  an  event,  is  not  eafy,  at  this  diftance,  to  do;  however, 
what  I  am  afked,  I  will  tell  you  the  thought  of  our  houfe  and  partners^ 
At  what  time,  or  in  what  court  thefe  gentlemen  will  think  fit  to  profecute 


The  Marquis  de  Torcy  relate^,  in  his  Memoirs,  that  he  had  his  mafter's  orders,  to  offer 
four  millions  of  livres  to  the  duke  of  Marlborough,  at  the  Hague,  in  1709,  if  he  employed 
his  intereft  in  contributing  to  a  peace  I.  His  Majefty's  words  are,  "  I  don't  in  the  leall 
queftion,  but  you  avail  yourfelf  of  the  opportunities  you  have  of  feeing  the  dukeofMarl- 
borough,  to  let  him  know,  that  I  have  been  informed  of  the  Heps  he  has  taken,  to  hinder 
the  progrefs  of  the  conferences  of  peace,  and  even  to  break  them  off  entirely  ;  that  I  had 
been  the  more  furprifed  thereat,  as  I  had  reafon  to  believe,  from  the  affurances  he  had  al- 
read  V  given,  that  he  was  willing  to  contribute  to  this  end  ;  that  I  fhould  be  glad  his  conduft 
was  fuch,  as  to  deferve  the  reward  I  have  promifcd  him  ;  and  in  order  that  you  may  be 
able  to  come  to  a  clearer  explication,  I  am  willing  you  fhould  give  him  a  pofitive  af- 
furance  that  1  will  -■  In  fhort,  I  am  willing  you  fhould  offer  the  duke  of  Marl- 

borough four  millions,  fhould  he  enable  me  to  keep  Naples  and  Sicily  for  the  King,  my 
grandfon,  and  to  preferve  Dunkirk  with  its  fortifications  and  harbour,  and  Strafburg  and 
Landau,  in  the  manner  above  explained,  or  even  the  fame  fum  were  Sicily  to  be  ex- 
cepted out  of  this  lall  article  f." 

De  Torcy  does  not  tell  what  anfwer  the  duke  of  Marlborough  made  to  thefe  offers, 

"  At  the  fame  time,  news  came,  that  the  duchefs  of  Marlborough,  firlllady  of  the  bed- 
chamber to  the  Queen  of  England,  wp.s  difgraced.  The  duke  of  Marlborough  himfelf 
gave  notice  of  it  to  his  nephew,  the  duke  of  Berwick  ]|."

March.        ["Hannover]  was  to  come  hither,  anifted  by  coufin  Jafp  and  party  [the 
Dutch] ;  and  to  countenance  his  coming,  Mr.  Jafclin's  relations  [the 
houfe  of  lords]  are  waiting  a  favourable  opportunity  to  give  him  an  in- 
vitation.    Be  it  by  this,  or  v/hat  other  means  foever,  Mr.  Matthew  Judd 
[the  Low  Church]  begins  his  v/ork ;  it  feems  abfolutely  neceffary  too, 
that  Mr.  Lours  [the  King]  fliould  be  upon  the  place  as  foon  as  poffible, 
to  take  care  of  his  own  effeds ;  his  aunt  Sufan  [Scotland],  if  one  may 
believe  her,  will  give  him  a  moft  hearty  v/ulcome  ;  and  tliough  fhe  cannot 
advance  much  money  for  carrying  on  of  the  iuit,  yet  his  adverfaiies  v/ill 
probably  be  no  better  fupplied  j  every  body  being  unwilling  to  venture 
in  the  prefent  Hate  of  things,  in  which  there  are  hardly  three  perfons,  how  ~ 
long  foever  friends,  who  would  be  able  to  take  council  together.     In 
fhort  Mr.  Lours  [the  King]  will  undoubtedly  provide  himfelt  the  beft  he 
is  able,  and  for  the  reft  Dens  providebit.     There  is  a  report  here,  as  if 
lie  intended  to  make  a  journey  to  fee  his  kinfman  ObediaTownfend  [Sa- 
voy duke]  and  country  ;   but,  to  tell  you  true,  his  friends  think  that  a 
great  way  off.     But  it  is  time  to  tell  you  fomething  of  our  public  matters. 
The  occafional-bill,  whatever  mifery  might  be  intended  by  it,  has  not  yet 
raifed  any  ftir,  nor  gives  the  leaft  appearance  of  doing  fo.  Prince  Eugene, 
befides  his  feafting  from  houfe  to  houfe,  has  propoled  very  little  bufinefs ; 
and,  if  he  thinks  fit  to  ftay  a  month  longer,  in  the  fame  way,  will  be  as 
little  mentioned  as  any  enfign  in  his  army.     Our  court  keeps  ftill  its  dif- 
pofition  for  peace,  in  which  it  is  backed  by  the  houfe  of  commons  ;   but 
the  Tory  majority  in  the  lord's  houfe  is  but  fmall,  and  by  the  abfence  of 
fome  of  them,  they  are  now  and  then  trapped  in  an  odd  vote.     In  a  little 
time,  we  fliall  fee  what  is  to  be  hoped  for,  as  to  peace  ;  and  as  that  pro- 
ceeds or  goes  back,  our  parties  fnape  their  hopes.     Pray  my  fervice  to 
honeft  Hicks,  and  tell  him  his  friends  are  well,   but  want  to  hear  from 
him.     I  am,  &c."

Mr.  Menzies,  fo  often  exhibited  under  the  feigned  name  of  Abram^ 
is  the  Scotch  gentleman  mentioned  by  Monfieur  Menager,  in  the  account 
of  his  fecret  negociations  in  England, 

Menager  having  figned  the  preliminary  articles  of  a  feparate  treaty  be- 
tween France  and  Britain,  employed  the  time  he  ftaid  afterwards  in 
London,  in  attempting,  according  to  his  inftruftions,  to  render  fome 
fervice  to  the  court  of  St.  Germains,  and  introduced  the  fubjed  in  a 
converfation  with  Mr.  St.  John.  They  forefaw,  that  the  King  of 
France  would  be  obliged,  in  the  enfuing  treaty,  "  not  fo  much  to  aban- 
don the  chevalier,  as  to  acknowledge  the  fucceflion  of  the  crown  in  the 
houfe  of  Hannover,  as  it  was  mentioned  in  the  fecond  preliminary*." 

Menager  propofed  that  a  fecret  article  fhould  be  made  by  the  Queen, 
to  difengage  the  King  from  all  the  obligations  of  fuch  agreements  upon 
fuch  fubfequent  occafions  as  might  happen  -,  and  a  declaration  from  her 
Majefty,  that  all  the  engagements  the  King  fhould  enter  into  in  the 
treaty  of  peace,  fhould  be  fo  underftood  by  the  Qiieen.  St.  John  was 
afraid  the  Queen  would  not  fign  fuch  a  declaration  ;  but  he  thought  fhe 
would  declare,  by  word  of  mouth,  that  fhe  would  be  fatisfied  to  under, 
ftand  the  treaty  in  fuch  a  manner  ;  and  that  whenever  fhe  difengaged  the 
King  from  it,  the  obligation  on  him,  as  to  the  recognition  of  the  fuc- 
ceflion, fhould  ceafe.  Bolingbroke  mentioned  this  propofal  to  the 
Qiieen  -,  and,  with  her  confent,  introduced  Menager  to  Mrs.  Malham, 
that  he  might  learn  her  Majefly's  intentions  from  that  lady,  as  he  him- 
felf  did  not  choofe  to  meddle  further  in  the  affair. 

Two  points  were  agreed  upon  between  Menager  and  Mrs.  Mafham : 
Firft,  "  that,  for  the  fatisfadion  of  the  people  at  home,  and  the  allies 
abroad,  the  King  fhould  be  required,  in  the  Queen's  name,  to  abandon 
her  brother  and  his  interefl,  on  pretence  of  adhering  to  the  fuccelTion  as 
it  was  now  eftablifhed." 

2d.  *'  That  neverthelefs,  this  feeming  to  abandon  the  faid  interefl, 
•was  to  be  fo  underftood,  that  the  King  fhould  not  be  obliged,  in  cafe  of 
her  Majefly's  deceafe,  not  to  ufe  his  endeavours  for  the  placing  the  faid 
prince  on  his  father's  throne,  to  which  he  had  an  undoubted  right -f-."

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Mrs.  Mafhara  told  him,  "  that  it  was  the  prefent  unhappinefs  of  the       17 12. 
<^ueen  to  poflefs  the  throne  of  her  brother,  wliich  fhe  had  no  other  claim       ^^••»''c'»' 
to  than  what  the  political  meafures  of  the  ftate  had  made  legal,  and  in  a 
fort  neceflary ;  which,  however,  fhe  believed,  gave  her  Majefty  often- 
times fecret  uneafinefs :  that  this  was  not  all  the  misfortune,  but  that, 
by  the  fame  ncceflity  of  ftate,  (he  was  obliged,  not  only  againft  her  dif- 
pofition,  but  even  againft  her  principles,  to  further  and  promote  the 
continuance  of  the  ufurpation,  not  only  beyond  her  own  life,  but  for 
€ver.     That  I  might  be  fure,  under  fuch  circumftances,  it  would  be  an 
incxprellible  fatisfadtion  to  her  Majefty,  to  fee  herfelf  delivered  from  t!ie 
fatal  necefilty  of  doing  fo  much  wrong  ;  and  if  it  could  be  poftlble,  with 
fafety  to  the  religion  and  liberties  of  her  fubjefts,  to  have  her  brother  re- 
ftored  to  his  right,  at  leaft,  after  her  deceale,  if  it  could  not  be  done 
before." 

*'  That  it  was  true  the  Qiieen  did  not  fee  through  this  %  and  it  feemcd 
next  to  impoflible,  "  the  rage  and  irreconcilable  averfion  of  the  greateft 
part  of  the  common  people   to  her  brother   being  grown    to  fuch  a 
height :"    nay,    Ihe  faid,    the  Qiieen  found  it  would  be  impoffible  to 
enter  upon  any  treaty  of  peace,  or  fo  much  as  to  let  the  people  hear  of 
putting  an  end  to  the  war,  without  entering  into  tlie  ftrongeft  engage- 
ments pofTible  for  the  confirming  the  fucceffion  in  the  houfe  of  Hannover  ; 
*'  a  thing  that  I  am  fure,  fays  flie,  is  all  our  averfions ;"  and  we  have 
no  retreat  but  to  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  in  hopes  of  his  ordering 
things  fo  at  this  treaty,  that  he  may  be  at  liberty  to  fupport  and  afiift  in 
the  work,  whenever  an  opportunity  ftiould  prefent  itfelf :  that,  to  this 
end,  the  plenipotentiaries  from  hence,  "  though  there  was  no  commu- 
nicating any  thing  to  them  by  way  of  confidence,"  fhould  be  inftrudted 
not  to  infift  upon  things  more  than  necefllty  obliged ;  and  "  fome  re- 
ferves,  fure,"  fays  flie,  "  may  be  made,  to  leave  room  for  juftice  to  take 
place  in  time  to  come  *." 

Menager,  upon  his  arrival  at  Utrecht,  where  he  aded  as  one  of  the 
plenipotentiaries  from  France,  found  that  the  Britifh  minifters  had  not 
received  the  private  inftruftions  which  lady  Maftiam  gave  him  reafon  to 
■expetSt  would  be  lent  to  them  j  and  he  afterwards  difcovered,  that 
the  agents  of  the  court  of  St.  Germains  had  made  the  concerns  of 
the  chevalier  the  fubjeft  of  a  private  negociation  with  the  miniftry  in

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1712.  England.  Thefe  agents  were  obliged,  at  laft,  to  write  to  the  King  of 
March.  France  "  in  plain  terms,  that  the  miniftry  in  England  were  men  of  no 
honour;  that  they  had  held  them  in  fufpenfe  for  a  long  time; 
and  that  now,  they  not  only  did  not  come  to  the  point  with  them, 
but  declined  any  converfation  on  the  fubjeft;  only  faid  in  general, 
that  a  certain  perfon  would  be  fent  over  to  Utrecht,  who  (hould  dif- 
courfe  by  word  of  mouth  freely,  and  flaould  fettle  that  affair  fo  as  fhould 
be  agreeable  to  all  parties  *." 

Lady  Mafham,  in  a  letter  to  Menager,  dated  St.  James's,  March  2, 
1 7 12,  fays,  "  I  take  it  for  granted,  that  they  (the  court  of  St.  Ger- 
mains)  are  fallen  into  the  hands  of  my  Lord  Treafurer :  he  loves  a  fecrer, 
and  is  famous  for  making  intricacies,  where  there  is  a  fterility  of  in- 
triorues ;  and  no  lefs  renowned  for  caufing  every  thing  of  fuch  a  nature 
to  mifcarry.  If  their  aflli ranees  are  from  him,  I  doubt  not,  he  values 
himfelf  upon  having  deceived  them  ;  and  if  the  perfon  to  be  fent  to 
Utrecht  comes  from  him,  1  dare  promife  you,  that  when  he  comes  there, 
he  wants  his  inflruflions  -}-." 

Menager,  who  hated  all  the  agents  of  the  court  of  St.  Germains,  and 
was  equally  hated  by  them,  fays,  that  "  all  this  was  owing  to  the  im- 
patience  and  jealoufy  of  the  court  of  St.  Germains,  who,  though  the 
King  had  agents  of  his  own  in  London,  who,  perhaps,  did  their  utmoft, 
yet  they  at  St.  Germains,  being  uneafy,  could  not  refrain  fending  a  fecret 
cmbaffy  themfelves.     This,  it  feems,  was  a  Scotchmart,  who  pretended 
great  intereft  with  a  Scotch  lord,  who  was  an  officer  of  ftate  in  England  ; 
but  either  the  meflenger  failed  in  the  intereft  he  pretended  to  have,  or  the 
Scotch  nobleman  failed  in  what  he  promifed  to  do  for  him  ;  feeing  the 
fum  of  his  negociation  was  briefly  this ;  that  after  a  long  ftay,  he  per- 
formed only  there  two  notable  exploits,  viz.  firft,  that  he  fpent  a  great 
deal  of  their  money  ;  and  fecondly,  that  he  ruined  and  expofed  the  bufinefs 
which  he  was  entrufted  with ;  and  at  laft,  came  away  with  nothing  but 
an  empty  promife  from  the  faid  Scotch  lord,  that  a  perfon  fhould  be  fent 
over  to  negociate  that  matter  with  the  French  and  Britifli  minifters  toge- 
ther X" 

Menager  had  ftrong  prejudices  againft  the  earl  of  Middleton.     He 
gives  the  poftfcript  of  a  letter  he  wrote  to  lady  Mafham.     "  A  Scotcli-

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man  from  St.  Germains,  and  a  Scotchman  in  your  court,  have  been  the  171 2. 
agents  to  deceive  one  another,  and  to  abufe  their  mafters.  As  to  tiie  March. 
inquiring  who  the  fecret  has  remained  with,  they  confefs  now,  at  St. 
Germains,  tliat  it  has  really  remained  with  no  body :  for  fo  ill  a  choice 
did  they  make  of  their  agent,  that  he  has  not  only  expofed  his  errand 
but  his  employer  :  and  our  people  in  London  are  very  free  to  fend  word 
hither  how  ill  he  has  acquitted  himfelf ;  though,  by  the  way,  1  muft 
oblerve,  that  this  was  not  done  till  after  they  had  been  amufed  with  the 
perfuafions  of  this  perfon,  to  believe  things  were  in  a  good  train,  when 
they  were  indeed  in  hands  who  intended  nothing  lefs  than  to  perform 
what  was  propofed  *." 

Menager's  account  of  this  negociation  appeared  fo  extraordinary,  that 
it  hath  hitherto  met  with  little  credit  from  the  public  ;  but  it  will  be 
found  to  coincide  with  what  relates  to  Menzies,  under  the  borrowed 
name  of  Abram  in  Nairne's  letters,  and  with  the  account  which  the  well 
known  John  Plunket  gives  of  his  own  intrigues.  He  acknowledges, 
that  he  allowed  himfelf  to  be  amufed  with  promifes  by  the  earl  of  Oxford.

•*■  ONE  Mr.  Rogers  [Plunket]  being  defirous  of  an  accommodation- 
between  Mr.  Jenkins  [the  King]  and  his  filler,  in  hopes  to  recon-- 
cile  them  fo  far,  as  that  fhe  might  let  him  enjoy  Iiis  pretenfions,  defcended^ 
to  him  by  birthright,  laboured  to  compafs  fo  good  a  work,  and  in  order 
thereunto,  he  provided  as  follows.

dound to  the  prejudice  of  the  fifter  and  all  her  tenants,  the  faid  Rogers 
[Plunket]  conceiving  they  wanted  but  a  plaufible  handle  to  juftify  fuch 
proceedings,  refolved  to  procure  them  one  if  poffible. 

Accordingly,  being  intimate  as  well  with  Mr.  Goodman  as  with  all

•'  "VrOUR  laft  letter  has  given  me  a  great  deal  of  concern,  becaufe  I 
do  believe  it  had  been  of  great  confequence  to  the  caufe  in  Chan- 
cery, that  you  fhould  have  fettled  the  accounts  with  Mr.  Rogers.  He 
could  have  told  you  what  the  beft  counfellors  had  faid  to  him,  upon  his 
laying  the  merits  of  the  caufe  before  them,  Mr.  Torn  Weft  [lord  Mul- 
grave]  who  is  a  friend  to  Mr.  Jenkins  [the  King]  told  Mr.  Roger 
[Plunket]  that  what  he  had  informed  him  of,  would  do  Mrs.  Befs  Smith 
[Hngland]  the  greateft  fervice  that  had  been  done  her  ever  fmce  the  fuit 
began,  (which  has  been  thele  twenty  odd  years),  and  Mrs.  Bcfs  Smith 
{England]  has  very  nobly  rewarded  him  for  that  fervice  ;  for  it  has  dif-

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171 2.       covered  Mr.  Sandys's  [Hannover's]  praftifes,  and  laid  them  open,  which 
'^^^''         would  have  ruined  Mrs.  Dibby  [princefs  Anne]  who  abhors  him  now. 
Mr.  Rogers  [Plunket]  did  believe,  that  young  man  [Mr.  Sheridan]  was 
fent  by  Mr.  Peregrine  [Fergufon]  to  Mr.  Jenkins  [the  Kuig],  becaufe 
Mr.  Peregrine  [Fergufon]  did  acquaint  Mr.  Tom.  Weft  [L.  Mul.]  of 
Mr.  Rogers's  bufinefs,  unknown  to  Mr.  Rogei.  ;  for  he  had  taken  mea- 
fures  to  have  it  laid  before  the  friends  in  Mr.  Medlicot's  family  [the  par- 
liament] ;  and  the  pleading  firft  council  [cab-  coun.],  both  at  a  time, 
when  he  found  Mr.  Hans  [Harley]  concealed  all  from  them  ;  but  when 
Mr.  Peregrine  [Fergufon]  had   taken  that  way,  Rogers  was  fatisfied, 
though  he  was  not  privy  to  the  doing  it,  for  it  had  the  end  he  wifhed ; 
and  in  a  little  time  it  will  be  laid  before  Mr.  Medlicote  himfelf  [the 
parliament],    though    he     is    very  tender    in    openly    expofing    Mr. 
Sandys    [Hannover],   becaufe   of  the   tenants   love   to  him   yet  i    but 
all    the  others,    that  are  injointly   with  him,  will  be  openly  expofed, 
which  will  juftify  Mrs.  Befs  Smith  [England]  a6ting  apart  from  them  ; 
a  greater  fervice  could  not  be  done  to  Mr.  St.  John  [the  King]  than  this 
has  been.     Mr.  Tom   Weft  [lord  M.]  has  been  informed,  that  Mr. 
Wealy  of  the  country  of  Mr.  Peregrine  [the  Scots  Whigs]  has  fent  to 
Mr.  Sandys  [Hannover]  to  affift  him  againft  Mr.  Carres  [Church  of  Eng- 
land], and  defired  him  to  come  to  them  ;  therefore,  now  Mr.  Carres  has 
no  better  way,  than  by  Mr.  Jenkins  [the  King]  to  do  himfelf  juftice; 
and  that  is  what  he  is  refolved  on.     But  the  many  difEculties  he  muft  go 
through,  is  what  they  are  labouring  under,  becaufe  of  the  jointure  Mrs. 
Dian  Johns  [princefs  Anne]  has  upon  the  eftate  ;  and  after  her  death 
it  will  be  too  late,  becaufe  of  the  entail  that  will  then  take  place.

Mrs.  White  direftion  to  write  to  you,  he  would  not  alter  that ;  fo  that 
he  will  be  difappointed  extremely,  becaufe,  for  many  reafons,  he  cannot 
do  it,  by  writing  at  a  diftance ;  befides,  you  may  guefs  how  impoffible  it 
is  to  direft  you,  by  writing  all  the  particulars  of  what  he  would  let  you 
underftand,  for  he  knows  a  great  deal  of  the  affairs  of  the   entailed 
eftate.    He  faid,  he  did  not  acquaint  the  young  man  [Mr.  Sheridan]  of

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any  thing,  not  believing  him  a  proper  perfonj  but  Mr.  Peregrine  hav-  1712. 
ing  done  that  to  IVIr,  Tom  Weft  [lord  Mulgrave],  he  believed,  by  ihe  ^''^^' 
young  man's  going  of  a  fudden  then,  away  he  had  Cent  him  ;  but  Mr. 
Rogers  has  no  patron  [cut  paper],  and  cannot  get  the  work  done  any 
other  way,  efFedually ;  fo  you  will  not  have  the  work.  I  fear  he  is, 
what  I  told  you,  expecting  Mr.  Sam  Hamey  [Sir  William  Ellis]  ;  he  will 
write  to  him  :  Mrs,  White  gave  him  a  dired:ion  how  to  write.  He, 
poor  man,  is  in  danger  in  that  ill  air,  confidering  his  weakly  confti- 
tution,  fo  he  will  ftay  as  little  a  time  as  he  can  ;  but  he  has  much  to  d6, 
being  fully  apprized  of  his  bufinefs,  from  the  firft  hands.  I  believe  there 
could  be  nothing  of  greater  ufe  in  the  caufe,  than  your  fending  this  ac- 
count with  him ;  but  fince  that,  you  fay,  cannot  be  done,  pray  write  to 
him,  and  let  him  know  the  reafon,  and  tell  him  how  you  think  it  ought 
to  be  done.

"  Y  ^  U  R  S  of  the  20th  came  to  hand  the  24th.     I  am  glad  that  my 
letters,  efpecially  that  of  Mr.  Williams  [prince  Eugene],  in  French, 
came  fafe  to  your  hands.     I  hope  you  will  excufe  me  for  fending  fo  much 

blotted.     I  did  not  know,  but  Mr. might  have  private  orders  to 

fearch  me,  as  I  was  coming  abroad :  this  apprehenfion  made  me  blot 
out  a  great  many  things  and  crofs,  that  it  be  looked  on  as  a  thrown  away 
paper.  It  is  a  true  copy  of  the  original :  he  is  a  German  that  wrote  it, 
as  you  may  fee  by  the  orthography.  It  took  extraordinary  with  the  great 
one. 

I  go,  in  a  day  or  two,  with  the  imperial  refident  to  Utrecht,  where  I 
fhall  have  a  long  difcourfe  with  the  other  minifters,  of  which  I  fhall  give 
you  as  good  an  account  as  I  can.

I  hope,  by  this  time,  you  received  the  papers  I  fent  to  you  by  the  lad 
poll.  The  reft  I  expei5l  from  London  every  poft  that  comes  in,  which 
you  fliall  have  as  they  come  to  hand.  But  I  am  afraid  they  will  not  give 
you  that  light  into  the  matters  as  I  could  give  you  by^word  of  mouth  : 
as  for  the  gentlemen  at  Utrecht,  I  fhall  not  trouble  my  head  much  about 
them.  If  Mr.  Jacob  [the  King  of  France]  and  his  fubflitutes  don't  think 
it  worth  while  to  be  fully  apprifed  of  the  fervices  that  have  been  d^ne 
for  him,  this  year  and  three  quarters  pall ;  I  don't  know  why  he  fhould 
be  courted  to  it.  He  may  thank.  Mr,  Jenkins  [the  King],  or  he  fhould 
not  have  found  matters  go  fo  well  to  his  mind  as  they  do  ;  for  I  can  tell 
you,  from  the  very  mouth  of  the  greateft  one  at  the  helm,  in  England, 
that  they  would  not  dare  clofe  with  Mr.  Jacobs  [King  of  France]  with- 
out thofe  papers  ;  nor  could  Mr,  Jenkins's  fifter  [princefs  Anne]  be 
brought  to  any  thing,  if  fhe  had  not  them  laid  before  her,  and  have  we

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1712.  fpirits,  and  told  me,  that  they  had  notliing  elle  that  could  bear  water, 
Way.  {^,j(.  j[^g  papers  which  I  have  been  procuring  for  them  all  this  while,  with 
the  hazard,  not  only  of  my  own,  but  other  gentlemen's  lives,  befides 
other  expences  I  have  been  at  ?  It  is  true,  ac  prefent,  and  efpecially  here, 
I  am  handfomely  allowed,  in  the  laft  letters  I  had  from  London,  that  I 
gave  them  greater  light  into  affairs  than  they  have  had  yet,  and  were 
pleafed  to  return  me  hearty  thanks  for  it  ;  but  I  cannot  do  that  fervice 
I  would  or  fhould  for  Mr.  Jenkins  [the  King]  or  Jacob  [the  King  of 
France],  if  I  have  not  the  affiftance  of  fome  body,  to  communicate  from 
time  to  time  what  pafTes  between  me  and  thofe  of  the  oppofite  party.

London,  February  15th,  17 12. 
"  T  Don't  imagine  I  lliall  be  able  to  leave  London  as  foon  as  I  propofed. 
The  "Whigs  continue  always  to  fow  the  feeds  of  divifion,  by  form- 
ing new  projedts  for  deftroying  entirely,  if  pofTible,  the  party  now  in 
power,  and  they  flatter  themfelves  much,  to  accomplifli  this  the  more 
eafily,  that  the  treafurer,  who  is  at  the  head  of  it,  is  univerfally  hated, 
that  is  to  fay,  by  both  parties  ;   confeqiiently,  no  one  will  regret  him. 
It  is  for  this  reafon  they  urge  me  to  flay  for  fome  time  longer,  in  order 
to  fee  what  their  projedls  will  come  to.     I  fhewed  them  again,  that  they 
would  have  the  fame  fuccefs  with  the  former,  and  that  my  ftay  would  be 
of  no  advantage  to  them,  as  my  prefence  ferves  only  to  four  the  minds  of 
the  miniftry  j  and,  in  order  to  difengage  myfelf  the  more  from  them, 
I  communicated  to  them  the  fentimcnts  of  the  Grand  Penfionary,  upon 
the  claufe  which  I  fent  to  you,  in  my  difpatches  of  the  25th  and  29th  of 
January.     They  anfwered  me  abruptly  ;  and  among  the  refl,  the  Duke 

of 
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of  Marlborough,  that  the  grand  Penfionary  had  changed  his  fentiments  171 2. 
very  foon,  fmce  he  began  to  be  apprehenfive  of  difobliging  a  handful  of  ^^^* 
fadious  members  in  the  houfe  of  commons,  and  to  be  afraid  of  a  minilby 
who  are  penfioners  of  France,  and  confequently  enemies  to  the  common 
caufe,  and  will  continue  fo  as  long  as  they  fubfifl:.  It  feems  to  me,  that 
the  States  have  already  forgot,  that  they  formerly  refilled  France  and 
England  at  once  ;  and  if  I  am  not  miltaken,  they  will  find  themfelves 
foorr  in  the  fame  nect.Tity.  "  Yes,"  fays  baron  Bothmar,  "  of  fending 
thither  the  prince  of  Hannover,  as  they  fent  the  prince  of  Orange,  to  de- 
liver the  nation  and  to  prevent  the  ruin  of  the  common  caufe." 

They  urged  me  inftantly  to  fend  you  the  following  particulars  to  be 
added  to  thofe,  which  I  fent  you  in  my  difpatches  of  25  and  29  of  Ja- 
nuary, and  to  make  up  a  memorial  of  them,  to  be  printed  there  firft,  as  it 
might  then  be  printed  here  without  any  fufpicion. 

The  Queen  of  England  upon  her  acceflion  to  the  crown,  declared 
the  following  particulars. 

That  trade  being  the  fupport  of  the  nation,  and  Ihe  having  religion 
fo  much  at  heart,  had  made  no  difficulty  of  engaging  in  this  war, 
though  the  nation  was  then  in  debt,  being  well  convinced,  that  fhe  could 
not  be  fecure  upon  the  throne,  while  Spain  was  in  the  pofTefTion  of  the 
houfe  of  Bourbon  ;  and  flie  had  engaged  herfelf  deeper  in  this  war  than 
fhe  had  at  firft  propofed,  to  the  great  detriment  of  her  kingdoms. 

But  the  meafures  of  the  prefent  miniftry  fufficiently  Ihew,  that  they 
were  not  hearty  in  the  caufe  from  the  beginning,  and  that  the  moft  dif- 
cerning  fee  very  well,  that  every  thing  tends  to  a  feparate  peace,  and  to 
pave  the  way  more  eafily  for  her  brother.  I  told  them,  that  appeared 
very  probable-,  but  that  the  Penfionary  would  ftart  the  fame  objedions, 
as  baron  Bothmar  did  not  think  proper  to  undertake  fuch  a  delicate  afi^air 
without  communicating  it  to  his  mafter;  c;;d  that  it  is  now  too  late  to 
produce  any  great  effedt,  as  the  people  in  England  were  already  bialTed 
by  the  refolutions  of  the  houfe  of  commons;  but  the  junto  made  the 
following  anfvver :  "  by  this  method  of  p."oceeding,  we  Ihall  never  fuc- 
ceed,  for  you  made  the  fame  objection  to  the  loans  which  we  had  pro« 
pofed  from  the  bank  and  from  rich  merchants,  by  engaging  the  revenue 
of  the  kingdom  of  Hungary,  and  other  hereditary  dominions  ;  and  by 
that  means,  the  Emperor  would  find  himfeif  in  a  condition,  jointly

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17 1 2.'       with  the  States-general,  of  befieging  a  town,  and  at  the  fame  time,  taking 

^^'         the  field,  by  which,  of  confequence,  he  would  put  an  end  to  the  ceflation 

of  arms,  and  infallibly  break  up  the  conferences  at  Utrecht,  and  difpofe 

the  people  to  believe  all  the  projcfts  that  might  be  formed.     I  imagine 

we  have  Hill  time  enough  to  infert  this  in  the  memorial." 

I  anfwcred  them,  that  we  were  foolilhly  employed  in  building  the 
tower  of  Babel,  for  there  are  not  three  among  you  or  us  of  the  fame 
fentiment.  Sometimes  you  would  choofe  to  have  the  prince  of  Hanno- 
ver, and  fometimes  you  would  not  -,  and  I  fee  that  the  greateft  number  of 
you  are  for  an  ariftocracy ;  and  what  vexes  me  moft  is,  that  you  have 
obliged  the  Emperor  to  make  demands,  from  the  greateft  part  of  which 
he  will  be  obliged  to  defift."

**  Clnce  my  laft  to  you  I  had  two  letters  from  London,  wherein  I  am 

defired  not  to  ftir  from  hence  till  orders  from  Mr.  Han  [Harley]; 
and  if  I  can  fend  over  the  fellow,  and  not  to  appear  in  that  matter  my- 
felf,  for  weighty  reafons,  which  I  fliall  know  hereafter.  The  Englifli  of 
this  I  take  to  be,  that  they  are  for  having  that  man  over,  in  order  to 
ftop  his  mouth,  or  lay  him  afide,  fo  that  he  can  do  no  fervice  to  Mr. 
Jenkins  [the  King].  By  the  laft  letter  I  am  defired  to  tell  my  friend, 
the  refident  for  the  Emperor,  that  the  Englifh  court  is  willing  to  make 
up  the  breaches  and  keep  a  good  correfpondence  for  the  future,  pro- 
vided they  come  into  the  prefent  miniftry's  meafures  :  this  I  communi- 
cated to  the  faid  refident  this  morning,  who  feemed  well  pleated  with  it. 
How  far  this  will  be  conducive  to  Mr.  Jenkins  [the  King's]  inrereft,  or 
Mr.  Jcicob's  {King  of  France's]  affairs,  1  leave  you  to  judge.  We  fliall 
now  think  of  the  propcreft  method  to  bring  this  thing  to  bear.  If  Mr. 
Jacob's  [the  King  of  France's]  manager  thinks  this  accommodation  will 
affeft  his  mailer's  intere:!,  let  him  fpeak  to  me  in  time.

I  fhan't  fend  the  fellow  to  London,  but  rather  difpofe  him  to  come 
into  our  interell,  and,  by  this  means,  keep  Harris  [Harley]  in  awe,  and 
make  him  more  pliable-,  for  he  knows  none  can  do  him  more  harm,  at 
prefent,  than  I.  Thefe  two  points  ought  to  be  referved  for  hands  of 
higher  reach  than  mine-,  therefore  I  fhould  have  the  help  of  good  heads 
while  I  am  here :  it  is  not  every  day  fuch  opportunities  as  thefe  offer."

As  for  inftance,  would  it  not  be  a  ftrange  prefump- 
tion  to  tell  them  that  dt-lays  are  dangerous,  that  if  Thomas  [Queen 
Anne]  fhould  die,  whom  God  preferve,  Craflus  [Hannover]  muft  cer- 
tainly get  pofTeflion,  becaufe  the  decrees  made  in  his  favour,  though  un- 
juft,  could  never  in  that  cafe  be  reverfed  ?  That  Richard  is  a  perfon  of 
too  much  fpirit  to  fubmit,  but  would  immediately  appear  armed,  with 
equity,  and  fupported  by  many  good  friends  and  relations,  to  aflert  his 
right ;  fo  that  the  eftate  in  debate  would  be  utterly  ruined,  and  the  pre- 
fent  lawyers  [miniftry]  could  not  efcape  the  rage  of  Tartars  [Whigs] ; 
and  that  though  Croefus's  [Marlborough's]  cafe  be  not  fo  defperate,  yet  it 
cannot  be  doubted  but  he  wiflies  he  had  made  better  ufe  of  his  time. 

That  the  fureft  way  to  prevent  thefe  miferies,  is  for  Thomas  [Queen] 
to  fend  a  letter  of  attorney  [treaty]  to  his  brother  Richard  [Pretender]  j 
and  when  that  is  figned,  to  call  him  home  immediately,  when  the  troops 
[parliament]  are  difperfed  in  their  refpeftive  quarters  :  that  this  merry 
meeting  muft  be  at  Sir  Roger's  [London ',  to  make  it  more  folemn  and 
fecure,  by  furprifing  the  Tartars  [Whigs]  in  their  head  quarters,  by  a 
good  guard  of  Janifaries  [Tories] :  that  thofe  who  never  had  a  good 
thought  of  Richard  [Pretender]  would  crowd  to  embrace  him,  and  tell 
him,  as  they  did  his  uncle,  that  it  is  the  happy  day  they  all  wifhed  for :

1712.  that  when  the  troops  [parliament]  were  aflembled,  and  the  brothers 
June.  Jhould  appear  together,  they,  no  doubt,  would  not  only  applaud  what 
had  been  done,  but  would  make  a  fecure  title  to  the  eftate :  that  it  would 
be  dangerous  to  begin  with  the  troops  ;  for,  befides  the  cafe  of  mortality 
already  mentioned,  they  are  fickle  and  humourfome  -,  and  even  the  Ja- 
nifaries  themfelves  are  jealous  of  one  another. 

That  there  is  more  prudence,  and  as  much  courage  fliown  in  prevent- 
ing danger,  than  by  running  into  it :  many  great  occafions  have  been 
loft  by  too  much  caution  ;  whereas,  by  ftealing  a  march  the  fecret  is 
kept,  and  the  enemy  found  unprepared  :  that  for  that  end  and  purpofe, 
Richard  [Pretender]  Ihould  be  as  advantageoufly  pofted  as  can  be,  to 
prevent  Crafius  [Hannover]  in  cafe  of  the  worft. 

Thefe  confiderations,  and  many  more,  would  be  fuperfluous  to  be 
offered  to  fuch  vigilant,  clear-fighted  lawyers,  which  is  the  beginning 
and  end  of  this  fcrible."

F  you  knew  all  that  has  happened  to  me,  you  would  not  wonder  at 

my  filence  hitherto  ;  but  if  Mr,  Hall's  health  could  have  permitted 

his  comino-  to  you,  the  King  would  have  had  the  belt  accounts  which  the 

duke  of  Hamilton  could  have  fentj  but  you  cannot  imagine,  as  things 

are  at  prefent,  the  difficulty  of  trufting  any  one,  people  are  grown  fo 

corrupt. 
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corrupt.  I  was  forry  to  find,  by  yours  of  the  19th,  to  Moncrief,  that  1712. 
the  King  was  kept  fo  much  in  the  dark  ;  for,  though  we  are  fo  here,  I  •'""*' 
did  not  doubt  but  Qiieen  Anne  had  explained  matters  fully,  with  relation 
to  tlie  King  of  England,  to  the  King  of  France,  and  he  to  his  Britannic 
Majefty,  Will  not  you  fend  me  a  new  addrefs,  and  [  fhall  explain  mat- 
ters ?  I  afked  one  from  LeQy,  who  gave  it,  but  I  durft  not  ufe  it  here- 
after, upon  account  161,  or  hope  or  hobby.  But  what  is  faid  now  is 
more  to  try  if  it  comes  fafe,  than  any  thing  elfe :  oppofite  to  113  fet 
Abbe  Gaultier,  or  Colfton. 

If  231  is  not,  I  am  indifferent  to  other  things:  compliments  are  not 
neceffary,  where  deeds  Ihall  give  convidion  of  fidelity.  If  the  King  of 
France  remembers  33,  he  will  not  refufe  the  duke  of  Hamilton  ;  and  he 
hopes  that  the  King  of  England  wijl  intereft  himfelf  for  him,  and  the 
Queen  likewife.  The  duke  of  Hamilton  has  been  much  prefied  to  go 
ambaffador  to  Vienna  ;  but  lately  infinuations  have  been,  made  to  him, 
as  if  they  would  fend  him  to  Philip  after  the  peace  ;  but  he  did  not  choofe 
to  engage  himfelf  in  any  thing,  until  he  knew  the  King's  fentiments  upon 
it ;  he  will  do  in  that  what  he  thinks  fit. 

The  prefent  fituation  of  affairs  gives  more  hopes  than  any  particular 
man  can  tell  you.  But  if  the  King  will  let  the  duke  of  Hamilton  know 
with  whom  he  may  communicate  himfelf  here,  he  will  fpeak  without 
referve  to  them.  Place  Richard  Hamilton  oppofite  to  129,  or  Hufie. 
I  am  fure  I  have  wearied  you  now,  for  it  is  long  fince  I  ufed  this  way  of 
writing  -,  but  I  cannot  omit  to  prefent  my  duty  to  the  King  and  to  the 
Queen." 

It  appears  they  were  not  able  to  decypher  the  whole  of  this  letter  :  we 
find  the  following  note  after  the  French  tranflation. — "  Note,  That  the 
names  which  are  between  the  lines  are  explained  as  well  as  we  were  able 
to  guefs  at  their  meaning,  it  being  impoffible  to  be  fure  of  it ;  but  with 
regard  to  the  reft,  we  have  found  out  the  key." 

Both  the  tranflation  and  this  note  are  in  Mr.  Nairne's  hand.

**  T  Had  the  honour  of  yours  before  I  left  Utrecht ;  and  was  furprifed 
to  find  by  it,  you  had  not  my  letters  of  the  23d  ult.  with  the  in- 
elofed  papers  relating  to  Mr.  Williams's  [prince  Eugene's]  negociations, 
becaufe  it  will  be  of  ill  confequence,  to  me  in  particular,  if  they  fhould 
fall  into  bad  hands ;  Mr.  Hacket  tells  me  he  fent  them  as  ufually,  and 
that  they  will  come  fafely  to  your  hands.  I  wifl.  his  words  may  prove 
true.  I  wrote  to  you  as  you  defired,  with  a  grt- at  deal  of  freedom ;  if 
Mr.  Harris  [Harlcy]  fhould  find  them,  it  may  turn  to  an  ill  account  to 
Mr.  Jenkins  [the  King].  As  foon  as  he  comes  from  his  country  houfe, 
I  fhall  defire  him  to  let  you  know  to  whom  he  fcnt  them,  that  you  may 
inquire  after  them. 

On  my  arrival  here,  I  found  a  letter  from  Mr.  Cyprian  [Mcnager,  as 
I  conjedlure],  wherein  he  tells  me  his  fon  was  to  fet  out  from  thence  the 
5th  inftant,  by  Mr.  Jacob's  [the  King  of  France's]  orders,  to  fupply  the 
defefl  of  your  coming  to  me.  You  will  be  pleafed  to  defire  him  not  to 
give  himfelf  the  trouble,  for  I  communicated  all  to  one  of  the  gentle- 
men at  Utrecht ;  befides,  he  could  not  do  it  lb  well,  or  any  foreigner. 
If  it  be  he  that  is  to  bring  me  yours  of  the  25ih  lafl:  month,  I'll  receive 
him  kindly,  and  impart  to  him  fomething  that  may  be  ufeful  for  Mr. 
Jenkins  [the  King]  to  know,  to  whom  you  will  pleafe  to  give  my  humble 
duty,  and  let  him  know  that  the  relations  1  fent  to  Vienna  fince  I  came 
hither,  have  had  good  effedl,  and  made  fuch  an  impreflion  there,  that 
they  feem  to  hint,  as  if  they  would  willingly  have  Mr.  Jenkins  [the 
King]  home  to  his  own  houfe,  and  forward  it  as  difcreetly  and  fafely  as 
they  can.  Here  they  begin  to  fpeak  favourably  of  him,  which  they  did 
not  ufe  to  do.  ""  - 

To-morrow  morning  I  go  to  Utrecht,  and  the  next  day  to  Amfter- 
dam  and  North  Holland.  Pray  let  me  know  per  next,  if  you  had  my 
letter  and  the  papers  -,  I  wrote  you  two  from  Utrecht.  I  am  loth  to 
trouble  Mr.  Hacket,  becaufe  he  is  timorous.     When  you  write  next,

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direcfl,  if  you  think,  it  fit,  to  Mr.  Gibbons,  at  the  Portugal  Ambafia-  1712. 
dor's,  at  Utrecht  -,  it  will  come  Tafe.  Mr.  Jacob's  [King  of  France's]  J""** 
friends  at  Utrecht,  feemed  well  pleafed  with  the  account  I  gave  them  of 
things.  They  thanked  me  ;  but  I  told  them  they  Ihould  thank  Mr. 
Jenkins  [the  King],  and  that  what  was  done  is  owing  to  him  ;  and  if 
Mr.  Jacob  [King  of  France]  gives  but  a  helping  hand,  he  may  be  foon 
at  home,  if  rightly  managed ;  for  we  have  laid  fuch  fchemes  for  it,  that 
he  can  hardly,  humanely  fpeaking,  mifs  of  carrying  his  point.  I

^  The  following  letter  is  not  figned,  but  is  marked  on  the  back  in  the 
hand  which  decyphered  it,  "  Mr.  Mathews ;  dated  ^'j-  July,  but  came 
with  the  letters  of  ^%-  July,  171 2."  John  third  earl  of  Mulgrave 
rofe  to  high  preferments,  both  civil  and  military,  during  the  four  reigns 
he  lived  in.  He  was  created  marquis  of  Normanby  by  King  William,  in 
the  6th  year  of  his  reign  ;  and  duke  of  Normanby  by  Queen  Anne,  on  9th 
March,  1702-j  ;  and  duke  of  Buckinghamfhire  on  the  23d  of  the  fame 
month.  He  made  his  addreffes  to  her  fome  years  before  her  marriage 
with  the  prince  of  Denmark  ;  and  though  they  were  checked  as  foon  as 
difcovered,  Ihe  always  retained  a  great  regard  for  him.  He  was  mar- 
ried, at  this  time,  for  his  third  wife,  to  lady  Catharine  Darnley,  natural 
daughter  to  King  James  II.  by  Mrs.  Catharine  Sedley.  The  Jacobites, 
who  acknowledged  no  titles  given  after  the  Revolution,  called  him  always 
lord  Mulgrave ;  and  he  is  mentioned  under  the  names  of  Mr.  Ma- 
thews and  Tom  Weft,  in  their  correfpondence.

"  f  Have  confidered  very  ferioufly  the  fubjeft  of  your  laft  letter,  and 

the  more  1  reflecSt  upon  it,  the  more  diffident  I  find  myfelf -,  not 

only  from   the  importance  of  the  fubjeft  itfelf,  lb  nearly  concerning  the 

welfare  of  my  nephew  [the  King's  affairs],  for  wliich  I  have  the  tendereft

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i7i2.       concern,  as  I  truly  love  him,  and  defign  him  my  heir,  notwithftanding 
jMly*         the  difference  of  religion  ;  but  alio  from  the  great  difficulty  of  giving  an 
opinion,  where  I  do  not  well  underftand  the  law.     Yet,  that  1  may 
leave  nothing  undone,  1  muft  fay  it  is  my  opinion,  that  the  chief  matter 
is  to  regain  my  brother's  [princefs  Anne's]  good  liking.     I  fhall,  there- 
fore, mention  fuch  fteps  as  1  think  Harry  [the  King]  may  beft  take  to 
pleaie  his  uncle  [princefs  Anne],  and,  at  the  fame  time,  get  the  good  will 
of  the  old  fervants  and    tenants,    who  I  find  in  general  much  better 
inclined   to  Harry  [the  King]   than  to  his  coufin  [Hannover].     You. 
know  the  firft  diflike  my  brother  [princefs  Anne]  took,  was  upon  Harry's 
[the  King's]  changing  his  religion  ;   though,  as  I  have  often  told  him,  it 
was  no  more  than  he  might  exped  from  the  mannerof  fending  him  abroad; 
for  I  did  not  think  fo  very  young  a  man,  indeed  you  know  he  was  a  very 
boy  when  he  went,  fhould  be  trufted  altogether  to  his  own  condufl,  and  the 
event  hath  fliewn  my  fears  were  not  in  vain.     Yet  my  brother  [princefs 
Anne]  will  not  fo  much  as  own  any  imprudence,  far  lefs  any  fault,  as  I 
think  it,  in  this  management ;  and  whenever  I  touch  upon  this  firing,  I 
can  very  feldom  get  any  other  anfwer,  than,  '  You  fee  he  doth  not  make 
the  leaft  ftep  to  oblige  me.    I  have  no  reafon  to  think  he  values  me  or  my 
eftate,  and  therefore  I  amrefolved  to  give  it  to  Dick  [Hannover].'  Once, 
Weed,  I  was  obferving  to  him,  that  my  coufin  Richard  [Hannover]  fre- 
quently abufed  his  beft  fervants ;  that  he  often  fhewed  very  little  refpe<5b 
for  himielf  J  that  he  feemed  to  me,  by  his  behaviour,  to  think  it  not 
in  his  power  to  alter  the  will  he  had  made ;  and  that,  underhand,  he 
gave  him  all  the  obftruftions  he  could  in  the  management  of  his  eftate, 
for  no  other  reafon,  that  I  could  fee,  but  becaufe  he  could  not  put  what 
fervants  he  had  a  mind  about  him  ;  that,  for  my  part,  I  fhould  not  think 
it  fafe  to  have  fervants  near  me  recommended  by  a  perfon  of  Dick's 
[Hannover's]  temper;  and  that  Harry  [the  King]  never  offered  anything 
like  this.     I  am  fenfible  this  made  a  very  great  imprefTion  on  my  brother 
[princefs  Anne]  -,  for  he  replied   very  haftily,     '  What  wouldft    have 
me  do.  Jack  [lord  Mulgrave] ;  you  know,  as  the  law  ftands,  a  Papift 
cannot  inherit ;  and,  therefore,  Iliould  I  alter  my  will,  it  would  be  to  no 
purpofe,  the  law  would  give  it  all  to  Dick  [Hannovr],  and  th  erefore  I 
had  better  do  that  with  a  good  grace,  that  I  cannot  help.'     I  told  him 
then,  I  believed  Dick  [Hannover]  himfelf  was  no  better  than  a  Papift: 

that 
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that  I  had  good  grounds  to  fufpect  him,  for  I  never  faw  him  at  church  17 12. 
in  my  hfe,  nor  did  I  ever  hear  he  went  thither-,  and  certainly  a  Papift  J"^' 
was  better  than  one  of  no  religion  at  all.  I  then  faid,  that  I  had  been 
told,  that,  by  deeds  of  truft,  and  by  other  devices,  the  lawyers  often 
found  means  to  evade  the  act  of  parliament ;  and  I  do  not  doubt,  but  if 
he  would  give  good  fees  and  good  encouragement,  the  law  would  fpeak 
whatever  he  would  have  it :  that  the  lawyers  never  fuffcrid  an  a6t 
to  be  made  without  a  loop-hole  to  creep  out  at,  and  I  believed  it  was 
fo  in  this  cafe.  Befides,  brother,  faid  I,  you  know  Dick  hath  not  the 
reputation  of  being  the  bell  hufband  in  the  world :  but,  addtd  I  then, 
this  his  wife's  behaviour  too  well  excufeth ;  yet,  at  the  fame  time,  give 
me  leave  to  tell  you,  brother,  this  doth  not  fo  much  commend  your  fet- 
tlement,  fince  it  is  plain  you  have  no  certainty  that  Dick's  childreri 
are  his  own.  This  made  him  very  uneafy,  and  he  faid  upon  it,  '  you 
niuft  not  believe  all  that  is  reported  upon  that  fubjed.  However,  be 
that  as  it  may,  I  do  not  fee  how  I  can  undo,  what  I  myfelf  have  done» 
and  done  in  fuch  a  manner :  Harry  [the  King]  may  thank  himfelf  for  it. 
He  knows  I  always  loved  him  better  than  Dick  [Hannover].'  I  could 
not  think  it  proper  to  prefs  further  at  this  time,  but  rather  chofe  to  leave 
him  to  his  own  reflections  on  what  had  pafTed,  and,  in  the  mean  time,  I 
will  confult  fome  good  lawyers  what  can  beft  be  done  in  fuch  a  cafe.  I 
am  convinced,  that  if  Harry  [the  King]  would  retyrn  to  the  church  of 
England,  all  would  be  eafy ;  nay,  for  what  I  know,  if  he  would  but 
barely  give  hopes  he  would  do  fo,  my  brother  [princefs  Anne]  would  do 
all  he  can  to  leave  him  his  eftate.  I  am  fatisfied  he  hates  Dick  [Han- 
nover], and  loves  Harry  [the  King]  now  rather  better  than  ever. 

I  was  in  the  country  about  a  month  fince,  and  could  not  but  be  pleafed. 
to  fee  how  almoft  all  the  tenants  careiTed  me ;  on  my  confcience,  it  was 
for  Harry's  [the  King's]  fake,  v/hofe  part  they  know  I  always  take.  Old 
Tom  Simmonds  [lord  Mulgrave]  told  me  a  thoufand  ftories  of  Dick 
[Hannover],  and  fwore  when  his  leafe  was  up,  that  he  would  not  rcnsw 
again,  if  Dick  [Hannover]  had  the  eftate.  Ah  !  Mailer,  faid  he,  if 
Matter  Harry  \  the  King]  was  not  a  Papift,  we  would  foon  give  Mr. 
Richard  [Hannover]  his  belly- full  of  law  •,  we  would  all  turn  tenants  tQ 
Mr.  Harry  [the  King],  and  fee  whether  Mr.  Richard's  [[-lannover's]  an- 
nuities would  hold  out  againft  fuch  an  eftate  ;  i'faith  he  fliould  liave 
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1 712.       enough  of  law  before  he  fhould  fet  a  foot  here.     You  certainly  remember 
^"^y*         old  Tom  [lord  Mulgrave];  he  is  worth,  at  leaft,  5000/.  which  he  hath 
got  by  his  own  induftry;  and  I  verily  believe  he  fpeaks  the  hearts  and 
minds  of  his  fellows. 

By  what  is  above,  you  will  pretty  plainly  perceive  my  [lord  Mulgrave's) 
opinion,  and  I  would  have  Harry  [the  King]  remember  he  is  not  the 
firft  of  his  family  who  have  thought  a  good  eftate  worth  changing  an  opi- 
nion for,  and  ten  thoufand  pounds  a  year  is  a  pretty  thing  for  a  young 
fellow  to  play  withal  -,  but  if  his  fcruples  are  fo  very  ftrong,  that  he  can- 
not go  this  length,  let  him  endeavour  to  try  to  make  his  uncle  [princefs- 
Anne]  believe,  at  lead,  that  he  is  in  himfelf  defirous  to  come  back,. 
but  is  afhamed,  left  the  world  Ihould  think  he  changes  his  religion  for  an 
eftate,  which  he  will  hardly  get  quietly,  if  at  all,  without  it.  Pray  tell 
him  this  in  the  ftrongeft  terms,  and  that  I  myfelf  [lord  Mulgrave]^ 
though  my  fondnefs  makes  me  overlook  it,  would  be  very  glad  that  he 
was  of  my  opinion  ;  much  more,  he  may  well  think,  is  expedted  by  my 
brother  [princefs  Anne],  who  is,  and  ever  was,  very  obftinate  in  all  his 
opinions:  if,  therefore,  Harry  [the  King]  can  prevail  upon  himfelf  to  do 
as  much  on  his  fide  as  I  will  do  on  mine,  I  by  no  means  defpair  of  per- 
fuading  my  brother  [princefs  Anne]  to  confent  to  let  him  go  live  on  the 
eftate  in  Yorkfhire  [Scotland]  where  he  hath  moft  friends  •,  and  when  he

^  'TpHE  thoughts  I  had  of  changing  place  are  now  over,  at  leaft  for 
fome  time ;  the  prefent  world  is  in  fo  troubled  a  pofture,  one 
would  be  glad  to  fee  it  fettle  a  little.

•'  T  Wrote  you  three  letters  by  Deft)Orde's  addrefs  j  and  having  had  no 
anfwer,  I  am  afraid  they  did  not  come  to  hand.  I  lend  this  by  the 
way  of  Rotterdam,  to  let  you  know  that  young  Ciprian  is  ftill  at  the 
Hague,  and  don't  come  near  me,  but  gives  out  he  is  come  on  purpofe  to 
fpeak  to  me.  I  did  let  him  know  the  ill  confequence  of  his  flaying  at 
the  Hague,  and  of  his  idle  talk  at  this  time.  Pray  fend  to  him  to  go 
back  from  whence  he  came,  and  by  no  means  let  him  go  for  England  ; 
you  cannot  imagine  what  prejudice  it  may  be  to  Mr.  Jenkins'  [the  King's] 
affairs  :  he  is  not  in  the  lead  fit  for  bufinefs,  and  efpecially  of  moment ; 
he  is  known  to  be  fuch  in  London.  Henceforward  you  will  fee  the  effedh 
of  our  labour  thefe  two  years  paft;  and  it  will  be  found  in  a  little  time, 
that  we  laid  a  good  foundation  to  bring  home  Mr.  Jenkins  [the  King].

and  they  fay  he  goes  to  Chalons."

Wifely  [the  Queen],  and  Crofton  [Middleton],  are  truly  concerned  for   ^ilT'f.l  ''** 
your  condition  (Berry  had  been  fick)  ;  I  hope  next  letters  will  bring  us   -{'o  p.  4+- 
better  news  of  your  health.     The  Manly  galley  was  never  fo  tight  nor  in 
fo  good  repair  as  at  prefent ;  fo  I  think  Edwards  [England]  and  his  part- 
ners can  never  venture  their  flock  upon  a  fafer  bottom  in  all  refpeds;  and 
the  fooner  they  fet  her  to  fea  immediately  after  the  peace,  the  better.

As  to  advice  or  direftions,  the 
King  could  give  none  to  his  friends  in  Scotland,  at  prefent  •,  being  ad- 
vifed,  by  his  beft  friends,  to  do  nothing  at  prefent  for  fear  of  fpoiling  any 
good  intentions  fome  perfons  may  have  for  him.  That  all  depended  on 
Harley,  who  being  a  dark  man,  nobody  knew  well  what  to  reckon  upon, 
and  how  to  adl: ;  therefore,  in  the  uncertainty,  nothing  feemed  more  pru- 
dent, than  to  wait  to  fee  how  things  would  turn.  In  the  mean  time,  if 
his  friends  in  Scotland  had  any  advice  or  information  to  fend  him,  he 
expeifled  it  of  their  friendlhip,  and  left  to  their  prudence  to  do  what  they 
thought  might  be  moil  for  his  fervice."

upon  other  occafions,  fliould  be  fo  very  nice  upon  his  account  wicii  fo 
honeft  and  fo  fair  a  dealer  as  Pleffington  [the  King],  who  will  give  them 
all  the  ftrongeft  afllirances  their  hearts  can  dehre,  that  his  infeparable 
partner  Cotton  [Catholic]  fhall  never  moleft  their  friend  Rofs  [religion]  -, 
but,  on  the  contrary,  that  he  v/i!l  be  a  truer  friend  to  all  Edward's  i^Encr- 
land]  family,  but  moft  efpecially  to  Cary  [church  of  England]  than  ever 
Harper  [Hannover]  can  be.  It  is  natural  enough  for  Cary  [church  of 
England],  to  wifh  Pleffington  [the  King]  would  marry  in  his  family;  but 
it  can  never  be  thought  reafonable  or  friendly  to  prefs  him  to  that  mar- 
riage. For  any  thing  of  that  nature,  that  is  either  done  or  may  feem  to 
be  done  by  force  or  intereft,  can  never  have  that  good  effect  that  is  pro- 
pofed  of  mutual  union  and  confidence  •,  and,  therefore,  I  can  hardly 
believe  that  any  that  wifh  Pleffington  truly  well,  will  ever  prefs  him  ei- 
ther upon  marriage,  or  upon  parting  with  his  friend  Cotton  [Catholic  R.], 
who  is  fo  harmlefs  a  oreature  that  he  has  neither  power  nor  intention  to 
difturb  in  the  leaft  any  of  Cary's  family  [church  of  England]  ;  for,  if 
Pleffington  fhould  comply  with  any  fuch  propofal  at  this  jundlure  of 
time,  it  would  only  ferve  to  lelTen  his  credit,  even  with  thofe  that 
require  it  of  him  -,  for,  if  they  will  not  trufl  his  word  now,  when  tliey 
lee  nothing  but  iirmnefs,  integrity,  honour,  and  fincerity  in  him,  they'll 
certainly  have  much  lefs  reafon  to  trufl  him,  when  they  fee  him  turn 
away  fo  llightly,  a  poor  friend  that  he  has  been  bred  up  with,  for  they'll 
either  think  he  is  very  weak  or  very  infincere,  and  in  either  of  ihefe 
cafes,  they'll  have  reafon  not  only  to  diftruft  him,  more  than  they  do 
now,  but  even  to  defpile  him.  But  I  hope  Young  [princefs  Anne],  and 
Baker  [Harley],  and  Price  [the  parliament]  (it  they  have  any  good  in- 
tentions towards  their  relation)  will  find  a  way  to  make  both  themfelves 
and  him  happy,  without  being  vineafy  to  him  upon  this  nice  point."

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S712."  rr^HE  embafTy  of  the  earl  of  Rivers  made  little  impreflion  on  the 
A  court  of  Hannover.  The  Eledtor  fent  back  a  written  anfwer  by 
him,  and  authorized  his  own  minifter,  the  baron  de  Bothmar,  who  had 
come  over  with  the  duke  of  Marlborough,  on  the  1 8th  of  November 
171 1,  to  deliver  a  long  memorial  to  the  miniftry.  It  was  publifhed  in 
the  Daily  Courant  of  the  5th  of  December,  and  gave  great  fatisfa£lion 
to  tiie  Whigs,  but  very  great  offence  to  the  Tories ;  and  the  miniftry 
charged  Bothmar  with  efpoufing  a  party,  and  intermeddling  very  unfea- 
fonably  in  the  affairs  of  Britain.  Dr.  Swift  throws  fome  light  on  this 
fubjeft,  in  his  Hiftory  of  the  four  lafl:  years  of  Queen  Anne. 

"  It  was  the  misfortune  of  his  Eledoral  Highnefs,"  fays  their  confi- 

<lent  and  advocate,  "  to  be  very  ill  ferved,  by  Monf.  Bothmar,  his  envoy 

liere  ;  who  afljfted  at  all  the  fadious  meetings  of  the  difcontented  party, 

and  deceived  his  mafter,  by  a  falfe  reprefentation  of  the  kingdom,  drawn 

from  the  opinion  of  thofe,  to  whom  he  confined  his  converfation.    There 

was  likewife  at  the  Ele(5tor's  court  a  little  Frenchman,  without  merit  or 

confequence,  called  Robithan  ;  who,  by  the  affiftance  and  encouragement 

-of  the  laft   miniftry,   had   infinuated   himfelf  into  fome  degree  of  that 

prince's  favour,  which  he  ufed  in  giving  his  mafter  the  worft  impreflions 

he  was  able  cf  thofe  whom  the  Queen  employed  in  her  fervice,  infinuat- 

ing  that  the  prefent  minifters  were  not  in  the  intereft  of  his  Highnefs's 

family  -,  that  their  views  were  towards  the  Pretender ;  that  they  were 

making  an  infecure  and  diilionourable  peace  •,  that  the  weight  of  the 

nation  was  againft  them  ;  and  that  it  was  impoffible  for  them  to  prcferve, 

much  longer,  their  credit  or  power." 

It 
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Ic  is  certain,  the  Eledor,  who  had  hitherto  affefted  to  be  a  friend  to  1712. 
both  fides,  or,  at  leafl-,  to  be  attached  to  neither  of  the  parties  which  di- 
vided the  nation,  difcovered  different  fcntiments  this  year,  and  might  be 
confidered  as  at  the  head  of  one  of  thenn.  The  miniftry  fent  over  in  the 
beginning  of  the  year  Mr.  Tliomas  Hariey,  a  coufin  of  tiie  earl  of  Oxford, 
accompanied  by  iVIr.  St. John,  brother  to  the  fecretary,  in  order  to  remove 
whatever  prejudices  might  have  been  infufed  into  his  Highnefs  againft 
their  proceedings,  and  to  perfuade  him  to  come  into  their  meafures.  Mr. 
Hariey  ftaid  long  in  Holland,  and  did  not  ar.-ive  in  Hannover  until  the 
1 2th  of  July. 

The  Qiieen,  in  her  fpeech  to  both  houfes  on  tl:e  6th  of  June,  expreffed 
herfelf  in  this  manner :  "  The  afluring  the  proteflant  kiccefiion,  as  by 
law  eftablifned,  in  the  houfe  of  Hannover,  to  thefe  kingdoms,  being 
what  I  have  nearcft  at  heart,  particular  care  is  taken,  not  only  to  have 
that  acknowledged,  in  the  ftrongeft  terms  -,  but  to  have  an  additional  fe. 
curity,  by  the  removal  of  that  perfon  out  of  the  dominions  of  France, 
who  has  pretended  to  difturb  this  fettlement." 

But  neither  Mr.  Thomas  Harley's  declarations  and  remonftrances  to  the 
Elector,  nor  the  Qiieen's  affurances  to  her  parliament,  nor  the  profeflions 
of  attachment  contained  in  the  prime  minifter's  letters,  could  reconcile  his 
Highnefs  to  the  meafures  which  were  purfued  in  Britain ;  or  perfuade 
him,  that  the  miniftry  were  well  affe6ted  to  the  fucceffion  in  his  family. 
He  was  particularly  alarmed,  by  a  refolution  of  the  commons  againft  the 
Barrier  treaty  ;  whereby  they  declare,  that,  under  pretext  of  fecuring  the 
proteftant  fucceflion  to  the  crown,  and  a  barrier  to  tiie  States,  many  ar- 
ticles had  been  inferted,  in  the  treaty,  deftrudtive  to  the  commerce  of 
Great  Britain,  and  dilhonourable  to  her  Majefty.  When  Mr.  Hampden 
moved,  that  an  addrefs  fliould  be  prefented  to  the  Queen,  that  Ihe  would 
be  pleafcd  to  give  particular  inftruftions  to  her  plenipotentiaries,  that, 
in  the  conclufion  of  the  treaty  of  peace,  the  feveral  powers,  in  alliance 
with  her  Majefty,  might  be  guarantees  to  the  proteftant  fucceftion  to  the 
crown  of  thefe  realms,  as  fettled  by  afl  of  parliament,  in  the  illuftrious 
houfe  of  Hannover,  the  houfe  rejefled  his  motion  ;  and  refolved,  that 
they  had  fuch  an  entire  confidence  in  the  repeated  declarations  her  Ma- 
jefty had  been  pleafed  to  make,  of  her  concern  for  aflTuring  to  thefe 
kingdoms  the  proteftant  fucceflion,  as  by  law  eftabliftied,  that  they  could

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1712.       never  doubt  her  taking  the  proper  meafures  for  the  feciirity  thereof.  This 
January.      refolution  of  the  commons  increafed  the  Hkftor's  fufpicions  of  the  mi- 
niftry. 

The  baron  de  Bothmar  had  returned  to  be  the  Eleftor's  envoy  in  Hol- 
land, and  his  plenipotentiary  at  the  treaty  now  negociating  at  Utrecht. 
The  baron  de  Grote  was  fent  in  November  to  be  his  envoy  extraordinary 
in  Great  Britain.  Bothmar,  Grote,  and  Bernfdorff,  prefident  of  the 
council,  and  Monfieur  de  Robethon,  fecretary  for  the  embaflles,  being 
privy  courfellors  to  the  Eledtor,  give  one  another,  in  their  letters,  the 
title  of  Excellency.

ftill  hoping  for  fomething  agreeable  to  fill  my  letter,  and  make  it 
worth  your  reading.  At  laft,  I  imagined  the  opening  of  the  parliament 
would  have  furnifiied  me  with  fomething  I  might  have  enlarged  upoa; 
but  the  violence  of  their  proceedings,  on  one  fide  and  t'other,  makes  a 
man,  as  your  Royal  Highnefs  knows  me  to  be,  not  partial  of  either 
party,  not  well  know  what  to  write,  efpecially  fince  they  write  me  from 
London,  thatMonf.  Bothmar  has  now  declared  himfelfof  the  Whig-party; 
fo  that  my  finding  fault  on  that  fide,  would  be  oppofing  the  fentiments 
of  your  court;  and  when  one  has  not  the  liberty  to  find  fault  on  both 
fides,  when  they  give  occafion,  one  can't,  with  half  the  pleafiire,  turn 
one's  pen,  when  it  is  confined  only  againft  one  fide.

the  demife  of  the  Qaeen,  they  found  out,  on  the  contrary,  an  expedient  J^""^''y' 
to  lay  the  foundation  of  a  republic,  by  invefting,  by  adl  of  parliament,  the 
fovereign  power  in  certain  places  of  which  they  were  themfelves  mafters, 
and  by  their  behaviour  thought  to  have  kept  for  life-,  all  this  inftead  of 
making  it  high-treafon  for  any  one  to  do  any  aft  of  fovereignty  between 
the  demife  of  the  Queen  and  the  coming  over  of  the  fucceffor,  as  was 
propofed  by  fome  of  the  Tory  party,  who,  to  my  knowledge,  and  as  I'm 
an  honeil  man  and  a  Chrillian,  defigned  to  have  voted  an  allov/ance  fit 
for  the  prefent  maintainance  of  a  fucceffor,  and  told  me  when  I  was  in 
England,  they  were  fure  of  the  Q^ieen's  confent.

I  toid  him,  I  believed 
they  didn't  juft  hold  to  the  old  beaten  words,  being  they  would  have 
thele  preliminaries  appear  entirely  general,  in  every  point,  that  none 
could  take  it  amifs,  and  that  it  might  not  appear  as  reftrained  as  the  for- 
mer were;  and,  therefore,  they  avoided  the  fame  words.  That,  if  he 
had  nothing  elfe  to  aflure  him  of  the  fincerity  of  the  intentions  of  the 
miniftry  in  favour  of  the  proteftant  fucceflion,  though  all  their  lives  and 
aftions  have  fliewn,  that  is  their  firft  principle,  yet  they  would  not  have 
chofen  the  bilhop  and  me,  being  they  knew  both  our  principles,  and 
that  we  had  both  the  honour  to  be  perfeiftly  known  to  your  court,  efpe- 
cially  myfelf.

"  T  Have  no  reafon  to  complain  of  your  filence,  fince  you  have  been 
pleafed  to  make  amends,  by  the  long  obliging  letter,  which  I  have 
"fo  much  pleafure  in  reading;  although  I  was  very  much  furprifed,  that 
you  fay  to  me,  that  they  have  written  to  you  from  London,   that  Mr. 
Bothmar  has  declared  for  the  Whigs.     But,  as  you  fay,  towards  the  end 
of  your  letter,  that  the  rumour  may  be  falfe,  I  fliall  have  no  difficulty 
to  convince  you,  that  it  is ;  and  you  will  fee,  by  the  memorial,  which  he 
has  given  on  the  part  of  the  Ele(51or,  that  neither  Whigs  nor  Tories  are 
mentioned  in  that  affair.     But  as  the  Queen  did  the  honour  to  my  Ton, 
the  Eledlor,  to  demand,  by  my  lord  Rivers,  his  opinion  of  the  prelimi-

The  favourable  fentiments,  which  you  fay  they  entertained  towards  me, 
have  had  no  effedl;  therefore,  J  am  obliged  to  them  only  for  their  good 
intention  -,  and  as  I  know  none  of  them  but  you,  I  alfo  believe,  that  it 
is  to  you  alone  I  owe  thanks.  The  good-natured  lord  Rivers  told  me, 
he  clearly  perceived  I  was  of  the  duke  of  Marlborough's  party.  I  an- 
fwered,  that,  if  the  Queen  had  made  an  ape  her  general,  and  that  he 
had  gained  fo  many  battles  and  towns,  I  would  be  equally  for  him  :  and 
I  fee  that  you  have  forgot  how  little  1  was  obliged  to  his  wife ;  and  as 
for  himfelf,  he  never  fpoke  to  me  of  any  thing  which  had  any  concern 
with  the  advantages  of  this  houfe.  His  expreffion,  in  fpeaking  of  the 
Queen,  was  always,  that  Ihe  was  a  very  good  fort  of  a  woman  *.  He 
repeated  this  frequently,  and  it  appeared  to  us  too  low  a  commendation 
for  fo  great  a  princefs.

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1-7  12.  with  excufes  for  my  former,  than  to  prefume  again  to  juftify  any  thing 
January.  [j^  [^.^  but  as  contradiction  is  the  life  of  converfation,  as  I  have  often 
heard  the  late  Qiieen  of  PrufTia,  your  daughter,  fay,  fo  I  hope  your  Royal 
Highnes  will  not  take  it  ill,  if  in  anfwer  to  what  you  are  pleafed  to 
write,  I  juftify  a  little  my  former  arguments,  and  fay,  that  1  believe  it  is 
not  to  be  doubted,  but  the  fons  and  grandibns  of  thofe  live,  who  were

"  T  Am  very  well  pleafcd  to  fee,  that  my  letters  give  you  pleafure,  and   StraiFord. 

that  you  have  obferved  in  them  the  favourable  fentiments  which  I 
entertain  of  you  ;  and  that  you  have  not  forgot  that  the  Queen  of  Pruf- 
fia  found,  that  contradiftion  fupported  converfation.    But  I  will  not  con- 
tradi(ft  you  any  longer  about  the  whigs  ;  for  you  know  them  better  than 
I  do,  and  the  intrigues  of  England  better  than  the  baron  de  Bothmar,  who 
has  not  been  fent  there  to  reform  them.     But  the  Eledor  only  gave  him 
in  charge  to  teftify  his  refpeft  to  the  Qiieen,  and  to  addrefs  himlelf  to 
thofe  of  council,  to  whom  he  gave  the  memorial,   and  who  may  have 
printed  it  -,  for  it  was  not  printed  by  order  of  the  Eledtor,  nor  of  baron 
de  Bothmar.     I  fuppofe  your  multiplicity  of  bufinefs  has  prevented  you 
from  reading  it  •,  or,  that  they  have,  perhaps,  falfified  it.

< "  T  Have  this  comfort,  that,  in  fpite  of   --;'   infinuations  to  the 

contrary,  I  have  begun,  by  making  the  French,  at  the  very 
firft  conference,  declare  themfelves  ready  to  acknowledge  your  fucceflion 
to  the  crown  of  England,  and  that  they  will  fend  the  Pretender  to  travel 
where  we  pleafe.  This  we  did  artificially  enough,  at  the  firft  conference, 
in  fpite  of  all  the  intrigues  were  uled  to  hinder  us  from  fpeaking  till  the 
French  had  been  obliged  to  give  their  fpecifique  explications  ;  and  this  we 
did,  without  that  any  Whig  can  pretend  the  leaft  merit  in  it ;  though  I 
believe,  they  who  always  ftrive  to  attribute  all  to  themfelves,  will  ftrive 
to  attribute  what  has  been  done  at  home  to  their  indullry.  However  it 
is,  at  leaft,  they  muft  own  it  was  not  oppofed  by  the  Tories.-  I  am 

glad,  in  one  part  of  my  arguments,  your  Royal  Highnefs  feemed  to 
aquelTe,  that  you  never  loved  or  liked  the  dutchefs  of  Marlborough's 
characier ;  and  that  you  thought  the  duke's  way  of  fpeaking  of  the  Queen 
was  in  too  (lighting  a  manner.  \i  your  Royal  Highnefs  had  known  and 
feen  as  much  as  the  Qiieen  has  done,  you  would  think  much  worfe  of 
bothi  really.  Madam,  a  prince  is  happier  that  rules  the  hearts  of  all  his 
people,  than  he  who  is  fet  up  by  one,  and  fets  himfelf  at  the  head  but  of 
one  party.  In  a  limited  monarchy,  he  reigns  but  over  half  his  people. 
The  temper  and  conftitution  of  England  is  mightily  miftaken  by  fome 
people ;  this  the  Qiieen  faw,  that  by  reigning  by  one  party,  was  but 
being  a  (lave  to  the  heads  of  that  party  ;  and,  therefore,  when  Ihe  firft 
made  her  change,  it  was  poITitively  refolved  not  to  ftick  to  parties,  but 
to  thofe  who  ferved  her  beft.  However,  the  other  party's  oppofition  and 
violence  may  have  made  her  change  her  mind  for  the  mere  neceflity  at 
this  conjundture  :  if  your  Royal  Highnefs  was  but  to  hear  half  the  ftories 
I  heard,  when  I  was  laft  in  Britain,  you  would  wonder  how  the  Queen's 
patience  could  bear  fo  long  what  flie  has  borne;  fuch  ufage  no  miftrefs 
of  a  family  would  have  borne  from  their  menial  fervants.  But  I  hope 
there  is  an  end  of  it,  and  that  ftie  will  fpend  the  reft  of  her  days  happily, 

as 
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as  flie  really  deferves  to  do  for  her  many  good  qualities.  We  are  now  all  171 2. 
hard  at  work,  and  we  (hall  put  that  article  of  your  Royal  Highncfs's  fuc-  february.

"  T  T  is  now  Ibme  time  fince  I  defigned  myfelf  the  honour  of  writing 

to  your  Royal  Highnefs ;  but  at  Utrecht  I  delayed  it,  from  time 
to  time,  hoping  to  have  had  fomething  worth  fending  you,  and  that,  at 
laft,  the  French  would  have  explained  themfelves  •,  but  as  they  keeped  us 
in  expeftations,  and  put  us  off  from  week  to  week  ;  I  likewife  differed  my 
writing,  and  was,  at  laft,  fent  for  fuddenly  over  hither,  where,  though 
I  have  been  eiglit  days,  I  have  been  in  fuch  a  hurry,  that  I  have  hardly 
had  time  to  feek  or  pick  up  any  thing  worth  writing ;  however,  the  ho- 
nour your  Royal  Highnefs  is  pleafed  to  allow  me,  is  too  precious  for  me 
to  negled,  even  though  I  have  little  more  than  the  repetition  of  the 
zeal  and  true  attachment  I  have  for  your  Royal  Highnefs  and 
your  intereft.  I  found  the  miniftry  very  bufy  about  a  bill  of  Refump-

"  T  Find  it  difficult  to  exprefs  to  you,  to  my  own  fatisfaftion,  with  what 
gratitude  I  have  juft  now  received  the  new  marks  you  give  me  of 
your  friendihip,  by  concerning  yourfelf  fo  much  in  the  honour  which  the 
Queen  has  been  pleafed  to  confer  on  my  family,  by  inferting  its  fuccef- 
fion  to  the  crown' of  Great  Britain,  in  che  treaty  of  peace.  As  this  famiiy 
is  already  entirely  devoted  to  her  Majefty,  I  can  only  add  my  wifhes, 
that  her  laudable  defign  of  concluding  a  good  peace,  may  be  accomplifhed 
with  advantage  to  her  crown  and  to  her  allies ;  as  her  Majefty  herfelf 
feems  to  wifli.  You  wrote  to  me,  however,  in  your  letter  of  the  26th  of 
May,  in  thefe  terms  -,  "  for  fince  it's  thought  fo  dangerous  to  have  Philip 
on  the  throne  of  Spain,  there  may  be  means  found  to  remove  him."  But 
it  feems  tliey  have  not  been  found.  I  don't  know  who  could  be  fo  ma- 
licious as  to  defign  to  fet  us  at  variance,  by  perfuading  you,  that  I  had 
received  wrong  reports  of  you  ;  for  I  have  no  fecret  correfpondence  with 
cither  Whigs  or  Tories,  and  you  would  be  in  the  wrong  to  believe 
that  any  party  could  give  me  bad  impreffLons  of  you,  fince  I  paffionately 
wifli  to  find  opportunities  of  teftifying  to  you  how  much  I  am,  &c.

even  the  employment  I  have  here,  is  fuch  a  confinement  to  me,  that  I  am 
uneafy  till  it  is  ended.  Your  Royal  Highnefs  knows  I  always  told  you 
I  was  tied  by  obligation  to  neither  party,  but  if  to  either,  it  was  to  that 
called  the  Tory,  fince  I  found  founder  principles  and  honefter  men, 
by  much,  in  that,  than  in  the  other  party.  And  fince  I  was  laft  in  Eng- 
.land  and  employed  in  this  negociation,  I  am  extremely  confirmed  in  my 
opinion  -,  and  fo  would  your  Royal  Highnefs,  did  you  but  know  the

them.  I  gave  you  the  names  of  thofe  who  were  formerly,  and  who  are 
now  intended  to  be  regents  (to  which  have  been  added  fince,  lord  Lex- 
ington, lord  Polwarth,  and  lord  Annandale).  There  are  feveral  remarks 
on  the  laft,  and  a  cypher  concerning  the  Queen's  health. — Your  Excel- 
lency mull  avoid  to  difcover  to  any  one  that  thefe  names  are  known  to 
you. 

I  come  now  to  your  remarks. 

1.  While  lord  Bolingbroke  is  fecretary  of  ftate,  to  whom  fhall  your 
Excellency  addrefs  yourfelf  ?  and  how  can  you  avoid  to  pay  fome  atten- 
tions to  him  ? 

There  will  be  no  occafion  for  this,  if  he  is  deprived  of  that  poft. 

2.  The  officers  which  the  Eleftrefs  is  to  have  in  England,  are  but 
very  few  in  number.  She  herfelf  infifts  to  offer  the  nomination  of  them 
to  Harley. 

I  added  that  to  your  inftrufbions,  contrary  to  my  own  opinion.  But 
you  are  to  underftand  it  fo,  only  in  cafe  your  Excellency  fees  no  prolpect 
of  fucceeding  in  the  affair  without  that  offer;  for  if  you  can  obtain  the 
penfion  fimply,  without  any  limitations  or  conditions,  it  will  be  certainly 
fo  much  the  better,  and  the  Eledrefs  will  be  the  more  obliged  to  you. 

3.  The  Eledor  would  very  much  difgufl  thofe  who  want  now,  by 
way  of  precaution  againfl  a  cafe  which  is  fcarcely  pofTible,  to  put  him 
to  the  trouble  of  naming  regents  by  feparate  inftruments. 

The  aft  of  parliament  gives  that  power  only  to  the  nearefl  heir  ;  there- 
fore, the  Eledor  has  it  not,  and  the  validity  of  his  nomination  at  this 
time  might  be  difputed.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Queen  and  the  Elec- 
trefs  will  not  die  in  the  fame  week. 

4.  As  their  Eleftoral  HighnefTes  always  afTured  the  Queen  and  her 
minifters  that  none  of  the  family  would  go  to  England  without  her  Ma- 
jefty's  confent ;  that  will  be  ilill  the  cafe,  if  a  penfion  is  granted  to  the 
EUeftrefs,  and  being  under  that  new  obligation  to  the  Queen,  they  will 
be  the  more  difpofed  thereby,  to  do  nothing  but  in  concert  with  her. 
Befides,  the  more  the  fucceflion  is  firmly  eftablifhed,  the  lefs  will  the 

pre&nce 
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prefence  of  the  fucceflbr  be  neceiTary.  Add  to  this  the  paft  conduft  of 
their  Eledoral  Highneffcs ;  for  each  party,  in  their  turn,  incited  them 
to  apply  for  an  invitation  to  go  to  England,  and  they  always  rejeded  all 
thefe  intrigues,  being  determined  to  do  nothing. in  that  refpeft,  unlefs  the 
Queen  entreated  them  to  it. 

.5.  It  is  not  probable  tliat  the  Englifh  miniftry  will  ftipulate,  on  pay- 
ing our  arrears,  that  the  troops  will  not  return  again  to  the  Low  Coun- 
tries. If  they  fhall  think  of  any  thing  fo  foolifh,  your  Excellency  will  be 
fo  good  as  to  write  about  it  to  our  matter,  and  to  wait  for  his  orders. 

6.  Monfieur  de  Bothmar  having  given  feme  poor  lords  reafon  to  ex- 
peft  fmall  penfions,  our  mafter  would  never  hear  of  it  •,  therefore,  your 
Excellency  is  in  the  right  not  to  give  a  prcfent  of  a  crown  without  orders  ; 
you  may  demand  them  when  the  opportunity  offers.  If  the  houfe  will 
enable  you  to  make  donations  when  you  judge  proper,  or  obtain  the  per- 
niiffion  of  his  Electoral  Highnefs,  let  them  do  fo.  For  my  fliare,  I  am 
a  mere  cypher  when  it  is  neceflary  to  afk  a  penny-,  and  I  cannot  at  all 
meddle  in  the  affair.

— I  hope,  in 
time,  others  will  be  like  them  [the  Dutch],  convinced  of  their  errors, 
and  fee  the  Queen's  minilfers  have  nothing  lefs  in  their  thoughts  than  the 
intereft  of  the  Pretender.

delay  your  departure.  When  once  he  has  your  baggage  on  board,  your 
palTage  will  depend  upon  him,  and  he  may  lofe  a  fair  wind  on  frivolous 
pretexts.  The  pacquet  would  have  been  lefs  convenient,  but  more  ex- 
peditious. Plcafe  fpeak  on  this  fubjedl  to  his  excellency  Monfieur  de 
Bothmar. 

I  am  very  well  pleafed  there  is  a  likelihood  that  the  troops  of  his  Elec- 
toral Highnefs  will  remain  in  their  quarters  on  the  Demer.  The  earneft 
defire  of  the  Dutch  to  keep  them,  is  a  proof  that  they  are  determined 
to  ftand  their  ground,  which  is  the  only  good  plan  they  can  purfue. 

I  don't  doubt  but  the  article  of  the  barrier  treaty,  which  ftipulates  the 
guarantee  of  our  fuccefllon  is  that  which  has  vexed  moft  the  difaffeded  j 
and  they  would  choofe,  no  doubt,  to  fubftitute,  in  its  place,  feme  bolder 
da(h,  to  tye  up  the  hands  of  the  Dutch,  and  hinder  them  from  meddling, 
jn  any  refpefl,  in  the  Englifh  fuccefllon.

•— — "  T  AM  much  obliged  to  your  Excellency,  for  your  letter  of 
the  17th.  When  Mr.  Whiteworth  paficd  through  this 
place  a  fornight  ago,  he  faid  that  the  Peregrine  yacht  had  orders  to  wait 
for  him  ;  fo  that  you  will  have  a  travelling  companion  in  him.  It  would 
be  difagreeable  to  mifs  the  wind,  when  it  is  favourable. 

I  intreat  Monfieur  de  Bothmar  to  communicate  to  you  the  tranflation  of 
the  letter  written  by  lord  Strafford  to  the  Eledlrefs.  He  hopes,  he  fays, 
your  Excellency  will  make  up  in  England  what  your  predeceffors  had 
fpoiled.  To  encourage  you  then,  he  ought  not,  at  leaft,  to  have  turned 
his  back  to  you.  You  will  fee  there  a  great  many  who  behave  in  that 
genteel  manner. 

The  new  method  which  thefe  gentlemen  take  to  guarantee  our  fuccefllon 
in  the  new  Barrier  Treaty  they  offer,  is  infinitely  captious.  I  don':  know 
if  his  Eledtoral  Highnefs  will  take  notice  of  it  fo  far,  as  to  fend  orders  to 
your  Excellency,  and  to  Monfieur  de  Bothmar  on  the  fubjefl.  It  is 
principally  neceffary  to  fee  firft,  what  the  States  General  will  refolvej 
and,  if  they  will  fubmit  to  the  terms  which  their  good  friend,  lord  Straf- 
ford, takes  fo  much  merit  to  himfelf  for  having  procured  to  them.  If 
they  do,  and  the  fame  torrent  carries  the  Emperor  along,  and  gives  us  a 
bad  general  peace,  your  Excellency  will  eafily  judge  it  will  be  impoffible 
for  us,  in  that  cafe,  to  fpeak  entirely  in  the  fame  tone  in  England,  ia 
which  we  would  fpeak  if  the  war  was  continued.

I 
don't  know,  however,  that  they  have  been  able  to  prove  any  thing  againft 
his  conduft.     It  is  to  be  hoped,  that  the  Baron  de  Grote  will  be  more 

lucky,  though  he  cannot  have  better  intentions  than  the  other." 

*'  But  how  is  it  poffible  to  pleafe  every  one,  in  a  country  where  men  kill 
one  another  in  diverfion,  and  where  every  individual  follows  his  own 
opinion  ?  Thofe  who  went  from  this  place,  never  had  any  other  orders 
but  to  addrefs  themfelves  to  the  Qiieen  and  to  her  council,  as  they  might 
have  told  you.  The  nation  gives,  at  leaft,  room  for  refledlions,  on  ac« 
count  of  the  different  books  and  pamphlets  which  are  publifhed  every 
day.  They  diverted  me,  while  I  was  confined  to  my  room  by  a  Saint  An- 
thony's fire,  which  1  had  in  my  head.  To  comfort  me,  they  faid  it  was 
a  diibrder  of  young  people,  but  I  do  not  find  that  I  am  become  younger 
by  it.

171?.  ^T^  HO  UGH  the  attachment  of  the  earl  of  Oxford  to  the  proteftant 
X  fucceffion  had  embarrafTed  the  intrigues  of  the  Jacobites,  through- 
out the  year  171 2,  the  moft  fatal  ftroke  to  their  caufe  was  the  death  of  the 
dukeof  Hamilton.  That  nobleman  was  killed  unfairly  in  a  duel,  in  Hyde- 
park,  on  the  15th  of  November,  while  he  was  upon  the  point  of  fetting 
out  for  France,  in  the  charadler  of  ambaflador-extraordinary.  The  fecrec 
objeft  of  his  embafly,  the  Jacobites  affirmed,  was  to  obtain  the  Irifli  regi- 
ments in  the  French  fervice,  to  be  conveyed  with  the  Pretender,  in  a  clan- 
deftine  manner,  to  Scotland.  The  Queen  herfelf,  eager  for  the  eventual 
fucceffion  of  her  brother,  is  faid  to  have  approved  of  this  fcheme.  Her  ob- 
jeft  was  to  enter  into  a  treaty  with  the  Pretender  upon  his  arrival;  by  which' 
ihe  was  to  permit  him  to  remain,  during  her  own  life  in  Scotland,  under 
the  character  of  prefumptive  heir  of  the  crown.  His  friends  in  parliament 
were  fo  numerous,  that  ffie  formed  no  doubt  of  being  able  to  repeal  the 
aft  of  fettlement.  Thefe  meafures  were  prevented  by  the  duke's  death. 
But  the  Jacobites  continued  their  intrigues,  in  Great  Britain,  with  unabar- 
ing  diligence,  and  entertained  great  hopes  of  fuccefs.  The  nation  owed 
the  difappointment  of  their  fchemes  to  the  timidity  of  their  leaders,  and 
the  enthufiafm  of  the  Pretender  himfejf,  in  adhering  to  the  Romifli  faith, 
contrary  to  the  advice  of  all  his  friends.  The  following  papers  throw  a 
new  and  very  important  light  on  the  hiftory  of  the  prefent  year.  The 
fecret  intrigues  of  both  parties  are  diftinftly  marked  and  accurately  re- 
lated ;  and  a  chain  of  fads  is  continued,  in  a  manner  that  gives  them 
authenticity.

I 
let  him  fee  the  cafe  was  no  way  the  fame;  for  whatever  inclinations  King 
Charles  might  have  had  to  the  Catholic  Religion,  he  never  was  received 
into  the  church,  till  his  lafl:  illnefs ;  whereas  the  King  has  been  educated 
from  his  infancy  in  the  Catholic  Religion,  and  has  all  his  life  made  open 
profeffion  of  it.

He 

ftiowed  him,  at  the  fame  time,  the  paffport,  which  he  intends  to  give  to 

the  chevalier  de  St.  George,  of  which  Mr.  D'AudifFret  has  taken  a  copy, 

to  fend  it  to  his  court,  and  to  know  from  the  King's  minifters,  if  it  will 

fuit  in  the  terms  propofed.     The  King's  anfwer  will  be  known,  in  four  or 

five  days.     Thefe  unavoidable  delays,  in  fuch  a  cafe,  have  hindered  his 

Royal  Highnefs  from  acquainting  the  chevalier  de  St.  George  fooner  with 

what  he  hath  done,  both  at  Vienna  and  in  Holland,  to  fatisfy  him.

The  reafon  why  he  has  not  fent  it  fooner  was,  that  he  feared  your 
lordlTiip  might,  by  the  tenour  of  this  letter,  apprehend  ftill  that  it  implied 
a  kind  of  injunition  to  his  Royal  Highnefs,  to  obferve  the  King's  de- 
meanour, &c.

Fie  told  me  his  knight  [Sir  Thomas  Hanmer]  and  he,  were  to  part  for 
England  the  13th,  and  did  not  difown  but  his  knight  was  like  to  be  fe- 
cretary,  and  himfelf  to  be  employed  about  him.  If  that  fhould  happen, 
he  faid,  he  could  not  promife  to  write  himfelf,  but  afflired  me,  when  he 
met  with  any  thing  which  was  for  Mr.  Franklin's  fervice,  he  would  com- 
municate it  to  Lilly  or  Abram,  being  particularly  acquainted  with  both  ;

and  difobliging  both  parties  more  and  more."

"  JVI  ■'^"  Harley  has  afuired  the  D.  of  Hannover,  by  all  that  is  facred, 
that  he  intends  his  faithful  fervice ;  and  fliowed  that  what  he  has 
done  was  to  ftem  a  tide,  and  that  had  he  afted  ocherwife,  it  would  have 
ruined  all ;  and  that,  by  being  in  with  fome  Jacobites,  he  is  come  to  the 
knowledge  of  all  their  defigns,  and  knows  their  weaknefs  and  ilrength ; 
and  by  his  fon  in-law,  he  is  come  to  a  better  intelligence  with  Hanno-

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1713.       ver;  and  that  fon  was,  and  is,  a  great  favourite  at  Hannover.     But  the 
February.      Whigs  fo  pofltfTed  Hannover  of  the  trickifn  temper  of  Harley,  that  yet 
he  does  not  entirely  rely  on  him  -,  but  demands,  for  a  proof  of  what  he 
protefts,  that  he  will  give  him  this  proof,  that  he  will  get  all  the  fheriffs 
of  each  county  in,  that  are  Low  Church,  and  a  motly  minillry,  and  the 
King  of  France  to  be  guarantee  for  the  fucceffion  for  him,  and  his  fon 
and  grand-fon  to  do  the  fame ;  this,  and  all  other  terms  which  he  de- 
manded, Harley  has  promifed  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  perform.     And,, 
on  his  fide,  Harley  demands  that  it  {hall  not  be  infilled  on  to  have  lord- 
Wharton,  nor  any  of  thofe  that  were  in  the  miniftry,  who  are  his  perfonal.

My  council  hates- 
him  [HarleyJ,  and  ufes  to  repeat  all  his  unfair  practices ;  yet,  at  this 
time,  owns  that  he  has  fo  warded  againft  a  ftorm,  that  few  befides  him- 
felf  could  have  done  •,  and  added,  that  it  was  the  opinion  of  all  of  his  fort,, 
that  if  he  gave  the  proofs  which  he  had  promifed,  and  orders  it  fo,  to 
have  the  family  of  Medlecot  [parliament]  to  be  fuch  as  they  had  been 
fome  years  paft,  he  will  be  in  efteem  with  thofe  that  now  hate  him. 
Here  is  no  public  news.  We  that  are  called  Whigs,  are  in  great  hopes 
things  will  go  better;  for  all  that  can  be  done  yet,  to  procure  a  parlia- 
ment of  Low  Church  Men,  is  done:  the  flierifts  of  each  county,  where 
there  are  any  of  that  fort  of  men  pricked,  they  are  chofen,  though  the 
counties  are  as  averfe  as  ever,  or  more  ;  and  it  is  faid,  there  will  be  ad- 
mitted into  the  council  feveral  of  the  fame  fort.

drank  it  in  his  cellar,  and  paid  down  their  money  there ;  and  they  fell  f^^'u^fy- 
filk.  The  Spittle-field  weavers  have  a  defign  to  pull  down  his  houfe, 
becaufe  they  have  bought  and  fold  great  quantities  of  filk,  they  report, 
to  the  value  of  200,000  /. ;  this  breeds  ill  blood,  and  was  very  impoli- 
ticly done.  Mr.  Jacob  [King  of  France],  I  am  told,  confents  to  be 
furety  for  Mr.  Sandy  [Hannover],  and  his  relation  [King  of  Spain]  the 
fame.  This  is  owing  to  Mr.  Harris  [Harley],  and  he,  with  Mr.  Jacobs, 
now  that  is  lately  gone  to  him  [lord  Shrewfbury].  Your  friend  Mr.

She  prefents  her  moft  hearty 

fervice  to  good  Mrs.  Kirkton  [the  King],  and  all  friends  with  you ;  to 

honeft  Burton  [Berwick],  if  there,  for  whom  fhe  has  a  great  value.

"  An  extract  of  Mr.  Rogers's  [Plunkei's]  letters  ef  the  ^ii>,  14/^,  zothy  D.N.  vol.  iv. 
2^d,  and  ijth  of  February,  17 »3'"  ^^^'  ^°'  '^' 

This  extraft  is  in  Sir  William  Ellis's  hand,  and  was  probably  fent  by 
him  to  the  earl  of  Middleton.     Almoft  every  circumftance  is  authenti- 
cated by  the  Hannover  Papers  of  the  fame  month. 
About  the  fuccejjion  to  the  crown  after  the  death  of  ^ee7i  Anney  and  the  iu' 
trigues  for  fecuring  it  for  her  brother. 

*'  npHAT  what  he  had  faid,  in  a  former  letter,  viz.  That  Mr.  Harley 
and  his  brethren  would  call  home  the  King ;  he  had  it  from,  and 
has  fince  had  it  confirmed  to  him  by,  Mr.  Netterville;  which  is,  he  fays, 
as  much  as  if  he  had  had  it  from  Mr.  Harlcy's  own  mouth  :  and  that  he 
has  had  the  fame  thing  confirmed  to  him,  at  feveral  times,  by  Mr.  Pen, 
the  Qiiaker. 

That  lord  Miilgrave,  and  the  reft  of  his  opinion,  would  be  glad  to 
have  the  King  home  as  foon  as  pofTible,  if  they  knew  how  to  do  it  with- 
out running  any  hazard ;  and  that  princefs  Anne  is  of  the  fame  mind, 
but  timorous.     This,  he  fays,  comes  from  lady  Fretchwel. 

The  reafons  he  gives  for  not  making  ufe  of  a  cypher  formerly  fent  to 
Mr.  Netterville,  in  order  to  his  correfponding  with  my  lord  Middleton* 
are,  that  the  French  minifters  had  given  him  a  difadvantageous  character 
of  my  lord  Middleton.  That  his  lordfliip  and  lord  Melfort  do  not  agree, 
and  betray  one  another.  That  Mr.  Netterville  was  defired  from  thence, 
(that  is,  from  St.  Germains,  or  from  Paris)  not  to  correfpond  with  any 
there,  for  he  would  have  been  betrayed.     But  that  Mr.  Netterville  tells 

Ddd  2  him. 
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17x3.  him,  that  my  lord  Middleton  and  Sir  William  Ellis  are  honeft,  mode-, 
February,  j-^j.^^  ^p,j  underftand  the  affairs  of  England  the  bed  of  any  he  knows, 
confequently  the  fitteft  to  be  entrufled  and  employed.  He  gives  ano- 
ther reafon,  for  not  ufing  the  cypher  fent  to  Netterville,  viz.  I, eft  Mr, 
Harley  fhould  know  he  correfponds  with  any  about  the  King,  and  gives 
meafures  different  from  Mr.  Harley's,  and  fuch  as  may  hinder  the  King 
from  coming  to  the  terms,  which  he  fays,  perhaps,  maybe  expefted  from 
his  Majefty  ;  that  Mr.  Harley  would  have  the  King  kept  in  the  dark, 
believe  nothing  but  what  comes  from  him,  or  think  of  a  reftoration  but 
by  his  means ;  and  that  the  King  muft  abandon  Rome,  if  he  defires  to 
come  home.  Mr.  Netterville  aflced  him,  why  he  did  not  fend  fome  body 
to  the  King,  to  know  his  mind  -,  he  replied,  the  King  of  France  would 
know  it  and  would  raife  difturbances  in  England,  which  he  (Harley) 
would  prevent  all  he  can ;  which,  Mr.  Rogers  fays,  he  believes,  he  will 
do,  as  long  as  princefs  Anne  lives ;  and  advifes  not  to  believe  the  con* 
trary,  or  rely  on  a  civil  war,  as  Meffrs.  Harley  and  Netterville  fay,  they 
are  fure,  we  are  made  believe,  by  Sheridan,  Mrs.  Fox,  Mr.  Minnis,  Mr. 
Fergufon,  and  thefe,  Mr,  Rogers  fays,  he  calls  Propaganda  ftories. 
Thefe,  he  defires,  may  not  be  believed,  becaufe  the  writers  are  ftrangers 
to  the  affairs  on  the  anvil. 

He  fays,  he  is  furprized  that  Sir  William  Ellis  had  not  the  papers  he 
fent  him  from  Rotterdam ;  and  fays,  he  direded  one  of  them  to  Sir 
Richard  Cantillon. 

That  D.  Hamilton  propofed  to  obtain  of  the  King  of  France  four 
or  five  regiments  to  have  gone  with  the  King  to  Scotland;  and  then  prin- 
cefs Anne  and  the  parliament  would  have  ventured  to  treat  with  his  Ma- 
jefty, which  they  won't  hazard  to  do  otherwife  till  after  the  peace,  and 
till  they  have  turned  out  all  the  Low  Church  men ;  which  being  done, 
will  fend  to  treat  with  his  Majefty,  and  with  the  King  of  France,  wha 
muft  give  as  a  fecurity  for  the  King's  performance. 

That  Mr.  Harley  manages  the  Low  Church  and  Hannover,  till  he 
can  get  the  peace  fettled.  Believes  him  hearty  to  the  King's  intereft,  and 
has  feveral  inftances.  of  it,  though  few  of  the  Jacobites  believe  him  to 
be  fo. 

The  cabinet-council  are  for  the  King,  for  their  own  intereft  and  fear-, 

but  will  hazard  nothing.     That  Mr.  Harley  has  fo  watchful  an  eye  over 

4  him 
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him  (Rogers),  that  he  can't  go  to  lord  Mulgrave  nor  B  i',-but       i7*3' 

lord  Yarmouth  goes  between  them.     That  Mr.  Netterville  knows  every       ^  ''^^'^^' 
thing,  and  iVIr.  Harley  confults  him  in  every  thing  j  and  yet  he  (mean- 
ing, as  it  is  fuppofed,  Netterville)  would  have  the  King  reftored  at  any 
rate. 

That  they  (iVlr.  Rogers  and  Mr.  Netterville)  would  fain  make  duke 
D'Aumont  fubfervient  to  the  King's  intereft  ;  but  Rogers  thinks  he  and 
thofe  about  him,  are  more  capable  of  fpoiling  than  doing  bufinefs,  for  he 
(duke  D'Aumont)  thinks  he  knows  more  than  he  does,  won't  be  advifed, 
and  pretends  to  know  England,  of  which  he  knows  nothing  at  all ;  but 
however,  thinks  he  may  be  made  fome  ufe  of,  fuch  as  to  fetch  and  carry. 
He  defires  this  may  be  read  to  none,  but  to  the  King. 

That  the  cabinet  council  intend  to  purge  the  army  and  the  guards, 
and  make  a  thorough  regulation  in  the  kingdom.  That  he  (Rogers) 
will  give  a  full  account  of  all  circumftances,  when  he  comes.  That  he 
is  told,  he  fliall,  after  a  little  time,  be  fent  to  Bar,  to  let  the  King  know 
his  true  friends  in  Scotland  and  England  j  but  whether  he  is  fent  or  no, 
he  will  endeavour  to  come,  becaufe  it  will  be  of  ufe  to  his  Majefty's  af- 
fairs-, though  he  knows  Monf.  Torcy  and  Mr.  Harley  do  not  defire  he 
fliould  go  at  prefenti  but  he  fays,  he  will  find  a  good  colour,  when  there 
is  occafion. 

That  a  great  many  of  the  Whigs  have  fubfcribed  a  paper,  and  fent  it 
to  princefs  Sophia,  fetting  forth  their  own  ftrength,  and  advifing  that 
young  Hannover  may  be  lent  to  England,  whither  he  may  lawfully  come 
(being  naturalized  a  peer).  That  he  (Rogers)  could  have  got  laid  paper 
fecured ;  but  thought  it  bell  to  let  it  be  fent,  in  order  to  let  Hannover 
further  expofe  himfelf,  to  no  purpofe,  which  will  turn  to  the  King's  ad-^, 
vantage.  By  way  of  poftfcript  to  this  letter,  which  is  of  the  ~~  February, 
he  fays,  he  had  juft  then  had  a  letter  from  Holland,  advifing,  that  lord 
Churchill  and  his  friends  are  taking  meafures  to  fend  over  young  Han- 
nover ;  as  being  the  only  refort  he  and  his  party  have.  But  Mr.  Rogers 
thinks,  as  before,,  the  fooner  he  attempts  it  the  better.  In  his  letters  of  the 
20    eirjary^  j^^  p-jves  an  account  of  the  meafures  lord  Churchill  and  the

Dutch  are  taking,  and  particulars  of  the  paper  which  the  Whigs  fub. 
fcribed  and  fent  to  the  princefs  Sophia  >  viz. 

That 
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1 7 13.  That  princefs  Anne  could  not  live  longer  than  March. 

Thar  fhe  (princefs  Sophia)  fhould  order  matters  fo,  as  to  be  ready  to 
come  at  twenty-four  hours  warning. 

That  they  will  get  the  heads  of  the  clergy  to  give  princefs  Anne  ^ 
memorial  ;  fetting  forth,  that  the  King  is  coming  to  England,  and  bring- 
ing  with  him  the  Roman  Catholic  religion.  This  they  believe  will  make 
the  country  declare  for  the  fucceflion  of  Hannover,  and  give  a  handle 
to  the  parliament  to  fend  for  princefs  Sophia  and  her  grandfon,  as  the 
only  pledges  Ihe  (princefs  Anne)  and  the  kingdom  can  have,  at  prefent,. 
for  the  fecurity  of  the  proteftant  religion,  in  and  out  of  England,  for  tli© 
future. 

That  they  will  urge,  in  their  faid  memorial  to  have  the  Whigs  fharc 
equally  with  the  Tories  in  the  government. 

That  they  will  get  the  D.  of  Hannover's  minifter  in  England  to  fecond 
this  memorial,  which  Mr.  Rogers  fays,  he  hopes  he  (Hannover's  mini- 
fter)  will  do  i  but  believes  the  cabinet-council  will  prevent  the  giving  of 
any  fuch  memorial.  That  Mr.  Harley  laughed  at  it,  but  looks  on  it  to- 
be  well  concerted. 

That  Somers,  Halifax,  and  C— — r,  are  prefllng  Netterville  daily,  to 
ufe  his  intereft  with  Mr.  Harley,  to  bring  them  and  their  friends  into 
bufmefs  ;  that  the  perfon  who  manages  this  affair  with  Netterville  is  his 
(Mr.  Rogers's)  acquaintance  -,  and  tells  him  alfo,  that  Cowper,  the  late-' 
chancellor,  if  he  could  get  off  handfomely  from  the  Whigs,  would  join 
with  princefs  Anne  in  all  her  meafures. 

That  he  (Rogers)  knows,  Mr.  Harley  is  for  dividing  the  employments 
betwixt  the  High  and  Low  Church,  and  for  having  the  choofing  of  them 
himfelf ;  hoping,  by  that  means,  to  be  mafter,  whoever  gets  the  crown. 
But  that  the  06lober-club  will  never  fuffer  this,  and  Mr.  Harley  Hands 
in  awe  of  that  club,  which  is  jealous  of  him  already  ;  and  if  he  fhould 
fhare  the  places,  as  aforefaid,  he  would  foon  be  difcarded. 

That  Mr.  Harley  has  fpies  among  the  W^higs,  that  difcover  all  their 
defigns ;  and  he  lets  them  play  with  their  plot,  till  he  fees  his  time  to 
break  it,  and  then  they  begin  another.  This,  Mr.  Rogers  fays,  he  knows 
to  be  true,  as  having  been  employed  in  thefe  matters  from  the  beginning. 

That, 
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That,  if  the  papc  he  (Rogers)  has  given  to  the  cabinet-council  were  1713. 
publiflied,  he  doubi  not,  they  would  reconcile  all  the  kingdom  to  the  febroary. 
King's  intercft-,  buL  that  Mr.  Harley,  believing  this  would  lelTen  his 
credit  with  the  King,  and  give  his  Majefty  occafion  to  think,  what  fer- 
vice  he  (Harley)  might  do  was  more  out  of  neceffity  than  duty  and  affec- 
tion, has  oppofed  and  prevailed  with  princefs  Anne  to  oppofe  the  pub- 
Jifliing  of  laid  pape«s,  which  lord  Mulgrave  and  his  Majefty's  true 
friends  were  for  having  done.  That  there  are  two  parliament-men  who 
would  fain  have  him  (Rogers)  give  them  fome  of  thofe  papers  :  that  they 
would  improve  them  to  advantage.  But  he  fays,  he  thinks  it  too  nice 
a  thing  to  venture  upon,  without  advice  :  fo  defires  Sir  William  Ellis's 
opinion,  by  the  next  ordinary,  and  believes  the  Odober-club  would 
make  a  good  bufinefs  of  it. 

That  there  is  an  old  acquaintance  of  his  (Rogers)  there  (at  London), 
•who  fends  intelligence  to  princefs  Sophia  of  what  the  Whigs  are  doing. 
That  the  faid  perfon  Ihows  him  (Rogers)  all  flie  fends.  That  fhe  is  a 
great  confident  of  princefs  Sophia's ;  and,  by  this  means,  he  (Rogers) 
fhall  have  a  further  occafion,  he  fays,  of  ferving  the  King. 

That  we,  he  fays  (meaning,  as  feems,  himfelf  and  the  King's  friends 
there)  mud  ftrain  a  point  to  get  the  King  foon  reftored  ;  for  lord  Mul- 
grave  is  old,  and  lord  Shrewfbury  is  right,  but  timorous.  Thefe  two, 
lie  fuppofes,  govern  f!>e  cflbiDet-council,  and  keep  Mr.  Harley  in  awe; 
and  that,  if  Mulgrave  dies,  Mr.  Harley  will  fend  lord  Shrewfbury  to 
Ireland,  and  then  govern  the  cabinet-council  to  give  the  crown  to  whom 
he  pleafes,  and  that  this  makes  him  (Harley)  delay,  and  go  fo  flow  in  re- 
forming the  government. 

That,  to  prevent  Mr.  Harley 's  management  as  aforefaid,  he  (Rogers) 
had  thought  fit  to  acquaint  lord  Mulgrave  with  fome  late  advices  he  had 
had  from  Holland,  viz.  That  Heinfius  is  of  opinion,  Holland  can't  be 
fafe  whilft  the  government  of  England  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Tories  ; 
and  that  it  ihould  be  the  bufinefs  of  the  Dutch  and  Whigs,  whether 
there  be  war  or  peace,  to  blow  up  the  Tories,  or  at  leaft  make  them  un- 
cafy.  That,  fince  this  advice  has  been  communicated  as  aforefaid,  he 
(Rogers)  finds  Mr.  Harley  is  uneafy  and  is  afraid  that  the  cabinet-council 
will. join  with  the  Whigs,  this  feffion  of  parliament,  to  fend  him  to  the 
Tower;  and  to  obviate  it,  he  is  for  making  five  or  fix  peers  more,  and 
2  to 
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1713.       to  publlfh  the  peace,  at  leaft  with  France  and  Spain,  which  he  thinks 
^  ^^^'V-     yj\\\  f-Q  £2,.  pieafe  the  two  houfes,  in  regard  of  the  advantages  England 
has  by  it,  that  they  will  be  foon  reconciled  to  him. 

That,  on  ^r-^,  a  man  of  note  had  advice  from  Ireland,  that  the 

'  3  iVJarcn'  ' 

Whigs  there  are  ready  to  declare  for  Hannover,  and  that  the  Weft  of 
Scotland  will  join  with  them.  That  Netterville  acquainted  Mr.  Harley 
■with  this,  and  adviled  him  to  proceed  forthwith  to  a  thorough  reforma- 
tion, in  the  three  kingdoms  -,  that,  otherwife,  princefs  Anne  could  not 
be  fafe.  That  Mr.  Harley  anfwered,  No  danger.  That  the  parliament 
will  be  fo  well  pleafed  with  his  conduit  and  management,  that  the  Whigs 
and  their  adherents  will  be  foon  laid  on  their  backs.  That  all  the  coun- 
try gentlemen  are  for  princefs  Anne  and  her  minifters,  and  will  not  be 
for  Hannover.  That  the  Whigs  may  make  a  noife  this  feffion,  and  in- 
vite Hannover  to  come  to  nole  princefs  Anne-,  yet  all  will  not  do,  and 
they  will  get  no  point  by  it ;  for  the  parliament  will  declare  neither  way. 
.  Their  .bufinefs  will  be  to  fecure  the  proteftant  religion,  and  order  matters 
fo  now,  that  it  will  not  be  in  the  King's  power  ever  to  hurt  it.  Mr. 
Rogers  adds,  that,  by  this  njeans,  he  (Harley)  will  weather  the  point. 
And  that  you,  he  fays,  "  may  depend  upon  it,  if  there  is  truth  in  man, 
and  I,  he  fays,  underftand  any  thing,  the  way  is  a  paving  for  the  King  i 
but  as  they  are  refolved  to  run  no  rifque  for  a  refloration,  they'll  take 
their  own  time,  and  the  fafeft  way  to  do  it ;  and  the  King  of  France  ig 
in  the  fecret ;"  and  you  will  find  all  this  to  be  true  in  the  end. 

I,  he  fays,  don't  think  the  King  fafe  at  Barleduc,  and  that  the  allies 
will  ftand  at  nothing  to  ruin  him. 

That  he  (Rogers)  had,  fince  his  laft,  which  was  of  the  — t- — , — - 

\        o       '  ^  »  0  March, 

introduced  Netterville  to  D.  D'Aumont,  who  difcourfed  with  them  two 
hours  and  a  half.  That  they  fhowcd  him  how  eafy  it  would  be,  for  his 
mafter  and  him,  to  procure  the  King's  reftoration,  if  they  would  follow 
the  meafures  that  fhould  be  given  them.  That  the  laid  duke  anfwered, 
."  their  defire  fliould  be  ftridly  complied  with ;"  and  that  the  King  or 
none  of  his  houfe  fhould  know  any  thing,  till  the  bufinefs  is  done.  He 
(the  duke)  told  them,  he  would  rely  on  what  intelligence  they  will  give 
him,  and  will  give  what  money  is  neceflary  for  carrying  on  his  mafter's 
bufinefs,  which  they  had  fhowed  him  was  to  rellore  the  King ;  with  re- 
gard 
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gard  to  hfs  own  fafety  and  welfare,  of  whtch  he  feemed  to  be  fcnfible,        1713. 
defired  their  friend fhip   and  affiftance,  and  faid  they  Ihould  find  their      f«'"'"">'* 
account  in  it. 

*Tis  believed  lord  Nottingham  will,  at  the  meeting  of  the  parliament, 
infift  on  Hannover's  being  fent  for. 

That  there  is  come  for  England  one  Widam  of  Camb,  as  he  pretends 
himfelf,  from  the  King  of  France.  That  he  told  Mr.  Netterville,  that 
the  King  is  not  much  concerned  for  the  crown  ;  is  nothing  at  all  addifted 
to  the  Roman  Catholic  religion;  is  in  the  hands  of  lord  Middleton  and 
Sir  William  Ellis,  both  deifts,  and  believes  they'll  make  him  one,  and  are 
not  at  all  liked  or  looked  on  in  the  court  of  France  j  and  that  lord  Melforc 
is  the  man  he  (Mr.  Netterville)  fhould  correfpond  withal.  This,  and  much 
more  fuch  fulfome  ftufF,  it  is  faid  Widam  told  Netterville,  in  order  to 
his  acquainting  Mr.  Harley  with  it ;  but  Mr.  Netterville  would  not,  know- 
ing it  would  do  the  King  harm  ;  and,  if  faid  man  ftays  long,  he  will  do 
hurt.  What  is  or  has  been  doing  for  the  King's  intereft  hitherto  may  be 
fpoiled,  by  fuch  foolifh  management.  The  man  means  well ;  but  Mr. 
Netterville  is  not  pleafed  with  his  aflings,  nor  any  that  hears  him. 

Mr.  Netten'ille  propofed  lately  to  Mr.  Harley,  to  have  a  bill  brought 
jn  to  break  the  triennial  a£t,  and  to  have  the  army  pur  into  trufty  hands. 
Mr.  Harley  anfwered,  the  breaking  the  triennial  ad  would  feem  too  vio- 
lent, and  there's  reafon  to  hope  the  next  parliament  will  be  as  good  as 
this.  The  kingdom  will  be  fo  well  pleafed  with  the  peace,  that  the  pre- 
fent  minifters  will  be  better  fettled  than  hitherto,  and  the  late  minifters 
more  blafted  this  feffion  than  they  were  the  laft.  That  the  country  gen- 
tlemen will  never  be  reconciled  to  the  Whigs. 

Mr.  Rogers  fays,  that  moft  of  the  country  gentlemen  are  for  having 
the  King  •,  but  will  hazard  nothing. 

That  he  finds,  after  a  little  while,  the  duke  of  Berwick  may  have  a 
paflport  to  come  for  England ;  that  he  and  lord  Middleton  and  Sir  Wil- 
liam Ellis  are  not  hated,  but  lord  Melfort  is.  Mr.  Netterville  tells  Mr. 
Harley  they  are  men  of  moderation,  which  is  well  looked  on  among 
them  in  England. 

That  it's  defired,  the  King  of  France,  or  any  of  his,  may  not  know, 

that  Mr.  Rogers  writes  to  Sir  William  Ellis,  and  wliat  he  writes,  he  de- 
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fires  the  King  only  may  know  it ;  and  that  Mr.  Netterville  tells  him, 
they  muft  ferve  the  King  unknown  to  the  King  of  Franoe  and  thofe 
about  him  ;  and  that  the  King  of  France  muft  make  ufe  of  no  other  mea- 
fures,  but  what  they  in  England  give  him."

*'  "yOUR  friend  Mr.  Pleffington  [the  King]  read  your  letter  to  me  of 
the  20th  ult.  with  a  great  deal  of  fatisfaflion,  finding  you  perfift 
ftill  in  your  former  opinion,  that  it  is  Baker's  [Harley's]  real  intereft,  and 
confequently  his  inclination,  to  have  Harper's  [Hannover's]  decree  re- 
verfed.  It's  certain,  that  if  Aylmer  [the  princefs  Anne]  fhould  break 
[die]  before  the  caufe  be  reheard,  that  Baker  [Harley]  is  in  as  much  dan- 
ger of  fufFering  in  proportion  as  Manly  [the  King]  ;  and,  therefore,  it  is 
reafonable  to  hope  he  fhould  ufe  all  his  endeavours  to  bring  this  matter 
to  a  fpeedy  ifllie,  as  foon  as  poffible  he  can,  fince  delays  are  equally  dan- 
gerous for  both. 

I  wifli  the  late  alarm  he  has  had  of  Aylmer  [the  princefs  Anne]  break- 
ing may  quicken  him  a  little  for  what  was  like  to  happen,  when  even 
Berry  himfelf,  in  fome  of  his  laft  letters,  had  no  apprehenfion  of  Ayl- 
mer's  [the  princefs  Anne's]  affairs  being  in  any  real  danger,  may  happen 
hereafter  in  effetfl,  when  leaft  feared  or  expeded  •,  and,  in  fuch  a  cafe, 
no  wife  merchant,  who  has  his  all  at  ftake,  ought  to  lofe  a  moment,  to 
enfure  his  effefts  and  make  himfelf  and  his  partners  cafy. 

1  reckon  Baker  [Harley]  is  fure  of  Philips  [the  peace]  by  this  time  ; 
and  Young  [princefs  Anne]  and  he  may  reckon  upon  Kemp's  [King's] 
friendfliip.  Wanly  [the  Whigs]  is  low,  at  prefent,  and  they  have  it  in 
their  power  to  make  him  [them]  yet  lower.  Wheatly  [the  Englifh]  has 
but  one  obje<5lion  againft  Manly  [the  King],  which  Arnot  and  ail  Cary'i 
true  relations  [the  church  of  England]  know  to  be  unreafonable,  fince 
all  the  reafonable  fecurity  Cary  himfelf  can  defire  to  remove  all  fears 
of  danger  from  Cotton's  partnerdiip  [the  Roman  Catholic  religion], 
Manly  [the  King]  is  willing  to  grant. 

This  old  dying  man  Price  [the  parliament]  is  tradable.  Baker  [Har- 
ley] has  an  afcendaut  over  him,  and  he  cannot  be  fure  of  having  the 
iame  credit  with  his  fuccelTor,  nor  that  Young  [princefs  Anne]  himfelf 

will

[England's]  beft  relations  fpeak  well  of  Manly  [the  King],  at  prefent ;  March, 
and  the  generality  of  Wheatly's  family  [the  Englifli]  are  diffatisfied  with 
Harper's  [Hannover's]  late  behaviour-,  but  thefe  gentlemen  being  change- 
able, their  hearts  may  cool.  All  this  confidered,  I  confefs,  I  cannot  fee 
any  prudent  reafon  for  Baker's  [Harlcy's]  dilatory  proceedings :  but  he 
being  the  chiefefl  lawyer,  and  his  own  interefl:  fo  much  concerned.  Man- 
ly [the  King]  muft  be  governed  by  him,  and  comply  with  what  he  can- 
not help  i  and,  in  the  mean  time,  have  patience  and  hope  the  beft." 

There  follows  here  a  paragraph,  in  which  names  occur  for  which  there 
is  no  key,  in  the  whole  correfpondence. 

*'  Plefllngton  [the  King]  is,  God  be  thanked,  in  very  good  health,  and 
receives  all  the  friendfhip  and  kindnefs  from  the  Gentleman  [duke  of 
Lorraine],  in  whofe  houfe  he  lodges  at  prefent;  but  he  hopes  Aitkins 
will  invite  him  to  a  better  houfe  before  it  be  long."

_•'  T  Received,  lafl  poll,  the  favour  of  two  of  yours  together,' [of  the  3d 
and  lOth  March,  which  I  had  the  honour  to  read,  both  to  Mr. 
Kennedy  [the  King]  and  Mr.  Crofton  [lord  Middleton].  The  firft  is 
very  fenfible  of  your  care  of  his  and  of  Wifely's  ["the  Queen's]  concerns ; 
and  the  latter  gives  you  his  kind  fervice,  and  is  very  glad  you  received 
his  letter,  I  am  glad  to  find  you  ftill  fo  hearty  ia  the  hopes  you  have  of 
the  recovery  of  the  mortgage ;  but  J  find  you  have  no  hopes  that  old 
Price  [the  parliament]  will  move  any  thing  in  the  matter,  fo  we  muft 
truft  to  his  next  heir.

My  lord  Halifax  ftood  up 

and  faid,  it  was  fit  to  know  for  what ;  for  they  ought  to  have  had  the 

peace  laid  affore  them  firft,  and  how  the  fucceflion  is  fecured  by  the  peace  i 

for  the  Pretender  is  but  a  day's  journey  further  off;  is  ftill  within  call:

Suppofe  you  have  feen  e'er  now  what  Quaint  [princefs  Anne]  laid 
to  the  partners  [parliament],  and  affords  you,  as  will  others,  mat- 
ter of  fpeculation  ;  'tis  Overton  [Harley]  all  over,  to  think,  by  Ihowing 
fo  much  love  and  friendfhip  to  Hall  [Hannover],  that  the  waggs  [Whigs] 
will  abandon  him  and  renounce  his  intereft,  and  confequently  efpoufe 
Mr.  Ken's  [the  King's].

"  A  PL  ETON  [lord  Athol]  has  got  the  ftaton  middle  [the  privy  feal], 
and  is  gone  to  Intler's  houfe  [Scotland]  to  regulate  the  affairs  of 
that  houfe.  Overbury  [dukeof  Ormond]  goes  to  Johnfon's  houfe  [Ireland] 
to  put  the  gold  [government]  of  that  houfe  into  honeft  hands.  The 
Allen  [army]  there  is  to  be  reduced  from  12  to  8,  that  of  Evelly  [Eng- 
land] will  be  reduced  to  10  m.

"  T  Had  the  honour  of  yours  of  the  20th  inftant,  and  can  tell  you,  Ro- 
*■  gers  defigns  to  wait  on  you,  as  foon  as  practicable,  which  will 
hardly  be  before  the  ift  of  June,  or  Midfummer.  There  is  a  lady  from 
Hannover,  that  has  fome  pretentions  in  the  French  court,  where  flie 
will  be  recommended  from  hence,  and  from  princefs  Sophia.  He  will 
put  himfelf  into  her  retinue,  and  may  be  ufeful  to  her  in  France.  Prin. 
cefs  Sophia  will  take  it  kindly  of  any  body,  that  will  do  this  lady  any 
fervice.  Rogers  conceives  he  may  be,  by  her  means,  being  under  fo 
great  a  princefs's  prote6lion,  more  ufeful  to  Mr.  Evans  [Sir  WiUiam 
Ellisj  and  his  mailer  [the  King],  becaufe  he  can  appear  barefacedly.

'y^HE  Sutlers  [Scots]  begin  to  be  troublefome.  They  feem  refolved 
to  break  off  with  us,  unlets  they  are  put  on  a  better  footing.  They 
all  join  with  the  Waggs  [Whigs]  to  make  Overton  [Harley]  fo  uneafy, 
that  he  will  be  glad  to  refign  in  time.  Some  of  Mr.  Ken's  [the  King's] 
friends  help  them  behind  the  curtain,  to  pin  him  to  the  wall;  for  they 
find  'tis  the  befl  way  to  make  him  do  honeft  and  fair  things.

Several  of  Hung  [commons]  and  Holt  [houfe  of  lords]  tell  me  thofe 
of  South-houfe  [of  the  French]  have  nothing  in  them  that's  brave  or 
wife,  neither  do  they  take  them  to  be  cordially  in  Mr.  Ken's  [the  King's] 
intereft.  I  anfwered,  they  needn't  fufped;  Knox's  [King  of  France's]  in- 
tegrity to  him ;  and  that  they  ftiould  exert  themfelves  the  more  they  fuf- 
peft  him.  They  replied,  his  agent  [ambaffador]  here  ftiould  give  them 
fome  marks  of  his  fincerity,  which  he  has  not  done  as  yet.  Eating  and 
drinking  is  not  enough  here ;  he  ought  to  court  the  partners  [houfe  of 
commons]  efpecially.  I  rejoined,  he  is  only  come  to  make  a  parade ; 
but  the  next  that  comes  will  do  his  duty.  This  I  did,  to  keep  them  in 
heart,  and  up  to  Mr.  Ken's  [the  King's]  intereft.  I  know  the  agent 
[ambaflador]  afts  by  diredion,  and  is  afraid  to  be  feen  to  countenance 
any  thing  that  feems  to  tend  to  Mr.  Ken's  [the  King's]  intereft,  at  pre- 
fent; for  he  thinks  there  is  no  truth  in  an  Evelinfman  [EngliftimanJ, 
which  ftiows  the  weaknefs  of  his  mafter  and  his  mate  [minifter]. 

Rogers,  however,  continues  ftill  to  blow  the  coals,  and  as  he  laid  the 
foundation  of  this  late  ftorm,  he  may  lay  one  for  another,  that  may  prove 
to  Mr.  Ken's  [the  King's]  advantage,  in  the  end  ;  for  Overton  [Harley] 
muft  be  fpurred  on,  or  elfe  he'll  ruin  all  by  his  delays  and  falfe  meafurcs, 
on  miftaken  policy.

No  news  here,  but  the  bill  relating  to  the  8th  and  9th  articles  was 
thrown  out  of  the  houfe  of  commons.  The  Whigs  and  Tories  joined,  in 
the  matter.  'Tis  but  what  1  told  you,  fome  time  ago.  The  Whigs 
needn't  brag,  for  they'll  get  no  ground  by  it.  They  made  bonfires  in 
the  city,  but  got  no  mob  by  it.  They  give  out  the  lord  T  r  [Har- 
Icy]  will  not  ftand  his  ground  long  •,  but  they'll  find  themfelves  miftaken,  I 
hope.  They  fay,  they'll  move  for  the  houfe  of  lords  to  addrefs  the  Qiieen, 
to  lay  before  the  houfe,  Who  advifed  her  to  make  this  treaty  of  com- 
merce, fo  prejudicial  to  the  nation  -,  or,  at  leaft,  they'll  cenfure  it.  But 
they  ha'n't  ftrength  enough  to  carry  their  point,  unlefs  the  Tories  join 
with  them.  In  18  or  20  days,  we  fliall  be  able  to  make  a  true  judgment 
of  things ;  at  prefent,  none  can  be  made  of  any  thing.

"  CIR  Thomas  Hanmer  was  fent  over,  in  17 12,  to  the  D.  of  Ormond 
(whofe  relation  and  friend  he  was)  in  Flanders,  and  after  that  came 
to  Paris,  where  he  was  received,   by  the  King  of  France's  order,  like  a 
prince.     Never  had  a  private  man  fuch  honours  paid  him. 

There,  he  put  the  laft  hand  to  the  Treaty  of  Commerce ;  which-  very 
treaty,  he  afterwards,  when  fpeaker,  ufed  his  intercfl  to  throw  out. 

When  that  treaty  was  to  come  before  the  houfe,  and  feveral  debates 
had  been  held  on  if,  juft  as  the  laft  debate  for  the  final  determination  of 
the  affair  came  on,  the  earl  of  Oxford  wrote  a  letter,  as  L.  L.  told  me 
April  23d  1724,  to  Mr.  Bromley,  telling  him,  that  he  would,  by  no  means, 
be  an  occafion  of  a  breach  among  friends:  that  he  would  wiUingly  let  all  the 
blame  lie  upon  himfelf,  and  the  treaty  be  given  up,  rather  than  make  a 
divifion.  Nor  would  there  have  been  a  divifion  in  the  houfe  that  day, 
had  not  Sir  Richard  Vyvian  got  up  and  faid,  that  he  had  ftudied  the 
point  of  commerce :  that  he  found  the  treaty  admirably  calculated  for 
the  advantage  of  England,  and  he  had  grounded  his  notion  on  the  beft 
informations  ;  and  that  he  could  not  bear  to  fee  a  matter  given  up, 
out  of  a  compliment  to  any  body's  notions,  when  his  country  was  to 
receive  a  prejudice  by  it ;  and  he  laid  the  foundation  of  a  debate,  which 
lafted  till  2  in  the  morning,  being  carried  on  purely  on  a  country-foot, 
and  the  treaty  rejefted,  by  only  about  8  votes.  Lord  L.  dined  that  day 
with  lord  Oxford,  who  was  furpriicd  to  hear,  that  the  houfe  was  fitting 

at 
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at  nine  o'clock,  and  could  not  imagine  how  it  happened,  nor  did  then  ^7^3' 
take  a  ftep  to  carry  the  point ;  whereas,  as  lord  L.  told  me,  had  he  bat 
fent  a  note  to  his  brother  Ned,  or  coufin  Tom  Harley,  the  court  interell, 
which  was  neuter,  would  have  fallen  in  with  the  country,  and  the  treaty 
would  have  certainly  been  ratified :  fo  that  this  point  was  left,  to  the  in- 
finite prejudice  of  England,  only  out  of  a  compliment  of  the  earl  of  Ox- 
ford to.Sir  Thomas  Hanmer. 

A.  O.  told  me,  Sir  T.  Hanmer  and  the  B.  of  R.  were  the  two  perfons 
that  fent  SirC.  P.  to  the  D.  of  Ormond,  prefllng  him  to  be  gone  for 
France."

*'  CINCE  I  received  yours  of  the  20th  July,  I  have  made  it  my  bufi* 
nefs  to  find  out  from  what  ground  that  afperfion  fprung  relating  to 
your  friend  Mr.  Philips  [my  lord  Middleton],  and  at  lafl:  have  found 
what  I  mull  conjure  our  friend  to  be  very  circumfpedl  in  taking  notes 
from  whence  he  has  the  account:  for  Mrs.  White  has  engaged  her  ho- 
nour in  it  to  him  that  told  it  her,  that  it  fhall  never  come  to  be  named. 
He  fpeaks  himfelf  with  refpeft  of  Mr.  Philips  [lord  Middleton]  ;  but 
told  her  of  what  I  fliall  tell  you  on  the  other  fide  of  this ;  and  the  young 
gentleman  that  came  with  Mr.  Jacob's  [King  of  France's]  firft  agent  here,

"  fJE  correfponds  with  Mr.  Inefe,  that  is,  with  you,  and  Tie  is  intimate 
with  Mr.  Mennis.  He  has  given  him  fifty  pounds  on  the  King's 
account.  It  is  my  lord  Fingale  that  told  me,  that  Monfieur  Pont- 
chartrain  told  him,  if  my  lord  Middleton  was  faithful  to  the  King,  he 
was  falfe  to  the  King  of  France ;  and  he  that  is  here,  I  mean  D.  D'Au- 
mont,  is  of  the  fame  opinion  as  he  fays,  or  words  to  that  efFed:,  But  it 
was  not  lord  Fingale  that  told  me  that.  The  duke  of  Powis  told  me,  he 
did  not  fpeak  or  trult  himfelf  to  my  lord  Middleton's  fons,  and  repeated 
only  at  large,  that  there  were  flrange  reports  of  my  lord  Middleton.

Rogers  is  intruded,  by  the  perfon  I  have  named,  that  told 
me  what  IMr.  Jacob's  [King  of  France's]  firft:  man  told  him  ;  and,  to  do 
that  perfon  juftice,  he  faid  he  did  believe  Mr.  Philips  [lord  Middleton] 
to  be  a  man  of  honour.     I  cannot  find  yet,  if  he  has  told  the  fame  to  any 
other  perfon  than  Mrs.  White.     Rogers  has  told  her  feveral  times,  that 
he  feared  an  ill  charaifler  of  Mr.  Philips  [lord  Middleton],  in  regard  to 
Mr.  Jenkins  [the  King].      She  afTured  him   it  was  groundlefs  malice. 
Then  he  repeated,  that  he  was  the  caufe  of  Mr.  Hamilton's  leaving  Mr. 
Jenkins  [the  King].     So  llie  concluded  it  was  from  that,  that  the  mali- 
cious report  came  ;  but  now  (he  finds  that  it  came  both  ways.

He  has  told  me  three  things  alledged 
againft  my  lord  Middleton.     One,  that  when  F.  Plovvden  was  lent 
on  the  King's  bufmefs,  another  father  of  theirs  was  taken  in  Flanders ; 
and  when  they  found  it  was  not  Plowden,  they  let  him  go,  and  that  my 
lord  Middleton  was  the   man  that   knew  of  this  bufmefs.     The  lecond 
thing  was,  that  young  Sheridan  told  my  lord,  that  his  father  was  fcnt  to 
the  Eleftor  of  Cologne,  who  promifed  to  affift  the  King  with  money  :  b'.i,- 
when  Sheridan  came,  he  fliuffled  him  off,  becaufe  he  found  all  defigns 
were  difcovered  to  thofe  here.

**  T  Am  forry  to  find  you  lay  fo  much  ftrefs  upon  Mr.  Smith's  |thc 
King's]  living  [being]  or  not  living  [being]  in  Forbes's  [catholic] 
family,  as  if  the  ifllie  of  his  law  fuit  depended  upon  it,  when  Mr.  Ander- 
fon  [E.  Mar]  himfelf  knows,  that  it  would  be  againft  all  law  to  call  him 
upon  that  account ;  fmce  therefore,  you  have  been  fo  plain  with  nie,  upon 
this  fubject,  confiding  in  your  friendfliip,  I  will  ufe  the  fame  freedom 
with  you,  in  telling  you  my  thoughts  of  this  matter. 

In  the  firft  place,  if  Smith's  friends  require  this  condition  from  him, 
they  do  him  no  favour ;  for  he  could  compound,  at  that  rate,  with  his 
greateft  enemies,  and  with  Cramond  himfelf  [the  Whigs].

*'  A  S  for  your  affairs  here,  I  can  fend  you  nothing  new  ;  you  will  fee 
now,  in  a  feffion  or  two,  whether  I  fhall  ever  be  fo  happy  as  to 
fee  you  here,  or  not.  I  have  no  hopes  any  further  than  this,  that  I  per- 
fuade myfelf,  that  it  is  the  intereft  of  thofe  that  are  to  ferve  you,  to  ferve 
you,  and  that  they  have  no  other  refuge  to  fly  to.  Now  if  this  be  as  I 
imagine,  yet  fome  think  it  impradicable,  becaufe  of  the  difficulty  of  fet- 
tling the  eftate,  whether  it  (hall  be  parted,  or  that  our  friend  [the  King] 
fhould  have  it,  after  his  relation's  death,  &c.

•'  T  Had  four  letters  from  Noble  [Mr.  Netterville],  laft  night,  which; 
imports,  that  the-  duke  of  Shrewfbury  goes  to  Ireland  in  14  days, 
to  call  a  parliament,  and  put  that  kingdom  into  honeft  hands.  He  is 
to  come  back  to  England,  in  four  months.  The  changes  go  on  by  de- 
grees to  Mr.  Kennedy's  [the  King's]  advantage  ;  none  but  his  friends 
advanced  or  employed,  in  order  to  ferve  the  great  projed.  I  am  de- 
fired  to  tell  you,  Mr.  Kennedy  [the  King]  and  thofe  about  him  are  to' 
obey  and  obferve  what  inftrudtions  are  fent  him  from  England,  from 
time  to  time,  and  that,  in  fix  or  eight  months,  things  will  be  ripe  and 
forward  to  be  imparted  to  him.

The  parliament  will  be 
very  aflive  and  ftirring.  The  treafurer  and  miniflry  look  on  the  German 
minifter,  refiding  in  England  with  fuch  difdain  and  contempt,  and  he  on 
them,  that  they  are  ready  to  fly  in  one  anothers  faces  when  they  meet.

**  T  Left  Antwerp  the  9th  inflant,  and  arrived  here  the  13th,  at  night. 

I  delivered  the  two  letters  for  the  Qiieen  and  duchefs  of  Berwick. 

All  that  I  have  to  add  in  particular,   more  than  in  the  lafl  I  had  the 
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honour  to  fend  to  your  lordlhip,  is,  that  at  my  return  from  Holland  the 
lawyer  [Marlborough]  made  a  folemn  proteftation  that  he  had  rather  (I 
think  the  expreflion  was)  have  his  hands  cut  off,  than  that  he  Ihould  do 
any  thing  prejudicial  to  the  fquire's  [the  King's]  fervice ;  and,  after  much 
the  fame  talk  as  in  my  lad,  he  bad  me  give  aflli ranees,  that  provided 
(the  propofition  was  fomething  conditional)  he  could  be  made  eafy  as  to 
his  own  law-fuir,  he  would  not  ftick  to  ufe  all  his  intereft,  both  privately 
and  publickly,  for  the  fquire's  [the  King's]  fervice,  which  he  will  do 
heartily  ;  (and  the  duke  of  Berwick's  commiffion,  is  to  fee  how  far  this 
will  reach).  Perhaps 'fome  good  may  come  of  this ;  at  leaft,  it  is  and 
fhall  be  the  fubjeft  of  my  prayers  and  beil  endeavours.  The  duke  of 
Berwick,  I  fuppofe,  will  give  his  fentiments  more  at  large.  I  fhall  wait 
upon  her  Majefty  this  evening,  and  fo  make  all  the  hafte  I  can  back  to 
the  lawyer  [Marlborough].

"  IF  I  have  not.  Sir,  addrefled  myfelf  to  you  afore  now,  it's  becaufe  I 
was  in  hopes  of  feeing  you  afore  this.

They  brag 
they  have  a  fadion  ftrong  enough,  if  not  to  bring  over  Hannover,  to 
keep  out  the  Pretender  at  leaft  this  feffion  ;  in  the  mean  time,  the  Queen 
may  die.

*'  J  Had,  dear  Sir,  two  letters  from  home,  by  laft  poft,  wherein  I  am 
earneftly  defired  to  get  myfelf  introduced  to  the  minifters  of  Savoy 
and  Bavaria  and  other  Roman  Catholic  minifters  refiding  here ;  and  if  • 
they  have  any  confidence  in  me,  I  Ihall  have  meafures  fent  me,  from  time 
to  time,  to  com.municate  to  them,  that  may  be  ufeful  to  their  mafters  and 
fubfervient  to  the  conful's   intereft.     I   know.  Sir,  the  men  in  power 
would  be  glad  thofe  of  his  ftamp  did  contribute  to  reftore  him  to  his 
confulfhip,  though  they  dare  not  appear  in  the  matter  bare-facedly,  much 
lefs  truft  any  of  thofe  foreigners  in  the  circumftances  they  are  now  in ; 
but,  as  it  is  a  nice  thing,  I  fhall  not  proceed  in  it,  till  I  know  the  conful's 
fentiments  of  the  matter ;  befides,  none  of  thefe  foreigners  will  truft  mc, 
unlefs  I  be  introduced  to  them  by  thofe  that  has  intereft  with  them :  but 
we  muft  not  lofe  much  time  :  for  I  find,  by  my  accounts  from  home,  the 
conful's  friends  begin  to  be  more  aftive,  and  defign  to  bring  things  to 
bear  fooner  than  it  was  firft  propoied.

I  am  defired  to  tell  the  conful,  that  he  muft  not  give  ear  to  tlw 
many  fcribbler?,  that  pretend  to  things  they  know  nothing  of,  for  they  do 
but  miflead  you  and  impofe  on  you  there.  I  gave  the  papers  to  Mr. 
Innes,  and  defired  him  to  give  them  into  the  conful's  own  hands,  and,  if 
he  defired  it,  to  read  them  to  him  -,  and  then  that  you  make  your  re- 
marks. And  I  hope  the  conful  won't  let  them  go  out  of  his  own 
hands,  or  fulFer  copies  to  be  taken  of  them,  but  after  he  has  perufed  them 
to  lock  them  up  till  I  fee  him  :  for  they  will  be  of  ufe  to  him  hereafter;

"  'TTO  tell  him  that  my  lord  Middleton  having  begged  his  Majefty's 
leave  to  lay  down  the  feals,  the  King  had  given  them  to  Sir 
Thomas  Higgins,   and  defired  that  Berry  fhould  hereafter  correfpond 
with  him." 

"  After  this,  having  left  the  fecretary's  office,  in  which  I  had  been 

years  under  fecretary,   during  earl  Melfort,  lord  Caryll,   and  earl 

Middleton's  miniftry,  the  King  was  pleafed  to  make  me  fecretary  of  the 
clofet  •,  in  which  ftation  I  writ  only,  from  time  to  time,  fome  letters  to 
England,  by  his  Majefly's  immediate  orders,  of  which  I  kept  no  copy  •, 
only  (hewed  them  always  to  his  Majefty  before  I  fent  them.  But  the 
Roman  correfpondence  being  my  feparate  province,  I  kept  entries  of  all 
my  letters  to  Rome  in  a  book  apart  from  that  time." 


Extraordinary  as  the  particulars  contained  in  the  following  paper  may 
appear,  they  are  authenticated  by  a  multitude  of  collateral  evidences. 
The  marquis  de  Torcy  has  interfperfed  his  memoirs  with  many  of  the 
anecdotes  mentioned  by  Plunket-,  and  he  was  not  an  author  that  ad- 
vanced fads  upon  flight  grounds.  Befides,  the  whole  correfpondence 
to  the  court  of  St.  Germains  in  the  prefent  year,  is  full  of  information 
upon  this  head.

*'  T)  OGERS  having,  for  fome  years,  been  educated  in  Gerard's  houfe   ^^°'  '^°-  3+- 

[Germany],  Mr.  Egleton  [the  Em.perorj  recommended  him  to 
Mrs.  Strange  [princefs  Sophia],  who  recommended  him  to  fome  of  our 
friends  among  the  Waggs  [Whigs],  and  Egleton  [the  Emperor]  like- 
wife  recommended  him  to  his  agent,  then  refiding  in  Evelin's  houfe 
[England].     This  gave  the  faid  Rogers  an  opportunity  to  contrad  a

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171;^.       friendfhip  and  intimacy  with  the  faid  agent,  and  the  men  of  bufinefs 
Deceinoer.     a^ong  the  Waggs  [Whigs],  whereby  he  had  an  opportunity  of  ferving 
Mr.  Jenkins  [the  King],  when  Quaint  [princefs  AnneJ  made  the  late 
regulation. 

The  faid  Rogers  having,  by  his  daily  converfation  with  Quack  [Mr. 
Pen  a  Qiiaker],  Noble  [Netterville],  and  others,  that  were  very  inti- 
mate with  Overton  [Mr.  Harley]  and  the  reft  of  his  brethren,  found  their 
pulfe  beat  very  low,  and  that  they  were  at  a  lofs  to  maintain  the  new  re- 
gulation ;  and  it  was  tlierefore  they  carefled  the  agents  of  Egleton  [the 
Emperor],  and  Simon's  houfe  [Savoy],  to  bring  them  into  their  intereft, 
in  order  for  a  pardon  general  [a  general  peace]  with  Knox  [the  King  of 
France],  exclufive  of  Duncan  [the  Dutch.] 

Rogers,  perceiving  this  would  prejudice  the  interefts  of  Jenkins  [the 
King],  found  ways  and  means  to  fruftrate  their  defign,  which  he  brought 
about  in  the  following  manner. 

He  being  very  intimate  with  one  of  the  fharpers  of  Egleton's  agent 
[fecretary  of  the  Emperor's  ambaflfador],  who  was  mafter  of  all  his  fo- 
phiftry  [fecrets],  got  a  precept  [a  paper]  which  contained  in  fubftance, 
that  the  Tanners  [Tories]  carelTed  the  faid  agent  [minifter]  then  more 
than  ever,  making  him  great  offers,  in  cafe  he  would  join  with  them  as 
above  :  but  he  aillired  his  mafter  Egleton  [the  Emperor]  that  fuch-  great 
offers  of  the  Tanners  [Tories]  were  an  infallible  fign  they  were  not  in  a 
condition  to  ftand  their  ground  long,  and  aflliring  him  the  Waggs 
[Whigs]  had  laid  fuch  a  foundation  as  would  turn  the  ftream  into  its  for- 
mer channel ;  and  that  there  was  no  reafon  to  apprehend  the  Tanners 
[Tories]  would  dare  to  deal  feparately  with  Knox  [King  of  France],  or 
run  the  rifque  of  giving  any  jealoufy  to  Anabaptifts  [the  allies],  or  offend- 
ing the  men  worthy  [the  mob]. 

Rogers,  after  having  got  this  precept  [paper]  in  his  hand,  did  fignify 
to  Noble,  Qiiack,  and  Overton  [Netterville,  Qiiaker  Pen,  and  Mr. 
Harley]  that  the  V/^aggs  [the  Whigs],  in  conjunftion  with  the  Anabap- 
tifts [the  allies],  were  refolved  to  fiipplant  Quaint  [princefs  Anne]  and 
him,  and  alfo  that  it  was  in  his  power  to  let  him  know  all  their  fophiftries 
[fecrets]  -,  telling  withal,  that  his  chief  aim  in  this  was  purely  to  ferve 
Mr.  Jenkins  [the  King].     Whereupon  Harris  [Harley]  anfwered,  that. 

he 
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he  did  not  diflike  his  fidelity  to  his  friends,  afiuring  him  that  he  Ihouid        1713. 
find  his  account  in  what  fervice  he  fhould  do  for  him  and  Quaint  [the     J-'^"'"  ^^• 
Qiieen]. 

Hereupon  Rogers  gave  him  the  aforefaid  precept  [paper],  and  all  the 
precepts  [papers]  that  the  agent  fent  to  Egleton  [the  Emperor]  and  Dun- 
can [the  Dutch],  from  time  to  time,  to  the  number  of  about  twenty- 
four  ;  containing,  in  fubllance,  the  fchemes  they  had  laid  for  continu- 
ing the  weather  hot  [war]  or  cold.  In  order  thereunto,  the  agent  prepared 
a  memorandum  to  be  given  in  Egleton's  [the  Emperor's]  name,  to 
Qiuint  [princefs  Anne] ;  fetting  forth,  that  he  could  raife  treble  the  alien 
[army]  he  had  hitherto.  Nota  bene,  that  the  Agent,  at  the  fame  time, 
advifed  his  mailer  to  make  large  promifes,  till  he  could  gain  his  point  in 
Evelin's  houfe  [England]  j  and  afterwards,  that  ways  may  be  found  to 
evade  the  performance  of  them  with  credit. 

Which  was  to  be  printed  and  publiihed,  in  order  to  gain  the  men 
worthy  [mob],  and  exafperate  them  againft  Qiiaint  [the  princefs],  Over- 
ton [Harley],  and  his  brethren ;  and  another  precept  [paper],  giving 
an  account  that  Simon's  houfe  [Savoy]  would  ftick  no  longer  to  Egleton's 
[the  Emperor's]  intereft,  but  would  look  to  himfelf ;  and  another  pre- 
cept [paper],  fent  from  Rifton  [the  King  of  Portugal]  to  Egleton  [the 
Emperor],  importing  that  he  would  follow  Qiiaint's  [the  princefs  Anne's] 
fteps.  Another  precept  [paper],  propofing  a  method  of  removing 
Quaint  [princefs  Anne]  out  of  trull  [the  throne] ;  and  another  pre- 
cept [paper],  containing  a  method  how  to  prolong  the  weather  hot  [war] 
for  two  years  longer.  Thefe,  with  many  other  matters,  too  long  to 
mention  here,  being  given  by  Rogers  to  Harris  [Hsrley],  made  fuch 
impreffion  on  Qiiaint  [princefs  Anne],  and  Overton  [Harley],  that  they 
immediately  refolved  upon  dealing  even  feparately  with  Knox  [King  of 
France]. 

Rogers,  perceiving  the  agent  to  be  dejeded  upon  account  of  his  be- 
ing (lighted  on  this  occafion,  difcourfed  with  him  as  ufually,  and  made 
a  bye  motion  to  him  to  reconcile  him  to  Kennedy's  [the  King's]  intereft; 
but  he  being  lb  much  elated  by  the  repeated  aflurances  of  the  Waggs 
[Whigs],  refufed  to  favour  it.  AVhereupon  Rogers  attacked  him  an- 
other way,  and  told  him  there  v/as  a  projeft  fet  on  foot  by  Lewis  [old 
Dajiby]j  Overton  [Harley],  and  the  reft  of  the  fociety,  to  marry  Mr.

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1713.  Kemp's  [the  King's  filler]  to  Knell  [the  King  of  Sweden] ;  and,  by  that 
December,  ^^gans,  to  reftore  him,  exclufive  of  Mrs.  Strange  [the  princefs  Sophia]. 
The  agent  communicated  this  to  his  chief  confidents  among  the  Waggs 
[the  Whigs],  M'ho  were  fo  alarmed  at  it,  that  they  railed  all  the  Devils 
in  Hell  to  prevent  it,  and  faid,  that  of  the  two  evils,  they  would  rather 
have  Jenkins  [the  King],  though  a  phyfician  [a  Roman  Catholic],  than 
that  Rich  a  proje<5t  fliould  take,  which  would  knock  all  their  meafures 
down  at  once,  and  ruin  for  ever  them  and  their  friends  the  Anabaptifts 
[the  allies]. 

Whereupon  they  fent  to  Hall  [Hannover],  that  he  would  fend  his 
agent  immediately  to  Evelin's  houfe  [England],  to  take  care  of  his  in- 
tereft;  who,  thereupon,  gave  in  a  memorandum,  which  ferved  Qiiaint 
[the  princefs  Anne],  Cleveland  [cabinet  council],  and  the  partners  [par- 
liament] to  a  great  degree  never  to  be  forgotten.  Beaumont  [lord  Mul- 
gravel,  Segrave  [lord  Shrewsbury],  and  the  reft  of  the  fociety,  except 
Overton  [Harley],  were  of  opinion  that  the  agent  fliould  be  fent  away 
with  Moulins  [a  meflenger],  but  Overton  [Harley]  faid  it  was  not  fea- 
fonable,  for  feveral  reafons  :  Firft,  becaufe  the  pardon  general  [general 
peace],  was  not  fo  far  advanced  as  to  rely  upon  Knox  [King  of  France]: 
fecondly,  that  it  would  give  a  great  caufe  of  jealoufy  to  the  men  wor- 
thy [the  mob],  which  may  draw  them  away  ;  and  thirdly,  becaufe  it 
would  make  the  jewellers  [Jacobites]  infolent,  and  give  Kemp  [the  King] 
greater  hopes  of  eftablifliing  his  intereft  than  otherwife  he  could  expefh. 
■Upon  thefe  reafons  that  bufinefs  dropt. 

The  Waggs  [Whigs]  findiag  that  the  memorandum  had  not  the  ef- 
feifls  propofed  by  it,  they  fent  to  Evers  [prince  Eugene]  to  come  with  all 
fpeed  to  Evelin's  houfe  [England],  in  order  to  lay  before  Qiiaint  [prin- 
cefs Anne]  and  partners  [parliament]  the  neceffity  of  continuing  the 
weather  hot  [war],  and  how  Knox  [King  of  France]  bought  the  pardon 
general  [peace]  for  maps  [money] ;  to  retrieve  which,  the  Waggs 
[Whigs]  were  fure  to  carry  the  point,  by  the  majority  they  afl"ured 
themklves  in  Holton  [houfe  of  Lords]  and  Hungate  [houfe  of  com- 
mons], by  fending  two  or  three  of  Clevland  [cabinet  council]  to  Tracy 
[the  Tower  of  London.] 

Rogers  having  an  indenture  [intelligence]  of  all  this  from  Egleton's 
[Emperor's]  agent,  then  living  at  Hatton's  houfe  [the  Hague],  gave  the 

faid 
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ftld  indenture  to  Overton  [Harley],  and  the  reft  of  his  brethren  ;  upon  171^. 
■which,  Moulfworth  [lord  Churchill]  was  laid  afide,  which  mightily  fur-  December, 
piifed  Evcrs  [prince  Eugene]  at  his  arrival.  Upon  this,  JVIoulfworth 
[lord  Churchill]  told  Ivers  [prince  Eugene],  that  had  lie  come  before 
the  new  dozen  were  made  in  Holton  [houfe  of  lords],  all  would  do  welh, 
and  that  now  more  violent  meafures  muft  be  ufed  rather  than  fail  ;  which 
Ivers  [prince  Eugene]  agreed  to  confult  with  Jonathan  [the  junto]  and 
partners.  Whereupon  he  propofed  to  gather  together  a  great  many  of 
the  men  worthy  [mob]  to  be  led  by  fome  of  Jonathan  [the  junto]  and 
partners,  (to  deftroy  in  the  night-time,  after  a  frolickfome  manner) 
Overton  [Harley],  Hervy  [Sir  Simon  Harcourt],  and  one  or  two  of  his 
principal  companions  :  but  Hall's  [Hannover's]  agent,  did  not  approve 
of  this  method,  conceiving  it  would  turn  the  hearts  of  the  men  worthy 
£mob]  againft  his  mafter,  but  Jonathan  [the  junto]  and  partners  beino- 
divided  in  this  : 

Ivers  [prince  Eugene]  propofed  another  way,  which  was  to  fet  fire 
to  feveral  houies  in  Little  Town  [London],  and  efpecially  near  South's 
houfe  [St.  James's] ;  and,  by  this  means,  raife  all  the  men  worthy 
[mob];  and  the  Waggs  [Whigs]  being  fure  of  the  Gapers  [Guards], 
Quaint  [princefs  Anne],  together  with  the  Exchange  [Exchequer],  and 
Tracy  [the  Tower],  were  to  be  feized,  and  thereupon  immediately 
new  partners  [parliament]  to  be  called;  but  Horn  [Halifax],  Sands 
[Somers],  and  the  late  Collier  [Chancellor],  did  not  approve  of  this. 

All  this  Rogers  communicated  to  Overton  [Harley],  thinking  Ivers 
[prince  Eugene]  would  be  fent  to  pain  [prifon]  ;  but  finding  that  Oven- 
ton  [Harley]  fliewed  it  to  Qiiaint  [princefs  Anne]  and  not  to  Clevland 
[cabinet  council],  he,  by  Yates  [lord  Yarmouth],  fent,  under  hand,  a 
detail  of  the  v/hole  matter  to  Beaumot^t  [lord  Mulgrave]  and  the  prefent 
Collier  [lord  Keeper],  who  laid  it  before  Clevland  [cabinet  council],  at 
which  Overton  [Harley]  was  very  much  furprifcd,  and  ftarted  ;  but  told 
Clevland  [the  cabinet  council],  that  he  had  the  fame  account,  which  he 
gave  to  Qviaint  [princefs  Anne],  and  another  mate  [minifter  of  ftate], 
faying  that  Quaint  [princefs  Anne],  finding  they  were  divided  among 
themfelves,  thought  it  more  prudent  to  fmother  it.  To  which  Clevland 
[cabinet  council]  replied,  that  it  concerned  them  too.  near  not  to  fift  it  to

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1713.       the  bottom  ;  therefore,  ordered  that  Rogers  fbould  be  called  immediately 
December.     ]^^{q^q  them,    to  give  a  full   account   of  the   whole   matter.     Overtorj 
[Harley]  fent  immediately  for  Rogers,  and  fpoke  to  him  as  foUoweth. 

Rogers,  you  have  been  betrayed  in  the  fophiftry  [fecretj  and  precepts 
[papers]  you  gave  me ;  to  which  Rogers  replied,  that  he  gave  it  by  Mr. 
Noble's  [Netterville's]  advice  to  Farringdon  [Fergufon],  to  lard  a  pre- 
cept [paper]  that  he  had  then  in  hand  with  the  heads  of  it  for  Quaint's 
[princefs  Anne's]  life  ;  wherewith  Overton  [Harley]  feeming  to  be  fatisfied, 
allied  him  what  courfe  was  proper  to  take  in  the  matter,  Rogers, 
knowing  what  would  be  acceptable  to  him,  propofed  to  go  with  him  be- 
fore Quaint  [princefs  Anne]  or  any  of  the  mates  [minifters]  ;  and  ac- 
cordingly he  ordered  Rogers  to  go  along  with  him  to  Quaint  [princefs 
[Anne].  But  Beamont  [lord  Mulgrave],  having  a  hint  of  this  from 
Rogers,  underhand,  ordered  him  to  come  before  Clevland  [cabinet 
council],  which  he  accordingly  did,  and  was  examined  upon  all  the  pre- 
cepts [papers]  which  he  (from  time  to  time,  during  the  fpace  of  two 
years  before),  gave  Overton  [Harley] ;  and  having  alio  declared  the 
manner  of  his  obtaining  them,  Clevland  [cabinet  council]  was  fo  much 
fatisfied  therewith,  that  Rogers  was  defired  to  reduce  his  examination, 
which  lafted  two  hours  and  a  half,  with  all  the  circumftances,  Jnto  writ- 
ing, and  at  parting  returned  him  thanks,  with  a  promife  of  a  fettlement 
durino-  life  •,  and  gave  pofitive  orders  that  he  fliould  be  forthwith  fent  to 
HafTel's  houle  [Holland],  to  bring  back  his  friend,  from  whom  he  had 
Ivers's  precept  [prince  Eugene's  paper],  and  to  difcover  further  the  pro- 
ceedings of  Duncan  [the  Dutch]  and  the  Waggs  [Whigs]. 

It  is  to  be  obferved,  that  Beamont  [lord  Mulgrave]  whifpered  Rogers, 
that  he  fliould  be  full  and  particular  in  his  journal,  becaufe  it  would 
turn  to  his  own  and  friend's  [the  King's]  advantage.  Overton  [Harley] 
gave  the  following  reafons  againft  his  going  to  HafTel's  houfe  [Holland]. 
Firft,  that  if  it  fliould  be  found  out  that  a  phyfician  [Roman  Catholic] 
fliould  be  employed  upon  fuch  an  occaflon,  at  that  juncfture,  it  would 
give  the  Waggs  [Whigs]  an  occafion  to  clamour.  Secondly,  that  it 
would  be  enough  to  divide  the  Anabaptifts  [allies]  •,  and  that  Evelin's 
houfe  [England]  would  never  be  trufted  hereafter,  if  they  fliould  ex- 
pofe  thefe  fophiftries  [fecrets]  before  the  partners  [parliament]  :  and, 

thirdly. 
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thirdly,  that  it  would  give  Knox  L^ing  of  France]  an  opportunity  to        17 13. 
make  wiiat  portion  [peace]  he  pleafed,  when  he  found  the  Anabaptifts     December, 
[allies]  jealous  of  each  other,  and  divided  among  themfelves. 

But,  notwithftanding  all  thefe  reafons,  Rogers  was  ordered  to  go  on 
his  journey ;  who,  doming  to  Rymer's  houfe  [Rotterdam],  he  met  his 
confident,  and  engaged  him  to  come  back  to  Evelin's  houfe  [England], 
where  he  fliould  be  provided  for  during  his  life.  He  liked  the  offer,  buc 
infilled  upon  having  ic  under  the  fliarper's  [fecretary  of  ftate's]  own  hand. 
This  Rogers  communicated  to  Overton  [Harley],  but  had  no  anfwer. 
It  is  to  be  obferved,  that,  notwithftanding  thefe  matters  did  properly 
belong  to  the  fliarper's  [fecretary  of  Hate's]  province,  yet  Overton  [Har- 
ley] took  it  into  his  own  management,  in  order  to  conceal  it  from  Clev- 
land  [privy  council],  and  communicate  it  only  to  Quaint  [princefs 
Anne],  and  keep  Rogers  out  of  the  way  as  long  as  he  could,  to  prevent 
his  being  tampered  with  by  Clevland  [cabinet  council], 

Rogers  was  not  long  in  Hafiel's  houfe  [Holland],  when  Ciprian  ar- 
rived from  Putney  [Paris]  at  Hatton's  houfe  [the  Hague],  and  ^ave 
three  memorandums,  one  to  Harpers  [penfionary  Heinfius],  one  to 
Hall's  agent  [Hannover  agent],  and  a  third  to  Fgleton's  agent  [the  Em- 
peror's ambafiTador],  containing  in  fubftance  all  what  he  and  his  father 
tranfadled  in  Evelin's  houfe  [England]-,  and  that  he  had  contrafted  in 
Knox's  [King  of  France's]  name  with  Clevland  [cabinet  council],  and  ef- 
pecially  with  Overton  [Harley],  for  a  great  quantity  of  maps  [money] 
in  cafe  he  fliould  agree  to  give  a  feparate  portion  [peace]  ;  and  thac 
Qiuiint  [princefs  Anne]  defired  him  to  tell  Mr.  Jenkins  [the  King]  that 
flie  would  fend  for  him  as  foon  as  poffible. 

This  was  acceptable  to  the  above-mentioned  three  perfons,  who  faid 
it  was  the  only  thing  they  wanted  ;  and  that  they  had  enough  to  undo 
Quaint  [princefs  Anne]  and  deftroy  Clevland  [the  cabinet  council],  and 
prevent  the  pardon  general  [the  general  peace].  Rogers,  being  apprized 
of  all  this  matter,  acquainted  Overton  [Harley]  therewith,  as  he  did 
likewife  Doyle,  Peytonj  and  Mead  [marifhal  D'Uxelles,  Abbe  Polig- 
nac,  and  Mr.  Menager],  alluring  them,  that  now  they  had  a  good  game 
in  hand,  which,  if  rightly  managed,  would  turn  to  Knox's  [the  King  of 
France's]  advantage,  and  forward  the  portion  [peace]  to  their  fatisfac- 
tion.     They  aiked  how  .''  Rogers  anfwered,  that  Ciprian  was  to  be  fcnt 
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171:?.  with  good  recommendations  to  Mouldfworth  [lord  Churchill],  and  to  the 
December,  chief  of  the  Waggs  [Whigs]  dignified  with  titles  of  honour  and  good 
characters  from  Hall  [Hannover]  and  Egleton  [the  Emperor]  ;  and  that 
he  the  faid  Rogers  would  go  with  him  to  Evelin's  houfe  [England], 
and  introduce  him  firft  to  Clevland  [cabinet  council],  to  let  him  fee  all 
the  precepts  [papers]  he  had  along  with  him,  which  would  be  accept- 
able to  Clevland  [cabinet  council],  who  would  engage  him  in  Quaint's 
[princefs  Anne's]  intereft,  in  order  to  expofe  the  fophiftry  [fecret]  of  the 
Waggs  [Whigs]  and  Duncan  [Dutch],  and  lay  the  fame  before  the  part- 
ners [parliament],  which  would  infallibly  give  them  a  plaufible  handle 
to  deftroy  the  fhape  of  Hall  [iucceffion  of  Hannover]. 

Mead  [iVIonfieur  Menager]  replied,  that  it  was  not  prudent  to  hazard 
the  breaking  the  meafures  fo  well  concerted,  wherein  Rogers  had  a  good 
fhare-,  and  the  faid  Mead  [Monfieur  Menager]  well  underftood  that 
Rogers  aimed  at  the  immediate  reftoration  of  Kennedy  [the  King]  to  his 
truft  [throne],  and  faid  Knox  [the  King  of  France]  would  take  care  of 
that,  after  finifhing  the  pardon  general  [the  general  peace].  Rogers  an- 
fwered,  that  now  was  the  proper  time,  and  that  fuch  a  favourable  occa- 
fion  would  never  offer  again  ;  and  told  them,  that  he  would  fend  Ciprian 
to  Stapleton  [lord  Strafford],  who  went  the  day  before  to  Haffel's  houfe 
[Holland]  ;  upon  this,  the  three  retiring  afide,  and  confulting  a  while 
together,  they  told  Rogers,  that  Tradenham  [Monfieur  de  Torcy]  fent 
for  Ciprian,  in  order  to  give  him  new  inftru(5tions  to  take  care  of  his  affairs 
in  Evelin's  houfe  [England]  ;  and,  by  that  means,  he  might  have  a  better 
opportunity  of  ferving  both  Knox  [King  of  France]  and  Kennedy's  [the 
King's]  interefts. 

They,  finding  that  poor  Ciprian  did  bite  at  this  bait,  very  wifely  fent 
him  away  to  Putney  [Paris],  not  doubting  his  fincerity. 

But  Rogers,  having  a  watchful  eye  upon  him,  and  difcovering  his  in- 
tentions of  going  direftly  to  the  Waggs  [Whigs],  got  him,  by  a  flra- 
tagem,  to  Haffel's  houfe  [Holland],  and  acquainted  Stapleton  [lord 
Strafford]  with  the  whole  matter  •,  who  approved  of  Rogers'  conduft,  in 
lending  him  to  Clevland  [cabinet  council]  j  and  offered  to  fend  Moulins 
[a  meffenger]  along  with  him  ;  but  Ciprian  ftiewing  Harper  [Heinfius] 
the  orders  which  Doyle  [Marefchal  D'UxellesJ  and  his  companions  gave

forgoing  firft  to  Tradenham  [Monfieur  de  Torcy]  to  receive  his  inftruc-        17 13. 
tions,  he  approved  of  it,  and  defired  him  to  go  with  fpeed  ;  and  promif-     December, 
ing  him  all  the  humour  [honour]  and  pinimo  [penfion]  he  could  defire  *. 
So  he  accordingly  vi^ent  to  Tradenham  [Monfieur  de  Torcy],  and  how 
he  was  received  the  reader  knows. 

Upon  this,  Rogers  told  Doyles  [Marefchal  D'Uxelles]  and  his  fellows, 
that  a  good  fcheme  was  fpoiled,  if  this  fellow  fliould  be  kept  in  pain 
[prifon] ;  and  that  it  was  facrificing  Kennedy's  [the  King's]  intereft  to 
theirs,  at  prefent.  To  which  Doyles  [Marefchal  D'UxellesJ  replied,  that 
Quaint  [princefs  Anne]  and  Knox  [King  of  France]  would  do  his  [the 
King's]  bufinefs  in  due  time ;  and  faid,  that,  for  his  part,  he  would  be 
fure  to  acquaint  Knox  [King  of  France]  how  aftive  Rogers  has  been  in 
his  and  Kemp's  [the  King's]  affairs,  both  there  and  in  Evclm's  houfe  [Eng- 
land]; and  that  he  afted  like  a  man  of  honour,  efpecially  in  this  particular. 

Rogers  finding  that  all  the  parleys  [plots]  he  propofed,  for  a  prefent 
replication  [reftoration],  mud  be  laid  afide  for  a  time,  he  thought  of 
another,  which  he  expefted  may  turn  to  as  good  account,  which  is  as 
follows. 

During  his  abode  in  Haflel's  houfe  [Holland],  he  luckily  met  with  a 
relation  of  his  own,  who  was  converfant  with  the  principal  men  that  go- 
verned that  houfe  [ftate],  and  found,  by  his  friend's  and  his  own  obferv- 
ation,  that  HaiTel's  houfe  [Holland]  was  governed  by  Waggs  [Whigs] 
and  Tanners  [Tories],  as  well  as  Evelin's  houfe  [England]-,  and  that  the 
Waggs  [Whigs]  are  the  perfons  now  in  vogue ;  and  that  the  Tanners 
[Tories]  being  in  obfcurity  during  this  long  reckoning  [revolution]  were 
meditating  a  long  time  to  bring  about  a  replication  [reftoration]  there, 
after  the  fame  manner  as  in  Evelin's  houfe  [England]. 

Rogers,  being  introduced  by  his  friend  to  the  chief  of  thefe  Tanners 
[Tories]  found,  by  difcourfing  with  them,  that  they  wanted  only  a  little 
map  [money]  to  compafs  their  ends ;  wherein  there  was  no  difficulty,  as 
in  Evelin's  houfe  [England].     He,  upon  this,  propofed  to  Knox's  [King 


•  N.  B.  Ciprian  having  propofed  Rogers  to  vouch  the  truth  of  his  allegation.  Harper 
[Heinfius]  confulted  with  the  agents  of  Hall  and  Egleton  about  fecuiing  Rogers ;  but  he 
being  apprized  of  it,  avoided  the  fnare. 
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1 713.  of  France's]  agents,  among  them,  to  fopply  them  ;  and  having  prevailed 
December.  ^-^^^  them  to  fend  to  the  fiid  perfons,  who  came  and  made  out  that  they 
could  infallibly  do  it  without  noife  or  ftir,  by  bellowing  a  fmall  matter  on 
fuch  as  Ihould  be  ftubborn  ;  with  this  the  agents  [ambafladors]  feemed 
well  pleafed,  and  affured  them,  that  Knox  [King  of  France]  (hould  be 
acquainted  with  their  good  intention ;  but  Peyton  [Abbe  Polignac]  told 
Rogers,  that  he  believed  Knox  [King  of  France]  would  hardly  hear  of 
this  propofal,  without  firft  confulring  the  mates  [minifters]  of  Evelin's 
houfe  [England].  Rogers  replied,  that  he  would  fend  to  get  Clevland's 
[cabinet  council]  confcnt,  but  he  was  called  away  before  he  could  have 
an  anfwer.  He  acquainted  Clevland  [cabinet  council]  therewith,  which 
was  well  approved  of;  but  Overton  [Harley]  faid,  that  the  portion 
[peace]  was  far  advanced,  and  it  would  be  better  to  defer  it  till  after  the 
pardon  general  [general  peace],  becaufe  it  would  weaken  the  politician 
[proteftant]  intereft  abroad  ;  faying,  that  although  Duncan  [the  Dutch] 
Ihould  be  humbled,  yet  Knox  [the  King  of  France]  fliould  not  be 
exalted. 

Rogers,  feeing  that  Knox  [the  King  of  France],  in  conjunction  with 
Overton  [Harley],  was  intent  upon  fecuring  their  own  game,  did  refolve 
to  ply  Overton  [Harley]  warmly,  by  fetting  Clevland  [cabinet  council] 
upon  his  back  ;  which  he  did,  by  communicating  to  Beaumont  [lord 
Mulgrave],  by  Yates  [lord  Yarmouth],  what  he  wrote  toOverton  [Harley], 
from  time  to  time,  during  his  abode  at  Haflel's  houfe  [Holland],  viz. 

Firft,  that  Moulfworth  [lord  Churchill]  wrote  to  Harper  [Henfius]  and 
Evers  [prince  Eugene]  not  to  let  the  foreign  alien  [army]  in  Quaint's 
[princefs]  Anne's  fervice  obey  Overbury  [duke  of  Ormond],  thinking 
thereby  to  prevent  Knox  [King  of  France]  giving  up  Dean's  houfe  [Dun- 
kirk] to  Qiiaint ;  and  this  would  give  the  Waggs  [Whigs]  a  plaufible 
handle  to  fend  Overton  [Harley]  and  one  or  two  more  to  Tracy  [the 
Tower]  and  confequently  would  be  a  good  excufe  for  Knox  [King  of 
France]  to  abandon  Quaint. 

Secondly,  he  difcovered  at  Hatton's  houfe  [the  Hague]  the  new  plan 
framed  by  Moulfworth  [lord  Churchill],  Horn  [Halifax],  and  Sands 
[Somers],  for  bringing  Hall  [Hannover]  to  Evelin's  houfe  [England], 
by  publifhing  a  model  [amanifefto],  containing  that  Kennedy  [the  King] 
was  coming  from  Fitches'    houfe  [France]  with  a  phyfician  alien  [a 

Roman 
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Roman  Catholic  army],  and  arrived  at  Sutler's  houfe  [Scotland] ;  and  that  1713. 
Hall  [Hannover]  was  arrived  at  Evelin's  houfe  [England],  to  iecure  the  December, 
copyhold  [crown]  againft  Kemp  [the  King],  and  that  Moulhvorth  [lord 
Churchill]  was  to  have  a  good  alien  [army]  of  his  own.  By  this  means, 
they  did  not  doubt  but  the  unthinking  menwortliy  [mob]  would  join 
them,  and  that  Qiiaint  [princefs  Anne],  upon  this  occafion,  would  doubt- 
lefs  efcape,  as  Mr.  Kemp  [the  late  King]  did  at  the  late  reckoning  [Re- 
volution]. 

This  plaufible  projeft  was  fent  to  Mrs.  Strange  [princefs  Sophia],  not 
doubting  of  her  approbation,  and  give  her  confent  to  young  Hall  [Han- 
nover] going  to  Evelin's  houfe  [England]. 

But  the  more  penetrating  heads  among  the  Waggs  [Whigs]  advifed 
her,  underhand,  to  be  wary  in  fo  important  an  aftair,  and  avoid  all  things 
that  would  give  the  Tanners  [Tories]  a  good  pretence  to  alter  the  fliape 
[fuccelTion]. 

Hall  [Hannover]  fent  his  agent  to  know  the  ftrength  of  the  Waggs 
[W^higs],  and  in  cafe  he  found  their  intereft  to  be  as  they  reprefented  it, 
he  was  to  be  governed  by  them,  and  accordingly  the  agent  keeps  very 
clofe  to  them,  who  are  fully  refolved  to  pave  the  way  for  Hall  [Han- 
nover] this  fummer  of  partners  [feffion  of  parliament]. 

By  this  they  propofe  to  gain  two  points  -,  firft,  in  cafe  the  Tanners 
[Tories]  oppofe  it,  then  it's  clear  they  are  for  Kennedy  [the  King],  which 
will  give  umbrage  to  the  menworthy  [mob],  and  draw  them  away  from 
the  Tanners  [Tories].  Secondly,  They  expedl  to  have  a  majority  among 
the  next  partners  [parliament], 

Rogers  wrote  to  Overton  [Harley],  that  the  perfon  from  whom  he  had 
all  thefe  fophiftries  [fecrets]  Ihould  be  fent  to  Evelin's  houfe  [England] 
to  prove  it  viva  voce ;  but  had  no  anfwer  while  he  was  at  HafTel's  houfe 
[Holland],  which  may  fall  heavy  on  him  hereafter. 
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To  throw  light  on  the  Hannover  papers  of  the  prefent  year,  it  is 
neceflary  to  premife  a  few  particulars.  The  baron  de  Bernfdorff 
was  prefident  of  theEledor's  council,  and  M.  deRobethon  fecretary  fo'r 
embaffies  *.  Baron  de  Grote  was  his  Eleftoral  Highnefs's  envoy  at  the 
court  of  London  in  the  beginning  of  the  prefent  year.  Grote  died  in 
the  month  of  April,  and  was  fucceeded  by  M.  de  Schutz,  whofe  father 
had  been  in  England  fome  years  before  in  the  fame  charader.  Kreyenberg 
■was  ordinary  refident,  and  Galke  fecretary  to  the  embalTy.  It  does  not 
appear  that  Monfieur  I'Hermitage  afted  in  any  public  character  from  the 
court  of  Hannover  :  he  was  probably  conneded  with  the  Dutch  embafly; 
at  lead,  his  bufinefs  obliged  him  to  go  fometimes  to  Holland.  The  let- 
ters from  London,  faid  to  have  been  fent  by  a  fecret  addrefs,  were  ufually 
direfted  to  Mr.  Siflen  at  the  Hague. 

The  baron  de  Bothmar  was  the  Eleftor's  envoy  extraordinary  at  the 
Hague,  and  his  minilter  plenipotentiary  at  the  treaty  of  Utrecht.  Klin- 
graff  was  refident,  and  Schrader  fecretary  to  the  embafly.  The  originals 
of  all  Bothmar's  letters  to  Robethon  are  extant,  and  likewife  the  originals 
of  mod  of  the  letters  written  to  him  by  Schutz,  Kreyenberg,  and  Galke ; 
but  of  fome  of  them  we  have  only  copies  in  Robethon's  hand,  which  he 
decyphered  for  the  ufe  of  the  Eledor  and  his  minifters.  They  frequently 
refer  him  for  further  particulars  to  their  letters  to  Bothmar.  Bothmar 
fent  him  copies  of  thcfe  letters,  decyphered  in  Schrader's  hand,  and  ufu- 
ally marked  in  his  own  hand  at  the  top,  the  date  of  the  letter  and  the 
name  of  the  writer.  As  thefe  copies  are  extant,  we  have  probably  all 
the  letters  written  by  the  Hannoverian  agents  from  this  country,  from 

•  Secretaire  des  ambaffades. 
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the  beginning  of  April  this  year  to  the  acceffion  of  George  I.  in  Auguft,       17 13. 
1714. 

They,  indeed,  wrote  regularly,  by  every  port,  to  the  Eleftor  himfelf, 
what  they  called  a  narrative  *  ;  but  in  their  letters  to  Bothmar,  BernfdorfF, 
and  Robethon,  they  generally  repeat  in  a  fummary  manner  what  they 
wrote  at  greater  length  to  their  mafter.  As  either  the  originals  or  au- 
thentic copies  of  all  their  letters  are  extant,  we  are  probably  acquainted 
with  the  whole  fubjefl  of  their  correfpondence,  during  a  period,  in  which 
the  protectant  fucceffion  was  thought  to  be  in  the  utmofl:  danger,  and  de- 
figns  were  adlually  formed  for  bringing  in  the  Pretender. 

They  fent  by  every  poll  a  very  particular  account  of  parliamentary 
proceedings :  but  it  differs  in  nothing  from  what  is  publickly  known  ; 
and  therefore  has  been  entirely  omitted.  But  every  thing  that  they  wrote^ 
of  the  private  charadlers  and  conduft  of  the  great  men,  who  flourifhcd  at 
this  period,  has  been  carefully  extradled ;  and  we  know,  at  lead,  what 
the  Hannoverians  thought  of  them,  and  in  what  light  they  were  repre- 
fented  by  others. 

De  Grote  was  fent  to  Great  Britain  to  obtain  a  penfion  for  the  princefi 
Sophia,  and  the  arrears  claimed  by  the  Eleftor,  as  due  to  his  troops  which 
ferved  in  Flanders,  and  to  infift  upon  the  Pretender's  removal  from  Lor- 
rain.  The  court  of  Hannover,  ignorant  of  that  prince's  attachment  to 
the  principles  imbibed  in  his  youth,  were  alarmed  this  year  with  rumours 
of  his  converfion  •,  and  diredtions  were  fent  to  Grote  to  propofe  fome 
meafures  which  they  thought  neceflary  to  be  taken  in  fuch  an  event. 

The  earl  of  Oxford  made  a  motion  in  parliament,  in  the  following 
year,  which,  at  the  time,  greatly  furprifed  the  nation  :  but  now  the  true 
caufe  of  that  meafure  fufficiently  appears.  The  Whigs  had  invited  the 
Eledor  of  Hannover  to  invade  Great  Britain,  with  an  army.  They,  at 
the  fame  time,  endeavoured  to  fhow,  that  Oxford  meant  only  to  amufe 
the  people,  by  an  affefted  zeal  for  the  proteftant  fuccelTion,  to  conceal  his 
real  defigns  in  favour  of  the  Pretender.  The  motion  bore,  that,  for  the 
further  fecurity  of  the  fucceffion,  it  Ihould  be  made  high  treafon  to  bring 
foreign  troops  into  the  kingdom.     A  law  againft  bringing  troops  into 

•  Une  relation. 
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1713,  Great  Britain,  to  fupport  the  caufe  of  the  Pretender,  was  unneceflary  •, 
fince  fuch  troops,  if  foreigners,  might  be  treated  as  enemies ;  and  as  na- 
tives, might  be  punifhed  as  rebels.  Therefore,  the  defign  of  the  earl  of 
Oxford  was  to  allude,  in  his  motion,  to  the  fcheme  of  the  Whigs  to 
brine  over  the  Eleftor  in  a  hoftile  manner. 

The  Queen,  in  her  fpeech  to  the  parliament,  which  met  on  the  ninth 
of  April  in  the  prefent  year,  exprefled  great  zeal  for  the  fuccefiion  in  the 
houfe  of  Hannover.  But  the  friends  of  that  family  confidered  the  fpeech 
itfelf,  and  the  confequent  addrefs  of  the  two  houfes,  as  an  artful  defign  of 
the  miniflier  to  deceive  the  nation.  The  agents  of  Hannover,  convinced  of 
this  circumftance  by  the  Whigs,  reprefented  to  their  court,  the  neceffity  of 
taking  fome  ftep  to  bring  the  fincerity  of  thefe  profeflions  to  fuch  a  proof 
as  would  convince  the  world,  that  neither  friendfhip  nor  harmony  fub- 
fifted  between  the  Queen  and  her  minifters  and  the  parliamentary  heirs  of 
the  crown.

They  are 
in  Robethon's  hand,  in  French;  but  decyphered  by  an  unknown  hand.

"  T  Doubt  not  but  this  will  find  your  Excellency  arrived  in  London. 
Some  time  ago,  1  hinted  to  Monfieur  I'Hermitage  to  fpeak  to  lord 
Halifax,  of  a  defign  which  fuggefted  itfelf  to  me,  and  which,  having  met 
fince  with  the  approbation  of  all  our  minifters,  I  have  orders  to  write  to 
you  about.  It  is  to  found  lord  Halifax  and  other  friends,  if  they  could 
propofe,  in  both  houfes,  to  bring  in  a  bill  excluding  the  Pretender,  and 
any  other  Papift  who  has  pretenfions  to  the  fuccefiion,  with  their  pofte- 
rity,  even  though  he  fliould  become  a  Proteftant. 

The 
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The  reafons  for  fuch  an  aft  are  fo  ftrong,  on  account  of  the  rumours  1713. 
which  circulate  about  the  prince  of  Wales  in  this  refpeft,  and  of  the  Janu^'fy- 
alarms  which  thefe  rumours  give  the  nation,  that  I  do  not  fee  they  can 
venture  to  make  great  oppoficion  to  fuch  a  falutary  fcheme.  If  the  a6t 
pafles,  we  gain  every  material  point  for  our  fucceffion  ;  if  the  Queen's 
minifters  oppofe  it,  that  will  unmafque  them,  and  contribute,  more  effec- 
tually than  any  thing  elfe,  to  open  the  eyes  of  the  nation.  Pleafe  write  to 
me  what  our  friends  fay  on  the  fubjeft. 

I  am  Ijkewife  to  tell  your  Excellency,  that  remarks  on  the  projefb  of  a 
Barrier  Treaty,  propoied  to  the  Dutch  by  lord  Strafford,  are  fent  this 
evening  to  the  Baron  de  Bothmar.  We  have  made  feven  or  eight  cor- 
redlions,  fhort  indeed,  but  effential  to  our  fucceffion  ;  and  fent  an  or- 
der to  Monfieur  de  Bothmar,  to  perfuade  the  grand  penfionary  to  try  to 
prevail  with  the  Q^ieen's  minifters  to  admit  thefe  corrections.  Your  Ex- 
cellency will  receive  a  copy  of  them  by  the  next  poft  ;  not  in  order  to 
fpeak  of  them  to  the  Qj-ieen's  minifters,  for  you  know  that  the  treaty  was 
not  communicated  to  us  by  them,  but  in  order  to  make  ufe  of  them  here- 
after, when  the  opportunity  offers,  which  can  fcarcely  mifs :  and,  in  the 
mean  time,  you  are  defired  to  communicate  thefe  correftions  to  lord 
Halifax  and  other  friends,  and  to  write  to  us  their  opinion  of  them.

Your  Excellency  may  be  afllired,  that  in  the  aft  v?hich  eftabliQies  the 
fucceffion,  and  in  all  the  afls  which  have  been  made  fince  concerning  it, 
even  at  the  time  when  the  Whigs  had  all  the  power  in  their  hands,  there 
never  was  a  claufe  inferred  for  excluding  the  Pretender  in  cafe  he  turned 
Protellant ;  which,  however,  would  be  very  neceffary.  It  will  be  faid, 
perhaps,  that  the  popifh  lords  likewife,  who  might  be  converted,  would 
be  excluded  thereby  from  the  houfe  of  peers.  But  there  is  a  great  dif- 
ference between  the  fovereign  and  an  individual.

X.  Bothmar,  rival  in  London.  "  What  you  fay  of  the  violence  of  the  Englifh  is  very 
true  ;  and  the  Elefloral  Prince,  to  whom  I  read  your  letter,  thinks  that 
your  judgment  of  them  is  very  juft. 

With  regard  to  the  paflage  in  cypher,  all  the  miniders  of  hisEle(5loral 
Highnefs  think  lord  Halifax  a  very  proper  perfon  to  make  a  propofal  to^

upon  it,  that  Oxford  is  too  far  engaged  with  France  and  the  Queen,  to 
dare  to  be  able  to  withdraw ;  and  even  though  he  inclined  it,  it  would  be 
'mpoffible  for  him  to  bring  back  the  Qiieen  to  proper  meafures  j  fo  that 
all  he  would  gain,  would  be  to  meet  with  the  fame  fate  with  Godolphin 
and  Marlborough, 

On  this  account,  and  witli  this  precaution,  the  attentions  which  you 
propofe  to  fhow  to  that  miniller,  and  the  manner  in  which  you  intend  to 
behave  to  the  Queen's  minifters  in  general,  are  greatly  approved  of  here ; 
and  it  gives  great  fatisfadion,  that  you  are  agreeable  to  Halifax  and  other 
friends. 

With  regard  to  the  penfion,  we  think  here,  that  Sunderland  and  So-

Whigs  by  your  familiarity  with  thefe  minifters.     I  have  no  hopes  of  our 
arrears. 

You  will  fee,  by  the  refcript  of  our  mafter,  that  lord  Halifax's  advice 
concerning  the  Barrier  Treaty,  and  the  fending  the  Pretender  into  Italy, 
has  been  entirely  followed  -,  and  that  it  is  wifhed  you  would  propofe  to  our 
friends  to  move  in  parliament  for  a  bill  to  exclude  him,  in  cafe  of  his 
converfion. 

Be  fo  good  as  to  thank  lord  juftice  Parker,  for  his  good  advice,  and 
Ihow  him  that  it  has  been  regarded.  What  does  Nottingham  do  ?  Have 
you  feen  L'Hermitage  ?  His  Elefloral  Highnefs  recommends  to  you  in 
a  very  particular  manner,  the  article  which  regards  the  duke  of  Argyle, 
and  to  make  his  compliments  to  his  Grace.

February  17,  1713. — "  HPH  E  principal  reafon  for  the  change  of 

the  Qiieen's  miniftry,  was  the  defign  of 
eftabllfhing  the  Pretender  ;  fcruples  were  then  railed  in  the  Qiieen's  mind 
concerning  him,  and  lord  Jerfey  endeavoured  to  ferve  him,  long  before 
the  memorial  was  prefented  by  the  baron  de  Bothmar.  They  have  ex- 
erted themfelves  to  bring  about  a  peace,  merely  to  pave  the  way  for  the 
prince  of  Wales.  That  memorial  had,  at  leaft,  the  effeft  of  making  the 
Queen's  minifters  proceed  with  more  caution,  and  if  we  had  done  nothing, 
all  the  confequence  would  have  been,  that  thefe  gentlemen,  meeting 
with  no  obftacles,  would  have  accomplifhed  their  defign  much  fooner. 

That  lord  Oxford  is  devoted  irrecoverably  to  the  Pretender  and  to  the 
King  of  France,  is  what  we  had  no  doubts  of  long  ago,  although  his 
coufin,  when  he  was  at  Hannover,  endeavoured  to  impofe,  in  that  refped, 
upon  the  Eleftrels  and  the  Eleftoral  Prince,  with  whom  I  did  not  choofe 
to  difpute  thelubjecl,  for  they  would  not  have  failed  to  reproach  me  with 
my  partiality  for  the  Whigs,  and  I  choofe  rather  to  wait,  until  your  Ex- 
cellency, having  obferved  the  matter  yourfelf,  ftiould  bear  tcftimony  to 
this  inconteftible  truth. 

Witli  regard  to  the  projeft  of  going  over  with  a  body  of  troops  now  to 
England,  Monfieur  de  Bernfdorff  would  have  vvifhed,  that  all  that  paflage 
ha  dbeen  written  in  cyphers  rather  than  any  other;  and  his  Excellency 
ord:  me  to  tell  you,  that  as  that  defign  requires  ablblutely  the  con- 
currence of  the  States  General,  and  their  men  of  war,  it  is  impoHible  to 
think  of  it  at  prefent  •,  fince  the  States  General  give  their  whole  atten- 
tion nov/  to  haften  the  peace,  and  to  gain  the  good  graces  of  the  Queen 
and  of  her  miniftry,  imagining  chey  have  done  enough  for  us,  when  they 
figned  the  treaty  guaranteeing  the  fuccelTion.  We  muft,  therefore,  ac- 
cording to  Mr.  de  Bernfdorff,  give  time  to  the  States  General  and  to  the 

Englifli 
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Englifli  nation,  to  be  fenfible  of  the  pernicious  confequences  of  the  peace,       '  7  f  ?• 
and  then  we  may  takejufter  meafures.  February. 

The  queftion  is,  if  the  King  of  France  will  not,  in  the  mean  time,  efla- 
blifh  the  Pretender  by  force  ;  but  how  can  we  do  otherwife  ?  If  the 
Queen  dies  before  the  Pretender  arrives,  all  things  will  be  eafier,  and  the 
States  will  be  obliged,  by  their  guarantee,  to  alTift  us.  But  it  is  the  opi- 
nion of  Monfieur  dc  Bernflorff,  that  if  it  was  neceflary  during  the  Queen's 
life  time,  to  take  fuch  meafures  againft  her  Majefty  and  her  minifters,  we 
would  meet  with  terrible  difficulties  from  the  party  in  the  nation  who 
love  the  Qiieen  -,  befides,  it  is  almoft  certain,  the  Eledtor,  in  that  cafe, 
will  never  bring  himfelf  to  fuch  a  relblution.  This  your  Excellency  will 
very  eafily  conceive  •,  but  we  have  every  reafon  to  hope,  that,  in  cafe  of 
the  Qiieen's  death,  the  Eledor  will  do  whatever  can  be  expeded  from 
him,  of  which  your  Excellency  may,  if  you  pleafe,  give  aflurances  to 
our  friends. 

Monfieur  de  Bernflorff  judges  the  fcheme  of  having  (hips  ofwar  from 
the  King  of  Denmark,  totally  impoffible."

meafures  propofed  by  tlie  Whigs,  who  are  generally  too  fanguine. 

Monfieur  de  Bernftortf  is  very  angry  to  find,  by  Monfieurde  Bothmar's 
letters,  that  the  Whigs  communicated  fchemes  of  this  kind  to  general 
Schulenburgh.  It  is  probable  he  will  not  make  a  proper  ufe  of  this 
confidence,  and  that  abbe  Paffionei,  the  Pope's  nuntio  at  Utrecht,  being 
his  intimate  friend,  is  informed  of  it  by  this  time. 

The  Eledtrefs  and  the  Eledloral  Prince  are  entirely  undeceived  in  their 
opinion  of  lord  Oxford,  fince  his  fine  difcourfe  to  your  Excellency  about 
the  penfion  of  the  Eleftrefs.  They  could  have  wifhed  here,  that  at  the 
firft  converlation,  in  which  your  Excellency  fpoke  to  lord  Oxford  of  the

Robethon,  on  the  iSth  and  in  a  poftfcript  to  it  on  the  25th  of  March,   lbid.N0.t38i 
gives  him  Cadogan's  and  Marlborough's  anfwer  to  thefe  queries. 

It  was  the  duke's  opinion,  that  the  Eleftor  fliould  go  to  England  im- 
mediately, upon  the  Queen's  death,  with  full  powers  from  the  Eledtrefs, 
as  her  lieutenant  general.  The  Kings  of  England,  he  faid,  frequently 
invefted  lieutenants  to  govern  the  kingdom,  in  their  abfence,  with  all  the 
authority  and  power  they  poflcfied  themfelves. 

Cadogan  thought,  that  the  Eledoral  Prince  fhould  not  go  to  take  the 
command  of  the  Englifli  troops  on  the  continent ;  but  that  Bothmar 
fhould  provifionally  have  powers  in  his  hands  to  authorize  the  duke  of 
Marlborough  and  himfelf  (Cadogan),  to  fecure  thefe  troops  and  the 
fortrelTcs  they  garrifon.  If  the  Eleftrefs  did  not  choofe  to  fign  a  com- 
miffion  of  that  kind,  it  would  be  fufficient  to  have  one  figned  by  the 
Eleflor,  in  her  name.

were  in  England,  and  he  could  not  fend  copies  of  them  ;  but  it  would  be 

fufEcient  to  fay  in  the  new  patent,  that  he  was  now  invefted  with  the 

fame  powers  he  had  formerly  from  the  Qiieen. 

When  the  duke  of  iVTarlborough  was  fur:  of  the  fidelity  of  the  troops 
abroad,  he  might  follow  the  Eledor  into  England,  and  leave  the  Elec- 
toral Prince  with  Cadogan  to  command  the  troops. 

Cadagon  thought  it  was  very  neceffary,  that  he  himfelf  fhould  have  the 
■commiffion  of  lieutenant  general  and  governour  of  the  tower,  under  the 
dul<.e  of  Marlborough  or  the  Eledloral  Prince.  Bothmar,  however,  was 
not  thoroughly  convinced  of  that  neceffity. 

Cadogan  gave  Bothmar  the  character  of  fome  officers.  Colonel  Cho- 
lomondely,  v/ho  commaneied  the  fecond  battalion  of  Guards,  which  went 
back  to  England,  was  attached  to  the  Proteftant  fucceffion,  and  the  two 
battalions,  officers,  and  men,  might  be  depended  upon.  Major  general 
Sabin  who  commanded  at  Ghent,  a  timid  man,  but  well  affefted  at  the 
bottom,  and  might  be  managed.  Brigadier  Sutton,  who  commanded  at 
Bruges,  was  entirely  dependent  on  the  miniftry  ;  but  to  make  amends, 
colonel  Hill,  who  commanded  the  regiment  of  royal  Scots,  might  be  de- 
pended on.  The  commandant  at  Dunkirk,  a  Scotchman,  and  two  bat- 
talions of  that  nation,  were  tliorough  Jacobites ;  but  the  eight  Englilh 
battalions  were  well  affedled,  and  would  give  a  very  good  account  of  the 
other  two,  and  of  their  commandant. 

Cadogan  concluded,  with  recommending,  from  the  duke  of  Marl- 
borough, that  his  Eleftoral  Highnefs  lliould  have  fome  one  with  the  Pre- 
tender, to  fend  exafl  and  fpeedy  intelligence  of  every  thing  that  hap- 
pened. The  duke  offered  to  find  a  proper  perfon,  if  the  Eleftor  would 
lay  out  fifty  louis-d'ors  a  month,  and  in  the  mean  time,  he  would  endea- 
vour to  have  fome  news  of  what  was  done  openly  at  the  Pretender's 
court, 

Bothmar  writes,  in  his  poftfcript,  that  Cadogan  approved  of  the  corn- 
millions  fent  to  Marlborough  and  to  himfelf:  he  gives  it  as  his  opinion, 
that  Cadogan  fliould  be  employed  to  command  the  troops  abroad,  that 
there  might  be  an  opportunity  of  doing  fomething  at  home  for  Mr.

^^°-  3^'  company  with  the  commandant,  Sir  James  Abercromby  and  the  com- 

mandant looking  upon  this  gentleman  as  a  fubjeft  of  the  King  of  France's 
and  as  attached  to  his  interefls,  told  him,  that  he  had  juft  received  a 
letter  from  major  general  Hill,  governour  of  Dunkirk,  in  which  he  in- 
forms him,  that  the  difturbances  in  England,  and  the  credit  of  the  Whigs 
increafed  to  fuch  a  degree,  that  there  will  be  a  neceflity,  perhaps,  of  afk- 
ing  fuccours  from  France,  and  that,  for  that  reafon,  Dunkirk  will  not 
be  demoliflied,  becaufe  it  is  the  mofl:  convenient  part  for  embarking  thefe 
fuccours.

"  ^T^HE  dukeof  Lorrain,  upon  frequent  folicitations  from  the  Preten- 
der, and  an  order  from  the  court  of  France,  has  been  obliged  to 
write  to  his  Imperial  Majefly  for  two  paflports  foe  the  Pretender,  one

for 
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for  going  to  the  waters  of  Aix  la  Chapelle,  in  the  month  of  Auguft  next, 
and  the  other  for  going  to  refide  afterwards  at  Liege  or  Coloo-n.  The 
Pretender  has  adced  thefe  paiTports,  and  is  to  go  to  Liege  or  Cologn,  by  the 
advice  of  his  friends,  and  of  the  very  miniftry  in  England.  In  cafe  the 
Emperor  refufes  thefe  paiTports,  the  Pretender  will  go  to  refide  at  the 
Abbacy  of  St.  Miel,  on  the  banks  of  the  Maefe,  and  frontiers  of  Lorrain. 
He  has  very  weak  lungs,  and  will  not  return  to  Bar  where  the  air  is 
too  fharp  for  him.  He  is  now  at  Commercy,  and  has  in  his  fuite,  the 
earl  of  Middleton,  lord  Edward,  the  fon  of  the  duke  of  Perth,  Mr.  Strick- 
land, Mr.  Mac  Donald,   Mr.  Floyd. 

They  are  fo  very  filent  about  every  thing  done  in  England,  that  a  gen- 
tleman, about  the  Pretender,  having  faid  to  one  of  the  court  of  Lorrain, 
that  their  affairs  went  very  well  in  London,  and  this  difcourfe  having 
been  reported  to  lord  Middleton,  was  difmiffed  and  fent  back  to  Paris. 

Mr.  Seldon,  formerly  governour  to  the  Pretender,  having  quarrelled 
with  lord  Middleton,  is  likewife  fent  back  to  Paris.  Five  perfons  lately 
come  from  England,  had  fecret  conferences  with  the  Pretender  and  my 
lord  Middleton.  They  concealed  their  names  and  the  objeft  of  their 
journey  fo  carefully,  that  it  was  impofTible  to  difcover  either  the  one  or 
the  other.

I  fend  you  likewife,  the  form  of  a  commifTion  in  Latin,  for  conrtitu.tiog 
the  EleiStor  or  the  Eledoral  Prince,  after  the  Qiieen's  death,  0//?w  regni 
and  jufticiary  of  the  kingdom,  in  the  name  of  the  Eledlrefs.  This  com- 
miffion  was  drawn  up  by  thefe  three  perfons,  v.'ith  great  care.  There 
are,  befides,  two  other  commifTions ;  one  in  Latin,  for  a  lord  lieutenant 
of  Ireland,  and  the  other  in  Englifh,  for  a  captain  general,  fuca  as  the 
Duke  of  Marlborough  has  been.  I  fhall  fend  you  likewiJe,  in  a  few 
days,  a  commifTion  of  high  admiral,  and  one  of  lord  treafurer;  and  I 
hope  that  will  be  fufficient  to  infbruft  the  courc  of  Hannover,  in  every 
thing  they  can  do,  after  the  Qiieen's  death  and  before  the  fucceflbr  ar- 
rives here. 

Since  it  is  fo  difficult  for  the  Eleftor  to  contribute  to  the  expence  p£ 
the  enfuing  eleftions,  all  friends  agree  to  make  another  propofal  to  him, 
which  is  of  greater  confequence,  and  which  appears  to  them  to  be  abfo- 
lutely  necelTary.

tJE  had  fent  the  preceding  letter  with  the  commifllons,  &c.  by  a  vol.  maikeJ 
gentleman  belonsiinff  to  the  deceafed  baron  de  Grote.  He  promifes  ^•"'""lar,  la. 
again  in  this  letter  to  fend  the  other  commifTions  foon,  and  urges,  by  a 
repetition  of  his  former  arguments,  the  neceffity  of  fending  over  the  Elec- 
toral Prince,  "  as  a  fure  and  eafy,  and  as  perhaps  the  only  means  of 
faving  the  fucceffion.  This  journey  muft  not  be  delayed  in  hopes  of  an 
invitation,  which  is  abfolutely  impracticable.  If  the  prince  was  once 
here,  it  is  the  opinion  of  all  his  friends,  that  they  would  eafily  obtain 
any  penfion  they  would  choofe,  and  in  a  manner  fuitable  to  the  dignity 
of  the  family. 

"With  regard  to  the  removing  the  prince  of  Wales,  they  'Will  not  fail  to 
propofe  it  in  the  ftrongeft  manner  in  parliament.  If  they  carry  it,  it  will 
be  a  great  point  gained  ;  if  they  lofe  it,  it  will  be  fo  much  the  worfe  for 
thofe  who  (hall  oppofe  them  :  for  they  fliall  be  expofed  thereby  to  the  in- 
dignation of  the  people  in  the  eleftions." 

Robethon,  after  his  tranflation  of  thefe  letters  for  the  Eleftor's 
perufal,  adds,  "  Thefe  two  letters  were  written  by  lord  Sunderland  to 
Monf.  de  Bothmar,  when  he  fent  him  the  anfwer  to  his  queftions,  and 
the  patents  he  aflied.

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J713.  I.  The  inftrument  for  nominating  lords  juftices  ought  to  be  fealed  up» 

•^P"'-  and  depofited  with  the  archbilhop,  &c.  during  her  Majefty's  life,  or  their 
validity  will  be  too  doubtful  to  be  depended  upon  :  for  the  inftruments 
already  fealed  up  and  depofited  are  effeftual  appointments  of  lords  juf- 
tices, until  revoked  or  altered  ;  and  when  there  is  an  intention  to  revoke 
or  alter  them,  the  Aft,  page  227,  appoints  a  particular  method  how 
that  is  to  be  effedled,  by  three  writings,  under  hand  and  feal,  requiring 
them  to  be  delivered  up  ;  and  till  that  be  done,  by  the  exprefs  words  of 
the  Adt,  page  228,  the  inftruments,  fealed  up  and  depofited  as  afore- 
faid,  are  thole  which  are  direfted  to  be  brought  before  the  privy  council, 
there  to  be  opened  and  read,  and  afterwards  to  be  inrolled  in  Chancery. 
And,  therefore,  as  often  as  it  fhall  be  thought  fit  to  make  any  alteration 
in  the  three  inftruments,  it  ought  to  be  kept  in  mind,  that  the  alteration 
is  incompleat,  and  that  nothing  is  in  efFeft  done  till  the  old  inftruments 
are  taken  up,  and  the  new  fealed  up,  and  depofited  in  their  place ;  and 
that  during  the  Queen's  life,  in  Robethon's  hand. 

2.  In  cafe  of  the  demife  of  her  Majefty,  the  regency  eftabliflied  by  the 
a6t  of  parliament  may  be  entirely  aboliflied,  by  the  fuccefiTor,  before  her 
or  his  arrival  in  Great  Britain.  The  Kings  and  Qiieens  of  England  have, 
by  the  common  law,  a  power  to  conftitute  a  regency  in  their  abfence,  in 
fuch  manner  as  is  afore-mentioned ;  and  this  regency,  eftabliflied  by  this 
adt,  was  not  intended  as  any  diminution  of  the  royal  power,  but  is  merely 
provifional,  to  prevent  an  inter-regnum  before  the  fucceflbr  could  arrive 
in  perfon,  or  conftitute  a  regency  ;  and,  when  either  of  thofe  things  hap- 
pen, the  end  defigned  by  it  is  fully  attained :  accordingly  by  the  exprefs 
words  of  the  Aft,  in  the  claufe  page  226,  which  makes  the  feven  officers 
lords  juftices,  they  are  appointed  lords  juftices,  and  impowered  to  exe- 
cute all  afts  of  government,  (no  longer  than)  until  fuch  fucceflbr  ftiall 
arrive,  or  otlierwife  determine  their  authority.  And  by  the  next  claufe, 
the  perfons  nominated  in  the  three  inftruments  are  only  to  be  added  to 
the  feven,  and  to  aft  with  them  as  lords  juftices  as  fully,  and  in  the  fame 
manner,  as  if  they  had  been  particularly  named  in  the  Aft;  and  confe- 
quently,  their  authority  will  be  liable  to  be  determined  in  the  fame  man- 
ner as  the  authority  of  the  feven  who  are  particularly  mentioned. 

But  whether  fome  of  the  regents  may  be  removed  from  the  regency, 
after  they  have  once  entered  upon  it,  without  abolifhing  the  whole,  is 

doubtful. 
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doubtful.  The  fucceflbr's  arrival  of  courfe  determines  the  authority  of  1713. 
them  ail ;  and  whether  the  power  of  determining  their  authority  other-  April, 
wife  (as  the  words  of  the  aft  run),  mean  not  a  like  determination  of  the 
authority  of  them  all,  is  not  clear  enough  to  be  depended  upon  in  a  mat- 
ter of  this  confequence.  It  is  yet  more  doubtful,  whether  thofe  who  are 
lords  juftices  by  virtue  of  the  aft,  either  the  feven  officers,  or  thofe 
named  in  the  three  inftruments,  can  aft  together,  with  any  others  to  be 
added  anew  to  them  by  the  fucceflbr,  after  they  fhall  have  entered  upon 
their  office. 

Therefore,  in  cafe  it  fhould  be  thought  requifite  to  remove  any  of  the 
old,  or  to  add  any  new,  the  fafeft  way  will  be,  to  determine  the  whole 
regency,  and  conftitute  one  or  more  perfon  or  perfons  lord  juftice  or  lords 
juftices,  with  or  without  reftraints,  and  with  fuch  direftions  as  Ihall  be 
thought  fit.

Lord 
Juftice  of  Great  Britain,  Cujios  Regni  et  Locum  tenens,  with  power  and 
direftions,  in  cafe  he  ftiall  fee  it  fit  and  convenient,  to  difix)lve  and  deter- 
mine the  privy  council,  and  appoint  a  new  one  ;  to  diflblve  the  parlia- 
tuent,  and  call  a  new  one  ;  to  remove  all  officers,  and  difpofe  of  all  offices 
and  employments  in  the  difpofal  of  the  crown  (which  will  extend  to  thofe 
of  the  feven  regents  not  for  life) ;  and  to  execute  and  do  all  other  afts  of 
government  in  the  name  and  ftead  of  the  new  fucceeding  Qiieen,  as  if  fhe 
were  prefenc  in  perfon.  That  fiie  may  do  this,  before  her  arrival  in 
Great  Britain,  is  plain,  becaufc  it  is  a  proper  regal-aft,  often  done  by 
the  Kings  of  England  ;  and  the  claufe,  page  231,  which  gives  force  and 
efieft  to  fuch  feal  as  the  fucceeding  Queen  or  King  fiiall  make  ufe  of,  to 
affix  to  any  inftrument  to  execute  and  do  any  regal  aft,  proves  that  fuch 
fucceeding  Queen  or  King  may  do  regal  afts  before  her  or  his  arrival  in 
Great  Britain.  That  the  privy  council  may  be  determined,  appears  page 
225,  where  it  is  continued  fix  months,  unlefs  fooner  determined  by  the 
next  fucceflibr.  6

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171 3.  That  all  officers,  not  for  life,  may  be  removed,  and  others  put  In 

■f"  '  their  places,  appears  by  the  fame  claufe ;  and  it  is  to  be  noted,  that  in 
that  claufe  concerning  the  continuance  of  officers  of  the  privy  council, 
all  the  officers  appointed  regents,  except  the  archbifhop,  and  the  chief 
juftice,  are  expredy  named.  Theiefore,  it  is  to  be  obferved,  they  may 
be  removed  from  their  offices,  though  it  be  doubtful  whether  they  can 
be  removed  from  the  regency,  while  it  continues -,  and  it  feems  plain, 
that  the  removal  of  them  from  their  offices,  does  not  of  itfelf  remove 
them  from  the  regency,  nor  will  their  fuccefibrs  become  lords  juftices, 
in  virtue  of  their  fucceeding  to  thofe  offices,  for  the  regency  is  not  an- 
nexed to  their  offices  to  go  along  therewith  j  but,  page  226,  the  feven 
officers  after-named,  who  fliall  be  in  poiTeffion  of  their  offices  at  the  time 
of  fuch  demife  of  her  Majefty,  are  appointed  lords  juftices  until  the  fuc- 
ceflbr  fliall  arrive,  or  othcrwife  determine  their  authority ;  where  it  ap-

That  the  parliament  may  be  diiTolved,  is  certain ;  and  may  be  col- 
lefted  from  page  228,  where  the  regents,  conftituted  lords  juftices  by 
the  aft,  are  reftrained  from  diflblving  the  parliament,  without  exprefs  di- 
reflion  from  fuch  fucceeding  Qiieen  or  King  :  therefore,  by  fuch  direc- 
tion, thofe  lords  juftices  may  difTolve  it ;  and  much  more,  therefore,  may 
another  lord  juftice,  appointed  by  the  fucceeding  Qiieen  or  King,  not 
under  the  reftraints  laid  by  the  aft,  upon  the  provifional  regency. 

4.  The  prince  fo  appointed  lord  juftice,  Cufics  regni  et  Icciim  temmt 
may,  by  virtue  thereof,  take  upon  him  the  whole  government;  and  upon 
his  fo  doing,  and  producing  his  patent,  the  regency  appointed  by  the  aft 
will  be  determined.  However,  it  may  be  proper  to  have  an  exprefs 
claufe  for  determining  the  regency  inferted  in  the  patent,  to  prevent  all 
doubts  in  that  cafe,  and  nothing  more  is  requifite  to  the  abolifliing  the 
regency. 

5.  The  afts  done  by  fuch  lord  juftice,  purfuant  to  his  autliority,  will,

fooner  determined,  diflblved,  or  removed,  by  the  next  fucceffor.     To        Apr;!, 
leave  no  room  for  doubt,  it  may  be  proper  to  infert  exprefs  powers  and 
direftions,  for  the  lord  juftice  to  difTolve  and  determine  the  privy  coun- 
cil, to.dilTolve  the  parliament,  and  to  remove  officers  if  he  fhall  fee  fit. 

6.  The  removing  of  any  officers  in  the  difpofition  of  the  crown,  and 
appointing  new  ones,  is  a  regal  a6l,  which  may  be  done  abroad,  taking 
eare  to  declare  of  what  effedl  the  feal  whereby  the  inftrument  is  fealed 
fhall  be.  And  as  to  offices  to  be  executed  in  Great  Britain,  the  inftru* 
ment  granting  the  office,  or  direfting  the  regents  to  grant  the  office,  may 
be  fent  over  before  the  next  fucceflbr  or  the  Cujlos  regni  can  arrive;  con- 
fcquently,  a  captain  general  may  be  abroad  appointed  to  command  the 
forces  abroad,  and  to  fccure  their  fidelity,  &c.

Letters  from  Kreyenberg  and  Hermitage  to  Robethon. 

London,  April  and  May,  17 13. 
The  baron  de  Grote  died  in  the  beginning  of  this  month  ;  and  Krey- 
enberg and  Hermitage  began  to  correfpond  with  Robethon.  They 
wrote  in  cyphers,  and  fent  their  letters  to  Hannover  by  a  private  convey- 
ance :  Robethon  decyphered  them  for  the  uie  of  the  Eledlor,  and  his 
copies  of  them  are  now  extant.

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fion,  than  by  making  the  Queen  declare,  that  a  perfedl  friendfhip  fub-  I7I3- 
fifted  between  the  two  courts.  Halifax,  Townfhend,  Sunderland,  So-  ■April, 
mers,  Orford,  Cowper,  and  the  lord  juftice  Parker,  confulted  together 
for  two  days ;  but  could  not  contrive  any  probable  means  of  preventing 
the  confcquences  of  the  treafurer's  defigns.  The  two  firft  lords  came 
twice  to  Kreyenberg,  in  the  name  of  the  reft,  to  reprefent,  that  it  was  ne- 
ceflTary  the  Eleftor  fhould  take  fome  ftep  that  would  undeceive  the  na- 
tion.

"  'TpHE  Qiieen's  fpeech,  which  you  have  already  received,  is  very  art- 
fully compofed  to  blind  the  eyes  of  the  people;  efpecially  the  ar- 
ticle which  infinuates,  that  there  fubfifts  a  perfed  underftanding  between 
her  Majefly  and  their  Electoral  HighnelTes,  as  if  the  Queen  did  nothing 
without  confuking  the  Eledor  ;  when,  at  the  fame  time,  Ihe  has  not  even 
a  minifter  at  Hannover. 

Eight  of  your  principal  friends,  who  dined  together  on  Thurfday,  at 
my  lord  Halifax's,  have  given  me  in  charge  to  tell  you,  that  there  will  be 
no  refource,  unlefs  the  Electoral  Prince  is  fent  over  foon.  All  thefe  fine 
compliments  to  the  Eledoral  family,  which  are  contained  in  the  Queen's 
fpeech,  and  in  the  addrefs  of  the  two  houfes,  fhould  encourage  your 
Vol.  II.

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1713.  court  to  approve  of  this  journey,  and  they  furnifli  the  moft  natural  pre- 
^pnl.  jgj^j.  jp,  jj^g  world  ;  which  is,  to  come  in  perfon,  to  acknowledge  thank- 
fully fuch  obliging  declarations,  and  pretend  to  confidcr  them  as  very 
fmcere:  for  it  is  but  juft  to  pay  the  difllmulation  of  the  Qiieen  and  of 
the  treafurer  in  the  fame  coin.  And  his  Ele6loral  Ilighnefs  cannot  bu| 
be  fenfible  of  the  unbecoming  manner  in  which  they  treat  him,  by  pub- 
lifhing  from  the  throne,  that  they  do  nothing  but  in  concert  with  him ; 
while  they  negleft  to  give  the  leafi:  anfwer  to  the  two  memorials,  prefented 
by  the  deceafed  M.  de  Grote,  concerning  the  removal  of  the  Pretender 
and  the  penfion  of  the  Elettrefs ;  and  while  they  facrifice  entirely,  at 
Utrecht,  the  interefts  of  his  eleftorate,  and  of  his  office  as  high  trea- 
furer of  the  empire. 

At  any  rate,  here  is  the  fineft  opportunity  in  the  world,  to  catch  lord 
Oxford  in  his  own  fnare.  It  would  feem  that  Providence  prefents  it  to 
you.  For  God's  fake,  do  not  negleft  it;  for  when  you  would  choofe  to 
recur  to  it  hereafter,  it  may  be  too  late. 

The  prince  does  not  require  an  order  to  come  here,  either  the  invita- 
tion of  the  parliament,  which  is  not  to  be  expected  from  a  parliament  fo 
ill  compofed  as  the  prefenc,  or  the  permiffion  of  the  Q^Lieen,  which  moft 
affuredly  Ihe  will  not  grant,  if  it  is  afked.  He  is  entirely  at  liberty  to 
come  of  his  own  accord,  being  naturalized,  and  being  duke  of  Cam- 
bridge and  a  member  in  the  houfe  of  peers,  and  his  rank  as  prince  of  the 
blood  being  fettled.  The  Qiieen  herfelf  cannot  forbid  him  according 
to  the  laws,  neither  to  come  into  the  kingdoms,  nor  to  take  his  feat  in 
parliament ;  and  her  Majefty  and  her  minifters,  after  fuch  public  and 
folemn  declarations,  which  the  Qiieen  and  the  two.  houfes  have  lately 
made,  cannot  retradl  themfelves,  and  will  be  obliged  to  receive  the  prince 
well,  while  every  one  will  turn  to  him,  as  to  the  rifing  fun,  feeing  the 
Qiieen's  health  is  fo  broken. 

My  lord  Halifax  told  me,  that  the  friends  would  by  no  means  pro- 
pofe  in  parliament,  that  it  would  be  neceflary  to  have  fome  one  of  the 
Eledoral  family  in  this  country  ;  for  that  would  be  queftioning  a  right, 
which  your  princes  have  obtained,  and  give  a  handle  to  parliament  to 
take,  in  that  refpeft,  fome  improper  refolution,  which  might  render  the

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fion  for  tl.e  Elcdrefs  ;  but  I  believe  they  will  bring  the  removal  of  tlie       lyn-

The  friends  are  very  defiroiis,  that  the  Eleftor  ihould  immediately  re- 
folve  to  lend  over  the  prince,  in  order  that  he  may  arrive  durilig  the  pre- 
fent  feftion  of  parliament,  which  will  not  continue  but  two  months,  and 
may  take  his  kat  in  the  houfe  of  peers,  not  in  order  to  vote  with  the 
Whig?,  and  againft  the  court,  but  in  order  to  take  polleillon  of  what  is 
due  to  him  ;  and  to  convince  the  nation  of  the  falfehood  of  tlie  rumours 
they  circulated,  that  the  Eledor  is  indifferent  about  the  crown  of  Eng- 
land. For,  in  other  refpefts,  our  friends  agree,  that  the  Prince  fliould 
make  his  court  to  the  Queen,  pay  attention  to  the  minifters,  carefs  every 
one  without  diftimftion  of  party,  and  refrain  from  coming  to  the  houlc 
when  party  queftions  are  debated,  fince  he  would  be  obliged,  if  he  came 
on  fuch  occafions,  to  vote  either  againft  the  court,  or  againft  the  friends 
of  the  fucceffion. 

That  the  nation  is  for  the  Eledoral  family,  and  againft  the  Pretender, 
is  evident  now  to  a  demonftration,  fmce  the  court  imagines  they  cannot

The   lord  treafurer  publiflies  every  where  in  the  counties,  that  his 
Elefloral  Highnefs  is  in  perfedl  concert  with  the  Qiieen,  and  will  be  very 
well  pleafed,  that  the  members  recommended  by  the  court  Ihould  be 
chofen.     This  artifice  fucceeds  to  the  treafurer's  fatisfaftion  in   many 
places ;  and  as  he  has,  befides,  money  to  lay  out,  and  is  very  liberal  of 
it  on  fuch  occafions;  the  Whigs  are  difcouraged  thereby  from  offering 
themfdves  to  be  chofen,  from  the  fear  of  being  difappointed.     So  that 
there  is  a  danger  of  having  a  new  parliament  as  devoted  to  the  minifters 
as  the  prefent ;  after  which,  thefe  minifters  being  abfolute  mafters  for 
three  years,  will  eafily  accomplifli  their  pernicious  defigns,  and  eftablifh 
the  Pretender  in  this  country.

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The  prefence  of  the  Eledtoral  Prince  in  the  kingdom,  will  be  fufficient 
to  defeat  this  plan  of  the  minifters.  It  will  encourage  the  Whigs  to  geC 
themfelves  chofcn,  and  they  will  chearfully  take  upon  themfelves  all  the 
expence  of  the  eleftions,  without  afking  any  thing  from  his  Elefloral 
Hio^hnefs.  The  prefence  of  the  prince  will  alone  have  a  mighty  influence 
on  the  elefiions,  and  gain  over  to  the  well-affefted  party  an  infinite  num- 
ber, who  follow  the  court  only  becaufe  they  are  not  fupporced  by  the 
fucceflbr,  and  are  in  the  millaken  notion  of  the  Eleflor's  neglecling  the 
affairs  of  England.  All  thelc  fears  will  vanilh.  Every  one  will  attach 
himfelf  to  the  prince,  and  by  that  means  we  fliall  have  a  good  parlia- 
ment ;  after  which,  his  Eleftoral  Highnefs  may  decide  in  it  as  he  choofes, 
both  with  regard  to  the  affairs  of  the  fucceflion  and  the  affairs  of  Europe. 

The  fending  the  Eleftoral  Prince  then  is  an  infallible  remedy  againll 
prefent  evils,  and  againft  fuch  as  are  dreaded  hereafter.  It  is  eafy,

The  Qiieen  will  be  angry  if 
they  Ihould  force  her  to  invite  him  ;  and  if  the  parliament  fhould  rejedt 
a  motion  of  addrefTing  the  Queen  to  invite  him,  the  prince  could  not 
come  again  with  any  propriety  ;  whereas,  no  one  can  take  it  amifs  if  he 
Ihould  come  in  confequence  of  the  Qiieen's  fpeech.  It  is  neceffary  ei-

S  our  envoy  in  England  is  dead,  I  imagine  that  you  will  allow  me 
to  addrcfs  myfelf  to  you,  and  to  entreat  you  to  thank  the 
Qiieen,  in  the  moft  humble  manner,  for  the  gracious  fpeech,  which 
her  iVIajefty  has  been  pleafed  to  make  to  the  parliament,  in  my  fa- 
vour, and  in  favour  of  my  family.

"IT  was  Marlborough's  opinion,  and  alfo  the  opinion  of  all  friends  in 
England,  that  the  Eledtoral  Prince  flioiild  go  over  under  the  pre- 
text of  thanking  the  Qiieen  for  the  affeftion  flie  exprefied  in  her  fpeech 
towards  the  Ekdlor's  family.  "  They  wrote  to  me,  that  there  was  the 
greateft  difficulty  imaginable,  in  determining  the  Queen  to  mention  the 
ferene  family  at  all  in  her  fpeech  -,  and  that  ihe  did  not  confcnt  to  it,  but 
after  the  ftrongeft  reprefentacions  that  it  was  abfolutcly  neceffary,  in  or- 
der to  quiet  the  minds  of  the  people,  and  to  fucceed  in  the  elections  for 
the  enfuing  parliament."

Ord  Anglefea  is  determined  to  drive  the  lord  Treafurer  to  extremi- 
ties, and  has  been,  for  fome  time,  in  ftrift  connexion  with  the 
duke  of  Argyle.  This  earl  is  one  of  the  greateft  Tories,  and  is  not  a 
good  tempered  man.  He  is  very  haughty,  and  very  ambitious.  He  is 
one  of  the  moft  atftive  men  in  the  world,  and  does  not  deviate  an  inch 
from  what  he  hath  once  undertaken  :  and  being  very  clever,  there  is 
reafon  to  think  that  the  Treafurer  will  not  confider  him  as  an  indifferent 
enemy,  and  that  his  hatred  will  give  him  room  for  ferious  reflexions.

Hannover,  July  4,  1713. 

"  TJ  I  S  Eleftoral  Highnefs  having  aflured  our  friends,  by  the  late 
baron  de  Grote,  that  he  will  never  abandon  them ;  and  that  on 
the  Queen's  death,  he  would  do  every  thing  which  the  nation  could  ex- 
peft  from  him  •,  and  having  renewed  thefe  aij'.irances,  after  the  death  of 
de  Grote,  by  his  refident  Kreyenberg,  in  the  fcrongeft  and  moft  pofitive 
manner,  it  would  be  furprifing,  that  they  (hould  doubt  of  thefe  affiir- 
ances  from  a  prince  who  is  known  to  be  a  religious  obferver  of  his 
word. 

The  Elector  does  the  greateft  fervice  to  the  well-afFeded  in  England, 
which  the  ftate  of  affairs  in  Europe  in  general,  and  his  own  particular 
fituation  will  allow,  when  he  engages  the  Emperor  and  the  Empire  to 
continue  the  war  againft  France,  and  employs  1 7,000  of  his  own  troops 
againft  that  kingdom.  This  puts  it  out  of  the  King  of  France's  power 
to  fend  an  army  with  the  Pretender  into  England,  and  it  is  not  to  be 
fuppofed  that  he  will  venture  to  go  without  a  French  army,  fince  he  is 
profcribed  by  the  laws,  and  has  the  nation  againft  him.  If  he  does,  will 
the  friends  of  the  fucceffion,  who  are  fo  rich,  and  have  fo  much  influ- 
ence, and  have  the  nation  and  the  laws  on  their  fide,  lofe  courage  and 
fubmit  immediately,  when  their  religion,  their  laws,  their  property,  and 
their  liberties  are  at  ftake  .?  efpecially  when  they  are  fure  of  fpeedy  affift- 
ance  from  the  Eleftor.  The  nation  muft  exert  itfelf,  for  the  Eleftor 
cannot  fave  them  againft  their  will. 

The  Eledtor  is  at  fo  much  expence  on  the  troops  he  employs  on  the 
Rhine,  that  he  cannot  give  the  m.oney  demanded  for  the  eleftions.  Be- 
fides,  he  fliould  fail  infallibly,  as  the  court  would  always  have  the  hea- 
vieft  purfe,  and  fuch  a  meafure  could  never  be  kept  fo  fecret  as  not  to 
give  great  offence  to  the  Englilh  miniftry.

There  are  feveral  objedlions  againft  fending  the  Electoral  Piince. 
There  can  be  no  fecurity  for  a  fafe  paflage.  It  will  be  impoffible  for 
him  to  go  fecretly.  The  miniftry  might  put  obftacles  in  his  way ;  and 
they  might  fubjecl  him  to  mortifications  after  his  arrival.  The  tleftor 
has  been  fo  often  amufed  thefe  two  years,  with  falfe  intellicrence  of  the 
Queen's  health,  that  he  does  not  know  but  her  death  may  be  ftill  very 
diitant  j  and  it  would  be  imprudent  in  him,  upon  an  uncertainty,  to 
expofe  his  only  fon  and  the  only  hope  of  his  family." 


Before  M.  I'Hermitage  received  this  letter,  he  wrote  one  on  the 
14th  of  July,  repeating  all  the  reafons  he  had  formerly  mentioned  for 
fending  over  the  Eledloral  Prince,  and  after  he  had  received  it,  he  wrote 
another  in  the  fame  ftrain  on  the  21ft.  The  reafons,  which  the  Eledlor's 
minifters  defire  him  to  communicate  to  their  friends  in  England,  for 
not  fending  over  the  Eleftoral  Prince,  would  give  fo  little  fatisfaflion, 
that  he  determined  not  to  mention  them,  and  he  himfelf  endeavoured  to 
obviate  them  all  in  another  letter  on  the  25th. 

L'Hermitage  wrote  feveral  letters  on  the  fame  fubjeft  to  Bothmar  at 
the  Hague.  Bothmar  fent  copies  of  them,  decyphered,  in  Schrader's 
hand,  to  Hannover,  and  marked  always  in  his  Gwn  hand  at  the  top, 
that  they  were  from  I'Hermitage,  and  of  fuch  a  date.  L'Hermitage 
thought  the  fuccelTion  would  be  loft,  unlefs  the  Electoral  prince  came  to 
England.  Lord  Halifax  believed  now  that  50,000/.  fterling,  inftead  of 
the  100,000/.  they  afked  at  firft,  would  be  fufficient  to  carry  the  elec- 
tions againft  the  court  -,  and  the  duke  of  Argyle  told  Halifax,  that  with 
20,000/.  he  would  anfwer  for  all  the  eledtions  in  Scotland. 

"  But  there  being  no  further  hopes  of  obtaining  thefe  things,"  fays 
Bothmar,  "  they  want  that  we  fhould  prefcribe  what  our  friends  fliould  do  j 
my  lord  Halifax  having  told  I'Hermitage,  that  they  did  not  know  what 
to  do,  fince  France  will  be  no  fooner  delivered  from  the  war  of  the  Emi- 
pire,  than  the  Pretender  will  be  in  England,  and  then  it  will  be  impof- 
fible to  anfwer  for  any  thing.  But  that,  if  the  Eledor  of  Brunfwick, 
or  at  leaft  the  Eledtoral  Prince,  could  come  over  this  winter,  he  would 
anfwer  for  it,  that  the  miniftry  would  be  overturned,  and  all  things  put 
out  of  danger."

"  T  Had  the  honour  of  your  letter  of  the  firft  of  Auguft,     There  is  no 
■*■    doubt  but  that,  if  the  Qiieen  happens  to  die  before  tlie  miuifters 
.Iier?  have  adjufted  their  meafures  with  France,  for  bringing  over  the 
prince  of  Wales,  the  friends  of  the  family  here  will  have  ftrength  enough 
to  fupport  their  caufe  until  the  Eledor  arrives,  and  they  are  all  of  opi- 
nion chat  the  prefence  of  the  Eledlor  would  be  infinitely  more  ufcful 
than  that  of  the  Eledoral  Prince,  not  only  in  that  cafe,  but  even  at  this 
verv  time.     But  as  they  imagine  that  the  Elector  would  not  choofe  to 
come  before  the  Queen's  death,  they  propofed  that  the  Eleftoral  Prince 
Ihould  come,  as  he  has  fuch  a  juft  pretext  for  this,  which  regards  him- 
felf  alone,  being  a  peer  of  the  realm  ;  and  they  propofe  this  not  only  in 
view  of  the  Queen's  dying  foon,  for  the  danger  is  then  by  no  means  fo 
great,  but  in  order  to  have  a  fupport,  and  fome  one  to  counteradl  the 
dcfigns  of  the  miniftry,  who  will  ufe  the  authority  of  the  Qtieen  while 
Ihe  lives ;  the  adminiltration  of  affairs,  which  the  laws  place  in  their 
hands,  for  concerting  fuch  meafures  with  France,  that  the  Pretender  will 
be  here  in  an  inftant,  and  then  it  will  be  too  late  to  prevent  him. 

All  this  is  fo  clear  to  common  fenfe,  and  muft  be  particularly  fo  to 
the  Elector,  who  knows  better  than  any  one  the  engagements  of  the  mi- 
oitlry  with  France,  that  it  is  very  furprifing  he  fhould  hefitate  a  mo- 
ment, and  from  any  jcaloufy  he  may  have  of  the  Eledoral  Prince.  If 
he  will  come  himfelf,  as  I  had  often  the  honour  to  tell  you,  all  his 
friends  will  rejoice  at  it  more  than  at  the  coming  of  the  Eledoral  Prince. 
But  if  he  will  neither  come  himfelf  nor  fend  the  Eleftoral  Prince,  I  afliire 
you  that  all  friends,  of  all  ranks,  will  confider  themlelves  as  abandoned. 
Perhaps  this  will  not  be  reliflied  at  Hinnover ;  but  1  would  not  be  a 
faitliful  fervant  to  the  Eledor  and  to  the  Proceltant  fucceffion,  if  I  did 
not  acquaint  you  with  the  juft  (late  of  the  affair. 

We  exert  ourfelves  more  this  feffion,  and  with  greater  fuccefs,  than 
we  had  reafon  t  >  expect,  in  hopes  that  having  another  parliament,  we 
fliould  have  fome  fupport  from  your  court.     When  it  is  feen  that  what 
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was  propofed,  with  regard  to  money,  is  rejeded,  and  that  the  Eleftor  will 
neither  come  himfclf,  nor  allow  his  ion  to  come,  we  fhall  become  tired, 
and  leave  affairs  to  take  what  turn  they  pleafe."

f*    A  S  I  am  encouraged  from  your  Eledoral  Highnefs  to  give  my  opi- 

nion  of  the  affairs  of  England,  I  fliall  take  the  liberty  to  tell 
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you,  that  the  changes  which  happened,  are  founded  folely  upon  the  en-  ^713- 
mity  of  the  earl  of  Oxford  againft  the  duke  of  Marlborough.  To  ren-  ^^  ^™ 
der  that  great  General  ufelefs,  Oxford  advifed  the  Queen  to  finilh  the 
war,  and  conclude  a  peace  with  France;  and,  to  gain  the  favour  of  die 
people,  he  provided  for  the  payment  of  ten  millions  of  debt,  by  efta- 
blifliing  the  South  Sea  company ;  gaining,  at  the  fame  time,  the  Clergy 
of  the  church  of  England,  by  building  fifty  new  churches,  and  by  other 
methods  fufficiently  known. 

He  hath  likewife  drawn  the  Jacobites  into  his  party,  by  conniving  at 
their  hopes  and  at  their  views  for  the  Pretender,  in  order  to  alarm  there- 
by your  illuftrious  houfe.  But,  in  my  humble  opinion,  your  Eledoral 
Highnefs  fhould  employ  all  forts  of  means  to  engage  Oxford  and  his 
friends  in  your  interefts  •,  promifing  to  continue  them  in  their  offices,  and 
to  protefb  them  againft  Marlborough  and  his  adherents,  after  the  death 
of  the  Queen ;  for  I  don't  believe  that  lord  Oxford  and  his  friends  are 
for  the  Pretender;  all  he  did  was  from  a  hatred  to  Marlborough,  and  to 
revenge  himfelf  of  one,  who  had  difgraced  him  v/ith  the  Queen." 

Jacob  Mears  advifes  the  Eleftor  to  employ  fome  men  of  addrefs  in 
England,  with  powers  from  him  to  gain  the  leaders  of  the  Tories,  by 
promifes  and  money,  who  might  eafily  be  prevailed  upon  to  abandon  the 
Pretender,  and  would  then  difpofe  the  Qiieen  to  be  favourable  to  his 
Eleftoral  Highnefs.  He  thinks  the  Eledoral  Prince  fliould  go  over,  and 
gives  direftions  about  his  behaviour  in  England.

"  To  prevent  him  from  coming  here,"  fays  Robethon,  in  a  note  at 
the  end  of  this  letter,  "  I  wrote  to  him,  thanking  him  very  gravely,  and 
telling  him  that  he  might  go  to  England  when  he  pleafed,  and  that  if 
he  learned  any  thing  which  concerned  the  fervice  of  your  Eleftoral  High- 
nefs, he  might  give  information  of  it  to  the  refident  Kreyenberg."

CINCE  the  death  of  the  Baron  de  Grote,  theEledor  had  no  one  to  re- 
prefent  him  in  England  but  his  ordinary  refident  Kreyenbcrg.    Galke 
was  only  fecretary  to  the  embafly,  and  Monfieur  I'Hermitage  does  not 
appear  to  have  been  in  any  public  character  from  the  court  of  Hannover. 
Baron  deSchutz,  whofe  father  had  been  envoy  atLondon,  was  fent  thither, 
with  the  fame  charadter,  in  the  beginning  of  September.     His  finl  letter 
iTnd.  p.  5!?.     to  Robethon  is  dated  from  the  Hague  on   the  iZth.     He  acknowledges 
himfelf  obliged  to  Robethon  for  his  employment.     He  wrote  him  ano- 
ther letter  on  the  14th,  and  gave  him  an  account  of  a  ccnverfcticn  with 
Ibid.  p.  40.      Mr.  Cadogan.     "  He  (Cadoganj  approves  entirely  of  the  plan  of  uniting 
ourfelves  with  the  Tories,  of  whom  fome  are  for  our  fuccelTion,  and 
others  diflatisfied  with  the  Queen  and  with  the  minillry,  and  he  thinks 
that  the  motions  we  choole  to  make  in  the  enfuing  parliament  fhould  be 
propofed  by  them,  and  not  by  the  Whigs.

"  'T'HE  avowed  Jacobites  fpeak  with  affurance  of  the  Pretender's  re- 
turn ;  but  they  are  divided  in  their  opinion  of  the  manner.  The 
mofl  unrealbnable  among  them  would  choofe  that,  without  depending 
upon  a  powerful  party  here,  he  fliould  come  with  a  confiderable  body  of 
troops  from  France.  Others,  left  they  fhould  alarm  the  people,  want 
that  he  fhould  come  alone,  after  having  written  to  the  Queen,  reprefent- 
ins  to  her  his  right  to  the  crown,  in  the  moft  fubmifTive  and  affefting 
manner :  for  they  fuppofe  that  the  Queen  would  propofe  him  to  the 
parliament,  which,  they  flatter  themfelves,  will  be  devoted  to  the  court, 
and  difpoled  to  infringe  the  aft  of  fuccefTion.

"  Although  he  (Pleflen)  difcourfed  with  the  Queen  about  the  prince  of 
Wales,  during  an  hour,  for  three  following  days,  he  was  not  able  to 
obtain  any  anfwer  from  her,  when  he  turned  the  difcourfe  to  the  Elec- 
toral family  of  Hannover  ;  but  her  Majefty  began  conftantly  to  (peak  of 
fomething  elfe."

they  obferve,  that,  notwithftanding  ijhe  gr^at  cecono'my  with  wTiich  he 
lived,  no  ready  money  was  found  by  him  at  his  death  :  others  pretend 
that  fhe  went  in  order  to  be  at  a  ctiftance  froni  her  creditors  ;  and  laftly. 
Others  fay,  that  it  was  to  be  among  the  firft  to  make  her  court,  and  to 
offer  her  fecond  fon  in  Lorrain.

There  are  other  two  letters  from  Schutz  of  this  date ;  one  in  French  ta 
Robethon,  and  one  in  High  Dutch  to  prefident  Bernfdorff.  He  complains, 
that  he  frequently  fpoke  to  Monfieur  Kreyenberg  about  the  400  lottery 
tickets  belonging  to  the  Electrefs,  but  without  fuccefs.  He  believes  that 
Kreyenberg's  affairs  are  in  bad  order  -,  for  he  owned  to  him  the  lofs  of 
5000/.  which  he  had  trufted  to  Strafford.  He  begs  that  his  own  ex- 
pences  Ihould  be  confidered,  and  entitle  him  to  a  greater  allowance,  efpe- 
cially  as  every  thing  was  very  dear. 

"  I  know  too  well,  from  experience,  that  when  I  fhall  fpend  all  my 
own  little  income,  no  one  will  give  me  a  fortune ;  and  if,  in  ferving  our 
mafter  with  aftivity  and  zeal,  one  mull  ruin  his  health  and  lofe  liis  mo- 
ney, I  truly  think,  that  nothing  but  an  extravagant,  not  to  fay  a  foolifh, 
defire  can  induce  any  one  to  accept  fuch  fervices.  You  may  depend 
upon  it,  that  the  four  weeks  I  have  pafied  here,  coft  me  already,  after 
deduding  all  extraordinary  expences,  200  guineas.  Now,  judge  you, 
who  know  the  ftate  of  my  affairs,  if  1  can  fupport  this  with  the  ninety 
which  I  am  to  receive."

"  T   ORD  Halifax  received,  with  the  utmoft  gratitude,  the  compli- 
ments and  aflurances  which  I  gave  him  from  the  Eledlor-,  declar- 
ing to  me  his  willingneis  to  facrifice  his  fortune  and  his  life  for  his 
fervice." 

Halifax  afflired  Schutz,  that  the  treafurer  endeavours  to  convince 
every  one  that  the  Eleftor  approves  of  all  his  meafures :  this  prevented 
the  friends  of  the  fuccefilon  from  oppofing  him  ;  "  and  if  he  fpeaks 
in  this  ftrain,  to  a  nobleman  of  lord  Halifax's  capacity,  with  whom 
he  pretends  to  converfe  as  a  friend,  and  who  is  confidered  to  have  the 
confidence  of  the  Eledlor,  what  will  he  not  fay  to  others,  who,  he  knows, 
are  not  fo  well  informed  ?  Thefe  afTertions  of  the  treafurer's,  and  the 
orders  which  monfieur  de  Grote  had,  as  well  as  myfelf,  to  fee  very  few 
Whigs,  and  but  rarely  and  in  fecret,  will  render  it  very  difficult  to  un- 
deceive our  friends. 

"  Lord  Halifax  believes  the  Queen,  as  well  as  her  miniftry,  is  entirely 
againft  our  fucceffion,  but  he  is  perfuaded,  that  her  Majefty,  far  from 
choofing  to  yield  the  crown  to  the  Pretender  in  her  lifetime,  is  no  ways 
difpofed,  as  yet,  to  bring  him  over."

He 
does  not  defpair  of  the  affairs  of  this  country,  as  many  others  do. 
He  thinks  the  Treaty  of  Commerce  will  be  rejefled,  although  a  better 
one  will  be  prefented  to  this  parliament,  than  that  which  was  rejefted  by 
the  laft.  He  alTures  me  the  duke  of  Argyle,  who  pafTed  fome  days  with 
him  in  the  country,  may  be  depended  upon.  He  thinks  him  incapable 
of  ever  reconciling  himfelf  with  the  minifter ;  as  he  acknowledges  now 
that  he  adled  formerly  on  wrong  principles,  and  is  diffatisfied  with  his 
brother  for  having  fliuffled,  i.  e.  for  having  paid  court  to  the  lord  trea- 
furer,  in  hopes  that  he  would  have  made  him  one  of  the  16  Scotch  peeis. 
The  misfortune  is,  that  he  has  thereby  negleded  to  be  chofen  in  oppo- 
fition  to  the  court,  which  the  duke  thinks  he  could  not  have  milTed  to 
be,  if  he  had  fpoke  out,  and  employed  the  intereft  of  his  friends  in  Scot- 
land.

He  hopes  it  will  furnifh  an  opportunity,  in  the  enfuing  parliament,  of 
doing  fomething  for  the  further  fecurity  of  the  fucceflion,  and  for  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  Electoral  family  -,  as  he  is  perfuaded,  it  was  unwillingly 
the  Queen's  minifters  took  fuch  a  ftep.

«'  T  Have  not  troubled  you  fince  my  coming  to  this  place,  becaufe 
nothing  of  the  leaft  confequence  has  offered  ;  but  iVIr.  Cadogan 
being  now  returned  from  E  ngland,  with  an  account  of  the  prefent  feitu- 
ation  of  things  and  difpofion  of  people's  minds  there,  I  thought  it  ne- 
cefTary  to  take  notice  in  general  to  you  of  it,  and,  at  the  fame  time,  ac- 
quaint you,  I  fend  him  to  the  Hague,  in  fome  few  days,  to  comunicate 
all  matters  to  Monfieur  Bothmar,  in  order  to  his  tranfmitting,  in  the  moft 
ample  maner,,to  his  EledloralHighnefs,  the  fentiments  and  thoughts  of  our 
friends  in  Kngland,  concerning  the  unhappy  condition  we  are  in,  which 
I  am  forry  to  tell  you,  grows  worfe  every  day,  and  will  very  foon  be  def- 
perate,  unlefs  fome  fpeedy  remedy  is  applyed.  Though  the  whole  con- 
ducl  of  our  miniftry,  both  as  to  affaires  athome  and  abroad,  leaves  no  rome 
to  doubt  of  their  intentions  to  bring  in  the  Pretender,  yet  I  cannot  for-

He  told  me,  that  tlie  form  in  the  main  was  good,  but  the 
plan  could  not  be  followed,  as  it  was  in  many  things  contrary  to  the  lawsj 
and  that  as  it  could  be  executed  but  by  the  Prefbyterians  alone,  who 
were  all  for  the  proteftant  fuccefTion.  As  all  the  members  of  the  church 
of  England  were  Jacobiies,  without  exceptiojt,  great  care  muft  be  taken  to 
draw  it  up  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  the  latter  could  have  nothing  to  ob- 
je<5t  to  it ;  fince  otherwife  the  members  of  that  church  in  England  would 
join  them  and  oppofe  it.  He  promifed  to  me,  that  he  would  eonfider 
this,  and  contrive  it  with  the  affiftance  of  fome  men  of  abilities. 

It  was  he,  who  told  me  again,  that  the  court  pays  about  40,000  1. 
fterling  to  the  Highlanders  in  Scotland;  giving  from  3  to  400 1.  to  the 
chieftains  for  exercifing  them  frequently,  and  for  being  in  a  condition  to 
aflemble  them,  in  cafe  of  need.  Notwithftanding  this,  it  is  his  opinion, 
that  if  the  government  will  not  acknowledge  and  aflifl:  them  openly, 
they  may  be  oppofed  with  fuccefs,  as  he  prefumes  he  can  himfelf  af« 
femble  zOjOoo  men  in  four  counties  which  are  for  us  *."

"  I-TALIFAX  and  Sunderland  made  the  elder  Mr.  Craggs  tell  me, 
that,  confidering  the  courfe  which  things  take  now,  and  after  all 
the  expence  which  our  friends  have  been  at,  to  carry  the  eledions  of  the 
members  of  the  common  council  of  London,  they  think  it  abfolutely  ne- 
ceflary,  that  we  fhould  not  lofe  the  affair  for  the  want  of  about  2000  1. 
fterling,  which  the  Eleftor  fhould  furnifh,  and  which  they  folicit  me  in- 
cefTandy  to  give.  You  may  judge  of  my  embarralTment ;  for  befides

OADOGAN  was  at  the  Hague,  and  gave  to  Bothmar  a  memorial  con- 
cerning the  flate  of  affairs  in  England,  and  the  means  of  retrieving 
them.  It  was  to  be  fent  to  the  Eleftor,  and  drawn  up  in  fuch  a  way,  that 
it  might  be  communicated  to  the  v/ell  afteded  Tories :  but  he  mentioned 
feveral  other  particulars  to  Bothmar,  which  the  latter  writes  to  his  corre- 
fpondent  in  this  letter.  The  Elector  fliould  alTure  the  Tories,  that  the 
Whigs  would  refign  to  them  offices  and  employments.  If  the  Ele^floral 
Prince  would  go  to  England,  there  were  50  or  60  great  men  who  would 
hazard  their  fortunes  and  their  lives  to  ferve  him.  If  the  Eleiftor  him- 
felf  would  go,  they  would  furnifh  him  any  funis  of  money  that  he  fhould 
judge  neceffary  for  the  execution  of  his  defigns.     A  proof  of  the  pofTi-

They  again  entreated  his  Eleftoral  Highnefs  very  earneftly  to  grant 
the  penfions  they  afk  for  fome  poor  lords,  who  want  neceflary  fubfiftence; 
and  if  they  cannot  engage  his  Eleftoral  Highnefs  to  agree  to  any  thing 
they  propofe,  they  will  endeavour  to  provide  for  themfelves  as  well  as 
they  can,  and  yield  to  the  times.  *'  He  told  me,  that  the  dutchefs  of 
Marlborough  was  to  return  to  England  in  fpring,  and  that  perhaps  the 
duke  would  do  fo  likewife ;  for  being  now  66  years  of  age,  it  was  proper 
for  him  to  think  of  dying  in  peace  in  his  native  country,  if  he  could.  If 
we  will  do  nothing  ourfelves  to  fecure  the  fucceffion,  we  cannot  expect  it 
without  a  miracle.  I  am  afraid  we  will  not  get  off  with  the  lofs  of  our 
hopes  of  that  fucceffion,  and  that  fo  much  trouble  will  be  given  to  us, 
and  fo  many  enemies  raifed  againft  us  elfewhere,  that  we  will  not  be  either 
in  peace  or  fafety  in  the  Electorate,  until  we  fliall  be  fo  low,  that  they 
may  be  affured  they  have  nothing  further  to  apprehend  from  us." 

"  You  recolleft,  that  both  the  duke  of  Marlborough  and  Cadogan 
have  provifional  orders  from  the  Ele6lrefs  to  take  the  command  of  the 
troops  and  of  garrilbns  in  cafe  of  the  Queen's  death.  Cadogan  told  me, 
it  would  be  proper  to  have  a  particular  one  for  Mr.  Armftrong  quarter- 
mafter  general,  who  commands  at  Dunkirk,  to  feize  upon  that  place, 
and  execute  the  orders  of  Marlborough  or  Cadogan.  That  order  may 
remain  in  the  duke  of  Marlborough's  hands,  until  it  will  be  time  to  ex- 
ecute it ;  which  Cadogan  anfwers  Armftrong  will  do,  although  the  mi- 
niftry  confide  in  him.  He  is  a  creature  of  Cadogan's,  who  knows,  that

Bothmar  wrote  again  to  Robethon  on  the  30th,  about  Cadogan's  me-  ibid. No.  1  6. 
morial.  "  He,  Cadogan,  relifhes  much  the  idea  of  Monf.  de  BernftorfF, 
that  his  Eleftoral  Highnefs  fhould  borrow  to  the  extent  of  20,000 1.  fter- 
ling  from  his  friends  in  England,  at  an  intereft  of  5  per  cent,  to  defray 
the  expences  to  be  laid  out  on  the  poor  lords  and  the  common- council, 
during  the  three  years  that  the  parliament  fits.  He  wilhed  the  fum  had 
been  24,0001.  which  would  have  made  8,000  1.  a  year ;  but  he  was  at 
laft  fatisfied  with  the  20,000.  He  fays  it  will  not  be  neceflary  to  go  far 
for  this  fum.  That  he  himfelf  and  the  duke  of  Marlborough  will  fur- 
nifli  it  on  the  obligation  of  his  Eledloral  Highnefs-,  and,  providing  the 
intereft  of  5  per  cent,  be  regularly  paid,  they  will  not  alk  when  his 
Highnefs  would  choofe  to  reimburfe  the  capital.  I  faid  nothing  to  him 
of  what  you  wrote  to  me  of  his  Electoral  Highnefs's  reimburfing  this  ca- 
pital out  of  his  own  revenue,  in  cafe  other  refources  fail ;  but  I  doubt 
much  if  we  can  infert  in  the  obligation,  that  this  money  will  be  paid  out 
of  the  penfion  to  be  granted  to  the  fucceflbr,  on  his  acceflion  to  the 
crown.  It  will  be  fufficient  not  to  fpecify  the  time  of  reimburfing  it. 
■  I  beg  of  you  to  tell  me,  if  lord  Stamford  has  received  any  thing  yearly 
till  now  from  his  Eledloral  Highnefs  or  from  the  Eleftrefs." 

Bothmar  writes  to  Robethon  about  letters  he  received  from  the  Sieur 
Ridpath,  and  a  book  Ridpath  was  to  publilh  at  this  time.  Bothmar 
propofes,  that  the  Eleftor  fhould  be  at  the  expence  of  the  impreflion,  and 
recompenfe  Mr.  Steel,  who  was  aflifted  in  a  work  at  this  time,  by  Mr. 
Walpole  and  Mr.  Stanhope. 

The  neceffity  of  fending  over  the  Eleftoral  Prince,  at  leaft  of  giving 
out  publickly,  that  it  was  intended  to  fend  him,  is  repeated  in  almoft 
every  letter  written  by  the  friends  of  the  family  of  Hannover,  from  Eng' 
land  and  Holland,  in  the  courfe  of  this  year.

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1714.  r|^HE  earl  of  Middleton,  fecretary  of  ftate  to  the  Pretender,  having 
JL  retired  from  that  office,  in  the  beginning  of  December,  Nairne, 
whofe  eolle<5tion  of  papers  has  thrown  fo  much  light  on  the  hiftory  of 
thefe  kingdoms,  refigned  his  place  of  under-fecretary.  The  feals  being 
given  to  Sir  Thomas  Higgins,  the  correfpondence  to  and  from  Britain 
paffed  through  his  hands ;  and  all  the  papers  are  probably  ftill  preferved 
in  the  Scotch  College  at  Paris.  That  part  only  of  the  correfpondence 
with  the  Pretender,  which  pafTed  through  the  office  of  Mr.  Nairne,  as 
fecretary  of  the  clofet,  has  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  Editor.  This  dc" 
ficiency  is,  however,  very  amply  fupplied,  by  the  minute  detail  of  fjwSls, 
contained  in  the  Hannoverian  di (patches  for  the  prefent  year. 

■  The  Pretender,  having  retired  from  the  dominions  of  France,  before 
the  conclufion  cf  the  peace,  lived  in  great  fecurity  at  Bar-le-duc,  in  Lor- 
rain..  The  two  houfes  of  parliament,  inJHgated  by  the  Whigs,  who  were 
themfelves  urged  by  the  houfe  of  Hannover,  prefented  addrefles  to  the 
Queen,  to  ufe  her  influence  with  the  princes  in  alliance  with  Great  Bri- 
tain, not  to  receive  him  into  their  dominions.  Thefe  princes,  how- 
ever, were  no  ftrangers  to  the  circumfl:ance,  that  the  Queen,  and  even 
fome  of  her  fervants,  defired  that  he  Ihould  not  be  molelled.  She  her- 
felf  had  obtained,  from  the.  French  King,  and,  by  her  influence,  from 
the  Emperor,  fuch  paCTports,  for  her  brother,  as  juftified  the  reception 
given  to  him  by  the  duke  of  Lorrain.  The  Jacobites  in  Britain,  with 
their  ufual  intemperance  and  zeal,  were  highly  elevated  with  the  hopes 
of  his  fpeedy  reftoration.  Flis  health  was  publickly  drunk.  He  was 
mentioned,,  in  common  difcourfe,  by  the  title  of  King;  and  fcarce  any 
doubt  can  be  formed,  that  the  Queen  herfelf  encouraged  his  hopes,  and

•'IN  anfwer  to  the  letter,  with  which  I  have  been  honoured  from  your 
Royal  Highnefs,  concerning  the  defigns  of  the  Chevalier  de  St. 
George  to  be  allied  to  the  family  of  Auftria,  I  fhall  tell  you  that  I  have 
communicated  them  to  the  prince  of  Traufton,  who  willingly  undertook 
the  commifTion  to  the  Emperor,  and  even  gave  me  reafon  to  expeft  a 
fpeedy  anfwer,  v/hich  I  have  waited  for  from  day  to  day;  but  your  Royal 
Highnefs  knows,  that  they  are  not  as  expeditious,  at  this  court,  as  one 
could  wifli.  Accordingly  I  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  an  anfwer  until 
laft  night,  when  the  prince  fent  for  me  very  late  to  tell  me,  that  he  had 
given  an  account  to  the  Emperor  of  what  I  had  faid  to  him  concerning 
the  Chevalier  de  St.  George ;  that  his  Majefty  had  appeared  to  relifh  the 
propofal,  but  found  the  prefent  times  too  critical  to  be  able  to  come  to 
a  determination  -,  adding,  that  he  did  not  believe  that  it  was  the  intereft 
of  the  Chevalier  de  St.  George  to  determine  any  thing  pofitively,  in  the 
prefent  conjunfture,  and  that  he  was  difpofed  to  give  the  Chevalier 
marks  of  efteem  and  regard  when  the  occafions  offered.  This,  in  u  few 
words,  is  the  anfwer  that  was  m.ade  to  me.  I  remarked,  however,  in  con- 
tinuing the  converfation  with  the  prince  of  Traufton,  that,  far  from  being 
averfe  from  this  alliance,  they  would  defire  it  much ;  efpecially  if  the 
Chevalier  de  St.  George  was  reftored  to  his  dominions,  as  it  is  not  doubted 
will  happen  in  a  fhort  time.

Was  not  able  to  anfwer  fooner  the  letter  which  you  wrote  to  me, 
wherein  you  informed  me  of  the  Emperor's  anfwer  to  what  I  had 
written  to  you  concerning  the  defigns  of  the  Chevalier  de  St.  George,  with 
regard  to  the  alliance  he  would  choofe  to  form  with  the  family  of  Au- 
ftria.  The  reafon  of  my  delay  has  been,  that  I  could  not  till  now  find 
an  opportunity  of  giving  information  to  the  Chevalier  de  St.  George, 
who  appeared  to  me  to  be  very  fenfible  of  the  marks  of  regard  and  efteera 
which  the  Emperor  has  fhewn  him  -,  and  he  has  given  me  in  charge  to 
write  to  you  about  this,  in  order  that  by  my  orders  you  might  Ihow  that 
he  has  a  grateful  fenfe  of  the  Efliperor's  behaviour  ;  that  he  has  a  mu- 
tual efteem  for  him,  and  will  feek  every  opportunity  of  cultivating  that 
friendfhip  and  regard,  which  the  Emperor  has  teftified  for  him.  He  ex- 
prelTed  himfelf  in  the  moft  obliging  terms.  You  will,  therefore,  execute 
this  commifTion  as  foon  as  you  receive  my  letter.  I  will  even  tell  you, 
as  from  myfelf,  that  I  thought  I  had  perceived  the  Chevalier  de  St. 
George  would  have  wiflied  that  he  himfelf  could  have  written  to  the  Em- 
peror, to  fhew  his  gratitude  j  but  that  he  did  not  believe  it  became  him 
to  write  for  the  firft  time  as  an  incognito.  I  want  to  know,  though  for 
no  other  reafon  but  pure  curiofity,  if  the  Emperor  would  receive  or  an- 
fwer a  letter  from  the  Chevalier  de  St.  George,  and  write  to  him  as 
King.

In  various  letters  to  the  earl  of  Middleton,  Sir  William  Ellis  and 
others,  from  their  correfpondents  in  England,  it  appears,  that  fome 
friends  propofed  to  the  Chevalier  de  St.  George  to  change  his  religion, 
at  leaft  to  have  proteflant  fervants,  and  a  proteftant  clergyman  with  him. 
To  fatisfy  them  in  this  laft  particular,  Mr.  Lefly,  the  famous  nonjuring 
clergyman,  fo  often  mentioned  in  thefe  papers  under  the  feigned  name  of 
Lamb,  was  fent  for  to  Bar-le-duc,  in  the  room  of  Mr.  Weft,  who  was 
not  fo  well  knov/n.  Mr.  Lefly  wrote  a  letter  on  the  fubjeft,  addrefl"ed  to 
a  member  of  parliament.  It  was  openly  handed  about  by  the  party ; 
and  at  the  fame  time,  the  Chevalier  himfelf  wrote  another  on  the  fame 
fubjeft.

"  T  Would  very  much  have  wifhed  not  to  have  been  obliged,  at  this 
time,  to  enter  upon  fo  nice  a  fubjed:  as  that  of  religion ;  but  your 
two  laft  letters  are  fo  prelhng  and  pofitive,  that  it  would  be  an  unpar- 
donable diftimulation  in  me,  fliould  I  not  anfvver  your  letters,  with  the 
fame  fmcerity  you  write  them. 

I  fliall,  therefore,  begin  by  putting  you  in  mind  of  the  laft  converfa- 
tion  I  had  whh  you  upon  that  lubjeft,  to  which  I  have  nothing  to  add, 
but  that  I  neither  want  counfel  nor  advice  to  remain  unalterable  in  my 
fixt  refoUuion,  of  never  difiembling  my  religion  ;  but  rather  to  abandon 
all  than  aft  againft  my  confcience  and  honour,  coft  what  k  will.  Thefe 
are  my  fentiments ;  and,  had  I  others,  or  Ihould  I  ad  contrary  to  thofe  I 
have,  where  is  the  man  of  honour  that  would  truft  me  ?  and  how  could 
ever  my  fubjeds  depend  upon  me,  or  be  happy  under  me,  if  1  fhould 
make  ufe  of  fuch  a  notorious  hypocrify  to  get  myfelf  amongft  them  ?   I 

know 
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1 714.  know  their  generous  charader  could  not  but  detefl:  both  the  crime  itfelf 
M-ii-ch.  and  him  that  fliould  be  guilty  of  it.  And  would  they  but  give  them- 
felves  time  fcrioudy  to  confider,  I  am  peribaded  they  woukl  not  make 
my  religion  the  only  obftacle  to  my  reftoration  ;  it  being  itfelf  the  great- 
eft  fecurity  for  their  liberties,  properties,  and  religion,  by  putting  it  out 
of  my  power  ever  to  invade  them  fhould  I  intend  it ;  which  is  fo  far 
from  my  thoughts,  that,  on  the  contrary,  I  am  moft  willing  and  ready 
to  grant  all  the  reafonable  fecurity  that  can  be  demanded  of  me,  in  rela- 
tion to  all  thele  points,  all  my  defire  being  to  make  them  a  flourifliing 
and  happy  people. 

I  can  have  no  other  intereft  but  theirs ;  whereas,  how  many  other 
rightful  heirs  are  there  to  the  crown  after  me,  who  being  powerful  fo- 
reigners, may  have  inclinations  equal  to  their  power,  and  may  very  pro- 
bably never  give  reft  to  England,  till  they  enflave  it  in  good  earneft  ? 

Will  my  fubjeds  be  always  fo  blinded,  as  to  make  a  monfter  of  what 
is  in  efFedl  their  greateft  fecurity  j  and  not  perceive  and  endeavour  to 
prevent  the  real  and  juft  caufes  they  have  of  fear  and  apprehenfion  ? 

My  prefent  fincerity,  at  a  time  it  may  coft  me  fo  dear,  ought  to  be 
a  fufEcient  earneft  to  them  of  my  religious  obfervance  of  whatever  I 
promife  them  :  for  I  can  fay,  with  truth,  that  I  heartily  abhor  all  difli- 
mulation  and  double  dealing,  and  I  love  my  fubjedls  even  now.  too  well 
not  to  wi(h,  as  much  for  their  fakes  as  my  own,  that  they  would  at  leaft 
open  their  eyes  to  fee  their  true  intereft,  and  timely  provide  for  their  fu- 
ture peace  and  quiet. 

I  kno^w  my  grandfather  and  father  too  had  always  a  good  opinion  of 
the  principles  of  the  church  of  England,  relating  to  monarchy  ;  and  ex- 
perience fufficiently  ftieweth,  that  the  crown  was  never  ftruck  at  but  fhe 
alio  felt  the  blow  :  and,  though  fome  of  her  chief  profeflbrs  have  failed 
in  their  duty,  we  muft  not  meafure  the  principles  of  a  church  by  the 
actions  of  fome  particular  perfons." 


Queen  Anne  died  on  the  firft  of  Auguft  this  year.  The  Chevalier  dc

«  npHIS  moment  Mr.  Strickland  is  arrived  with  the  letter,  which  you 
did  me  the  honour  to  write  to  me.  Behold  then,  at  laft,  the  pe- 
riod arrived  which  muft  decide  your  fortune!  You  have  taken  the  only 
proper  courfei  by  going  to  Paris  j  and  I  hope  that  you  will  find  at  the 
court  of  France  the  fuccours  which  are  neceflary  for  fecuring  the  fuccefs 
of  your  enterprife.  The  honour  which  you  did  me,  Sir,  during  your 
flay  in  my  dominions,  and  the  liberty  with  which  you  allowed  me  to  tell 
you  my  fentiments,  induce  me  to  entreat  you  now  to  remember,  that  by 
the  death  of  Queen  Anne,  France  is  free  of  all  engagements  with  Eng- 
land ;  thofe  which  had  been  contrafted  by  the  moft  Chriitian  King  hav- 
ing been  only  with  the  Qiieen  perfonally,  and  not  with  the  Englifh 
nation.  This  leaves  France  without  any  engagement,  and  in  a  fituation 
to  fupport  you  v/ithout  any  reproach.  But,  Sir,  this  fupport,  when  too 
public,  may  not  be  advantageous  to  you  5  and  in  my  opinion,  as  I  have 
had  the  honour  of  reprefenting  to  you  feveral  times  already,  the  molb 
eflential  fuccours  are,  nor  to  allow  you  to  want  money,  to  fecure  your 
paflage  by  fome  fliips,  and  to  permit  you  to  take  along  with  you  the  na* 
tional  troops,  which  would  not  alarm  any  one  in  England ;  wiiereas 
French  troops  certainly  would. 

Some  arms  and  ammunition  will  be  no  lefs  neceflary ;  ammunition 
may  be  eafily  found  at  Calais,  and  for  fear  of  Jofing  time,  arms  may  be 
taken  from  the  troops  which  work  at  the  new  harbour  near  Dunkirk  ;  for 
they  may  make  fome  difficulties  about  the  time  which  will  be  neceflary 
for  furnifhing  chcfe  things.  If  the  duke  of  Berwick,  as  you  believed, 
was  not  defiroujof  attending  you,  he  has  fucceeded  :  bur.  Sir,  I  entreat 
you  to  remember  that  a  good  officer,  who  is  not  a  ftranger,  is  necefl"ary 
for  you.  I  have  no  doubts  but  youwill  land  in  Scotland  ;  it  is  upon 
that  kingdom,  it  appears  to  me,  you  ought  principally  to  depend.  You 
will  probably  find  there  a  greater  number  of  friends ;  and  befides,  ic  is  a 
country  in  which  you  can  better  maintain  your  ground.  Thedifunion  of

"  pjE  came  into  France  in  Oftober  1714  ;  his  defign  was  to  go  into 
the  South  with  Mr.  Downes,  who  was  hindered  by  Graham  the 
bookfeller  chicaning  with  him  about  his  books  which  he  had  fold,  and  was 
detained  in  England  ;  fo  that  R.  L.  came  alone  to  Paris,  and  was  after- 
wards obliged  to  go  to  Nancy  to  the  King,  where  talking  with  him  on 
the  terras,  he  advifed  him  to  make  an  attempt  on  England,  the  moment

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he  heard  t^?  parliaiiTent  >vas  diflolyed.  The  KJqg  faid,  the  Highlandejs  1714' 
prefied  him  exceedingly  to  it ;  the  Lowlatiders  were  doubting  as  to  the 
lime,  but  would  rife  if  he  came  •,  and^the  Englifh  were  againft  it,  and  for  d(2 
fcrring.  R.  L.  faid,  for  this  realbn  he  ought  to  go  ;  becaufe  the  Englifh  were 
only  for  deferring,  to  know  the  iflue  of  a  parliament ;  which  if  the  To- 
ries got  on  their  fide,  there  would  be  a  Tory  miniftry,  and  an  end  of  the 
King's  hopes.  That  himfelf  had  twenty  cautions  in  a  day  given  him  in 
his  ear  by  perfons  about  the  court,  not  to  advife  the  King  to  this  attempt, 
but  his  duty  obliged  him  to  it;  and  though  he  did  not  care  to  mention 
particular  perfons,  yet  he  would  name  them  if  the  King  pleafed. 

He  told  ME  this  with  more  particulars,  March  the  23th,  1724." 

Various  Anecdotes  concerning  the  Earl  of  Oxford^  Bolinghoke,  Har court,  iyc.  Mr.  Carte's 

ahut  the  time  of  the  death  of  ^ieen  Anne.  dmrbcfjl 

*'  T       L.  (on  the  ,oth  of  May,   1726,  at  fupper  with  L.  S.)  told  us,  marked  vol. 

that  he  never  believed  lord  Oxford  fincere  in  his  defigns  to  ferve  p.  45,  &.-  ()z. 
the  King,  till  one  day  Abbe  Gaultier  came  to  him  on  a  very  particular 
occafion. 

He  had  had  with  lord  Oxford  a  conference  about  the  King's  af- 
fairs, in  which  lord  Oxford  was  giving  him  his  fentiments,  in  relation  to 
the  condud  that  the  King  ought  to  obferve  to  carry  his  point.  The 
Abbe  faid,  he  might  forget,  and  defired  lord  Oxford  to  put  them  in 
writing ;  he  did  fo,  and  gave  the  paper  to  the  abbe,  defiring  him  to 
tranfcribe  it  and  reftore  it  to  him,  next  day.  When  the  abbe  came  home, 
though  he  underftood  Englifh  pretty  well,  yet  it  was  fo  bad  wrote,  that 
the  abbe  could  not  read  it.  In  this  difficulty,  knowing  none  to  truft  io 
nice  an  affair  with  but  L.  L.  he  came  to  him,  and  told  him  the  cafe,  de- 
fired  him  to  tranfcribe  it  for  him,  which  he  did  in  fb  legible  a  hand,  that 
the  abbe  could  read  it,  and  tranfcribed  it  afterwards  himfelf,[time  enough 
to  reftore  it  next  morning  to  lord  Oxford  ;  (L.  L.  thought  him  always 
fincere  afterwards). 

July  9,  1725,  dining  at  lady  S.'s,  lord  M r  faid,  that  the  night  the  ibid.  p.  92. 

proclamation  was  ordered  to  be  ifTued  out  againft ,  he  was  fum- 

moned  to  the  cabinet  council,  at  K — ,  and  it  being  whifpered,  that  it  was 
in  order  to  fuch  an  affair  •,  he  meeting  lord  Oxford,  afked  him  if  it  was : 
Jord  Oxford  faid,  he  knew  nothing  of  itj  that  he  did  not  meddle  in  af-

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.1714.  fairs,  and  that  he  would  be  againfl:  it  if  propofed.  Soon  after  he  met  lord 
March.  jg_  ^^^j  afking  him  about  it,  and  expreffing  his  wonder,  that  they  {hould 
think  of  fuch  a  thing  after  it  had  been  fo  carried  in  the  houfe  of  lords; 
B,  denied  that  he  knew  any  thing  of  it.  Afterwards  they  were  called 
into  council,  where  the  Qiieen  giving  no  body  time  to  fpeak,  faid  fhe 
had  reiolved  on  a  proclamation,  which  flie  caufed  to  be  read,  and  then, 
without  (laying  for,  or  afl-;ing  any  body's  advice,  went  out :  fo  that  it  was 
all  her  own  aft.  Alking  lord  Bolingbroke  afterwards  how  it  came  to 
be  ifflied  out,  in  fuch  a  manner,  he  faid,  lord  Trevor  (who  was  then  ne- 
ceiTary  to  him)  pofitively  infilled  on  it  that  it  Ihould  be  done,  and  he  was 
forced  to  comply. 

May  30,  1726,  at  fupper,  at  L.  S.'s,  L.  L.  was  giving  an  account  of 
the  flruggle  between  lord  B.  and  lord  Oxford.  The  latter  was  abfolute 
at  firfl,  and  lady  Mafham  hated  L.  B.  who  was  only  kept  in,  becaufe  the 
peace  was  tranfacting,  and  nobody  elfe  could  fpeak  French.  At  lafl, 
lord  Oxford,  difobliging  lady  Mafham,  in  the  affair  of  Quebec,  Ihe joined 
L.  B.  and  lord  Oxford  was  turned  out  a  little  before  the  Qiieen  died. 
The  dcfign  of  L.  B.  at  the  time,  was  to  bring  about  the  Hannover  fuc- 
ceffion  :  and  two  or  three  days  before  her  death,  L.  L.  and  Sir  W. 
Windham  going  in  a  coach  together,  the  firft  faid,  Now  they  had  got 
the  power  entirely  into  their  hands,  they  might  eafily  bring  about  a  ref- 
toration  ;  to  which  Sir  W.  faid.   Put  that  out  of  your  head;  that  will 

never  be  : is  an  impradticable  man  ( i.  e.  he  would  not  change  his 

religion  at  that  moment)  and  will  never  be  brought  in  :  and  L.  L.  going 
on  the  Saturday  evening  (before  the  Queen  died)  to  Kenfington,  met 
Arthur  Moore  and  John  Drummond  waiting  for  L.  B.  (who  dined  with 
S.  W.  W.  and  a  great  deal  of  company  that  day,  at  Blackheath),  who 
did  not  come,  though  John  was  appointed  to  attend  there  for  L.  B.  to 
receive  his  lad  inftruflions,  in  order  to  fet  out  the  next  day  for  Hannover, 
to  make  up  matters  with  that  court.  This  John  Drummond  himfelf 
told  L.  L. ;  but  the  Qiieen's  death  did  not  allow  them  time  to  execute 
their  fcheme,  and  they  could  never  make  the  court  believe  they  had  any 
fuch  fchemes.

"  T      L.  on  the  28th  of  June,  1725,  told  me,  that  Mr.  Harley,  at  the 
time  he  was  bringing  about  the  change  in  the  miniftry,  in  1710, 
was  near  quarrelling  with  lord  Harcourt  and  Bolingbroke.     He  had  a 
mind  to  fix  them  in  their  old  pofts  of  fecretary  of  war  and  attorney-o-ene- 
ral.     But  the  one  infilled  on  being  lord  chancellor,  and  the  other  fecre- 
tary of  ftate  ;  which  he  refufing  to  agree  to,  they  came  to  L.  L.  and  told 
him  the  cafe,  and  that  there  was  no  doing  any  thing  with  him,  and  there- 
fore, they  determined  to  go,  the  one  into  Oxfordfliire  and  the  other  into 
Berkfhire,  next  morning ;  and  as  he  was  to  ftay  in  town,  they  begged  of 
him  to  fhew  himfelf  cool  and  referved  to  him.    L.  L.  faid,  he  was  forry 
for  the  occafion  of  their  going ;    but  he  would  not  quarrel  with  an  old 
friend  without  reafon.     They  faid,  all  that  they  defired  of  him  was,  to 
fhew  himfelf  cool  to  Mr.  Harley,  which  he  determined  to  do.     After  they 
were  gone,  lord  L.  wrote  a  letter  to  Mr.  Harley,  acquainting  him  with 
Harcourt  and  Bolingbroke's  being  with  him  and  their  refolucion ;  and 
told  him  very  plainly,  that  if  he  went  on  at  this  rate,  he  would  lofe  all  hig 
friends,  and  nobody  would  have  any  thing  to  do  with  him  ;  reprefented 
the  confequences  and  defired  him  to  confider  them.     He  left  a  copy  of 
this  letter  in  England.     Harley  and  Bolingbroke,  after  parting  with  L.L. 
had  gone  to  Mr.  Harley's,  and  this  letter  was  delivered  to  Mr.  Harley, 
whilft    they    were   with    him,    and  they    faw  the  fuperfcription   to  be 
lord  L's  hand.     Bolingbroke  afiied  L.  L.  afterwards,  what  was  in  the 
letter;   for,  he  faid,  he  never  faw  a  man  fo  ftruck,  in  his  life  time,  as 
Harley  was  after  reading  it.     The  ifflie  was,  Harcourt  and  Bolingbroke 
were  fatis,fied,  and  ftaid  in  town. 

Harley  ufed  often  to  complain  to  lord  L.  of  the  Tories  having  been 
cut  out  of  bufinefs  for  above  twenty  years,  and  of  their  unfitnefs  for  it; 
and  had,  therefore,  a  mind  to  bring  over  a  capable  Whig  or  two.  But 
the  leaft  motion  of  it  put  the  Tories  in  a  flame,  and  he  could  not  do  it. 

Harcourt  had  complained  often,  in  very  feeling  terms,  to  lord  L.  that 
he  knew  no  more  of  the  meafures  of  the  court,  tliough  he  was  L.  C.  than 

Y  y  y  2  his 
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1714.  his  footman.  That  lord  Bolingbroke  had  not  made  him  a  vifit  of  a 
year,  and  lord  Oxford  did  not  fo  much  as  know  him.  But  juft  before 
the  Qiieen  died,  Bolingbroke  brought  him  into  his  meafures,  and  they 
were  entire  confidents. 

Oxford  and  Bolingbroke  had  always  been  pufhing  one  another,  from 
the  very  time  of  their  power,  and  labouring  to  Tupplant  each  other. 
Lord  Oxford  told  L.  L.  upon  aflcing  when  he  had  feen  Harry  St.  John, 
and  L.  L.  anfwering,  that  Harry  was  a  man  of  bufinefs,  and  he  had  not 
ften  him  of  a  long  while,  that  Bolingbroke  was  betraying  all  their  coun- 
fels  to  lord  Marlborough  ;  and  that  he  owed  the  finding  out  of  the  fecret 
to  little  Dartmouth,  and  Erafmus  Lewis  had  made  the  difcovery. 

It  is  certain,  lord  Marlborough  was  very  fond  always  of  Harry  St. 
John  ;  and,  on  the  lofs  of  his  fon,  the  lord  Bland  ford,  faid  he  had  no 
comfort  left,  but  in  Harry  St.  John,  whom  he  loved  and  confidered  as 
his  fon  :  and,  notwithftanding  the  difference,  on  account  of  Party  , 

the  duke  always  had  a  regard  for  him. 

Bolingbroke,  in  the  midft  of  his  ftruggle  with  lord  Oxford,  was  hated 
mortally  by  lady  Mafham  and  abominated  by  the  Queen,  for  his  loofe 
life,  and  Oxford  was  in  the  height  of  his  credit  ;  fo  that  he  muft  have 
fallen,  if  he  had  not  been  neceffary  for  the  fcheme  of  the  peace,  he 
being  the  only  man  about  court  that  could  fpeak  French,  or  tranfact  any 
thing  with  Mefnager  or  the  other  perfons  fent  over  by  the  court  of 
France,  or  to  be  fent  into  France. 

About  the  fame  time,  or  a  little  after  the  firft  overtures  of  peace,  the 
Qiiebec  expedition  was  fet  on  foot,  in  which  lord  Oxford  refufed  to  gra- 
tify Mrs.  Mafliam,  in  an  affair  relating  to  it,  by  which  fhe  would  have 
got  a  good  fum  of  money.  She,  though  his  relation,  refented  this  high- 
ly. Bolingbroke  improved  the  moment,  ftruck  in  with  her  and  told  her, 
he  would  get  it  done,  infpite  of  lord  Oxford.  He  did  fo  ;  and  ihe  flood 
by  him  afterwards. 

Lord  Oxford,  who  was  forferving  the  KingH,  fancied  Bolingbroke  was 

engaged  in  that  fcheme  ;  and  therefore,  thought  to  ftrike  in  with  the  H. 

of  H.     This  completed  his  ruin  ;  and  he  was  miflaken  in  his  point :  for 

Bolingbroke's  view  was  the  H.  of  H.  and  the  night  after  lord  Oxford 

was  out,  L.  L.  came  toKenfington,  to  get  the  Queen  to  fign  fome  papers,

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which  he  deferred  upon  the  dutchefs  of  Ormond,  (who  was  then  in  waltinor)  1714. 
her  telling,  that  the  Qiieen  was  fomething  indifpofed  •,  but  flie  would 
acquaint  her,  if  his  lordfliip  pleafed.  But,  he  faid,  it  was  no  matter  of 
confequence,  and  he  would  not  dillurb  her.  He  favv  there  waiting  for 
lord  Bolingbroke,  who  failed  them,  Charles  Ca2far,  John  Drummond, 
&c.  John  was  to  part  in  a  day's  time,  for  Holland,  to  engage  lord  Albe- 
marle to  negociate  for  them,  with  the  court  of  Hannover ;  and  thefe  and 
others  then  in  waiting,  as  John  Drunimond  himfelf  told  L.  L.  were 
all  in  that  fcheme.  The  earl's  death  blew  up  this  affair ;  that  miniftry 
iafling  only  three  days,  and  the  houfe  of  Hannover  not  fenfib'le  of  their 
obligation  to  them. 

Lord  Marlborough  landing,  as  it  were,  the  moment  of  the  Qiieen's 
death,  I  was  apt  to  fancy,  he  might  be  in  that  fcheme  ;  but  L.  L.  faid, 
he  did  not  believe  it ;  and  he  heard  lord  Bolingbroke,  in  company  with 
himfelf,  lord  Bath,  and  others,  on  the  day  of  the  duke's  entry  into  Lon- 
don, fpeak  with  a  violent  refentment  upon  it,  and  fay.  He  ought  to  be 
fent  to  the  Tower  for  it. 

December  the  13th,  Mrs.  A.  O.  told  me,  that  lord  Oxford  oppofed 
the  duke  of  Ormond's  lift  of  new  officers  for  the  army,  becaufe  it  was  com- 
pofed  of  Bagnals,  Mathews,  and  other  Irifh,  and  becaufe  the  duke  of 
Ormond  infifted,  that  the  officers  turned  out  fhould  be  paid  for  their  r£- 
giments  and  ports  which  they  had  purchafed  with  their  blood,  which  the 
new  officers  propofcd  were  not  able  to  do  ;  nor  could  the  Exchequer 
then  fupply  50,000  /.  which  was  the  Icaft  it  amounted  to.  That, 
upon  lady  Malham's  quarrel  with  lord  Oxford,  about  her  ffiare  in  the 
10  per  cent,  refervedout  of  the  Affiento  contrafb,  which  was  intended  to 
be  Ihared  between  her,  &c.  She  fent  for  A.  O.  to  ajiply  to  the  duke  of 
Ormond  -,  who  faid,  ffie  could  not  pretend  to  have  lb  much  credit  with 
the  duke,  though  perhaps  her  mother  might.  That  her  mother  was  fent 
for,  and  fhe  (A.  O.)  went  to  Sir  John  Stapleton's,  where  the  duke  was  to 
fup,  fetched  him  away  to  Kenfington,  where  lady  Mafiiam  told  him  how 
ill  the  Queen  was,  and  how  uneafy  at  nothing  being  done  for  her  brother  i 
and  that,  if  he  would  but  fecure  her  30,000/.  of  the  ten  per  cent,  which 
amounted  to  100,000  /.  fhe  would  join  with  him,  and  he  fhould  have  the 
modelling  of  the  army,  &:c.  as  he  pleafed.  Hejwas  afterwards  introduced 
to  the  Queen,  who  was  ill,  (this  was  the  year  before  her  death)  in  order 

to 
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I7i4t  to  offer  his  fervice  to  ferve  her  brother,  and  have  the  modelling  of  the 
army,  &c.  granted  him  :  but  inftead  of  giving  any  affurances  or  making 
any  propofals  to  the  Queen,  who  was  prepared  to  grant  him  every  thing-, 
he  only  afl-ced  her,  if  flie  had  any  commands  for  him,  and  went  away  with- 
out faying  more. 

The  duke  of  Ormond  took  it  ill  of  lord  Oxford,  that  when  he  defired 
1200/.  a  year  penfion  might  be  fettled  on  lady  Hales,  lord  Oxford  pro- 
-pofed  to  make  the  duke's  own  penfion  6000  /.  inftead  of  5000  a  year,  and 
offered  to  get  it  done,  and  then  the  duke  might  give  her  as  much  on  his 
own  eftate  :  but  lady  Hales  piqued  herfelf  on  having  a  penfion  from  the 
Qiieen  ;  and  made  the  duke  refufe  the  offer  and  quarrel  with  lord  Ox- 
ford, who  would  not  grant  the  1200/.  a  year  penfion. 

When  lord  Oxford  was  turned  out,  Bolingbroke's  fcheme  and  Har- 
court's  was  for  the  houfe  of  Hannover,  to  make  the  duke  of  Marlboroush 
general,  and  if  the  duke  of  Ormond  fubmitted  to  it,  to  allow  him  thepoft 
xjflcrtl-.lieutenant  of  Ireland  ;  if  not,  to  turn  him  out  of  all,  and  flight  him." 
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1 7 14. 

THOUGH  the  Tories  were  generally  deemed  Jacobites,  by  tlie       1714. 
houfe  of  Hannover,  there  is  no  reafon  to  believe,  that  the  whole 
of  that  party  were  friends  to  the  Pretender.     The  bigotry  of  that  prince, . 
in  adhering,  with  fuch  obftinacy,  to  the  Romifh  faith,  cooled  the  zeal  of 
thofe  who  were  moft  attached  to  the  line  of  hereditary  fucceffion,     Be- 
fides,  many  Tory  leaders,  difappointed  in  their  own  views  upon  office,  and 
offended,  upon  that  account,  with  the  lord  treafurer,  began  to  cabal  with 
the  Whigs,     Among  thefe  was  the  earl  of  Anglefea,  a  man  of  quick 
parts,  but  revengeful  in  his  difpofition.     This  earl,  together  with  Sir  Wil- 
liam Dawes,  the  fiicceflbr  of  arch-bilhop  Sharpe,  in  the  fee  of  York,  pof- 
felTed  great  influence  with  the  Tories.     On  the  5th  of  April,  in  the  pre- 
fent  year,  they  joined  themfelves  to  the  Whigs ;  when,  upon  a  divifion 
in  the  houfe  of  lords,   the  proteftant  fuccefiion  was,  by  a  fmall  majority,, 
voted  out  of  danger.     They  were  followed  by  the  whole  bench  of  bi- 
fliops,  by  the  earls  of  Abingdon  and  Jerfey,  the  lords  Afhburnham  and 
Carteret,  and  fome  other  temporal  peers  of  the  High  Church  party. 
Their  principles,  however,  were  not  the  fole  motives  of  this  defertion. 
The  means  by  which  Anglefea,  the  arch-bifhop,  and  their  friend  Sir  The- 
mas  Hanmcr,  were  gained  to  the  houfe  of  Hannover,  are  explained,  upon 
more  folid  grounds,  in  the  following  papers. 

Notwithftanding  the  votes  in  parliament,  the  fecurity  of  laws  which 
had  never  been  infringed,  and  the  raanifeft  attachment  of  a  great  majority 
of  the  nation,  the  family  of  Hannover,  mifled  by  the  ignorance  of  their 
agents  and  the  violence  of  the  Whigs,  continued  to  think,  that  their  fuc 
cefiion  to  the  throne  was  in  the  utmoft  danger.  The  Elector  himfelf, 
harafled  and  fatigued,  by  the  eagernefs  of  his  agents,  and  the  vehement 
5  remonflrances

1714.  remonftrances  of  thofe  who  called  themfelves  his  friends,  had  become  ex- 
tremely indifferent,  about  a  throne  fo  difficult  to  mount.  He  had,  du- 
ring the  whole  courie  of  the  preceding  year,  declined  to  gratify  the 
Whigs,  in  fending  over  the  Eleftoral  Prince.  He  refufed  to  fatisfy 
either  their  avarice  or  their  wants  with  penfions.  He  would  not  give  them 
money  to  influence  the  general  eledtions  in  their  favour.  He  rcjefted 
their  violent  propofal  of  invading  the  kingdom  with  an  army.  Having 
failed  to  ;iwjken  the  ambition  of  his  Highnels,  they  applied  themfelves 
to  his  humanity  and  his  fears.  They  reprelented,  that  their  liberties, 
their  fortunes,  and,  perhaps,  their  lives  were  in  the  utmofl:  danger,  fhould 
the  Pretender  fucceed  to  the  throne.  They  Infinuated,  that  neither  the 
Eleiftor  himfelf  nor  his  family  could  be  iafe,  upon  that  event,  in  the 
heart  of  Germany  :  that  a  prince,  who  confidered  them  as  rivals  in  the 
fuccefTion,  would  never  fit  down  contented,  till  he  hn.J  reduced  them  fo 
low,  as  to  ceafe  to  be  an  objeft  of  terror.  This  lafl  confideration  had, 
at  length,  fuch  an  effecl  upon  his  Highnefs,  that  he  permitted  his  envoy 
in  London  to  demand  a  writ  of  fummons  to  the  Eleftoral  Prince,  as  duke 
of  Cambridge  ;  a  tranfa6tion  that  made  a  great  noife  at  the  lime,  and  is 
fully  explained  in  the  following  papers. 

The  attention  of  the  people  having  been  gradually  raifed  by  this  and 
fimilar  circumftances,  the  Qiieen  and  herfervants  found  it  abfolutely  ne- 
cefTary  to  concur,  at  laft,  in  appearance,  with  the  fentiments  of  the  na- 
tion. They  had  hitherto  fucceeded,  notwithftanding  the  arts  of  the 
Whigs,  in  eftablifhing  a  general  opinion,  that  a  perfedt  harmony  fub- 
fifted  between  the  courts  of  Great  Britain  and  Hannover,  Whatever  af- 
feftion  the  Queen  might  have  had  for  her  brother,  a  great  part  of  it  was 
obliterated,  by  his  bigotted  attachment  to  a  fyftem  of  religion  which  fhe 
abhorred.  She,  however,  fecretly  wiflied  that  he  might  fucceed  her  in 
the  throne.  But  her  fervants  would  be  extremely  willing  to  retain  their 
power,  by  gaining  the  good  graces  of  the  houle  of  Hannover  *  ;  and  fhe 

herfelf

J  "  Robirhan,  then  at  Hannover,  out  of  the  fervice  of  fome  German  piince,  it  !s  not  known  how,  got  into 
f«m<  credit  with  the  Ek£lor." 
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herfelf  fent  Mr.  Harley,  this  year,  to  Hannover,  to  inquire  what  farther  1714. 
feciirities  the  Eleftor  thought  neceflary  for  the  fuccefTion  of  his  family  to 
the  throne.  She  offered  to  concur  in  whatever  he  fhould  demand,  ex- 
cepting the  fending  over  a  prince  of  his  family  to  refide  in  the  kingdom. 
This,  Ihe  thought,  was  the  fame  thing  as  to  defcend  from  the  throne.  She 
and  her  miniftcrs  were  much  blamed  by  the  Whigs,  for  refufing  to  invite 
the  Elecftoral  prince.  That  party  had  forgot  that  they  themfelves  had 
been  equally  averfc  from  fuch  an  invitation,  when  they  were  in  power  -f-. 
The  lord  treafurer,  while  a  commoner,  and  fpeaker  of  the  houfe,  voted 
for  all  tlie  aCtb  that  were  pafled  in  different  feffions  of  parliament,  for  fet- 
tling and  fccuring  the  fucceffion  in  the  proteftant  line.  Notwithftanding 
what  has  been  fuppofed  by  the  court  of  Hanrover,  and  afferted,  with 
uniform  vehemence,  by  the  Whigs,  no  decifive  proofs  can  be  advanced, 
that  he  ever  favoured  the  Pretender,  during  the  four  years  of  his  admini- 
ftration.  In  the  two  laft  years,  when  he  found  himfelf  declining  in  the 
Qiieen's  favour,  and  felt  a  confequent  diminution  of  his  influence  in  the: 
cabinet,  he  made  all  advances  to  the  court  of  Hannover,  confident  with 
the  aukwardnefs  of  his  manner,  the  referve  of  his  temper,  and  that  af- 
fectation of  fecrecy  and  defign,  which  he  thought  abfolutely  neceffary  for 
a  minifter,  and  which  he  probably  ufed  to  conceal  his  own  want  of  exten- 
f]ve  talents.  A  difcerning  reader  will  perceive,  even  through  the  com- 
plaints and  prejudices  of  the  Hannoverian  agents,  that  this  unfortunate 
man  wiffied  fincerely  to  fecure  a  retreat  for  himfelf,  behind  the  fucccflion 
in  the  proteftant  line.    He  paid  no  court  to  the  Jacobites  and  high  Tories,

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17 14.  that  was  not  abfolutely  neceflary  for  continuing  himfelf  in  office.  Boling. 
broke  was  the  principal  adviferof  all  tlie  violent  meafures  which  contri- 
buted to  increafe  the  terrors  of  the  Whigs,  and  to  continue  the  Xufpicions 
of  the  houfe  of  Hannover. 

The  apprehenfions  of  thofe  who  were,  or  pretended  to  be,  well-affedlcd 
to  the  fucceffion  in  the  houfe  of  Hannover,  were  not  entirely  groundlefs. 
The  jealoufy  of  the  Elecfloral  family  could  not  altogether  have  proceeded 
from  the  inventions  of  fadion,  the  mifreprefentations  of  party,  or  the  ig- 
norance or  blind  zeal  of  their  agents  in  London.  Though  Queen  Anne 
was,  perhaps,  conveniently  free  from  ftrong  attachments  of  any  kind, 
though  fhe  was  aflually  too  dilatory  and  unenterprifing  in  her  nature,  and 
timid  in  her  difpofition,  to  engage  in  any  dangerous  undertaking  •,  though 
flie  was  probably  as  averfe  from  bringing  over  the  Pretender,  during  her 
life,  as  flie  was  from  feeing  a  prince  of  the  Eleftoral  family  refiding  in 
the  kingdom  ;  yet  it  can  be  now  no  quellion,  but  towards  the  end  of  her 
reign,  fhe  was  favourably  difpofed  towards  her  brother,  and  would  have 
been  well  pleafed,  without  any  trouble  or  danger  to  herfelf,  to  have  fe- 
cured  for  him  the  eventual  fucceffion  of  the  throne.  He  himfelf  was  no 
ftranger  to  this  circumftance,  and  he  formed  his  expectations  accordingly. 
In  a  declaration,  publilhed  immediately  upon  her  demife,  he  fays,  "  Of 
her  good  intentions  towards  us,  we  could  not,  for  fome  time  paft,  well 
doubt ;  and  this  was  the  reafon  we  then  fat  ftill,  expeding  the  good  ef- 
feds  thereof,  which  were  unfortunately  prevented  by  her  deplorable 
death." 

The  court  of  Hannover,  though  the  fufpicions  of  their  agents  were 
greater  than  the  truth,  could  not  poffibly  be  ftrangers  to  the  Qiieen's  inten- 
tions. Notwithftanding  all  the  kind  affurances  and  proteltations  of  friend- 
fhip  received  from  Anne,  it  was  natural  for  them  to  fufped  her  fincerity, 
when  they  law  that  all  the  avowed  friends  of  the  Pretender  fupported  all 
her  meafures.  The  charader  and  manner  of  her  minifler  were  calculated 
to  increafe  the  fufpicions  of  the  Eledoral  family.  With  fome  abilities, 
he  poflelTed  all  the  weakneffes,  and  even  ftooped  to  the  meannefles  in 
which  the  whole  art  of  every  fhallow  politician  confifts.  Regardlefs  of 
fincerity,  in  his  political  condud,  he  often  promifed  more  than  he  had 
cither  power  or  inclination  to  perform.     Flying  perpetually  from  the 

point. 
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point,  in  his  converfation  upon  bufinefs,  he  difgufted  mankind  in  general,  1714- 
in  proportion  to  the  eagernefs  which  men  entertain  concerning  their  own 
affairs.  It  was  only  when  he  meant  not  to  adhere  to  his  word,  he  gave 
any  anfwer  at  all ;  and  that  was  even  then  contrived  in  a  way  that  ren- 
dered it  ambiguous.  There  was  an  air  of  fecrecy  in  all  his  manner, 
and  vifible  in  every  feature  of  his  countenance,  and  an  affectation  of  myl- 
tery  and  deep  defign,  even  in  trifles.  This  defedl  in  his  charafter  was  fo 
little  calculated  to  gain  the  confidence  of  others,  that  it  adlually  expofed 
himfelf  to  fufpicions,  when  in  reality  he  might  have  no  bad  defigns. 

The  repeated  charges  brought  againft  the  earl  of  Oxford,  in  the  Han- 
nover papers,  may  be  juftified  by  the  defefts  of  his  own  manner  and  mind. 
But  his  colleagues  in  office,  efpecially  the  vifcount  Bolingbroke,  were 
more  fanguine  in  their  temper  and  determined  in  their  meafures.     An 
inveteracy,  arifing  from  mutual  injuries,  had  fubfifted  between  them  and 
the  Whigs  for  feveral  years.     It  was  forefeen,  that  an  univerfal  change  of 
men  and  meafures  would  take  place,  upon  the  demife  of  the  Qiieen :  that 
the  Eledoral  family  would  employ  the  Whigs  in  the  adminiftration  of 
their  affairs,  whenever  they  fhould  fucceed  to  the  crown  :  that  the  Tories 
would  be  humbled,  and  thofe  at  prefent  in  office  be  in  danger  of  their 
lives  and  fortunes.     It  was,  therefore,  natural  to  fuppofe,  that  men  in 
fuch  circumftances  had  entered  into  fecret  meafures  to  form  a  flielter  for 
themfelves,  againft  the  ftorm  which  was  gathering  over  their  heads.    Their 
common  prudence,  if  not  their  principles,  might  be  fuppofed  to  direft 
their  views  to  the  Pretender.     But,  notwithftanding  all  thefe  appearances, 
there  is  reafon  to  believe  that,  had  the  Queen  lived  for  fome  time  longer, 
even  Bolingbroke  would  have  found  means  to  reconcile  himfelf  to  the 
houfe  of  Hannover;  having  held  an  uninterrupted  communication  with 
the  duke  of  Marlborough,  who  was  much  more  'attached  to  the  re- 
covery of  his  own  power,  than  to  either  of  the  rivals  for  the  Britiih 
throne.

•  V-  «  »  j^^ye  a  letter  from  colonel  Erflcine,  v/ho  was  lately  in  the  weft  of 

Scotland,  with  his  nephew,  Mr.  Cunningham  of  Buchan,  one  of 
our  members  of  parliament,  and  other  gentlemen,  who  have  an  intereft 
in  that  part  of  the  kingdom.  His  errand  was  to  fet  addrefles  on  foot  in 
favour  of  the  Hannover  fucceffion.  They  have  communicated  the  mat- 
ter to  feveral  great  men,  who  are  their  friends,  fuch  as  the  earl  of  Hay, 
who  is  lately  gone  to  London,  and  my  lord  Polwarth,  who  has  under- 
taken to  fpeak  to  feveral  of  the  fquadron,  i.  e.  the  duke  of  Montrofe  and 
Roxborough,  the  marquis  of  Tweedale,  Mr.  Baillie  of  Jervifwood,  fon- 
In-law  to  the  earl  of  Marchmont,  &c.  The  earl  of  Buchan,  who  is  alfo 
nephew  to  colonel  Erfkine,  has  likewife  fpoke  to  them,  and  they  appeared 
very  frank  in  the  matter ;  being  very  much  provoked  by  the  Highland. 
addrefs,  of  which  I  fent  your  Excellency  a  copy,  and  is  going  through 
among  other  Jacobites  in  that  country." 

Ridpath  was  alTured  by  the  colonel,  that  the  Cameronians  of  the  South 
and  of  the  Weft,  both  of  Mr.  Hepburn's  and  Mr.  M'Millan's  party,  had 
declared  openly  againft  the  Pretender,  and  exprefl^ed  great  indignation  at 
their  being  fufpefted  of  Jacobitifm.  He  had  a  confirmation  of  thefe  and 
of  other  particulars,  in  a  letter  from  a  minifter  at  Edinburgh  •,  and  he 
recommends  to  Bothmar  to  procure  a  letter  of  thanks  from  the  court  ot 
Hannover  to  colonel  Eifkine  and  the  earl  of  Buchan,  who  had  great  in- 
tereft among  the  Preftjyterians.

"  'T^HE  duke  of  Berwick's  frequent  journies  to  Barlcduc  are  not  un- 
dertaken without  fome  great  defign.     It  is  afferted  that  the  Pre- 
tender has  difmifled  all  his  Roman  Catholic  fervants,  and,  among  them 
they  name  even  two  lords.     The  young  widow  Peters  feems  to  be  refolved 
to  go  to  France  to  marry  there  the  fon  of  the  duke  of  Berwick. 

My  laft  will  have  informed  you,  before  now,  that  lord  Oxford  changed 
his  opinion,  Notwithftanding  all  the  proofs  of  this  news,  I  had  a  great 
difficulty  to  believe  it;  and  I  could  not  conceive  that  we  could  derive 
great  advantage  from  it.  I  expeft  to  fee  him  to-morrow,  and  I  fliall 
fpeak  to  him  again  about  the  arrears.

"  T  ORD  Stair  told  me,  that  lord  Mar  came  to  tell  him,  in  a  friendly 
manner,  that  it  was  intended  to  make  fome  changes  among  the 
officers ;  and  that  he  being  one  of  thofe  they  wanted  to  remove,  he  was 
willing  to  aflc  him  if  he  would  difpofe  of  his  regiment.  To  which  he 
anfwered,  that  having  never  done  any  thing  that  could  difpleafe  the 
Qiieen,  and  having  ferved  her  faithfully,  he  could  nor  imagine  he  de- 
ferved  to  be  broke  :  that,  to  fay  the  truth,  he  had  no  defire  to  difpofe  of 
his  regiment;  and  that  the  Queen  was  miftrefs  to  do  what  fhe  chofe. 
But  as  he  cannot  prevent  the  tlorm,  in  cafe  they  wanted  to  oblige  him 
to  refign,  he  intends  to  confult  his  friends;  and  if  they  judge  it  proper,

8.  ct  T  Waited  upon  lord  Oxford,  the  day  before  yefterd ay,  to  exprefs  my 
regret  for  not  being  at  home  when  he  did  me  the  honour  to  call,  and 
to  afk  him  if  he  had  any  orders  to  give  mc.  He  anfwered  to  this,  that 
he  would  come  to  fee  me  again  ;  intimating  to  me,  that  he  would  choofe 
to  have  a  private  converfation  with  me,  in  order  to  give  me  his  fentiments 
of  the  Eleftor's  affairs  in  this  country,  and  of  the  meafurcs  which,  in 
his  opinion,  he  Ihould  take  in  the  prefent  conjunfture.  I  entreated  him 
then,  after  having  thanked  him  for  his  good  intentions  to  my  mafter,  to 
name  an  hour,  that  I  might  have  the  honour  of  coming  to  v/ait  on  him, 
which  he  did  not  choofe,  putting  me  off  till  his  return  from  Windfor  j 
and  affuring  me  that  her  Majelly  was  perfedtly  well  affefted  to  his  Elec- 
toral Highnefs,  and  to  all  the  Eleftoral  family. 

When  I  aflced  him  if  he  had  recommended  to  the  Queen  his  Eleftoral 
Highnefs's  rank  in  the  Eleftoral  college,  and  his  office  of  arch-treafurer, 
without  anfwering  by  yes  or  no,  he  made  great  proteftations  to  me  of  his 
zeal,  of  which  he  was  willing  to  give  proofs,  without  being  infinenced  by 
hopes  of  being  recompenfed  -,  but,  in  order  to  have  norealbn  to  reproach 
himfelf  hereafter,  that  he  neglefted  to  give  the  falutary  advices  which  he 
thought  himfelf  obliged  to  give." 

Schutz  not  knowing,  probably,  that  Oxford  had  quarrelled,  at  this 
time,  with  Bolingbroke,  and  loft  his  influence  in  the  cabinet,  paid  fo 
little  attention  to  thefe  advances,  that  he  did  not  communicate  them  to 
the  Eleftor,  but  defired  Robethon  to  make  them  known  to  his  mafter. 
He  confidered  them,  he  fays,  "  as  general  expreflions,  which  would  have 
been  more  allowable  when  I  faw  him  for  the  firft  time,  fix  weeks  ago  ;'* 
but  did  not  appear  to  him  now  to  deferve  to  be  mentioned.

I  could  not  conjefture  any  thing  from  what  he  faid  to  me,  with  regard 
to  this  power  to  the  Eledrefs,  but  that  he  wanted  to  have  an  opportunity 
of  touching  [altering]  the  aft  of  fucceflion,  and  you  may  judge  what 
ufe  he  would  make  of  it.  I  fpoke  of  this  to  Halifax ;  and  his  advice  is, 
that  the  Eledor  ftiould  take  care  not  to  concur  in  it ;  but  to  declare  that 
he  is  fatisfied  with  the  prelent  form.  Knowing  the  treafurer's  charafter, 
his  opinion  is,  that  though  he  fhould  fpeak  of  this  to  me  again,  he  will 
nOt  fay  more  than  he  has  faid  already."

"  It  is  always  rumoured,  that  Sir  Thomas  Hanmer  will  be  chofen 
fpeaker  of  the  houfe  of  commons.  He  is  not  yet,  however,  reconciled 
with  the  court.  It  is  faid  that  the  feals  are  to  be  put  foon  to  an  aft  in 
favour  of  Marefchal  Berwick,  repealing  that  by  which  he  was  outlawed  : 
many  believe  that  this  is  done  already,  as  there  are  feveral  examples  of 
the  lame  kind,  and  as  Roman  Catholicks,  who  had  ferved  in  France,  are 
placed  in  the  army  and  in  other  employments.  Bolingbroke  and  Oxford 
gave  a  bad  reception  to  Argyle  and  Stair,  the  day  before  yefterday,  at 
Windfor.  Lord  Marifhal,  a  great  Jacobite,  will  have  the  company  of 
Scotch  grenadiers,  vacant  by  the  death  of  lord  Crawford'.  The  Jaco- 
bites triumph  at  the  news  received  yefterday  from  France,  which  fay.

*'  C INC E  the  Qiieen's  illnefs,  and  the  rumours  of  a  French  armament 
at  Breft,  our  friends,  both  Tories  and  Whigs,  urge  me  inceflantly 
about  fending  to  them  the  Eleftoral  Prince  ;  protefting  that  nothing  elfe 
can  fave  our  affairs.  The  duke  of  Kent,  lord  Orrery,  and  lord  Windfor 
gave  me  to  underftand  they  were  of  that  opinion,  and  aflured  me  it  was 
likewifethe  opinion  of  Sir  Thomas  Hanmer.  They  maintain,  that  feve- 
ral  who  are  for  us,  will  not  venture  to  declare  themfelves,  while  we  will 
not  fhow,  by  fuch  an  eafy  ftep,  that  we  have  the  affair  of  the  fuccellion  at 
heart ;  but  they  will  declare  themfelves  as  foon  as  they  fee  a  prince  of 
the  family  here.  They  fay  likewife,  that  feverals  of  our  enemies  will 
not  ad  againfl  us  in  that  cafe. 

Lord  Hay  gave  me  the  projeft  inclofed  of  an  addrefs,  which  the  well- 
•iffedled  in  Scotland  intend  to  prefent  to  the  Qiieen.  You  fee  how  many 
friends  we  have  in  Scotland,  in  England,  and  in  Ireland,  where  the  par- 
liament was  prorogued,  merely  for  Ihewing  too  much  zeal  for  us," 

Robethon  tranflated  the  Scotch  addrefs  for  the  ufe  of  the  Eleftor. 
They  complain,  among  other  things,  of  difcourfes  and  publications  de- 
preciating the  Queen's  parliamentary  right  to  the  crown,  and  maintaining 
the  hereditary  right  of  a  popifh,  abjured  Pretender.  They  complain, 
that  large  bodies  of  Plighlanders,  who  were  Roman  Catholics,  and  de- 
clared enemies  of  her  Majefty's  government,  frequently  aflembled  in 
arms,  and  took  the  liberty  to  publifh,  that  their  chiefs  and  captains  not 
only  had  her  Majefty's  protedtion,  but  were  furniflied  by  her  with  large 
funis  from  her  Treafury.

to  go  to  Hannover,  and  being  charged  with  a  commiffion,  which  he  was 
fure  would  give  pleafure  to  his  lordihip,  he  did  not  choofe  to  lofe  a  mo- 
ment in  oivino;  him  notice  of  it. 

Having  reafoned  with  lord  Halifax  on  this  event,  we  imagine,  that 
from  this  meafure  we  muft  fuppofe  one  of  two  things,  or  perhaps  both  ;

'  '^^'  phyficians  fay  the  contrary.     Doftor  Arbuthnot,  a  Scotchman, 

who  alone  took  care  of  her  Majefty  for  two  years,  will  not  take  upon 
him  to  prefcribe  any  more,  without  confulting  others.  Mr.  Biondel,  a 
famous  furgeon,  was  called  to  Windfor,  and,  on  his  return,  he  told  in 
confidence  to  one  of  my  friends  (for  they  enjoined  him  fecrecy),  that  he 
was  called  to  open  the  Queen's  thigh,  and  that  he  thought  fhe  was  in  a 
very  dangerous  ftate.

"  A  S  to  Fergufon,  who  calls  himfelf  Ker  of  Kerfland,  the  charadter  I 
have  given  of  him  may  be  depended  on.  I  am  of  your  Excel- 
lency's opinion,  that  the  letter  you  was  pleafed  to  fend  a  tranflation  of, 
is  of  his  own  framing,  and  it  confirms  me  that  he  is  fent  as  a  fpy  by  my 
lord  treafurer  j  for  the  plan  is,  according  to  the  diredtions  which  his  iord- 
fhip  gave  to  one  of  his  fpies,  to  fifh  out  matter  for  a  plot  to  be  charged 
on  the  Whigs,  for  bringing  in  the  houfe  of  Hannover  by  force,  during 
her  Majcfty's  life,  which  the  fpy  himfelf  difcovered  to  one  of  my 
friends." 

Ridpath,  in  this  long  and  tedious  letter,  confutes  all  that  Ker  had 
written  of  the  Cameronians  and  of  the  Prefbyterians  in  general,  and  of 
the  influence  and  conduft  of  his  predeceflbrs,  as  well  as  his  own.  *'  It's 
true  he  had  interell  enough  among  the  Cameronians,  on  his  wife's  ac- 
count, at  the  time  of  the  Union,  to  keep  them  from  breaking  up  the 
parliament ;  but  he  was  well  paid  for  it,  by  the  lord  Godolphin  and  the 
D.  of  Queenfberry,  and  by  that  money  bribed  others  to  concur  with  him; 
but  that  being  now  known,  the  Cameronians  hate  him  and  call  him  a 
traitor." 

Fergufon,  it  feems,  had  married  the  eldeft  daughter  of  Ker  of  Kerf- 
land, and  the  male  heirs  being  extindt,  afllimed  the  name  of  the  family, 
"  He  did  get  money  from  lord  Godolphin,  on  pretence  of  his  intereft 
with  the  Cameronians,  and  that  he  was  courted  by  France ;  but  upon 
the  change,  he  played  the  knave,  and  endeavoured  to  blacken  the  late 
miniftry,  as  not  having  liftened  to  his  information  of  a  Jacobite  plot,  and 
that  he  could  procure  an  addrefs  from  15,000  Cameronians  for  fettling 
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the  Hannover  fucceflion,  and  by  this  means  got  money  from  the  prefent 
lord  treafurer,  and  I  believe  he  has  been  his  tool  ever  fince." 

Bothmar  and  Robethon  thought  Ridpath  an  ufeful  correfpondent. 

February  12th. — "  I  have  received  two  letters  from  England  by  the 
lad  poft  ;  one  of  them  confirms  the  character  I  gave  your  Excellency  of 
Fercrufon,  alias  Ker  of  KerQand.  It  is  from  a  relation  of  his,  that  I  write 
for  a  fuller  account  of  his  character ;  he  fays,  he  is  one  of  the  worft 
men  upon  earth,  begs  me  to  have  no  manner  of  concern  with  him,  and 
that  I  would  advife  all  my  friends  to  beware  of  him,  as  of  the  plague."

"  T^HE  proteftations  which  the  treafurer  himfelf  made  to  me,  and 
which  his  coufin  made  to  me  by  his  orders,  that  he  would  take 
care  of  our  affairs,  in  cafe  of  the  Qiieen's  death,  bave  little  weight  with 
me  -,  as  I  imagine  we  are  not  much  obliged  to  thofe,  who  will  not  fhew 
themfelves  to  be  cur  friends,  but  when  it  will  not  be  in  their  power  to 
do  us  any  harm.  You  may  be  perfuaded,  that  in  cafe  of  the  Queen's 
death,  every  thing  will  be  regulated  here  to  the  fatisfaftion  of  his  Elec- 
toral Highnefs ;  fo  that  Monf.  de  Bothmar  will  have  no  difficulties  to 
furmount  when  he  arrives,  the  Qvieen's  death  being  not,  as  I  wrote  you 
frequently,  what  we  have  moft  to  fear  -,  befides,  if  there  will  be  any  dan- 
ger then,  it  will  be  over  before  Monf.  de  Bothmar  can  be  informed  of  it. 

You'll  fee  the  inftruftions  I  want  arc  not  for  what  Ihall  be  done  in  cafe 
of  the  Queen's  death,  but  in  cafe  the  Pretender  comes  during  her  life. 
it  is  not  the  want  of  a  leader,  in  cafe  of  her  death,  which  embarrafles  ; 
but  who  fhall  be  a  leader  in  cafe  of  an  enterprife  by  France  againft  this 
kingdom  during  her  Majefty's  life."

— Reafons  far 
fending  over  fome  Prince  of  the  EleEloral  family. 

February  i  6th,  1714. 
<'  O  Aving  fpoke,  a  few  days  ago,  to  lord  Townlliend  and  lord  Cowper, 
on  their  return  from  the  country,  before  they  had  feen  any  of 
our  friends,  they  laid  the  very  fame  things  to  me,  which  I  wrote  to  you. 
already.  I  hope,  therefore,  you  will  maturely  weigh  an  affair  of  fo  great 
importance,  on  which  depends  your  fucceflion,  and  the  fortune  and  lives 
of  thofe  who  have  your  interefts  at  heart  in  this  country,  and  who  are 
devoted  to  your  fervice. 

Confider  further,  that  if  ever  the  Pretender  mounts  the  throne,  (which 
he  will  undoubtedly  do,  if  he  comes  with  a  French  army.,  i.  e.  i  o  or 
1 2,000  men,  before  any  of  the  family  is  here)  in  what  manner  England 
and  France  in  conjundtion  will  concur  in  your  ruin,  and  in  the  deftruc- 
lion  of  a  family,  which  they  will  know  they  difobliged  lb  much,  by  rob- 
bing it  of  a  crown  which  was  dcftined  for  it,  and  of  which  they  will  not 
believe  themi'elves  to  be  in  peaceable  polTeffion,  while  that  family  re- 
mains on  a  good  footing.  I  leave  it  to  you  to  confider,  what  efforts  they 
will  make  to  ruin  it,  in  one  way  or  other. 

You  muft  be  fufficiently  convinced,  ever  fince  the  fame  thing  has  been 
fo  often  repeated  to  you,  that  the  miniftry  of  this  country  make  great 
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1714.  efforts  to  weaken  our  party  among  the  people,  by  making  them  believe, 
February.  5.]^^^  j-^e  oaths  which  they  take,  as  well  as  the  aft  of  fucceffion,  regard  the 
Eleftoral  family  merely  becaufe  they  were  the  neareft  proteftant  fucccflors, 
at  the  time  when  thefe  afts  were  pall ;  and  that,  as  they  were  paft  merely 
to  prevent  the  danger  of  feeing  the  crown  of  thefe  kingdoms  fall  into  the 
hands  of  a  Roman  Catholic,  the  principal  defign  was  to  have  a  proteftant 
fucceflbr.  That,  therefore,  it  was  fufficient  to  anfwer  that  defign  j  and 
that,  to  find  a  proteftant  fucceflTor,  who  was  nearer  of  kin  than  the 
Eleftoral  family,  would  be  a  thing  which  was  juft,  and  to  which  every 
true  Engliftiman  ought  to  be  naturally  inclined. 

Thefe  reafonings  have  their  weak  fide,  of  which  I  wifti  the  nation  was 
as  thoroughly  perfuaded  as  I  am.  But  the  real  ftate  of  this  kingdom  at 
prefent  is,  that  all  honeft  men,  without  diftinftion  of  party,  acknowledge, 
that  although  of  every  ten  men  in  the  nation  nine  Ihould  be  for  us,  it  i» 
certain,  that  of  fifteen  Tories  there  are  fourteen  who  would  not  oppofe 
the  Pretender,  in  cafe  he  came  with  a  French  array ;  bur,  inftead  of 
making  any  refiftance  to  him,  would  be  the  firft  to  receive  and  acknow- 
ledge him. 

It  is  likewife  very  certain,  that  if  forae  prince  of  the  Eleftoral  family- 
came  now  to  this  country,  all  thofe  who  are  at  this  time  in  ofEce  would 
haften  to  make  their  court  to  him,  and  things  would  be  made  quite  fafe 
and  folidly  fettled  in  our  favour. 

What  anfwer  ftull  I  make  to  thefe  fafts,  which  I  know  to  be  certain  I 
How  can  I  encourage  men,  whom  you  do  not  cboofe  to  acknowledge  or 
fupport,  either  by  money  or  by  fending  over  fome  one  of  the  family?  Or, 
in  Ihort,  what  other  meafures  can  I  take,  which  will  give  them  courage, 
at  a  time  when  they  know  for  certam,  that  the  next  fefiion  of  parliament 
will  not  end  without  enfringing  the  afts  of  fucceffion  ?  And  what  remedy 
do  you  imagine  you  can  then  apply,  which  may  prevent  or  difconcert; 
their  defign  ?  Is  it  Mr.  Harley's  embaffy,  and  the  manner  in  which  the 
lord  treafurer  and  he  explain  themfelves  to  me  ?  Is  it  the  proofs,  which 
they  give  you  of  their  attachment  at  Utrecht  ?   In  fhort,  what  is  it  ?" 

For  my  fliare.  Sir,  I  entreat  you  to  employ  all  thefe  reafons  to  con- 
vince our  mafter,  without  being  reftrained  by  any  apprehenfions  of  hurt- 
ing my  fortune  thereby.  I  had  rather  lofe  it,  by  faving  men  of  honour, 
who  are  in  the  interefts  of  his  Eleftoral  Highnefs,  and  by  fhowing  him  the 

true 
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true  ftatc  in  which  his  affairs  are  in  this  country,  than  fail  to  inform       1714. 
him  of  his  danger  of  lofing  both  his  fucceffion  and  perhaps  fomething    February, 
clfe. 

Thefe  things  muft  undoubtedly  appear  difagreeable  to  you.  Judge 
then,  how  I  muft  confider  them,  and  with  what  fatisfaftion  I  can  hear 
them  repeated  to  me  fo  often,  by  all  thofe  wlio  are  generally  acknow. 
ledged  to  poflefs  abilities  and  zeal,  and  who  have  had  the  conftancy,  till 
now,  of  remaining  attached  to  our  interefts  ;  although,  without  a  mira- 
culous interpofition  in  their  favour,  as  well  as  in  ours,  they  muft  believe 
themfelves  to  be  abfolutely  loft,  feeing  themfelves  entirely  abandoned  by 
thofe  in  whofe  caufe  they  run  every  kind  of  rifli."

**  P  Very  one  here  fays,  that  all  that  the  Queen  of  England  does  feem- 
ingly  to  remove  the  Pretender,  is  but  a  feint,  and  that  the  real  de- 
fign  is  to  give  him  the  crown.  Lord  Hamilton,  who  was  always  here 
with  the  late  King  James,  and  fince  with  the  Pretender,  faid,  fome  days 
ago,  that  he  who  would  be  firft  in  London  after  the  Queen's  death, 
would  be  crowned.  If  it  is  the  Pretender,  he  will  have  the  crown  un- 
doubtedly ;  and  if  it  is  the  Eleftor  of  Hannover,  he  will  have  it.  But  it  is 
eafier  for  the  latter  to  be  there  than  for  the  Pretender,  who  cannot  go 
but  through  France,  which  he  is  forbid  to  do,  and  where  he  cannot  pal^ 
but  incognito.

""  I  Wrote  to  you,  on  the  6th  of  January,  and  then  offered  my  opinion 

of  what  I  thought  was  for  your  fervice,  I  know  not  if  my  letter 
-came  fafe.  Since  that  time,  and  before,  I  have  been  following  out  the 
method  appeared  to  me  the  propereft  to  advance  that  intereft  I  fliall  ever 
ferve,  and  which  are,  to  unite  upon  the  main  diftinflion  of  being  friends 
to  the  eftablilhment  and  proteftant  fucceflion  all  thofe  whom  I  had 
ground  to  believe  wiflied  well  to  them,  but,  by  fome  unhappy  incidentSj 
differed  in  minuter  matters  :  and  then  to  engage  thofe  I  know  to  be  fin- 
cere  friends  to  that  fucceflion,  and  of  charader  and  intereft,  in  a  clofer 
friendfhip  and  correfpondence  with  you  :  both  which  I  have  advanced. a, 
good  dale,  notwithftanding  of  fome  rubs  I  have  met  with  in  bothj  need- 
lefs  to  be  mentioned  here,  but  what  you  may  know  afterwards. 

Matters,  fince  that  time,  have  preffed  a  little  harder.  The  Qiieen, 
as  you  muft  know,  has  been  ill ;  and,  upon  the  firft  notice  of  it,  the 
Jacobites,  who  have  been  over  looked,  while  others  v;ere  under  difcou- 
ragements,  and  who  had  provided  themfelv.es  in  arms,  feemed  ready  to 
make  a  pufli  for  their  favourite  Pjetender;  and  many  of  the  Popifh  and 
Jacobite  nobility  and  gentry  came  to  town,  as  is  fufpecled  with  that  view. 
\Vhereupon,  friends,  I  can't  give  their  names  here,  met  and  confidered 
what  might  be  proper  upon  this  emergency.  The  fafety  of  this  place 
foon  appeared  to  be  of  the  laft  confequence  to  the  caufe  in  general  in  this 
country,  both  for  its  being  the  fate  of  the  government  here,  and  fo  a 
right  place,  more  obfervable  and  important,  for  the  life  and  fpirit  it  muft 
give  to  meaner  and  remote  places,  and  becaufe  of  the  public  money's 
being  for  the  moft  part  lodged  here  :  a  good  morfel  for  their  ftomachs! 

To  fecure  this  place,  therefore,  the  magiftrates,  who  are  generally  well 
affeded,  and  who  have  the  executive  part  of  the  law  in  their  hands,  were 
fpoke  to,  and  defired  earneftly  to  augment  their  guard,  and  take  care  it 

be 
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be  in  right  hands  -,  co  arm  the  honeft  people  of  the  town,  and  to  have  a  171^. 
watchful  eye  upon  all  ftrangers  and  fLilpected  perfons,  to  prevent  a  fur-  February, 
prife,  and  fo  pary  the  firft  Ihock,  which  probably  may  be  the  word  :  all 
which  they  radyly  enugh  agreed  to,  and  I  hope  will  obferve.  Care  is 
taken  to  encourage  them,  by  afliirances  of  fupport  and  advice,  which  you 
know  people  of  their  reach  and  refolution  require  not  a  little ;  at  the  fame 
time,  what  arms  can  be  got  are  providing  for  thofe  places  of  the  country 
may  be  trufled,  and  accounts  are  given  of  circumftances  to  friends 
elfewhere,  that  things  may  goe  uniformly. 

I  muft  own  we  have  more  Jacobites  here  than  in  other  places  of  Bri- 
tain, and  that  they  are  but  two  well  provided  ;  but  ftill  I  am  perfuaded, 
the  honeft  people,  with  a  very  fmall  affiftance,  v/ill  be  able  to  hold  head 
againft,  if  they  have  non  els  to  deal  with  ;  however,  care  would  be  taken 
that  the  fmall  number  of  troops  here  be  ordered  and  difpofed  of  to  the 
bed  advantage. 

Thefe  are  the  meafures  were  thought  at  prefent  advifeable,  which  I 
could  not  advertife  you  of  fooner,  I  hope  they  will  pleas  ;  and  as  need. 
may  require,  and  ther  is  accefs,  you  will  fend  advice  of  what  is  thought 
proper. 

I  fend  you  nov/  the  reft  of  what  I  promifed,  and  what  Iformerly  writ 
of;  which  is  no  eafie  matter,  and  which  1  cannot  defire  you  to  rely  upon, 
fo  unfixt  are  the  generallity  of  mankind.  However,  that  I  may  not  fail 
in  any  thing  that  may  poffiblely  be  of  ufe  to  you,  I  have  fent  it  accord- 
ing to  the  prefent  fituation.  You'll  underftand  what  I  now  write  by 
comparing  it  with  what  I  wrot  before.  And  as  to  5,  7,  12,  and  14,  of 
the  I  ft,  they  have  been  thought  friends  of  the  prefent  eftablifhment  and 
fuccedion  -,  but  their  behaviour  of  late  has  rendered  them  fufpedt.  The 
reft  have  left  no  ground  to  doubt  them,  as  you  already  know.

copy  in  Schrader's  hand.  He  tells  Robethon,  that  fecretary  Bromley 
maintained  that  there  was  no  armament  going  forward  in  France,  nor 
any  troops  moving  down  to  the  coaft.  He  acquaints  him  with  the  death 
of  archbifliop  Sharp,  and  gives  his  charadler.  "  He  (the  archbifhop) 
really  believed  four  years  ago,  with  others,  whofe  eyes  are  now  opened, 
that  the  church  of  England  was  in  danger,  and  concurred  in  the  mea- 
fures  of  thole  who  endeavoured  to  put  it  in  fecurity  ;  but  having  found 
out  his  miftake,  and  being  convinced  that  they  had  no  other  defign 
than  to  fatisfy  their  avarice,  their  ambition,  and  their  private  refentments, 
he  left  them  about  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  and  even  hindered  her  Majefty 
from  giving  a  deanery  in  England  to  the  Sieur  Savijiy  the  favourite  and 
creature  of  the  prime  rainifter,  who  gave  him  fmce  a  deanery  in 
Dublin." 

This  is  the  only  mention  we  meet  with  of  dodor  Swift  in  all  the  Han- 
noverian  papers. 

There  is  a  letter  from  Kreyenberg  to  Robethon  in  High  Dutch,  and 
two  in  French,  from  Schutz  j  one  in  his  own  hand,  and  the  other  in. 
Galke's,  dated  4.^  February. 

They  acquaint  him,  that  fome  motion  was  to  be  made  in  parliament 
in  favour  of  the  Eleftoral  family.  "  If  one  may  form  a  judgment  from 
feveral  incidents  which  happened  within  a  few  days,  affairs  take  a  turn 
here  to  our  advantage.  Some  perfons  declare  openly  for  us,  from  whom 
that  was  never  expefled.  We  fhall  fee  if  they  continue  to  fpeak  the 
fame  language  when  the  parliament  meets.  Among  oth^r  circumftanccs, 
it  is  confidered  as  a  very  lucky  one,  that  orders  are  given  to  bring  back 
three  regiments  of  cavalry  and  two  of  dragoons,  which  remained  in  Flan- 
ders till  now,  although  they  were  a  part  of  the  8000  men  which  are 
granted  for  the  defence  of  Great  Britain.'* 

London,  \^  February,  1714. — Schutz  writes  to  Robethon  that  the 
parliament  met;  that  Sir  Thomas  Hanmer  was  chofen  fpeaker-,  that  the 
feals  were  put  to  a  warrant  the  preceding  week  for  5000  /.  to  the  Lord 
Treafurer,  as  a  reward  for  his  good  fervices,  and  to  enable  him  to  pur- 
chafe  a  houfe  of  the  duke  of  Grafton's,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  St. 
James's  palace  ;  and  that  6000  /.  were  to  be  given  to  lord  Peterborough, 
for  his  fervices  as  general  of  marines.

takes  of  declaring  to  him  his  fentiments  on  the  prefent  ftate  of  affairs  in 
this  country,  as  he  thinks  himfelf  in  confcience  obliged  to  give  him  thefe 
proofs  of  his  attachments  to  his  fervice,  after  having  once  devoted  him- 
felf to  it. 

"  As  he  lays  it  down  for  a  foundation,  that  the  Queen's  minifters  arc 
againft  the  fucceflion,  and  for  the  Pretender,  which  he  proves  by  their 
condufb  thefe  two  years,  he  thinks  it  is  not  by  them  we  fhould  expeft  to 
be  maintained  in  our  rights  to  the  fucceflion  ;  and  as  they  are  convinced 
themfelves,  it  would  be  too  late,  after  the  Qiieen's  death,  to  attempt  to 
fet  the  Pretender  on  the  throne,  they  will  exert  themfelves  to  fecure  it  to 
him  during  her  Majefty's  life." 

Nottingham  thought  they  would  do  this  by  the  alTiftance  of  France,, 
or  in  an  attempt  to  alter  the  regency  bill,  and  expected  the  Eleftor- 
would,  at  laft,  agree  to  the  only  remedy,  which  all  his  friends  judged 
would  be  effeflual ;  viz.  to  fend  over  the  Elefloral  Prince.     "  Your 
friends  will  not  fall,  without  employing  all  their  efforts  to  preferve  you 
the  crown :  and  as  they  fee  that  all  their  reprefentations  to  you  have  been, 
in  vain,  that  you  do  not  deign  to  believe  them,  and  judge,  perhaps 
that  it  is  their  own  intereft  which  influences  them  to  fpeak  in  this  man- 
ner, they  will  demand  of  the  lord  chancellor  a  writ  for  the  Elecflora 
Prince  to  take  his  feat  in  the  houfe  of  peers."     This  would  beconfidered 
as  an  invitation  from  the  Qiieen,  and  no  one  would  venture  to  oppofe 
t.    *'  They  afk  from  me,"  fays  Schutz,  "a  pofitive  anfwer  to  this  direftly. 
They  can  only  reprefent  things  to  you,  and  if,  after  you  negled  every- 
thing, they  will  at  leaft  have  the  fatisfadlion  to  have  done  whatever  depends 
upon  them,  and  will  endeavour  to  fupport  the  misfortunes  which  will 
happen  to  them,  only  becaufe  you  negledl:  your  interefts,  by  refufing  to 
follow  the  advice  of  thofe  who  think  them  infeparable  from  their  own." 

P.  S.  "  The  defign  of  the  miniftry  is  to  give  a  blow  to  the  fucceffion 
by  altering  the  regency  bill,  and  naming,  among  the  lords  jufticcs,  after 
the  Queen's  death,  fooic  who  are  devoted  to  the  Pretender.''

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There  is  a  copy  in  Schrader's  hand,  of  a  letter  from  Schutz  to  Both- 
mar,  of  this  date.  Both  lord  Oxford  and  fecretary  Bromley  declared 
againft  the  coming  of  the  Electoral  Prince,  as  a  thing  that  would  be  lia- 
ble to  a  thoufand  inconveniencies.  "  Oxford  has  done  every  thino-  in 
his  power  to  be  reconciled  with  the  duke  of  Argyle,  and  entreated  lord 
Orrery  to  be  always  his  friend,  promifing  to  him,  that  he  would  keep 
himfelf  very  quiet  in  parliament,  and  do  prejudice  to  none;  but  both 
the  one  and  the  other  continued  firm,  without  giving  him  the  fmalleft 
hopes." 

Kreyenberg  to  Robethon. 

It  was  rumoured  in  town,  when  Kreyenberg  •vorote  this  letter,  that  the  Minijlry 
•were  to  propofe  in  Parliament  an  invitation  to  the  Ele£foral  Prince. — He 
gives  Robethon  his  opinion  of  their  defigns,  particularly  of  Oxford^ s  view 
in  fropofmg  to  alter  the  act  of  regency. 

Tranflation  from  the  High  Dutch. 

London  44  February,  1714. 
*'  T  J  P  O  N  the  late  change  of  the  miniftry,  there  was  a  general  rumour 
that  the  Queen  was  to  fend  the  earl  of  Rivers  to  Hannover,  to  de- 
fire  the  Eledtor  to  fend  a  prince  of  his  family  to  refide  in  England,  which 
at  that  time  the  treafurer  gave  out  as  a  thing  determined  upon,  and  even 
told  the  lords  Somers  and  Halifax,  as  in  great  confidence,  that  the  Qiieen 
intended  to  offer  the  Eleftor  the  command  of  the  army  in  Flanders,  and 
this  was  told  in  fuch  a  manner  that  thefe  lords  believed  it.  But  it  was 
foon  found  that  this  ftory  was  only  to  amufe  the  nation,  and  to  re  efta- 
blifli  credit  in  fome  degree ;  and  that  the  treafurer  might  know  the  dif- 
pofition  of  the  houfe,  as  in  the  infancy  of  his  miniftry  he  could  not  know 
how  every  individual  would  allow  himfelf  to  be  managed." 

"  The  fame  rumour  was  fpread  two  years  ago,  at  the  meeting  of  the 
parliament;  upon  which,  however,  I  will  not  infill,  as  it  appears  to 
have  been  rather  a  direft  mockery,  than  that  the  fituation  of  afi'airs  then 
required  it.  But  now  things  are  come  to  a  crifis  ;  a  new  parliament  is 
chofen,  and  the  firft  feffion,  which  is  always  a  delicate  matter,  has  not  the 
defired  effeft  ;  trade  is  interrupted  ;  France  is  vidlorioiis  over  the  em- 
pire, and  behaves  with  haughtinefs  to  her  friends  as  well  as  enemies.  The 
lord  treafurer,  bfy  his  haughtinefs  and  breaches  of  promife,  is  perfonally

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j^ated  by  many  people.     A  confiderable  party  begin  to  make  an  outcry       17 14. 
about  the  fucceflion  andother  things.  The  bank,  andconfequentlythepub-        ebxuary. 
lie  credit,  is  in  a  very  bad  fituation  ;  the  itocks  fall ;  the  people  aredifcon- 
tcnted  ;  and  laftly,  the  Queen  is  in  fo  bad  a  ftate  of  health,  that  nobody 
believes  Ihe  can  live  long. 

In  fnch  circumftances,  it  is  not  to  be  wondered  that  the  treafurer  falls 
to  his  old  Ihifts,  and  finding  that  the  report  of  the  duke  of  Kent's  going 
to  Hannover  has  little  effeft  (as  every  body  is  perfuaded  that  were  the 
court  in  earneft,  one  would  be  fent  of  Ibme  intereft  in  either  party)  he 
now  gives  out,  that  the  Queen  has  given  occafion  to  an  invitation,  and 
that  fecretary  Bromley  was  not  only  to  propofe  it  to  the  lower  houfe, 
but  was  in  perfon  to  go  to  Hannover,  to  deliver  the  Queen's  mefTage. 

What  I  have  faid  above  of  the  lord  treafurer's  conduft,  particularly 
•with  regard  to  lord  Rivers's  .embafly,  muft  neceflarily  raife  doubts,  as  to  his- 
fincerity  in  this, — and  not  to  fpeak  of  the  Queen's  perfonal  inclinations, 
when  one  confiders  the  lord  treafurer's  behaviour,  at  the  very  time  he 
makes  fuch  great  promifes,  I  do  not  fee  the  leaft  regard  can  be  had  to 
them  ;  I  muft  own  that  one  here,  on  the  fpot,  can  judge  of  this  better, 
than  can  be  Ihown  by  a  letter.     I  fliall,  however,  add  one  or  two  remarks. 

Firft,  then,  I  muft  obferve  in  general,  that  to  make  fo  great  and  fud- 
den  a  change  of  meafures,  is  very  difficult,  and  requires  near  connexions 
with  another  fet  of  people,  which  hitherto  has  not  happened  ;  neither  is 
the  firft  miniiler  in  fuch  a  fituation,  that  he  can  a6l  fo  cavalierly  with 
France  and  the  Jacobites  here,  who  are  not  fo  contemptible  a  party  as  is 
generally  believed,  without  having  made  up  with  the  other  party,  as  hath, 
been  faid. 

zdly.  The  Jacobites  are  more  and  more  encouraged,  and  are  daily 
placed  in  all  the  fmall  pofts,  of  which  no  lifts  are  kept  j  and,  as  to  the 
great  employments,  it  is  certain,  that  lord  Stairs  and  the  duke  of  Argyle 
have  loft  theirs. 

3dly,  The  court  is  bufy,  at  this  moment,  to  get  out,  by  petitions  or 

otherwife,  from  the  houfe  of  commons,  all  thofe  who  have  diftinguiftied 

themfelvcs  for  the  fuccefiion,  and  particularly  an  inquiry  is  made,  in  a 

moft  fcandalous  and  inquifition-like  manner,  againft  Mr.  Walpole,  who 

has  made  himfelf  formidable,  and  it  is  refolved  to  have  him  fer  fas  et 

tiefas  voted  out  of  the  houfe.

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1 7 14.'  4tlily,  There  is  good  reafon  to  believe,  that  the  report  of  confirrning 

^  '■"^'■y*  the  ad  of  regency,  which  has  been  fpokcn  of,  is  not  without  grounds, 
nay,  that  it  appears  to  be  really  refolved  upon  •,  and  the  fuccefs  of 
this  matter  is  the  lefs  doubted  of  at  court,  that  it  appears  very 
plaufible  to  the  Tories,  To  whom  they  fet  forth,  that  in  the  fealed  aft, 
as  it  now  Hands,  moft  of  the  lords  of  the  regency  are  Whigs,  and  fo  they 
muH  fall  into  the  hands  of  their  enemies,  whereas,  if  the  next  fucceflbr  is 
fixed  by  a  new  inftrument,  to  be  regiftered  in  Chancery,  decency  will 
require  that,  at  leaft,  a  certain  number  of  Tories  fhould  be  named  with 
them.  Others  fay,  that  the  nomination  will  be  left  to  the  Queen  and 
parliament.  Be  that  as  it  will,  it  is  certain,  that  if  the  aft  of  regency  un- 
dergo this  change,  it  is  in  fa6b  annulled,  and  fo  the  ftrongeft  wall  in  fa- 
vour of  the  fucceflion,  thrown  down.  How  all  thefe  things  agree  with  the 
prefent  offers  is  eafy  to  judge. 

I  have  endeavoured  to  flatter  myfelf  into  a  belief,  that  the  lord  trea- 
furer  a6ls  in  this  matter  uprightly  ;  but  can  find  no  reafons  to  encourage 
me  to  fuch  a  belief.  "When  one  confiders  that  man's  humour  and  way 
of  ading,  they  may  think,  that  perhaps  the  Jacobite  party  grows  too 
ftrong  for  him,  and  that,  fuppofing  the  Qiieen's  health  re-eftablifhed,  to 
keep  that  party  in  awe,  and  perhaps  to  get  fomething  from  France,  he 
will  fhow  them  he  is  not  in  fo  bad  a  fituation,  but  that  he  can  do  without 
them,  and  for  fome  time  continue  his  game  without  being  obliged  to  de- 
clare for  the  one  or  the  other  party.  All  this  might  be  fuppofed  of  this 
minifter,  if  one  did  not  refleft,  that  the  prefent  ftep  is  of  too  much  impor- 
tance, and  that  he  had  not  reafon  to  be  afraid  of  the  propofals  being 
really  brought  to  a  bearing.  Thofe  that  think  he  has  been  obliged  to 
this  ftep  againft  his  will,  have  a  better  opinion  of  the  lower  houfe  than  I 
have,  unlefs  the  ftate  of  the  Queen's  health  is  fo  bad,  that  there  is  no  ap- 
pearance of  her  being  able  to  come  to  London ;  allow  me  to  add,  that  the  ad- 
vantages that  the  lord  treafurer  will  draw,  or  feeks  to  draw,  from  the  pre- 
fent propofals,  are  thefe.

adly.  To  prevent  fome  Tories  coming  into  meafures  with  the  Whigs, 
and  fo  hinder  thefe  laft  from  making  fome  difagreeable  overtures  in  the 
beginning  of  the  feflion ;  and 
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j-dly.  To  afford  to  thefe  that  pretend  to  be  friends  to  the  fuccefTion,  1714- 
yet  for  private  interefl:  will  not  break  with  the  treafurer,  an  excufe  for  F«t)i'ua'-y. 
not  meddling,  in  any  thing,  in  favour  of  the  fucceffion  ;  fo  that  the  trea- 
furer will  by  this  means,  gain  fome  weeks,  during  which  time  he  will  be 
able  to  bring  his  forces  into  order,  and  may  then  laugh  at  every  one  for 
the  reft  of  the  feffion,  and  undertake,  with  fafety,  to  change  the  ad  of 
regency. 

Lord  Cowper  having  underftood  that  there  was  a  writ  made  out,  at 
the  chancellor's  office,  for  the  hereditary  prince,  as  duke  of  Cambridge, 
to  appear  in  parliament,  employed  the  clerk  who  gives  out  the  writs  to 
the  peers,  to  enquire  at  the  lord  chancellor,  whether  he  fhould  bring 
the  Eledtoral  Prince's  writ  to  the  envoy  of  the  Eleftor's  court.  The  chan- 
cellor received  him  in  a  very  angry  manner,  enquired  who  had  employed 
liim  in  that  meflage,  reprimanded  him  feverely,  and  ordered  that  the 
writ  fhould  not  be  delivered  out  of  the  office,  even  though  enquired  for. 
The  officers  fent  by  Mr.  Stanhope  to  the  Boulonnoife  and  Flanders  are 
returned,  and  report  that  they  found  no  troops  in  motion  there,  only  that 
nine  Irifli  battalions  and  a  regiment  of  dragoons  were  advanced  from 
Lorrain,  and  in  quarters  at  Douay,  Valenciennes,  and  Hefdin,  and  that 
the  officers  faid  openly,  that  they  had  orders  to  be  ready  to  march  upon- 
a  minute's  warning. 

After  I  had  ended  this  letter,  I  have  learned  from  good  authority,  that 
Mr.  Harley's  inflrudlions  bear,  to  let  his  Elcdoral  Highnefs  know,  that  a 
fadlion  of  ill  difpofed  people  difturbed  her  Majefty's  government,  by 
raifing  jealoufies  and  alarms,  particularly  with  regard  to  the  fucceffion, 
notvvithftnnding  the  adt  fettling  the  fucceffion  was  in  full  force;  that  her 
Majefty  would  however,  do  all  ffie  could,  with  honour,  to  make  his 
Highnefs  eafy  as  to  that  matter  -,  but  that,  if  to  chagrin  her,  an  invitation 
fhouid  be  propofed  to  parliament,  ffie  would  look  upon  it  as  a  perfonal 
affront.  I  cannot  be  fure  of  the  truth  of  this  information,  but  as  I  had 
it  from  good  hands,  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  communicate  it."

The 
Qtieen,  by  all  our  relations,  is  fo  perfecStly  recovered,  that  fhe  may  live 
many  years  ;  wherefore,  I  flian't  be  fufpeded  of  flattery,  and  were  flic 
in  a  worfe  ftate  of  health,  I  durft  not  have  ventured  to  write  on  this 
topick  with  the  freedom  I  have  done,  for  fear  of  a  falfe  interpretation."

nuary, but  defer'd  anfwering  it,  til  iVIr.  Cadogan  returned  from 
the  Hague  with  an  account  of  the  feitation  of  thing.s  and  difpofuion  of 
people  there,  fince  her  Maicfty's  illnefs.  I  am  very  glad  to  find  by  him, 
the  republick  takes  the  alarm,  and  begins  to  wake  out  of  the  lethargy  it 
lias  fallen  into,  fince  the  peace  at  Utrick.  It  is  true,  indeed,  the 
Queen's  health  growing  fo  bad,  as  in  all  probability  flie  can  never  recover 
:it,  and  the  minifter's  making  fuch  open  fteps  in  favour  of  tlie  Pretender, 
Vol.  II.  4  D  as 
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71 14.  as  to  leave  no  doubt  of  their  iiitentions  to  place  him  on  the  throne,  haj 
February,  brought  things  fo  jiear  a  decifion,  that  unlefs  the  ftates  defign  to  look  on 
and  lee  us  loll,  and  confequently  themfelves,  they  could  no  longer  re- 
main inaftive,  or  delay  entering  into  fuch  vigorous  meafures,  as  are  ab- 
folutly  necefTary  to  fav^e  us  both.  The  firft  and  great  mark  of  their 
prefent  good  difpofition,  is  their  fecret  refolutionto  fet  out,  as  foon  a» 
poflible,  a  ftrong  fquadron  of  men  of  war  •,  for  which  they  have  found  a 
ver-y  plaufible  pretext,  when  their  preparations  are  fo  far  advanced,  as 
to  oblige  them  to  own  it.  They  have  likewife,  in  cafe  of  her  Majefty's 
death,  agreed  on  the  mod  proper  means  for  afTifting  his  Eledtoral  Hio^h- 
nefTe  with  their  troops,  and  doing  every  thing  that  depends  on  them 
for  his  fervice,  which  I  omit  explaining,  fince  you  have  been  particularly 
informed  of  it  by  Monfieur  Bothmar.

Hiulcy  did  at  Hannover,  and  what  anfwer  was  given  him,  and  they 
would  regulate  themfelves  accordingly.  This  refolution  made  Kreyen- 
berg  very  uneafy,  as  he  was  afraid  it  proceededf  rom  defpair,  and  from 
an  apprehenfion  that  they  were  blamed  and  abandoned  by  the  Eleclor. 

Vv'^ith  regard  to  my  lord  Anglefea,  I  can  venture  to  fay,  from  my  own 
knowledge  of  him,  that  he  is  rather  for  the  fucceffion,  than  for  the  Pre- 
tender :  but,  at  the  fame  time,  we  may  depend  upon  it,  that  he  will  do 
nothing,  but  in  certain  circumftances,  and  that  he  will  not  break  with  the 
court,  unlefs  the  Eleftor  or  the  Eledtoral  Prince  is  here;  and  that  is 
the  cafe  of  Sir  Thomas  Hanmer  and  of  feveral  others. 

Lord  Notingham  urged  Anglefea  very  much,  to  enter  into  meafures 
forpropofing  an  invitation  •,  but  he  always  anfwered,  that  it  was  not  ne- 
ceflary,  and  that  it  could  not  be  done  with  propriety,  as  the  Eleftoral 
Piince,  in  quality  of  peer,  could  come  over  whenever  he  pleafed,  and 
as  all  the  Oxfords  in  the  univerfe  could  not  hinder  him."

■*■  niftry  triumph  when  they  are  together,  efpecially  in  their  drunk- 
cnnefs,  at  their  having,  at  laft,  engaged  her  Majefty  to  order  Mr. 
Harley,  to  make  it  clearly  known  to  the  Eledtor  and  Eledtrefs,  that  the 
coming  of  any  one  of  the  Eledtoral  Family  into  this  country,  would  dif- 
pleafe  her  infinitely ;  offering  them,  in  other  refpefts,  all  the  fecurity 
which  they  themfelves  would  choofe  to  afk,  for  further  eftablifhing  the 
fucceffion  in  their  family." 

From  thence  Schutz  draws  feveral  arguments  for  the  coming  of  the 
F.ledoral  Prince,  and  then  proceeds. 

"  You  have  been  already  told,  that,  of  ten  who  are  for  us,  nine  will 
accommodate  themfelves  to  the  times,  and  embrace  the  interefts  of  him 
who  will  be  the  firft  on  the  fpot,  and  who  will  undoubtedly  have  the  belt 
game  and  all  the  hopes  of  fuccefs,  rather  than  expofe  themfelves,  by 
their  oppofition,  to  a  civil  war,  which  appears  to  them  a  real  and  an  im- 
mediate evil ;  whereas,  they  flatter  themfelves,  that  the  government  of 
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the  Pretender,  whom  they  look  upon  as  a  weak  prince,  will  not  be  I'lich  a  1714- 
great  evil,  as  a  civil  war.  And  we  want  to  flatter  ourlclves,  when  we  >^^^•^^'^'^• 
imagine,  that  thofc  who  call  themiclves  our  friends,  are  luch  heroes,  as 
that  the  love  of  their  religion,  and  their  attachment  to  us,  will  animate 
them  fufficiently  to  expofe  themfelves  willingly  to  the  greateft  dangers, 
to  maintain  the  rights  of  a  family,  which  is  diftantfrom  thein,  and  which 
always  lliewed  great  indifference  for  the  fucceffion  to  the  crown  of  thefe 
kingdoms." 

In  another  letter  of  the  fame  date,  he  exprefles  great  impatience  to  Hannover 
know  what  imprelTions  his  arguments  have  made  at  Hannover.     "  Al-  niarked^ 
though  I  ought  to  be  at  perfeft  eafe,  whatever  turn  affairs  may  take  now,  lio'hm  ir  x, 
as  I  did  not  negled  to  give  you  all  the  neceffary  and  fuitable  advices,  I     '  '    ' 
own  that  I  take  the  thing  too  much  to  heart,  and  find  my  fituation  dif- 
agreeable,  to  hear  every  day  thofe  whom  you  yourfelves  acknowledge  to 
be  your  beft  friends,  complain  that  you  abandon  them,  and  wantonly 
negleft  our  interefts,  notwithftanding  their  intreatles  and  their  clear  re- 
prefentations  to  you  of  the  danger  to  which  you  are  expofed  ;  when,  at 
the  fame  time,  I  underftand,  that  in  fpite  of  all  my  importunities,  there  is 
any  hefitation  to  reprefent  to  our  mafter,  what  concerns  him  fo  much  to 
know. 

After  repeating  the  complaints  of  their  friends,  and  their  refolution  to 
do  nothing  in  parliament,  as  mentioned  in  former  letters  from  himfelf  and 
from  Kreyenberg,  he  writes,  for  the  firft  time,  about  an  affair  which 
Kreyenberg  had  mentioned  in  a  letter  inferted  above,  and  which  made  a 
great  noife  thereafter. 

"  Chancellor  Harcourt,  to  whom  it  was  propofed  to  fend  to  me  the  writ 
of  the  duke  of  Cambridge,  without  his  being  able  to  fufpeft  that  the  pro- 
pofal  came  from  me,  gave  a  very  bad  reception  to  the  perlbn  who  made 
the  motion  to  him,  and  ftridlly  forbad  his  clerks  to  bring  it  to  me,  or  to 
give  it  to  thofe  who  might  call  for  it,  without  an  exprel's  order  from  him. 
You  may  judge  now  the  reafons  of  this  prohibition,  and  whether  it  pro- 
ceeds from  himfelf  alone,  The  writ  is  in  his  office,  in  all  the  forms, 
with  the  great  leal,  and  in  a  more  authentic  manner  than  the  writ  of 
other  peers,  from  whence  one  may  judge,  that  the  princes  of  the  blood 
xifually  had  them. 

I  imagine  you  eafily  conceive  the  embarraffment  I  muft  be  in,  in  regard 
to  this  writ.     A  great  many,  knowing  that  the  ciiancellor  has  not  lent  it

"  'HP  H  E  Qiieen,  fince  (he  has  been  in  town,  called  fevcral  peers  into 
her  clofet,  and  among  others,  the  duke  of  Kent,  to  whom  flie 
faid,  that  flie  hoped,  he  would  always  join  her  minifters  in  all  the  affairs 
that  might  be  debated  in  parliament.  But  upon  his  anfwering,  that  he 
would  be  always  willing  to  declare  himfelf  for  every  thing,  that  would 
be  of  real  fervice  to  her  Majefty  in  parliament,  and  for  the  good  of  his 
country  in  general,  fhe  told  him,  that  ihe  intended  to  fend  lord  Oxford 
to  him,  that  they  might  converfe  together  upon  that  matter.

"  With  regard  to  the  Tories  in  general,  I  am  very  far  from  calling  them 
all  Jacobites ;  but  the  misfortune  is,  that  they  fufFer  themfelves  to  be  led, 
and  it  is  certain,  they  will  never  oppole  the  Pretender,  at  the  hazard  of 
tlie  fmalleft  part  of  their  fortune.  They  don't  mince  the  matter  in  their 
converfations  ;  although  they  allow  that  their  religion  and  liberty  would 
be  more  fecure,  by  holding  to  the  prefent  eftabliihment  ;  yet  they  flatter 
themfelves,  that  by  good  laws,  both  the  one  and  the  other  may  be  very 
well  fecured.  They  are  not  the  loweft  clafs  of  people  who  reafon  in  this 
manner.  It  is  but  four  or  five  days  ago,  that  lord  Guilford,  fpeak- 
ing  to  lord  Cowper,  as  intimate  private  friends,  .about  the  rumours 
which  are  current  concerning  the  Pretender,  told  him  fincerely,  he  could 
fwear  he  knows  nothing  yet  of  a  formed  defign  of  bringing  in  the  Pre- 
tender, and  does  not  believe  there  is  any  ;  but  I  frankly  acknowledge, 
fays  he,  that  if  matters  ever  go  any  length,  the  greateft  part  of  us  Tories 
will  willingly  fubmit,  while  you  Whigs  will,  perhaps,  be  fools  enough 
to  expofe  your  country  to  a  civil  war,  and  to  be  laid  wafte  by  the  French 
on  the  one  hand,  and  by  the  Germans  on  the  other." 

Kreyenberg  writes,  that  many  of  the  Whigs  would  afl,  and  that  fome 
of  them  argued  already  in  the  fame  manner,  and  maintained,  that  nothing 
could  juftify  a  civil  war  if  they  could  pofTibly  be  fafe  without  it.  They' 
faw,  that  if  the  Pretender  was  once  come  over,  it  would  be  very  eafy  to 
hinder  Holland  or  Denmark  from  giving  any  affilfance  :  "  and,  what  is 
flill  worfe,"  continues  Kreyenberg,  "  the  Whigs  do  nothing  new ;  partly 
from  the  want  of  power,  and  partly  from  their  chagrin,  at  feeing  them- 
felves neglefled  and  abandoned,  and  it  will  not  be  long  before  they  will 
file  off,  after  the  reft  ;  I  do  not  mean,  that  they  will  all  become  Jacobites  j 
but  one  will  retire  to  the  country,  another  leave  the  kingdom  perhaps, 
and  fo  on  with  the  reft. 

Till  now,  the  "Whigs  in  general  allowed  themfelves  to  be  governed  by

He  dropt  fome 
words  to  me,  the  other  day,  which  convince  me  that  his  blood  boils,  and 
that  he  is  a  man  who  will  confuk  only  his  own  intereft."

*'  T  ORD  Halifax  entreated  me  to  inform  you  of  what  he  is  refolved 
to  do.  He  has  charged  thofe  among  the  Whigs  who  have 
moft  intercourfe  with  the  Tories,  to  tell  them,  that  for  his  fhare,  he 
would  notfpeak  about  the  fucceffion  any  more  in  parliament.  That  they, 
the  Tories,  being  out  of  queftion,  the  majority  might  do  with  regard  to 
it,  whatever  they  pleafed.  That  he  renounced  for  ever  all  the  advan- 
tages which  might  refult  to  him,  in  cafe  the  fuccefTion  Ihould  take  place, 
and  that  they  might  take  all  the  merit  of  it  to  themfelves. 

He  made  this  declaration,  only  becaufe  he  faw  no  other  means  of  open- 
ing people's  eyes,  and  he  has  fome  defign  of  making  it  in  parliament. 
According  to  his  opinion,  unlefs  the  Queen  or  the  Pretender  dies  foon, 
you  may  look  upon  the  fucceffion  as  loft.  The  blame,  he  fays,  cannot 
fall  upon  him,  fmce  it  is  certain,  that  if  you  had  followed,  even  lately, 
his  advice,  and  the  advice  of  all  your  friends,  you  would  have  prevented 
that  article  in  the  Queen's  fpeech,  by  which  the  miniftry  boaft  they  have 
fliutthe  door  againft  any  of  the  family  who  would  choofeto  come  here. 

Sir  Thomas  Hanmer,  whom  I  faw  yefterday,  told  me,  that  he  did  not 
defpair  yet ;  but  it  is  certain,  that  he  was  duped,  by  lord  Oxford  and 
Mr.  Bromley,  in  the  affair  of  the  addrefs  of  the  commons.     Befides,  lord 
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Anglefea  will  not  oppofe  the  miniftry,  with  whom  fome  of  his  friends 
tell  me  he  is  reconciled.  In  fhort,  they  will  not  contribute  to  brino-  over 
any  of  the  family,  although  they  allow  it  is  the  only  means  of  putting 
the  fuccefTion  out  of  all  danger ;  and  the  motive  of  this  fhameful  conduft 
is  an  apprehenfion  that  the  Whigs  may  enter  into  employments,  and  all 
the  proteftations  which  the  Whigs  inceflantly  make  to  fliew  they  renounce 
them,  appear  to  them  incredible,  and  not  to  be  trufted.''

1  fhall  begin  with  the  propofal  of  the  Electoral 
Prince's  journey  to  England. 

The  Elector,  having  known,  long  ago,  that  the  Qiieen  was  averfe 
from  feeing  any  of  his  family  at  her  court,  hefitated  always  for  that  rea- 
fon,  to  fend  the  Prince,  his  fon.  However,  he  would  have  complied  at 
length  with  the  importunities  of  his  friends  in  England,  if  notice  had  not 
been  given  to  him,  that  Mr.  Harley  was  charged  by  the  Qiieen  to  in- 
timate to  him,  that  the  fending  the  prince  or  any  of  the  Eledoral  family^ 
would  difoblige  her  highly,  and  that  flie  would  oppofe  their  coming^ 
It  is  likewife  eafy  to  perceive,  that  her  Majefty's  fpeech  to  the  parliament 
referred  to  that.  The  Elector  hopes  therefore,  his  friends  will  confider, 
that  thefe  circumftances  render  this  journey  impradicable,  unlels  he  has 
a  mind  to  come  to  an  open  rupture  with  the  Qiieen.  You  and  other 
friends  may  judge.  Sir,  if  that  would  be  fealbnable  j  if  it  would  be  for

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the  advantage  or  difadvantage  of  the  fucceffion  ;  andifaflPairs  at  home       1714. 
and  abroad  are  in  a  fituation  to  juftify  fuch  an  extremity.  March. 

Since  it  appears  then,  to  be  imprafticable  to  bring  into  the  kingdom, 
the  fiicceflbr,  whom  the  laws  deftine  to  the  throne,  it  will  be  the  more 
necefliiry  to  fecure  the  proteftant  fucceflion,  by  removing  the  competi- 
tor. The  Eledtor  made  inftances  for  that  purpofe  to  the  Queen,  by  the 
late  baron  de  Grote,  who  gave  a  memorial  on  the  fubject  to  the  lord 
treafurer  :  he  will  continue  to  do  fo ;  when  Mr.  Harley  arrives,  he  will 
give  it  to  him  in  writing  ;  and  baron  de  Schutz  will  have  orders  to  fpeak 
in  the  fame  ftyle  at  your  court. 

His  Eledoral  Highnefs  is  of  opinion  likewife,  that  the  regency-bill 
fliould  not  be  changed  from  a  pretence  of  amending  it.  He  will  fhew 
Mr.  Harley  likewife,  that  he  is  fatisfied  with  it,  and  that  he  wifhes  it 
may  be  preferved  entire,  which  baron  de  Schutz  had  orders  already  to 
tell  to  the  lord  treafurer  and  to  the  reft  of  the  Queen's  minifters.  If  there 
is  any  thing  elfe  to  be  done,  for  the  greater  fecurity  and  further  efta- 
blifnment  of  the  Proteftant  Succeflion,  his  Eleftoral  Highnefs  refigns 
himfelf  to  the  opinions  of  his  friends,  who  are  the  moft  competent  judges 
for  deciding  concerning  the  utility,  or  neceffity,  as  well  as  prafticability 
of  meafures  for  that  purpofe. 

The  Queen's  fpeech  gives  room  to  think,  that  the  court  intends  to 
make  things,  which  concern  the  Proteftant  Succeflion,  the  fubjedl  of  de- 
liberation. It  is  to  be  wiflied,  that  the  refult  may  contribute  to  its  firmer 
eftablifhment,  and  to  be  hoped,  that  there  is  no  intention  of  making  a 
law  to  forbid  the  Proteftant  Succeflbr  to  come  into  the  kingdom,  during 
the  life  of  the  Qiieen.  It  would  be  injurious  to  him  to  be  put  thereby, 
in  fome  meafure,  on  the  fame  footing  with  the  Pretender. 

As  to  the  reft.  Sir,  you  will  inform  our  friends  of  the  good  difpofition 
of  this  State  in  favour  of  the  Proteftant  Succeflion,  and  of  what  they 
were  prepared  to  do,  in  cafe  the  Queen  had  died,  and  of  what  the  Elec- 
tor himfelf  was  refolved  to  do.  The  Qtieen's  recovery  does  not  make 
them  lofe  fight  of  thefe  things.  The  Emperor's  peace  changes  a  little 
the  ftate  of  affairs ;  but  he  will  continue  in  arms  for  three  months  yet, 
at  leaft,  it  being  impofllble  to  conclude  the  peace  finally  before  that 
time.  Endeavours  will  be  ulcd  in  the  mean  time  to  bring  about  an  agree- 
ment between  the  Emperor  and  the  States  about  the  barrier,  in  order 
that  his  Imperial  Majcfty  may  have  a  good  number  of  troops  in  the  Low 
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Countries.  He  always  aflures  the  Eledor,  that  he  has  the  affair  of  the 
Succeffion  much  at  heart  f,  and  the  King  of  Pruffia  likewife  gives  the 
ftrongeft  afllirances  to  the  fame  purpofe."

"  'C*  AR  be  it  from  me  to  pretend  to  complain  of  any  minifter  the  Elec- 
tor thinks  fit  to  employ ;  but,  upon  this  occafion,  I  find  myfelf 
oblidged  to  take  notice,  leaft  others  fhould  think  fit  to  infinuate  com- 
plaints againft  me,  that  I  think  in  public,  and  upon  thefe  occafions  of 
conferences,  to  fee  what  yet  remains  to  be  done  in  favour  of  the  prote- 
ftant  religion.  Monfieur  Bothmar  takes  too  warmly  upon  him  to  juftify 
the  Emperor  and  Roman  Catholic  princes  proceedings ;  for  even  count

I  told  him,  and  repeated  it,  that  the  Qiieen  had  done,  and  would  con- 
tinue to  ufe  her  mofl:  preffing  offices,  in  concert  with  the  States  General, 
to  difpofe  France  to  confent  to  a  plain  abolition  of  that  claufe,  in  exprefs 
words,  and  hoped  the  princes  of  the  Empire  would  do  the  fame  thing,  on 
their  fide,  with  the  Emperor,  at  leaft  to  bring  his  I.  M.  to  declare  as  much 
as  France  had  done.

"  T  T  was  once  very  likely  I  was  to  have  important  news  to  fend  you 
to-day,  viz.  that  lord  Oxford  was  without  a  ftaff,  abandoned  by 
all  the  minifters,  and  the  Qj.ieen  herfelf,  in  fome  meafure,  prejudiced 
againft  him.  He  afked  her  permifllon  to  lay  down  his  office,  when,  at 
the  fame  time,  he  found  fome  one  to  wait  on  the  Queen,  and  tell  her 
that  if  Ihe  gave  him  his  difmiflion,  the  whole  Tory  party  would  be  ruined, 
and  that  fhe  would  fall  again  into  the  hands  of  the  Whigs.  This  ap- 
prehenfion  appeared  fo  terrible  to  her,  that  fhe  tried  all  imaginable  me- 
thods of  keeping  him,  and  of  reconciling  him,  two  nights  ago,  with  all 
her  minifters.  If  he  had  fallen,  lord  Nottingham  would  be  at  the  head 
of  the  treafury  •,  as  lord  Anglefea  would  approve  of  him  only,  of  all  our 
friends. 

Nothing  could  be  more  ufeful  to  our  affairs,  than  that  this  reconcili- 
ation fhould  not  continue.  There  is  reafon  to  fear,  that  our  enemies  may 
prevail  on  the  Qiieen  to  give  her  confent  to  the  Pretender's  coming  here, 
in  her  life-time.  Lord  Anglefea  difcovered  a  greater  inclination  to  de- 
clare himfelf  openly  for  us,  during  the  quarrels  of  the  miniftry.  The 
duke  of  Argyle  outdid  himfelf  in  endeavouring  to  influence  him,  while 
Mr.  Hill  and  Sir  Thomas  Hanmer  did  every  thing  in  their  power  like- 
wife.  The  Archbifhop  of  York  is  to  have  a  conference  with  lord  Not- 
tingham tomorrow,  at  which  the  duke  of  Argyle  will  be  prefent.  In 
fhort,  our  friends  negled  nothing,  and  they  deferve  that  his  Electoral  Hio-h- 
nefs  fhould  exprefs  his  gratitude  to  them. 

Be  very  attentive  to  the  motions  of  the  prince  of  Wales.     I  am  afTured 
he  left  Bar-le-Duc.     Lord  Oxford  fays,  it  is   in  order  to  go  to  Switzer-  ibid.  p.  325. 
land  :  but  he  faid  fo  before,  without  its  being  true." 

Kreyenberg  wrote  a  long  letter,  of  t!ie  fiime  date,  giving  an  account 
of  the  divifions  among  the  miniftry.  The  treafurer  himfelf  told  feveral 
of  his  friends,  that  he  would  refign,  and  for  that  very  reafon,  Kreyen- 
berg did  not  believe  him.  He  thought  the  caufe  of  their  difpute  was,  that 
they  could  not  agree  about  the  meafures  for  bringing  in  the  Pretender  (Bo- 
iingbroke  being  warm  and  precipitate,  and  Oxford  flowanddilatory  in  every

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thing,  hating  to  aft  openly)  -,  or  that  they  were  jealous  who  fliould  have 
moil:  merit  with  him.  Pretenfions  to  the  Queen's  favour  could  not  pro- 
bably be  the  caufe  of  their  quarrel  -,  as  they  knew  fhe  could  not  live 
long.     Kreyenberg  adds  in  a  poftfcript : 

*'  After  writing  this  letter,  I  am  informed  with  certainty,  that  the 
Queen,  at  the  folicitation  of  lady  Malham,  whom  lord  Bolingbroke 
found  means  of  gaining,  had  confented  to  the  difmiflion  of  the  lord  trea- 
furer ;  but  that,  the  night  before  the  laft,  there  was  a  reconciliation  on 
certain  conditions.

"  VOUR  friends  continue  to  affure  me,  that  the  coming  of  the  Elec- 
toral prince  was  abfolutely  neceffary,  confidering  that  the  fears  of 
the  Pretender's  coming  were  but  too  well  founded.  They  were  all  de- 
lighted with  the  order  which  the  Eleflrefs  gave  me,  to  demand  the  writ

"  'T^HIS  laft  poft,  I  receiv'd  the  honour  of  your  letter  of  the  17th  of 
April,  for   which   be  pleafed  to  accept    of    my   moft  humble 
thanks. 

I  fend  this  letter  by  an  exprefs  mefienger,  who  is  going  to  Mr.  Har- 
ley,  v/ith  my  letters  to  Hannover  -,  and  if  you  pleafe,  he  wil  carry  any 
thing  you  think  fit  to  write.  But  that  I  may  anfwer  that  openefs  where- 
with you  fo  obligingly  treat  me,  I  do,  in  the  moft  folemn  manner,  affure 
you,  that,  next  to  the  Queen,  I  am  entirely  and  unalterably  devoted  to 
the  interefts  of  his  Eledloral  Highnefs  of  Hannover.  This  is  not  only 
from  the  confcience  of  my  oaths,  but  out  of  profound  refped  to  the 
Eleflor's  great  virtues.  I  may  without  vanity  fay,  that  I  had  the  great- 
eft  hand  in  fettling  the  fucceflion.  I  have  ever  preferved  the  fame  opi- 
nion ;  and  it  is  owing  to  the  declarations  the  Qiieen  has  fo  often  made  in 
their  favour,  that  the  generality  of  the  people  are  come  to  be  for  that 
ferene  houfe. 

I  am  fure,  that  lady  Maftiam,  the  Qiieen's  favourite,  is  entirely  for 
their  fucceflion.  I  am  alfo  fure,  that  the  Qiieen  is  fo;  and  you  may  do 
me  the  juftice  to  aflure  his  Eleftoral  Highnefs,  that  I  am  ready  to  give 
him  all  the  proofs  of  my  attachment  to  his  interes,  and  to  fet  in  a  true 
light  the  ftate  of  this  country  j  for  it  wil  be  very  unfortunate  for  fo  great 
a  prince,  to  be  only  prince  over  a  party,  wich  can  never  laft  long  in 
England.  And  let  me  in  confidence  tell  you.  Sir,  that  there  is  but  one 
thing  can  be  any  way  of  prejudice  to  the  fucceflion  in  that  family,  and 
that  is  the  endeavour  to  bring  them,  or  any  of  tliem,  over  without  the 
Queen's  confent.  Two  courts  in  this  country  have  been  fo  fatal,  and  the 
factions  are  fo  high,  that  it  muft  be  very  milchievous  both  to  the  Queen 
and  to  that  ferene  houfe,  to  have  any  fuch  thing  enterprized,  that  may  create

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1714.       a  difference  between  the  Qiieen  and  that  family  :   that  wil  change  the 
April.       difpute  to  the  crown  and  the  lucceflbr  -,  whereas  now,  it  is  between  the 
houfe  of  Hannover  and  a  popifh  Pretender. 

I  wil  add  but  this  one  word,  that  I  will  aflure  you,  that  upon  any  ad- 
vances of  kindnefs  from  the  houfe  of  Hannover,  I  will  pawn  my  life  for 
it,  they  fhall  receive  moft  eflfential  proofs  of  the  Queen's  friendship ;  and 
I  am  fure,  that  is  the  beft  confirmation  of  their  fucceffion.

«  T  Received,  Tuefday  after  midnight,  or  to  fpeak  more  properly  Wed- 
nefday  morning,  a  letter  from  the  chancellor,  of  which  I  inclofe  a 
copy,  and  alfo  of  the  letter  I  wrote  to  him,  Tuefday  after  fix  o'clock. 
You  will  fee  that  they  fufpeft  me  of  having  afted  without  orders ;  hoping 
perhaps,  that,  after  they  have  opened  fuch  a  door  for  us,  I  Ihall  be  dif- 
avowed,  which  I  look  to  without  any  uneafinefs. 

"  I  was  yefterday  morning  at  the  chancellor's,  to  take  the  writ;  but 
he  and  all  his  clerks  had  gone  out ;  fo  that  I  returned  empty  handed. 
From  thence  I  went  to  the  lord  treafurer's,  who  drew  me  afide  and  afked 
if  I  had  not  the  writ.  I  told  him,  I  had  not.  He  inquired  if  the  chan- 
cellor had  not  written  to  me,  and  I  acquainted  him  how  I  had  miffed 
him.  He  then  faid  to  me,  that  the  Qiieen  was  very  much  furprifed  I 
had  never  faid  any  thing  to  her  about  it;  adding,  that  flie  had  never  been 
treated  in  that  manner.  I  anfwered  that  my  orders  having  been  addreffed 
to  the  lord  chancellor,  I  went  to  him ;  that  I  was  furprifed  he  did  not 
warn  me  of  my  miftake,  if  it  was  necefiary  to  addrefs  myfelf  to  the 
Queen,  which  he  might  and  fliould  have  known  better  than  I.     He  ap- 

peared  to  be  in  very  bad  humour,  and  much  embarrafled. 

All 
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Anglefea  and  all  our  friends  think,  that  I  have  taken  the  only  method       I7i4' 
of  obtaining  the  writ;  and  that  it  is  for  that  reaibn  they  infinuate,  that  P"  ' 

tiie  Queen  complains  I  did  not  addrefs  tnyfelf  to  her,  in  which  cafe  they 
would  have  endeavoured  to  divert  the  thing,  with  as  much  warmth  as 
they  now  employ  to  hinder  the  coming  of  the  prince  ;  and  it  is  plain  that 
the  embafly  of  lord  Paget  has  no  other  defign,  efpecially  as  he  is  to  fet 
out  immediately.  There  have  been,  however,  great  rejoicings  over  all 
the  city,  fmce  it  was  made  public  that  I  had  afked  the  writ  for  the  prince; 
and  fome  have  no  doubts  of  his  coming  fpeedily,  as  others  moft  certainly 
fear  it.  The  bells  were  ringing  for  fome  days  paft,  and  healths  drunk 
to  his  good  journey. 

The  report  which  our  enemies  fpread  every  where,  and  which  found 
credit  with  a  great  number,  that  we  were  very  indifferent  about  the  fuc- 
ceflion,  will  be  confidered  as  perfedlly  true,  if,  after  having  demanded 
the  writ,  the  Electoral  Prince  does  not  come  over  immediately. 

I  am  come  again  from  the  chancellor's  ;  although  it  was  but  9  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  they  aflured  me  that  it  was  an  hour  fince  he  went  out, 
which  I  confider  as  if  they  had  a  mind  to  amufe  me,  and  not  to  give  me 
the  writ.     The  chancellor's  letter,  however,  is  pofuive. 

I  was  this  morning  with  Mr.  Bromley,  to  exprefs  to  him  my  furprife 
at  feeing  by  the  chancellor's  letter,  and  by  the  lord  treafurer's  difcourfe 
to  me  yefterday,  that  the  Queen  thought  it  Grange,  that  I  did  not  ad- 
drefs myfelf  to  her;  repeating  to  him  what  I  had  faid  to  lord  Oxford, 
and  entreating  him  to  inform  her  Majefty  of  it,  who,  I  hoped,  would 
approve  of  thefe  reafons,  and  not  believe  that  there  was  any  intention  of 
failing  in  the  rel'pecl  due  to  her,  or  of  doing  a  thing  that  was  difagree- 
able." 

In  another  letter  of  the  fame  date,  Schutz  mentions  the  good  effefts  pfannov 
which  the  demanding  the  writ. had  already  produced,  and  urges  with  the  Papers,  vol. 
greateft  earneftnels  the  fending  over  of  the  prince  immediately.     "  The  sdiu'tz  fiis  8, 
court  difpatched,  lall  night,  an  exprefs  to  Mr.  Harley,  who  no  doubt  P"  ^5' 
will  do  all  he  can  to  intimidate  our  court,  and  particularly  the  Eleftrefs, 
with  complaints  of  the  demand.     But,  in  the  name  of  God,  do  not  hefitate 
at  any  thing  which  he  can  fay  to  you.     It  ought  rather  to  determine  you 
fpeedily.     This  is  the  general  opinion  of  all  your  friends,  who  deferve,

^"  ■        fhould  not  lofe  a  moment  in  coming  to  their  rchef. 

Lord  Anglefea,  who  was  with  me  for  an  hour  yefterday,  is  entirely  of 
the  fame  opinion,  and  conjures  the  Eleftor  to  embrace  this  favourable 
opportunity  of  preferving  his  right.  All  thofe  who  are  for  him  believe 
the  coming  of  the  Eledtoral  Prince  to  be  as  falutary  and  advantageous,  as 
thofe  who  are  againft  the  fucceiTion  are  frightened  at  his  coming.  Thefe 
are  two  different  motives ;  but  they  fhould  be  equally  perfiiafive."

Engliihcopy.  "*'  T  Am  to  acknowledge,  with  the  greateft  thankfulnefs,  your  letter  of 
the  29th  of  March,  which  came  fafe,  and  has  been  communicated 
where  it  was  proper.  All  you  mention  with  regard  to  the  peace  of  Raf- 
tadt,  agrees  entirely  with  our  fentiments  here,  and  the  pains  your  court 
is  taking  towards  bringing  the  Emperor  and  the  States  to  an  amicable 
accommodation,  in  relation  to  the  Netherlands,  together  with  the  hopes 
you  give  us  of  fuccefs  in  that  grand  affair,  is  a  great  encouragement  to 
all  that  wifh  well  to  the  houfe  of  Hannover.

For  it  is  but  a  fmall  comfurt  to  us,  to  fee 
how  diligent  and  careful  you  are  in  taking  remote  precautions  abroad, 
whilft  we  are  convinced  that  the  danger  is  fo  imminent  liere,  that  we  fliall 
in  all  probability  be  totally  ruined  before  any  of  thofe  fupports  can  pof- 
fibly  come  to  our  relief.  But  now  I  mud  congratulate  with  you  upon 
Monf.  le  baron  de  Schutz's  lall  orders  for  demanding  the  Eleiftoral 
Prince's  writ  of  fummons.  This  I  can  affure  you  is  thought  by  every 
body,  both  friends  as  well  as  enemies,  to  be  the  firft  ftep  that  your  court 
has  made,  that  looks  as  if  you  were  in  earneft  about  the  fucceflion.  No- 
thing can  be  more  effedtual,  if  it  be  fupported  by  the  immediate  fending 
the  Prince,  nor  more  feafonable  than  it  was  at  this  time  ;  for  the  Qiieen

I  fhall  trouble  you  no  farther 
than  only  to  give  you  the  unanimous  opinion  of  all  our  friends  upon  this 
occafion.     They  are  perfuaded  that  you  muft  be  convinced  by  the  man- 
ner in  which  this  writ  was  granted,  that  you  have  opened  a  mod  unexcep- 
tionable way  for  the  coming  of  the  prince.     It  is  plain,"lhe  writ  would  not 
have  been  granted,  could  they,  by  law,  have  juftified  the  refufingof  it;  and 
the  uneafinefs  they  exprefled,  both  when  it  was  granted  and  fince,  fhews 
plainly  they  would  not  have  failed  to  have  attempted  fomething  in  par- 
liament, in  order  to  have  difcouraged  him  from  coming,  could  they  have 
had  the  leaft  hopes  of  carrying  it.

Dalay  makes  difficulty  to  go  to  the  fo- 
reign churches,  which  other  minifters  before  him.  never  did, 
is,  fmce  the  paffing  the  bill  of  occafional  uniformity,  about  three  years 
ago,  which  only  affedls  thofe  that  are  in  employments  of  truft  or  profit;

I  make  a  doubt  whether  that  aft  extends  out  of 
her  Majefiy's  dominions ;  but  as  it  is  a  doubt,  I  would  no  more  rifque  it 
th>:n  1  find  Dalay  will ;  and  had  it  not  been  for  Mr.  Cadogan,  I  had  not 
minded  it.  But  afliing  him,  juft  after  the  aft  paffed,  to  go  with  me  to

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not  know  what  I  might  do,  but  for  him,  he  was  not  fo  fond  of  going  to        1714- 
any  church,  as  to  venture  the  lofs  of  his  employments,  which  he  had  not  J'' 

then  quitted  :  fo  I,  having  a  chaplain  of  my  own,  have  never  thought  it 
worth  venturing  to  go  to  a  foreign  church,  but  have  conftantly  the  com- 
mon prayers  in  my  family,  and  fermons  every  holiday." 

"  I  am  afllired  his  (lord  Paget)  errand  is,  to  explain  matters,  and  ft t  them 
in  fo  true  a  light  before  you,  that  no  artifice  of  a  fadion,  or  party,  for 
private  views  and  intereft,   may  be  able  for  the  future  to  caufe  any  in- 
quietude between  the  Queen  and  your  illuftrious  family.     I  took  the  li- 
berty, at  my  laft  coming  hither,  toftate  that  matter  plainly  to  your  Royal 
Highnefs,  who  was  fo  good  as  to  make  me  the  anfwer  I  could  wifh,  both 
in  relation   to  your  refpeft  for  the  Qiieen,  and  your  being  of  neither 
party ;  and  yet  I  am  lorry  to  find  your  minifter  in  England  has  lately 
a6ted  as  if  at  leaft  he  was  governed  by  the  party  that  is  againft  the  court, 
becaufe  the  chief  amongft  them  have  not  the  chief  employments  at  court; 
and  I  am  afraid  his  late  behaviour  is  fomething  refented,  as  being  very 
irregular,  and  negledful  of  that  refpecb  due  to  the  Qiieen  :  for  though 
by  ftritflnefs  of  law,   I  believe  a  peer  may  demand  his  writ  of  the  lord 
chancellor,  though  abfent,  yet  it  is  never  done ;  but  the  lord  chancellor 
keeps  it  by  him  till  fuch  time  as  the  abfent  peer  returns  and  demands  it 
himfelf,  to  fit  in  parliament.     I  know  this  better  than  any  man,  it  hav- 
ing been  my  cafe  under  feveral  lord  chancellors,  as  I  have  been  abroad 
ever  fince  the  firfl  year  her  Majefty  came  to  the  crown,  and  having  often 
had  leave  to  take  turns  into  England,  the  chancellors  have  always  kept 
my  writ  till  I  came  and  demanded  it  to  fit  in  parliament,  which  they 
immediately  were  obliged  to  fend  me-,  and  fo  it  would  have  been  with 
the  duke  of  Cambridge,  whenever  he  fhould  come  into  England  to  fit  in 
parliament.     Upon  his  demanding  it,  the  chancellor  is  obliged  by  law  to 
lend  it  him  immediately.   This  being  fo,  what  occafion  had  Monf.  Schutz 
to  go,  juft  at  this  junfture,  and  to  demand  it  of  the  lord  chancellor  with- 
out  having  previoufly  acquainted  fome  of  the  Qiieen's  minifters  of  ftate, 
or  having  firfl:  notified  his  intentions  or  orders  (if  he  had  them)  to  do 
it  to  the  Queen,  by  the  fecretary  of  iVate,  for  her  Majefly's  approbation, 
which  he  might  have  been  afilired  would  not  have  been  denied  him,  no 
more  than  flie  did  iier  leave  to  lord  chancellor  to  deliver  the  writ,  when 
he  afked  her  if  he  fhould  do  it  ?    I  mud  own  to  your  Royal  Highnefs,  I

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1714.        am  very  forry  to  fee  fuch  things  happen.     Let  the  partys  jar  as  they 
^^■''         pleafe  ;  but  let  not  any  thing  happen,  by  any  minifter  of  yours,  that 
may  be  interpreted  as  if  your  illuftrious  family  wanted  all  the  confidence 
and  confidenition  imaginable  for  the  Qiieen  ;  who,  I  find,  by  Mr.  Secre- 
tary's letter,  is  herfelf  a  little  ftartled  at  this  way  of  proceeding  of  Monf. 
Schutz;   and,  if  you  will  pardon  the  liberty  I  take,  I  believe  nothing 
could  have  a  better  efft&  than  your  and  the  Eledlor's  difapproving  what 
Monf.  Schutz  has  done  in  this  matter.     As  I  certainly  wifh  well  to  the 
proteftant  fuccefiion  in  your  family,  and  defire  heartily  the  peace  and 
tranquillity  of  my  country,  I  can't  but  apprehend  for  both,  if  fome  ef-

The 
penfionary  told  me  upon  this,  that  he  would  go  and  talk  roundly  to  that 
man,  pointing  to  baron  Bothmar,  who  was  then  in  the  Treves-chamber, 
when  I  was  in  this  difcourfe  with  the  penfionary-,  and  that  he  would  af- 
terwards tell  me,  if  there  was  any  thing  the  Baron  could  propofe  to  be 
done.  He  told  me,  after  having  talked  to  Bothmar,  that  all  he  had  to 
oppofe  was,  that  tlie  Pretender  was  fuffered  to  continue  inLorrain.  Your 
Royal  Highnefs  is  judge  whether  the  Qvieen  can  oblige  the  dukeof  Lor- 
rain  to  fend  him  from  thence  if  he  won't,  and  has  engaged  to  France  not

pofe  upon  the  nation,  and  make  it  believe  that  your  court  is  fatisfied 
with  them.  If  you  have  fallen  into  this  fnare,  it  will  render  all  the  ef- 
forts of  your  friends  of  no  avail  j  but  we  rely  upon  the  great  prudence  of 
his  Elefboral  Highnefs. 

A  more  proper  time  for  demanding  the  writ  for  the  Eledtoral  Prince 
'  could  not  have  been  chofen ;  for  you  fee  how  many  of  the  richeft  and 
moft  confiderable  among  the  Tories  declare  for  you,  and  acknowledge 
that  they  were  deceived  by  the  .miniftry,  who  lofe  fo  much  ground  in 
both  houfes,  that  you  may  depend  upon  it,  they  will  take  care  not  to 
call  the  fecond  feflion  of  this  parliament,  before  they  have  executed  their 
delign  in  favour  of  the  Pretender  ;  for  otherwife  they  will  run  a  rifk  of 
being profecuted,  for  having  betrayed  their  country  and  violated  the  laws;

«  ^x^HEIR  Eledloral  Highnefles  received,  with  the  utmofb  gratitude, 
the  frcfli  mark  of  kindnefs  which  the  Queen  gave  them,  when 
fhe  ordered  Mr,  Harley  to  aflc  them,  what  they  wanted  to  be  done  for 
the  greater  fecurity  of  the  Proteftant  Succeffion  eftablifhed  in  their  fa- 
mily, and  alfo  the  obliging  affuranccs  he  added  to  it,  that  her  Britannic 
Majefty  would  have  a  pleafure  in  granting  whatever  they  defired  in  that 
refpefl. 

It  is  in  reliance  on  this,  that  their  Eleftoral  Highnefles  take  the  liberty 
of  reprefenting  to  her  Majefty  the  neceflity  of  obliging  the  Pretender 
to  remove  to  Italy,  and  the  danger  which  may  refult  from  his  flaying 
longer  in  Lorrain,  both  to  her  Majefty's  kingdoms  and  to  her  royal  per- 
fon, and  the  proteftant  fucceffion. 

It  is  impofiible  to  be  more  obliged  to  her  Majefty  than  their  Eledloral 
Pliorhnefles  are,  for  the  inftances  which  Ihe  has  been  already  pleafcd  to 
make  for  the  Pretender's  removal.  And  as  the  prefent  parliament,  as 
well  as  the  former,  have  fliewn  they  are  perfuaded,  that  the  fecurity  of 

the 
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the  narion  and  of  the  fuccefTion  is  connefted  with  it,  which  is  likewife  1714. 
the  opinion  of  their  Eleftoral  HighnefTes,  they  entreat  her  Majefly  to  take  ^'^^^' 
moft  effediial  meafures  for  attaining  fuch  a  falutary  end ;  and  the  more 
fo,  the  Pretender's  adherents  publifh,  with  the  utmoft  affurance,  that  he 
is  preparing  to  make  a  defrent  in  the  North  of  Great  Britain,  while  the 
kingdom  is  iinfurnifhed  with  a  fleet  and  troops  ;  which  is  confirmed  by 
different  advices  received  from  perfons  who  have  been  lately  at  Bar-le- 
duc,  and  have  a  fliare  of  the  Pretender's  confidence,  and  who  affirm  that 
he  will  begin  very  foon  to  execute  his  enterprife,  and  that  he  depends  upon 
a  powerful  foreign  affiftance. 

"  Affairs  being  in  fuch  a  dangerous  fituation,  their  Eleftoral  High- 
ncffes  hope,  that  her  Majefty  will  own  with  them,  that  it  is  neceffary  for 
the  fecurity  of  her  royal  perfon,  and  for  that  of  her  kingdoms,  and  of 
the  proteftant  religion,  to  fettle  in  Great  Britain  fome  one  of  the  Elec- 
toral family,  who  would  be  attentive  to  fuch  important  concerns,  and 
fliew  her  Majefty,  by  a  fidelity  and  an  inviolable  attachment  to  her  per- 
fon, how  much  their  Electoral  Highneffes  are  filled  with  refpeft  and 
gratitude  towards  her.  Tiie  time  appears  to  be  now  come,  when  the 
fecurity  of  their  common  interefts  cannot  be  found  any  longer  but  in  a 
reciprocal  confidence,  and  in  meafures  taken  with  perfedt  concert ;  and 
when  their  Eleftoral  Highneffes,  as  they  do  not  expe<fl  the  fecurity  of 
their  rights  to  the  fucceffion,  but  from  tlie  continuance  of  her  Majefty's 
goodnefs,  are  ready  to  contribute,  on  their  fide,  as  much  as  is  in  their 
power,  to  defeat  the  defigns  of  thofe  who  would  choofe  to  difturb  the 
tranquillity  and  felicity  of  her  glorious  reign. 

"  Their  Eledloral  Highneffes  likewife  take  the  liberty  of  renewing  the 
inftances  they  made  near  two  years  ago,  to  her  Majefty  and  to  her  mi- 
nifters,  for  aflcing  that  fuch  a  penfion  and  eftablifliment  fhould  be  fettled 
by  aft  of  parliament  on  her  Highnefs  the  Eleftrefs,  as  the  neareft  heir  to 
the  crown  ufually  enjoyed.  Their  Elefloral  Highneffes  did  not  choofe 
to  form  any  pretenfions  in  this  refpeft,  while  the  nation  was  burdened 
with  the  expences  of  the  war;  but  thefe  expences  being  difcontinued, 
and  as  every  thing  ought  to  be  put  upon  a  fure  and  folid  footing  by  the 
peace,  they  hope,  that  during  this  very  feffion  of  parliament,  her  Ma- 
jefty will  be  fo  good  as  to  procure  them  a  thing  which  is  fo  juft,  and 
which  is  but  a  natural  confequence  of  all  that  fiie  has  done  already  in 
their  favour.

"  T  F  I  did  myfelf  the  honour  of  writing  to  you  fo  feldom  fince  I  have 

been  here,  it  was  to  fave  you  the  repetition  of  the  fame  news  which 

you  received  from  the  baron  de  Schutz  and  Monf.  Kreyenberg  -,  but  now, 

when  every  thing  is  at  fl:ake,  and  when  our  fafety,  and  the  fecurity  of 

the  fucceffion  depend  entirely  upon  the  journey  of  the  Ele<5loral  Prince, 

I  confider  it  is  my  duty  to  reprefent  to  you,  in  the  flrongefl:  manner  I  am 

able,  that  if  his  Highnefs's  journey  is  put  off,  the  fuccefllon  is  inevitably 

loft.

"  The  lord  treafurer  and  lord  Bolingbroke  are  more  exafperated  than 
ever  againft  one  another.  The  lord  treafurer  tound  means  of  reconciling 
himfelf  with  lady  Mafham,  and  boafts  that  he  will  very  foon  turn  out 
lord  Bolingbroke,  and  the  lord  chancellor;  and  the  treafurer's  fi  lends 
begin,  by  private  rumours,  to  charge  theie  two  noblemen  with  the  de- 
fign  of  bringing  in  the  Pretender.

*•  T  Did  myfelf  the  honour  of  writing  to  you  the  4th   inftant,  that  1 

would  communicate,  without  delay,  to  the  court  of  Hannover,  the 

letter  which  you  was  fo  good  as  to  write  to  me  the  25th  of  April.     I  have 

done  fo;  and  I  have  had  the  pleafure  to  underftand,  that  the  affurances 

of  your  good  intentions  and  of  your  attachment  to  the  interefts  of  the 

illuftrious  family,  gave  great  joy  at  that  court,  and  that  they  defire  to 

live  in  perfed  confidence  with  you. 

With  regard  to  the  Eledoral  Prince's  journey ;  T  am  charged  to  tell 
•you,  my  lord,  that  when  the  Queen  gave  the  prince  the  patent  of  duke 
of  Cambridge,  and  regulated  the  rank  of  the  Proteftant  princes  of  the 
family,  as  princes  of  the  blood,  by  the  a<5t  of  precedency,  which  was 
carried  to  them  two  years  ago,  by  Mr.  Harley,  that  court  imagined  thefe 
were  real  favours,  of  which  they  might  make  ufe  when  the  opportunity 
offered,  and  that  the  Eledloral  Prince,  when  he  made  ufe  of  his  writ  of 
fummons,  only  made  ufe  of  what  was  his  right,  and  that,  if  he  went  to 
England,  it  would  be  with  an  intention  to  continue  inviolably  attached 
to  the  Queen  and  to  her  minifters,  and  to  your  lorddiip  in  particular  -, 
wherein  her  Britannic  Majefty  would  find  her  own  fafety  and  that  of  her 
kingdoms  againft  the  attempts  of  the  Pretender,  who  would  not  dare, 
in  that  cafe,  to  think  of  an  invafion.  Befides  that,  the  King  of  France

'*  \X/^  E  liv^  here  in  the  hope  of  feeing  the  Ele<5loral  prince  arrive,  and 
of  feeing  him  introduced  to  parliament,  by  virtue  of  the  writ 
which  was  given  ;  and  this  expeftation  is  fo  ftrong,  that  a  difappoint- 
ment  will  difcourage  entirely  his  friends  and  encourage  his  enemies. 

I  can  aflfure  you,  it  is  the  general  opinion  of  people  of  the  firfl:  confe- 
quence  and  the  well  affefted  to  the  fuccefTion,  (who  are  the  majority  of 
the  kingdom)  that  nothing  can  contribute  more  to  render  the  Queen's 
reign  happy  and  fafe,  and  at  the  fame  time  fecure  the  fuccefTion,  as  it  is 
eftablidied  by  the  laws  in  favour  of  the  family  of  Hannover,  than  the 
prefence  of  the  duke  of  Cambridge  among  us,  that  being  the  fureft 
means  to  curb  the  great  and  continued  efforts  of  thofe  who  aft  for  the 
Pretender,  and  give  themfelves  out  to  be  a  very  powerful  party,  with  a 
view  of  gaining  over  many  to  their  fadion  at  home,  and  of  encouraging 
France  to  fend  them  the  Pretender  with  French  troops.

"  npHE  Pretender's    fadion  acknowledge  that  if  the  prince  comes 

over,  their  fyftem's  over-turned,  and  they  invent  lyes  of  every 

kind,  to  deftroy  all  hopes  of  the  prince's  coming,  producing  letters  from 

Hannover,  which  bear  that  Monfieur  de  Schutz  has  been  difavowed  and 

very  ill  received,  and  that  it  is  certain  the  Elector  will  not  fend  the  prince 

to  England. 

Mr.  Bromley,  fecretary  of  ftate,  in  particular,  fpoke  in  this  manner, 
which  has  thrown  the  Pretender's  fadion  into  tranfports  of  joy,  and  the 
friends  of  Hannover,  both  Whigs  and  Tories,  into  the  utmoft  defpair. 
I  have  heard  feveral  of  them,  and  among  others,  the  duke  of  Argyle  ex- 
claim, if  the  Elector  abandons  us  in  this  manner,  and  refufes  to  embrace 
an  opportunity  fo  favourable,  fo  eafy,  and  fo  conformed  to  our  laws, 
facrificing  us,  and  abandoning  us  to  the  rage  of  our  enemies,  after  all 
that  we  have  done  for  him,  we  have  no  further  recotirfe,  but  to  go  to  the 
other  extremity,  and  invite  the  Pretender  to  come  over  on  tolerable  terms, 
and  without  a  French  army. 

I  entreat  your  Excellency  to  communicate  this  to  his  Eleftoral  High- 
nefs.  Confider  what  advantage  the  Pretender's  friends  will  draw  from  it^ 
and  if,  your  friends  being  refufed  and  difgulled,  it  will  not  be  very  eafy 
for  your  enemies  to  carry  any  bill  they  pleafe  in  parliament,  for  infring- 
ing the  adls  of  the  fuccefTion,  which  they  have  attempted  before  now 
feveral  times,  but  without  fuccefs.  The  boldnefs  of  thefe  people  goes  fo 
far,  that  Sir  John  Packington,  in  a  club  of  more  than  80  Tories, 
propofed  that  the  parliament  Ihould  order  the  black  box  to  be  opened; 
fo  they  call  the  fealed  inftruments  of  the  Eleclrefs,  appointing  a  regency 
in  cafe  of  the  Queen's  death ;  but  the  affair  was  dropped. 

This  and  fome  things  ftill  worfe,  will  be  brought  now  again  upon  the 
carpet,  if  the  prince  does  not  come,  for  then  your  enemies  will  reafTume 
courage ;  and  feeing  that  your  court  fhews  no  refentment  of  the  affront 
done  to  your  Minifter,  they  will  imagine,  as  you  put  up  with  every 
thing,  that  every  thing  is  allowable  to  them.

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The' pardon  which  the  Qiieen  granted  to  Dodor  Bedford,  author  of       lyM* 
the  bock  on  Hereditary  Right,  is  the  greateft  affront  which  her  Majefty        ^*^* 
could  offer  to  the  Ele6toral  family.     I  don't  know  if  thefe  things  are 
underftood  at  your  court,  or  if  attention  is  paid  to  them. 

They  continue  to  difmifs  all  the  officers,  civil  and  military,  who  pre- 
fume  to  fhew  any  attachment  to  the  Hannovcrian  fuccefllon  -,  and  yet 
they  give  out, 'that  the  Qiieen's  minifters  afliire  your  court  that  they 
have  the  greateft  zeal  and  attachment  to  them.  It  would  be  very  curi. 
ous  if  they  could  fucceed  to  perfuade  you  of  this. 

My  conclufion  from  all  this  is,  that  if  the  prince  does  not  come  over, 
the  fucceffion  is  loll.  The  delaying  his  journey  has  had  already  the  bad 
effeds  I  apprehended  from  it,  having  given  time  to  the  minifters  to  con- 
trive new  intrigues,  and  give  life  and  courage  to  their  patty,  which  was 
halfextindt,  and  which  laughs  now  at  your  friends  every  where,  and  afks 
them,  Where  is  then  your  duke  of  Cambridge  ?

"  npHE  inexpreftible  impatience  which  every  one  fliows  here,  for  news 
of  the  Electoral  Prince's  departure,  induces  me  to  take  the  liberty 
of  embracing  every  fafe  opportunity  which  offers,  of  repeating  to  you, 
that  every  thing  is  irreparably  loft  if  the  refolution  of  fending  him  is 
changed  or  delayed  ;  for  the  earneft  defire  of  feeing  him  here,  having  be- 
come fo  univerfal,  and  augmenting  every  day,  his  coming  is  fo  ablblutely 
neceffary,  that  I  fear  a  longer  delay  may  produce  very  difagreeable  effeds.

May.  ever.  It  is  true,  their  common  friends  reconcile  them  for  a  day  or 
two,  but  they  quarrel  more  violently  afterwards.

"AS  the  rumour  increafes,  that  my  coufin,  the  Eledoral  Prince,   has 

refolved  to  come  over  to  fettle,  in  my  life  time,  in  my  dominions 

I  do  not  choofe  to  delay  a  moment  to  write  to  you  about  this,  and  to 

communicate  to  you  my  fentiments,  upon  a  fubjecft  of  this  importance. 

T  then  freely  own  to  you,  that  I  cannot  imagine,  that  a  prince  who  pof. 
felTes  the  knowledge  and  penetration  of  your  Eledloral  Highnefs,  can 
ever  contribute  to  fuch  an  attempt ;  and  that  I  believe  you  are  too  jufl:  to 
allow,  that  any  infringement  fhall  be  made  on  my  fovereignty  which  you 
■would  not  choofe  fhould  be  made  on  your  own,  I  am  firmly  perfuaded, 
that  you  would  not  fufter  the  fmallefl  diminution  of  your  authority  :  I 
am  no  lefs  delicate,  in  that  refpeft ;  and  I  am  determined  to  oppofe  a 
projed  fo  contrary  to  my  royal  authority,  however  fatal  the  confequences 
may  be. 

Your  Eleifloral  Highnefs  is  too  juft  to  refufe  to  bear  me  witncfs,  that 
I  gave,  on  all  occafions,  proofs  of  my  defire  that  your  family  fhould  fuc- 
ceed  to  my  crowns ;  which  I  always  recommend  to  my  people,  as  the 
moft  folid  fupport  of  their  religion  and  their  laws.  I  employ  all  my  at- 
tentions, that  nothing  fhould  efface  thofe  impreflions  from  the  hearts  of 
my  i'ubjfdts  :  but  it  is  not  poflible  to  derogate  from  the  dignity  and  pre- 
rogatives  of  the  prince  who  wears  the  crown,  without  making  a  dangerous 
breach  on  the  rights  of  the  luccefTors  ;  therefore,  I  doubt  not,  but  with 
your  ufual  wifdom,  you  will  prevent  the  taking  fuch  a  flcp  ;  and  that  you 
v/ill  give  me  an  opportunity  of  renewing  to  you,  afTurances  of  the  moft 
fincere  friendlhip  with  which  I  am,  &c.

It  was  believed  that  he 
would  drink  the  waters  of  Plombiere  for  three  weeks,  as  is  cuftomary, 
and  that  he  would  come  afterwards,  to  pafs  15  days  at  Luneville ;  but 
he  changed  his  meafures  :  he  did  not  continue  to  drink  the  waters,  which 
he  drank  only  for  10  days,  and  came  back  to  Luneville  Saturday  lad. 
He  fets  out  to-morrow  very  early  for  Bar  ;  lord  Galmoy  went  before 
him,  and  fet  out  this  morning.  Lord  Talmo,  who  came  lately  from 
France,  is  With  h  m,  and  fome  lay,  that  the  duke  of  Berwick  is  incog- 
nito in  this  neighbourhood.

«»  vrOUR  letters  leave  me  in  an  uncertainty  whether  the  Eleftoral  p.  44'*« 

Prince  will  come  or  not.  Here  they  begin  to  believe  the  laft.  I 
made  no  ufe  of  the  reafon  which  you  give  me,  why  the  Elefbor  has  not  come 
to  a  determination,  that  is  to  fay,  the  iflue  of  the  Queen's  ficknefs,  as 
they  would  fay,  it  is  only  a  pretence.  The  Qiieen's  dangerous  fituation, 
they  would  lay,  ought  to  determine  you  lb  much  the  fooner.  In  fhorr, 
I  do  not  know  what  to  fay  to  all  this,  and  I  don't  believe  you  exped  from 
me  that  I  fliould  foretell  what  may  be  the  confequence.

"  T  T  is  with  great  grief  I  obferved,  by  the  letter  of  the  30th  of  May,

"  HP  H  E  Queen  coveting  nothing  fo  much,  as  that  you  may  be  able  to 
conciliate  a  firm  and  entire  friendfhip  between  her  Majefty  and  the 
houfe  of  Hannover;  I  am  commanded  to  acquaint  your  lordlhip,  that 
when  you  fpeak  to  the  Eledlor  upon  her  Majefty's  good  difpofition,  you 
are  to  let  him  underftand,  flie  hopes  it  will  meet  with  fuitable  returns. 

Your  lordlhip  will  endeavor  to  fatisfie  the  Eleftor,  the  Queen  has  no 
intention  but  to  fecure  the  fucceffion  to  her  crowns,  as  by  law  eftabliflied, 
in  the  houfe  of  Hannover,  and  is  ready  to  do  every  thing  that  may  con- 
tribute to  that  end,  confiftent  with  the  fafe  and  quiet  pofleffion  of  them 
during  her  own  time. 

Her  Majefty  having  been  very  fincere  in  the  public  declarations  (he 
has  made,  and  in  the  aflurances  fhe  has  frequently  given  in  favour  of  this 
fucceffion  ;  flie  expeds  from  the  Eledlor,  he  will  fpeak  freely  on  this 
fubjeft  ;  and  particularly,  if  he  thinks  he  has  reafon  to  fufpeft  defigns 
are  carrying  on  to  difappoint  it,  that  he  will  declare  what  foundation  he 
has  for  fuch  fufpicion.

I  was  told  here,  that  it  is  not  lord  Middleton  himfelf,  but  his  fon,  who 
went  to  Vienna ;  and  it  mufl  be  certainly  for  a  different  purpofe  from 
travelling,  as  he  conceals  himfelf  there  in  a  convent."

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1714.  the  treafurer,  with  his  friends,  had  joined  thofe  who  wanted  to  overturn 
J"^*  his  antagonift.  He  had  promifed  it  by  his  brother,  through  whom  af- 
.  furances  had  been  given  him,  that  on  that  condition,  they  would  fupport 
him  againft  Bolingbroke.  But  it  feems  they  dared  not  attack  the  latter 
diredly,  feeing  themfclves  uncertain  of  the  treafurer  and  of  his  friends, 
while  Bolingbroke  endeavoured  to  gain  lord  Anglefea,  Lord  Abington, 
and  fome  others  to  his  fide.  At  laft  they  contented  themfclves  with  at- 
tacking only  his  friend  Arthur  More  •,  fo  that  lord  Bolingbroke  will 
maintain  himfelf  in  his  poft,  and  may  be  able  to  turn  out  the  treafurer 
by  his  credit  with  the  Queen.  The  fall  of  the  treafurer  appears  to  be 
very  near,  according  to  the  opinion  of  his  own  friends.  Some  of  thofe 
who  would  have  affifted  him  to  bring  down  his  rival,  fay  now,  according 
to  the  maxim  which  prevails  much  here,  that  he  does  not  deferve  to  be 
aflilled,  as  he  does  not  choofe  to  alTift  himfelf. 

The  reafons  of  his  conduft  in  this  fituation  of  affairs  are  perhaps, 
I.  His  own  humour,  which  does  not  allow  him  to  keep  himfelf  entirely 
to  one  fide.  2.  The  hopes  of  maintaining  himfelf  ftill  in  the  Qiieen's 
good  graces,  by  the  fame  means,  by  which  he  introduced  himfelf  into 
her  favour.  3.  The  hopes  of  entering  again  into  favour,  by  degrees, 
although  he  fliould  now  lofe  his  employment,  providing  he  does  not  de- 
clare openly  againft  the  court  party.  4.  That  he  is  engaged  fo  deeply  in 
certain  projefts  with  lord  Bolingbroke,  that  he  dares  not  attack  him 
openly,  for  fear  of  being  involved  in  his  ruin  ;  probably,  all  thefe  reafons 
contribute  to  influence  his  conduft. 

He  feems,  however,  to  reckon  upon  the  good  graces  of  the  Eledlor,  and 
to  be  inclined  to  pay  attention  to  them,  which  Bolingbroke  thinks  in^ 
compatible  with  the  fervice  of  the  Qiieen ;  from  which  one  might  con- 
clude what  are  his  intentions,  although  they  were  not  otherwife  known. 
We  may  be  fure  he  will  proceed  rapidly,  if  the  direclion  of  affairs  falls 
into  his  hands.  It  is  faid  now,  that  he  wants  to  continue  fecretary  of 
ftate  •,  but  that  Bromley  will  be  turned  out,  and  Sir  William  Wyndham 
put  in  his  place.  That  the  treafury  will  be  put  in  commifTion.  That 
lord  Anglefea  will  be  the  firft  commifiioner  of  it,  and  have  alone  the 
vice-treafurerfliip  of  Ireland,  which  he  fliared  till  now  with  lord  Ro- 
chefler;  and  that^  Shrewfbury  will  continue  lord  lieutenant  of  Ireland, 
from  whence  they  would  infer  that  he  will  abandon  the  treafurer  to

nothing  material-,  but  the  copy  in  Robethon's  hand,  of  what  Bothmar  «narktd 
wrote  to  him  in  cyphers,  contains  the  following  particulars  about  the    No.  izs. 
quarrel  of  the  miniftry. 

"  It  is  thought  that  a  reconciliation  is  made  by  the  mediation  of  their 
friends  ;  but  that  Bolingbroke  has  always  moft  credit  with  the  Qiieen. 
They  fay,  that  not  only  the  favourite  but  the  dutchefs  of  Shrewfbury  is 
fecretly  for  him,  by  the  perfuafions  of  her  daughter,  who  is  married  to 
Sir  William  Wyndham. 

Thefe  two  minifters  have  been  for  a  long  time  on  bad  terms,  from 
the  oppofition  of  their  tempers  and  manners.  But  what  gave  occafion  to 
complete  their  diffidence  of  one  another  and  their  difunion,  is  a  projeft 
•which  had  been  formed,  of  dividing  in  16  fhares  the  profits  which  the 
Queen  was  to  have  from  the  trade  to  the  South-fea,  of  which  five  were 
defigned  for  the  treafurer,  five  for  Bolingbroke,  four  for  lady  Mafliam 
and  two  for  Arthur  More.  The  treafurer  having  had  his  reafons  for  re- 
fufing  the  (hare  deftined  for  him,  was  fufpefted  on  that  account,  and  at 
laft  became  odious  to  the  other  fharers.  He  afterv/ards  furnifhed  their 
enemies  with  means  of  difcovering  this  myftery,  which  gave  them  occa- 
fion to  examine  the  treaty  of  commerce  without  producing  the  effect 
which  they  promifed  themfelves  from  it,  as  the  treafurer  did  not  furnifh 
them  with  the  affiftance  they  expefted  from  him,  and  as  the  proroo-a- 
tion  of  the  parliament  put  an  end  too  foon  to  the  deliberations  on  that 
affair. 

The  Queen's  anfwer  to  the  addrefs  of  the  lords,  at  which  they  are  fo 
much  offended,  is  afcribed  to  Bolingbroke.  Lord  Anglefea  is  particu- 
larly offended,  having  been  the  author  of  the  addrefs,  to  which  the  Queen 
gave  that  anfiver,  and  if  her  Majefty  had  not  interrupted  the  debates  by 
her  prefence,  matters,  according  to  all  appearances,  would  have  been 
pufhed  very  far  in  the  animofity  of  all  the  houfe  of  peers  againft  Boling- 
broke  and  againft  her  Majefty's  anfwer.  His  lordfliip,  they  affirm,  v/ill 
be  profecuted  vigoroufly  in  the  next  feffion ;  but  as  he  apprehends  this 
himfelf,  it  is  feared  he  will  bring  over  the  Pretender  before  that  time,  to

There  is  a  copy  in  Robethon's  hand,  of  what  Bothmar  wrote,  by  this 
poft,  in  cyphers.  He  fays  the  reconciliation  of  the  miniftry  could  not 
be  durable.  Their  quarrels  continued,  and  he  found  it  very  difRcult  to 
ipeak  with  them.  His  friends  diffuaded  him  from  preffing  them  to  an 
alliance  with  the  Emperor  and  the  King  of  PruITia  for  quaranteeing  the 
fucceffion,  left  they  fhould  afterwards  think  that  the  parliament  demand- 
ed it  of  the  Queen,  at  the  inftigation  of  the  Eleftor.  His  friends  like- 
wife  advifed  him  not  to  afk,  at  this  time,  Englifh  titles  for  the  prince  of 
the  Eleftoral  family,  as  that  might  be  delayed  without  any  inconveniency 
until  the  next  feffion  of  parliament. 

"  Lord  Halifax,"  continues  Bothmar,  "  thinks  that  the  Eledor  fhould 
have  the  title  of  prince  of  Wales,  and  that  very  little  time  is  necefliiry  to 
prepare  the  way  for  that.  They  are  furpriied  that  the  duke  of  Marlborough  ■ 
*s  in  a  hurry  to  come  here  at  this  jundure.  If  he  adheres  to  his  old 
friends,  he  will  run  a  rifle  with  the  miniftry  ;  and  if  he  wants  to  pleafe 
the  latter,  he  will  be  abandoned  by  the  former,  without  gaining  much 
upon  the  court.  It  is  thought  that  the  treafurer  has  led  him  into  this.

He  recommends  to  deprive  lord  North  and  Gray  of  the  government 
of  Portfmouth,  and  to  give  it  to  general  Erie,  and  to  make  this  change 
before  the  King's  arrival.  He  hopes  the  houfe  of  commons  will  grant  the 
King  for  life  the  fame  civil  lift  they  gave  the  Queen,  and  that  the  enfuing 
parliament  will  augment  it  on  account  of  the  Prince's  family.  He  for- 
wards a  letter  to  the  King,  from  lord  Manchefter,  who  had  been  ambafla- 
dor  in  France  and  at  Venice,  and  fecretary  of  ftate  at  home,  and  nov/ 
begs  only  to  be  made  a  gentleman  of  the  King's  bed-chamber ;  a  favour 
which  Bothmar  recommends  to  grant  to  him  ;  but  he  propofes  that  no 
anfwer  fhould  be  given  to  his  lady,  who  wants  to  be  one  of  the  Princefs's 
maids  of  honour.  He  recommends  brigadiers  Honnywood  and  Dormer 
to  be  made  grooms  of  the  bed-chamber ;  the  latl  having  been  recom- 
. mended  by  the  duke  of  Marlborough.  He  thinks  it  will  be  fufRcienc 
now  to  give  general  promifes  to  fuch  as  aflv  favours,  and  to  fulfil  them 
when  the  King  has  formed  his  plan.  "  He  may  then  turn  out  in  general 
all  the  late  Queen's  court  and  council." 

He  writes  to  Robethon,  of  the  fame  date,  that  a  great  change  had  hap-  Hannover 
pened,  by  the  King's  acceffion  to  the  throne  of  thefe  kingdoms;  and  that  ^Trked  Mii- 
things  go  on  very  favourably  for  his  Majefty.      It  is  reported  that  they  cell,  d  Etat. 

This  is  not  probable  -,      °'  '°* 
but  preparations  are  made  to  guard   againft  it,  and   15  fliips  will  be 
foon  ready,     it  is  furprifing  that  Mr.  Prior  fends  no  intelligence  of  thefe 
things  from  France,  and  that  he  writes  in  cyphers  things  which  he  might 
very  fafely  write  plain.     Some  members  of  tlie  regency  fufpedl  that  let- 
ters are  concealed  from  them.

the  law.  Mr.  Santyan  wants  to  be  a  commiffioner  of  the  cuftoms  in 
England,  and  Ridpath  defires  to  be  made  one  in  Scotland. 

The  Prince  cannot  take  the  title  of  Prince  of  Wales,  until  the  Kino- 
creates  him.  The  duke  of  Bolton  recommends  his  brother-in-law,  Mr. 
Crofts,  to  be  a  groom  of  the  bed  chamber.  Lord  Winchefter's  eldeft 
Ion  aflced  the  fame  favour  for  himfelf.  He  is  well  made,  but  irregular 
in  his  conduft,  and  on  that  account  is  on  bad  terms  with  his  father. 
Lord  Hertford,  the  duke  of  Somerfet's  eldeft  fon,  wants  to  be  a  groom 
of  the  bed-chamber  to  the  King  or  to  the  Prince.  Townfhend  and  other 
friends  recommend  lord  Lincoln  for  fuch  a  place.     Lord  re- 

commends himfelf.  Bothmar  thinks  the  King  fhould  give  fuch  a  place 
to  lord  Dorfer,  to  recompenfe  him  for  his  journey,  and  make  lord  Orford 
iirft  lord  of  the  Admiralty,  "  before  lord  Stratford  applies  to  be  conti- 
nued ;  and  likewife  to  recall  that  man  foon  from  the  Hague  •,  that  will 
pleafe  the  Dutch  and  a  great  many  here.  He  is  not  only  hated,  but 
likewife  defpifed  by  his  countrymen,  as  a  vain  man,  who  has  not  the 
fmalleft  pretenfions  to  be  fo." 

The  duke  of  Buckingham  requefted,  that  his  dutchefs  might  be  made 
a  maid  of  honour  to  the  princefs.  "  She  is  handfome,  and  appears  to 
me  fit  for  fuch  a  place ;  but  fhe  could  not  obtain  it  from  the  late  Queen, 
although  fhe  was  her  natural  fifter.  I  don't  know  if  it  was  for  that 
reafon  fhe  did  not  choofe  to  have  her  fo  nearher,  but  preferred  rather  to 
give  her  a  penfion."  The  duke  of  Grafton,  whofe  mother  had  married  the 
Speaker,  Sir  Thomas  Hanmer,  defired  likewife  to  be  of  the  King's  bed- 
chamber.    Bothmar  gives  him  a  high  charadber,  and  recommends  him.

Such  a  pretenfion  would  exafperatej  and  fo  far  from  giving  any  room 
to  hope  for  a  mitigation  of  that  law  hereafter,  would  fuggeft  to  them  to 
make  it  ftill  more  fevere,  when  they  faw  that  we  pretended  to  elude  it, 
as  France  eludes  treaties. 

•  ■  If  the  King  pays  out  of  his  finances  at  Hannover  all  the  court  which 
he  brings  from  thence,  it  will  be  of  infinite  advantage  to  him,  in  gaining 
the  opinions  and  afFedtions  of  the  nation.  It  will  fhow  his  difinterefted- 
nefs,  his  generofity,  his  redlitude  and  regularity  in  every  thing.  The 
very  propofal  of  charging  that  expence  upon  the  civil  lift,  would  not  only 
deprive  him  of  that  advantage,  and  give  a  quite  oppofite  idea  of  him, 
but  would  likewile  create  great  difficulties  with  the  enfuing  parliament 
about  the  augmentation  of  the  civil  lift,  which,  v;ithour  fucli  an  unl'ea- 
fonable  propofal,  there  is  room  to  hope  for,  as  alfo  for  a  mitigation  of  the 
law  I  have  juft  now  mentioned. 

Befides  this,  we  may  depend  upon  it,  that  this  pretenfion  of  maintain- 
ing our  Hannoverian  court  in  this  country,  at  the  expence  of  England, 
would  not  be  admitted  i  and,  Inftead  of  afcribing  them  to  the  King's  ge- 
nerofity, that  he  is  at  that  expence  out  of  his  Eledoral  revenues,  they 
would  afcribe  it  entirely  to  the  refufal  he  met  with  here.  As  you  yourfelt 
anfwer  the  arguments  drawn  from  the  cuftoms  of  the  court  of  Ffance,  I 
have  nothing  further  to  fay  to  you  about  them.     You  will  eafily  conceive.

J'  T^O  be  removed,  was  neither  matter  of  furprife  nor  of  concern  to  me. 
But  the  manner  of  my  removal  Ihocked  me  for  at  lealt  two  minutes. 

It  is  not  fit  that  I  fliould  be  in  town  without  waiting  on  the  King  when 
he  arrives ;  and  it  is  lefs  proper  that  I  Ihould  wait  on  him,  after  what 
has  pafied,  till,  by  my  friends,  fome  eclaircijfement  has  been  had  with 
him.  I  have  writ  to  the  King,  and  I  have  fpoke  with  Monfieur  Both- 
mar ;  and  both,  I  hope,  in  a  way  becoming  me.  On  Sunday  morning 
J  go  home,  from  whence  I  (hall  return,  as  I  receive  advices  from  hence. 

The  fatisfadion  and  the  advantage  of  converfing  with  your  lordfhip 
are  fo  great,  that  I  fliall  certainly  make  ufe  of  the  opportunity  of  feeing 
you>  which  you  are  fo  kind  as  to  afford  me.  About  eight  to-morrow, 
in  the  evening,  I  will  not  fail  to  be  at  the  Deanry. 

I  cannot  conclude  this  letter  without  affuring  you,  that  I  am  not  in 
the  lead  intimidated  from  any  confideration  of  the  Whig  malice  and 
power.  But  the  grief  of  my  foul  is  this,  I  fee  plainly  that  the  Tory 
party  is  gone.  Thofe  who  broke  from  us  formerly,  continue  flill  to  act 
and  fpeak  on  the  fame  principles,  and  with  the  fame  paffions.  Numbers 
are  ftill  left,  and  thofe  numbers  will  be  increaled  by  fuch  as  have  not 
their  expedations  anfwered.  But,  where  are  the  men  of  bufinefs,  that 
will  live  and  draw  together  ?  You,  my  lord,  know  my  thoughts,  as 
well  as  you  know  your  own.  Nothing  {hall  tempt  or  fright  me  from 
the  purfuit  of  what  I  know  is  right  for  the  church  and  nation.  But  the 
meafures  of  the  purfuit  mull:,  I  fear,  be  altered.  Till  to-morrow,  my 
lord,   adieu.

I  take  the  liberty  to  fend  you,  inclofed,  a  poem  written  on  this  occafion, 
by  one  of  our  moft  eminent  hands,  which  is  indeed  a  mailer-piece  in  its 
kind  ;  and  though  very  fliort,  has  touched  upon  all  the  topics  that  are 
moft  popular  among  us.  I  have  likewife  tranfmitced  to  you  a  copy  of 
the  preamble  to  the  prince  of  Wales's  patent,  which  was  a  very  grateful 
talk  impofed  on  me  by  the  lords  juftices.  Their  Excellencies  have  or- 
dered that  the  lords  and  others  who  meet  his  Majefty  be  out  of  mourning 
that  day,  as  alio  their  coaches  ;  but  all  fervants,  except  thofe  of  the  city 
magiftratcs,  to  be  in  mourning.  The  lliortnefs  of  the  time,  which 
would  not  be  fufficient  for  the  making  of  new  liveries,  occafioned  this 
laft  order.  The  removal  of  the  lord  Bolingbroke  has  put  a  feaibnable 
check  to  an  intereft  that  was  making  in  many  places  for  members  in  the 
next  parliament,  and  was  very  much  relifhed  by  the  people,  who  afcribed 
to  him  in  a  great  meafure  the  decay  of  trade  and  public  credit.

THE  Editor  has  thought  proper  to  annex  to  this  volume  an  Appendix,  con- 
taining a  fhort  review  of  fuch  papers,  in  Nairne's  collc(flion,  as  were  not 
deemed  fufficiently  important  to  be  inferted.  He  has  alfo  fubjorned  fome  account 
of  papers  collefled  by  Carte,  relating  to  the  affairs  of  this  kingdom  before  the  Re- 
ftoration,  in  the  year  1660.  There  are  many  letters,  correfpondences,  memorials, 
and  anecdotes  concerning  the  reign  of  George  theFirft,  dill  in  the  Editor's  hands. 
Thefe  he  defigned  to  have  printed  j  but  he  finds  that  this  volume  has  already 
fwelled  to  a  fize  that  precludes  him,  at  prefent,  from  executing  his  purpofe.  They 
fhall,  however,  be  foon  given  to  the  public.  In  this  Appendix  the  order  of  time 
is  not  obferved,  as  in  the  preceding  collcftion.  The  papers  omitted  are  marked  as 
the  volumes  prefented  themfelves  to  the  Editor's  hands. 

Life  of  James  II.     TVritten  by  himfelf 

TT'ING  James  the  Second  was  born,  on  the  fourteenth  of  October,  1633,  about    Bundle  of 

twelve  at  night.  He  went  out  of  London,  with  his  father,  the  Queen,  and  '°°'"  P^P^f-' 
the  princefs  Mary,  to  Dover.  He  was  fent  back  to  St.  James's ;  prince  Charles 
only  going  to  York.  About  Eafter,  the  marquis  of  Hertford  was  ordered  to  bring 
the  duke  to  him.  The  marquis  had  received  an  order  from  the  parliament  not  to 
carry  the  duke  of  York  out  of  town ;  yet  he  did.  He  went  with  the  Palfgrave, 
and  other  lords  and  gentlemen,  to  Hull ;  the  King  intending  to  follow  the  next 
day.  Sir  L.  Dyves  came,  the  next  day  before  dinner,  and  told  the  governor,  that 
the  King  would  dine  with  him.  They  were  on  a  platform,  by  the  water-fidc. 
The  governor  turned  pale.  He  defired  the  duke  and  company  to  retire  to  their 
lodgings.  The  gates  were  ftiut  and  the  garrifon  put  in  arms.  The  King  came; 
and,  feeing  the  gates  fliut,  afked  to  fpeak  with  the  governor,  who  excufed  himfelf 
from  letting  him  enter,  as  trufted  by  the  parliament.  The  King  gave  reafons,  in 
vain.  The  governor  had  received  advertifement  from  York,  from  William  Mur- 
ray *,  one  of  the  King's  bed-chamber,  as  a  friend,  advifing  him  not  to  let  in  the 
King ;  who  was  refolved,  if  mafter  of  the  town,  to  fecure  him  and  cut  off  his 
head.     Nothing  was  more  falfe,  yet  it  had  efFcdt  on  Hotham. 

The  King  then  dcfued,  that  his  fon  and  the  reft  might  come  out  to  him.     They 
were,  accordingly,  fcnt  out,  one  after  another.     He  then  went  back  to  Beverly

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and  York.  In  Hull,  there  was  a  magazine  of  arms  and  amunition,  for  above 
twenty  thoufand  men,  and  a  train  fuitable.  The  King  could  not  arm  a  hundred' 
men.  Had  he  not  fent  Sir  L.  Dyves  before,  he  might,  perhaps,  have  been  ad- 
mitted, and  would  then  be  matter  of  the  town,  which  was  afFeflionate  to  him  ;  and 
the  gentry  attending  were  too  numerous  for  Hotham  to  refift.  The  foldiers  of  the 
garrifon  all  threw  down  their  arms,  being  called  upon,  by  fome  of  the  King's  traia 
without,  to  do  fo;  nor  did  they  take  them  up  again,  till  their  officers,  with  their 
fwords  ia  harrd,  forced  them.  Some  vigojous,  bold  men,  that  went  with  thed*uke 
of  York,  fliould  have  been  trufted  with  the  defign,  with  an  order  on  the  reft  to 
obey  the  duke.  For  it  was  in  their  power,  feveral  times  after  Hotham  ordered  the 
gates  to  be  fliut,  to  have  (ecured  him,  or  knocked  him  on  the  head  :  Either  would 
have  done  the  work.  Hotham  came  into  the  duke's  room  without  any  officer  with 
him,  where  he  had  before  confined  the  duke;  yet  none  feized  the  opportunity. 
Sir  L.  Dyves  and  William  Murray,  groom  of  the  duke  of  York's  bed-chamber, 
were  the  only  ones  for  fuch  a  ftep  ;  and  were  refolved  to  kill  him.  But  they  were 
confined,  before  they  could  do  it,  and  a  guard  put  upon-  them ;  yet  they  were  let: 
out  with  the  reft.. 

The  King  wanted  money  and  arms.  The  Queen  fent  captain  J.  Strahan,  with 
arms  and  amunition  and  officers  in  the  Providence,  from  Holland  ;  elfe,  the  King 
could  not  have  formed  an  army.  Captain  Strahan  brought  them  into  the  Humber, 
where  leaft  expe&ed;  fo  run  a-ground  at  a  phce  appointed.  He  went  from  BriU 
to  the  Humber.  The  fignal  was  not  anfwered.  He  was  forced  to  anchor,  when 
the  tide  was  fpent.  The  parliament  fhip  of  fifty-four  guns  came  down  from  Hull 
and  anchored,  with  another  from  Grimfby,  near  him.  They  ordered  him  aboard. 
But,  commanding  one  of  the  King's  Ships,  he  refufed'.  He  waited  till  afloat,  and 
then  ftood  tov/ards  Hull,  till  near  high-water.  He  paflcd-over  a  fand,  then  but 
twelve  feet  water ;  and,  when  paft  it,  ran  a-ground.  The  parliament's  Ihips 
drawing  more  water,  were  not  able  to  follow.  The  Providence  drew  but  eleven 
feet  and  a  half  water.  He  got  into  the  other  channel,  by  bearing  up  with  all  his 
fails.  The  parliament's  fhips,  trying  to  follow,  ftuck  faft.  Strahan  landed  at 
Powle,  fome  miles  below  Hull,  on  the  fame  fide  of  the  Humber;  and  ran  his  {hips 
aftiore ;  fo  that  it  ferved  for  a, battery  to  defenditfelf,  whilft  the  arms  were  landed; 
and  the  feamenand  officers  were  intrenched  ;  fo  that  Hull  garrifon  durft  not  attack 
them.  A  convoy  was  fent  from  York.  The  King  would  not  let  the  fhip  be  burnt, 
after  the  guns  were  taken  out  and  carried  to  York.  The  fcamen  were  madtt 
gunners. 

g  Effex's  men  were  ported  in  the  vale  near  Keynton.     The  King  marched  down 

on.  23.        the  hill  to  fight  them.     Ruthen,   who  had  ferved  as  major  general  under  the  King: 
of  Sweden,  and  the  earl  of  Brentford,  being  ordered  to  draw  up  the  army,  Lindfay 

took 
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took  it  ill,  and  faid  he  would  fcri'e  ;is  colonel ;  and  put  himfelf  at  the  head  of  hla 
regiment  of  foot  ported  againft  Kflex.  The  King's  army  was  above  four  thoufand 
horfe  and  ei<>ht  thoufand  foot.  The  rebels  were  three  thoufand  ftronser  in  foot ; 
but  had  not  many  more  horfe,  and  few  cannon.  It  was  three  p.  m.  before  the  King's 
army  were  embattled  ;  when  they  marched  flowly,  but  with  great  refolution  ;  re- 
ceiving the  rebels  fhot,  till  they  came  to  pu(h  of  the  pike.  Both  fides  retiring,  as 
if  by  mutual  confent,  back  a  few  paces,  ftruck  down  their  colours  and  ftood  firm, 
till  both  drew  off",  when  it  began  to  grow  dark.  The  enemy's  left  wing  fled,  as 
foon  as  charged.  They  were  purfued,  without  falling  on  the  foot.  The  enemy's 
foot  made  the  King's  retire  to  their  cannon ;  which,  playing  with  fuccefs,  ftopt 
them.  Prince  Rupert  could  not  flop  his  horfe  from  purfuing,  or  make  them  charge 
the  foot.  Lord  VVilioughby's  gallant  beh.iviour  over  his  father's  *  body,  who  lay 
with  his  thigh  broke  by  a  niullcct-fhot,  and  carried  him  to  bs  drefTed.  But  he  was 
taken,  by  fome  flraggling  horfe,  who  came  in  the  way.  Sir  Edmund  Verney  was 
killed  and  his  ftandard  taken.  But  it  was  recovered,  by  the  means  of  Sir  James 
Smith.  Both  armies  retired  to  their  former  pofls ;  and  the  King  fent,  early  next 
morning,  five  hundred  horfe,  which  brought  off  his  own  cannon,  and  fix  of  the 
enemy's.  Sir  Faithful  Fortefcue  had  given  notice  of  his  intention,  fome  days  be- 
fore. There  were  not  full  one  thoufand,  on  both  fides,  fiain  ;  as  the  parfon,  who 
buried  and  counted  them,  faid.  Lord  Aubigny  and  lieutenant-colonel  Monra 
were  among  the  number.  The  earl  of  Lindfey  died  of  his  wounds  at  Warwick. 
About  fixty  ftandards  were  taken  from  the  rebels.  The  King  marched  to  Edgcrt 
and  Banbury,  taking  the  caftle ;  and  fo  to  Oxford.  But  it  was  of  fatal  confe- 
quence,  that  he  did  not  march  to  London  ;  which,  in  the  fright,  would  not  have 
coft  him  a  ftroke. 

Ruthen,  the  day  after  the  battle,  defired  the  King  to  fend  him,  with  moft  of  the 
horfe  and  three  thoufand  foot  to  London,  where  he  would  get  before  Eilex,  fei/.e 
Weftminfter,  drive  away  the  rebel  part  of  the  parliament,  and  maintain  it,  till  the 
King  came  up  with  the  reft  of  the  army.  But  this  was  oppofed,  by  the  advice  of 
many  of  the  council.  They  were  afraid  that  the  King  fliould  return  by  conquefl ; 
and  faid  fo  openly.  They  perfuaded  the  King  to  advance  fo  flowly  to  London, 
that  ElTex  got  there  before  him  ;  and  the  parliament,  ready  before  to  fly,  took 
heart.  All  the  King's  old  foot  were  loft  in  the  f;ege  of  Glouccfter  and  battle  of 
Newbury. 

*  The  earl  of  Lindfey,  who  died,  foon  after,  of  his  wounds  at  Warwick.  He  was  an 
officer  of  experience.  He  ferved  with  great  reputation,  under  Maurice  and  Henry, 
princes  of  Orange. 


Tho 
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1648.  The  duke  of  York  might  have  efcaped  from  Oxford,  if  Sir  George  RatcliiF,  his 

April  2C.  governor,  would  have  fuffered  it,  without  a  pofitive  order  from  the  King.  He 
was  carried  to  London,  where  the  duke  of  Gloucefter  and  the  princefs  Elizabeth 
had  been  left,  when  the  King  went  to  the  North.  The  earl  of  Northumberland 
was  made  his  governor.  All  refpe£t  was  ufed  to  him.  George  Howard,  brother 
to  the  earl  of  Suffolk,  and  colonel  Jofeph  Bampfield  *  contrived  his  efcape ;  the 
firfl:  carrying  all  the  meffages  between  the  duke  and  Bampfield,  which  was  all  he 
had  to  do. 

All  things  being  prepared,  the  duke  of  York  fupped,  at  the  ufual  hour,  about 
feven,  with  his  brother  and  fifter,  and  after  fupper  all  played  at  hide  and  feek,  with 
the  reft   of  the  young  people  of  the  houfe;  having  played  at  it  conftantly  every 
night  for  above   a  fortnight  before.     The  duke  ufed  to  hide  himfelf  in   a  place 
where  they  could  not  find   him,  for  half  an   hour  or  more;  and  then  he  would 
Gome  out  to  them.     To  prevent  fufpicion  of  his  being  gone,  when  he  really  was, 
the  duke  lockt  up  a  little  dog,  that  ufed  to  follow  him,  into  his  fifter's  chamber,. 
to  prevent  his  coming  after  him,  flipt  down  the  back  flairs,  went  into  the  inner- 
moft  garden,  and  fo  into  the  Park,  out  of  a  back  door  of  the  faid  garden,  of  which 
he  had  a  key,  where  Bampfield  ftaid  for  him ;  having  a  footman  with  a  cloak, 
which  the  duke  put  on,  with  a  peruke  he  had  ready,  and  went  through  Spring- 
Gardens,  where  one  Mr.  Trip  ftaid  with  a  hackney-coach,  which  carried  them  to 
Salifbury-houfe,      Here  the  duke  and  Bampfield  went  out  of  the  coach,    as  if 
going  in  there  ;  and  Trip  went  with  the  coach   into  the  city,  and  kept  it  as  long 
as  he  could,  at  the  end  of  the  town.     But  as  foon  as  the  coach  was  gone,  they 
took  boat  and  landed  on  the  lame  fide  of  the  river,  clofe  to  the  bridge,  and  went  to 
one  Loo's,  a  furgeon,  where  they  found  Mrs.  Murray,  who  had  women's  cloaths 
ready  for  him  to  put  on.     He  was  dreft  prefcntly,  and   went  with   Bampfield   to 
Lion-key,  where  there  ftayed  a  four-oared  barge  for  them.     They  went  in  it  dov/n 
the  river;  the  tyde  ferving  them. 

But  they  no  fooner  entered   the  barge  than   the  mafter  fufpefted  fomething ; 
Bampfield  having  told  him  to  be  there  with  his  barge,  and  he  fhould  bring  a  friend 
with  him,  not  faying  it  fliould  be  a  woman.     He   thought  fomcthing  more   war. 
in  it,  and  was  fo  frightened,  that,  as  they  went  down,  he  did  nothing  but  talked 
with  them,  how  impoflible  it  was  for  them  to  pafs  by  the  Block-houfe  at  Gravef- 
end,  without  being  difcovered  ;  and  that  they  had  no  other  way  to  get  on  board- 
the  ftiip  that  ftaid  for  them  at  the  Hope,  but  to  land  at  Gravefend,  and  get  a  pair 
of  oars  to  carry  them  down.     When  they  debated  the  diftance,  and  fhewed  him  the 
hazard  of  getting  a  boat  to  carry  them  to   the  fliip,  he  objeiSted,   the  light  of  the 
moon.     He  was  foon  fatisfied  fully,  that  his  woman  was  fome  difguifed  body  of 
great  quality.     For,  peeping  through  a  cranny  of  the  door  of  the  barge,  where 
they  then  had  a  candle  burning,  he  faw  the  duke  put  his  leg  upon  the  table  and 

•  His  real  name  was  Bamford  ;  an  IriHiman. 

pluck 
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pluck  up  his  ftockings,  in  fo  indecent  a  manner,  as  made  him  conclude  what  he 
had  before  fufpefted.  This  confounded  him  fo,  as  he  told  them  afterwards,  that 
he  hardly  knew  what  he  did  or  faid  ;  which  they  perceiving,  thought  it  beft  to  tell 
him  the  truth  and  truft  him,  knowing  him  to  be  an  honeft  man.  So  the  duke  told 
him  who  he  was,  and  afTured  him,  that  he  would  take  care  to  provide  for  him  ;  and, 
if  it  was  not  fife  to  return  to  London,  to  carry  him  to  Holland.  The  man's'mind 
was  now  fettled.  He  refolved  to  pafs  by  the  Block-houfe,  without  going  afhore; 
and,  when  they  came  near  the  town,  he  put  out  the  light ;  let  the  barge  drive  down 
with  the  tyic ;  paffed  undifcovered  by  the  Block-houfe,  and  got  to  the  fhip,  a 
Dutch  pink  of  f^venty  tons,  lying  for  them,  at  the  upper  end  of  the  Hope.  She 
had  been  cleared  at  Gravefcnd,  where  Sir  Nicholas  Armourer,  colonel  Mayard, 
Richard  Johnfon,  three  gentlemen,  with  each  a  fcrvant,  expelled  them,  whom 
Bampfield  had  trufted  and  fent  before,  that,  by  their  help,  he  might  mafter  the 
vefll'l,   if  need. 

They  fet  fail,  at  break  of  day,  with  a  fiiir  wind,  and  anchored  early  next  morn- 
ing, before  Fluftiing,  where  they  flaid,  expeding  the  tyde  to  carry  them  up  to 
Middleburg.  The  mafler,  with  two  of  his  four  hands,  went  afhore  with  the  boat 
to  Flufhing,  intending  to  be  back,  by  the  time  the  water  was  high  enough  to 
go  to  Middleburg.  But  before  he  came  back,  Owen,  mafter  of  the  barge,  who 
came  along  with  the  duke,  came  down,  in  a  great  fright  to  the  fmall  cabbin, 
telling  them  that  a  parliament  frigate  was  coming  in  to  look  for  them,  and  would 
be  with  them  prefentlyj  and  that  they  mull  get  their  anchor  on  board  and  fail  for 
Middleburg.  He  was  pofitive  it  was  a  frigate.  The  two  feamen  would  not  get 
up  anchor  till  the  mafler  came  back.  But  they  were  forced  by  the  gentlemen  and 
fervants  to  do  it;  though  they  faid  there  was  not  water  for  it,  and  the  (hip  would 
be  loft.  The  fliip  proved  only  a  merchantman.  The  vefTcl  ftruck  twice  or  thrice. 
But  the  mafter  coming  on  board,,  and  the  tyde  fcrving,  they  got  to  Middleburg;, 
before  the  tyde  was  fpent.  The  duke  landed  in  women's  cloaths,  ftaid  all  night, 
went  next  morning  to  Dordrecht;  and  fent  Bampfield,  next  day,  to  the  Hague, 
to  acquaint  his  Cfter  and  the  prince  of  Orange  of  his  arrival,  and  to  defire  cloaths. 
He  was  mifl'ed,  in  an  hour's  time,  at  St.  James's.  When  he  was  not  found,  on 
fearch,  notice  was  given  to  Whitehall  and  general  Fairfax. 


Rifmg  in  Kent. — Rainftjorough  commanded  a  fquadron  in  the  Downs  of  one  May,  164S. 
fecond  rate,  three  or  four  fourth,  one  fifth,  and  three  or  four  fixth  rates,  and  fomc 
ketches;  the  Gonftant-Rcformation,  Convcrtin,  Antelope,  Swallow,  Satisfadtion, 
Hind,  Roebuck,  Pelican,  Conftant-Warwick.  Thefe,  on  notice  of  the  three 
caftles  being  furprized  and  feized,  by  the  infurgents,  declared  for  the  King. 
Rainftjorough  feeing  that  they  of  Deal  had  been  inftrumental  in  it,  went  on  board 
a  ketch  to  go  nearer  to  the  (hore,  the  better  to  fee  what  was  doing  there,  and  thence 
fent  orders  to  his  (hip  to  get  under  fail,  and   Hand  as  near  as  they  could  to  the 

fhore,.

'ibore,  in  order  to  batter  the  town.  Accordingly,  they  worked  to  get  their  anchors 
.onboard;  and  in  doing  which,  in  the  Conftant-Reformation,  Rainfborough's  (hip, 
and  heaving  out  the  capftern,  one  of  the  boatfwain's  mates,  Robert  Lindane, 
thought  it  the  proper  time  to  execute  the  reiblution,  which  he  had  taken  feme  time 
before,  of  doing  fomething  to  ferve  the  King.  Having  opened  himfelf  to  three 
more  common  feamen,  whom  he  had  found  to  be  of  his  principles,  he  propofed, 
as  all  Kent  had  declared  for  the  King,  to  get  fome  of  the  (hips  to  do  fo.  They, 
Tiow,  as  heaving  the  capftern,  began  to  grumble  at  the  orders  received;  faying, 
they  had  no  reafon  to  batter  Deal,  which  was  full  of  their  wives,  children,  and 
relations,  to  deftroy  it  and  them.  This  working  on  the  men,  they  ventured 
further  to  fay,  that  it  would  be  better  to  join  wnth  them  for  the  King.  On  cry- 
ing, one  and  all,  for  the  King,  Lindale  told  them,  he  believed  that  the  lieute- 
nant and  fome  other  officers  of  the  (hip  would  be  againft  it,  and  they  muft  imme- 
diately poflefs  the  gun-room  and  arm  themfelves ;  and  then  they  might  feize  their 
officers  and  thofe  that  would  not  join  them.  They  did  io  ;  fecured  their  officers, 
telling  them  they  would  declare  for  the  King ;  and,  as  they  would  not  comply, 
they  put  them  in  the  hold,  till  they  let  them  go  afhore,  and  fuch  as  had  a  mind  to 
go  with  them.  The  officers  were  forced  to  fubmit.  This  done,  he  got  under- 
fail,  and,  paffing  along  the  broad-fiJe  of  the  next  (hip,  told  them  what  they  had 
■done,  and  bid  them  feize  their  officers,  in  like  manner,  elfe  they  would  fink 
them  ;  and  thus,  from  (hip  to  (hip,  till  every  one  had  declared  for  the  King. 

Rainfborough,  feeing  his  (hip  had  got  under  fail,  and  yet  not  come  up  to  him, 
as  he  ordered,  but  fpeaking  to  one  another,  went  to  them  with  his  ketch,  and  afked 
his  own  (liip  what  they  were  doing.  They  told  him,  he  muft  not  put  his  foot  in 
it,  they  having  declared  for  the  King;  but  would  fend  him  his  fervants  and  fome 
of  his  officers.  They  did  fo;  and,  on  his  beginning  to  talk  with  them  to  return 
to  obedience,  bid  him  hold  his  tongue  or  they  would  fire  on  him.  So  he  went 
away  in  his  ketch  up  the  river  to  acquaint  the  parliament.  The  other  (hips  turned 
out  all  their  commanders,  then  came  afhore  to  tell  the  Kent  gentry  what  they  had 
done;  and  to  defire  fome  that  were  feamen  to  come  on  board  and  command  them, 
as  Sir  William  Palmer,  captain  Bargrave,  captain  Foy,  and  others  did,  and  put 
in  other  officers.  Before  they  got  out  of  the  Downs,  the  earl  of  Warwick  came 
down  in  a  ketch  from  the  parliament,  to  get  them  to  return  to  their  duty,  and 
defired  to  come  on  board  of  them.  They  fent  to  know  firft  what  his  bufinefs 
w.^s.  He  offered  pardon,  redrcfs  of  grievances,  if  they  would  declare  for  the 
parliament.  Their  anfwer  was,  they  valued  not  the  promifes  of  parliament: 
ihat  they  liad  declared  for  the  King,  and  would  be  loyal  The  earl  (hewed  a 
letter,  by  which  he  had  been  invited  down  by  fome.  All  thefe  were  fent  to  him. 
He  defired  one  of  the  (hips,  for  his  better  accommodation,  to  carry  him  up  the 
river ;  promifing,  on  his  honour,  to  fend  it  back.  They  let  him  have  the  Nico- 
■demus,  a  fixth  rate,  but  he  did  not  keep  his  word. 

They 
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They  then  went  to  Holland,  where  the  duke  of  York  was,  to  receive  the 
prince's  commands,  and  arrived  at  Helveotfluys.  The  duke  went  and  ftaid  on  board 
with  them,  till  the  prince  came  by  fea  from  France.  He  took  the  command  and 
failed  for  the  Downs  ;  leaving  the  duke  in  Holland,  and  having  firft  difcharged 
Bampfield,  an  unquiet,  intriguing  head,  from  his  brother's  fervice.  His  tamper- 
ing with  the  feamen,  and  driving  on  a  prefbyterian  intereft,  fo  ofFended  the  duke, 
that  he  would  never  take  him  again  into  his  fervice,  whatever  application  was 
made.  Yet  he  fupplied  him  with  what  he  was  able,  in  his  condition,  till  the  Re— 
ftoration. 

The  prince,  about  the  end  of  fummer,  came  with  the  fleet  to  Helveotfluys. 
The  earl  of  Warwick,  with  the  parliament-fleet,  followed  to  the  fame  port.  The 
Dutch  would  fufFer  no  hofi:ilities  ;  and  Warwick  returned.  Prince  Rupert,  who 
was  made  commander  of  the  King's  (hips  went  with  prince  Maurice  to  Ireland; 
Portugal,  the  Streights,  and  the  Wefl:  Indies,  where  prince  Maurice  and  fome 
fhips  were  loft.  Prince  Rupert  returned  to  Europe,  in  1653,  ''"'^  landed  at  Nantz. 
The  duke  of  York  went  to  Paris,  a  few  days  before  his  father's  murder.  The 
King  came  thither,  in  his  way  to  Ireland,  where  nothing  confiderable  remained 
in  the  rebels  hands,  but  Dublin.  But  he  ftaid  all  the  fummer  at  St.  Germains,  or 
in  Jerfey,  till  the  end  of  September,  where  he  landed  on  the  twenty-fixth  of  Sep- 
tember, and  received  an  account  of  the  rout  near  Rathmines.  All  thoughts  of 
Ireland  were  laid  afide;  and  the  two  fhips  fent  by  the  prince  of  Orange  to  tranf- 
port  him,  were  fent  back  to  Holland,  Addreffes  were  made  there  from  Scotland,, 
by  one  Windram,  an  honeft  gentleman.  The  King  refolved  to  return  to  Holland 
to  treat  with  the  Scots.  The  Queen-mother  met  hira  at  Bcauvois.  After  feme 
days  flay,  he  proceeded  to  Holland.  He  agreed  with  the  Scots  commiflioners,  and 
went  to  Scotland.  The  duke  of  York  ftaid  at  Jerfey,  till  the  September  of  1650; 
He  went  to  Paris,  by  the  King's  orders,  on  the  feventeenth.  But  he  left  it  on  the 
fourth  of  October,  and  came  to  Bruflels  on  the  thirteenth  of  the  fame  month, - 
where  he  ftaid  till  the  middle  of  December.  The  prince  of  Orange  died  of  the 
fmall  pox  on  the  fixth  of  November;  and  the  princefs  was  delivered  ofa  fon  on 
the  fourteenth,  eight  days  after  his  death. 

He  went  to  the  Hague,  and  ftaid  till  the  twelfth  of  January,  1651,  when  the 
Englifh  ambalTador  was  there  received  ;  and  then  went  to  Breda.  But,  fome 
days  after,  he  returned  to  the  Hague.  In  June  he  was  ordered,  by  the  King,  to 
return  to  Paris,  and  follow  the  Queen-mother's  advice.  He  arrived  there  in  the 
end  of  June.  The  King  landed  about  the  middle  of  0<5lober,  at  Fefcamp  in 
Normandie  ;  and  coming  to  Paris,  cardinal  de  Retz  brought  him  a  vaft  fum  of 
money  in  his  coach,  which  the  King  would  not  receive,  not  knowing  when  he 
fhould  be  able  to  pay  it.  The  cardinal  fhewed  himfelf  very  afFe£tionate  to  him 
He  propofed  his  marriage  with  the  duke  of  Orleans's  daughter.     The  King  vifited' 

I  her 
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her  often.  But  flje  grew  cool ;  being  put  in  the  head  of  marrying  the  King  of 
France,  and  that  the  Queen-mother  would  be  forced  to  confent  to  it.  So  the  match 
was  broke  ofF.  Mademoifeile,  only  daughter  of  the  duke  of  Longueyille,  by  his 
firft  wife,  fifter  of  the  cardinal  SoifTons,  was,  at  the  fame  time,  propofed  for  the 
duke  of  York  ;  the  greateft  match,  next  to  Mademoifeile,  in  France.  But  the 
court  of  France  would  not  confent.  The  duke  went  a  volunteer  in  the  campaign 
of  1652.

Ccl.  2jth.  George  Howard  had  aflifted  the  duke  of  York  in  his  efcape  from  England  ;  and 

had  been  promifed,  by  the  Queen,  the  poft  of  m after  of  the  horfe  to  the  duke  of 
York.  But  William  Crofts  having  been  fworn  into  it,  Howard  was  made  genUe- 
man  of  the  bedchamber,  with  a  penfion.

The  King  to  the  Duke  of  York. 

Cologne,  Nov.  loth,  1654. 
"  The  news  I  have  received  from  Paris,  of  the  endcivours  ufed  to  change  my 
brother  Harry's  religion,  troubles  me  fo  much,  that  if  I  have  any  thing  to  anfwer 
to  any  of  your  letters,  you  muft  excufe  me  if  I  omit  it  this  poft.  All  that  I  can 
fay,  at  this  time  is,  that  I  conjure  you,  as  you  love  the  memory  of  your 
father,  and  if  you  have  any  care  for  yourfelf,  or  kindnefs  for  me,  to  hinder,  all 
that  lies  in  your  power,  all  fuch  pradlices,  without  any  confideration  of  any  perfon 
whatever.  I  have  written  very  home,  both  to  the  Queen  and  my  brother,  about 
it  ;  and  I  expect  that  you  fhould  fecond   it,  as  I  have  faid  to  them,  with  all  the 
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arguments  you  can.  For  neither  you  nor  I  were  ever  fo  much  concerned,  in  all 
refpeds,  as  we  are  in  this.  I  am  able  to  fay  no  more  at  this  time,  but  that  I  am 
yours  *." 

Cologne,  Nov.  loth, 

"  I  have  commanded  this  bearer,  my  lord  of  Ormonde,  to  fpeak  with  you  at 
large,  concerning  my  brother  Harry.  Therefore,  I  defire  you  to  give  him  credit, 
in  all  that  he  Ihall  fay  to  you  from  me,  and  to  do  all  that  he  fliall  defire  you.

James  intended  this  letter  by  way  of  declaration,  upon  his  landing  in  England,, 
in  1692.  It  is  followed  by  a  preamble  to  a  declaration,  and  by  a  draught  of  a  de-

"  Heads  of  a  capitulation  to  be  made  with  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefly,  as  well 
for  the  forces  belonging  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  now  expeded  from  Ireland^ 
as  alfo  for  the  troops  fent  from  thence  into  France,  in  the  year  1690  ;  and  for  all 
other  his  fubjefts,  who  naw  are,  or  fhall  be  hereafter  employed  in  the  French  fer- 
vice.    December,   1692." 

They  were  to  ferve  in  one  body,  under  the  command  of  James,  and  of  fuch  ge- 
neral officers  as  he  fhould  appoint.  All  the  officers  were  to  receive  their  commif- 
fions  from  him,  and  the  troops  were  to  be  fubjeit  only  to  fuch  rules  and  difcipline 

©f 
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of  war  as  he  fliould  appoint.  He  was  to  have  a  fecretary  at  war,  a  judge-advocate 
general,  a  provoft  mariflial  general,  and  a  chaplain  general,  v»ith  fix  priefls,  two 
able  phyficians,  and  fix  furgeons,  all  with  ruit;ible  appointments.  The  pay  of  officers 
and  foldiers  was  ftipulated  ;  and  the  laft  article  of  the  capitulation  was  in  the  fol- 
lowing terms  :  "  That  the  King  of  Great  Britain  be  at  liberty,  at  any  time  here- 
after, to  bring  all  or  fuch  part  of  the  faid  forces,  as  he  fliall  think  fit,  into  any  of 
his  Mnjefty's  dominions,  or  elfcwhere,  a^  he  fhall  judge  neceffary  or  convenient."

An  agent  was  to  be  eftablifhed  at  Dublin,  who  was  to  have  agents  to  a£l  aecord- 
ing  to  his  dirciftions  in  the  feveral  counties.  They  were  to  enlifl  recruits,  and  to 
facilitate  their  efcape  from  Ireland.  Irifh  officers  were  to  be  eftablifhed  on  the  fron- 
tiers of  Flanders  ;  and  two  Louis  d'Ors  were  to  be  given  to  every  foldier  that  they 
could  engage  to  defert  from  the  allied  army.

When  the  earl  of  Sunderland  was  difmifled.  King  James's  bufinefs  with  the 
court  of  France  was  committed  to  Melfort.  He  fays  he  perfuaded  his  mafl:er  to 
accept  of  the  affiftance  of  France  ;  and  having,  by  his  orders, '  made  the  propofals 
to  Barillon,  he  received,  for  anfwer,  that  there  were  no  troops  now  on  the  coaft 
of  France,  nor  vefTels  to  tranfport  them.  This  gave  great  offence  to  the  Englifh, 
particularly  to  the  earl  of  Middieton,  one  of  the  fecretaries  of  ftate.  Melfort  wa^ 
in  danger  of  being  aflaflinated  ;  fuch  were  the  prejudices  of  the  people  againft  the 
French.  He  was  obliged  to  retire  to  France,  and  had  their  Majeflies  orders  to 
meet  the  prince  of  Wales  at  Dieppe,  where  the  prince  would  have  landed,  if  he 
had  been  fent,  according  to  their  Majefties  orders,  from  Portfmouth.  Upon 
James's  arrival  at  St.  Germains,  Melfort  was  made  fccretary 'of  ftate  for  England  ; 
and,  againft  his  will,  was  obliged  to  attend  his  Majefty  to  Ireland.     He  dreaded 

lord 
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lord  Tyrconnel's  temper  and  pride.  He  claims  great  merit  to  liimfelf,  for  haviim- 
faved  that  kingdom,  by  his  invention  of  copper  currency,  and  from  his  other  fer- 
vices  and  fatigues.  He  left  Ireland,  and  expofcd  himfelf  to  be  fufpected  of  having 
been  in  difgrace  with  his  mafler ;  until  it  was  fcen,  tint  he  was  employed  to  exe- 
cute a  particular  commiflion  at  Rome.  But  ftill  he  fays.  Sir  Theophilus  Ogle- 
thorp  and  his  lady,  who  is  very  intriguing  and  cunning,  continued  to  do  him  ill 
offices.  They  thought  it  impoflible  that  he  fhould  pardon  them ;  and  therefore, 
they  retained  their  malice  againft  him. 

Melfort  was  recalled  from  Rome,  where  he  acquitted  himfelf  to  the  fatisfac^ioa 
of  the  French  miniftry,  to  ad  again  as  fecrctary  of  ftate.  He  carried  on  the  corre- 
fpondence  with  England.  James's  friends  increafed.  The  King  of  France  was 
induced  to  attempt  an  invafion,  and  communicated  his  intentions  to  Melfort 
alone.  James,  from  thenceforward,  never  called  to  his  council  five  Roman  Ca- 
tholic fervants,  with  whom  he  ufed  to  confult  while  Melfort  was  at  Rome.  This 
ftep,  which  Melfort  oppofed,  in  vain,  created  him  many  enemies. 

While  Melfort  was  abfent,  Montgomery,  whofe  father  and  grandfather  were 
-great  enemies  to  the  crown  of  Scotland,  propofed  to  the  King  and  to  the  Queen, 
by  his  emiflaries,  and  particularly  by  one  Jones,  to  feize  the  government.  The 
papers,  which  concern  this  affair,  were  delivered  up  to  the  miniftry,  though  Mont- 
gomery and  Jones  maintained  the  contrary ;  as  Melfort  had  foretold  from  Rome, 
from  his  knowledge  of  the  men  who  were  to  conducSl  it.  Montgomery,  on  ac- 
count of  his  hatred  to  the  prince  of  Orange,  having  gained  credit  with  two  or 
three  of  the  King's  friends,  began  again  to  make  propofals  to  the  King,  and  to 
give  him  information  of  fome  men  of  quality  who  were  in  his  intereft.  As  thefe 
men,  in  whofe  name  Montgomery  had  advanced  fevcral  things,  were  for  the  prince 
of  Orange  and  Whigs  at  bottom,  the  King  had  reafon  to  diftruft  him,  and  afk  an 
explanation.  Jones  was  fent  over  by  Montgomery  ;  and,  when  he  arrived  at  St. 
Germains,  inftead  of  fhewing  who  thefe  men  of  quality  were,  the  King  faw  that 
he  had  nothing  to  expert  from  Montgomery ;  and  the  correfpomience  was  inter- 
rupted until  Melfort  returned  from  Rome,  except  fome  letters  which  Montgomery 
wrote  from  time  to  time  to  Strafford,  foliciting  money.  A  perfon  who  was  fo  at- 
tached to  the  Kiiig,  that  he  fuftcred  the  torture  with  great  firmnefs,  without  mak- 
ing any  difcovcry,  was  fent,  in  the  mean  time,  by  one  of  the  King's  loyal  fubjects 
from  Scotland,  to  inform  him,  that  Montgomery  had  declared,  at  the  table  of  the 
marquis  of  Montrofc,  who  is  the  King's  great  enemy,  that  he  alfo  would  be  his 
enemy  to  his  death. 

The   correfpondence  was  interrupted.     Jones,  at    the   inftance  of  the  Kind's 
friends   in  En;;land,  was  throv/n   into   the  Baftile.     Abbe  Rcnaudot  complained 
that  Melfort  iccei-.ed  few  letters  from  England,  and  furnifhed  him  with  no  materials 
for  his  Gazette.     He  went  to  fee  Jones  in  the  Baitile.     Jones  promifed  to  renew 
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the  correfpondence,  and,  by  Reiiaudot's  means,  was  allowed  to  make  his  efcape. 
When  he  ariived  in  England,  he  blamed  Mellort  for  his  imprifonment.

and  fays,  that  the  King  has,  by  Mr.  Carry],  writ  to  this  lord,  and  given  him  the 
title  of  marquis  of  Taviftock.  Whether  all  this  be  real  or  fuppofed,  is  not  the 
6  queftion :

'T"  HIS  volume  confifts  almoft  entirely  of  original  letters  concerning  the  intrigue? 
of  the  courts  of  St.  Germains  and  Barleduc,  during  the  years  1712  and  1713. 
It  confifts  of  77  numbers;  and  almoft  every  one  of  thefe  numbers  contains  feveral 
letters.  But  extrafts  have  been  made  from  them  all,  as  they  occurred  in  the  or- 
der of  time ;  confequently  there  is  no  occafton  to  take  any  notice  of  them  here.

'T'HESE  two  volumes  contain  Gualterio's  correfpondence  and  negociations 
during  the  years  1716,  1717,  1718,  and  1719.  They  are  almoft  all  in  Ita- 
lian, and  confift  of  memorials  to  the  Pope,  letters  to  Nairne,  and  a  few  to  the 
Chevalier  de  St.  George  himfelf.  The  cardinal  was  the  Chevalier's  agent  at  Rome. 
The  fubjc»3s  of  his  letters  and  memorials  are  the  feverity  of  the  oaths  of  allegiance 
on  the  Englilh  Roman  Catholicks — An  application  to  the  Pope  for  a  difpenfation 
to  take  them — Lord  Peterborough's  arreft  at  Bologna— Secret  negociations  about

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the  Chevalier's  marriage — Negociations  with  the  court  of  Spain,  and  an  offer  of 
Gibraltar  and  Port-Mahon,  providing  that  court  placed  the  Chevalier  on  the  Britifh 
throne — Difficulties  attending  the  Chevalier's  marriage  and  place  of  abode— Cold- 
nefs  of  the  court  of  Rome — Various  negociations  and  correfpondences. 

Gualterio's  letters  are  moftly  in  cyphers,  but  the  cant-names  are  eafiiy  explained. 
Neither  his  letters  nor  his  memorials  are  of  much  importance ;  and  accordingly 
few  extrads  have  been  made  from  them.

'T^HE  firft  of  thefe  volumes  is  "  a  copy-book  of  the  earl  of  Middleton's  letters 
begun  at  St.  Germains,  19th  April,  1693,  to  28th  March,  1695."  The  fe- 
cond  is,  "  Entrys  of  fome  letters  of  the  earl  of  Middleton's,  moft  of  them  writt 
by  M.  from  the  14th  June,  1713,  to  the  13  Juillet,  1712,  with  fome  letters  of 
1700."  And  the  third  is,  "  Entries  of  fome  letters  writt  to  England  to  Abrain 
and  Berry,  &c.  from  1709  to  1713}  fome  by  earl  Middleton,  and  moft  by  N." 
(Nairne.) 

Thefe  letters  throw  confiderable  light  on  the  intrigues  of  the  times,  and  every 
thing  has  been  extradled  from  them,  that  was  any  ways  connefted  with  the  general 
hiftory,  or  with  the  private  conduft  and  charatSters  of  individuals.  They  are 
moftly  allegorical  and  in  cyphers,  and  are  often  without  a  key :  but  every  thing 
of  importance  in  them  hath  been  explained  by  a  careful  attention  to  trace  the  chain 
of  the  correfpondencc,  and  an  unwearied  application  in  comparing  them  with  one 
another,  and  in  difcovcring  the  views,  connexions,  &c.  of  the  feveral  perfons 
concerned.  Accefs  to  the  letters,  to  which  thefe  volumes  contain  anfwers,  would 
have  greatly  abridged  this  labour,  but  perhaps  have  brought  but  few  important 
fadts  to  light. 


The  late  Mr.  Thomas  Carte  was  a  great  colledlor  of  anecdotes.  From  one 
8vo.  and  three  410.  volumes  of  his  memorandum-books,  and  a  bundle  of  loofe 
papers,  fuch  of  them  have  been  inferted  in  the  preceding  volumes  as  were  fup- 
ported  by  collateral  evidence,  and  conneflied  with  the  hiftory  of  the  period  to 
which  Mr.  Nairne's  papers  extend.  But  as  many  of  the  papers  collected  by  him 
in  a  large  folio  volume,  marked  A.  L.  were  not  comprehended  within  this  period 
it  is  neceflary  to  give  a  more  particular  account  of  them.  He  himfelf  made 
fome  ufe  of  them  to  the  year  1654,  where  his  hiftory  ends.  It  will  be  fufficient 
to  give  a  lift  of  ihofe  to  which  he  has  not  referred,  and  a  fliort  account  of  their 
contents,  where  they  are  of  any  importance.

The  following  paragraph  of  this  letter  is  in  cyphers.  "  The  Emperor  of  Ruflla 
hath,  you  know,  baniflied  all  Englifh  trade,  and  the  merchants  are  makin"-  up 
their  packs  as  faft  as  they  can.  But  before  they  go,  I  intend  to  demand  of  the 
Emperor  of  Mufcovv  the  cuftom  unpaid  for  the  Englifh  goods,  fince  they  fubmitted 
to  the  new  authority  in  England  ;  and  if  the  Emperor  will  comply  with  the  Kin'^'s 
defire  in  any  thing,  it  will  more  probably  be  in  this  demand,  which  is  fo  notori- 
oufly  grounded  on  his  Majefty's  right,  and  which  will  not  coft  the  faid  Empero'' 
any  thing  out  of  his  own  purfe.

The  letter  was  fent  by  Mr.  Wyndram.  Charles  appoints  commiffioners  from 
Scotland  to  meet  him  at  Breda.     Along  with  it  was  fent  a  letter  to  the  clergy  of 

'39*  Scotland.  Charles,  in  thefe  letters,  promifed  to  fubmit  to  the  condition*  which 
were  propofed  to  him,  and  particularly  to  acknowledge  the  convention  of  eftates, 
then  aflembled  in  Scotland,  to  be  a  parliament.  At  the  fame  time  he  wrote  a  letter 
to  the  marquis  of  Montrofe,  afTuring  him,  that  he  would  make  no  conceflions,  in- 
confiflent  with  the  powers  he  had  given  him  in  his  commiffion  ;  and  declaring, 
that,  though  he  called  them  a  committee  of  eftates,  he  was  determined  not  to  ac- 
knowledge them  to  be  legally  fo.  This  letter  was  intercepted,  and  was  of  infinite 
prejudice  to  the  King.     Abram  Cowley,  on  the  13th  of  March,  writes  about  it  to 

,  Q^  fecretary  Long,  in  the  following  terms :  "  No  doubt  it  has  done  the  King  a  great 
deal  of  hurt ;  but  it  is  very  happy,  that  it  has  miffed  of  the  chief  end,  for  which 
I  conceive  it  was  publifhed,  which  was  to  hinder  the  treaty.  That  danger  is  now 
over ;  and  the  only  doubt  remaining  is,  whether  the  treaty  will  produce  an  agree- 
ment; and  I  dare  fay,  all  the  world,  befides  a  few  of  our  nation,  believe  it  fo 
great  a  madnefs  not  to  agree,  that  they  think  it  impoflible  to  happen.'^

"  This  proclamation  doth  difquiet  the  minds  of  the  militia,  efpecially  of  the 
common  fort,  who  are  all  fearful,  left  endeavours  fhould  have  been  ufed  to  re- 
prefent  them  to  his  Majefty,  as  perfons  difaffefted  to  his  fervice,  and  not  fit  to  be 
trufted  with  arms,  though  they  are  all  Englifti,  and  univerfally,  in  thofe  parts, 
Proteftants  of  the  church  of  England,  and  have  all  taken  the  oaths  of  allegiance 
and  fupremacy,  a  little  before  King  Charles  the  Second's  death  (fuch  being  then 
turned  out  as  rcfufed) ;  and  the  officers  have  all  produced  certificates  of  their  hav- 
ing taken  the  facrament,  as  required  by  the  church  of  England,  upon  an  order 
from  the  government  of  this  kingdom,  about  12  months  fince.  And  many  of  the 
Irifti  gentlemen  of  this  country  openly  fpread  abroad  reports,  and  tell  the  Englilh 
themfelves,  that  their  arms  are  thus  called  in  to  be  given  to  them,  as  the  King's 
beft  fubjeds  j  and  that,  they  fay,  is  the  meaning  of  the  proclamation,  in  the  ex- 
preflion  ufed  therein,  viz.  that  the  captains  are  to  keep  the  arms,  for  the  ufe  of 
the  militia,  or  fuch  other  ufes  as  his  Majefty  may  have  for  them.  This  ferves  to 
difquiet  the  minds  of  the  common  people  :  but  the  officers,  and  all  others  of  better 
fenfe,  arc  (6  well  fatisfied  with  his  Majefty's  gracious  and  royal  opinion,  declared 
to  the  advantage  of  all  the  church  of  England  principles,  that  no  fuch  idle  fear 
enters  their  thoughts ;  but  they  wholly  rely  upon,  and  acquiefce  in,  the  aflurances 

given  "by  his  Majefty,  whofc  word,  they  know,  is  facred  and  inviolable. 

People's 
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People's  fears  of  troubles  here  are  very  great,  efpecially  if  the  rebel  Monmouth 
fhouM  have  any  fuccefs  ;  which  diflurbance  breeds  a  great  deal  of  ill  blood  here 
between  the  Englifh  and  the  Irifli ;  the  latter  charging  this  rebellion  on  the  whole 
body  of  theEnglirti,  and  telling  them,  that  now  their  turn  is  come,  and  that  they 
will  make  the  Englifh  of  this  country  good  fubje(fls :  and  the  Englifli,  on  fuch 
occafions,  juflifying  themfelves,  and  telling  them,  that  though  this  be  a  rebellion 
in  England,  yet  it  is  only  by  the  worft  of  the  King's  fubjedts  there;  and  that  there 
are  none,  but  his  fubjeds  of  England,  that  appear  in  the  King's  fervice  againll 
them;  with  abundance  of  other  hot  difcourfes  of  this  kind  that  run  about  the 
country  ;  the  Irifli  charging  all  the  Englifh  univerfally,  hardly  three  excepted  in 
all  this  country,  as  devoted  to  Monmouth,  and  not  fit  to  be  trufled  by  the  King  : 
which  language  gives  great  offence  and  provocation  to  fuch  of  the  Englifh  as  hear 
it,  and  adminiflers  greater  occafion  of  jealoufy  between  the  Irifh  and  them  than 
formerly ;  infomuch  as  each  fay  they  are  afraid  the  others  will  cut  their  throats. 
And  fome,  more  fearful  or  difafFe(5led  than  others,  fpeak  of  fermons  being  in  many 
places  preached,  by  the  friars  of  this  country,  upon  the  5th,  6th,  and  yth  verfes 
of  the  ninth  chapter  of  Ezekiel ;  and  though  I  cannot  find  any  fuch  fermon  any 
where,  by  them  preached,  yet  it  ferves  to  amufe  and  difquiet  the  ignorant  fort  of 
people,  and  to  prejudice  the  little  trade  that  is  going  about  the  country;  nobody 
buying  any  thing  of  the  countrymen :  infomuch  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  re- 
ceive the  fixth  part  of  my  rent  in  money,  and  am  fain  to  receive  the  red  in  beef  or 

corn,  or  to  go  without  it. The  mofl  apprehenfive  of  my  friends,  on  this  fide 

the  water  have  been  advifing  me,  upon  fcore  of  fecurity,  to  crofs  the  fea,  and  to 
go  live  privately  in  England  ;  and,  though  I  fee  not  fo  much  caufe  to  fear,  or  ex- 
pedlation  of  diflurbance,  as  they  pretend  to  fee,  yet,  becaufe  they  defired  me  to 
move  it  to  you,  I  defire  the  favour  of  your  advice  about  it.  It  is  upon  the  advice 
of  our  friends,  that  we  have  thoughts  of  fending  part  of  our  flocke  of  children, 
&c."
